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PROCEEDINGS 
Thirty-Ninth  Session,  Johnston  Baptist  Association 
Morning  Session 

The  39th  session  of  the  Johnston  Baptist  Association  met 
in  the  First  Baptist  church,  Clayton,  at  10:30  o'clock,  Wednes- 
day morning,  October  29th,  1 941 

Brother  R.  E.  Earp  led  the  congregation  in  singing  "Amer- 
ica," "How  Firm  a  Foundation"  and  "I  Am  Thine,  O  Lord." 

In  the  absence  of  Bro.  H.  G.  Bryant  because  of  illness, 
who  was  to  lead  the  devotional  service,  Bro.  Chas.  L.  Gillespie 
led  in  prayer. 

On  roll  call  169  delegates  from  40  churches  answered. 
The  moderator  announced  a  quorum  present. 

After  making  certain  changes  of  expediency  the  program 
as  prepared  by  the  committee  was  adopted. 

The  Association  stood  in  honor  of  the  long  life  of  service 
of  Bro.  J.  A.  Ellis,  member  of  the  entertaining  church. 

Bro.  R.  R.  McCulloch  read  a  resolution  on  the  omission 
of  reports  from  the  minutes.  It  was  referred  to  a  special  com- 
mittee to  report  at  the  afternoon  session.  The  committee:  R. 
R.  McCulloch,  H.  F.  Harrell  and  Aaron  Earp. 

RESOLUTIONS  ON  REPORTS 

Inasmuch  as  the  constitution  and  by-laws  of  the  Johnston  Bap- 
tist Association  make  no  provision  for  the  reading  of  written  reports 
on  the  various  phases  of  Baptist  work,  fostered  by  and  presented 
to  the  association, 

Inasmuch  as  such  reports  usually  contain  only  such  information 
as  may  be  presented  in  the  various  addresses, 

Inasmuch  as  relatively  few  people  read  these  reports  after  they 
are  printed  in  the  minutes,  at  considerable  cost,  thus  making  such 
printing  unprofitable, 

Therefore  be  it  resolved: 

First,  that  we  dispense  with  the  reading  of  such  reports,  except 
in  such  cases  as  the  person  presenting  a  particular  phase  of  Baptist 
work  may  deem  it  desirable  that  he  should  read  his  report, 

Second,  that  the  clerk  of  the  association  be  directed  to  have 
printed  in  the  minutes  only  such  portions  of  written  reports  as  he 
considers  essential  to  the  progress  of  our  Baptist  work  and  of  our 
association,  or  is  of  historical  importance. 
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(This  resolution  was  presented  to  the  Johnston  Bapt.  Assoc.  early 
Oct.  29,  referred  to  committee  (McCulloch,  Harrill,  and  Earp),  and 
reported  favorably.  It  was  again  referred  to  the  same  committee  to 
be  reported  on  at  the  1942  session.) 

Bro.  H.  F.  Harrell  read  the  report  on  Christian  Education. 

REPORT  OF  RELIGIOUS  EDUCATION 

The  Baptist  of  North  Carolina  have  the  honor  and  distinction  of 
claiming  seven  Christian  Educational  Institutions — five  Junior  Col- 
leges, namely:  Boiling  Springs,  Mars  Hill,  Wingate,  Campbell,  and 
Chowan  and  two  senior  colleges — Meredith  and  Wake  Forest.  We 
have  in  other  parts  of  the  Southland  the  Baptist  Bible  Institute  at 
New  Orleans,  La.;  the  Southern  Seminary  at  Louisville,  Ky.,  and  the 
Southwestern  Seminary  at  Forth  Worth,  Texas.  In  connection  with 
these  are  found  our  training  schools  for  girls. 

The  fundamental  purpose  of  these  institutions  is  to  produce  cap- 
able leadership — leaders  who  will  have  the  power  to  descriminate 
between  right  and  wrong  and  to  lead  our  people  into  a  fuller  life 
as  found  in  the  teachings  of  Christ.  At  no  time  in  the  history  of 
the  world  has  the  need  for  Christian  leadership  been  so  great. 

Since  these  institutions  are  owned  and  supported  by  the  Baptist 
State  Convention  and  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention,  their  fu- 
tures are  in  our  hands.  Every  one  of  you  regardless  of  whether  you 
have  attended  College  are  stockholders  in  these  institutions.  There- 
fore what  they  are  today  and  what  they  are  to  become  in  the  future 
depends  on  our  support.  You  have  been  loyal  in  your  support  of 
these  institutions  but  the  past  is  not  sufficient  for  the  present  or  the 
future,  for  they  are  continually  growing  from  year  to  year. 

In  1939  a  survey  of  our  institutions  stated:  "The  most  press- 
ing need  of  Wake  Forest  is  a  Chapel."  The  Convention  therefore 
recommended  "that  efforts  be  taken  immdiately  to  secure  one."  This 
building  was  estimated  to  cost  $150,000.  Early  in  1940  preliminary 
plans  demonstrated  quite  clearly  that  the  Chapel  which  should  be 
built  would  cost  approximately  $250,000.  Consequently  at  a  meet- 
ing of  the  General  Board  plans  were  unanimously  approved  in  line 
with  the  larger  figure,  in  order  to  provide  a  building  which  would 
meet  the  pressing  needs  for  a  place  of  worship,  for  religious  instruc- 
tion, for  music,  and  for  Christian  activity.  We  hope  that  the 
churches  will  respond  to  the  call  to  build  this  building  as  well  as  to 
meet  the  needs  of  other  institutions.

RESOLUTION  CONCERNING  BRO.  H.  G.  BRYANT 

Whereas  Brother  H.  G.  Bryant,  Pastor  of  Pine  Level,  Thanks- 
giving and  Hood's  Grove  Baptist  Churches  in  the  Johnston  Baptist 
Association,  has  for  some  thirty-eight  years  been  a  faithful  minister 
of  the  Gospel  and  a  devoted  pastor  of  churches  in  North  Carolina, 
South  Carolina  and  "Virginia, 

And  whereas  he  has  recently  become  physically  unable  to  con- 
tinue in  his  present  pastorate, 

And  whereas  the  failure  of  his  health  has  made  it  necessary  for 
him  to  retire  from  the  active  ministry  and  to  enter  a  sanatorium 
for  the  purpose  of  trying  to  regain  his  health, 

And  whereas  it  has  become  necessary  for  him  and  his  faithful 
wife  to  discontinue  housekeeping  for  the  present,  and  that  with  no 
definite  promise  of  an  early  re-establishment  of  the  home, 

Be  it  therefore  resolved: 

First,  that  this  body  go  on  record  as  offering  to  express  deep 
regret  that  illness  has  overtaken  this  fine  man  of  God,  and  that 
our  sympathy  go  out  to  him  and  to  his  wife  in  this  hour  of  un- 
expected illness  and  separation. 

Second,  that  we  express  to  Brother  Bryant  our  deep  appreci- 
ation for  the  fine  work  that  he  has  done  through  the  years  as  preach- 
er, pastor,  worker  and  friend. 

Third,  That  the  moderator  of  this  association  designate  some 
one  to  lead  us,  and  that  we  now  bow  in  united  prayer  for  the  tem- 
poral, physical  and  spiritual  welfare  of  our  beloved  brother,  and 
that  we  pray,  that  if  it  be  God's  will,  that  he  may  give  Brother 
Bryant  rapid  recovery. 

Fourth,  that  this  body  now  assembled  make  a  love  offering  now, 
to  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  Brother  Bryant  to  be  used  according 
to  his  own  judgment  and  needs. 

Fifth,  that  proper  mention  of  these  resolutions  be  made  and  re- 
corded in  the  minutes  of  this  session  of  the  association,  and  that  a 
complete  copy  of  these  resolutions  be  given  Brother  Bryant  along 
with  our  love  offering.  ,

The  congregation  stood  while  they  sang  "All  Hail  the  Pow- 
er of  Jesus'  Name." 

The  moderator  announced  that  12  pastors  were  present. 

The  following  Committees  were  announced  by  the  Modera^ 
tor:  Nominating  Committee:  Chas.  L.  Gillespie,  E.  C.  Keller, 
H.  E.  Mitchener. 

Time  and  Place:  G.  W.  Lee,  B.  M.  Brannon,  H.  E.  Upchurch. 

Resolutions:  Mrs.  D.  B.  Oliver,  H.  F.  Harrell,  Mrs.  Jas.  G. 
Lane. 

The  hour  having  arrived  for  the  presentation  of  Evangel- 
ism, Bro.  R.  R.  McCulloch  read  Matt.  9:35f.,  after  which  he 
spoke  earnestly  and  infOrmingly  on  the  subject  under  consid- 
eration. 

Bro.  L.  E.  Godwin  led  in  prayer  after  which  the  Associa- 
tion recessed  for  lunch. 

Afternoon  Session 

The  hymns  "My  Faith  Looks  Up  To  Thee"  and  "Blessed 
Jesus"  were  sung.  Bro.  Forrest  Young  led  in  prayer. 

The  historian,  Bro.  J.  G.  Lane,  read  a  brief  history  of  the 
Clayton  Baptist  church. 

HISTORY  OF  THE  CLAYTON  BAPTIST  CHURCH 

It  is  always  a  matter  of  interest  to  trace  any  event  of  history 
back  to  the  course  of  that  event.  Such  is  the  case  when  we  seek  the 
beginning  of  the  history  of  the  Clayton  Baptist  Church.  The  simple 
statement  is  recorded  that  the  Baptist  Church  of  Christ  at  Liberty 
Meeting  House,  North  Carolina,  Johnston  County,  was  constituted 
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by  Elder  \Villiam  Creath,  of  Virginia,  and  Robert  T.  Daniel,  of  Wake 
County,  North  Carolina,  on  the  14th  day  of  October,  1811.  It  is 
further  recorded  that  Brother  Rigdon  Johnston,  a  member  of  the 
Baptist  Church  of  Bethel,  Wake  County,  was  received  for  the  pur- 
pose of  establishing  the  original  church  at  Liberty,  Johnston  County. 

According  to  the  records  the  third  member  received  into  this 
church  was  described  as  Sally,  a  servant  of  Joseph  Hinton,  and  the 
next  member  was  listed  as  Ben,  a  servant  of  Joseph  Hinton.  Strange 
to  say,  the  master  of  these  slaves  was  not  baptized  until  July  17, 
1814. 

It  appears  that  the  Liberty  Church  had  been  having  a  building 
program  in  1840.  The  church  voted  the  second  Sunday  in  August 
of  that  year  to  assume  the  debts  which  apparently  the  "Commission- 
ers" had  contracted  in  the  building  of  a  house  of  worship. 

The  first  mentioned  deacons  of  this  church  were  Joseph  Brought- 
on,  Caleb  Penny,  and  Needham  Bryan.  The  first  two  being  men- 
tioned at  their  election  as  deacons  in  April,  1842.  The  name  of  John 
F.  Ellington  appears  as  Church  Clerk  at  this  time.  The  first  minister 
from  the  membership  was  Brother  Rigdon  Johnston,  who  was  or- 
dained the  Second  Sunday  in  June  1842.  Then  Brother  John  F. 
Ellington  was  "licensed  to  exercise  his  gift  in  the  ministry"  on  Sat- 
urday before  the  second  Sunday  in  December,  1842. 

The  early  records  of  the  Liberty  Church  give  indication  that 
there  was  no  hesitancy  in  dealing  with  members  who  are  not  living 
up  to  the  accepted  standards  of  church  members  of  that  day.  "The 
peace  of  the  church  was  ascertained"  at  almost  every  conference 
and  many  committees  saw  brothers  or  sisters  whom  the  church  felt 
needed  discipline.  At  the  church  conference,  1844,  Gilbert,  a  ser- 
vant of  the  estate  of  Isaac  Stallings,  deceased,  was  reported  to  have 
run  away  and  being  out  of  his  master's  service  and  "as  we  may 
suppose  is  living  on  what  is  not  his  own,  he  either  steals  himself 
or  others  do  for  him."  A  committee  of  two  other  servants  were  ap- 
pointed to  see  him,  and  cite  him  to  the  next  conference  to  answer 
to  said  charge.  Then  later  a  vigilant  committee  reported  to  con- 
ference as  to  the  conduct  of  the  weaker  members  of  the  congregation. 

The  removal  of  the  Johnston  Liberty  Church  to  a  new  site  was 
begun  in  1884.  W.  H.  McCullers  and  Sons  made  an  offer  to  purchase 
the  old  building  for  $103.95,  which  was  accepted.  The  new  church 
was  to  be  located  near  the  residence  of  J.  T.  Hinton,  in  the  north- 
east part  of  the  town  of  Clayton,  the  lot  was  owned  by  Rev.  J. 
F.  Ellington.  The  building  and  finance  committee  was  composed 
of  A.  J.  Ellis,  J.  B.  Robertson,  W.  H.  McCullers,  V.  B.  Tomlinson, 
and  J.  T.  Ellington. 

The  first  mention  of  a  Woman's  Missionary  Society  was  made 
in  the  conference  of  February,  1885.  A  recommendation  was  made 
at  that  time  that  the  sisters  of  the  church  organize  themselves  into 
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a  Missionary  Society  "for  the  purpose  of  collecting  missionary  funds 
for  the  church  and  other  benevolent  work  as  may  suggest  itself  to 
them/' 

The  name  "Johnston  Liberty"  was  used  until  1889,  when  the 
the  minutes  began  to  bear  the  name  Clayton  Baptist  Church.  The 
records  of  the  Raleigh  Association  indicated  that  Johnston  Liberty 
ChurCh  was  admitted  to  that  body  in  1812  and  remained  a  member  of 
that  association  until  the  Johnston  County  Association  was  organized 
in  1903.  The  churches  pledged  what  they  would  raise  for  objects 
other  than  local  expenses  and  Clayton  led  the  list  with  a  pledge  of 
$306.00.  The  Clayton  delegates  to  the  first  associational  meeting 
were  C.  W.  Blanchard,  C.  W.  Carter,  R.  H.  Gower  and  D.  H. 
McCullers. 

The  greatest  building  program  ever  launched*  in  the  Clayton 
Church  was  started  on  January  19,  1913,  at  which  time  it  was  de- 
termined to  build  a  modern  church.  A  motion  was  made  by  R.  H. 
Gower  and  seconded  by  Will  H.  McCullers  that  a  new  church  be 
built.  The  motion  was  carried.  The  present  building  stands  as  evi- 
dence of  the  spirit  and  cooperation  that  was  needed  to  put  this 
building  program  into  effect.    This  building  was  completed  in  1922. 

Another  day  when  a  great  decision  was  made  was  in  October, 
1919,  when  the  church  in  conference  voted  to  accept  the  $30,000 
apportionment  as  the  amount  they  would  attempt  to  raise  in  the 
seventy-five  million  campaign.  The  church  voted  in  the  same 
conference  to  raise  the  pastor's  salary  which  was  an  evidence  that 
there  was  a  spirit  of  optimism  in  the  membership  of  the  church. 
This  spirit  was  to  carry  on  in  the  next  year,  1921,  when  $5,400 
was  raised  on  the  pledge  mentioned  above. 

The  steady  growth  of  the  Clayton  Baptist  Church  has  been  even 
greater  than  many  of  its  own  members  realize.  By  way  of  com- 
parison, the  first  Johnston  County  Associational  year,  Clayton  re- 
ported church  membership  of  261,  while  the  1940  report  shows  428. 
In  1903  the  church  pledged  $306.00,  while  in  1940  the  church  gave 
for  all  objects  $5,266.18.  The  value  of  church  property  in  1903  was 
$3,000,  while  the  church  property  is  now  valued  at  $55,600.00. 

Space  will  not  permit  the  recording  of  all  those  who  have 
wrought  faithfully  in  times  past  for  the  advancement  of  this  church 
or  those  who  have  been  set  aside  for  special  service,  but  their  names 
are  written  in  the  Lamb's  Book  of  Life,  and  their  examples  admon- 
ish us  to  run  with  patience  the  remainder  of  the  way  toward  the 
Goal.

It  was  accepted  without  being  read  in  or- 
der to  give  more  time  to  the  Orphanage  and  Hospital  repre- 
sentatives. 

REPORT  ON  ORPHANAGE  AND  HOSPITAL 

We  as  North  Carolina  Baptist  are  doing  a  great  work  as  evi- 
denced by  the  results  of  our  labors  and  our  spiritual  gifts  which  go 
foward  every  day,  week,  and  month  of  the  year  to  our  Orphanage 
and  Hospital.  * 

In  our  Orphanage,  we  are  making  it  possible  for  more  than  

boys  and  girls  to  have  a  more  homelike  atmosphere  than  they  had 
ever  experienced  before.  The  experience  of  our  leaders  who  direct 
the  activities  of  our  Mills  Home,  Kennedy  Home,  and  the  work  of 
the  Mother's  Aid  is  unsurpassed,  and  the  results  of  this  work  shows 
brilliantly  in  the  lives  of  all  who  graduated  from  these  instiutions. 
It  is  our  nature  to  want  to  see  our  own  children  have  good  surround- 
ings, and  it  is  our  second  nature  to  want  to  see  our  neighbor's  chil- 
dren and  those  of  less  fortunate  circumstances  have  a  more  whole- 
some and  comfortable  life.  This  is  very  often  brought  about  by 
our  gifts,  whether  they  be  large  or  small.  Many  of  our  churches 
make  it  a  practice  to  give  to  the  orphanage  all  of  the  collection 
which  is  taken  on  one  Sunday  during  the  month.  These  gifts  help 
to  meet  the  expenses  of  the  Orphanage  but  they  are  not  enough. 
If  you  are  not  making  this  monthly  contribution  to  the  Orphanage, 
won't  you  give  it  a  trial? 

Your  attention  has  been  called  to  the  work  of  the  Orphanage 
which  builds  men  and  women  of  whom  we  are  proud,  from  boys 
and  girls  of  a  very  tender  age.  Our  North  Carolina  Baptist  Hospital 
is  our  institution  for  bringing  back  to  health  our  sick  and  injured. 
Here  the  body  as  well  as  the  soul  is  ministered  unto  by  very  com- 
petent hands.  Co-operating  with  the  Hospital  is  the  new  Wake 
Forest  College  of  Medicine  which  has  recently  moved  to  its  new  lo- 
eation  in  Winston-Salem.  This  has  been  made  possible  through  the 
gifts  of  Mr.  Bowman  Gray.  It  is  working  hand  in  hand  with  the 
Hospital  in  treating  the  sick  and  afflicted  and  in  training  young 
doctors  and  nurses  to  serve.  There  is  also  a  pastor  who  devotes  his 
full  time  to  the  Hospital.  This  is  made  possible  through  the  gen- 
erosity of  one  interested  person  who  knows  that  healing  and  con- 
solation is  brought  about  through  the  teachings  of  Christ.  The  Hos- 
pital has  asked  that  North  Carolina  Baptists  make  a  special  offering 
once  a  year  to  the  Hospital  to  help  care  for  the  charity  work.  The 
Sunday  set  aside  for  Mother's  Day  has  been  designated  as  the  time 
for  this. 

Many  of  our  churches  also  make  a  Thanksgiving  Offering  which 
goes  to  the  Orphanage.    This  offering  is  based  on  one  day's  wages. 
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We  are  helping  to  maintain  our  Orphanage  and  hospital  with 
our  gifts.  There  is  a  greater  demand  on  them  now  than  ever  before 
even  though  the  government  has  gotten  into  the  field  of  Welfare 
work  for  children  and  adults.  Many  are  turned  away  because  the 
facilities  are  taxed  beyond  capacity. 

We  pray  to  our  Heavenly  Father,  "Give  us  this  day  our  daily 
bread."  We  are  thankful  for  our  many  blessings  daily.  Let  us  count 
it  a  privilege  that  we  may  help  make  life  happier,  more  useful  and 
more  beautiful  for  others.

Aaron  Earp,  member  of  the  special  Resolution  on  Re- 
ports, offered  the  same  for  adoption  as  originally  presented. 
After  considerable  discussion,  by  unanimous  consent,  this  re- 
solution was  re-referred  to  the  same  committee  to  report  at 
the  next  session  of  the  Association. 

Remarks  and  announcements  were  made  by  Bro.  R.  R. 
McCulloch,  pastor  of  the  entertaining  church. 

Bro.  W.  S.  Caudle,  pastor  of  Mt.  Moriah  church,  led  the 
closing  prayer. 

The  Association  adjourned  till  7:30  o'clock,  Wednesday 
evening. 

Wednesday  Evening  Session 

The  following  program  as  arranged  by  the  Clayton  church 
was  carried  out:  Organ  prelude,  Mrs.  J.  T.  Talton,  hymn, 
prayer,  special  music  by  the  Clayton  church  choir,  hymn  and 
other  music  by  the  choir.  A  very  strong  missionary  sermon 
was  preached  by  Dr.  S.  L.  Stealey,  pastor  of  the  First  Bap- 
tist church,  Raleigh.    Hymn  and  benediction. 

Thursday  Morning  Session 

The  session  opened  with  a  song  and  praise  service  led  by 
Bro.  R.  E.  Earp,  after  which  Bro.  E.  C.  Keller  led  in  prayer. 

The  moderator  announced  certain  necessary  changes  in 
the  day's  program  which  were  accepted  by  the  body. 
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The  moderator  read  the  list  of  those  passing  on  to  their 
reward  from  the  churches  during  the  year.  While  the  con- 
gregation stood  in  memory  of  "Our  Dead,"  Theo  B.  Davis 
led  in  prayer. 

The  report  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Union  was  made 
by  Mrs.  D.  B.  Oliver,  Superintendent  of  the  W.  M.  U.  in  this 
Association. 

REPORT  ON  W.  M.  U.  ORGANIZATIONS 

It  is  with  a  feeling  of  service,  gratitude  and  deep  humility  that 
I  bring  the  last  report  as  superintendent  of  the  Woman's  work  in 
the  Johnston  Association  to  those  who  have  so  loyally  supported 
every  effort  in  making  His  name  known. 

In  the  attempt  to  sum  up  in  a  few  words  and  figures  all  the 
things  done  by  all  the  women  and  young  people  in  the  thirty-four 
churches  having  Missionary  organizations,  I  find  myself  over- 
whelmed with  inadequacy.  Only  those  who  understand  the  pro- 
motional side  of  organized  work,  can  understand  the  load  carried  by 
the  leaders  in  the  association,  and  in  the  local  churches. 

Woman's  Missionary  Union  has  a  job  which,  though  we  cannot 
aspire  to  its  completion,  there  is  much  that  we  can,  and  have  done 
toward  its  accomplishment. 

The  "Word"  and  world-wide  missions  are  inseparable.  It  is 
the  mission  of  missions  to  give  the  Word  of  God  to  the  whole  wide 
world.  Wherever  the  Bible  is  read,  taught  or  preached,  it  has  the 
power  to  convict  of  sin,  to  win  to  Salvation.  The  Bible  is  the  tool 
of  the  Missionary,  the  sword  of  the  Spirit,  the  instrument  used  to 
spread  the  gospel. 

The  eight  hundred  thirty-one  women,  and  four  hundred  fifty- 
nine  young  people  making  up  the  membership  of  our  organizations, 
putting  into  practice  the  six  chief  aims  of  Women's  Missionary 
Union,  at  the  same  time  realizing  the  responsibilty  and  privilege 
that  is  ours  of  presenting  Jesus  to  a  confused  and  unsaved  world, 
a  few  results  will  show  how  effectively  the  tools  at  our  disposal 
have  been  utilized. 

Even  as  Jesus  presented  His  disciples  with  a  pattern  for  prayer 
in  the  Sermon  on  the  Mount,  so  has  Woman's  Missionary  Union 
presented  prayer,  the  first  essential  in  the  six  chief  aims.  Thirty- 
two  missionary  societies,  and  forty-one  auxiliaries  assembled  in  their 
respective  places,  three  times  during  the  year  in  definite  prayer 
and  with  a  special  offering  for  home  missions,  foreign  missions  and 
state  missions. 

An  increase  in  gifts  is  evident  of  the  effectiveness  of  prayer  as 
an  instrument  in  the  hands  of  Christian  women  and  young  people.

One  hundred  women  and  seventy-seven  young  people  added  to  the 

membership  is  another  evidence  of  the  earnest  effort  of  those  eager 
to  enlist.  The  loss  of  three  missionary  societies  and  nine  auxiliaries, 
with  the  organizing  of  only  one  missionary  society  at  Corinth  wjll 
hold  back  the  increase  in  new  members. 

Finding  the  one  thousand  five  hundred  fifty-five  church  mem- 
bers on  the  church  roll  of  these  churches  we  have  record  not  enlisted,, 
not  to  know  about  the  twelve  Churches  with  no  concern  of  Mission- 
ary inclinement  proves  a  lacking  in  spiritual  development,  ..  Too 
often  have  evangelical  Christians  thought  that  zeal  can  be  a  substi- 
tute for  knowledge  in  the  promotion  of  Missionary  enterprise.  The 
scriptures  have  much  to  say  about  knowledge  as  vital  to  acceptable 
service.  The  scriptures  make  it  evident  also,  that  lack  of  knowledge 
is  an  impassable  barrier  to  acceptable  service.  Therefore,  Missipnr 
ary  messages  of  the  Bible  and  World  Missions  is  the  third  chief  aid 
in  "Mission  Study"  which  will  open  the  treasures  of  Missionary 
teaching.  The  great  principles  of  prayer,  soul-winning  and  steward- 
ship involve  the  whole  Missionary  program.  .  ■  ., 

Seventy-one  mission  study  class, Jield- with  four  hundred  ii&y-r 
five  .in  classes.:  .One  hundred  thirty-one  signing  tithing  cards?;  This 
is  more  than  a  ten  percent  increase  over  last  year.  Major  emphasis 
was  ,  placed  on  stewardship  this  year.  Woman's  Missionary  Union 
adopting  as  a  goal  one  million  dollars  toward  a  "Debtless  Denomin&~ 
tion"  by  1945.  Johnston's  apportionment;  .in/srt|iis!.:.was  $420,00  a  year 
for  the  next  five  years.  There  ,are  forty-nine  and  one-half  club 
memberships  paying  $1.00  per  month  oyer  and.  above  -all  other,  gifts, 
two  centennial  memberships  paying  $100  each  during  the  five  years 
pf  the  campaign.  Having  .already,  given  far  beyond  the  goal  for  this 
year,  there  is  assured  evidence  that  the  dedication  of  self  to  this  task 
will  mean  a  debtless  denomination.  Seven  churches  of  the  thirty- 
four  are  continuing  to  hold  up  the  A-l  standard  in  organization  by 
having  one  each  of  the  required  classes.  These  are  Benson,  Four 
Oaks,  Smithfield,  Clayton,  Selma,  Pine  Level,  and  Princeton.  This 
aim  in  missionary  education  should  be  the  goal  of  every  Missionary 
Baptist  Church.  Two  splendid  and  inspiring  meetings  were  held 
with  the  young  people  this  year.  One,  in  the  form  of  Y.  W.  A.  ban- 
quet in  Smithfield,  May  the  28th,  and  one  with  the  Int.  and  Jr. 
Auxiliaries  of  Royal  Ambassadors  in  Benson,  August  25th.  7 

Too  much  cannot  be  said  in  praise  of  Mrs.  J.  R.  Overby  for  the 
well-planned  programs,  and  securing  such  butstanding  speakers  "as 
Mrs.  Phil.  E.  White,  Mrs.  Bun  Olive,  two  returned  missionaries  from 
.China,  Mr.  Norfleet  Gardner,  and  Miss  Mary  Currin,  who  attracted 
■a  large  attendance  of  women,  as  well  as  young  people  to  these  worth-- 
while meetings.  The  state  Royal  Ambassador  Conclave  will  meet 
with  the  Smithfield  church  early  in  November,  1942.  The  little  Sun- 
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beams  were  not  forgotten,  each  having  their  special  meeting  in  re- 
spective churches,  having  as  their  guest  the  mother  societies  recog- 
nizing the  great  part  they  play  in  Kingdom  building,  not  only  hi 
one  phase  of  the  work,  but  they  follow  in  Bible  study  sessions  of 
prayer,  mission  study,  and  in  tithes  and  offerings. 

The  statistical  report  showed  the  earnestness  of  each  effort. 

The  annual  W.  M.  U.  meeting  held  with  the  Selma  church  Oc- 
tober 16th,  was  largely  attended.  Having  as  guest  speakers  Mrs. 
J.  Clyde  Turner,  and  Miss  Myrtle  Zentemeyer,  who  comes  to  North 
(Carolina  from  the  foreign  mission  board  to  become  State  field,  worker 
in  W.  ]tyf.  jj.  work1:  The  stirring  messages  from  these  two  were  the 
'highlights  of  the  day.  Another  outstanding  feature  of  this  meeting 
was,  the  linen  shower  for  ':tnei'"Baptist  Hospital,.,  donated  Iby  many  of

In  this  associational  year  we  had,  I  think,  one  of  our  best  county 
wide  Sunday  School  meetings  at  the  Smithfield  Baptist  Church  in 
March.  At  that  meeting  we  planned  and  organized  every  depart- 
ment of  our  work  and  someone  was  elected  to  head  each  of  these 
departments.  In  this  meeting,  we  apparently  had  more  enthusiasm 
than  in  any  one  I  have  ever  attended  in  .this  Association.  I  think 
if  we  could  have  kept  up  our  feeling  and  pep  for  the  Sunday  School 
work  that  we  had  when  we  left  that  meeting,  then  at  this  time  I 
could  have  given  a  report  that  would  have  been  one  of  the  best, 
certainly  since  I  have  been  your  superintendent,  but  for  various 
reasons,  some  of  them  unknown  to  me,  it  does  not  appear  that  we 
have  done  what  we  should  have  done.  At  this  meeting  we  set  up 
goals  for  the  different  departments  that  come  under  the  head  of 
Sunday  School  work: 

1.  There  was  a  goal  for  enlargement  of  800  new  members. 

2.  There  was  a  goal  for  daily  Vacation  Bible  Schools,  35. 

3.  There  was  a  goal  for  Study  Courses  and  awards  to  be  issued. 

4.  There  was  a  goal  for  reports  from  each  of  the  Sunday 
Schools  from  time  to  time. 

I  am  sorry  to  report  to  you  that  we  have  failed  on  all  of  these 
goals  except  the  one  for  Study  Courses  and  awards  issued  which 
were,  I  am  glad  to  say,  far  ahead  of  the  goal  we  set. 

May  I  say  here  that  myself,  Brother  Whitley,  Brother  Howard 
Mitchener,  and  Brother  A.  C.  McCall  made  our  plans  for  Sunday 
School  meetings  to  be  held  on  the  1st  Sunday  afternoon  of  each  and 
every  month.  These  meetings  have  been  held  with  the  exception 
of  about  two. 

We  have  also  visited  Sunday  Schools  of  the  Association  and 
urged  the  forward  movement  of  Sunday  School  work.  We  certainly 
hope  our  associational  efforts  have  not  been  in  vain  and  that  you 
will  still  see  some  fruits  from  this  work. 

My  records  show  that  our  enrollment  in  1937  was  5,432,  for 
1938,  5,735,  for  1939,  5,900,  and  for  1940,  5,891;  thus,  you  see  we 
we  have  been  showing  a  small  increase  in  our  enrolment  except 
for  the  year  1940,  with  average  attendance  of  3,380.  There  still  re- 
mains much  work  yet  to  be  done  at  the  point  of  increasing  our  aver- 
age attendance. 

Going  back  ten  years  in  our  work,  in  1930  we  had  5,566  giving 
us  an  increase  for  a  ten-year  period  in  enrolment  of  only  325.  This 
increase  would  have  been  good  for  a  one-year  period,  but  for  a  ten- 
year  period  it  seems  to  me  that  we  should  wake  up  and  think  more 
about  our  Sunday  School  work  than  ever  before. 

I  am  glad  to  report  to  you  that  our  Daily  Vacation  Bible  School 
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Department  is  still  doing  good  work  and  Brother  Godwin  will  give 
you  some  figures  on  this  in  his  report. 

Certainly  with  the  united  effort  in  the  coming  year  with  your 
new  superintendent,  pastors  and  Sunday  School  superintendents,  the 
work  will  go  forward  and  show  a  large  increase  for  the  balance 
of  1941,  and  1942.

REPORT  ON  DAILY  VACATION  BIBLE  SCHOOL 

In  spite  of  our  many  resolutions  to  have  more  and  better  Va- 
cation Bible  Schools  we  find  that  we  still  remain  static  with  no 
material  increase  or  decrease  in  the  number  held.  We  pastors  should 
realize  that  now  in  this  period  of  worldly  strife  and  confusion, 
there  is  a  better  opportunity  to  get  people  interested  in  the  study  of 
God's  word  than  ever  before.  We  know  that  mankind  in  its  distress 
habitually  turns  to  God.  The  number  of  people,  adults  down  to 
Juniors  who  have  never  read  or  studied  the  Bible  intelligently, 
church  members  as  well  as  non-members  is  astounding — we  need  to 
reach  these  people  and  can  best  do  it  by  offering  them  the  oppor- 
tunity through  Vacation  Bible  School  study.  There  is  a  need  in  the 
soul  of  every  man  for  a  more  complete  understanding  of  God's  word 
so  that  he  can  better  understand  the  reality  of  God  and  thus  become 
closer  to  his  Creator.  This  year  we  have  had  17  schools  out  of  the 
46  churches  in  our  Association.  Enrolment  1,419;  Average  attendance 
909;  Number  Conversions  14.  But  with  more  schools  to  train  and 
teach  our  people  we  will  find  that  we  pastors  will  have  a  more  re- 
sponsive audience  and  one  more  appreciative  of  the  work  that  we 
are  doing  in  trying  to  build  up  the  Kingdom  of  Heaven  on  earth. 
God  helping  us  we  should  all  resolve  to  have  a  Bible  study  school 
in  every  church  we  pastor  in  the  coming  year.

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REPORT  ON  RELIGIOUS  LITERATURE 

Literature  in  the  widest  sense,  embraces  all  compositions  in 
writings  or  print  which  preserve  the  results  of  observation,  thought, 
or  fancy.  That  part  of  such  composition  that  records  an  interest  in 
God  and  an  experience  with  him  through  Christ,  is  religious  or  pos- 
sibly a  better  word  would  be  Christian  Literature.  Much  of  such 
composition  has  been  written  by  men  and  women  who  lived  ahead 
of  their  times,  facing  opposition  from  their  contemporaries,  knowing 
that  they  would  not  live  to  see  the  triumph  of  the  cause  they  stood 
for,  set  down  in  composition.  Thus  they  have  borne  witness  against 
the  blindness  of  their  day.  In  this  way  they  have  made  their  ap- 
peal from  the  hostile  present  to  the  future.  To  see  a  truth  which 
your  contemporaries  fail  to  see,  to  believe  in  a  victory  which  you 
do  not  expect  to  witness,  and  put  it  into  composition  as  an  appeal 
^;o  future  generations,  shows  moral  vigor.  Such  Christian  literature 
jias  come  to  us  through  the  folk  that  have  lived  difficult  and  painful 
lives.  They  were  strong  in  character  and  the  cause  they  believed 
in  was  so  dear  to  them,  that  they  sacrificed  for  it  when  alive,  and 
made  their  appeal  to  the  future  generation  and  fell  on  sleep.  Their 
names  are  legion.  Persecuted  by  their  fellows  called  heretics, 
and  what  not.  History  plainly  indicates  that  they  have  been  the 
leaders  of  all  foward  looking  movements.  I  wonder  if  there  ever 
was  a  time  when  there  was  a  greater  need  for  religious  leaders — 
preachers,  Deacons,  Sunday  School  Teachers  and  all  the  leaders  in 
all  the  organizations  of  our  Churches — to  acquaint  themselves  with 
this  great  storehouse  of  knowledge,  that  we  may  be  inspired,  en- 
couraged and  strengthened  for  the  task  of  today.  Such  an  acquaint- 
ance calls  for  hard  study.  History  tells  us  that  the  Jewish  Syna- 
gogue turned  Spinoza,  a  Jewish  Philosopher  out,  because  he  said 
that  the  mind  was  the  soul.  Thus  you  can  see  that  for  nearly  three 
hundred  years  organized  religion  has  been  trying  by  a  strenuous 
effort  to  separate  the  mind  from  religion.  It  was  reported  by  an 
outstanding  philosopher  of  the  17th  century  that  there  was  a  peasant 
who  said  very  dogmatically  that  there  was  no  fields  beyond  his  field 
but  one  day  his  cow  got  out  and  he  was  compelled  (that  is,  if  he 
ever  found  his  cow)  to  go  in  search  for  her.  When  this  happened, 
he  was  astonished  to  find  that  there  was  many  fields  beyond  his  that 
were  both  larger  and  more  fertile.  Such  a  philosophy  presents  one 
of,  if  not  the  saddest  things  that  has  ever  happened  to  the  on  going 
Of  the  Kingdom  of  Christ,  and  in  no  place  can  it  be  seen  more 
clearly  than  right  here  in  our  own  Association.  We  have  in  the 
Johnston  Association,  forty-six  churches,  with  only  eleven  Recorder 
clubs.,  rIn  these  eleven  clubs  there  are  only  one  hundred  and  forty- 
four  people  getting  the  Recorder.  In  the  Recorder  office  I  was  told 
that  a  fourth  of  the  club  members  added  to  the  number  in  the  clubs! 
would  be  about  the  number  getting  the  Recorder  in  the  Association. 
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According  to  that  we  have  one  hundred  and  eighty  people  getting 
the  Recorder  out  of  a  membership  of  nearly  eight  thousand.  The 
Biblical  Recorder  fits  into  the  above  picture  of  Religious  literature 
very  well.  Dr.  Carlyle  Campbell  said  some  time  ago  that  the  task 
of  North  Carolina  Baptists  was  to  produce  a  people  that  would  ap- 
preciate a  great  religious  paper.  As  long  as  there  are  five  hundred 
thousand  Baptist  and  ten  and  one-half  thousand  people  getting  the 
Recorder  it  will  be  clear  that  the  task  is  unfinished.  It  sometimes 
looks  as  if  the  better  the  book,  the  better  the  sermon,  the  better 
the  paper,  the  fewer  the  people  who  appreciate  it. 

I  am  hot  sure  about  the  number  of  Charity  and  Children  clubs 
in  our  Association.  I  think  that  there  are  fourteen.  But  there  are 
whole  Churches  where  not  a  single  copy  of  either  go. 

There  are  a  few  of  our  people  taking  the  Commission  Baptist 
World  Journal,  but  only  a  few. 

Surely  a  deeper  appreciation  ought  to  be  kindled  in  our  Asso- 
ciation for  Religious  Literature. 

The  understanding  of  the  Bible,  the  greatest  Book  of  Religious 
literature  known,  will  be  aided  by  reading  other  Religious  literature 
as  well  as  the  Bible.  I  would  call  your  attention  to  Romansl2:2i 
Surely  reading  makes  the  ready  man.  That  is  just  as  true  in  Re- 
ligious literature  as  anywhere  else. 

Recommendation:  That  this  Association  pledge  itself  to  honest- 
ly try  to  get  a  Recorder  dlub  in  each  Church  before  the  meeting 
of  the  next  Association.

REPORT  OF  THE  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE 

Your  executive  committee  has  held  four  quarterly  meetings  this 
year.  The  following  matters  have  been  discussed  and  passed  upon 
by  the  board  in  its  regular  sessions: 

1.  On  January  6,  1941,  the  executive  committee  authorized 
Brother  G.  Willie  Lee  to  attend  the  meetings  of  the  State  Legislature 
in  the  interest  of  any  measures  that  might  be  offered  there  concern- 
ing alcoholic  beverages.  Any  necessary  expenses  that  he  migh* 
have  were  to  be  paid  out  of  funds  given  at  the  last  session  of  this 
body  in  the  interest  of  prohibition.  Mr.  Lee  did  attend  some  of  the 
meetings  of  the  Legislature  and  used  whatever  influence  that  he  could 
in  the  interest  of  prohibition. 

2.  On  January  6,  1941,  the  executive  committee  voted  to  exe- 
cute deed  of  a  lot,  originally  given  to  a  field  of  churches  in  the  com- 
munity of  Peacock's  Cross  Roads,  to  the  Trinity  Baptist  Church  at 
such  time  as  the  Trinity  Baptist  Church  should  complete  the  building 
of  a  parsonage  on  said  lot,  or  on  any  other  lot  of  equal  value  in  the 
community. 

3.  On  April  7,  1941,  the  executive  committee  appointed  R.  R. 
McCulloch,  C.  L.  Gillespie  and  G.  A.  Earp,  a  committee  of  three,  to 
work  with  the  moderator  of  this  association,  Brother  A.  J.  Whitley, 
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Jr.,  in  preparing  the  program  for  this  session  of  the  association. 
The  committee  completed  the  program  well  in  advance  of  this 
meeting. 

4.  On  April  7,  1941,  by  a  unanimous  vote  of  the  committee,  it 
was  agreed  to  have  a  night  session  of  the  association  this  year,  and 
R.  R.  McCulloch  was  appointed  to  work  with  the  Clayton  Baptist 
Church  in  arranging  this  program.  The  program  -of  last  evening 
was  thus  arranged. 

5.  Oh  April  7,  1941,  two  requests  for  financial  assistance  were 
called  to  the  attention  of  the  board,  one  from  Pinkney  and  one  from 
Sardis.  After  much  discussion  the  committee  voted  to  pay  thirty- 
five  dollars  to  the  Pinkney  Church,  provided  the  church  should  raise 
a  like  sum,  to  be  applied  to  repair  work  on  the  church  building.  We 
also  voted  to  donate  twenty-five  dollars  to  the  Sardis  Church  when 
they  had  completed  their  work  on  the  building  and  were  ready  to  be- 
gin painting.  These  two  sums,  totaling  sixty  dollars,  were  to  be 
paid  out  of  the  Beaty  Fund  of  the  Association. 

6.  On  July  7,  1941,  the  committee  voted  to  extend  expressions 
of  appreciation  and  sympathy  to  Brother  N.  M.  Gurley,  whose  wife 
was  at  the  time  ill  and  in  the  hospital.  Letters  of  sympathy  and  ap- 
preciation were  also  sent  to  Mrs.  J.  M.  Beaty,  Smithfield,  Mrs.  R.H. 
Gower,  Clayton,  and  to  Brother  J.  F.  Poole,  Mt.  Moriah,  expressing 
sorrow  that  these  very  useful  and  faithful  people  were  no  longer 
able  to  be  active  in  the  work  of  the  association  and  also  expressing 
appreciation  for  the  fine  work  that  each  had  done  in  years  gone  by. 

7.  On  July  7,  1941,  the  executive  committee  voted  to  pay  ex- 
penses of  outside  speaker,  and  any  other  necessary  expenses,  in  con- 
nection with  the  Wednesday  evening  session  of  the  association  this 
year  out  of  the  Beaty  Funds  of  the  Association. 

8.  On  October  6,  1941,  the  executive  committee  voted  to  in- 
crease the  annual  pay,  or  salary,  of  the  clerk  of  this  association  from 
twenty-five  dollars  to  fifty  dollars. 

Finally,  your  executive  committee  has  tried  faithfully  to  serve 
the  best  interests  of  your  association  in  and  out  of  its  sessions.  Its 
Quarterly  meetings  are  open  to  any  and  all  Baptists  of  the  Johnston 
Association,  and  its  members  would  welcome  any  constructive  criti- 
cism or  suggestion  from  any  of  you  who  have  the  work  of  the 
association  at  heart.

TEMPERANCE  AND  PUBLIC  MORALS 
As  one  looks  out  over  the  world  today  he  may  well  ask,  as  the 
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prophet  of  old  did,  "Watchman,  what  of  the  night?"  It  appears 
that  nothing  is  sure  and  steadfast  .Men  are  groping  everywhere  for 
the  truth  .God  seems  to  be  lost  in  the  maze  of  things. This  is  an  in- 
temperate age.  Every  one  seeks  the  material  power  that  will  bring 
him  the  desire  of  his  heart.  Intemperance  as  it  once  applied  to  drink, 
no  longer  is  applied  to  this  evil  alone,  but  we  are  intemperate  in 
riding,  eating,  drinking,  recreation — in  fact,  in  almost  everything 
in  modern  life. 

To  many  the  church  has  lost  interest  and  attraction.  The  movie 
is  replacing  the  church  in  the  lives  of  many  professed  Christians. 
Church  members  largely  participate  in  questionable  social  and  busi- 
ness practices  that  worldlings  do.  To  them  Sunday  is  just  another 
day.  Drinking  without  drunkeness  is  prevalent.  The  scourge  of  war 
has  laid  hold  of  what  were  once  the  Christian  nations  of  the  earth. 
Even  in  our  own  country  our  leaders  are  turning  from  the  Prince 
of  Peace  to  the  Mars  of  War.  They  call  for  war  instead  of  prayer. 

The  church  today  needs  fearless  God-sent  men  to  call  us  out 
of  the  wilderness  of  sin  into  which  we  have  wandered.  The  world 
is  asking  of  the  church:  "Where  is  thy  God?"  Under  these  condi- 
tions it  behooves  all  Christians  to  sound  out  God's  trumpet  call. 
Our  day  is  an  intemperate,  immoral  and  violent  age.  Drinking  is 
only  one  evidence  of  an  inward  condition.  Your  committee  would 
ask  that  our  pastors  faithfully  and  earnestly  preach  against  these 
Conditions,  that  all  Christians  live  spotless  lives,  that  the  churches 
have  a  house  cleaning  of  the  "traders,"  Pharisees  and  sinners  from 
the  house  of  God,  that  all  of  us  give  a  full  and  sympathetic  support 
to  the  officers  trying  to  enforce  the  laws  against  intemperance  and 
immorality  in  private  and  public  life.

After  an  extended  discussion  of  certain  Associational 
problems  these  matters  were  voted  to  be  left  in  the  hands  of 
th  Program  Committee.  The  matters  involved  were:  Reports 
and  subjects  to  be  considered. 

After  the  singing  of  "Blest  be  the  tie  that  binds  our 
hearts,"  Bro.  Forrest  Young  led  the  Association  in  the  clos- 
ing prayer. 

The  attendance  at  this  session  of  the  Association  was 
good,  the  churches  were  well  represented,  a  serious  and  deep 
interest  in  the  work  of  the  church  was  evident,  the  hospital- 
ity of  the  Clayton  Baptist  church  was  gracious  and  generous, 
md  the  consensus  of  opinion  was  that  it  was  one  of  the  best 
sessions  ever  held.

By  a  comparison  in  the  work  of  the  Johnston  Association  for  the 
years  1941-42  it  will  be  noted:  Church  membership,  a  gain  of  196 ;  bap- 
tisms, a  loss  of  41  ;  S.  S.  enrollment,  a  loss  of  108  ;  B.  T.  U.  enrollment,  a 
loss  of  28  ;  W.  M.  U.,  a  loss  of  155  ;  Local  Church  Gifts,  a  gain  of  $847.00  ; 
Gifts  to  All  Missions,  a  gain  of  $217.00  ;  Gifts  to  Orphanage,  a  gain  of 
$36.00  ;    Grand  Total  Gifts  for  All  Purposes,  a  gain  of  $5813.00. 

Seventeen  Sunday  Schools  are  graded  ;  only  one  is  standard  \  one 
church  has  no  S.  S.,  seventeen  of  the  forty-six  had  Vacation  Bible  Schools. 
Forty-seven  B.  T.  U.  Organizations  are  reported  this  year. 

No  church  reported  a  debt.  Very  few  churches  carry  insurance.  One 
hundred  and  five  tithers  were  reported  this  year  among  8260  church  mem- 
bers. A  very  small  per  cent  of  the  members  subscribe  to  the  Biblical  Re- 
corder. On  the  whole  the  work  of  the  churches  shows  a  small  increase  in 
1941  over  that  of  1940.  Few  churches  show  any  evidence  of  having  a  budget 
for  local  expenses  or  missions.

FORTIETH  SESSION,  JOHNSTON  BAPTIST  ASSOCIATION 
MORNING  SESSION 

The  40th  session  of  the  Johnston  Baptist  Association  met 
With  the  Corinth  Baptist  church,  at  10:30  o'clock,  Wednesday 
morning,  October  28th,  1942. 

Brother  R.  E.  Earp  led  the  congregation  in  singing  "All 
Hail  the  Power"  and  "I  Am  Thine,  O  Lord." 

The  opening  prayer  was  led  by  Brother  A.  R.  Creech. 

On  roll  call  211  representatives  from  42  churches  were 
recbgnized. 

The  Moderator  announced  a  quorum  present. 

After  making  certain  changes  necessary  in  the  program 
as  arranged  by  the  program  committee,  it  was  adopted. 

Bro.  Tom  M.  Freeman,  presented  the  report  on  Christian 
Education,  which  was  a  splendid  one. 

Report  On  Christian  Education 

Baptists  are  what  they  are  largely  because  they  have  believed 
in  arid  supported,  although  quite  feebly  at  times,  missions  and  be- 
nevolences and  Christian  Education.  It  is  the  purpose  of  this  report 
that  it  shall  tell  in  a  summary  fashion  of  the  achievements  and 
failures  of  our  Christian  Education  program  outside  the  churches 
during  the  past  year.  We  have  suffered  some  because  of  the  war, 
though  most  of  our  difficulties  are  due  to  unconcern  and  neglect  on 
the  part  of  the  churches.  One  of  the  professors  of  Wake  Forest 
College  reports  that  about  200  students  from  that  school  entered 
the  military  service  last  season.  But  we  need  to  remember  that 
more  than  that  many  were  kept  away  from  school  by  our  failure 
through  the  years  'to  build  and  enquip  and  adequately  endow  Wake 
Forest. 

From  an  objective  point  of  view  we  must  say  that  our  schools 
and  colleges  are  making  progress,  though  they  are  in  many  cases 
working  with  poor  equipment  and  utterly  inadequate  support.  Our 
Baptist  Student  Union  is  trying  to  reach  into  the  lives  of  Baptists 
who  are  attending  the  other  colleges  and  to  keep  them  in  touch 
with  the  churches.  We  now  have  25  Baptist  Student  Unions  in  25 
North  Carolina  schools  and  colleges,  though  only  about  8  of  them 
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are  in  our  Baptist  Schools.  The  other  unions  are  a  .missionary  ef- 
fort to  reach  Baptist  students  who  have  had  to  go  to  non-Baptist 
schools  because  we  have  not  provided  what  they  needed  or  else 
what  they  could  afford. 

Last  year,  we  had,  in  round  numbers,  about  4,600  students  in 
our  Baptist  schools  and  colleges.  These  schools  include  Wake  For- 
est and  Meredith  senior  colleges;  Mars  Hill,  Chowan,  Campbell 
Wingate,  and  Gardner -Webb  (formerly  Boiling  Springs)  junior 
colleges;  Bowman  Gray  School  of  Medicine  of  Wake  Forest  College; 
student  nurses  in  the  Baptist  Hospital;  summer  school  students  in 
some  of  these  schools;  and  the  students  in  Mills  and  Kennedy  Homes, 
and  Samarcand.  Of  this  4,600  students,  there  were  234  ministerial 
students  and  154  student  volunteers.  In  addition  to  these  there 
were  more  than  100  students  from  North  Carolina  in  our  Semina- 
ries in  Louisville,  Fort  Worth,  and  New  Orleans.  This  means  that 
last  year  we  had  about  48-3  students  preparing  for  full-time  Christian 
work,  which  was  about  10  per  cent  of  our  total  student  enrollment. 
Out  of  a  Baptist  body  of  some  500,000  in  North  Carolina  we  have 
about  1  per  cent  in  Baptist  Schools.  Probably  as  many  or  more  are 
in  non-Baptist  schools,  in  which  there  are  Baptist  Student  Unions. 

There  was  a  time  when  the  Convention  owed  for  our  Baptist 
Schools  about  $1,200,000.  The  debt  now  stands  at  $400,000.  Thus  it 
appears  that  the  property  OWNED  is  about  20  times  as  large  as  the 
amount  of  money  OWED. 

For  some  three  years  the  State  Convention  has  been  trying  to 
raise  funds  for  the  erection  of  a  chapel  at  Wake  Forest.  In  1940  wi 
gave  $17,500;  in  1941,  $32,625;  and  in  1942  (up  to  Oct.  22)  $23,275, 
making  a  total  for  the  three  years  of  $73,375.  But  the  building 
program  requires  $250,000,  so  we  are  far  short.  Help  from  other 
sources  has  kept  the  work  going,  so  that  the  Religion  and  Music 
building  is  completed  and  in  use  by  the  Army  Finance  school.  But 
the  chapel  work  is  in  desperate  need  of  funds,  more  of  them  and 
more  frequently  than  we  have  ever  given  them. 

We  are  proud  of  the  new  Bowman  Gray  School  of  Medicine  of 
Wake  Forest  College,  located  in  Winston-Salem,  and  going  into  a 
four-year  Medical  School.  We  are  also  gratified  to  learn  that  by 
Dec.  1  Mars  Hill  Junior  College  expects  to  be  free  of  debt  on  some 
$250,000  worth  of  new  buildings  erected  within  the  past  five  or  six 
years.  Boiling  Springs  has  been  re-named  Gardner- Webb  Junior- 
College  and  is  in  the  midst  of  a  building  program  now.  Work  in  the 
other  schools  is  progressing  splendidly. 

But  we  must  recognize  that  unless  Baptists  throw  more  whole- 
hearted and  substantial  financial  support  into  our  Christian  Educa- 
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tion  program  we  will  continue  to  see  thousands  of  Baptist  young 
people  forced  to  go  to  non-Baptist  schools  in  order  to  get  the  train- 
ing they  want,  or  else  due  to  the  great  expense  of  our  own  schools. 
No  real  Baptist  Church  can  say  that  the  welfare  of  our  Baptist 
colleges  is  of  no  concern  to  it.  In  a  world  such  as  ours  today  it  is 
not  only  desirable,  but  it  is  also  absolutely  imperative.

After  some  discussion  by  Bro.    Freeman,    the  report  was 
adopted. 

In  connection  with  the  report  on  Christian  Education,  Bro. 
C.  L.  Gillespie  offered  the  following  motion:  "That  this  body 
go  on  record  as  favoring  the  action  of  the  Trustees  of  Wake 
Forest  College,  in  admitting  girls  to  the  college  for  their  jun- 
ior and  senior  years."  Because  of  the  limited  time  for  discus- 
sion,   a  motion  carried  to  extend  the  time  five  minutes. 

After  discussion  by  several  of  the  Brethren,  a  motion  was 
made  by  Dr.  R.  R.  McCulloch,  to  table  the  motion  offered  by 
Bro.  Gillespie.  This  motion  failed  to  carry. 

A  vote  was  then  taken  on  Bro.  Gillespie's  motion.  The  mo- 
tion carried. 

Bro.  J.  G.  Lane,  Historian,  presented  the  history  of  Cor- 
inth church,  which  was  very  interesting. 

In  speaking  to  the  report,  Bro.  Lane  made  some  very 
fine  and  timely  suggestions  to  the  pastors  and  clerks  about 
keeping  careful  records  of  the  work  of  the  churches. 

The  report  was  adopted. 

History  of  the  Corinth  Baptist  Church 

Most  churches  can  trace  their  origin  to  certain  events 
or  personalities.  This  church  has  both  an  event  and  a  per- 
son which  played  an  important  part  in  its  founding. 

The  event  centered  around  a  discussion  on  the  subject  of  For- 
eign Missions.  It  seems  that  the  people  for  quite  a  distance  around 
Corinth  were  greatly  disturbed  over  this  question  and  met  at  Poplar 
Springs  Church  to  discuss  the  question.  The  discussion  proved  so 
interesting  and  the  debate  was  so  intense  that  it  continued  for  three 
klays  and  resulted  in  some  division  of  believers.  Some  joined  to- 
gether to  form  Hephzibah  Church,  Poplar  Springs  in  Nash  County, 
Corinth  in  Johnston  County  and  Salem  whose  numbers  did  not  agree 
to  support  Foreign  Missions. 
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The  person  mentioned  as  being  most  closely  connected  with  the 
founding  of  this  church  was  Rev.  Henderson  Hocutt  who  was  a 
member  of  Lee's  Chapel  but  settled  in  this  Community  and  began 
to  farm  and  rear  a  family.  This  preacher  had  a  limited  education 
but  more  than  made  up  for  it  by  the  spirit  that  burned  within  him. 
He  was  a  good  farmer  and  made  a  living  for  his  seventeen  children 
and  his  wives,  since  he  was  married  twice.  He  had  three  sons 
killed  in  the  war  between  the  states. 

He  received  no  salary  as  pastor  of  the  church  but  was  working 
for  the  good  of  the  cause  of  Christ  in  his  community.  Quite  fre- 
quently he  could  be  heard  singing  about  "Amazing  Grace"  and 
other  hymns  as  he  went  about  his  daily  tasks.  The  neighbors  knew 
the  singer  by  the  volume  as  well  as  the  quality  of  his  voice.  Mr. 
Hocutt  served  the  Church  as  pastor  most  of  his  active  life.  The 
only  other  pastor  serving  the  Church  while  Bro.  Hocutt  could  preach 
was  BrO.  Billie  Nowell. 

The  first  building  was  located  just  south  of  the  present  build- 
ing. It  was  built  about  1874.  The  neighborhood  helped  construct  this 
building  irrespective  of  their  religious  belief.  Bro.  W.  E.  Pulley  do- 
nated the  land  being  careful  to  see  that  the  privilege  of  getting  wa- 
ter at  the  spring  was  included.  This  same  brother  was  later  buried 
'  across  the  road  in  front  of  the  church  door.  A  number  of  land  own- 
ers gave  timber  which  was  sawed  at  Mr.  Billy  Rhodes'  saw  mill  and 
Mr.  A.  H.  Atkinson  gave  the  shingles. 

Before  the  building  of  the  church  there  had  been  held  religious 
meetings  in  the  homes  of  interested  people  in  the  community  but 
the  most  frequent  place  of  meeting  was  at  the  home  of  Mr.  Henry 
Batten.  Mr.  Josiah  Pulley  drew  up  the  "Rules  of  Decorum"  for  the 
church  and  later  acted  as  church  clerk.  He  was  never  a  member  of 
the  church  and  although  he  was  never  married  in  later  life  joined  the 
Mormon  Church. 

There  was  a  dispute  as  to  the  location  of  the  building  and  quite 
a  few  members  decided  to  organize  another  church.  They  called 
the  other  church  Zoah  but  this  never  prospered  as  a  church  and  soon 
was  abandoned.  Corinth  Church  soon  became  a  member  of  the  Ral- 
eigh Association  and  retained  membership  there  until  the  Johnston 
Association  was  organized  in  1902. 

Some  of  the  first  members  of  Corinth  were  Mr.  B.  F.  Lowery, 
Henry  Hales,  Mrs.  Polly  Richardson,  Henry  Batten,  Manley  O'Neal, 
Alsey  Taylor,  Bill  Brown  Hocutt  and  his  wife,  Jane.  The  deacons 
not  long  after  the  organization  of  the  church  were  Mr.  B.  F.  Lowery, 
Mr.  A.  L.  Hocutt,  Mr.  N.  G.  Williamson  and  Mr.  Jasper  Atkinson. 

One  of  the  pastors  who  left  a  lasting  imprint  upon  the  church 
was  Rev.  J.  L.  Cottingham  of  Anson  County  who  also  taught  school 
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at  Emit.  He  held  a  three  weeks  revival  in  1889  and  as  a  result  mo:e 
than  forty  converts  were  baptized  in  Little  River  near  the  Church. 
This  revival  was  said  to  have  done  more  to  build  up  the  Church  in 
spirit  and  numbers  than  any  other  event  in  the  history  of  the 
Church. 

Another  pastor  who  served  faithfully  was  Bro.  A.  A.  Pippin  who 
served  as  pastor  of  the  church  from  1898  until  December  1920.  This 
man  by  his  quiet  dignified  life  and  his  faithfulness  to  the  cause  has 
greatly  strengthened  the  spiritual  life  of  the  people  in  Wake  and 
Johnston  Counties.  When  Bro.  Pippin  resigned  the  call  was  extend- 
ed to  Bro.  C.  H.  Cashwell  who  served  the  church  faithfully  until 
July  1924.  The  present  pastor,  Bro.  W.  D.  Stancil,  was  called  to  the 
pastorate  when  Bro.  Cashwell  resigned  and  has  almost  reached  the 
record  for  length  of  pastorate  set  by  Bro.  Pippin.  The  esteem  in 
which  Bro.  Stancil  is  held  would  indicate  the  success  he  is  having  in 
leading  his  members  to  greater  achievements. 

Other  pastors  who  have  served  here  are: — George  Cappage, 
George  Lloyd,  John  Davis,  J.  K.  Howell,  Rev.  House  and  Rafe  Driver. 

Mr.  H.  V.  Andrews  was  elected  church  treasurer  at  the  Decem- 
ber Conference  in  1919  and  at  once  began  to  work  in  the  church  to 
interest  the  members  in  the  part  Corinth  was  to  play  in  the  Seven- 
ty Five  Million  Campaign.  The  church  pledged  to  do  its  part  in  this 
great  work.  At  the  end  of  the  five  year  period  the  church  had 
given  $494.46. 

The  records  are  not  complete  but  mention  should  be  made  that 
Corinth  has  only  had  two  church  clerks  since  1909.  Mr.  H.  V.  An- 
drews served  as  clerk  from  Feb.,  1909,  to  January,  1917,  at  which 
time  he  resigned.  Bro.  L.  T.  Davis  was  elected  to  succeed  Bro.  An- 
drews and  has  served  continuously  since.  This  will  round  out  twen- 
ty-five years  as  church  clerk  for  Bro.  Davis  and  the  consistency  with 
which  he  was  present  to  record  the  minutes  is  revealed  by  the  regu- 
larity with  which  his  name  is  signed  to  them. 

It  is  to  be  regretted  that  only  the  better  part  of  the  Church's 
life  could  be  recorded  here  but  fire  which  destroyed  a  part  of  Bro. 
H.  V.  Andrews'  home  also  destroyed  the  Church  records  covering 
the  early  period  of  the  activities  of  the  Church  and  there  was  nc 
other  record  available.

. .  Report  On  Christian  Literature 

A  young  convert  in  Benson  recently  said  to  the  reader  "I  wanl 
to  go  to  church  somewhere  twice  on  every  Sunday.  And  I  want  to 
go  to  prayer  meeting  every  prayer  meeting  night."  What  he  was 
trying  to  say  was  "I  want  to  be  in  some  religious  worship  as  many 
nights  as  there  happens  to  be  such  a  service  in  and  around  Benson." 
He  wanted  to  keep  the  fires  burning  in  his  heart. 

I  might  have  said  to  this  young  married  man  that  there  is  also 
another  way  in  addition  to  worship  services  that  keep  the  heart 
fires  burning  and  that  is  religious  reading. 

I  seriously  doubt  if  many  Christians  tithe  unto  the  Lorld  in  the 
matter  of  reading.  What  I  mean  is  that  not  one-tenth  of  their  read  - 
ing is  religious. 

The  reader  has  made  it  a  habit  to  never  read  the  newspaper  in 
the  morning  until  he  has  first  read  the  Bible.  He  does  not  have  much 
trouble  there  but  he  does  have  trouble  making  himself  read  as  much 
scripture  as  newspaper. 

In  these  dark  and  trying  days  let  us  resolve  to  read  God's  Word 
more.   Let  us  erect  daily  altars  in  our  lives  and  homes. 

Second:  Let  us  read  good  religious  periodicals.  When  I  learned 
that  only  one  hundred  and  ninety-five  (195)  people  in  Johnston 
Association  get  the  Baptist  State  Paper  I  wondered  if  the  Govern- 
ment had  rationed  the  Recorder.  This  paper  should  head  our  sub- 
scription list. 

Third:  Let  us  read  more  religious  books.  The  Baptist  Book  Store 
can  furnish  us  with  books  that  will  build  us  up  in  faith,  enrich  us 
spiritually,  enlarge  our  understanding  of  God's  Word  and  increase 
our  interest  in  God's  harvest  fields.

AFTERNOON  SESSION,  FIRST  DAY 

Bro.  R.  E.  Earp  led  the  people  in  singing,  "America,  The 
Beautiful"  and  "Blessed  Jesus." 

Bro.  L.  W.  Fields,  led  the  congregation  in  prayer. 

Bro.  A.  C.  McCall,  Associational  Sunday  School  Supt. 
brought  the  report  on  Sunday  Schools. 

The  report  was  adopted. 

Sunday  School  Report 

It  is  the  business  of  the  Sunday  School  to  teach  the  Scriptures 
to  every  available  person.  It  was  the  method  of  Jesus,  He  went 
up  into  the  mountain,  and  opened  his  mouth  and  taught  them.  It  is 
his  command  go  ye  into  all  the  world,  Teaching  them  to  obesrve  all 
things  which  I  have  commanded  you.  Had  it  not  been  for  his 
method,  and  his  commission  very  little  would  we  know  about  him 
today.  One  of  the  things  that  ought  to  get  hold  of  us  is  that  Jesus 
was  right,  and  that  there  is  no  other  name  given  under  heaven 
whereby  men  may  be  saved,  and  let  that  be  rendered  in  the  pres- 
ent tense,  as  ninety  five  percent  of  the  verbs  in  the  new  Testament 
are.  It  should  be  the  desire  of  all  Sunday  School  teachers  to  take  the 
pupil  as  he  is  and  so  teach  him  from  Sunday  to  Sunday  to  become 
that  which  God  wants  him  to  be.  Of  course  the  home  will  always  be 
the  best  place  to  teach  reverence,  for  and  service  to  God,  but  the 
next  best  place  is  the  Church.    A  Sunday  School  teacher  stands  in 
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a  responsible  place,  it  is  second  only  to  the  parent.  I  think  it  can 
be  said  without  contradiction.  The  future  will  be  molded  in  a  large 
degree  by  the  kind  of  Sunday  Schools  we  have  today,  it  is  said  that 
in.  our  State  that  there  are  nearly  one  million  possibilities  for  our 
Sunday  Schools.  On  Sunday  morning  for  every  one  person  that  at- 
tends Sunday  School  there  are  three  that  never  do.  That  is,  three 
\  fourths  of  the  people  right  here  in  North  Carolina  are  not  being 
taught  the  Scriptures.  In  the  same  ratio  to  bring  it  closer  home  right 
here  in  Johnston  county  every  Sunday  morning,  there  are  right 
close  to  twenty  thousand  people  that  are  not  in  Sunday  School. 
It  is  said  that  Edison  stood  many  years  ago  looking  at  the  great 
Niagra  Falls  and  as  he  looked  he  wept,  and  some  one  asked  him 
what  was  the  matter  and  he  said  oh  the  wasted  power,  and  he 
went  away  to  do  something  about  it.  What  can  be  done  about  the 
Sunday  School  situation  right  here  at  home?  I  think  it  must  firs+ 
of  all  come  back  to  Jesus.  He  must  become  real  to  us  today.  We  must 
come  to  appreciate  the  great  privilege  which  he  has  given  us  to  help 
him  lead  men  and  women,  boys  and  girls  to  know  God.  Most  of  our 
school  boards  would  ask  for  the  resignation  of  the  math  teacher, 
when  they  were  sure  he  did  not  know  math,  (incidently  they  would 
be  too  wise  to  elect  him)  don't  you  think  we  have  got  to  be  at  least 
that  wise  in  our  Church  Schools,  then  because  of  the  reality  of  Jesus 
we  will  have  a  deeper  interest  in  the  program  of  teaching  because 
human  life  will  be  more  valuable.  Because  of  the  reality  of  Jesus 
Church  people  will  cooperate  in  programs  that  are  mutual  doing  the 
work  of  teaching  on  a  scale  that  can't  be  done  without  cooperation. 
Several  years  ago  a  crowd  of  men  were  building  a  bridge  across  a 
body  of  water,  in  their  efforts  to  build  a  pier  they  encountered  an 
obstacle  in  the  bed  of  the  river,  tried  and  tried  to  remove  it  with 
no  avail.  Finally  the  chief  engineer  was  called.  Under  his  instruction 
a  great  barge  was  chained  to  the  obstacle  while  the  tide  was  out, 
and  when  the  tide  came  in  the  obstacle  was  removed.  I  have  tried  to 
serve  this  year  as  your  Associational  Supt.  I  did  not  seek  this  place. 
You  have  electeld  me  to  serve  again  this  year,  I  thank  God  for  this 
privilege.  I  want  to  serve  you  under  God  the  best  I  can.  I  will  ap- 
preciate any  suggestions  that  you  can  make  for  this  great  work.  I 
make  one  recommendation,  Brother  Freeman  has  been  elected  as  our 
training  leader,  the  recommendation  is  that  we  ask  him  to  plan  for 
a  training  school  in  every  church  if  possible,  following  the  second 
Sunday  in  April,  and  in  connection  with  the  training  school  we  put 
forth  an  effort  to  increase  our  attendance.

Report  And  Recommendation  Of  Bible  School 

The  states  of  the  South— from  Virginia  to  Texas — have  often 
been  referred  to  as  the  "Bible  Belt."  Do  you  wonder  why?  Is  it 
because  there  are  more  Bibles  in  the  South?  No.  Is  it  due  to  ths 
fact  that  Bibles  are  read  more  in  the  South?  Hardly.  Here  in  the 
Johnston  Baptist  Association  we  wish  that  these  questions  could  be 
answered  in  the  affirmative.  (The  real  reason  for  the  label,  "Bible 
Belt,"  is  due  to  the  emphasis  on  the  literal  interpretation  of  the 
Scriptures.)  The  promotion  of  Bible  Schools  in  the  forty-six 
churches  of  this  association  has  been  based  on  the  need  of  insert- 
ing Bible  principles  in  our  homes,  of  accepting  its  teachings  com- 
pletely in  the  lives  of  our  young  people,  and  of  putting  the  Bible 
back  at  the  foundation  of  our  preaching  and  teaching  program.  As 
a  result  of  the  Baptists'  firm  belief  in  the  separation  of  Church  and 
State,  education  and  the  Bible  have  been  too  long  divorced.  Times 
like  these  call  us  back  to  renewed  emphasis  in  rearing  our  children 
in  a  knowledge  of  Bible  history,  principles  and  aims.  Every  church 
must  make  some  provisions  for  this  work,  else  our  children  remain 
half-educated. 

During  the  past  year  only  twenty-four  churches  held  Bible 
Schools.  1663  children,  between  the  ages  of  five  and  twenty,  were 
enrolled— touching  only  one-twentieth  of  our  public  school  children 
of  the  county.  Yet  only  time  will  indicate  the  lasting  value  of  this 
effort. 

Pastors,  teachers,  parents,  and  all  Christians:  We  must  have 
more  Bible  Schools.  Why?  (1)  Our  Sunday  Schools  at  their  best 
are  not  reaching  the  needs.  An  ordinary  Bible  School  of  two  weeks, 
four  hours  a  day,  is  equal  to  one  full  year  of  regular  attendance  at 
Sunday  School.  (2)  A  Bible  School  meets  the  needs  of  our  young 
people.  It  is  their  revival.  From  the  record  of  this  year's  work, 
forty-six  conversions  were  reported  from  the  schools  proper.  (3) 
God's  Word  is  the  core— not  an  optional  detail— of  our  whole  Chris- 
tion  program.  Our  children  who  are  busy  building  lives  desperately 
need  the  truths  and  the  Truth  of  the  Bible.

Dr.  McCulloch  also  expressed  his  appreciation  for  his  fel- 
lowship with  the  people  of  the  Association.  Stating  that  he 
was  going  to  work  in  another  state. 

At  this  time  Bro.  C.  L.  Gillespie  presented  a  resolution 
from  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Association,  concerning 
the  work  and  service  of  Dr.  McCulloch  with  the  Committee  and 
of  his  and  Mrs.  McCulloch's  work,  in  the  Association. 

The  Resolution  was  adopted  by  a  rising  vote. 

Resolutions. 

The  Executive  Committee  of  the  Johnston  Baptist  Association, 
in  its  final  meeting  of  the  year,  appointed  a  committee  to  draw  up 
suitable  resolutions  of  appreciation  of  the  work  of  Dr.  R.  R.  Mc- 
Culloch as  a  member  of  that  body.  It  becomes  my  privilege  to  pre- 
sent these  resolutions: 

Whereas  Dr.  R.  R.  McCulloch  has  resigned  as  pastor  of  Clayton 
Baptist  Church,  and  whereas  his  official  connection  with  the  exe- 
cutive committee  is  now  about  to  be  terminated,  be  it  therefore  re- 
solved. 

First,  That  the  executive  committee  express  to  Dr.  McCulloch 
our  deep  appreciation  of  him  as  a  Christian  gentleman,  as  a  faithful 
pastor,  as  a  true  preacher  of  the  Word,  and  as  a  loyal  member  of 
the  executive  committee. 

Second,  That  we  regret  to  lose  both  the  wholesome  fellowship 
and  the  faithful  services  of  Bro.  McCulloch. 

Third,  That  we  heartily  commend  him  to  the  church  and  to  the 
association  to  which  he  goes.

The  resolutions  were  adopted. 
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Mrs.  W.  A.  Weston,  President  of  the  Johnston  W.  M.  U 
presented  the  report  of  the  work  of  the  W.  M.  U.  in  our  Asso- 
ciation. She  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Association  some 
very  fine  things. 

Report  of  W.  M.  U. 

One  year  ago  the  Association  of  W.  M.  U.  of  the  Johnston  Asso- 
ciation attempted  a  change  in  some  of  the  officers  and  no  doubt 
expected  more  than  had  been  accomplished;  nevertheless  there 
has  been  a  joy  in  service  of  the  new  superintendent  in  the  new  ob- 
ligations that  have  become  hers. 

I  have  been  privileged  to  visit  six  societies  in  action  and  I 
have  learned  too,  from  the  encouraging  reports  that  have  prompt- 
ly arrived  each  quarter  that  our  women  have  a  zeal  for  God  that 
the  light  that  they  have  may  be  shared  with  others. 

Several  societies  are  already  feeling  out  plans  to  cope  with  the 
new  economic  changes  especially  in  light  of  hampered  transpor- 
tation. Mt.  Moriah  is  trying  to  intensify  their  activities  and  reach 
more  women  by  using  the  circle  plan.  This  plan  in  a  rural  area 
will  doubtlessly  be  a  means  of  including  more  mission  study  and 
the  increased  attendance  they  report  should  encourage  other  rural 
societies  with  equally  scattered  membership  to  have  circles  in  the 
various  neighborhoods  of  the  church  community. 

On  February  17,  fifteen  of  our  societies  had  representatives 
present  for  an  associational  study  of  the  year  book.  At  the  request 
of  those  presnt,  Miss  Currin  and  Mrs.  Middleton,  State  workers, 
held  a  Stewardship  and  Personal  Service  clinic  respectively.  How 
we  rejoiced  in  the  manifest  interest  of  our  women  that  day! 

The  Young  People's  meetings  were  not  held  this  year  because 
of  our  willingness  to  begin  in  cooperating  with  the  program  of  con- 
servation undertaken  by  our  government.  We  urged  the  churches  to 
feel  a  responsibility  in  the  local  church  for  the  needs  of  its  young 
people.  Our.  Young  People's  leader,  Mrs.  J.  R.  Overby,  brought 
to  their  attention  that  we  should  do  everything  possible  to  prepare 
our  youth  for  Christian  service  for  now  we  have  them  in  our  homes 
such  a  short  while. 

There  has  been  generated  a  deeper  sense  of  Denominational 
honor  on  the  part  of  all  W.  M.  U.  organizations.  This  has  been 
indicated  by  the  increased  gifts  to  the  100,000  club.  Our  quote 
was  increased  from  $475  in  1941  to  $675  for  1942.  At  the  end  of 
the  third  quarter  $677  has  been  given  by  the  W.  M.  S.  alone. 

We  have  six  full  graded  unions  for    which    we  are  grateful. 
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They  are:  Benson,  Clayton,  Four  Oaks,  Pine  Level,  Princeton  and 
Smithfield.  Pisgah  and  Selma  only  lack  one  organization  of  being 
full  graded. 

An  increase  in  the  number  of  tithers  is  indicated  in  the  reports 
and  all  but  four  of  the  churches  report  observances  of  all  seasons  of 
prayer.  Two  of  these  only  omitted  observing  State  Mission  Sea- 
son of  Prayer. 

A  greater  understanding  of  Personal  Service,  the  name  oi 
which  is  to  be  changed  to  community  Missions  the  coming  year, 
is  evident  as  there  has  been  a  systematic  plan  undertaken  in  most 
societies.  Middlesex  society  reports  9  o'clock  prayer  for  the  uncon- 
verted: Mt.  Moriah,  helping  a  man  whose  wife  was  very  ill  to  do 
some  work;  Bethany,  helping  to  buy  an  artificial  leg  for  one  of  their 
church  members;  Blackmon's  Grove,  quilted  two  quilts  for  two 
aged  people  who  could  not  see  to  quilt;  Another  reported  prepar- 
ing meals  for  several  families  who  had  lost  a  loved  one  in  the  com- 
munity. These  are  only  cross  sections  of  the  many  things  that  have 
been  done  in  His  Name. 

Our  report  for  the  year  would  not  be  complete  if  we  did  not 
say  a  word  in  praise  of  those  who  attended  our  associational  meet- 
ing .  .  at  Baptist  Center  on  October  16.    Eleven  churches  were  rep- 
resented.   That  day  was  a  sequence  to  five  previous  days  of  rain. 
The  roads  were  almost  impassable  but  the  auditorium  was  almost 
filled  with  women  of  faith.    Our  love  for  China  was  deepened  as 
Mrs.  L.  B.  Olive  brought  the  address  of  the  morning.  Grateful  too, 
were  we  for  Mrs.  Farmer's  treatment  of  Stewardship  and  Mrs.  W. 
D.  Briggs  as  she  instructed  in  methods.    Our  own  officers  brought 
reports    and    heart    searching  challenges  in  their  deep  concern  for 
our  work.  We  rejoiced  in  the  response  of  the  societies  to  the  White 
Cross  Shower  for  Our  Baptist  Hospital. 
What  we  have  done  has  been  in  thy  name, 
Proclaiming  thy  light,  Thy  Son  as  He  came. 
Lifting  and  loving  in  our  small  feeble  way, 
Expecting  Thy  blessing  to  multiply  and  sway 
Attempting  great  things,  unworthy  are  we, 
But  worthy  art  thou  on  land  and  on  sea.

Bro.  C.  L.  Gillespie  presented  the  report  on  Social  Service, 
Report  on  Social  Service 

The  gospel  of  Jesus  is  a  gospel  of  Social  Service.  Remove 
Social  Service  from  His  gospel  and  you  have  little  left.  We  read  in 
Matthew  11:2-6:;  "But  when  John  heard  in  prison  of  the  works  o£ 
Christ,  he  sent  by  his  disciples,  and  said  to  Him,  Are  you  the  one 
who  is  to  come,  or  are  we  to  look  for  Another  One? 

Jesus  answered  and  said  to  them,  Go  and  describe  to  John  the 
.things  which  you  see  and  hear. 

The  blind  see,  and  the  lame  walk,  and  the  lepers  are  cleansed, 
and  the  deaf  hear,  and  the  dead  rise;  up,  and  the  poor  are  given  hope. 
And  blessed  is  he  who  does  not  stumble  on  account  of  us." 

This  is  the  program  of  Jesus.  It  ought  to  be  the  program  of 
every  church.  The  religion  of  Jesus  is  not  a  "White-collar,"  relig- 
ion. It  is  not  a  religion  of  get  and  keep.  It  is  not  a  religion  of  lux- 
ury and  ease.  It  is  a  religion  that  recognizes  poverty,  suffering  and 
need,  and  a  religion  that  seeks  to  relieve  it  all. 

The  Christian  church  does  not  get  its  power  from  the  gifts  of 
Ithe  wealthy,  but  from  its  distribution  to  the  poor.  The  strength 
of  your  church  cannot  be  measured  by  the  amount  of  money  in  its 
membership  or  in  its  treasury,  but  it  can  be  measured  by  the  ob- 
jects to  which  your  offerings  have  gone.  When  we  walk  over  or 
/around  the  needy  of  our  own  community,  to  send  a  little  money  to 
the  needy  of  some  foreign  land,  and  then  boast  of  our  mission  pri- 
.gram,  neglecting  and  ignoring  poverty,  crime,  disease,  and  discom- 
!  fort  at  home,  I  cannot  think  that  God  gives  us  much  credit  for  our 
gifts. 

We  have  not  known  the  spirit  of  Jesus  unless  and  until  we  re- 
joice as  much  in  the  salvation  of  some  poor,  downcast,  beggar  as 
we  do  over  the  winning  of  some  outstanding  business  man  who 
comes  into  our  church  bringing  in  with  him  possibilities  of  great 
financial  assistance. 

Does  your  church  look  after  the  needy  of  your  community?  or 
does  it  do  like  many  other  churches,  leave  the  needs  of  the  local 
poor  to  the  mercy  of  county  and  government?  I  am  afraid  that  the 
Baptist  Church  is  losing  much  of  its  influence  by  denying  its  re- 
sponsibility to  suffering  humanity  at  its  own  door. 

If  we  would  follow  Jesus,  then  we  must  look  with  helpful  sym- 
j  pathy  upon  those  who  are  in  need,    and  do  our  best  to  bring  relief 
to  them  the  best  and  the  quickest  way.

Gillespie  spoke  to  the  report  in  a  very  fine  and  touch 
ing  way.  A  motion  was  made  and  carried  to  include  the  re 
marks  of  Bro.  Gillespie  in  the  report. 

Remarks  by  Bro.  Gillespie  on  Social  Service. 

Are  there  any  real  needy  people  in  your  county?  In  your 
church  communities?  Go  to  your  county  Welfare  department 
and  you  will  find  the  answer.  What  are  the  churches  doing  to 
help  the  local  poor?  In  nineteen  of  our  churches  last  year  $546.- 
69  were  given  to  assist  the  local  poor.  In  twenty  seven 
churches  nothing  was  reported  as  given  to  this  need.  Eith  it 
the  churches  saw  no  need  or  they  ignored  the  call  of  the  needy. 

To  ignore  the  poor  and  the  needy  is  to  completely  turn 
away  from  the  program  of  Jesus.  For  employers  to  purpose- 
ly keep  employees  poor  while  they,  themselves,  get  exceedingly 
rich  is  no  less  than  a  crime  that  should  be  punished  by  law.  If 
you  as  an  employer  are  making  double  what  you  made  last 
year,  you  have  no  moral  right  to  withhold  all  of  your  increase 
from  those  who  helped  you  get  it;  you  have  no  right  to  keep 
the  salaries  and  the  wages  of  those  who  work  for  you  at  the 
same  level  that  it  was  when  you  made  half  as  much. 

Jesus  not  only  preached,  but  he  healed  the  sick,  opened 
blind  eyes,  and  fed  hungry  people.  Jesus  did  something  for 
people  where  he  found  them  and  did  not  raise  a  lot  of  foolish 
questions  about  how  they  came  to  be  in  need.  I  am  certain  that 
Christian  Religion  will  do  something  for  us  while  we  live  in 
this  world.  I  believe  in  heaven;  I  think  my  loved  ones  are 
there  now  in  the  blessed  presence  of  Jesus,  but  I  need  a  re- 
ligion that  will  do  something  for  me  while  I  am  in  the  world. 
Jesus  never  postponed  happiness  and  helpfulness  to  any  soul 
by  telling  him  to  wait  until  he  got  to  heaven.  As  they  came 
to  Jesus  he  healed  them.  I  am  glad  of  a  religion  that  speaks 
gloriously  of  the  blessings  of  after  while,  but  I  am  glad  of  a 
religion  that  will  do  something  for  us  while  we  struggle  along 
in  this  hard  way  of  life. 

"The  poor  ye  have  with  you  always,"  said  Jesus.  Again 
he  said,  '  In  as  much  as  ye  did  it  unto  one  of  the  least  of  these 
my  brethren  ye  did  it  unto  me."  Although  many  people  are 
becoming  rich  today  there  will  still  be  a  few  people  who  need 
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help  along  the  way.  Your  riches  may  increase  but  your  oppor- 
tunity will  remain.  Feed  the  poor,  cloth  the  naked,  visit  the 
sick,   and  do  whatever  you  can  to  relieve  human  suffering. 

Remember  this  one  sentence:  NO  MAN  IS  VERY  POOR 
WHO  LIVES  HARD  BY  A  BAND  OF  CHRISTIAN  MEN  AND 
WOMEN  WHO  ARE  READY  TO  PRACTICE  CHRISTIAN 
RELIGION.  Go  ye,  then,  and  do  your  best  for  the  needy  in 
your  community,  in  Jesus'  name. 

'  Bro.  A.  C.  McCall,  asked  for  approval  of  a  Sunday  School 
enlargement  revival,  to  be  held  in  April  1943.  A  motion  car- 
ried approving  this  plan. 

A  motion  carried  that  all  churches  be  asked  to  take  a  col 
collection  on  Bible  Sunday  to  be  sent  to  the  Bible  Society,  to 
be  used  in  distributing  Bibles. 

A  motion  was  made  by  Bro.  Tom  Freeman  to  extend  a  ris- 
ing vote  of  thanks  and  appreciation  to  the  Corinth  Church,  for 
their  very  fine  entertainment  and  dinner  for  the  day.  The  mo- 
tion carried. 

15  pastors  were  present  for  the  session. 

The  Association  adjourned,  with  Bro.  H.  F.  Harrill,  lead- 
ing the  closing  prayer. 

SECOND  DAY 

The  session  opened  at  10:30  with  the  song  and  praise  ser- 
vice led  by  Bro.  Hardee.   The  songs  "On  Christ  the  Solid  Rock" 
and  "Leaning  on  the  Everlasting  Arms"  were  sung  by  the  con 
gregation. 

Minutes  of  the  first  day's  session  was  read  and  approved. 

Visitors  as  follows  were  recognized:  Bro.  Smith  Hagaman, 
of  Winston-Salem;  Bro.

ORPHANAGE  AND  HOSPITAL 

North  Carolina  Baptists  have  two  great  institutions  within  the 
realm  so  ably  served  and  loved  by  them.  One  of  these  institutions 
is  our  Baptist  Hospital  which  is  located  in  Winston-Salem.  This  is 
nearly  twenty  years  old  and  it  has  served  more  than  60,000  patients 
In  1940,  it  was  decided  to  enlarge  the  hospital.  Before  the  en- 
largement program  was  completed,  more  than  $825,000.00  had  been 
spent  on  buildings,  new  scientific  equipment  and  new  furnishings, 
and  the  -Wake  Forest  Medical  School  was  so  tied  in  that  each  is  a 
great  asset  to  the  other.  Many  competent  nurses  are  trained  and 
graduated  there.  More  than  100  of  the  best  doctors  in  this  State 
are  to  be  found  there.  Many  hundreds  of  sick  people,  those  with 
curable  diseases  are  brought  back  to  health  each  year.  Through 
the  generosity  of  one  person,  there  is  at  all  times  a  pastor  at  the 
hospital  who  serves  the  spiritual  needs  of  those  in  the  hospital. 
This  is  a  Baptist  Hospital,  but  people  of  any  religious  denomination 
are  welcome  to  the  hospital.  It  is  a  Christian  Hospital.  This  is  not 
a  charity  institution.  There  are  many  patients  each  who  are  unable 
to  pay.  There  are  also  many  others  who  are  able  to  pay  and  they 
do  pay  for  the  medical  treatment  received  there.  All  of  us  as  mem- 
bers of  the  Johnston  Association  have  the  privilege  of  making  a  con- 
tribution to  our  hospital  to  help  defray  the  expenses  and  to  sup- 
plement the  charity  work  which  is  done  there.  A  special  offering 
is  taken  on  Mothers  Day  for  the  hospital,  and  our  Woman's  Mis- 
sionary Unions  send  linens  and  other  materials  during  the  year  to 
add  to  the  gifts  of  others  in  our  state.  What  has  your  church  in 
the  Johnston  Association  done  for  the  hospital  this  year?  Will  you 
play  the  part  of  the  Good  Samaritan? 

Let  us  journey  on  and  speak  of  our  other  great  institution,  the 
orphanage.  Volumes  could  be  written,  but  we  will  make  this  as  brief 
and  comprehensive  as  possible.  During  1941,  more  than  86  coun- 
ties of  this  state  were  represented  by  boys  and  girls  at  the  Mills 
Home  and  Kennedy  Home,  through  Mothers  Aid  and  Boarding 
Homes.  Some  of  these  boys  and  girls  will  grow  and  graduate  and 
become  better  citizens  because  of  the  environment  thus  afforded. 
These  boys  and  girls  live  in  a  sphere  which  is  influenced  by  the 
church,  school,  farm  activities,  home  activities,  print  shop,  social 
service,  finance,  mechanics,  good  health,  good  food,  and  good  cloth- 
ing, and  these  things  are  administered  by  very  competent  and  con- 
scientious teachers  and  supervisors.  Much  food  is  produced  on  the 
farm,  much  clothing  is  made  in  the  sewing  rooms,  some  money  is 
received  each  year  from  endowment  funds,  but  these  receipts  are 
not  enough  to  maintain  the  work.   These  homes  and  their  work  have 
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grown  because  many  have  contributed  every  month  during  the 
year  for  many  years.  It  is  our  nature  to  want  to  see  our  children  in 
good  surroundings,  and  also  those  who  are  less  fortunate  in  order 
that  they  may  have  a  better  opportunity  in  life.  We  can  lighten  the 
heart  of  many  more  less  fortunates  if  we  will  contribute  regularly 
each  month  through  our  Sunday  Schools  to  the  orphanage.  If  you  or 
your  church  is  not  now  doing  so,  I  urge  that  you  make  it  a  part  of 
your  plan  in  the  future  to  send  a  gift  each  month  of  the  year. 

In  this  period  of  strife  when  there  is  much  money  in  circula- 
tion, there  are  many  calls  for  help.  Even  with  the  government 
in  this  field  of  public  welfare,  the  facilities  are  not  great  enough  and 
many  are  turned  away  because  of  the  too  limited  facilities. 

"If  those  who  are  inclined  to  be  critical  will  look  about  you, 
carefully  investigating,  you  will  find  many,  many  good  and  bad 
who  are  traveling  a  difficult  road  through  life.  Jesus  said  many 
scathing  things  about  the  religious  leaders  of  His  day,  but  nevor 
an  unkind  word  about  the  poor.  Tor  as  much  as  ye  did  it  unto  one 
of  the  least  of  these,  etc'  Who  said  it?  What  did  He  mean." 

The  report  was  adopted. 

Bro.  Anderson  presented  Bro.  Hagaman  Supt.  of  the  Bap- 
tist Hospital,  in  Winston-Salem,  and  Bro.  I.  G.  Greer,  Supt.  of 
our  Orphanage  work.  They  brought  us  greetings  from  our  in- 
stitutions,   and  gave  us  inspiring  messages. 

Bro.  W.  S.  Caudle  presented  the  report  on  the  Co-Operative 
Program. 

Report  Of  The  Cooperative  Program 

The  Cooperative  Program  is  the  result  of  much  prayer  and 
thought  on  the  part  of  Southern  Baptists  as  they  sought,  under  God, 
to  find  a  workable,  scriptural  plan  for  the  correlating  and  simplify- 
ing of  all  the  work  of  the  Lord  as  a  denomination. 

Thus  we  have  a  God-given,  spirit-filled  plan  whereby  every 
church,  and  each  constituent,  thereof,  may  feel  that  they  are  "La- 
borers together  with  God."  This  is  true  because  every  cent  that  s 
given  to  God  through  the  Cooperative  Program  is  divided  into  state 
and  southwide  objects.  The  ratio  of  distribution  of  state  and  south- 
wide  funds  to  the  different  causes  is  determined  by  the  State  and 
Southern  Baptist  Convention  respectively.

The  Cooperative  Program  is  world-wide  in  its  scope;  but  it  has 
not  been  world-wide  in  its  effect  because  churches  and  church 
members  have  not  had  a  world-wide  vision.  We  are  grateful, 
however,  for  a  steady  increase  in  receipts  which  represent  a  deeper 
interest.  Even  in  the  face  of  this  increase,  we  realize  that  the  need 
is  far  beyond  the  reach  of  the  amount  of  income  as  of  today. 

We  recommend,  therefore: 

1 —  That  every  church  make  a  reasonable  distribution  of  funds 
between  local  and  denominational  objects,  keeping  in  mind  as  ideal 
a  50-50  basis. 

2 —  That  the  Every-member  canvass  for  the  support  of  all  causes 
as  outlined  in  the  budgets,  or  goals,  of  the  churches  be  put  on  in  all 
churches  at  the  earliest  moment  possible  urging  every  member  to 
accept  the  Christian  stewardship  with  the  tithe  as  a  minimum  stand- 
ard. 

3 —  That  an  honest  and  continuous  effort  by  precept  and  example 
on  the  part  of  pastors  and  leaders  of  churches  be  put  forth  to  in- 
form our  people  of  what  we  as  a  denomination  are  trying  to  do.

Bro.  M.  O.  Alexander  representing  the  State  Board  of  Mis- 
sions was  recognized  and  brought  a  very  instructive  message. 

Mrs.  W.  A.  Weston,  President  of  the  W.  M.  U.  made  an- 
nouncement concerning  linen  for  the    Baptist    Hospital.  She 
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also  presented  the  magazines  published  for  the  W.  M.  U.  work. 

G.  A.  Earp  reported  for  the  special  committee,  appointed  at 
the  1940  session  of  the  Association,  to  raise  $300.00  to  furnish 
two  rooms  at  the  Baptist  Hospital  in  Winston-Salem.  Stating 
that  $343.90  had  been  raised  and  turned  over  to  our  Treasurer.

At  this  meeting  it  was  voted  that  all  pastors  in  the  association 
desiring  state  aid  let  their  applications  come  through  the  executive 
committee  and  be  passed  on  by  the  same  before  being  submitted  to 
the  Baptist  State  Board. 

It  was  also  decided  at  this  meeting  to  grant  expenses  not  to  ex- 
ceed $75.00  each  to  the  following  associational  workers:  Mrs.  W. 
A.  Weston,  Rev.  and  Mrs.  E.  C.  Keller  ($75.00  between  them)  and 
Rev.  A.  C.  McCall. 

A  special  meeting  was  called  on  Feb.  24,  1942,  at  which  time 
the  committee  voted  to  accept  the  sum  of  $1,600.00  in  full  payment 
from  Brother  J.  A.  Smith  for  his  indebtedness  to  the  Beaty  Fund 
which  was  $1,750.00. 

Our  second  regular  meeting  was  held  on  April  7,  1942.  At  this 
meeting  the  committee  voted  to  grant  to  Brother  McLeod  Bryan  the 
sum  of  $75.00  for  necessary  expenses  in  connection  with  his  work 
as  leader  in  Vacation  Bible  School  work. 

The  committee  also  authorized  the  purchase  of  two  certificates 
of  deposit  in  the  sums  of  $1,000.00  and  500.00  respectively.  Money 
for  these  purchases  was  available  from  the  Beaty  Fund. 

The  committee  designated  the  following  brethren  to  work 
with  the  moderator  in  preparing  program  for  this  session  of  the  as- 
sociation: G.  A.  Earp,  G.  Willie  Lee,  R.  R.  McCulloch  and  J.  L. 
George. 

The  third  regular  meeting  of  the  committee  was  held  on  July 
3,  1942.  At  this  meeting  a  report  of  committee  to  prepare  asso- 
ciational program  was  made  and  accepted. 

The  committee  voted  to  donate  the  sum  of  $200.00  to  the  in- 
debtedness of  the  three  thousand  dollars  parsonage  of  the  Trinity 
Baptist  Church,  and  it  also  voted  to  pay  $50.00  to  the  Live  Oak 
Baptist  Church.

H.  F.  Harrill,  read  the  report  on  Temperance  and 
public  Morals. 

Temperance  and  Public  Morals 

America  seems  to  be  drifting  toward  the  increasing  danger  of 
a  drunken  nation.  There  is  much  talk  about  rationing  whiskey  and 
stopping  sale  of  alcoholic  beverages  from  our  military  camps,  posts, 
and  mobilization  areas.  The  late  Senator,  Morris  Shepherd,  of  Tex- 
as, introduced  a  bill  in  the  United  States  Senate  on  Feb.  17,  1941, 
known  as  the  S-860  that  will  bar  alcoholic  beverages  and  social 
vice  from  our  camps.  This  would  help,  should  it  be  passed,  but  we 
are  not  only  suffering  in  these  areas;  but  throughout  our  country 
at  large.  The  liquor  interests  have  filled  our  magazines  and  radio 
programs  with  advertisements  that  has  finally  caused  our  people 
to  drink  without  shame. 

One  hundred  and  thirty-five  million  pounds  of  sugar  and  syrup 
were  consumed  in  making  beer  for  1941  drinkers.  An  average  of 
sixty  quarts  of  alcoholic  beverage  for  every  man,  woman  and  child 
in  the  United  States  is  being  consumed  annually.  An  average  of  one 
and  one  quarter  quarts  per  person,  per  week.  This  is  an  increase 
of  17.7  per  cent  over  the  1940-41  total.  Thousands  of  tons  of  food 
are  being  consumed  in  the  manufacture  of  liquor  and  beer  while 
millions  of  people  starve  in  other  parts  of  the  world.  Millions  of 
our  precious  boys  are  giving  their  lives  for  their  country,  while 
the  greatest  enemy  of  all  mankind  goes  unmolested. 

This  condition  presents  a  challenge  to  the  Christian  people  of 
our  land.  Too  many  of  our  Church  people  have  lost  interest  in  the 
whiskey  problem.  They  are  fiddling  away  their  time  while  Rome 
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burns.  Many  of  them  are  indifferent  and  hostile  to  any  plea  for 
temperance.  This  should  be  a  challenge  that  should  bring  forth  the 
best  there  is  in  us  in  carrying  the  fight  to  the  gates  of  the  enemy.

CONSTITUTION 


1 —  The  Association  shall  be  known  as  the  Johnston  Baptist 
Association. 

2 —  Its  object  shall  be  to  extend  the  privileges  of  the  Gospel 
and  liberal  culture  to  all  people  within  its  bounds,  and  by  hearty- 
co-operation  with  the  Baptist  State  Convention,  to  help  offer  these 
privileges  to  all  mankind  in  and  out  of  its  bounds  by  the  cordial 
co-operation  of  all  the  churches  constituting  this  body. 

3 —  It  shall  be  composed  of  the  pastors  in  active  service  in  the 
Association  and  such  delegates  as  shall  be  annually  elected  by  the 
churches  connected  with  it,  each  church  being  entitled  to  three 
delegates  unless  the  membership  shall  exceed  fifty,  and  then  an 
additional  delegate  for  every  twenty-five  members:  Provided  no 
church  shall  have  more  than  eight  delegates. 

4 —  The  New  Hampshire  Declaration  of  Faith  shall  be  the  sum- 
mary of  Divine  Truth  for  determining  questions  of  faith  and  order 
in  this  body,  and  the  churches  desiring  membership  in  it  must 
commit  themselves  to  the  substance  of  it,  together  with  the  cove- 
nant herewith  submitted  and  this  Constituion. 

5 —  This  Association  shall  not  have  power  to  annul  the  disci- 
pline or  exercise  authority  over  any  church  connected  with  it,  but 
it  may  advise  with  and  sever  its  connection  with  any  church  that 
neglects  to  preserve  Gospel  order,  or  that  treats  with  contempt 
the  objects  of  advice  of  the  Association. 

6 —  Each  church  shall  send  to  the  annual  meetings  of  the  As- 
sociation a  letter  (the  blanks  to  be  furnished  by  the  Clerk  of  the 
Association),  .carefully  filled  as  per  blank  suggestions  stating  the 
full  work  of  the  church  for  the  year  ending  with  the  last  Sunday  in 
September. 

7 —  The  Association  shall  foster  State  Missions,  Home  Missions. 
Foreign  Missions,  Christian  Education,  the  Ministers'  Relief  and  An- 
nuity Board,  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  Orphanage  and  each  church 
shall  be  requested  to  contribute  to  the  support  of  these  objects  reg- 
ularly and  systematically. 
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8 —  Missions  and  Education  shall  have  precedence  in  their  claims 
upon  the  consideration  of  this  body  in  its  regular  sessions. 

9 —  Whenever  a  church  shall  fail  to  be  represented  by  delegates 
or  letter  at  the  annual  session  of  the  Association,  inquiry  shall  be 
made  for  the  case,  and  efforts  shall  be  made  to  induce  such  church 
to  do  its  duty;  and  the  effort  shall  be  continued  till  the  church  is 
recovered  or  dropped  from  the  roll. 

10 —  The  officers  of  the  Association  shall  be  a  Moderator,  Vice- 
Moderator,  Clerk,  Treasurer  and  Auditor,  to  be  elected  by  ballot 
after  nomination  from  the  floor,  or  by  a  committee  of  three  named 
by  the  Nominating  Committee,  with  the  proviso  that  any  delegate 
may  amend  the  committee's  report  by  subsituting  another  name  for 
any  one  offered  for  the  approval  of  the  Association,  which  previ- 
ously has  decided  on  the  method  used,  at  the  close  of  each  annual 
session,  to  serve  until  the  election  of  their  successors  the  Modera- 
tor to  preside  over  the  sessions  of  the  body  and  to  promote  the  in- 
terests of  the  Association  during  the  year;  the  Vice-Moderator  to 
preside  in  his  absence;  the  Clerk  to  record,  print  and  distribute  the 
Minutes  of  the  body,  and  to  keep  on  file  these  and  all  other  im- 
portant papers;  the  Treasurer  to  receive  and  disburse  all  funds  oi 
the  Association  subject  to  its  order;  the  Auditor  to  examine  the 
Treasurer's  books  at  the  close  of  each  session  and  to  render  a  re- 
port before  adjournment. 

11 —  The  Association  shall  elect  annually,  an  executive  com- 
mittee composed  of  five  members,  who  shall  have  authority  be- 
tween the  regular  sessions  of  the  Association,  to  act  for  the  body 
in  necessary  matters,  executing  the  plans  and  work  of  the  Asso- 
ciation in  whatever  manner  may  seem  advisable,  a  full  report  of 
its  work  being  presented  annually,  with  such  recommendations 
as  may  seem  wise:  In  case  of  the  death  or  removal  of  a  member, 
the  committee  may  appoint  a  successor  to  act  until  the  next  meet- 
ing of  the  body.  The  Moderator,  Vice-Moderator,  Clerk,  and  Trea- 
surer are  members  ex-officio  of  this  committee. 

12 —  This  Constitution  may  be  amended  at  any  annual  session 
by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  all  members  present. 

13 —  The  proceedings  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Union  shall 
be  recorded  as  a  part  of  the  minutes  of  the  Association.

BY-LAWS 

The  Association  shall  meet  annually  at.  such  time  and  place 
as  it  may  decide. 

2 — All  meetings  of  the  Association  shall  be  opened  and  closed 
with  devotional  services. 
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3 —  Representatives  from  ten  of  the  churches  shall  constitute  a 
quorum. 

4 —  Delegates  shall  be  recognized  by  letters  from  their  churches 
designating  them  as  such. 

5 —  Members  desiring  to  speak  shall  first  rise  and  address  the 
Moderator,  shall  use  the  term  "brother"  in  speaking  to  each  other, 
shall  not  speak  on  the  same  sbject  more  than  twice  without  per- 
mission, and  shall  observe  the  courtesy  that  becomes  Christians. 

6 —  The  roll  of  members  shall  be  called  at  least  once,  and  ab- 
sentees marked. 

7 —  Corresponding  messengers  and  visiting  brethren  shall  be 
invited  to  seats  with  privilege  of  speaking,  but  not  voting. 

8 —  A  copy  of  the  minutes  shall  be  sent  each  to  the  Correspond- 
ing Secretary  of  the  State  Mission  Board,  the  Librarian  of  Wake 
Forest  College,  the  Librarian  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Theological 
Seminary,  Louisville,  Ky.;  the  Secretary  of  Survey  and  Statistics, 
Baptist  Sunday  School  Board,  Nashville,  Tenn.;  Samuel  Colgate 
Historical  collection,  Colgate  University,  Hamilton,  N  .Y.,  and  to 
the  American  Baptist  Society,  Crozer  Seminary,  Chester,  Pa. 

9 —  All  questions  of  order  not  herein  provided  shall  be  decided 
by  Kerfoot's  Parliamentary  Law.

CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION 

We  Missionary  Baptists  are  definitely  committed  to  Christian 
Education  in  our  Church  Covenant.  When  we  unite  with  a  Mis- 
sionary Baptist  Church  we  promise  "to  religiously  educate  our  chil- 
dren." This  commitment  is  based  upon  such  scripture  as  "Train 
up  a  child  in  the  way  he  should  go;  and  when  he  is  old,  he  will  net 
depart  from  it."  We  must  learn  to  think  of  Christian  Education  in 
a  threefold  way. 

First  let  us  look  at  the  problem  in  the  home.  The  Bible  teaches 
us  that  the  parents  are  first  of  all  responsible  for  their  children's 
religious  education.  It  teaches  "And  thou  shalt  teach  them  diligently 
unto  thy  children,  and  shalt  talk  of  them  when  thou  sittest  in  thine 
house,  and  when  thou  walkest  in  the  way,  and  when  thou  liest  down: 
and  when  thou  riseth  up."  Too  often  parents  depend  on  our  churches 
and  schools  to  do  all  the  religious  training  of  the  children.  Some- 
one has  said,  "It  is  little  less  than  amazing  how  much  a  child  has 
learned  by  the  time  he  is  six  years  old — perhaps  as  much  relatively 
as  he  will  learn  during  the  remainder  of  his  life.  It  is  said  that  after 
a  lecture  by  Dr.  Francis  Parker,  noted  educator,  a  woman  asked  him 
how  early  she  should  begin  the  education  ct  her  child.  "When  will 
your  child  be  born?"  he  asked.  "Born?"  she  gasped,  "Why  he  is  al- 
ready five  years  old!"  "My  gracious,  woman,"  he  cried,  "don't  stand 
here  talking  to  me.  Hurry  home;  already  you  have  lost  the  best  five 
years." 

The  second  stage  of  Christian  Education  is  in  the  church.  The 
Great  Commission  places  this  matter  at  the  very  heart  of  the  church 
program.  Jesus  said,  "Go  ye  therefore,  and  teach  all  nations,  baptiz- 
ing them  in  the  name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy 
Ghost:  TEACHING  them  to  observe  all  things  whatsoever  I  have 
commanded  you."  To  carry  out  this  phase  of  the  command  we  have

our  Sunday  Schools.  Vacation  Bible  Schools,  Baptist  Training  Union, 
Woman's  Missionary  Union  and  Brotherhoods.  We  are  glad  to  re- 
port that  much  progress  has  been  made  during  the  year  in  teaching 
our  people  the  "All  Things"  Jesus  commanded.  In  fact  we  are  in  the 
lead  among  the  denominations  in  this  field.  No  religious  group  in 
America  has  a  better  plan  of  religious  education  than  Southern  Bap- 
tists. Even  though  we  do  have  such  a  worthy  plan  there  are  still 
hundreds  of  thousands  in  our  Bible  Belt  without  any  religious  train- 
ing. We  need  to  reach  more  people  through  our  church  school. 

The  third  stage  in  our  program  of  religious  education  is  found 
in  our  own  denominational  schools.  To  meet  the  need  of  a  trained 
ministry  Wake  Forest  College  was  founded.  Wisdom  was  manifested 
when  our  forefathers  made  room  for  other  young  men  other  than 
ministerial  students.  It  took  North  Carolina  Baptists  a  long  time  to 
realize  that  our  young  women  needed  a  college  where  they  could  be 
trained  as  missionaries,  teachers  and  general  homemakers.  To  meet 
this  need  Meredith  College  was  founded.  Soon  other  schools,  Mars 
Hill,  Campbell  College,  Wingate  Junior  College  and  Gardner-Webb 
were  founded  to  care  for  the  need  of  Baptist  young  men  and  women. 
Graduates  from  these  schools  have  contributed  in  a  large  way  to  the 
building  of  a  strong  denomination  in  the  state  as  well  as  sharing  the 
responsibility  in  the  social  and  political  leadership  in  the  state. 

Our  two  senior  colleges,  Wake  Forest  and  Meredith,  are  now 
seeking  money  for  new  buildings  and  increase  in  endowment  funds. 
Wake  Forest  is  asking  for  $7,000,000.00.  Meredith  is  seeking  for 
$565,000.00.  Meredith  must  have  sufficient  funds  within  the  imme- 
diate future  to  replace  some  old  temporary  buildings  for  class  roums. 
Incidentally,  Meredith  has  the  largest  student  body  this  year  than  in 
several  preceding  years..  If  North  Carolina  Baptists  are  to  remain 
in  the  field  of  Christian  education  two  things  are  essential.  First, 
Baptists  must  invest  more  money  in  our  schools.  We  cannot  expect 
our  students  to  pay  the  cost  of  their  education  when  our  state  col- 
leges are  cheaper.  Secondly,  we  must  send  more  students  to  our 
Christian  colleges.  This  is  imperative.  With  a  successful  drive  for 
funds  our  colleges  will  be  able  to  appeal  to  more  students.  Therefore 
we  would  urge  our  people  to  support  the  campaign  of  our  colleges 
for  better  financial  support.  We  would  urge  our  people  to  send  more 
of  their  sons  and  daughters  to  these  colleges.

HISTORY  OF  SARDIS  BAPTIST  CHURCH 

The  name  of  this  church  appears  to  have  been  selected  from  the 
names  of  one  of  the  seven  churches  in  Asia  mentioned  in  Revela- 
tions, the  third  chapter  and  the  first  verse.  Brother  W.  C.  Nowell, 
first  pastor  of  the  church,  seems  to  have  been  the  one  who  gave  the 
name  to  the  church. 

For  several  years  prior  to  1883  there  had  been  a  group  of  Bap- 
tists and  Methodists  who  met  for  public  worship  in  the  old  Sanders 
School  building.  This  building  was  owned  by  Mr.  Claud  Sanders 
who  was  greatly  interested  in  church  work.  It  was  located  across 
the  road  from  what  is  now  Sanders  Chapel  Methodist  Church.  It 
seems  that  this  school  building  was  used  jointly  by  Brother  D.  C. 
Poole,  a  methodist  minister,  and  Rev.  W.  C.  Nowell,  a  Baptist  min- 
ister. 

These  two  ministers  held  a  joint  revival  meeting  and  were  lsd 
at  this  time  to  believe  that  the  time  was  ripe  for  the  organization  of 
a  Methodist  and  Baptist  church.  Each  member  of  the  group  who  had 
been  attending  services  in  the  Sanders  school  were  given  the  opport- 
unity of  making  their  own  choice  as  to  which  denomination  they 
would  join.  Those  who  wanted  to  become  Methodists  were  to  make 
known  their  decision  to  Rev.  D.  C.  Poole.  Likewise,  those  desiring 
membership  in  the  Baptist  church  would  see  Rev.  W.  C.  Nowe1!. 
This  revival  was  held  during  the  year  of  1886.  It  appears  that  the 
success  of  this  revival  may  have  been  partly  due  to  the  earthquake 
which  took  place  one  night  during  the  revival,  for  after  the  "shake" 
that  night,  there  was  a  noticeable  increase  in  the  interest  in  religious 
matters,  especially  among  those  who  were  sitting  around  on  the  out- 
side of  the  church  during  the  services. 

As  a  result  of  this  arrangement,  fifteen  Baptists  were  received 
into  the  Baptist  Churcch  at  Smithfield  until  the  contemplated  church 
could  be  organized.  No  record  is  available  which  gives  the  names  of 
these  members  and  only  the  following  ones  could  be  remembered: 
Mr.  N.  B.  Stevens,  Mrs.  C.  A.  Peterson,  Catherine  Peterson,  Amelia 
Peterson,  Hezekiah  Peterson,  Luther  Peterson,  Mrs.  C.  S.  Powell  and 
Mr.  Clem  Richardson.  From  this  group  was  selected  two  of  the'f  first 
deacons  to  be  elected  by  the  church,  N.  B.  Stevens  and  Luther  Peter- 
son. Mr.  Stevens  has  served  almost  continuously  as  a  deacon  since 
ttyat  time. 
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It  was  during  the  year  1887,  that  Mr.  Iredell  Godwin,  a  very 
strong  Methodist,  donated  an  acre  of  land  on  the  side  of  Bear  Branch 
near  the  present  site  of  Sanders  Chapel  Methodist  Church,  for  the 
purpose  of  building  a  house  of  worship  for  Sardis  Baptist  Church. 
It  is  written  into  the  deed  that  if  this  land  should  cease  to  be  used 
by  the  church  for  a  place  of  worship  for  a  period  of  ten  years,  that 
this  land  would  revert  to  the  original  owner.  But  privilege  was  to 
be  given  to  remove  all  improvements  from  this  lot. 

The  Sardis  church  certainly  owes  a  great  deal  to  the  determined 
work  of  a  member  of  its  members  for  their  efforts  in  establishing 
this  church,  but  especial  gratitude  should  be  felt  for  Brother  W.  C. 
Nowell  who  worked  hard  and  at  all  times  for  the  welfare  of  the 
Baptist  cause  in  this  locality.  Brother  William  Smith  was  the  man 
who  had  supervision  of  the  construction  of  the  church,  but  he  also 
played  a  great  part  in  the  collection  of  materials  and  money  for  the 
building.  He  was  also  a  member  of  the  Methodist  faith. 

The  orginial  site  and  building  was  used  for  about  thirty  years. 
Because  of  its  nearness  to  the  creek  and  also  to  the  Methodist  church, 
and  also  because  the  church  had  grown  too  small  for  the  congrega- 
tion, it  was  decided  to  move  it  to  a  new  location.  The  two  acre  plot 
of  land  was  donated  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Russell  Holt  of  New  Mexico. 
This  land  was  given  in  the  summer  of  1913,  but  it  was  not  until  May 
1914  when  the  first  service  was  held  at  the  new  location.  The  pews 
from  the  old  church  were  put  into  the  new  one,  but  were  not  enough 
to  fill  it.  Later  Mrs.  Kittie  Peterson  Sanders  remembered  the  church 
in  her  will  by  a  gift  of  two  hundred  dollars.  This  money  was  used 
to  finish  purchasing  pews  for  the  church  and  also  for  painting  it. 

The  final  addition  of  Sunday  School  rooms  to  the  church  was  done 
during  the  winter  of  1940-41.  This  work  required  the  support  of  the 
entire  membship  and  it  was  only  by  united  effort  that  this  could  be 
done. 

There  were  a  number  of  pastors  who  have  wrought  faithfully 
and  well  here,  but  none  who  have  left  a  greater  imprint  than  Brother 
W.  C.  Nowell.  Others  who  have  served  this  church  as  pastor  are 
Bros.  Jones,  Porter,  Posten,  James  Rose,  J.  W.  Suttle,  McLeod,  J.  D. 
Bowen,  W.  G.  Hall,  B.  G.  Early,  W.  C.  Royal,  R.  W.  Harrell,  Thomas 
Hood,  W.  G.  Wall,  C.  E.  Stevens,  J.  E.  Lanier,  B.  Townsend  Butler, 
D.  B.  Stancil,  A.  L.  Brown,  W.  O.  Andrews,  M.  E.  Reynolds,  and  C. 
A.  Upchurch. 

The  Sunday  school  of  this  church  has  been  functioning  since 
the  organization  of  the  church.  The  Superintendent  of  the  Sunday 
School  is  Mr.  N.  S.  Stevens.  The  Woman's  Missionary  Society  was 
organized  in  1925  by  Mrs.  D.  B.  Oliver.  The  President  for  this  year 
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im  Mrs.  W.  H.  Wheless.  A  B.  Y.  P.  U.  was  organized  in  1930  by  the 
pastor  at  that  time  who  was  Rev.  W.  O.  Andrews.  This  organization 
is  dormant  at  the  present  time.  The  present  pastor  of  the  church  is 
Rev.  A.  C.  McCall  who  is  also  pastor  of  other  churches  in  the  John- 
ston Association. 

The  present  list  of  deacons  are  Bros.  N.  B.  Stevens,  deacon 
emeritus,  F.  F.  Langley,  Floyd  Tyner,  John  E.  Creech,  J.  V.  Overby, 
O.  O.  Newsome,  and  Clifton  Daughtry. 

The  church  clerk  is  Miss  Katherine  Wheless  and  the  treasurer 
of  the  church  is  Mr.  J.  E.  Creech. 

The  ox  cart  of  the  days  of  the  founding  of  this  church  during 
the  earthquake  has  given  place  to  the  automobile  as  a  means  of 
transportation  to  church  services.  The  small  one-room  building 
with  little  means  of  heat  or  light  has  been  replaced  by  this  building 
with  ample  Sunday  school  rooms  lighted  by  electricity,  and  using 
modern  literature  and  methods  reminds  us  that  truly  much  progress 
has  been  made  and  even  though  World  War  Number  Two  is  being 
fought,  Sardis  Church  is  still  engaged  in  writing  history.

15.  A.  C.  McCall  delivered  the  annual  Missionary  sermon. 
A  very  challenging  one. 

16.  The  closing  prayer  and  thanks  for  the  bountiful  meal 
and  God's  blessings  was  led  by  C.  L.  Gillespie.  Then  all  went 
to  the  church  yard  where  they  enjoyed  the  food  prepared  by 
the  members  of  Sardis  Church  with  some  help  from  neighbor- 
ing churches.

REPORT  ON  ASSOCIATIONAL  SUNDAY  SCHOOL  WORK 

There  is  no  need  to  spend  much  time  stressing  the  importance  of 
Sunday  School  work.  We  all  recognize  the  importance  of  teaching. 
All  of  us  here  today  are  what  we  are  largely  because  of  our  teachers 
and  their  teaching.  There  is  no  more  important  thing  that  can  be 
done  by  the  people  of  the  church  for  the  next  generation  than  to 
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conduct  a  good  Sunday  School  with  qualified  teachers  in  all  the 
churches  of  our  land.  In  trying  to  do  this  in  our  Association  this  year, 
there  have  been  many  obstacles.  Rationing  of  gas  and  automobile 
tires  has  been  one  of  the  hindrances  and  has  affected  the  work  along 
every  line.  From  each  community  many  of  the  young  men  nave 
joined  the  armed  forces  of  our  country  and  are  away  from  home. 
Workers  in  the  defense  areas  are  also  away.  In  many  cases  the  at- 
tendance in  Sunday  Schools  has  not  increased;  even  in  some  cases 
it  has  decreased.  However,  our  young  people  have  adjusted  themselves 
to  these  changes  in  a  marvelous  way.  With  all  this  said,  we  have  had 
a  very  good  year.  Facing  these  trying  times,  there  is  deep  need  for 
our  Sunday  School  people  to  rededicate  themselves  to  our  Lord  in 
a  new  way.  If  they  will  do  so  we  can  discharge  our  responsibility 
in  such  an  hour  as  this.  There  are  three  phases  of  the  work  that  we 
call  attention  to.  1st.  During  the  past  year  we  have  had  for  the  first 
time  regular  quarterly  meetings  of  the  Sunday  School  workers.  All 
these  meetings  have  been  well  attended.  Those  who  are  charged  with 
the  work  of  this  meeting  have  been  faithful  and  have  carried  out 
their  part  of  the  program  with  credit  to  themselv.es  The  interest 
in  these  meetings  has  deepened  through  the  year.  I  think  all  will  agree 
that  the  last  meeting  held  with  the  Smithfield  church  the  second 
Sunday  in  October  was  the  best  meeting  we  have  had.  We  would 
urge  all  the  pastors  especially  to  give  this  part  of  our  Sunday  School 
your  support.  Also,  we  urge  the  Sunday  School  Superintendent  to 
give  publicity  to  the  meetings  through  your  Sunday  Schools.  Get  all 
the  teachers  that  you  possibly  can  to  attend  these  meetings  with 
you.  These  meetings  can  serve  to  stimulate  a  greater  interest  in  the 
Sunday  School  work. 

2nd.  In  the  report  adopted  by  this  association  a  year  ago  was  a 
recommendation  for  an  enlargement  and  teacher  training  effort  to 
be  held  the  2nd  week  in  April.  In  making  plans  to  carry  out  this 
recommendation,  it  was  learned  that  to  get  workers  for  this  task 
from  outside  was  next  to  impossible.  But  through  the  leadership  of 
our  training  leader,  Rev.  Tom  Freeman,  workers  in  our  association 
did  some  training  work  in  many  of  the  churches.  During  the  year 
this  work  has  been  carried  on  in  a  fine  way.  Some  of  our  churches 
have  had  some  training  work  during  this  year.  About  150  awards 
of  some  nature  have  been  received  by  the  Sunday  School  workers 
in  our  association.  This  is  far  from  what  it  should  be,  but  it  is  en- 
couraging and  we  hope  to  do  better.  This  is  one  of  the  weakest 
places  in  our  Sunday  school  work.  Well-trained,  consecrated,  faithful 
teachers  are  greatly  needed.  Other  associations  are  facing  this  great 
task  and  are  seeking  to  solve  it  by  securing  a  full  time  Associational

worker,  who  would  be  able  to  do  much  for  our  churches  in  con- 
ducting Study  Courses.  Planning  the  work  on  a  higher  level,  your 
committee  would  urge  the  leaders  of  our  Association  to  think  about 
the  possibility  of  our  Association  doing  just  this  very  thing. 

3rd.  The  Vacation  Bible  School  work  with  Rev.  G.  M.  Bryan 
as  our  leader  has  conducted  during  the  year  thirty-three  schools.  Of 
course  this  is  not  all  we  hoped  for,  but  we  think  of  this  and  take 
courage.  The  names  of  the  Sunday  School  leaders  will  appear  in 
the  minutes  for  next  year.  Only  a  few  changes  have  been  made.  We 
humbly  ask  for  your  prayers  and  for  your  support.  Any  suggestion 
you  have  will  be  appreciated.  Let  us  all  cooperate  in  this  great  work 
for  the  glory  of  our  Lord.

Here  present  are  three  Bible  School  pupils 
from  different  sections  of  our  Association  and  one  teacher  who  are 
to  present  a  living  testimony  of  the  permanent  value  of  our  Bible 
School  endeavor.  In  passing,  it  might  be  indicated  that  three  of  these 
were  baptized  during  the  summer.

Though  facts  and  figures  hardly  compare  with  this  living 
record,  I  am  happy  to  report  that  an  increase  of  Bible  Schools 
brought  our  total  of  schools  this  year  to  33,  reaching  over  1200  of 
our  boys  and  girls. 

In  light  of  the  urgent  need  of  increased  efforts  in  Bible  School 
activity,  which  a  volunteer  worker  can  scarcely  manage,  the  evident 
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demands  for  a  leader  who  can  organize  the  various  departmental 
work  of  the  whole  Association,  the  desire  of  the  ministers,  especially 
the  part-time  pastors,  to  secure  help  in  the  training  program  of  their 
churches,  the  one  thing  I  recommend  is  a  full-time  associational 
missionary.

22.  W.  S.  Caudle  offered  the  following  resolution: 
Because  of  the  pressing  need  for  Christianity  within  the 

bounds  of  our  Association  and  throughout  the  world,  and  be- 
cause of  the  inability  of  our  leaders  of  our  Associational  organ- 
izations to  properly  lead  us — not  because  of  negligence  but  be- 
cause of  the  size  of  the  Association  and  other  duties  which  call 
them.   Be  it  therefore  resolved: 

First,  that  this  body  go  on  record  as  approving  the  calling 
of  a  full  time  Associational  Missionary,  whose  duties  shall  be  to 
work  with  the  Associational  leaders  and  churches,  in  coopera' 
tion  with  the  State  Baptist  Convention  in  the  promotion  of  the 
work  of  our  Master  within  the  bounds  of  our  Association. 

Second,  that  the  Executive  Committee  be  given  the  power 
to  formulate  plans  to  be  suggested  to  the  churches  for  the  fi- 
nancial support  of  the  worker  and  to  call  the  Missionary. 

Third,  that  the  amount  of  the  salary  of  the  above  men- 
tioned Missionary  shall  be  determined  after  the  support  of  the 
churches  is  known  and  after  the  amount  which  can  be  received 
from  the  Beatty  Fund  and  the  State  Baptist  Convention  is  de- 
termined, by  the  Executive  Committee.  The  resolution  was 
adopted. 

23.  W.  S.  Caudle  read  the  report  on  the  Hundred  Thou' 
sand  Club.  Bro.  Caudle  spoke  briefly  but  interestingly  on  the 
report.   On  motion  the  report  was  adopted. 

REPORT  ON  HUNDRED  THOUSAND  CLUB 

In  the  darkest  hour  of  the  Southern  Baptist,  as  a  denomination, 
there  came  a  light  which  lighted  the  eyes  of  despair  and  was  des- 
tined to  lift  the  burden  of  bankruptcy  from  her  shoulders  to  the 
tune  of  six  and  one  half  million  dollars.  This  light  was  the  Hundred 
Thousand  Club.  Ten  years  have  passed  and  the  story  sounds  like  a 
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fairy  tale  as  we  have  watched  the  different  institutions  fall  from 
the  list  of  indebtedness  to  the  debt  free  columnn.  Only  a  little  more 
than  $200,000.00  remains  which  we  hope  to  pay  at  an  early  date. 
Approximately  $135,000.00  is  now  in  sight.  $100,000.00  is  still  needed 
to  be  debt-free  in  '43.  Let  us  answer  the  call  and  give  our  part  to 
wipe  out  the  debt.  We  could  wish  that  this  was  the  story  of  our 
State  Convention.  Good  reports  come  which  tell  us  that  if  our  North 
Carolina  Baptists  will  hold  on  to  their  Hundred  Thousand  Club 
memberships  for  one  more  year  (1944)  we  shall  be  free  from  all 
debt.  Let  us  add  to  our  motto,  "Debt  Free  in  '43 — Count  on  me," 
Our  State  in  '44 — twelve  dollars  more.

24.  Our  Orphanage  and  Hospital  work  was  the  next 
thing  on  the  program.  S.  T.  Anderson,  Jr.,  read  the  report  on 
this  work.  Mr.  Anderson  presented  Bro.  J.  A.  McMillan  of  the 
Mills  Home  who  spoke  on  the  Orphanage  and  Hospital  work  in 
his  very  fine  and  interesting  way. 

The  report  was  adopted. 

REPORT  ON  ORPHANAGE  AND  HOSPITAL 

Again  my  Baptist  friends  we  have  gathered  to  review  the  pro- 
gress made  during  the  past  year  in  all  of  our  fields  of  Christian  en- 
deavor in  the  Johnston  Baptist  Association,  and  to  renew  our  friend- 
ships, to  make  new  friends  and  to  enjoy  the  fellowship  which  so  en- 
riches us  spiritually. 

During  the  past  year  we  have  observed  and  aided  our  country 
in  its  mobilization  of  all  physical  resources  for  the  use  of  war,  a 
most  horrible  game.  We  would  surely  lose  everything  that  is  dear 
to  us  if  we  did  not  fight  the  aggressor,  and  when  we  fight  back, 
if  we  win,  we  have  won  the  privilege  to  live  as  free  men,  yet  we 
have  lost  many  lives  in  the  fight. 

One  of  our  leaders  once  said,  "We  are  prosperous  and  happy  now; 
we  should  not  forget  that  it  will  be  just  as  important  to  our  descend- 
ants to  be  prosperous  and  happy  in  their  time."  We  must  protect 
with  force  if  necessary,  and  with  our  gifts  of  time  and  money,  the 
physical,  mental,  and  spiritual  growth  of  the  babes  and  children  of 
our  country. 

The  Mills  Home  of  Thomasville,  N.  C.  and  the  Kenndy  Home  of 
Kinston,  N.  C,  are  caring  for  more  than  700  children  at  a  cost  of 
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about  $500.00  a  day.  Since  November  11th,  1885,  nearly  6000  children 
have  been  admitted  and  aided.  From  this  large  family  of  6000,  many 
are  serving  their  country  in  its  armed  forces  to  protect  that  heritage 
which  was  given  to  them  when  very  young  children.  Of  course  sor- 
row has  come  into  this  family  for  there  must  always  be  some  who 
cannot  return  from  pursuing  a  line  of  duty. 

There  are  more  than  2500  Baptist  Sunday  Schools  in  North 
Carolina.  Contributions  of  money,  food,  and  clothing  from  these  and 
also  friends  have  supported  the  Orphanage.  They  have  not  failed 
in  the  past;  they  will  not  fail  in  the  future.  If  you  are  not  a  regular 
monthly  contributor,  I  suggest  that  you  consider  it  during  the  com- 
ing year.  If  you  have  not  been  contributing  a  Thanksgiving  Offer- 
ing annually,  remember  the  Orphanage  this  year,  and  may  the  har- 
vest be  bountiful. 

Our  Baptist  Hospital  at  Winston  Salem,  N.  C,  is  not  as  old 
an  institution  as  our  Orphanage.  Due  to  the  demands  made  on  such 
an  institution,  and  through  the  generosity  of  one  family  and  also 
other  friends,  it  has  grown  rapidly.  There  are  about  300  beds  in  the 
Hospital  and  it  can  care  for  about  10,000  paitents  annually.  Working 
in  close  cooperation  with  the  Medical  School,  the  operation  costs  are 
at  a  minimum  in  the  two  institutions,  which  have  an  investment  of 
over  $2,000,000.00. 

The  Hospital  has  a  staff  of  more  than  25  internes  and  about  75 
doctors  practicing  in  the  hospital.  The  Medical  School  with  all  of 
its  staff  of  specialists  is  always  available  for  consultation  and  diag- 
nosis. There  is  also  a  staff  of  150  nurses,  105  of  whom  are  in  training. 
The  war  effort  has  not  seriously  handicapped  the  Hospital,  even 
though  many  doctors  and  nurses  have  taken  places  in  the  armed 
forces. 

The  American  Medical  Association  has  given  the  North  Carolina 
Baptist  Hospital  the  highest  rating  in  the  South  with  the  exception 
of  one. 

Doctors  and  other  Hospitals  over  the  State  are  sending  more 
and  more  difficult  cases  to  the  Hospital.  This  indicates  a  growing 
public  interest. 

There  is  further  indication  of  a  growing  interest  as  expressed 
in  the  increased  Mothers'  Day  Offering  and  also  the  gifts  of  money 
and  supplies  which  come  through  the  Woman's  Missionary  Union  and 
other  church  organizations. 

It  is  the  purpose  of  the  Hospital  to  remain  always  true  to  its 
original  purpose— to  give  free  treatment  to  all  who  are  not  able  to 
pay  a  hospital  bill;  a  nominal  charge  to  those  who  can  pay  some- 
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thing;  a  reasonable  charge  to  all  who  are  able  to  pay  a  full  bill.

25.  Mrs.  B.  A.  Hocutt  was  recognized.  She  presented  the 
need  of  linen  for  our  Hospital. 

26.  C.  I.  Gillespie  read  the  report  on  Social  Service.  Bro. 
Gillespie  spoke  to  the  report  in  a  very  challenging  manner  and 
one  that  should  make  all  of  us  more  interested  in  Christian  Ser- 
vice. The  report  was  adopted. 

REPORT  ON  SOCIAL  SERVICE 

If  I  understand  what  we  mean  by  the  phrase,  "Social  Service,'' 
it  is  a  very  weak  phrase  in  contrast  with  Christian  service.  It  is  not 
cut  of  the  ordinary  for  the  civic  and  social  clubs  of  any  community 
to  sponsor  many  social  projects  throughout  the  average  year.  Social 
Service  as  we  speak  of  it  simply  means  a  dole  in  cases  of  extreme 
necessity.  Our  conception  of  Social  Service  is  that  it  is  a  sort  of  last 
resort,  a  hand  out  to  someone,  who  is  in  desperate  need  of  food, 
medicine  or  clothing.  The  churches  should  render  service  where 
there  is  need,  but  if  we  are  to  be  in  any  sense  Christian,  we  must 
go  far  beyond  what  we  commonly  call  Social  Service.  In  order  to 
see  the  necessity  of  going  farther  than  Social  Service  goes  let  us  get 
a  glimpse  of  this  thing  called  Social  Service  in  contrast  with  Chris- 
tian Service. 

Social  Service  extends  a  hand  to  the  person  who  has  fallen  so 
hard  and  so  low  that  he  is  unable  to  rise  again  in  his  own  strength. 
Christianity  extends  a  hand  to  the  weak  and  to  the  wayward  in  or- 
der that  he  may  never  experience  the  sadness  of  a  fall. 

Social  Service  picks  up  the  remains  of  the  man  who  has  thrown 
himelf  to  the  dogs,  and  offers  him  a  few  morsels  of  food  to  keep 
him  from  perishing  until  he  can  either  overcome  his  weakness,  move 
to  another  community  or  die.  Christianity  puts  an  arm  of  love  about 
men  to  give  them  encouragement,  hope  and  security  in  order  that 
they  may  never  go  to  the  dogs. 

Social  Service  puts  an  ambulance  at  the  foot  of  the  precipice  in 
pick  up  those  who  fall  from  the  highway  of  life  and  to  rush  them  to 
a  charity  ward  for  treatments — not  the  kind  of  treatment  that  the 
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well  to  do  get — but  a  sort  of  life  saving  treatment.  Christianity  builds 
a  fence  along  the  edges  of  the  precipice  to  keep  men  from  tumbling 
over,  falling  down  and  being  bruised  or  killed. 

Social  Service  sits  in  its  swivel  chair  of  utter  complacency  and 
waits  until  it  hears  the  call  of  need — often  that  call  has  to  be  re- 
peated many  times  before  it  is  heard.  Christianity  goes  afield  and 
searches  for  those  who  may  be  in  need. 

Social  Service  lays  food,  and  clothing  on  the  pauper's  table  and 
in  horror  at  being  in  such  a  place  pulls  its  coat  about  it  and  hurries 
out  to  its  own  comfortable  quarters  saying,  "Poor  creatures."  Chris- 
tianity carries  food  and  clothing,  but  it  removes  its  coat,  remains  to 
cool  the  hot  brow,  administer  to  the  suffering,  sit  through  long,  try- 
ing hours,  offer  prayer  and  best  of  all  present  a  Savior,  yea,  a  way 
of  life  to  those  who  have  come  to  the  end  of  their  own  way. 

Social  Service  gives  something,  often  out  of  its  abundance,  to 
bring  temporary  relief  to  those  who  suffer.  Christianity,  often  out 
of  its  own  meager  earnings,  shares  what  it  has  with  less  fortunate 
persons  in  order  that  sickness,  poverty  and  helplessness  may  be  pre- 
vented. 

We  greatly  err  when  we  make  Social  Service  one  little  branch 
on  the  tree  of  Christianity.  It  is  not  a  twig  or  a  limb.  It  is  the  trunk 
of  the  tree! 

Social  Service  can  be  rendered  through  financial  programs  that 
a  well  Christianized  church  would  hot  tolerate — the  benefit  dance, 
the  community  fair,  the  rummage  sale,  or  what  have  you?  But  Chris- 
tian service  is  lifted  to  a  higher  level.  In  it  we  have  the  joy  of  taking 
a  part  of  what  we  have  and  dedicating  it  to  the  Lord  in  order  that 
it  may  be  used  in  his  name  to  make  other  souls  happy. 

Social  Service  may  be  rendered  in  the  name  of  any  kind  of  or- 
ganization. Christian  service  can  only  be  rendered  in  the  name  of 
Jesus.  The  member  of  the  service  club  who  takes  a  basket  of  food 
is  likely  to  gain  for  his  favor  a  good  feeling  toward  his  club.  But 
the  child  of  God  who  takes  a  basket  of  groceries  in  the  name  of 
Jesus  does  not  seek  savor  for  himself  or  for  his  organization,  but 
instead  he  seeks  to  place  the  name  the  name  of  Jesus  on  the  lips  of 
those  who  are  hungry  and  the  spirit  of  Jesus  into  the  hearts  of 
those  who  are  helpless. 

When  one  has  lost  his  earning  power  and  has  come  down  to 
want  and  despondency  food  alone  will  never  revive  him.  He  needs 
more  than  food.  He  needs  friendship,  sympathy,  love,  and  a  hand  of 
compassion  that  points  him  to  a  Christ  who  cares. 
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When  church  members  cease  to  act  like  club-members  and 
begin  to  act  like  Christians,  when  they  cease  to  pay  their  church 
dues  and  begin  to  give  to  the  Lord  the  first  fruits  of  their  increase, 
when  they  stop  having  money  pulled  from  them  through  some  cam- 
paign or  some  unchristian  plan  and  begin  to  bring  their  offerings 
regularly,  cheerfully,  and  worshipfully  and  lay  them  on  the  Lord's 
altar,  when  they  lose  the  idea  that  they  are  giving  more  than  the 
average  and  begin  to  realize  the  joy  of  having  a  worthy  part  in  the 
program  of  Jesus  to  save  the  world,  then,  and  not  until  then,  we 
can  forget  about  Social  Service  and  begin  to  think  about,  and  really 
have  a  joyful  part  in  Christian  Service.

SECOND  DAY 
THURSDAY,  NOVEMBER  4,  1944 
MORNING  SESSION 

28.  The  morning  session  was  opened  by  singing  "Come 
Thou  Almighty  King"  and  "Tell  Me  the  Old  Old  Story,"  led  by 
R.  E.  Earp,  Mrs.  H.  E.  Mitchner  at  the  piano.  N.  A.  Catlett  led 
the  opening  prayer. 

29.  The  minutes  of  the  first  day's  session  were  read  and 
approved. 

30.  The  Moderator  read  a  list  of  our  dead.  The  Associa- 
tion stood  in  memory  of  them.    D.  M.  Clemmons  led  in  prayer. 

31.  C.  L.  Gillespie  offered  the  following  motion:  "Inas- 
much as  there  is  a  movement  for  the  churches  of  the  Baptist 
State  Convention  to  enter  the  North  Carolina  Council  of 
Churches,  and  since  there  is  great  need  for  closer  unity  among 
the  various  denominations,  and  since  this  matter  will  be  before 
the  convention  for  consideration  at  its  annual  meeting  in  the 
middle  of  this  month,  I  move  that  this  association  go  on  record 
as  being  friendly  toward  this  movement,  and  that  the  churches 
and  pastors  be  requested  to  get  all  information  possible  on  the 
subject  in  order  that  we  may  act  and  vote  intelligently  in  the 
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matter  whenever  it  comes  before  us  for  consideration."  A.  C. 
McCall  seconded  the  motion.  After  discussion  for  and  against 
the  motion,  a  motion  was  made  to  table  the  above  motion.  The 
motion  carried. 

A  motion  was  made  by  D.  M.  Clemmons  that  the  association 
go  on  record  asking  that  our  pastors,  Sunday  School  Superin' 
tendents,  Deacons,  Sunday  School  Teachers  and  other  leaders 
study  and  inform  themselves  about  the  Council  of  Churches. 
The  motion  carried. 

32.  Mrs.  B.  A.  Hocutt,  Associate  Superintendent,  read  the 
report  on  Women's  Missionary  Union  work.  The  report  was 
adopted. 

SUPERINTENDENT  W.  M.  U.  REPORT 

Our  societies  of  this  association  are  mainly  rural;  therefore  they 
have  keenly  felt  the  hampered  transportation.  Two  societies  have 
temporarily  suspended  their  meetings  but  their  members  express 
the  desire  to  reorganize  as  soon  as  traveling  conditions  are  favorable. 

There  is  an  increase  in  gifts  to  all  causes  this  year  and  deepened 
interest  in  Community  Missions.  More  societies  report  interest  in  Soul 
winning  and  helping  in  Bible  School.  Two  societies  report  having 
helped  Negro  families  while  two  others  tell  of  interesting  services 
held  for  convicts. 

There  has  been  a  decided  feeling  of  responsibility  for  our  suf- 
fering Chinese  brothers  and  sisters  in  Christ.  Two  churches  report 
having  started  a  fund  for  Chinese  Relief  while  others  feel  the  neces- 
sity of  ministering  to  the  soldiers  in  their  communities. 

Study  courses  have  been  attractively  taught.  One  junior  organi- 
zation reports  having  a  class  taught  progressively — by  having  a 
chapter  taught  in  different  homes.  Our  love  for  State  Missions  has 
been  developed  more  through  the  studies  during  the  seasons  of  prayer 
for  State  Missions. 

Many  tracts  have  been  reported  sent  to  the  men  in  Services 
and  grateful  acknowledgment  has  been  received  for  same. 

The  annual  meeting  of  W.  M.  U.  at  Middlesex  was  one  of  the 
best  we  have  had  due  to  the  presence  of  Spirit-filled  speakers.  Mrs. 
Whisenhunt  of  Clayton  came  to  bless  us  mightily  with  her  attrac- 
tive personality.  Also  Mrs.  J.  A.  Tumblin  of  Brazil  and  Buie's  Creek, 
gave  us  a  new  appreciation  of  the  country  she  serves. 

As  the  retiring  Superintendent.  I  do  wish  to  express  my  appre-

AFTERNOON  SESSION 

36.  The  final  session  of  the  Association  was  called  to  order 
by  the  Moderator,  and  Dr.  R.  E.  Earp  led  the  congregation  in 
singing  "The  Church  Is  One  Foundation"  and  "Faith  of  Our 
Fathers/'   M.  M.  Turner  led  the  opening  prayer. 

37.  Tom  M.  Freeman  read  the  report  on  Baptist  Training 
Union  work  in  the  association.  A  motion  carried  to  adopt  the 
report. 

BAPTIST  TRAINING  UNION  REPORT 

Much  time  and  effort  have  been  expended  during  the  past 
year  in  trying  to  perfect  an  Associational  Baptist  Training  Union 
organization  that  will  effectively  promote  this  important  work.  In 
1940  we  had  a  mass  meetng,  but  this  was  not  held  in  1941.  Last  year 
we  met  in  Selma  Church  with  48  representatives  of  12  churches,  and 
preliminary  work  of  organization  was  begun.  We  now  have  11  active 
officers,  and  a  study  of  the  Association  B.  T.  U.  Manual  is  under 
way.  During  the  year  we  had  one  general  meeting,  besides  the  mass 
meeting,  and  three  officers'  meetings.  Five  of  our  associational  B.  T. 
U.  officers  attended  the  North  Carolina  Training  Meeting  in  Raleigh 
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on  October  19.  Plans  are  already  made  for  the  Associational  Mass 
Meeting  in  Smithfield  on  November  23,  at  7:30  p.  m.  The  goal  for 
attendance  at  this  meting  is  200,  which  is  less  than  one-fourth  of  our 
enrollment. 

In  1942  we  had  21  churches  reporting  B.  T.  U.  work,  with  an 
enrollment  of  800.  During  the  year  two  B.  T.  U.'s  went  dormant, 
Calvary  and  Micro,  but  three  new  B.  T.  U.'s  were  reported,  Bethany, 
Pleasant  Grove,  and  Thanksgiving.  We  now  have  22  B.  T.  U.  organi- 
zations, with  874  enrolled.  The  Corinth,  Carter's  Chapel,  Clayton, 
and  Mt.  Moriah  Training  Unions  have  done  unusually  good  work. 
Only  one  Union  reached  A-l  Standard,  that  being  the  Junior  Union 
from  Mt.  Moriah,  Mrs.  J.  E.  Wilder,  leader. 

Baptist  Training  Union  work  in  Johnston  Association  is  charac- 
terized by  three  things:  (1)  weak  interest  and  little  encouragement 
on  the  part  of  some  pastors  and  many  of  the  adult  church  members; 
(2)  lack  of  trained  and  capable  leaders;  and  (3)  multitudes  of  un- 
enlisted  young  people  and  adults.  Since  the  Training  Union  is  the 
organization  of  our  churches  for  'Training  in  Church  Membership," 
We  can  see  how  definitely  it  will  affect  the  future  of  our  churches. 
If  we  enlist  our  young  people  and  adults  in  the  training  department 
of  our  churches,  we  can  hope  for  better  church  work  in  the  future. 
If  we  do  not,  we  can  hope  for  little  better  than  we  are  now  doing. 
Only  about  one-half  of  our  churches  have  any  Training  Union  work, 
and  of  our  total  resident  church  membership  only  about  20  percent 
are  enrolled  in  the  Training  Union. 

These  conditions  need  not  discourage  us,  for  there  are  some  good 
reasons  for  them.  First,  many  of  our  capable  young  leaders  have  been 
displaced  by  the  armed  forces  and  war  work;  second,  there  has  been 
a  general  let-down  in  the  young  people's  organizations  since  the  war 
began;  and  third,  the  rationing  of  gasoline  and  tires  has  hampered 
efforts  in  the  rural  churches  where  membership  is  scattered.  But 
the  greatest  reason  for  these  conditions  is  not  a  good  one,  nor  an 
excusable  one.  It  is  plain,  ornery  indifference  on  the  part  of  church 
members  in  many  places. 

The  following  recommendations  are  presented  to  the  churches 
and  pastors  for  their  consideration: 

1.  That  every  pastor  in  the  association  consider  it  his  responsi- 
bility to  see  that  his  churches  have  Training  Unions,  and  that  he  do 
all  in  his  power  to  help  and  encourage  the  work; 

2.  That  every  adult  church  member  take  an  interest  in  the 
Training  Union  and  not  only  encourage  their  children  to  attend  and 
participate,  but  themselves  also  go  with  the  children  and  participate 
in  the  training  program; 

3.  That  each  Union  have  at  least  one  study  course  each  year, 
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and  that  the  leaders  of  the  unions  be  diligent  to  study  and  prepare 
themselves  for  the  work; 

4.  That  an  enlistment  campaign  be  started  in  all  the  churches, 
with  the  pastor  and  adult  leaders  promoting  the  enlistment  of  the 
entire  membership  of  the  churches  in  "Training  for  Church  Mem- 
bership."

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REPORT  OF  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE 

Since  it  is  the  responsibility  of  the  executive  committee  to  trans- 
act only  necessary  business  of  the  association  between  regular  ses- 
ions  of  that  body,  and  since  a  very  limited  amount  of  business  has 
come  to  the  attention  of  the  committee  this  year,  we  have,  therefore, 
transacted  only  a  minimum  amount  of  business.

TEMPERANCE  AND  PUBLIC  MORALS 

History  teaches  us  that  the  trend  of  temperance  and  public 
morals  is  always  downward  during  war-time,  and  today  is  no  ex- 
ception. Today  there  is  more  drunkenness  and  immorality  in  our 
land  than  at  any  time  in  our  history.  It  is  the  purpose  of  this 
report  to  show  the  condition  of  public  morals  and  temperance  in 
our  nation,  but  more  especially  in  Johnston  County.  Several 
things  demand  our  attention  in  this  respect:  (1)  Juvenile  Delin- 
quency, (2)  Youth  and  Adult  Delinquency,  (3)  Divorce,  and  (4) 
Drunkenness.  Let  me  cite  examples  and  facts  to  show  what  con- 
ditions are. 

First:  In  September  of  this  year  Police  Chief  Geo.  E.  Can- 
nady,  of  Kinston,  declared  that  the  problem  of  juvenile  delin- 
quency in  Kinston  is  growing  steadily,  despite  a  curfew,  and  has 
increased  about  one-third  over  the  previous  12  months.  Dr.  Chas. 
L.  Williams,  Lenoir  County  health  officer,  stated  that  he  could 
easily  send  at  least  one  teen-age  case  of  advanced  venereal  di- 
seases to  the  Char-Rapid  treatment  Clinic  each  day  for  the  next 
12  months  and  not  run  out  of  patients  from  Kinston!  The  same 
general  condition  prevails  in  all  the  counties  neighboring  our  mil- 
itary camps,    and  for  that  matter,  the  entire  nation.  Juvenile  de- 
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linquency  has  grown  so  serious  that  J.  Edgar  Hoover  has  offered 
to  send  a  G-Man  to  speak  in  any  town  in  the  country  who  will 
have  a  rally  for  the  youth.  This  problem  in  Johnston  County  is 
not  as  bad  as  in  some  others,  but  it  is  too  bad, '  nevertheless.  Ac- 
cording to  Hoover's  office,  no  organization  except  the  Church  has 
yet  been  able  to  do  much  to  cope  with  the  problem.  He  looks 
to  the  Church  to  overcome  Juvenile  Delinquency  by  the  grand 
strategy  of  the  Christian  Home. 

Juvenile  Delinquency  gets  much  attention  because  of  the 
danger  it  presents  for  the  future.  But  Youth  and  Adult  delin- 
quency are  the  tap  roots  of  juvenile  delinquency.  In  a  News  and 
Observer  editorial  recently,  an  official  of  the  F.  B.  I.  is  reported 
as  saying  that  in  New  York  the  arrest  of  girls  under  21  years  of  age 
rose  64  per  cent  in  the  first  six  months  of  1943,  drunkenness  rose 
39  per  cent,  disorderly  conduct  rose  69  per  cent,  and  commercial 
vice  increased  64  per  cent.  He  attributed  the  cause  to  lack  of  the 
right  sort  of  home  life,  and  stated  that  the  "greatest  tragedy  of 
this  era"  is  girl  delinquency.  Here  in  Johnston  County  vice  has 
become  so  rampant  that  it  provides  gossip  for  the  public  and  much 
business  for  the  courts  and  peace  officers.  The  greatest  contri- 
butors to  immorality  and  vice  in  this  county  are  the  Sunday  Mov- 
ies, the  juke-box  joints,  and  the  sale  of  beer,  not  to  mention  the 
bootleg  whiskey  dispensed  so  freely,  evidently  with  the  knowledge 
and  consent  of  the  county  law-enforcement  bodies  in  many  cases. 

Recently  the  Raleigh  News  and  Observer  carried  an  editorial 
entitled,  "Raleigh  vs.  Reno,"  in  which  it  was  asserted  that  Raleigh 
and  Wake  County  had  more  than  98  cases  of  divorce  on  for  one 
term  of  court.  On  the  same  week  Johnston  County  had  40  di- 
vorce cases  on  the  calendar.  "In  the  old  State  of  North  Carolina, 
the  bars  are  so  low  that  divorces  can  be  had  by  almost  anyone 
who  wishes  a  release  from  the  solemn  vows."  The  law  prescribes 
two  years'  separation  as  a  ground  for  divorce.  "If  parties  agree  to 
separate  they  can  fool  any  court  by  claiming  two  years'  separa- 
tion." Marriages  for  convenience,  hasty  and  trial  marriages  have 
been  growing  .  .  .  and  the  sad  part  of  this  breaking  up  of  homes  is 
that  too  many  people  look  on  the  lapse  without  recognition  of  the 
ills  that  follow."  The  blame  for  the  high  divorce  rate  cannot  es- 
cape the  Christian  Churches  of  this  county.  Too  few  preachers 
demand  proof  that  contracting  parties  are  not  divorcees,  and  too 
few  churches  have  anything  to  say  when  members  violate  the  sa- 
cred marriage  vows. 

Johnston  County  Christians  can  be  proud  of  the  fact  that  they 
have  done  something  about  our  great  enemy,  beverage  alcohol. 
They  have  voted  out  the  A.  B.  C.  stores,  and  secured  passage  of  a 
ban  on  sales  of  beer  on  Sunday.    But  they  still  must  hang  their 
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heads  in  shame  as  they  see  countless  church  members  using  bever- 
age alcohol,  and  as  they  see  the  bootleg  whiskey  business  flourish- 
ing in  our  county.    They  still  have  much  to  do. 

The  A.  B.  C.  Board  of  N.  C.  stated  recently  that  25  wet  coun- 
ties sold  $22,297,524  worth  of  tax-paid  whiskey  during  the  fiscal 
year  ending  June  30,  1943.  In  fact,  sales  of  legalized  whiskey  have 
been  so  brisk  that  the  Whiskey  industry  recently  asked  the  WPB 
to  allow  a  two-weeks  holiday  from  manufacture  of  industrial  al- 
cohol to  produce  whiskey  to  replenish  the  dwindling  supplies. 
Thank  God  the  WPB  refused.  The  pity  is  that  we  can't  stop  boot- 
leggers from  getting  all  the  sugar  they  want  for  their  nefarious 
business. 

But  did  you  know  that  our  government  (the  State  Depart- 
ment by  consent  of  Mr.  Cordell  Hull)  shipped  in  a  great  many 
cases  of  assorted  whiskies  to  the  International  Food  Conference  at 
Hot  Springs,  Va.,  last  summer,  in  defiance  of  the  Virginia  Law  lim- 
iting the  delegates  to  one  pint  a  week  apiece?  Radio  Commentator 
Kaltenborn  truthfully  said  that  the  food  conference  was  "pickled 
in  alcohol."  Did  you  know  that  many  of  our  Soldier  boys  in  the 
battle  areas  are  forced  to  buy  beer,  because  no  other  kind  of  cold 
drink  is  provided?  Did  you  know  that  in  the  Philippines  barges 
were  loaded  with  the  whiskey  stock  of  the  Manila  Army  and  Navy 
club  for  shipment  to  Australia,  while  $100  bills  were  used  to  light 
cigarettes,  on  account  of  the  lack  of  shipping  space  to  transport 
money,  then  valueless,  out  of  the  danger  zone?  Did  you  know  that 
the  United  States  is  the  only  major  power  affected  by  the  war 
which  has  taken  no  steps  to  curtail  the  consumption  of  intoxicat- 
ing liquor  as  a  measure  for  increasing  efficiency  in  production? 
Did  you  know  that  the  Wets  are  Dry — at  least  when  their  person- 
al safety  is  concerned?  They  believe  in  prohibition  when  applied 
to  the  engineer  who  hauls  their  train,  the  taxi  driver  who  drives 
them  around,  the  elevator  boy  who  takes  them  to  their  room,  the 
cook  who  prepares  their  food,  the  doctor  who  operates  on  their  chil- 
dren, the  driver  of  the  car  they  must  meet  at  the  narrow  place  in 
the  road. 

In  a  recent  issue  of  the  New  York  Times,  an  editorial  calls 
attention  to  the  fact  that  the  United  States  is  consuming  nearly 
2,000,000,000  gallons  of  alcoholic  liquor  annually.  The  over-the- 
counter  sales  are  $4,000,000,000  to  say  nothing  of  bootleg  liquor 
sales.  Continuing,  the  editor  says  the  nation  is  losing  $20,000,000,000 
yearly  in  diminishing  efficiency  of  drunken  workers  and  executives, 
$50,000,000,000  in  decreased  production,  and  $15,000,000,000  a  year 
in  booze-crazed  crime.  We  do  well  to  ask,  "Shall  liquor  defeat 
America?" 

It  is  gratifying  to  report  that  something  is  beginning  to  be  done 
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about  this  alarming  situation.  Perhaps  we  are  aroused  not  only  to 
the  enormity  of  the  liquor  traffic,  but  also  to  the  enormity  of  the 
sin  of  doing  nothing  about  it.  At  any  rate,  the  Christian  Churches 
of  North  Carolina  have  organized  the  Allied  Church  League  for  the 
Abolition  of  Beverage  Alcohol,  and  Mr.  L.  A.  Martin,  of  Lexington, 
has  been  employed  as  executive  secretary.  He  has  already  proved 
a  capable  and  spirited  leader,  and  we  have  high  hopes  that  this  non- 
denominational  organization  shall  bring  to  fruition  our  yearning  for 
the  destruction  of  alcohol  as  a  beverage.  The  organizers  of  the 
League  purpose  to  launch  an  educational  campaign  against  liquor 
throughout  the  State,  and  they  will  sponsor  and  assist  in  organizing 
units  of  the  Allied  Church  League  in  every  county  in  the  State. 
The  fight  against  beverage  alcohol  will  be  pressed  from  the 
Church,  pulpit,  and  newspaper,  in  the  towns,  counties,  and  the 
State  Legislature. 

This  committee  presents  the  following  recommendations: 

(1)  That  this  body  go  on  record  as  favoring  the  Allied  Church 
League  and  promise  to  participate  in  its  fight  against  beverage  al- 
cohol in  our  state; 

(2)  That  messengers  to  the  State  Convention  in  Winston-Salem 
present  to  that  body  our  declaration  of  confidence  in  and  support 
of  the  Allied  Church  League; 

(3)  That  a  unit  of  the  Allied  Church  League  be  organized  in 
this  County  as  soon  as  representatives  of  the  various  participating 
denominations  can  meet  for  that  purpose; 

(4)  That  the  following  resolution  be  passed  unanimously: 

RESOLUTION 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  an  organization,  The  Allied  Church 
League  for  the  Abolition  of  Beverage  Alcohol,  has  been  formed  to 
fight  our  old  enemy,  alcohol,  which  is  taking  a  dreadful  toll  in  our 
County,  State,  and  Nation,  therefore  be  it  resolved: 

First:  That  we,  the  Johnston  Baptist  Association,  go  on  rec- 
ord as  opposing  beverage  alcohol  and  pledge  our  full  and  loyal  sup- 
port and  co-operation  to  this  League; 

Second:  That  we,  the  individual  members  of  this  Association, 
do  solemnly  pledge  to  further  aid  the  cause  of  total  abstinence  and 
rid  our  State  of  Beverage  alcohol,  by  refusing  to  buy,  sell,  or  drink 
any  alcoholic  beverages,  unless  prescribed  by  a  reputable  physician 
in  case  of  illness; 

Third:  That  we  thoroughly  purge  our  churches  of  drinking 
members,  teachers,  and  leaders; 

Fourth:  That  we  use  our  influence  for  the  cause  of  total  ab- 
stinence by  voting  only  for  those  candidates  for  public  office  who 
we  are  sure  are  opposed  to  beverage  alcohol  and  whom  our  Al- 
lied Church  League  can  endorse; 
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Fifth:  That  a  Representative  be  elected  to  help  organize  a  unit 
of  the  A.  C.  L.  in  our  County;  and 

Sixth:  That  a  copy  of  this  be  sent  to  the  Johnstonian-Sun,  the 
Smithfield  Herald,  the  News  and  Observer,  the  Biblical  Recorder, 
and  to  Bro.  L.  A.  Martin,  executive  director  of  the  Allied  Church 
League  for  the  Abolition  of  Beverage  Alcohol.

The  Supt.  recognized  Mrs.  J.  E.  Wilder  of  Raleigh,  Mrs. 
Eph  Whisenhunt  of  Clayton  and  all  pastors  present. 

The  report,  "Acknowledging  His  Sovereignty  by  Steward- 
ship" was  given  by  Mrs.  J.  G.  Lane,  Stewardship  Chairman. 
Rev.  W.  S.  Caudle  of  Mt.  Moriah  spoke  to  this  report.  "Will  my 
record  show  that  I  am  a  faithful  steward  of  Christ?"  was  the 
theme  of  his  address.  Total  number  of  tithers,  131.  Total 
number  of  memberships  in  100,000  Club,  90.    Watkins  Chapel 
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reported  receiving  gifts  to  Missions  from  every  resident  woman 
of  the  church.   Total  number  of  stewardship  classes,  3. 

Mrs.  D.  J.  Thurston,  chairman  of  Community  Missions, 
spoke  to  her  report.  Her  theme  was  "Crowning  His  Head  with 
the  glory  of  service."  Her  beautiful  and  inspiring  report  will 
not  soon  be  forgotten.  Community  mission  work  was  reporte^ 
from  16  W.  M.  S.,  5  Y.  W.  A.'s,  8  G.  A.'s,  7  R.  A.'s,  7  S.  B.'s. 
"The  great  objective  of  this  work  is  the  saving  of  souls  and  be- 
ing of  the  greatest  service  to  those  who  need  us  most." 

Mrs.  Charles  Gillespie,  chairman  of  mission  study,  present- 
ed several  study  course  books  for  consideration.  She  asked 
that  more  mission  study  classes  be  held.  She  reported  23  W.  M. 
S.  Mission  Study  Classes  with  385  present.  Y.  W.  A.'s,  6  with 
27  present;  G.  A.'s,  9  with  73  present;  S.  B.'s,  5,  with  76  pres- 
ent. "Through  mission  study  we  learn  to  understand  better  the 
innermost  feelings  of  the  peoples  of  other  lands  and  through 
our  understanding  we  learn  to  love  them.  Then  through  our 
love  we  share  our  Christ." 

Mrs.  W.  A.  Weston  gave  a  report  of  Supt.  activities.  She 
pointed  out  some  revisions  in  the  Standard  of  Excellence.  228 
cards  and  letters  sent;  5  mission  study  classes  taught;  5  ap- 
pointments for  Sunday  services  were  met;  530  miles  traveled; 
4  talks  made;  2  Bible  Schools  conducted;  1  executive  meet- 
ing held. 

Revisions  in  Associational  Standard  of  Excellence:  (1) 
10%  increase  on  total  enrollment  of  the  W.  M.  U.  organizations 
during  the  year;  (2)  a  net  increase  of  10%  in  number  of  or- 
ganizations during  the  year;  (3)  Every  associational  officer 
and  chairman  must  be  a  subscriber  to  at  least  one  missionary 
magazine  and  the  Biblical  Recorder.

CONSTITUTION 

1.  The  Association  shall  be  known  as  the  Johnston  Baptist  Association. 

2.  Its  object  shall  be  to  extend  the  privileges  of  the  Gospel  and  liberal 
culture  to  all  people  within  its  bounds,  and  by  hearty  co-operation  with  the 
Baptist  State  Convention,,  to  help  offer  these  privileges  to  all  mankind  in 
and  out  of  its  bounds  by  the  cordial  co-operation  of  all  churches  constitut- 
ing this  body. 

3.  It  shall  be  composed  of  the  pastors'  in  active  service  in  the  Associa- 
tion and  such  delegates  as  shall  be  annually  elected  by  the  churches 
connected  with  it,  each  church  being  entitled  to  three  delegates  unless  the 
membership  shall  exceed  fifty,  and  then  an  additional  delegate  for  every 
twenty-five  members;  provided  no  church  shall  have  more  than  eight 
delegates. 

4.  The  New  Hampshire  Declaration  of  Faith  shall  be  the  summary  of 
Divine  Truth  for  determining  question  of  faith  and  order  in  this  body, 
and  the  churches  desiring  membership  in  it  must  commit  themselves  to  the 
substance  of  it,  together  with  the  covenant  herewith  submitted  and  this 
constitution. 

5.  This  Association  shall  not  have  power  to  annul  the  discipline  or 
exercise  authority  over  any  church  connected  with  it,  but  it  may  advise 
with  and  sever  its  connection  with  any  church  that  neglects  to  preserve 
Gospel  order,  or  that  treats  with  contempt  the  objects  of  advice  of  the 
Association. 

6.  Each  church  shall  send  to  the  annual  meetings  of  the  Association  a 
letter  (the  blanks  to  be  furnished  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Association),  care- 
fully filled  as  per  blank  suggestions  stating  the  full  work  of  the  church 
for  the  year  ending  with  the  last  Sunday  in  September. 

7.  The  Association  shall  foster  State  Missions,  Home  Missions,  Foreign 
Missions,  Christian  Education,  the  Ministers'  Relief  and  Annuity  Board, 
the  North  Carolina  Baptist  Orphanage  and  Hospital,  and  each  church  shall 
be  requested  to  contribute  to  the  support  of  these  objects  regularly  and 
systematically. 

8.  Missions  and  Education  shall  have  precedence  in  their  claims  upon 
the  consideration  of  this  body  in  its  regular  sessions. 

9.  Whenever  a  church  shall  fail  to  be  represented  by  delegates  or  letter 
nt  the  annual  session  of  the  Association,  inquiry  shall  be  -made  for  the 
^ause  and  efforts  shall  be  made  to  induce  such  church  to  do  its  duty;  and 
the  effort  shall  be  continued  until  the  church  is  recovered  or  dropped 
from  the  roll. 
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10.  The  Officers  of  the  Association  shall  be  a  Moderator,  Vice-Moderator, 
Clerk,  Treasurer,  Auditor,  and  Historian,  to  be  elected  by  ballot  after 
nomination  from  the  floor,  or  by  a  committee  of  three  named  by  the 
Nominating  Committee,  with  the  proviso  that  any  delegate  may  amend  the 
committee's  report  by  substituting  another  name  for  any  one  offered  for 
the  approval  of  the  Association,  which  previously  has  decided  on  the 
method  used,  at  the  close  of  each  annual  session,  to  serve  until  the  election 
of  their  successors,  the  Moderator  to  preside  over  the  sessions  of  the  body 
and  to  promote  the  interests  of  the  Association  during  the  year;  the  Vice- 
Moderator  to  preside  in  his  absence;  the  Clerk  to  record,  print  and  dis- 
tribute the  minutes  of  the  body,  and  to  keep  on  file  these  and  all  other 
important  papers;  the  Treasurer  to  receive  and  disburse  all  funds  of  the 
Association  subject  to  its  order;  the  Auditor  to  examine  the  Treasurer's 
books  at  the  close  of  each  session  and  to  render  a  report  before  adjourn- 
ment; the  Historian  to  report  to  the  Association  each  year  at  the  annual 
session,  and  to  keep  an  accurate  history  of  the  work. 

11.  The  Association  shall  elect  annually  an  executive  committee,  who 
shall  have  authority  between  regular  sessions  of  the  Association  to  act 
for  the  body  in  necessary  matters,  executing  plans  and  work  of  the  As- 
sociation in  whatever  manner  may  seem  advisable,  a  full  report  of  its 
work  being  presented  annually,  with  such  recommendations  as  may  seem 
wise.  In  case  of  death  or  removal  of  a  member,  the  committee  may  appoint 
a  successor  to  act  until  the  next  meeting  of  the  body. 

The  executive  committee  shall  be  composed  of  six  members:  two  laymen, 
two  pastors,  and  two  women,  no  two  of  whom  are  from  the  same  church; 
and  they  Shall  be  elected  for  two-year  terms,  so  that  every  year  the  As- 
sociation shall  elect  a  layman,  a  pastor,  and  a  woman;  the  Moderator 
being  entitled  to  cast  the  deciding  vote  in  case  of  a  tie;  and  the  Modera- 
tor, Vice-Moderator,  Clerk,  Treasurer,  Auditor,  Historian,  and  Associational 
heads  of  the  work  of  the  Sunday  School,  Baptist  Training  Union,  Woman's 
Missionary  Union  shall  be  ex  officio  members  of  this  committee;  also  the 
pastors  and  those  who  are  to  make  the  reports  to  the  Association  the 
following  year  on  Christian  Education,  Religious  Literature,  Temperance, 
Social  Service,  Co-operative  Program,  and  Orphanage  and  Hospital;  all 
ex  officio  members  having  the  right  to  vote. 

12.  This  Constitution  may  be  amended  at  any  annual  session  by  a  two- 
thirds  vote  of  all  members  present. 

13.  The  Proceedings  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Union  shall  be  recorded 
as  a  part  of  the  Minutes  of  the  Association. 

14.  The  Associational  Sunday  School  Superintendent  and  Baptist  Train- 
ing Union  Director  shall  be  nominated  by  their  respective  groups  and 
elected  by  the  Association  in  annual  session. 

BY-LAWS. 

1.  The  Association  shall  meet  annually  at  such  time  and  place  as  it 
may  decide. 

2.  All  meetings  of  the  body  shall  be  opened  and  closed  with  devotional 
services. 

3.  Representatives  from  ten  of  the  churches  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

4.  Delegates  shall  be  recognized  by  letters  from  their  churches  desig- 
nating them  as  such. 

5.  Members  desiring  to  speak  shall  first  rise  and  address  the  Moderator, 
shall  use  the  term  "brother,"  in  speaking  to  each  other,  shall  not  speak 
on  the  same  subject  more  than  twice  without  permission,  and  shall  observe 
the  courtesy  that  becomes  Christians. 

6.  The  roll  of  members'  shall  be  called  at  least  once,  and  absentees  marked. 

7.  Corresponding  messengers  and  visiting  brethren  shall  be  invited  to 
seats  with  the  privilege  of  speaking,  but  not  voting. 

8.  A  copy  of  the  minutes  shall  be  sent  to  each  of  the  following:  Cor- 
responding Secretary  of  the  State  Mission  Board,  Librarian  of  Wake  Forest 
College,  Librarian  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Theological  Seminary,  Louisville, 
Ky.  Secretary  of  Survey  and  Statistics,  Baptist  Sunday  School  Board, 
Nashville,  Tenn.;  Samuel  Colgate  Historical  Collection,  Colgate  University, 
Hamilton,  N.  Y.;  American  Baptist  Society,  Crozer  Seminary,  Chester, 
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Pa. ;  and  to  Southwestern  Baptist  Theological  Seminary,  Fort  Worth,  Texas. 

9.  All  questions  of  order  not  herein  provided  for  shall  be  decided  by 
Kerfoot's  Parliamentary  Law.

FIRST  DAY  —  Morning  Session 

Wednesday,  October  25,  1944 

1.  On  October  25,  1944,  the  Forty-second  Annual  Session  of  the  Johnston 
Baptist  Association  assembled  in  the  Wilson's'  Mills  Baptist  Church  with 
the  building  crowded  with  messengers,  pastors,  visitors. 

2.  At  10:30  o'clock,  Moderator  A.  J.  Whitley,  Jr.,  called  the  Association 
to  order  and  Dr.  R.  E.  Earp  led  in  singing  two  hymns,  "All  Hail  the  Power 
of  Jesus'  Name"  and  "Come  Thou  Fount  of  Every  Blessing,"  assisted  at 
the  piano  by  Mrs.  W.  S.  Caudle. 

3.  The  opening  prayer  was  led  by  Rev.  E.  Y.  Averett,  of  Benson. 

4.  The  roll  of  churches  was  called  by  the  moderator,  and  38  of  the  46 
were  represented.  The  moderator  declared  a  quorum  present. 

5.  The  program  as  outlined  by  the  program  committee  was  adopted  with- 
out dissent,  and  the  moderator  asked  each  participant  to  please  stay  within 
the  time  limits.

6.  Mr.  C.  C.  Perry,  of  Thanksgiving  Church,  presented  the  report  on 
Christian  Education.  He  yielded  his  time  to  Dr.  A.  C.  Reid,  of  Wake  Forest 
College,  who  brought  a  splendid  address  on  the  Primacy  of  Christian  Edu- 
cation for  our  Day.  He  presented: 

(1)  Some  sources  of  danger:  moral  disruption,  subversive  tendencies, 
and  a  dangerous  educational  situation  that  prevails. 

(2)  Some  Recommendations:  Christians  must  clearly  recognize  the 
Fatherhood  of  God,  Lordship  of  Christ,  and  Brotherhood  of  man; 
Must  cultivate  and  exercise  Christian  Statesmanship;  Support  the 
Christian  Ministry;  Provide  superior  Christian  colleges. 

(3)  N.  C.  Baptist  Colleges  must  meet  five  demands:  Physical  equipment 
unsurpassed,  Academic  Standards  highest  possible,  Faculties  the 
most  competent  and  consecrated,  Complete  academic  freedom  guar- 
anteed. A  positive  Christian  atmosphere  must  prevail. 

The  report  was  adopted. 

REPORT  ON  CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION 

Christian  Education  might  be  defined  as  that  teaching  and  training  under 
the  leadership  of  Christian  teachers,  according  to  Christian  standards  and 
ideals,  which  develops  Christian  attitudes,  knowledge,  and  character.  The 
purpose  of  this  report  is  not  to  prove  the  value  and  need  of  Christian  Edu- 
cation, but  rather  to  report  on  what  we,  as  Baptists,  have  done  in  this' 
field  during  the  past  year.  The  one  who  speaks  to  the  report  will  be  expected 
to  show  us  the  value  and  urgency  of  Christian  Education.  Let  us  consider 
what  we  have  done  with  the  three  channels  of  Christian  Education:  the 
Christian  Home,  the  Christian  Church,  and  the  Christian  College. 

In  the  past  the  Christian  home  was  the  chief  means  of  education  in 
Christian  teachings  and  ideals.  Our  staunchest  Christian  leaders  used  to 
come  from  strong  Christian  Homes.  But  within  the  past  thirty  years  the 
home  has  come  to  be  less  and  less  used  as  a  channel  of  Biblical  Teaching. 
The  breakdown  of  home  life  has  been  the  chief  reason  for  this.  The  family 
altar  has  been  largely  abandoned,  and  in  many  cases  the  parents  are  de- 
pending on  the  Church  and  Sunday  School  to  teach  their  children  all  the 
Bible  that  they  need.  They  feel  no  pressing  need  for  doing  it  in  the  home. 
The  fact  is  that  the  Bible  places  the  chief  responsibility  for  Christian 
teaching  upon  the  parents,  but  it  is  evident  that  in  Johnston  Association 
a  majority  of  parents  have  failed  to  accept  that  responsibility.  Our  children 
are  still  growing  up  with  very  little  Christian  Education  in  the  home,,  even 
the  education  of  example  set  by  parents. 

The  second  channel  of  Christian  Education  is  the  local  church.  Through 
the  Sunday  School,  Vacation  Bible  School,  and  Baptist  Training  Union,  as 
well  as  the  worship  and  prayer  services,  we  seek  to  religiously  educate  our 
children.  The  reports  on  the  Sunday  School,  Baptist  Training  Union,  and 
Vacation  Bible  School  will  be  given  later,  but  some  observations  need  to 
be  made  here.  We  have  some  8840  Church  Members  in  the  Johnston  As- 
sociation, and  in  our  Sunday  Schools  we  have  enrolled  5879,  while  we  have 
874  in  our  Training  Unions.  It  is  easy  to  see  that  we  are  not  giving  Chris- 
tian Education  to  more  than  60%  of  our  Church  Members,  at  the  very  most. 
In  the  past  year  and  more  our  work  of  Christian  Education  in  the  Churches 
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has  been  handicapped  by  the  displacement  of  many  people  due  to  the  war. 
Many  of  our  Sunday  Schools  are  smaller  than  before  the  war,  but  many 
are  holding  their  own.  Still  we  have  little  more  than  half  met  our  obliga- 
tion for  Christian  Education  in  the  Churches,  and  the  pressing  need  still 
challenges  us. 

The  third  channel  of  Christian  Education  is  the  Christian  College.  North 
Carolina  Baptists  have  two  senior  colleges,  Wake  Forest  for  men,  and 
Meredith  for  women;  while  we  have  four  co-educational  junior  colleges: 
Mars  Hill,  Gardner-Webb,  Wingate,  and  Campbell.  Chowan  is  temporarily 
closed.  The  war  has  reduced  the  student  bodies  of  all  these  schools.  Last 
year,  when  there  were  about  3700  enrolled,  might  have  been  the  lowest 
ebb,  for  advance  reports  this  fall  indicate  an  increase  in  enrollment  in  all 
of  our  schools,  making  it  possible  that  there  might  be  as  many  as  4200 
students.  Wake  Forest  Chapel  is  nearing  completion,  and  the  churches  will 
not  be  asked  to  make  a  special  offering  for  that  cause  this  year.  However, 
Wake  Forest  is  in  the  midst  of  a  campaign  to  raise  two  miliion  dollars  for 
new  buildings  and  five  million  dollars  for  endowment,  while  Meredith  is 
calling  for  $565,000.  All  of  this  money  can  be  well  used  but  many  of  our 
Baptist  people  feel  that  there  is  some  waste  that  can  be  and  should  be 
stopped,  chiefly  through  the  unification  of  Wake  Forest  and  Meredith  colleges 
in  the  formation  of  a  Baptist  University.  A  proposal  is  being  made  to  our 
State  Convention,  which  meets  in  Charlotte,  Nov.  14-16,  that  Wake  Forest 
and  Meredith  Colleges  be  co-ordinated  in  the  formation  of  a  Baptist  Uni- 
versity, and  that  Meredith  College  be  moved  to  Wake  Forest,  preserving 
the  name,  spirit,  and  traditions  of  the  college  throughout.  This  proposal  is 
contained  in  detail  in  the  Biblical  Recorder  for  Oct.  4,  1944.  It  behooves  us 
all  who  love  Christ  and  the  cause  of  Christian  Education  to  ponder  the 
wisdom  of  this  proposal  and  try  to  follow  the  leadership  of  the  Holy  Spirit 
in  determining  the  best  possible  course  of  action. 

That  we  must  awaken  to  our  responsibility  for  Christian  Education  in 
our  homes,  churches,  and  colleges  is  evidenced  in  the  fact  that  over  100 
communities  in  North  Carolina  have  introduced  the  teaching  of  the  Bible 
in  the  Public  Schools.  The  town  of  Selma  is  even  now  considering  the  teach- 
ing of  Bible  in  the  School  there.  This  is  an  indictment  of  us  for  the  in- 
adequate job  we  are  doing  in  home  and  church.

7.  Mr.  J.  G.  Lane  was  recognized  and  brought  the  Historian's  Report, 
which  was  a  history  of  Wilson's  Mills  Baptist  Church.  Adopted. 

History  of  Wilson's  Mills  Baptist  Church 

In  1884  a  little  band  of  God-fearing  people  met  and  organized  the  Wilson's 
Mills  Baptist  Church.  The  following  persons  were  the  first  members :  Gaston 
Bridges  and  wife  Edith,  Mrs.  Jennie  Talton,  D.  S.  Stevens  and  wife  Mary, 
Mrs.  Fannie  Davis,  Charlie  Barbour  and  wife,  Nannie,  Mrs.  M.  E.  Wall, 
Munroe  Jones  and  wife  Jennie,  and  J.  T.  Holt. 

Services  were  first  held  in  a  one-room  school  building  about  one  mile  from 
Wilson's  Mills  on  the  Smithfield  road.  The  schools  were  kept  up  by  private 
efforts  and  this  school  building  was  used  during  the  week  to  teach  "readin', 
ritin'  and  rithmetic,"  while  on  Sunday  was  the  meeting  place  of  the  Baptist 
Church. 

J.  W.  Rose  served  as  the  first  pastor.  The  growth  of  the  Church  increased, 
especially  in  the  summer  revivals.  During  the  summer  of  1886,  a  Rev.  Mr. 
Cottingham  held  an  outstanding  and  long  remembered  revival,  at  which 
time  there  were  twenty-six  additions  to  the  church,  one  of  which  still  lives 
and  is  the  oldest  living  member  of  the  church.  During  the  year  1896  the 
old  school  building  was  sold,  since  through  consolidation  of  schools  it  was 
no  longer  needed  for  that  purpose.  This  building  still  stands  on  the  farm 
of  Mr.  Bert  Turnage.  A  new  church  building  was  constructed  about  four 
hundred  yards  east  of  the  post  office.  Much  sacrifice  was  necessary  in  erect- 
ing this  building,  but  the  members  cut  logs  and  had  the  lumber  sawed  for 
this  construction  which  was  a  one-room  building.  Mr.  Berket  Jones  gave 
the  land  and  Mr.  J.  T.  Holt  made  the  benches.  Sunday  School  rooms  were 
added  several  years  later. 
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In  1892  the  Church  was  received  into  the  Raleigh  Association  and  re- 
mained a  member  until  the  Johnston  Association  was  organized  in  1903.  No 
history  of  the  church  would  be  complete  without  special  mention  being  made 
of  the  faithful  and  active  work  of  Bro.  J.  T.  Holt,  who  is  at  present  the 
oldest  member  of  the  church  and  the  only  surviving  charter  member. 
Through  the  early  years  of  struggle  his  unflinching  courage  has  given 
others'  strength  to  carry  on.  He  has  given  of  his  money,  time,  and  talents 
willingly  and  cheerfully.  No  other  mcmebr  has  contributed  so  much  and 
received  so  great  spiritual  benefits. 

Other  faithful  leaders  in  the  church  have  been  Ed  Wall,  Eula  Wood, 
Lillian  Youngblood,  Ora  Youngblood,  Edith  Bridges  and  Fannie  Davis. 

During  the  sixty  years  of  life  of  this  church  there  have  been  twenty-nine 
pastors  and  as  evidence  of  the  faith  in  Wake  Forest  College,  twenty-four 
of  these  were  Wake  Forest  students.  Eight  of  these  men  have  gone  to  their 
rewards.  Of  this  number  onl  y  one  of  the  group  has  failed  to  receive 
seminary  training.  Among  this  group  of  29  pastors  is  Dr.  L.  L.  Carpenter, 
editor  of  the  Biblical  Recorder.  Doctors  Charles  and  Herman  Stevens  were 
sons  of  charter  members,  D.  S.  Stevens  and  wife  Mary.  Doctor  Charlie  was 
converted  and  joined  this  church  while  still  a  boy.  He  graduated  from 
Campbell  College  in  1912  and  from  Wake  Forest  College  in  1917.  He  gradu- 
ated from  the  Southern  Baptist  Theological  Seminary  in  1921,  but  remained 
there  for  two  years  of  post-graduate  work,  He  is  at  present  pastor  of  the 
Salem  Baptist  Church,  in  Winston-Salem,  where  he  has  served  for  11  years. 
He  has  been  active  in  teaching  in  a  night  Bible  School,  called  the  Piedmont 
Bible  School,  and  has  conducted  a  radio  broadcast  for  six  years.  Dr.  Herman 
Stevens  is  now  pastor  of  the  Orcutt  Avenue  Baptist  Church  in  Newport 
News',  Virginia. 

One  of  the  outstanding  pastors  was  Ted  Dougherty,  who  became  pastor 
in  1937.  His  youth  and  sincerity  drew  many  young  people  to  Christ  and  the 
spiritual  life  of  many  of  the  older  members  was  greatly  revived. 

During  the  second  year  of  Rev.  G.  McLeod  Bryan's  pastorate,  in  1941, 
plans  for  a  new  building  were  begun.  The  old  church  building  was  sold  to 
the  Colored  Baptists  and  moved  to  the  north  side  of  the  village.  Constuction 
began  on  the  present  building  in  the  spring  of  1941.  Mr.  J.  T.  Holt  turned 
the  first  shovelful  of  dirt.  The  building  was  completed,  except  for  the  steeple, 
in  early  1942.  The  first  services  were  held  in  the  new  church  on  Feb.  8, 
1942,  while  Rev.  G.  McLeod  Bryan  was  pastor. 

The  Church  has  grown  from  the  original  12  members  to  250,  with  a 
Sunday  School  enrollment  of  199.  C.  C.  Wood  is  Superintendent  of  the  Sun- 
day School.  The  Woman's  Missionary  Society  has'  a  very  active  enrollment 
and  the  B.  T.  U.  has  some  90  enrolled,  with  Douglas  Stephenson  as  director. 
Other  leaders  in  the  present  church  are  H.  E.  Mitchiner,  J.  T.  Holt,  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Fletcher  Burgess,  Mrs.  Vera  Garner,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Grover  Wood 
Mr.  arid  Mrs.  Venza  Underwood,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Leonard  Underwood. 

The  struggles'  of  the  past  are  not  in  vain  and  those  who  toiled  in  the 
past  would  say  to  those  who  lead  now:  "take  heed  therefore  unto  yourselves, 
and  to  all  the  flock  over  the  which  the  Holy  Spirit  hath  made  you  over- 
seers, to  feed  the  Church  of  God,  which  He  hath  purchased  with  His 
Own  Blood."   (Acts  20:28).

8.  Mr.  Ronald  Hocutt,  of  Corinth  Church,  was  recognized  to  bring  the 
report  on  Religious  Literature.  Due  to  serious  illness  of  his  wife,  he  asked 
permission  to  hand  in  the  report  tomorrow.  He  presented  Judge  Thos.  L. 
Johnson,  a  layman  from  Raleigh,  who  spoke  on  Religious  Literature.  He 
emphasized  that  the  Bible  is  the  greatest  piece  of  Relieious  Literature. 
After  his  fine  address,  Dr.  L.  L.  Carpenter,  editor  of  the  Biblical  Recorder, 
was  recognized,  and  he  spoke  on  the  Biblical  Recorder.  He  reported  the 
circulation  to  be  27,384,  and  the  number  of  clubs  in  Johnston  Association 
to  be  28,  with  7  churches  sending  the  paper  to  each  Baptist  Family. 

CHRISTIAN  LITERATURE 

A.1011?  time  ago  the  Wise  Man  said  in  his  Proverb  that  "As  a  Man 
Ju  ih  m  His  Heart  So  is  He-"  The  combined  experience  of  mankind  from 
that  day  until  now  has  abundantly  justified  the  truth  contained  in  his 
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Proverb.  One  of  the  important  functions  of  good  training  is  not  only  to 
prepare  men  and  women  for  thinking,  but  to  prepare  them  for  thinking 
correctly  in  their  hearts.  Nothing  more  fundamentally  affects  the  thinking 
of  men  than  what  they  read.  Ultimately,  character  is  formed  on  the  basis  of 
what  a  man  thinks  in  his  heart. 

Immeasurably  transcending  in  importance  as  no  other  book,  periodical 
or  paper  ever  given  to  man,  is  the  great  Book  of  books — the  Holy  Bible 
itself.  It  is  conceded,  however,  that  the  Bible  as  important  as'  it  may  be 
in  the  formation  of  Christian  character,  and  as  beautiful  as  it  may  be  from 
the  sheer  standpoint  of  literature,  will  not  suffice  to  meet  all  the  needs  for 
reading  that  present  themselves  to  our  people.  Good,  clean,  wholesome 
papers,  books  and  periodicals  are  of  tremendous  importance.  There  are 
many  good  books  that  your  committee  could  suggest  as  being  readable,  en- 
tertaining, inspirational,  and  character-building. 

Fortunately,  our  Denomination  has  provided  a  number  of  publications 
which  should  go  into  every  home.  We  particularly  commend  the  following: 

The  Biblical  Recorder,  the  organ  of  the  Baptist  Denomination,  published 
in  Raleigh,  N.  C,  Charity  and  Children,  published  at  Thomasville,  N.  C, 
Open  Windows,  a  devotional  booklet,  The  Commissoin,  Southern  Baptist 
Home  Missions,  for  W.  M.  U.'s  World  Cotrurades,  Window  of  Y.  W.  A.  and 
Royal  Service;  for  training:  Baptist  Training  Union  Magazine,  Our  Leader 
and  the  Sunday  School  Builder. 

We  earnestly  hope  that  the  time  is  not  far  distant  when  every  Baptist 
home  in  North  Carolina  will  be  subscribers  to  the  majority  of  the  periodi- 
cals mentioned  above.  It  would  be  difficult  to  over-emphasize  the  importance 
of  reading  good,  wholesome,  Christian  literature.  Pursuant  to  this  thought 
I  would  like  to  commend  to  all  of  our  churches  that  might  not  have  at  the 
present  time  a  church  library,  that  consideration  be  given  to  the  establish- 
ment of  such.

16.  Dr.  R.  E.  Earp  led  in  singing,  "Come  Thou  Almighty  King"  and 
"America  the  Beautiful,"  assisted  by  Mrs.  W.  S.  Caudle  at  the  piano. 

17.  Rev.  J.  W.  Davis  of  Four  Oaks  led  in  the  opening  prayer. 

18.  Mrs.  B.  A.  Hocutt  made  an  announcement  concerning  pecans  for  the 
W.  M.  U.  Training  School  in  Louisville,  Ky. 

19.  Mr.  G.  Willie  Lee,  of  Pleasant  Grove,  was  recognized  and  read  the 
report  on  Temperance  and  Public  Morals.  He  presented  Mr.  L.  A.  Martin, 
of  Lexington,  head  of  the  Allied  Church  League  for  the  Abolition  of  Bev- 
erage Alcohol,  who  spoke  to  his  report.  Mr.  Martin  told  some  of  his  ex- 
periences in  fighting  legalized  alcoholic  beverages,  and  reminded  us  that 
more  than  $66,000,000  was  spent  in  25  wet  counties  in  North  Carolina  for 
beer,  wine,  and  whiskey  during  the  past  year,  an  amount  that  is  3  times 
that  spent  for  religious  work  and  double  that  spent  for  education.  He  made 
a  very  challenging  and  stirring  address.  The  report  was  adopted. 

REPORT  ON  TEMPERANCE  AND  PUBLIC  MORALS 

Every  community,  every  church,  every  home  makes  the  type  of  morals 
and  temperance  they  want.  And  the  foundation  of  all  morals  and  temper- 
ance lies  in  the  home.  The  fathers  and  mothers  are  the  builders  of  morals 
and  temperance.  They  can  let  the  bars  down  for  immorality,  for  drunkards, 
blockaders  and  strong  drink  manufacturers. 

Every  community  makes  its  own  laws.  Every  home  sets  the  standards 
for  the  children  in  that  home,  and  they  are  turned  out  into  the  world  with 
that  standard.  As  a  rule,  the  young  people  are  not  going  to  be  any  better 
than  their  father  and  mother  in  the  home. 

If  you  want  high  morals,  then  be  moral.  If  you  want  temperance,  then 
don't  drink  nor  tolerate  intoxicating  drinks.  Then  you  can  fight  the  evils 
of  intemperance  and  immorality  with  words  and  actions.

Caudle  presented  suggested  plans  for  the  work  of  Associational  Missions  in 
this  Association.  This  outline  was  to  show  what  is  being  done  and  what 
is  proposed. 
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Suggested  Plan  of  Work  for  Associational  Missionary 

1.  To  promote  the  Sunday  School  work  in  the  association  by  conducting 
enlargement  campaigns  in  the  local  church  upon  her  invitation,  simultaneous 
associational  enlargement  campaigns,  Daily  Vacation  Bible  School  Clinics 
and  schools,  organizing  mission  Sunday  Schools  at  needed  places,  using  any 
plan  that  may  come  through  his  own  imagination  and  initiative  and  accepted 
by  the  churches. 

2.  To  lead  in  creating  an  interest  in  and  in  the  promotion  of  the  Train- 
ing Unions  in  the  churches'  with  the  goal  of  a  fully  organized,  wide  awake, 
standard  training  union  in  every  church  in  our  association. 

3.  To  assist  in  the  promotion  of  the  W.  M.  U.  work  in  every  way  possible. 

4.  To  strive  to  lead  pastorless  churches  to  form  fields  that  will  enable 
them  to  call  a  pastor  who  can  live  among  them. 

5.  To  help  to  establish  a  firm  conviction  of  the  need  for  God  of  a  lost 
world  through  the  promotion  of  stewardship  revivals,  schools  of  missions 
and  other  like  movements. 

6.  To  supply  for  pastorless  churches  and  preachers,  and  to  conduct  re- 
vival services'  upon  the  invitation  of  the  pastor  and  church  when  his 
schedule  will  permit. 

7.  The  Missionary  shall  work  with  and  under  the  direction  of  such  com- 
mittee that  has  been  selected  or  may  be  at  any  future  time  by  the  associa- 
tion or  by  the  Executive  Committee  if  between  sessions'. 

8.  The  Missionary  shall  be  required  to  make  a  monthly  report  to  the 
said  committee  and  to  the  Executive  Secretary  of  our  State  Convention.

23.  Mr.  Sam  T.  Anderson,  Jr.,  of  Clayton,  was  recognized  and  read  the 
report  on  the  Orphanage  and  Hospital.  He  spoke  briefly  to  his  report,  then 
introduced  W.  C.  Reed,  Superintendent  of  Kennedy  Home,  who  spoke  on 
the  Orphanage  work.  He  stated  that  our  people  are  supporting  the  orphan- 
age in  a  fine  way.  He  told  several  touching  stories  of  the  children  in  the 
orphanage. 

REPORT  ON  THE  ORPHANAGE  AND  HOSPITAL 

In  making  this  report  on  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  Orphanage  and  the 
North  Carolina  Baptist  Hospital,  let  us  keep  in  mind  the  fact  that  each 
institution  was  organized  for  and  is  in  use  for  a  service  which  we  believe 
that  Christ  would  look  with  great  lavor  upon.  "I  am  the  good  shepherd; 
the  good  chepherd  careth  for  his  sheep." 

The  Orphanage  has  two  homes,  the  Mills  Home  at  Thomasville  and  the 
Kennedy  Home  near  Kinston,  N.  C.  Each  has  a  superintendent,  but  there 
is  one  general  superintendent,,  Dr.  I.  G.  Greer,  and  one  treasurer,  Mr. 
R.  D.  Covington. 

The  Social  Service  Department  handles  all  applications  for  entrance  of 
children  into  the  Orphanage.  The  decision  must  be  made  there  whether  the 
applicant  will  be  accepted,  whether  it  will  be  placed  in  either  of  the  two 
homes,  or  placed  in  a  boarding  home,  or  assisted  in  the  child's  own  home. 
During  1943,  698  boys  and  girls  were  cared  for  in  the  two  homes,  23  were 
in  boarding  hemes,  and  60  were  in  their  own  homes.  Greater  service  is 
rendered  each  year  as  is  shown  by  the  gradual  increase  in  the  number  re- 
ceiving service. 

There  are  many  activities  around  the  homes.  The  farm  produces  great 
quantities  of  fresh  vegetables,  fruits,  pork,  beef,  milk,  chickens  and  eggs. 
Some  of  these  are  sold,  some  are  canned  for  future  use,  and  much  of  it 
is  used  for  meals,  but  all  of  these  things  are  handled  and  prepared  under 
the  supervision  of  trained  workers.  Then  there  are  clothes  to  be  made  and 
mended,  house  keeping  must  be  done.  The  laundry  is  a  busy  place.  The 
crop  and  all  livestock  must  be  attended.  These  chores  are  supervised  by 
trained  workers.  This  training  combined  with  plenty  of  wholesome  food, 
regular  hours,  and  the  co-operation  of  all  makes'  for  unusually  strong  and 
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healthy  minds  and  bodies  which  is  far  above  that  of  the  outside  population. 
Due  to  this  good  health,  the  attendance  in  the  school  reached  almost  99 
percent.  The  records  are  good.  A  graded  Sunday  School,  B.  T.  U.,  and 
W.  M.  U.  at  each  home  helps  in  rounding  out  the  lives  of  the  boys  and  girls. 

Our  Hospital  was  established  and  opened  in  1923  by  our  denomination 
for  the  purpose  of  providing  hospital  facilities  for  the  sick  of  our  state 
who  are  not  financially  able  to  pay  for  treatment,  and  it  was  the  purpose 
of  our  Baptist  Brethren  that  this  should  be  rendered  as  a  great  Christian 
Service  by  the  entire  denomination  to  the  unfortunate  poor.  Mr.  Smith 
Hagaman  is  Superintendent  of  the  Hospital,  located  at  Winston-Salem. 

During  the  more  than  20  years  of  the  Hospital's  existence,  about  77,000 
patients  have  been  treated.  During  1943,  more  than  10,000  patients  were 
treated.  Experience  has  proven  that  about  one  third  of  the  patients  are 
free  or  pay  nothing.  The  Duke  Foundation  contributes  each  year  to  help 
defray  the  expense  of  the  free  patients.  The  Mother's'  Day  Offering,  about 
$90,000.00  this  year  helps  to  defray  the  balance  of  the  free  patient  expense. 

The  Hospital  continues  to  grow.  The  physical  facilities  have  expanded 
fro  mtime  to  time,  and  even  now  the  Hospital  is  crowded.  The  co-oepration 
with  the  Wake  Forest  Medical  School  renders  the  Hospital  capable  of  treat- 
ing almost  any  physical  ills. 

The  training  school  for  nurses  has  119  enrolled.  Of  these,  101  are 
"Cadets."  These  receive  certain  expenses  for  their  training  from  the  Na- 
tional Government. 

In  all  of  its  years  of  service,  the  Hospital  is  attempting  to  keep  upper- 
most in  mind  always  the  purpose  for  which  it  was  created,  that  is,  the 
treatment  of  the  poor  in  a  Christian  Institution. 

On  account  of  the  increased  cost  of  living  and  a  gradual  increase  in  the 
number  assisted,  both  in  our  Orphanage  and  our  Hospital,  your  regular 
contributions  and  your  Thanksgiving  Offering  for  the  Orphanage,  and  your 
Mother's  Day  Offering  for  the  Hospital  should  be  made  larger.

24.  Mrs.  D.  J.  Thurston,  of  Clayton,  was  recognized  and  presented  the 
report  on  Social  Service.  Her  report  was  entitled,  "Am  I  My  Brother's 
Keeper?"  It  was  a  stirring  address.  Adopted. 

SOCIAL  SERVICE  REPORT 

The  theme  of  brotherly  love  runs  like  an  obbligato  from  Genesis  to  Reve- 
lation— golden  voiced  through  the  Books  of  the  Law,  the  Psalms,  the 
Prophecies,  the  Gospels  and  Pauline  Epistles;  concentrating  in  the  Golden 
Rule,  climaxing  in  Christ's  commandment:  "Thou  shalt  love  thy  neighbor  as 
thyself,'  and  culminating  in  the  final  judgment  in  Matthew  25,  when  the 
"King  shall  say  to  them,  'Inasumch  as  ye  did  it  unto  one  of  the  least  of  these, 
my  brethren,  ye  did  it  unto  me'."  Paramount  among  our  objectives  is  the 
saving  of  men's  souls.  A  great  number  of  the  34000  who  have  gone  out  from 
our  county  to  face  death  amid  the  perils  of  war  have  gone  unprepared  to 
face  eternity. 

We  are  helping  in  a  material  way  those  among  us  who  need  it,  but  we 
are  failing  as  soul-winners.  Our  country  is  not  suffering  for  food  or  clothing 
at  present,  but  the  aged  and  sick  always  need  our  ministries,  and  at  this 
time  those  losing  loved  ones  by  war  need  Christian  comfort.  The  war  work, 
good  crop  prices,  high  wages  and  social  security  program  are  largely  tak- 
ing care  of  the  physical  needs,  but  the  government  takes  no  responsibility 
for  spiritual  needs. 

Personal  work  is  what  we  need  in  our  churches.  Some  say  they  cannot 
talk  to  sinners;  then  they  can  talk  to  God  about  them,  for  the  "prayers  of 
a  righteous  man  availeth  much."  George  Muller,  the  great  man  of  faith, 
prayed  for  sixty  years  for  two  men,  and  was  rewarded  by  the  conversion 
of  both.  We  can  have  prayer  lists  and  can  pray  constantly  for  our  unsaved 
brothers.  The  greatest  testimony  that  any  Christian  can  give  is  a  righteous 
life.  Some  people  say  they  cannot  live  right  because  of  so  many  temptations. 
We  make  our  religion  a  mockery,  a  show,  if  as  children  of  the  King,  heir 
and  joint-heirs  with  Jesus  Christ,  with  the  Holy  Spirit  making  intercessions 
for  us  with  groanings  that  cannot  be  uttered,  and  with  the  strength  that 
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comes  from  our  lives  in  union  with  Christ — we  give  way  to  temptations  and 
fail  to  come  up  to  Christian  standards.  Our  services  are  broadening  out  into 
the  national  field,  for  with  one  accord  we  must  all  work  for  prohibition — 
the  time  seems  to  be  approaching  when  a  decided  stroke  will  count.  We 
must  not  fail  our  brother  here.  We  must  take  a  stand  against  cocktail 
parties,  for  they  are  ruining  this  generation.  All  moral  standards  are  too 
low  and  we  must  raise  them  for  our  brother's  sake.

October  26,  1944 

26.  The  second  day  session  opened  with  R.  E.  Earp  leading  the  singing 
of  "My  Country  'Tis  of  Thee"  and  "Praise  Him,  Praise  Him,"  assisted  at 
the  piano  by  Mrs.  H.  E.  Mitchiner. 

27.  Rev.  H.  M.  Hall  led  the  opening  prayer. 

28.  The  minutes  of  Wednesday's  session  were  read  by  acting  clerk  Tom 
M.  Freeman.  Eph  Whisenhunt  asked  that  the  action  taken  on  promotional 
committee  be  stricken  from  the  records,  after  which  they  were  approved. 

29.  Moderator  Whitley  read  a  list  of  our  dead.  The  Association  stood  in 
respect  to  them,  and  H.  C.  Upchurch  led  in  prayer. 

30.  The  Moderator  recognized  Mrs.  J.  E.  Wilder,  Supt.  of  the  Johnston 
W.  M.  U.  who  read  her  report.  She  asked  that  Mrs.  B.  A.  Hocutt  give  a 
report  on  the  White  Cross.  She  reported  as  follows:  in  1942,  20  churches 
gave  $133.78;  in  1943,  33  churches  gave  $235.40  and  in  1944,  34  churches 
gave  $394.80.  A  total  of  $645.88  for  the  three  years.  This  was  two  thirds 
linen  for  the  Baptist  Hospital  and  the  remainder  money.  The  W.  M.  U. 
report  was  adopted.  Mrs.  Wilder  handed  in  the  report  on  the  Hundred 
Thousand  Club.  She  then  spoke  to  the  report  on  W.  M.  U.,  using  as  her 
theme,  "Spare  not,  lengthen  thy  cords,  strengthen  thy  stakes."  Isaiah  54:2. 

W.  M.  U.  REPORT  OF  JOHNSTON  ASSOCIATION 

October  1,  1943  —  October  1,  1944 

I'd  like  to  use  Mark  4:28,  as  a  basis  for  this  my  first  report  to  you, 
"First  the  blade,  then  the  ear,  after  that  the  full  corn  in  the  ear." 

Faithful  ones  have  sown  the  seed  and  tenderly  watched  over  the  blades. 
Now  the  ear  is  in  the  making.  Difficult  days,  tragedies,  unfavorable  health 
and  traveling  conditions,  heavy  and  tedious  duties,  like  worms,  have  tried 
to  destroy  the  ear.  In  spite  of  all  these  hindrances,  the  women  and  young 
people  of  Johnston  Association  have  gone  forward  numerically,  intellectu- 
ally, financially  and  spiritually. 

There  were  more  churches  represented  at  our  annual  meeting  in  April, 
more  women  and  young  people  enlisted  in  mission  study  classes,  more  ob- 
served special  seasons  of  prayer,  more  hours  were  spent  in  Bible  study, 
more  boys  and  girls  attended  camps,  conclaves,  and  house  parties.  There 
were  more  subscriptions  to  our  missionary  magazines,  also  the  Biblical  Re- 
corder, Southern  Baptists  Home  Missions  and  the  Commission,  more  money 
given,  more  organizations  making  a  grade,  more  reports  sent  in  and  more 
on  time,  more  love  was  shown,  by  some  organizations  to  the  unfortunate  of 
the  world,  by  sending  clothing  to  the  Greeks,  kits  to  the  Russians,  Bibles 
to  the  service  men,  gifts  to  the  Orphanage  and  world  relief. 

Intellectual  progress  has  been  shown  by  an  awakening  to  the  needs  and 
possibilities  of  our  Association.  The  Leadership  Training  Conference  held 
in  January  was  attended  by  representatives  from  twenty-two  churches.  An 
Associational  Mission  study  library  was  started  in  April.  A  contribution  of 
$24.70  was  set  apart  to  buy  new  books. 

The  Y.  W.  A.'s  had  a  very  successful  banquet  in  June.  The  "Twin  Society" 
plan  was  put  into  action  in  July.  Every  organization  has  reported  this 
year,  the  majority  on  time.  The  following  organizations  were  A-l:  Pine 
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Level  W.  M.  S.;  Clayton  Y.  W.  A.;  Smithfield  and  Clayton  Intermediate 
G.  A.'s;  Clayton  and  Mt.  Moriah  R.  A/s;  Clayton  and  Pine  Level  Sun- 
beams. Clayton  was  full  graded  A-l  with  the  exception  of  ten  per  cent 
net  increase  in  enrollment.  This  point  was  met  in  January.  Watkins  Chapel 
secured  a  gift  to  Missions  from  every  resident  woman  church  member. 
Three  Presidents  deserve  honorable  mention:  Mrs.  B.  A.  Hocutt  of  Clayton, 
Mrs.  D.  B.  Oliver,  of  Pine  Level,  Mrs.  Worth  Creech  of  Watkins  Chapel. 

Goals  for  1945  include  at  least  one  Missionary  organization  and  a  Mission 
Study  Class  in  each  of  our  46  churches. 

There  has  been  an  increase  in  gifts  to  all  causes  except  the  Hundred 
Thousand  Club.  Total  gifts  for  the  year,  exclusive  of  White  Cross  and 
Russian  kits,  were  $5,203.45.  This  is  a  gain  of  $415.73  over  last  year. 
White  Cross  gifts  amounted  to  $394.80  as  compared  to  $235.40  last  year. 

More  widespread  compassion  for  the  needs  of  humanity  as  manifested 
in :  Organized  Community  Missions,  feeding  the  hungry,  clothing  the  naked, 
visiting  and  ministering  to  the  sick,  the  poor,  aged,  widows,  orphans,  under- 
privileged, lost,  men  in  service,  work  with  other  races,  conducting  Vacation 
Bible  Schools,  observing  seasons  of  prayer,  hours  spent  in  Bible  classes, 
show  spiritual  progress. 

I  do  wish  to  express  my  deep  appreciation  to  everyone  who  has  had  any 
part  in  extending  the  Kingdom  through  W.  M.  U.  this  year. 

We  have  the  "Blades  and  the  ear,"  now  we  are  asking  every  pastor  and 
layman  to  work  diligently  and  pray  fervently  with  us  for,  "The  full  corn 
in  the  ear — that  the  generaton  to  come  might  know."

HUNDRED  THOUSAND  CLUB  REPORT 

That  May  day  in  Washington  in  1933  when  the  Hundred  Thousand  Club 
was  launched  for  the  purpose  of  paying  southwide  denominational  debts, 
was  a  great  day  in  the  history  of  Southern  Baptists.  That  May  day  in 
Baltimore  in  1940  when  a  movement  for  a  "Debtless  Denomination  by  1945," 
was  begun  was  an  even  greater  day  in  the  history  of  Southern  Baptists. 

One  of  our  leaders  said  that,  if  he  were  asked  to  suggest  a  slogan  for 
our  cooperative  efforts,  ,  it  would  be,  "Together."  Certainly  the  gigantic 
task  of  paying  the  denomination's  debts  has  been  and  is  being  accomplished 
because  we  have  prayed,  planned,  worked  and  paid  together.  1945,  the  time 
set  to  be  debt-free  is  almost  here.  The  debt  is  larger  than  we  had  expected 
it  to  be  at  this  time.  When  the  Southern  Conventon  was  freed  of  debt 
somehow  word  went  out  that  we  were  denominationally  debt  free.  Believing 
this  true,  many  ceased  to  give,  hence  we  have  fallen  far  short  of  last  year. 
If  we  are  to  realize  our  hopes  by  1945  we  must  double  our  efforts  during 
this  last  quarter. 

In  1943  we  received  nearly  $100,000  through  the  Hundred  Thousand 
Club.  One  half  of  this  went  to  the  agencies  of  the  Southern  Convention. 
All  these  agencies  are  now  debt  free.  Every  dollar  received  through  the 
Hundred  Thousand  Club  this  year  will  be  applied  on  State  Convention  debts. 

About  ten  years  ago  North  Carolina  Baptists  owed  $900,000  on  State 
Convention  debts  and  at  that  time  North  Carolina's  part  of  the  Southern 
Convention  debts  was  about  $700,000.  Since  then,  we  have  paid  $700,000  on 
Southern  Convention  debts  and  a  like  amount,  plus  niterest,  on  our  own. 
January  1,  1944  we  owed  around  $200,000  on  that  old  debt  and  $85,000  is 
due  on  the  debts  of  the  Baptist  Hospital  for  which  the  State  Convention 
is  responsible.  Last  week  I  was  told  by  one  in  a  position  to  know  that  we 
can  easily  pay  our  debts  as  planned  if  we  will  make  our  contributions  to 
the  Hundred  Thousand  Club  as  large  as  last  year.  This  means  we  will  all 
have  to  put  our  "Shoulders  to  the  wheel."  Every  loyal  Baptist  should  have 
a  part  in  this  undertaking,  everyone  should  be  a  member  of  this,  "Victory 
group,"  for  we  are  marching  on  to  victory.  The  past,  with  its  achievements, 
inspires  us ;  the  present,  with  its  record,  encourages  us ;  the  future,  with 
its  possibilities  of  further  expansion  of  our  missionary  work,  challenges  us. 
Let  me  pass  this  appeal  on  to  you  to  give  generously,  during  this  last 
quarter  to  the  Hundred  Thousand  Club.  Then  we  can  celebrate  our  de- 
nomination's centennial  in  1945  without  this  millstone  about  our  necks. 
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Then  we  shall  be  ready  for  the  great  day  of  advance.  A  day  of  glorious 
opportunity  to  spread  the  gospel.  Let  us  cease  to  think  of  it  as  merely  a 
debt-paying  campaign  and  think  of  it  as  an  investment  in  Christian  service, 
an  opportunity  to  help  write  one  of  the  most  interesting  chapters  in 
Baptists'  eventful  history.

The  report 
was  adopted. 

REPORT  ON  THE  BAPTIST  TRAINING  UNION 

Interest  in  the  Baptist  Training  Union  has  picked  up  considerably  in 
Johnston  Association  during  the  past  year.  For  the  first  time  in  four  years 
we  have  been  able  to  have  splendid  mass'  meetings,  and  in  addition  we  have 
gained  in  enrollment.  Despite  the  gasoline  and  tire  rationing  our  Training 
Union  leaders'  were  urged  to  use  a  just  portion  of  these  precious  things 
for  the  Lord's  work.  Our  mass  meeting  of  Nov.  23,  1943,  was  held  in  the 
First  Baptist  Church  in  Smithfield,  with  an  attendance  of  356. persons  from 
17  churches'.  The  spring  mass  meeting  was  held  in  March,  with  335  persons 
attending.  In  May  our  mass  meeting  attracted  205  persons  for  12  churches. 
The  Polio  Epidemic  prevented  the  summer  mass  meeting,  planned  for 
August.  Besides  these  great  meetings,  there  were  three  B.  T.  U.  Executive 
Committee  meetings  and  one  Officers  and  W orkers  council.  The  Associational 
B.  T.  U.  is  organized  with  11  officers,  all  of  whom  have  done  splendid  work 
this  year. 

In  addition  to  the  meetings  held,  other  activities  include  the  following: 
In  March  more  than  30  of  our  folk  attended  the  Regional  Training  Union 
Convention  in  Burlington,  and  several  of  our  representatives  participated 
on  the  program.  More  than  30  persons  attended  the  Training  Union  As- 
sembly at  Ridgecrest  in  late  June  and  early  July,  and  one  of  our  Junior 
boys,  Benson  Allen,  of  Mt.  Moriah,  graded  perfect  in  the  State  Junior 
Memory  Work  Drill.  The  Mt.  Moriah  B.  T.  U.  reached  the  Standard  of  Ex- 
cellence in  1944. 

During  the  year  the  Director  and  Associate  Director  have  worked  with 
the  other  officers  in  preparing  and  presenting  three  Mass  Meeting  Pro- 
grams, One  Officers'  Council  Program,  and  have  written  330  letters,  65 
cards,  printed  200  program  copies,  published  5  newspaper  articles,  and 
traveled  considerably  in  the  interests  of  the  work.  They  also  rented  and 
managed  a  cottage  for  our  group  at  Ridgecrest.  The  total  expenses  of  the 
promotional  work  amounted  to  $41.30.  Eight  churches'  have  been  sending 
in  quarterly  reports  this  year. 

A  study  of  our  Training  Union  work  in  the  Association  is  encouraging, 
for  it  reveals  that  within  the  past  two  years  there  has  been  a  definite  trend 
toward  vigorous  life  and  growth.  In  1942  we  had  Training  Unions  in  21 
churches,  with  800  total  enrollment.  In  1943  we  had  Training  Unions  in  22 
churches  with  874  enrolled.  During  the  past  year  4  unions  have  gone 
dormant  and  4  have  been  revived.  We  now  have  Training  Unions  in  22 
churches  of  the  46,  and  the  total  enrollment  is  1219,  an  increase  of  345. 
This  is  encouraging,  especially  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  Sunday  School 
and  Missionary  Union  have  suffered  losses  during  the  same  period.  Interest 
in  Training  Union  work  is  increasing. 

The  war  has  caused  a  drain  on  our  young  people,  and  it  likewise  has 
caused  many  of  our  adults  to  spend  too  much  time  away  from  church  and 
from  children.  This  has  hurt  the  cause  of  Christian  Education  in  the 
Churches  and  homes,  and  the  Training  Union  has  suffered  from  it.  It  is 
still  true,  as  I  reported  to  the  Association  last  year,  that  three  things 
characterize  our  Training  Union  work  in  the  Johnston  Association:  (1) 
weak  interest  and  little  encouragement  on  the  part  of  some  pastors  and 
many  of  the  adult  church  members;  (2)  lack  of  sufficient  trained  leaders 
in  the  local  Unions;  and  (3)  multitudes  of  unenlisted  young  persons  and 
adults.  It  is  not  right  that  of  9,000  church  members,  only  1219  should  be 
interested  in  "Training  in  Church  Membership."  Of  course  the  greatest 
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obstacle  is  still  plain,  ornery  indifference  on  the  part  of  many  church  mem- 
bers in  many  of  our  churches. 

These  are  discouraging  factors,  but  there  are  reasons  for  faith  in  the 
future.  We  believe  the  war  will  soon  be  over  and  that  many  of  our  young 
men  and  women  can  return  to  help  in  the  Training  Union  work.  Too,  we 
still  look  forward  to  a  time  of  plenty  of  gasoline  and  tires,  when  country 
folk  can  more  easily  get  to  church.  In  view  of  the  past  years''  growth  and 
the  splendid  response,  we  are  presenting  the  following  goals  for  our  Associ- 
ational  Baptist  Training  Union  in  1944-45:  1500  enrolled,  4  mass  meetings 
with  300  average  attendance,  5  new  Baptist  Training  Unions,  15  new 
Unions,  500  awards,  and  60  attending  the  State  Training  Union  Assembly 
at  Ridgecrest.  In  addition  we  expect  to  have  40  at  our  Regional  Training 
Union  Convention. 

The  following  recommendations  are  presented  to  the  churches  and  pastors 
for  their  consideration: 

1.  That  every  pastor  in  the  Association  consider  it  his  duty  to  see  that 
each  of  his  churches  have  Training  Unions,  and  help  and  encourage  them 
to  do  so; 

2.  That  every  adult  church  member  take  an  interest  and  an  active  part 
in  the  Training  Union  work,  and  that  they  join  their  children  in  making 
the  meetings  family  meetings; 

3.  That  each  Union  have  at  least  one  study  course  each  year,  and  two 
if  possible; 

4.  That  an  enlistment  campaign  be  initiated  in  each  church  with  the 
pastor  and  deacons  leading  in  the  enlistment  of  the  entire  church  member- 
ship in  the  vital  matter  of  "Training  in  Church  Membership."

REPORT  OF  JOHNSTON  COUNTY  BAPTIST 
ASSOCIATIONAL  SUNDAY  SCHOOL 

From  April  16  to  October  1,  1944 

Under  conditions  which  were  unavoidable  our  previous  Superintendent 
left  us  in  the  middle  of  the  Associational  year.  We  have  had  three  associa- 
tional meetings,  first  one  Thanksgiving  Church  in  April  when  our  new 
officers  were  reinstated  and  I  was  chosen  to  finish  out  the  year  as  Super- 
intendent, the  second  meeting  at  Pine  Level,  well  attended;  the  third  at 
New  Bethel  in  October. 

I  am  happy  to  report  that  all  of  our  churches  now  have  regular  Sunday 
School  and  are  co-operating  and  working  nicely.  We  have  gained  more 
members  than  we  have  lost  boys  due  to  the  tragic  war  conditions  causing 
them  to  be  taken  away  from  our  churches.  Through  our  Sunday  Schools  we 
have  more  people  coming  in  and  confessing  Christ  than  any  other  organiza- 
tion that  we  have  in  our  churches. 

We  have  found  out  that  when  Sunday  School  work  loses  interest  that  our 
church  as  a  whole  shows  a  tendency  of  going  backward.  We  also  have 
realized  that  when  our  churches  take  much  interest  in  Sunday  School  that 
the  church  as  a  whole  goes  forward  in  Christ's  work.  It  is  a  great  joy  to 
be  superintendent  of  Sunday  Schools  that  function  and  work  as  our  Churches 
in  the  Johnston  Association  and  with  your  co-operation  and  prayers,  we 
shall  be  able  to  do  much  more  in  the  coming  year  than  we  have  in  the 
past.  All  of  our  new  officers  have  been  elected  and  installed  and  they  are 
willing  and  ready  at  all  times  to  be  of  service  to  you.  One  of  the  great  needs 
that  we  have  found  is  the  lacking  of  the  co-operation  of  the  mothers  and 
fathers  in  the  home.  We  appreciate  very  much  your  sending  your  children 
to  Sunday  School,  but  we  urge  you  in  the  coming  year  to  bring  your  children 
instead  of  sending  them.  Just  one  more  suggestion  we  have  to  you  mothers 
and  fathers.  If  you  have  not  already,  won't  you  in  the  name  of  Jesus  Christ 
our  Lord,  begin  Family  Altar  in  your  home  that  your  children  might  hear 
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your  petitions  unto  the  Lord.  '

"Whose  responsibility  is  it  to  teach  the  Bible."  He  emphasized  that  the 
responsibility  for  teaching  the  Bible  is  first  placed  upon  the  home  and 
parents,  next  upon  the  Christian  Disciples.  He  stated  that  the  widespread 
demand  for  teaching  the  Bible  in  the  public  schools  is  a  serious  indictment 
of  the  churches  for  the  poor  job  we  are  doing.  His  message  was  one  of  the 
most  challenging  heard  at  the  Association. 

35.  Dr.  Earp  led  in  singing,  "I  am  Bound  for  the  Promised  Land." 

36.  A  mixed  quartet  of  young  people  from  the  Smithfield  Church  sang, 
"Our  Father  in  Heaven."  This  was  greatly  enjoyed. 

37.  The  Moderator  recognized  W.  B.  Oliver,  of  Pine  Level,  who  read  the 
report  on  the  Cooperative  Program.  The  report  was  adopted. 

REPORT  ON  THE  CO-OPERATIVE  PROGRAM 

The  purpose  of  this  report  is  to  give  a  summary  of  what  our  Baptist 
people  have  done  for  the  Cause  of  Christ  the  past  Associational  year 
through  the  Co-operative  Program.  The  emphasis  will  be  on  what  we  have 
done  in  the  Johnston  Association.  However,  due  to  a  lack  of  clear  under- 
standing on  the  part  of  many  of  our  people,,  some  explanation  of  the  Co- 
operative Program  is  necessary. 

The  Co-operative  Program  is  a  simple,  systematic,  and  practical  plan  of 
work  developed  by  Southern  Baptists  during  the  past  25  years'  for  pro- 
moting and  supporting  in  an  adequate  way  every  phase  of  their  denomina- 
tional life  and  work.  The  plan  is  scriptural,  fair,  and  economical.  Each 
•missionary  cause,  both  State  and  Southwide,  receives  a  share  of  each  dollar 
that  is  contributed  through  the  Co-operative  Program  General  Fund.  Each 
Church  may  also  send  in  offerings  for  the  various  objects'  of  the  Program. 
When  a  church  sends  in  money  to  the  General  Fund  it  is  divided  in  the 
Raleigh  Office  as  follows:  40%  is  sent  to  the  Southwide  Headquarters  and 
is  divided  among  the  Home  and  Foreign  Mission  Boards,  the  Relief  and 
Annuity  Board,  our  three  Seminaries,  The  Southern  Baptist  Hospital,  the 
W.  M.  U.  Training  School,  and  the  Seminary  for  Negroes.  Each  of  these 
agencies  gets  a  stated  percentage  of  the  funds,  as  agreed  upon  by  the  Con- 
vention. Of  the  remaining  60%  which  is  kept  in  North  Carolina,  the  follow- 


ing division  is  made: 

State  Missions  15% 

Baptist  Hospital   5% 

Ministers'  Retirement  Fund   2% 

Education — Ministerial  Aid    1% 

Education — Debt  Service   23% 

Education — Current  Support  14% 


During  the  past  year  the  offerings  to  the  Hundred  Thousand  Club  and 
Wake  Forest  Chapel  also  have  been  credited  to  the  Co-operative  Program. 

In  the  latest  report  of  our  State  Secretary,  M.  A.  Huggins,  to  the  State 
Convention,  the  following  facts  were  revealed :  The  total  income  of  the  State 
Convention  in  1943  was  $1,403,476.00,  of  which  $298,457.00  was  designated 
for  the  Orphanage,  which  is  not  included  in  the  Co-operative  Program. 
Of  the  balance,  $591,882.00  was  sent  in  undesignated,  that  is,  to  the  General 
Fund.  This  was'  divided  on  the  percentage  basis  among  the  objects  of  the 
State  and  Southern  Conventions,  as  already  stated.  But  the  offerings  that 
were  designated  for  particular  objects  amounted  to  almost  as  much  as 
the  amount  sent  to  the  general  fund.  It  is  the  plan  of  the  State  Convention 
to  concentrate  on  the  undesignated  Co-operative  Program  funds  in  1945. 
since  it  is  expected  that  we  will  be  sufficiently  out  of  debt  that  no  special 
offerings  for  the  Wake  Forest  Chapel  or  Hundred  Thousand  Club  will  need 
to  be  taken.  Our  State  Secretary  is  urging  that  we  set  as  our  goal  for 
1945  the  raising  of  a  million  dollars  for  the  Co-operative  Program  in  un- 
designated funds.  It  is  hoped  that  the  percentage  of  60%  for  State  and 
40%  for  Southern  objects  might  be  equalized  at  50%  for  each  one  in  1945. 

The  Johnson  Association  of  Baptists  gave  in  1942-43  a  total  of  $11,465.00 
through  the  Co-operative  Program,  out  of  a  total  of  $15,888.86  to  all  mis- 
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sions  and  benevolences.  Of  this  amount,  $6,536.00  went  through  the  General 
Fund  and  $4,929.00  was  designated,,  for  particular  objects.  This  year, 
1943-44,  our  Johnston  Association  Churches  are  reporting  about  $12,210.50 
given  through  the  Co-operative  Program,  a  substantial  increase.  Of  this 
amount,  some  $7,766.90  was  given  through  the  General  Fund  and  $4,443.60 
was  designated.  So  we  see  that  a  little  less  is  designated,  while  there  is 
a  substantial  increase  in  the  undesignated  offerings. 

Though  Co-operative  Program  offerings  have  almost  doubled  within  the 
past  four  years,  we  still  must  observe  four  special  days  a  year,  with  special 
offerings  each  time:  Home  and  Foreign  Mission  Day  in  March,  Baptist 
Hospital  Day  in  May,  State  Missions  Day  in  October,  and  Orphanage  Day 
on  Thanksgiving.  Our  Co-operative  Program  will  have  reached  maturity 
when  all  mission  offerings  are  sent  to  the  General  Fund  and  no  special 
offerings  will  need  to  be  taken.

42.  Clerk  G.  A.  Earp  made  a  report  on  Digest  of  letters.  He  stated  that 
letters  had  been  received  from  all  churches  in  the  association  except  Benson 
Grove  Church. 

43.  B.  M.  Brannan,  Treasurer,  made  report  of  the  condition  of  the  finances 
of  the  association.  He  also  made  some  fine  remarks  concerning  handling 
church  finances.  The  report  was  adopted.

tion shall  elect  a  layman,  a  pastor,  and  a  woman;  that  the  Moderator  of 
the  Association  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  on  any  matter  in  case  of  a  tie; 
that  the  Associational  heads  of  the  work  of  the  Sunday  School  Baptist  Train- 
ing Union,  and  Woman's  Missionary  Union  shall  be  ex-officio  members  of 
this  committee,  also  the  pastors  and  those  who  are  to  make  the  reports  to 
the  Association  the  following  year  on  Christian  Education,  Religious  Litera- 
ture, Temperance,  Co-operative  Program,  and  Orphanage  and  Hospital." 

3.  Change  Article  8  in  the  By-laws  to  include  the  library  of  Southwestern 
Baptist  Theological  Seminary. 

4.  Add  Article  14  to  the  Constitution  as  follows: 

14.  The  Associational  Sunday  School  Superintendent  and  B.  T.  U. 
Director  shall  be  nominated  by  their  respective  groups  and  elected  by  the 
Association  in  annual  session. 

5.  The  Orphanage  and  Hospital  Report  shall  be  included  among  the  com- 
mittees reporting  to  the  Association  annually. 

6.  All  Ex-Officio  members  of  the  Executive  Committee  shall  be  given  the 
right  to  vote  on  all  matters.

49.  A  motion  was  made  by  H.  M.  Hall  and  seconded  by  C.  L.  Gillespie, 
that  the  Executive  Committee,  soon  after  the  first  of  the  year  select  some 
one  or  more  than  one  as  a  committee  on  Evangelism,  it  being  their  duty 
to  lay  emphasis  on  that  part  of  the  work  in  our  Association  and  that  so^ne 
one  be  named  to  bring  a  report  on  Evangelism  at  our  next  session.  The 
motion  carried. 

50.  C.  L.  Massey  reported  for  the  Committee  on  time  and  place  and 
preacher. 

They  recommended  that  the  next  session  be  held  with  Trinity  Church.  Rev. 
C.  L.  Gillespie  to  preach  the  annual  sermon.  This  part  of  their  report  was 
adopted. 

They  also  offered  a  resolution  that  all  meetings  of  the  next  session  be 
held  to  one  day.  This  resolution  was  rejected  and  a  motion  carried  that  a 
two  day  session  be  held. 

The  Executive  Committee  will  name  the  date  when  they  have  conferred 
with  neighboring  associations  so  that  there  may  not  be  a  conflict  of  meet- 
ing days.

52.  Moderator  Whitley  presented  Dr.  H.  H.  McMillan,  returned  Mission- 
ary from  China,  who  made  a  very  unusual  and  inspiring,  as  well  as  chal- 
lenging address,  which  was  a  very  fitting  climax  for  the  closng  minutes  of 
this  session.

The  42nd  Annual  Session  of  the  Johnston  W.  M.  U.  met  with  Trinity- 
Baptist  Church  April  18,  1944.  The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  Supt. 
Mrs.  J.  E.  Wilder.  The  call  to  worship  began  by  the  congregation  repeating 
in  unison  the  watchword  for  the  year  and  singing  the  hymn,  "Holy,  Holy, 
Holy."  Period  of  praise  and  worship  was  led  by  Mrs.  Eph  Whisenhunt, 
alternating  verses  of  scripture  with  appropriate  hymns.  Prayer  was  led  by 
Rev.  W.  S.  Caudle.

The  recommendations  of  the  executive  committee  were  adopted.  Today's 
achievements  were  given  in  reports  as  follows:  Mrs,  Lane,  Stewardship 
Chairman;  Mrs.  Gillespie,  Mission  Study;  Miss  Alberta  Boyette,  Young- 
People;  Mrs.  Eph  Whisenhunt,  Training  School  and  Margaret  Fund;  Rev. 
W.  S.  Caudle,  Royal  Ambassadors. 

Mrs.  Lane  reported  number  of  tithers,  111;  number  Stewardship  Classes  5. 
Total  gifts  to  all  objects  was  $3,626.11  as  compared  to  $2,888.87  last  year. 
Watkins  Chapel  reported  as  having  several  gifts  to  Missions  from  every 
resident  member  of  the  church.  Mrs.  D.  B.  Oliver,  Literature  Chairman, 
stressed  that  first  of  all  we  must  study  God's  word  and  then,  as  a  supple- 
ment we'  must  use  the  Baptist  magazines  such  as  Royal  Service,  World 
Comrades',  etc.  Mrs.  Whisenhunt,  reporting  for  the  Margaret  Fund  asked 
for  prayers  for  the  students  and  each  society  was  asked  to  give  $3.00  per 
year  for  this  fund.  Rev.  W.  S.  Caudle  reported  for  the  R.  A.'s.  Number 
R.  A.  Chapters,  6;  Tithers,  13;  Mission  Study  Classes  8;  gifts  $168.19;  en- 
rollment 59.  In  the  absence  of  Mrs.  Thurston,  Mrs.  Hocutt  gave  the  report 
on  Community  Missions.  Only  19  senior  societies  had  reported  this  year  as 
compared  to  26  last  year.  She  urged  that  the  societies  not  forget  that 
saving  souls  was  the  first  objective  as  they  send  trays  and  flowers.  The 
association  voted  to  send  Mrs.  Thurston  a  message  of  love  as  she  leaves 
to  go  elsewhere  to  make  her  home  and  regain  her  health. 

The  Supt,  reported  for  the  year  using  the  topic,,  "Face  todsjif  and  plan 
for  tomorrow."  A  review  of  the  work  for  the  year  showed  we  have  had 
more  classes  in  Mission  Study;  more  organizations  practicing  Community 
Missions;  more  tithers;  an  increase  in  gifts  to  all  causes. 
The  goals  for  1944  are: 

To  establish  an  Associational  Mission  Study  Library. 
10%  increase  in  number  of  new  organizations. 


Johnston  Baptist  Association 
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10%  increase  in  tithers  and  enrollment. 

5%  increase  in  total  gifts. 
Mission  Study  Class  in  every  church. 
Organized  Community  Missions  in  every  church. 
Report  from  each  W.  M.  S.  each  quarter. 

She  urged  in  the  words  of  Miss  Fannie  Heck,  "Give  your  best  powers  in 
the  best  service  for  the  best  king."  that  "the  generaton  to  come  might  know." 

Mrs'.  B.  A.  Hocutt,  White  Cross  Chairman,  read  a  letter  of  appreciation 
from  the  Supt.  of  the  Baptist  Hospital  for  the  gifts  receievd  from  the 
Association.  An  attractive  poster  was  displayed  showing  the  Churches  con- 
tributing to  this  worthy  cause.  Prayer  for  guidance  for  the  day  was  led 
by  Mrs.  Hocutt.  It  was  moved  and  carried  to  adopt  reports  of  the  day. 
Roll  call  of  churches  by  groups  was  given;  21  churches  were  represented. 
Reports  were  given  by  each  representative. 

Mrs.  J.  S.  Farmer,  State  President,  spoke  on  the  subject,  "Looking  into 
tomorrow  with  the  convictions  of  today."  She  stressed  Mission  Study, 
Juvenile  Delinquency,  and  improving  interracial  relationships.  She  reported 
many  worthy  objects  were  being  benefited  by  the  Heck  Memorial  Offering. 
She  concluded  with  the  thought,  "Being  ready  for  the  daybreak  of  to- 
morrow." A  delightful  solo  was  rendered  by  Miss  Naomi  Smith.  Announce- 
ments were  called  for  and  Mrs.  Weston  gave  a  most  cordial  invitation  for 
everyone  to  stay  for  the  lunch  hour.  The  congregation  joined  in  singing, 
"All  hail  the  power  of  Jesus'  Name."  The  address  of  the  morning  was  made 
by  Miss  Pearl  Johnson,  returned  missionary  from  China.  She  read  verses 
f rem  Hab.,  Samuel  and  Jeremiah,  and  gave  some  marvelous  incidents  of 
her  work  in  China  under  war  conditions.  Her  voyage  to  America  was 
described  as  sailing  under  the  "Sign  of  the  Cross  and  under  the  light  of 
life."  She  spoke  of  the  great  opportunity  for  mission  work  in  the  China 
of  tomorrow.  The  session  was  closed  with  prayer  by  Miss  Johnson. 

The  afternoon  session  was  opened  by  singing  the  G.  A.  Hymn,  "We've 
a  story  to  tell  to  the  Nations,"  followed  by  prayer  by  Mrs.  A.  F.  Holt.  Mrs.

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DEDICATION 


The  Minutes  of  the  1945  Session  of  The  Johnston  Baptist 
Association  are  dedicated  to  Rev.  C.  L.  Gillespie,  one  of  our 
great  and  beloved  Pastors  who  has  answered  the  last  roll  call 
since  our  1944  Session. 

The  Reverend  Charles  Gillespie  was  born  at  Mooresboro, 
North  Carolina  April  8,  1896.  He  was  graduated  from  Boil- 
ing Springs  and  Wake  Forest  Colleges.  On  June  7,  1927,  Mr. 
Gillespie  was  married  to  Miss  Sudie  Mitchell  of  Rolesville, 
North  Carolina,  who  became  his  understanding  and  helpful 
companion  in  his  ministry. 

While  a  student  at  Wake  Forest,  Mr.  Gillespie  was  pastor 
of  the  Red  Bud  Church  in  Franklin  County,  where  a  new 
church  was  built;  Sulphur  Springs  Church  in  Warren  County; 
and  Brassfield  Church  in  Wake  County,  of  which  he  was 
pastor  for  ten  years.  After  graduating  at  Wake  Forest,  he 
taught  at  the  Wilton  High  School  for  one  year,  during  which 
time  he  continued  his  pastoral  work.    After  one  year  of  teach- 
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ing,  he  gave  his  full  time  to  the  ministry,  with  Creedmoor, 
Brasfield,  Pleasant  Grove,  Mount  Zion,  and  Stem  compos- 
ing a  field.  New  Bethel  Church  in  Vance  County  was  later 
added  to  this  field.  In  the  busy  days  of  this  pastorate,  a  son, 
Charles,  Jr.,  was  born  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Gillespie  on  December, 
31,  1929.  Some  of  these  were  strong  country  churches  where 
Mr.  Gillespie  did  some  of  his  best  work.  Here,  as  in  other 
pastorates,  he  loved  the  work  and  the  people  he  served.  He 
always  said  no  church,  regardless  of  how  small,  should  ever 
be  called  "insignificant,"  for  there  were  no  "insignificant" 
churches.  He  left  this  field  of  churches  to  accept  a  call  to  the 
First  Baptist  Church  of  Smithfield,  beginning  his  work  there 
December  1,  1935.  Here  he  began  a  pastorate  of  ten  years. 
On  December  22,  1942  the  church  building,  after  having  been 
renovated,  was  burned.  With  a  stout  heart  and  unfaltering 
faith,  he  inspired  his  people  to  plan  for  a  new  building  and 
an  even  greater  work.  A  building  fund  and  plans  for  a  new 
church  were  well  under  way  when  the  final  call  came  to  him 
on  May  18,  1945. 

Mr.  Gillespie  served  in  World  War  I.  It  was  shortly  after- 
wards that  he  received  his  call  to  the  ministry.  Perhaps  heri- 
tage was  not  without  its  influence  in  determining  Mr.  Gilles- 
pie's career  as  a  minister,  for  a  long  line  of  preachers  are  to 
be  found  in  both  his  father's  and  mother's  families. 

The  activities  and  work  of  Mr.  Gillespie  outside  of  his 
pastoral  duties  were  varied  and  influential.  Unknown  to  many 
people,  his  inspired  thoughts  were  often  written  into  poetry. 
At  one  time  he  was  president  of  the  State  B.  T.  U.  He  served 
a  term  on  the  Executive  Board  of  the  Baptist  State  Conven- 
tion. At  the  time  of  his  death,  he  was  Vice  President  of  the 
North  Carolina  Pastors'  Conference.  In  his  latter  years,  he 
organized  The  Inter-racial  and  Inter-denominational  Pastors' 
Conference  of  Johnston  County.  This  noble  work  was  indica- 
tive of  his  outlook  in  trying  to  create  a  Christian  Fellowship 
among  the  brethren  regardless  of  race  or  creed.  It  expessed 
his  outreaching  Christian  spirit. 

Those  who  knew  Charles  L.  Gillespie  found  in  him  a  con- 
tagious spirit,  congenial  wit,  courage  for  right  wisdom  and 
humility  for  God's  kingdom  work.

CONSTITUTION 

1.  The  Association  shall  be  known  as  the  Johnston  Baptist 
Association. 

2.  Its  object  shall  be  to  extend  the  privileges  of  the  Gospel 
and  liberal  culture  to  all  people  within  its  bounds,  and  by  hearty 
co-operation  with  the  Baptist  State  Convention,  to  help  offer  these 
privileges  to  all  mankind  in  and  out  of  its  bounds  by  the  cordial 
co-operation  of  all  churches  constituting  this  body. 

3.  It  shall  be  composed  of  the  pastors  in  active  service  in  the 
Association  and  such  delegates  as  shall  be  annually  elected  by  the 
churches  connected  with  it,  each  church  being  entitled  to  three 
delegates  unless  the  membership  shall  exceed  fifty,  and  then  an 
additional  delegate  for  every  twenty-five  members;  provided  no 
church  shall  have  more  than  eight  delegates. 

4.  The  New  Hampshire  Declaration  of  Faith  shall  be  the  sum- 
mary of  Divine  Truth  for  determining  question  of  faith  and  order 
in  this  body,  and  the  churches  desiring  membership  in  it  must 
commit  themselves  to  the  substance  of  it,  together  with  the  cove- 
nant herewith  submitted  and  this  constitution. 
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5.  This  Association  shall  not  have  power  to  annul  the  dis- 
cipline or  exercise  authority  over  any  church  connected  with  it, 
but  it  may  advise  with  and  sever  its  connection  with  any  church 
that  neglects  to  preserve  Gospel  order,  or  that  treats  with  con- 
tempt the  objects  of  advice  of  the  Association. 

6.  Each  church  shall  send  to  the  annual  meetings  of  the  As- 
sociation a  letter  (the  blanks  to  he  furnished  by  the  Clerk  of  the 
Association),  carefully  filled  as  per  blank  suggestions  stating  the 
full  work  of  the  church  for  the  year  ending  with  the  last  Sunday  in 
September. 

7.  The  Association  shall  foster  State  Missions,  Home  Mis- 
sions, Foreign  Misions,  Christian  Education,  the  Ministers'  Re- 
lief and  Annuity  Board,  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  Orphanage  and 
Hospital,  and  each  church  shall  be  requested  to  contribute  to  the 
support  of  these  objects  regularly  and  systematically. 

8.  Missions  and  Education  shall  have  precedence  in  their 
claims  upon  the  consideration  of  this  body  in  its  regular  sessions. 

9.  Whenever  a  church  shall  fail  to  be  represented  by  dele- 
gates or  letter  at  the  annual  session  of  the  Association,  inquiry 
shall  be  made  for  the  cause  and  efforts  shall  be  made  to  induce  such 
church  to  do  its  duty;  and  the  effort  shall  be  continued  until  the 
church  is  recovered  or  dropped  from  the  roll. 

10  The  Officers  of  the  Association  shall  be  a  moderator,  Vice- 
Moderator,  Clerk,  Treasurer,  Auditor,  and  Historian,  to  be  elected 
by  ballot  after  nomination  from  the  floor,  or  by  a  committee  of 
three  named  by  the  Moderator,  with  the  proviso  that  any  delegate 
may  amend  the  committee's  report  by  substituting  another  name 
for  any  one  offered  for  the  approval  of  the  Association,  which  pre- 
viously has  decided  on  the  method  used,  at  the  close  of  each  an- 
nual session,  to  serve  until  the  election  of  their  successors,  the 
Moderator  to  preside  over  the  sessions  of  the  body  and  to  promote 
the  interests  of  the  Association  during  the  year;  the  Vice-Modera- 
tor to  preside  in  his  absence;  the  Clerk  to  record,  print  and  dis- 
tribute the  minutes  of  the  body,  and  to  keep  on  file  these  and  all 
other  important  papers;  the  Treasurer  to  receive  and  disburse  all 
funds  of  the  Association  subject  to  its  order;  the  Auditor  to  ex- 
amine the  Treasurer's  books  at  the  close  of  each  session  and  to  ren- 
der a  report  before  adjournment;  the  Historian  to  report  to  the 
Association  each  year  at  the  annual  session,  and  to  keep  an  accu- 
rate history  of  the  work. 

11.  The  Association  shall  elect  annually  an  Executive  Commit- 
tee, which  shall-  have  authority  between  regular  sessions  of  the 
Association  to  act  for  the  body  in  necessary  matters,  executing  the 
plans  and  work  of  the  Association  in  whatever  manner  may  seem 
advisable,  a  full  report  of  its  work  being  presented  annually,  with 
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such  recommendations  as  may  seem  wise.  In  case  of  death  or 
removal  of  a  member  ,the  committee  may  appoint  a  successor  to 
act  until  the  next  meeting  of  the  Association. 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  elective  and 
ex-officio  members.  The  elective  members  shall  be  six  laymen, 
three  men  and  three  women,  no  two  of  whom  are  from  the  same 
church;  and  they 'shall  be  elected  for  two  years  terms,  so  that 
each  year  the  Association  will  elect  three  lay  members  of  the 
Executive  Committee.  The  Moderator  of  the  Association  shall  be 
an  ex-officio  member  of  the  Committee,  and  shall  act  as  its  chair- 
man. In  addition  to  the  Moderator,  the  following  persons  shall 
be  ex-officio  members  of  the  Committee:  Vice-Mcderator,  Clerk, 
Treasurer,  Auditor,  and  Historian  of  the  Association;  also  the 
Associational  heads  of  Sunday  School,  Training  Union,  and 
Woman's  Missionary  Union,  the  pastors  of  the  churches  in  the 
Association,  and  the  persons  who  are  to  make  reports  to  the  Asso- 
ciation the  following  year  on  Christian  Education,  Christian  Litera- 
ture, Temperance,  Social  Service,  Co-operative  Program,  Orphan- 
age and  Hospital.  All  ex-officio  members  shall  have  a  right  to 
vote  on  all  matters 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  be  divided  for  efficiency  into 
subcommittees,  which  shall  promote  the  various  phases  of  our 
work  during  the  year  and  report  quarterly  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee. 

12.  This  Constitution  may  be  amended  at  any  annual  session  by  a 
two-thirds  vote  of  all  members  present. 

13.  The  Proceedings  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Union  shall 
be  recorded  as  a  part  of  the  Minutes  of  the  Association. 

14.  The  Associational  Sunday  School  Superintendent  and  Bap- 
tist Training  Union  Director  shall  be  nominated  by  their  respective 
groups  and  elected  by  the  Association-  in  annual  session. 

BY-LAWS 

1.  The  Association  shall  meet  annually  at  such  time  and 
place  as  it  may  decide. 

2.  All  meetings  of  the  body  shall  be  opened  and  closed  with 
devotional  services. 

3.  Representatives  from  ten  of  the  churches  shall  constitute 
a  quorum. 

4.  Delegates  shall  be  recognized  by  letters  from  their  churches 
designating  them  as  such. 

5.  Members  desiring  to  speak  shall  first  rise  and  address  the 
Moderator,  shall  use  the  term  "brother,"  in  speaking  to  each  ot^her, 
shall  not  speak  on  the  same  subject  more  than  twice  without  per- 
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mission,  and  shall  observe  the  courtesy  that  becomes  Christians. 

6.  The  roll  of  members  shall  be  called  at  least  once,  and  ab- 
sentees marked. 

7.  Corresponding  messengers  and  visiting  brethren  shall  be 
invited  to  seats  with  thm  privilege  of  speaking,  but  not  voting. 

8.  A  copy  of  the  minutes  shall  be  sent  to  each  of  the  following: 
Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  State  Mission  Board,  Librarian  of 
Wake  Forest  College,  Librarian  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Theologi- 
cal Seminary,  Louisville,  Ky.,  Secretary  of  Survey  and  Statistics. 
Baptist  Sunday  School  Board,  Nashville,  Tenn.;  Samuel  Colgate 
Historical  Collection,  Colgate  University,  Hamilton,  N.  Y.;  Ameri- 
can Baptist  Society,  Crozer  Seminary,  Chester,  Pa,;  and  to  South- 
western Baptist  Theological  Seminary,  Fort  Worth,  Texas. 

9.  All  questions  of  order  not  herein  provided  for  shall  be  de- 
cided by  Kerfoot's  Parliamentary  Law.

Wednesday,  October  31,  1945

ston Baptist  Association  assembled  in  the  Trinity  Church  with 
the  building  crowded  with  messengers,  pastors  and  visitors. 

2.  At  10:30  o'clock  Vice  Moderator  W.  S.  Caudle,  in  the 
absence  of  Moderator  A.  J.  Whitley,  called  the  Association  to 
order.  Dr.  R.  E.  Earp  led  in  singing  two  hymns,  "Come  Thou 
Almighty  King"  and  "Blessed  Jesus,"  assisted  at  the  piano 
by  Mrs.  W.  S.  Caudle  of  the  Mount  Moriah  Church. 

3.  The  opening  prayer  was  led  by  Rev.  E.  L.  Parker. 

4.  The  roll  of  the  churches  was  called  by  the  clerk.  39 
of  the  46  churches  were  represented.  The  moderator  declared 
a  quorum  present  and  stated  that  the  Association  was  ready  to 
transact  any  business  that  should  be  brought  before  the  body.

6.  Rev.  H.  M.  Hall,  acting  pastor  of  Trinity  Church  was 
recognized  and  on  behalf  of  the  Church  and  community  gave 
the  Association  a  very  warm  welcome. 

7.  The  Moderator  asked  for  the  report  on  Christian  Edu- 
cation. In  the  absence  of  Rev.  C.  F.  Melton,  who  was  to  bring 
the  report  Mrs.  T.  J.  Etheredge  read  the  report.  Dr.  Leslie 
Campbell,  President  of  Campbell  College,  spoke  to  the  report 
in  a  very  fine  way.  The  report  was  adopted. 

REPORT  ON  CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION 

The  recent  global  conflict  has  demonstrated  the  truth  that 
most  thorough  training  is  necessary  to  the  winning  of  military 
victory.  Those  men  who  led  our  armies  had  to  undergo  very  ac- 
curate training  before  they  were  entrusted  with  the  responsibil- 
ity of  leading  their  men  into  battle.  Just  so  those  who  in  the  fu- 
ture will  lead  Southern  Baptists  in  the  field  of  Christian  educa- 
tion must  be  trained  for  service,  skilled  in  the  use  of  the  Sword 
of  the  Spirit.  Adroniram  Judson  said:  "If  I  had  a  thousand  dol- 
lars to  give  away  I  would  give  it  to  a  Christian  college  in  Ameri- 
ca where  in  building  Christian  character  and  training  young  men  and 
women  for  service  you  are  raising  the  seed-corn  of  the  earth." 
Thus  did  one  of  our  first  great  Baptist  missionary  leaders  measure 
the  value  of  Christian  education  in  the  promotion  of  the  kingdom. 

There  are  three  channels  through  which  Christian  Education 
may  be  received.  Before  God  gave  us  the  church  or  the  school 
He  gave  us  the  home.  It  is  life's  primary  institution.  The  Scrip- 
tures teach  us  that  if  we  are  to  find  our  place  in  God's  plan  we 
must  take  Him  into  our  home,  we  must  make  His  word  sacred, 
we  must  teach  it  diligently  to  our  children.  In  this  day  when  the 
divorce  rate  is  so  high  and  home  ties  are  so  easily  broken,  we  can 
be  sure  that  the  love  of  Christ  and  Christian  ideals  have  lost  their 
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prominency  in  the  home.  It  has  been  a  difficult  task  during  re- 
cent years.  War  always  makes  confusion.  Ideals  and  standards 
are  easily  broken  down,  and  helpful  habits  of  normal  times  dis- 
rupted, yet,  the  crying  need  of  the  hour  is  for  Christian  homes, 
homes  in  which  there  is  healthful  religious  teaching,  homes  in 
which  there  is  godly  living  on  the  part  of  parents  and  children.  Christ 
must  be  at  the  foundation  of  our  homes. 

The  second  channel  of  Christian  Education  is  the  Church. 
Through  the  Sunday  School,  Vacation  Bible  School,  and  Baptist 
Training  Union,  along  with  worship  services,  we  seek  to  give 
our  children  and  young  people  the  kind  of  training  that  will  make 
them  the  best  possible  Christian.  Our  churches  have  reached  only 
about  60  per  cent  to  70  per  cent  of  our  church  members  and  en- 
listed them  in  some  phase  of  the  educational  program  of  the 
church.  The  Christian  church  member  should  be  known  in  his 
community  by  his  distinctive  character.  God's  greatest  entrustment 
to  man  is  the  duty  of  Christians  to  work  together  to  show  Christ 
to  the  world,  How  better  can  we  show  Christ  to  the  world  than 
to  train  the  men  the  men  and  women  of  tomorrow  for  Christian 
leadership. 

North  Carolina  Baptists  have  the  honor  of  claiming  six  Chris- 
tian Educational  Institutions — four  Junior  Colleges,  namely:  Mars. 
Hill,  Campbell,  Gardner-Webb,  and  Wingate  and  two  senior  col- 
leges, Meredith  and  Wake  Forest.  The  student  body  in  each,  of 
these  schools  has  greatly  increased  over  the  enrollment  of  the  past 
two  years.  Many  ex-service  men  and  women  are  returning  to  con- 
tinue their  education.  The  dormitory  accommodations  are  not  suf- 
ficient to  take  care  of  these  who  wish  to  attend  these  schools. 
Wake  Forest  and  Meredith  are  now  in  the  midst  of  an  extensive 
enlargement  campaign  to  secure  funds  with  which  to  improve  their 
physical  plants.  The  Junior  colleges  are  likewise  in  need  of 
more  and  better  equipment  in  order  to  give  better  training  to  those 
who  enter  their  doors.  We  as  Baptists  are  stockholders  in  these 
institutions.  Therefore  what  they  are  today  and  what  they  be- 
come in  the  future  depends  on  our  support. 

It  is  imperative  that  we  awaken  to  our  responsibility  for 
Christian  Education  in  our  homes,  churches,  and  schools,  that 
the  leaders  of  tomorrow  may  be  the  Christian  leaders  God  would 
have.

8.  Mr.  J.  G.  Lane,  Associational  Historian  was  recognized 
and  presented  the  Historian's  report.  This  report  was  a  his- 
tory of  Trinity  Church.  The  report  was  adopted. 
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HISTORY  OF  TRINITY  BAPTIST  CHURCH 

The  origin  of  this  church  can  be  traced  back  to  the  desire  of 
a  group  of  Baptist  for  a  service  which  would  satisfy  their  ideas  of 
worship.  These  services  were  first  held  in  the  old  Meadow  Town- 
ship Court  House  which  stood  under  a  large  red  oak  tree  near  the 
present  location  of  the  church.  Later  a  half  acre  of  land  was  given 
by  James  F.  Peacock,    and  a  one  room  building  was  erected  in  1880. 

The  date  of  organization  of  the  church  was  September  5,  1880. 
This  was  done  by  authority  of  The  South  River  Association.  The 
minutes  of  that  meeting  state  that  the  executive  board  of  that  as- 
sociation appointed  Elder  William  Bland,  Rev.  H.  J.  Duncan,  and 
Rev.  S.  C.  Page  to  organize  the  church.  Elder  Bland  was  elected 
moderator  and  Whitney  Royal  clerk.  The  Scripture  read  was 
Matthew  16  chapter,  13th  and  21st  verses.  Those  present  v/ere 
given  an  opportunity  to  join  the  new  church,  Harry  Johnson, 
Mary  A.  Johnson.  T.  T.  Lee,  and  Aley  Johnson  were  the  first 
members  of  the  church.  Rev.  H.  J.  Duncan  was  called  to  be  the 
first  pastor,  and  Brother  Johnson  and  Brother  Lee  were  elected 
deacons.  Mr.  Harry  Johnson  was  elected  the  first  clerk  of  the 
church.  The  membership  of  the  church  grew  during  the  first  year 
from  four  to  twenty  members.  It  was  in  1884  that  the  first  dele- 
gates attended  the  union  meeting  held  at  Long  Branch  Church.  The 
minute  fund  sent  by  the  church  amounted  to  fifty  cents  and  it  was 
indicated  that  the  pastor's  salary  was  $16.00.  This  church  remained 
a  member  of  The  South  Fork  Association  until  1903  when  the 
membership  voted  to  join  in  the  formation  of  the  Johnston  County 
Baptist  Association. 

It  has  been  mentioned  before  that  Rev.  H.  J.  Duncan  was  the 
first  pastor  of  the  church,  but  there  is  no  record  of  the  length 
of  his  services  as  pastor.  The  Rev.  Wiley  M.  Page  served  the 
church  as  pastor  for  a  number  of  years  and  made  a  large  contribu- 
tion to  the  early  life  of  the  church.  Other  early  pastors  were:  S. 
E.  Page  and  Reddin  Honeycutt.  One  of  the  longer  pastorates  was 
that  of  Rev.  N.  H.  Gibbs  who  died  in  March,  1915  while  still  pas- 
tor of  the  church.  The  next  pastor  was  C.  H.  Stevens  who  was 
then  a  ministerial  student  at  Wake  Forest.  This  minister  was  in- 
strumental in  leading  the  people  in  a  desire  for  a  more  suitable 
church  building  and  subscriptions  were  taken  either  in  money, 
materials,  or  pledge  to  contribute  work.  Mr.  Stevens  resigned  at 
the  end  of  1915,  and  Rev.  R.  L.  Smith  was  called  to  be  pastor 
but  the  church  building  was  not  completed  during  his  pastorate 
since  Mr.  C.  H.  Stevens  was  called  as  pastor  the  next  year  and 
held  the  first  service  in  the  new  church  on  the  third  Sunday  in 
March,  1916. 
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The  building  of  a  parsonage  was  started  during  the  pastorate 
of  Brother  L.  F.  Sodeman.  The  definite  plans  being  made  in  No- 
vember, 1941,  the  building  being  nearly  enough  completed  to  be 
occupied  by  the  pastor,    W.  A.  Weston  and  his  family  in  1942. 

There  have  been  two  church  clerks  who  made  outstandings 
records  for  length  of  service.  Brother  D.  J.  Wood  served  as  clerk 
from  1887  until  he  resigned  in  1900.  Brother  J.  S.  Lawhorn  died 
in  office  as  clerk  after  having  served  for  twenty-four  years. 

One  of  the  events  that  stand  cut  in  the  Sunday  School  work 
was  in  1929  when  Miss  Alma  Dark  came  to  the  church  to  do 
some  special  Sunday  School  work.  A  religious  census  was  taken 
and  four  hundred  members  and  possibilities  were  found  within  a 
radius  of  two  miles  of  the  church.  Much  of  the  growth  in  the 
Sunday  School  dates  back  to  this  work  and  was  certainly  partly 
to  be  credited  with  the  attainment  of  reaching  the  goal  of  being  a 
standard  Sunday  School  in  1930. 

There  has  been  much  progress  from  the  early  days  when  the 
minute  fund  was  fifty  cents  and  pastor's  salary  was  $16.00  and  the 
membership  having  reached  a  grand  total  of  twenty  members.  The 
1945  letter  to  the  Association  shows  a  total  of  $1,406.31  contributed 
for  all  purposes.  The  total  Sunday  School  enrollment  is  now  112. 
Brother  O.  H.  Barefoot  is  the  present  superintendent.  There  is  also 
a  well  organized  W.  M.  U.  with  Mrs.  Gartha  Dudley  serving  as 
president.  The  church  has  had  fifteen  additons  this  year  which 
is  seventy-five  per  cent  of  the  total  membership  at  the  close  of 
the  first  church  year.  The  present  pastor  is  Rev.  Don.  Austin  who 
has  been  called  to  full  time  work. 

This  church  can  really  say,  "I  will  remember  the  pit  from 
which  it  was  dug;  the  quarry  from  which  I  was  raised,  and  the 
rock  from  which  I  was  hewn.  It  is  the  Lord's  doings,  and  it  is 
marvelous  in  my  sight."

He  also  led  a  fine  discussion 
from  the  floor  on  the  Biblical  Recorder.  The  motion  to  adopt 
the  report  was  carried. 

CHRISTIAN  LITERATURE 

Our  denomination  has  a  number  of  valuable  publications  which 
go  into  the  hands  of  our  people- in  all  our  churches  regularly.  These 
lesson  periodicals  are  available  to  all  of  you  without  direct  cost 
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to  you.  I  would  suggest  that  you  read  them.  They  are  mostly 
good  material,    and  of  value  for  instruction  in  righteousness. 

Too  much  neglected  are  our  mission  magazines,  Southern 
Baptist  Home  Missions,  and  The  Commission.  You  are  constantly 
called  upon  to  contribute  to  mission  work.  You  should  keep  your- 
self informed  about  what  your  money  is  supporting.  These  two 
magazines  keep  you  in  touch  with  the  home  and  foreign  mission 
work  of  our  denomination,  and  present  to  you  the  needs  of  the 
fields.  I  think  it  the  duty  of  us  all  to  keep  ourselves  informed  about 
this  work,    that  we  may  intelligently  support  the  work. 

The  Biblical  Recorder,  the  journal  of  the  Baptist  State  Con- 
vention, should  be  in  all  our  homes.  To  be  sure,  it  doesn't  sup- 
ply all  your  needs  in  the  field  of  religious  literature.  Neither  is 
it.  without  question,  superior  to  all  other  religious  journals.  We 
do  not  claim  that  for  it.  It  does,  however,  contain  material  in 
every  issue  the  value  of  which  cannot  be  measured  in  dollars  and 
cents.  Not  only  so,  it  furnishes  you  every  week  with  information 
and  material  which  should  go  into  every  Baptst  home  in  the  state 
and  which  is  published  in  no  other  publication.  I  consider  the 
Biblical  Recorder  an  essential  in  my  home. 

There  are,  however,  many  homes  in  our  association  which 
do  not  receive  the  Recorder.  In  fact  there  are  fifteen  Baptist 
churches  in  this  Association  which  seem  to  receive  no  Recorders 
in  the  entire  congregation.  This  is  pathetic.  If  no  one  will  sub- 
scribe to  it  the  church  ought  to  furnish  it  to  the  Sunday  School 
Superintendent,  the  Training  Union  Director,  and  the  President 
of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Union.  These  officers  should  certainly 
be  in  touch  with  the  journal  of  the  state  convention. 

There  are  more  than  9,000  Baptists  in  the  Johnston  Associa- 
tion. There  are  only  about  700  Biblical  Recorders  coming  into  the 
Association.  Something  definite  should  be  done  to  improve  this. 
The  every-family  plan  is  the  best  solution.  Several  of  our 
churches  already  have  that  plan. 

The  darkest  side  of  the  picture  is,  2,700  Baptists  of  this  Asso- 
ciation belong  to  churches  with  no  Recorder  Club  at  all  in  the 
church  membership.  Let  me  urge  every  church  in  the  Association 
to  work  up  a  club  of  at  least  five  subscriptions.  You  owe  it  to  your 
church  and  denomination  to  keep  yourself  that  well  informed.

10.    The  Moderator  next  recognized  the  pastors  of  the 
Association.    Fourteen  pastors  were  present.    Rev.  J.  A.  Cam- 
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mack  and  Rev.  H.  E.  Cherry  were  recognized  as  new  pastors 
in  the  Association.  Another  visitor  was  Mr.  L.  'A.  Martin  of 
the  Allied  Church  League. 

11.  A  motion  was  made  by  Bro.  J.  W.  Davis  that  those 
who  attend  the  sessions  of  our  Association  be  asked  to  bring 
a  picnic  lunch  for  the  dinner  and  that  the  host  church  be  asked 
to  serve  the  meal  and  furnish  the  drinks.  The  motion  carried. 

12.  Rev.  Tom  Freeman,  Chairman  of  a  Committee  ap- 
pointed by  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Association,  to 
make  some  needed  corrections  in  the  constitution  presented 
the  report  for  the  committee  as  a  matter  of  information. 

13.  At  this  time  the  Moderator  appointed  the  following 
committees : 

(1)  Time,  Place  and  Preacher:  Oliver  H.  Barefoot  of 
Trinity  Church,  Chairman;  F.  H.  Brooks  of  Smithfield;  Martin 
Thorne  of  Carter's  Chapel. 

(2)  Resolutions:  Mrs.  Cline  Ellis  of  Pisgah,  Chairman; 
Rev.  J.  A.  Cammack  of  Smithfield;  Arthur  Creech  of  Hales 
Chapel. 

(3)  Committee  on  Committees:  Rev.  Tom  Freeman  of 
Kenly,  chairman;  Rev.  Cline  Ellis  of  Pisgah;  B.  M.  Brannan  of 
Smithfield. 

(4)  Committee  on  Nominations:  Rev.  Eph  Whisenhunt  of 
Clayton,  chairman;  Bolton  Jones  of  Pisgah;  H.  E.  Mitchiner 
of  Wilson's  Mills. 

14.  Following  the  appointment  of  committees  a  number 
of  young  people  from  Pisgah  Church  brought  a  special  message 
in  song. 

15.  In  the  absence  of  Bro.  A.  R.  Creech,  Bro.  H.  E. 
Cherry  led  the  prayer  of  Thanksgiving  for  peace. 

16.  Dr.  Earp  led  in  singing  "Oh  Zion  Haste." 

17.  At  this  time  the  Moderator  asked  Bro.  G.  Willie  Lee 
to  preside  as  Moderator. 

18.  W.  S.  Caudle  offered  a  motion  that  the  Clerk  of  the 
Association  send  a  telegram  of  greetings  from  the  Associa- 
tion before  tomorrow's  session  to  Moderator  A.  J.  Whitley,  Jr., 
who  is  sick  in  a  Fayetteville  Hospital  and  that  our  minutes  for 
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this  session  be  dedicated  to  Rev.  C.  L.  Gillespie,  who  has  been 
called  from  us  by  death  since  our  last  session.  The  motion 
carried. 

19.  Bro.  Caudle  then  read  John  8:  1-20  and  preached  the 
annual  sermon  using  John  8:  12  as  his  text  with  the  subject 
"Jesus  the  Light  of  the  World"  bringing  a  very  fine  message. 

20.  Bro.  Whisenhunt  led  the  closing  prayer  and  return- 
ed thanks  for  the  bountiful  dinner  spread  on  the  table  in  the 
church  yard. 

FIRST  DAY — Afternoon  Session 

21.  The  Moderator  called  the  afternoon  session  to  order 
at  2:30  and  Dr.  R.  E.  Earp  led  the  congregation  in  singing  two 
hymns,  "I  Am  Thine  O  Lord"  and  "Tell  Me  The  Old  Old 
Story,"    assisted  at  the  piano  by  Mrs.  Cline  Ellis. 

22.  Rev.  L.  E.  Godwin  led  the  prayer. 

23.  The  Moderator  recognized  Rev.  J.  W.  Davis  who  pre- 
sented the  report  on  Temperance  and  Public  Morals.  Mr.  Da- 
vis moved  the  adoption  of  the  report.  The  motion  was  sec- 
onded. Mr.  Davis  presented  Mr.  L.  A.  Martin  of  Lexington, 
Executive  Officer  of  the  Allied  Church  League  who  spoke  on 
this  very  vital  and  important  subject,  giving  us  some  very 
startling  and  disturbing  things  to  think  about  in  connection 
with  the  alcoholic  beverage  situation  in  our  state  and  nation. 
The  report  was  adopted. 

PUBLIC  MORALS  AND  TEMPERANCE  REPORT 

The  attitude  of  American  life  is  fast  changing  concerning 
morals  and  temperance.  It  is  alarming  when  we  view  the  attack 
Satan  has  made  upon  humanity  during  the  war  period.  To  thought- 
ful Christians  it  seems  unnecessary  to  enlarge  upon  the  fact  of  the 
moral  and  spiritual  decline  in  the  standard  of  living  today.  The 
Bible,  the  Church,  the  Lord's  Day,  the  Christian  home  are  ap- 
parently forgotten  and  forsaken  by  too  many  of  our  so-called  best 
people;  "Why  call  me,  Lord,  Lord,  and  do  not  the  things  which 
I  say?" 

It  is  our  conviction  that  the  use  of  alcoholic  liquors  for  bever- 
age purposes  is  a  public  menace,  and  a  private  tragedy.  Since  the 
repeal  of  the  18th  Amendment,  the  increase  in  the  consumption 
of  liquor  has  been  steady  and  has  placed  the  United  States  among 
the  leaders  in  drunkenness  and  immorality. 
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It  is  time  to  call  for  warfare  against  these  enemies  of  righteous- 
ness by  every  Christian  man  and  woman.  We  understand,  today, 
more  clearly  what  Paul  meant  when  he  said,  "For  we  wrestle  not 
against  flesh  and  blood,  but  against  principalities,  against  powers, 
against  the  rulers  of  the  darkness  of  this  world,  against  spiritual 
wickedness  in  high  places."  Eph.  6:12.

24.  Rev.  N.  A.  Catlett  read  the  report  on  Associational 
Missions  and  Vacation  Bible  Schools.  Bro.  Catlett  moved  the 
adoption  of  the  report  which  was  duly  seconded  Mr.  Catlett 
spoke  to  the  report  making  some  very  challenging  statements 
concerning  this  work  in  our  Association.  The  motion  for 
adoption  carried. 

ASSOCIATIONAL  MISSIONS  AND  V.  B.  S. 

It  is  with  much  regret  that  we  are  obliged  to  report  but  little 
activity  in  the  capacity  of  Associational  Missions.  However,  we  did 
have  two  missionaries,  Miss  Clariene  Mangum  and  Miss  O'Daniel, 
who  worked  this  summer  for  about  10  or  12  weeks. 

They  served  diligently  and  faithfully  among  our  missionary 
organization,  Training  Union,  Sunday  School,  V.  B.  S.  and  the 
promotion  of  general  missionary  activities.  Much  has  been  ac- 
complished, much  more  could  have,  had  it  not  been  for  the  very 
busy  season  among  the  rural  churches.  Due  to  this  a  number  of 
appointments  were  cancelled.  May  we  endeaver  to  work  out  a  bet- 
ter schedule  this  coming  year. 

The  need  in  the  Johnston  Association  for  a  fulltime  missionary 
is  great.  It  is  urgent.  Therefore  let  us  pray  the  Lord,  that  He 
will  send  us  a  God-called,  capable,  energetic  missionary  to  aid 
us  in  the  great  work  before  us. 

As  we  review  the  work  of  the  past  year  in  V.  B.  S.  we  have 
reason  to  be  thankful  and  conscious  that  God  has  been  good,  and 
our  people  have  been  kind  and  cooperative. 

This  year  twenty-seven  churches  held  V.  B.  S.  with  an  en- 
rollment of  two  thousand  one  hundred  and  three  pupils.  Total 
contributions :  one  hundred  and  twenty-one  dollars  and  sixty- 
four  cents  and  best  of  all  there  were  45  conversions. 

Last  year  16  churches  reported  having  V.  B.  S.  with  an  en- 
rollment of  1269,    an  increase  this  year  of  834. 

We  have  19  churches  reporting  no  V.  B.  S.  Here  is  a  great 
challenge  for  our  people  to  do  great  things  for  Christ.  Now  as  never 
before,  we  need  to  go  forward  with  faith  and  vigor  in  the  promo- 
tion of  Bible  Schools.    With  almost  half  of  our  churches  reporting 
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no  B.  S.  we  must  not  let  up  anywhere,  but  quicken  our  efforts 
everywhere.

25.  Rev.  Eph  Whisenhunt  was  recognized  and  presented 
the  report  on  Minister's  Retirement  and  Annuity.  After  mak- 
ing a  motion  to  adopt  the  report  which  was  seconded,  Bro. 
Whisenhunt  spoke  to  the  report  making  some  very  timely  ex- 
planations concerning  the  Annuity  and  Retirement  for  Minis- 
ters.   The  report  was  adopted. 

MINISTERS'  RETIREMENT  AND  ANNUITY  . 

The  Ministers'  Retirement  and  Annuity  Plan  of  the  Relief  and 
Annuity  Board  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  under  the  North 
Carolina  Plan  provides  that  the  pastor  pay  4  per  cent  of  his  cash 
salary  into  the  fund;  the  church  or  churches  served  by  the  pas- 
tor a  like  amount  and  the  State  Convention  of  North  Carolina 
$18.00  per  year  when  full  benefits  are  provided. 

The  payments  of  the  pastor  are  placed  to  his  personal  credit 
and  cannot  be  used  for  any  other  pastor;  whether  the  pastor  re- 
tires or  not,  all  of  his  personal  payments  will  be  returned  to  him. 
The  amount  will  include  3  1-2  percent  interest.  In  case  of  death 
the  amount  will  be  paid  to  the  widow  and  orphan  children  or  to 
his  estate.   He  cannot  lose  anything. 

When  the  pastor  wishes  to  retire  at  the  age  of  65,  provided  he 
has  been  pastor  25  years  in  the  state  or  has  spent  part  of  his  years 
within  other  parts  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  he  will  be 
able  to  receive  one  half  of  his  average  salary  for  this  period  of 
years.  The  plan  for  full  benefits  does  not  take  into  consideration 
any  part  of  a  pastor's  salary  above  $4,000.00.  The  maximum  bene- 
fit will  not  be  paid  until  1956.  In  1945  the  amount  is  31  per  cent 
of  the  average  salary.  The  amount  increases  annually  until  the 
year.  1956.  Thereafter,  it  will  remain  at  50  percent  of  his  aver- 
age salary.  In  case  he  has  less  than  25  years  to  his  credit  his  pen- 
sion will  be  reduced  4  percent  for  each  year  less  than  25. 

In.  case  of  permanent  disability  the  pastor  may  receive  as  much 
as  $500.00  per  year  during  such  disability.  This  is  on  condition 
that  the  pastor  has  served  in  North  Carolina  as  much  as  five  years 
and  has  been  a  member  of  the  Retirement  Plan  for  at  least  two 
years. 

In  case  the  pastor  should  die  before  reaching  the  age  of  65  the 
money  paid  in  will  be  used  to  provide  an  annuity  for  the  widow 
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and  minor  children.  The  annuity  for  the  widow  will  be  based 
upon  25  years  as  the  pastor's  wife.  If  she  has  lived  with  pastor- 
husband  less  than  25  years  then  her  persion  will  be  reduced  4  per 
cent  per  year  for  each  year  less  than  25.  The  amount  received  will 
be  one  half  of  the  amount  her  husband  would  have  received.  In 
event  the  husband's  accumulated  credits  are  not  sufficient  to  pro- 
vide a  widow's  annuity  equal  to  or  greater  than  $10.00  per  month 
the  Annuity  Board  shall  have  the  right  to  pay  the  widow  in  one 
sum  the  husband's  accumulated  credits. 

In  case  the  pastor  and  church  may  choose  the  payments  may 
be  reduced  and  of  course  the  benefits  will  be  reduced. 

North  Carolina  has  664  members  in  the  plan  and  the  -816 
churches  served  by  the  "members.  The  Johnston  Baptist  Association 
has  8  pastors  and  12  churches  in  this  plan  of  retirement. 

The  Ministers'  Retirement  Plan  is  our  only  hope  to  solve  the 
problem  of  dependency  of  disabled  and  aged  ministers  of  the  gos- 
pel. The  Plan  enables  the  churches  to  carry  out  the  decree  of 
God's  Word  that  "They  which  preach  the  gospel  should  live  of  the 
gospel."  In  case  the  pastor  breaks  down  mentally  or  physically 
or  becomes  too  old  to  carry  on  his  work,  the  church  can  retire  him 
gracefully  and  with  a  clear  conscience  before  God  and  the  com- 
munity. 

We  recommend  that  the  Executive  Committee  of  this  Associa- 
tion seek  to  enlist  all  pastors  and  churches  in  the  Ministers'  Re- 
tirement Plan.

26.  Following  this  report  Dr.  Earp  led  in  singing,  "Faith 
of  Our  Fathers." 

27.  After  the  singing  of  this  hymn  the  Moderator  asked 
for  the  report  on  Orphanage  and  Hospital.  Bro.  S.  T.  Ander- 
son, Jr.,  Associational  Representative  of  these  phases  of  our 
work  could  not  be  present.  Mr.  Cammack,  pastor  of  Smith- 
field  Church,  read  the  report.  He  moved  the  adoption  of  the 
report  and  the  motion  was  carried. 

28.  Mr.  W.  C.  Read  was  recognized  and  brought  greetings 
and  a  message  from  our  Orphanage.  His  talk  was  very  help- 
ful and  enjoyable  and  should  cause  us  to  think  more  of  this 
part  of  our  work. 

29.  Dr.  R.  E.  Earp,  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of 
our  Baptist  Hospital  at  Winston-Salem,  was  recognized  and 
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spoke  on  the  work  there,  giving  us  some  facts  and  figures  about 
the  work  now  and  in  the  future. 

30.  Mrs.  B.  A.  Hocutt  also  told  us  about  the  White  Cross 
work  in  sending  linens  or  providing  lines  for  the  hospital.  The 
report  was  adopted. 

REPORT  OF  BAPTIST  ORPHANAGE  AND  HOSPITAL 

"Wars  may  come  and  go,  we  may  sign  treaties  of  peace,  and 
establish  world  tribunals,  but  the  homeless  child  is  ever  with  us. 
Wars  have  always  been  hazardous  to  home  and  childhood.  During 
the  past  two  years  many  children  have  been  born  in  this  country 
who  have  never  seen,  and  who  never  will  see  their  fathers.  These 
fathers  have  given  their  last  full  measure  of  devotion  in  the  ser- 
vice of  their  country.  Others,  through  dissipation  and  neglect 
have  shirked  their  responsibility  as  parents  and  left  helpless  chil- 
dren dependent  on  Christian  citizens.  Shall  we  be  faithful  to  these 
children?  This  condition  is  nothing  new.  It  gave  Christ,  when  he 
was  in  the  world,  great  concern  and  caused  him  to  exclaim:  "But 
whoso  shall  offend  one  of  these  little  ones  —  it  were  better  for 
him  that  a  millstone  be  hanged  about  his  neck — ."  Our  orphan- 
age is  the  most  drect  channel  through  which  Baptists  may  render 
service  to  dependent  children. 

During  the  past  year  and  in  spite  of  the  tremendous  increase 
of  the  cost  of  living,  we  cared  for  approximately  700  children  in 
the  Mills  Home  and  Kennedy  Home,  through  Mother's  Aid,  and 
in  boarding  homes.  In  addition  to  this,  Orphanage  representa- 
tives rendered  perhaps  their  best  service  to  more  than  300  children, 
by  helping  families  work  out  their  domestic  problems,  thus  pre- 
venting the  necessity  of  having  to  take  these  children  into  the  in- 
stitution. Through  these  faithful  efforts  more  than  a  thousand 
children  were  aided. 

It  costs  $675.00  a  day  to  care  for  the  large  family  now  in  the 
orphanage.  We  cannot  build  orphanages  large  enough  to  care  for 
all  needy  children.  Christian  people  should  in  some  way  stimulate 
fathers  and  mothers  and  prospective  fathers  and  mothers  to  rededi- 
cate  themselves  to  the  task  of  building  good  homes.  Wrecked  homes 
are  the  greatest  tragedies  of  the  present  generation.  We  win  mili- 
tary victories  in  vain,  at  the  expense  of  our  fine  boys  and  girls, 
unless  we  can  here  at  home  win  moral  and  spiritual  victories  that 
will  unshakle  the  children  of  tomorrow." 

The  underlying  purpose  of  the  Baptist  Hospital  has  always 
been  medical  care  for  the  poor.  Since  the  day  it  received  its  first 
patient  it  has  offered  a  high  type  of  hospital  care  on  a  statewide 
basis.  Its  caliber  of  service  was  enhanced  many  times  over  when 
the  Wake  Forest  Medical  School  became  a  four  year  school  and 
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was  located  adjacent  to  the  Baptist  Hospital.  When  the  Hospital 
became  a  teaching  hospital,  its  purpose  became  two  fold, — teach- 
ing and  healing,  the  twin  endeavors  of  Christ. 

The  Hospital  operates  one  of  the  fullest  approved  schools  of 
nursing  in  the  South.  These  students  come  from  all  over  North 
Carolina  and  represent  the  highest  type  of  womanhood — mentally, 
physically,  and  morally.  A  most  rigid  scientific  training  and  under 
Christian  auspices  is  giyen  the  girls,  and  the  Hospital  takes  great 
pride  in  the  Christian  and  human-attitude  it  develops  in  the  girls. 

More  than  8,000  bed  patients  are  treated  each  year.  Many 
pay  no  doctor's  fee  and  most  of  those  pay  no  hospital  expense. 
The  cost  of  the  free  service  during  1944    amounted  to  $198,648.92. 
The  present  capacity  of  the  Hospital  is  247  beds  and  55  bassinets. 

The  Hospital  has  developed  into  one  of  the  top  ranking  hospitals 
of  our  nation  in  the  caliber  of  its  medical  work.  In  developing  its 
medical  program  care  has  been  taken  that  the  spiritual  atmosphere 
of  the  Hospital  should  develop  in  the  same  manner.  Emphasis  is 
given  at  every  turn,  in  its  educational  program,  in  its  employees, 
and  with  its  patients  to  the  spiritual  needs  of  all  coming  in  con- 
tact with  the  Hospital.  The  religious  program  is  under  the  direc- 
tion of  a  full-time  chaplain  and  student  secretary.  Due  to  the  close 
touch  which  the  nature  of  sickness  allows  the  chaplain  to  have 
with  the  patients,  there  are  many  conversions  and  rededications 
in  the  Hospital. 

North  Carolina  Baptists  have  developed  in  their  Hospital  one 
of  the  greatest  medical  centers  in  our  country,  and  at  the  same 
time  one  of  the  strongest  influences  for  the  cause  of  Christ.  Op- 
portunities for  serving  as  an  agency  of  mercy,  as  a  means  of 
teaching,  and  as  a  means  of  spreading  the  influence  of  Christ  are 
a  challenge  to  our  great  denomination  that  its  program  will  not  be 
restricted  for  lack  of  finances. 

All  during  the  year  the  Orphanage  and  the  Hospital  received 
gifts  from  North  Carolina  Baptists.  Special  emphasis  is  made  at 
Thanksgiving  time  for  gifts  to  the  Orphanage.  Let  us  remember 
the  motherless  and  fatherless  child  and  the  physically  and  mentally 
sick  and  make  our  gifts  that  these  unfortunates  may  have  some  of 
the  care  and  attention  that  Christ  wished  them  to  have.

31.  The  report  on  Social  Service  was  presented  by  Rev. 
J.  Wade  Baker.    After  reading  the  report,    Mr.  Baker  moved 
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the  adoption  of  the  report.  This  motion  was  seconded.  The 
Moderator  recognized  Mr.  Baker  who  spoke  to  the  report,  tell- 
ing us  some  things  we  as  christians  could  do  to  help  a  needy 
world.  Needy  in  many  ways  and  many  things.  The  report 
was  adopted. 

REPORT  ON  SOCIAL  SERVICE 

Jesus,  returning  from  his  baptism  and  temptation  experience, 
entered  the  local  synagogue  and  before  his  own  people  made  his 
religious  manifesto.  He  stated  his  qualification  for,  and  the  na- 
ture of,  his  ministry  as  he  read  from  the  book  of  the  prophet 
Isaiah:  The  Spirit  of  the  Lord  is  upon  me,  because  he  anointed 
me  to  preach  good  tidings  to  the  poor;  he  hath  sent  me  to  proclaim 
release  to  the  captives,  and  recovering  of  sight  to  the  blind,  to  set 
at  liberty  them  that  are  bruised,  to  proclaim  the  acceptable  year 
of  the  Lord.  Unto  the  end  of  his  ministry,  Jesus  never  deviated 
from  this  program.  Furthermore,  he  instructed  his  disciples  to 
carry  out  the  same  program  in  their  ministry  that  he  advocated. 
The  four  gospels  and  The  Acts  inform  us  fchat  the  disciples  fulfilled 
Christ's  commission. 

We  must  bear  in  mind  that  the  commission  received  and  de- 
livered by  the  disciples  was  more  than  a  spoken  word  concerning  the 
appearance  of  the  Messiah  and  of  his  bringing  salvation  to  man- 
kind. It  involved  a  practical  application  of  those  religious  factors 
which  Jesus  had  proclaimed.  The  disciples  included  in  their  min- 
istry and  applied  in  practice  those  elements  which  are  known  to  us 
as  social  service.  Like  their  Master  they  healed  the  sick,  cleans- 
ed the  lepers,  restored  sight  to  the  blind,  and  cast  out  demons. 
Freely  they  had  received,  freely  they  gave. 

There  is  a  danger  that  we  of  the  churches  have  too  often  limited 
the  gospel  of  Christ  to  a  mere  evangelistic  appeal,  and  have  been 
too  inactive  regarding  the  social  issues  of  the  gospel  which  are 
equally  important.  Evangelistic  ferver  must  be  matched  with  prac- 
tical Christianity  in  terms  of  social  service.  The  influence  of  the 
Christian  Church  will  ever  be  in  proportion  to  its  program  that 
envisions  and  meets  social  needs. 

The  following  is  not  a  complete  report  of  what  has  been  done, 
but  it  is  indicative  of  social  service  rendered  among  the  forty-six 
churches  of  Johnston  Association: 

Twenty-three  churches  report  $1,838.90  given  to  local  charity. 

Twenty-one  churches  gave  $1,275.54  to  Red  Cross  and  foreign 
relief. 

Nine  churches  contributed  $245.00  in  aiding  others  in  the  erec- 
tion of  places  of  worship. 
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Six  churches  have  given  assistance  and  unspecified  financial 
aid  in  helping  with  programs  among  our  negro  brethren. 

Two  churches  have  spent  $65.00  in  sponsoring  recreational  pro- 
grams as  scout  troops  and  clubs. 

Eleven  churches  have  assisted  farmers  or  workmen  with  their 
work  when  handicapped  by  illness  or  misfortune. 

Four  churches  reported  giving  clothing  of  an  undetermined 
value  to  those  in  need. 

Two  churches  gave  $165.00  to  the  support  of  two  students  in 
school. 

Two  other  items  of  social  service  regularly  supported  should 
be  included  in  this  report — the  Orphanage  and  Hospital.  $5,284.22 
was  contributed  to  the  Orphanage  and  $1,667.94  to  the  Hospital. 

It  has  been  mentioned,  though  not  specifically  reported,  that 
organizations  among  our  churches  have  sponsored  charitable  and 
benovelent  causes.  Also  there  are  those  who  out  of  love  have 
availed  themselves  of  the  opportunity  to  give  to  those  in  need  with- 
in their  communities.  These  gifts  are  never  reported  publicly  but 
a  divine  blessing  ever  comes  to  those  who  give  secretly  in  a  spirit 
of  Christian  love. 

It  is  urged  that  the  .churches  of  our  Association  be  more  con- 
cerned in  promoting  social  service  in  our  communities  by  con- 
tributing to  charitable  causes,  supporting  recreational  programs 
among  the  youth,  assisting  in  race  relations,  and  in  meeting  oth- 
er social  needs.  Churches  should  be  careful  to  keep  records  in  or- 
der that  all  social  work  might  be  correctly  reported  to  our  Asso- 
ciation.

37.  H.  M.  Hall  offered  a  motion  that  the  program  com- 
mittee to  arrange  the  program  for  the  next  session  o£  our  As- 
sociation be  asked  to  arrange  that  the  time  for  the  sermon  be 
set  not  later  than  11:30.  The  motion  carried. 

38.  The  Moderator  recognized  Bro.  A.  D.  Parrish  who  read 
a  list  of  those  who  have  answered  the  last  roll  call  since  Septem- 
ber 30,  1944,    and  made  a  few  remarks  in  their  honor. 

39.  Mrs.  J.  E.  Wilder,  Supt.  of  the  W.  M.  U.  work  was 
recognized  by  the  Moderator.  Mrs.  Wilder  asked  the  privilege 
of  sending  in  her  written  report  later.  A  motion  was  made  that 
the  clerk  be  allowed  to  approve  the  report.  The  motion  car- 
ried. A  motion  was  made  to  adopt  the  report.  Mrs.  Wilder 
presented  Rev.  Arthur  Gillespie  who  spoke  to  the  report.  The 
report  was  adopted. 

W.  M.  U.  REPORT 

"Let  us  rise  up  and  build,"  is  the  clarion  call  that  echoes 
through  the  Bible.  In  Old  Testament  times  people  heard  it  and  re- 
sponded. Homes,  altars,  walla,  temples,  and  cities  rose  — 
monuments  to  consecrated  and  creative  effort.  In  the  New  Testa- 
ment emphasis  is  placed  on  spiritual  building.  Build  character 
the  gospels  and  epistles  urge;  build  a  social  structure  in  the  world 
worthy  to  be  called  God's  edifice. 

"Let  us  rise  up  and  build,"  is  also  a  modern  challenge.  The 
following  report  will  reveal  how  well  Woman's  Missionary  Union 
of  Johnston  Association  built  in  1944. 

The  Associational  Standard  of  Excellence  was  attained.  A 
Leadership  Conference  was  held  in  January,  annual  meeting  and 
Y.  W.  A.  Council  in  April,  Young  People's  Rally  in  August.  All  were 
well  attended  and  very  valuable. 

The  School  of  Missions  did  not  materialize  because  it  was  too 
late  to  secure  the  missionaries.  Another  is  beng  planned  for 
March  17-22,  1946.    This  is  a  new  undertaking  for  Johnston.  It 
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it  hoped  that  every  church  will  take  advantage  of  this  opportunity 
to  emphasize  missions. 

A  total  of  165  seasons  of  prayer  were  observed  for  State, 
Home  and  Foreign  Missions.  This  is  48  more  than  last  year. 

All  organizations  reported  during  the  year.  All  W.  M.  S.  re- 
ported quarterly.  The  majority  were  on  time. 

Thirteen  churches  have  no  Mssionary  organization.  Twenty- 
three  have  only  one.  Four  lack  one  organization  each  being  full 
graded.  They  are  Middlesex,  Mt.  Moriah,  Pine  Level  and  Pisgah. 
Five  maintained  full  graded  unions.  (W.  M.  S.,  Y.  W.  A.,  G.  A., 
R.  A.  and  Sunbeam  Band)  Baptist  Center,  Benson,  Clayton, 
Princeton  and  Smithfield 

A  gain  of  11  organizations  was  the  result  of  earnest  effort  on 
the  part  of  Kingdom  builders  to  enlist  and  teach  missions.  Other 
societies  were  gained  but  proved  to  be  built  on  sand  and  did  not 
weather  the  tests.  Let  us  be  careful  to  build  on  a  solid  foundation. 

January  1,  1944  there  were  73  organizations.  Of  this  number 
11  were  A-l,  8  reached  class  B,  6  reached  class  C.  48  did  not  make 
a  grade.  Excellent  material  to  use  in  building  in  the  future  is  the 
Standard  of  Excellence  Chart  and  the  W.  M  .U.  periodicals.  How 
can  one  build  without  the  right  things  to  build  with? 

For  most  leaders  twelve  months  seemed  too  long  to  pray,  work 
and  wait.  Others  pondered  and  feared  to  attempt,  time  slipped 
away  and  they  could  not  make  up  that  which  was  lost. 

To  Clayton  goes  highest  honors  for  building  largest  and  best 
W.  M.  U.  house.  They  were  A-l  full-graded.  (W.  M.  S.  and  one 
each  of  the  Young  People's  organizations  A-l).  At  the  close  of 
1944  they  not  only  had  the  required  5  but  8  A-l  organizations.  This 
included  3  Royal  Ambassador  Chapters.  Mrs.  B.  A.  Hocutt  is 
Chief  Architect.  Rev.  Eph  Whisenhunt,  pastor.  Mrs.  Hocutt  and 
her  faithful  co-workers  neither  waited  nor  feared  but  worked,  lost 
no  time    and  came  joyfully  to  the  end  of  the  year. 

Through  75  Mission  Study  Windows  652  women  and  young  peo- 
ple received  a  glimpse  of  great  white  fields  with  an  urgent  need  for 
more  workers,  money  and  equipment.  Mrs.  J.  E.  Parrish  is  the 
New  Mission  Study  Chairman.  The  goal  for  1945  is  100  classes 
with  an  enrollment  of  1,000.  $24.75  has  been  given  to  buy  new 
books  for  the  Associational  Mission  Study  Library.  Mrs.  C.  L. 
Corbett  has  placed  emphasis  on  the  study  of  the  Bible  and  the 
Community  Missions  Guide. 

48  organizations  engaged  in  Community  Missions  under  Mrs. 
Corbett's  leadership.    This  is  a  gain  of  25  over  year  before.  Many 
have  learned  the  ultimate  aim  of  the  work  is  to  win  souls;  to  make 
Christ  better  known,  loved  and  served  in  ones  own  community. 
The  following  figures  show  Mrs.  D.  B.  Oliver  has  worked  ef- 
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fectively  through  our  periodicals  and  State  Baptist  Paper.

There  are  many  subscriptions  to  the  Commission  and  Southern 

Baptist  Home  Missions.  Through  these  are  not  W.  M.  U.  magazines 
we  urge  that  they  be  read  and  used  in  program  building. 

With  constant  hammering  114  more  women  and  young  people 
have  learned  to  be  better  stewards  of  their  money  bringing  the 
number  of  tithers  to  225  and  total  gifts  to  $6,408.45  a  gain  of  $1,- 
729.32.  Mrs.  J.  G.  Lane,  chairman,  is  asking  for  a  20  per  cent  in- 
crease in  Cooperative  Program  and  total  gifts  for  1945. 

Mrs.  B.  A.  Hocutt  repcrted  that  33  churches  gave  a  total  of 
$505.56  in  White  Cross  gifts  for  the  Baptist  Hospital  at  Winston- 
Salem.  This  is  a  gain  of  $117.76  in  gifts  but  one  church  less  con- 
tributed to  this  very  worthy  cause.  The  goal  for  next  year  is  46 
churches  participating  in  this  golden  opportunity  to  minister  to, 
"One  of  the  least  of  these."  Some  one  said, 
"Oh,  I  wish  I  had  been  His  apprentice 

And  worked  in  the  Nazareth  shop. 
Still,  as  of  old  we  may  serve  Him 

For  did  not  the  Carpenter  say, — 
"Inasmuch  "  as  ye  aid  my  littlest  one, 

Ye  do  it  my  friend  for  me. 
His  poor  we  have  always  with  us 

The  lonely,  the  sick,  the  driven 
To  these  we  may  give  of  our  succor, 

For  of  such  is  His  Kingdom  of  Heaven." 

There  has  been  splendid  growth  among  the  Young  People  un- 
der the  fine  leadership  of  Miss  Alberta  Boyette,  Rev.  W.  S.  Caudle 
and  the  Group  Representative. 

We  regretted  the  resignation  of  Mrs.  Eph  Whisenhunt  our  very 
efficient  Training  School  and  Margaret  Fund  chairman  but  welcome 
Mrs.  Cline  Ellis  to  this  important  office.  She  has  already  proved 
her  worth  in  many  ways. 

To  everyone  who  has  given  of  love  labor  or  prayers  we  would 
say,  "Thank  You"  and,  "The  Lord  bless  thee,  and  keep  thee:  The 
Lord  make  his  face  shine  upon  thee,  and  be  gracious  unto  thee. 
The  Lord  lift  up  His  countenance  upon  thee  and  give  thee  peace." 

We  pause  to  pay  tribute  to  Rev.  Charles  L.  Gillespie  who  went 
home  during  the  year.  He  was  always  a  sympathetic  friend  of  W. 
M.  U.  We  shall  miss  his  helping  hand  but  shall  endeavor  to  build 
better  because  he  lived,  and  still  lives  among  us. 

During  Nehemiah's  time  enemies  tried  to  stop  the  enterprise 
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and  destroy  the  work  but  the  builders  did  not  stop.  With  swords 
girt  on  they  continued  confidently  with  the  work. 

Nehemiah's  problem  has  its  parallel  in  our  Association  today. 
Indifference,  procrastination  worldly  and  lesser  things  have  arisen 
to  hinder  and  destroy  but  we  must  work  on.  "We  are  laborers  to- 
gether with  God — having  the  everlasting  Gospel  to  preach  unto 
them  that  dwell  on  the  earth  and  to  every  nation  and  kindred 
and  tongue  and  people."  Therefore  let  us  gird  ourselves  with  the 
whole  armour  of  God,  rise  up  and  build  a  W.  M.  U.  structure 
worthy  to  be  called  God's  edifice.

What  is  the  purpose  of  Sunday  School?  Is  it  somewhere  just 
to  send  our  boys  and  girls  to  keep  them  out  of  mischief  for  the 
short  period  of  one  hour  on  Sunday  morning?  Or  is  it  somewhere 
to  send  the  children  to  relieve  the  busy  mother  so  that  she  can  do 
the  cooking  or  some  other  worldly  work?    Others  may  send  them

hoping  they  will  be  better  than  they  are.  Others  may  send  them 
to  show  the  Sunday  School  how  neat  and  graceful  they  can  dress 
their  children,  or  Mrs.  Smith  and  Mrs.  Jones  may  send  their 
children  hoping  that  they  will  find  Christ.  All  this  is  very  good 
but  doesn't  go  far  enough.  What  is  the  first  essential  thing  for 
mothers  and  fathers  to  do?  "and  first  they  gave  themselves"  we 
hear  the  Apostle  Paul  teaching  in  his  great  mission.  And  then 
we  won't  send  our  children,  we  will  carry  them.  Not  only  to 
Sunday  School  but  we  will  have  devotions  in  our  homes  and  also 
teach  them  the  love  of  Christ.  Second,  our  Sunday  School  is  one  of 
the  great  privileges  we  have  of  going  to  God's  house  every  Sunday 
morning  and  is  the  only  worship  that  every  church  in  the  Associa- 
tion has  every  Sunday.  And  a  wonderful  place  to  teach  our  chil- 
dren how  to  be  reverent  when  they  go  into  God's  house  and  this  is 
very  essential  to  the  young  child.  We  must  first  get  them  to 
realize  the  Sacredness  of  the  Church.  Third,  and  greatest  of  all, 
we  have  the  privilege  of  studying  and  discussing  and  exchanging 
our  own  thoughts  one  among  another  concerning  God's  word.  Not 
only  this  but  many  of  us  learn  to  pray  in  public  and  to  grasp  a 
great  program  of  Christ  Jesus  our  Lord  that  he  came  and  gave  His 
Life  that  we  might  live. 

I  am  happy  to  report  to  you  that  you  have  through  Christ  done 
a  wonderful  work  this  year  in  spite  of  all  the  hardships  and  horrors 
of  war  carrying  hundreds  of  our  boys  away  and  in  spite  of  numer- 
ous others  things  that  were  a  hindrance.  You  have  gone  out  into 
the  highways  and  hedges  and  brought  into  our  schools  this  year 
nearly  1,000  boys  and  girls  more  than  you  did  in  the  year  1944,  and 
as  superintendent  in  Christ,  I  am  grateful  to  you  for  your  marvelous 
work.    Here  are  the  ex.act  figures: 

6,117  enrollment  of  1945 

5,497  enrollment  of  1944  or  an  increase  of  of  620  * 
By  baptism  from  Sunday  School  246 
18  churches  conducted  Study  Courses.  Attended  -847 
I  think  that  the  Sunday  School  is  the  very  Mother  of  our 
Church  when  we  as  teachers  and  older  people  carry  out  the  real 
mission  of  Christ  Jesus  our  Lord.   In  the  coming  year  of  1946,  may 
we  hear  the  call  of  Christ  as  he  spoke  to  his  Disciples  "Go  Ye 
into  all  the  World  and  preach  the  Gospel"  and  with  over  14,000 
boys  and  girls  that  are  now  in  our  community  that  are  not  enrolled 
in  Sunday  School,  may  this  be  a  challenge  to  us  in  the  coming 
year  of  1946  and  may  God  help  us  to  give  ourselves  completely  to 
his  great  work  through  the  power  of  the  Spirit  that  we  might  en- 
roll a  goodly  number  of  boys  and  girls  who  are  living  under  worldly 
conditions.

A  REPORT  ON  THE  COOPERATIVE  PROGRAM 

The  purpose  of  this  report  is  to  give  a  summary  of  what  our 
Baptist  people  have  done  for  the  cause  of  Christ  through  the  Co- 
operative Program  in  the  past  associational  year.  Also,  we  urge  °-ur 
people  to  give  more,  during  the  coming  year,  through  this  great 
plan. 

The  Co-operative  Program  is  a  simple,  but  adequate  plan  of 
work;  developed  by  Southern  Baptists  as  a  result  of  our  failure  to 
pay  our  pledges,  made  to  God,  through  the  75  million  campaign. 
This  left  nearly  all  our  institutions,  State  and  Southwide,  in  debt 
and  something  had  to  be  done.  The  Co-operative  Program  is  the 
result  of  earnest  prayer,  much  thought  and  experience.  It  is  the 
plan  adopted  by  Southern  Baptists  in  an  effort  to  enlist  all  our 
people  in  the  systematic  support  of  all  the  general  work  of  the  de- 
nomination. It  includes  missions,  education  and  benevolences  in 
the  Southern  States  as  a  whole  and  in  several  foreign  countries. 
It  seeks  to  find  a  regular  dependable  income  for  all  agencies  engaged 
in  this  work;  and  it  distributes  to  all  these  agencies  in  porportion 
to  their  needs. 

Sixty  cents  out  of  every  dollar  that  is  contributed  to  missons, 
in  North  Carolina,  through  the  Co-operative  Program  is  kept  for

Last  year  9091  members  were  reported  in  the  Johnston  Associa- 
tion. The  total  amount  of  undesignated  gifts,  given  through  the 
Co-operative  Program  was  $8138.00  which  is  an  average  of  .90  per 
member.  For  all  missions  and  benevolences,  including  gifts 
through  the  Co-operative  Program,  $20,310.68  was  given;  which 
is  an  average  of  $2.23  per  member.  Please  join  me  in  sincere  prayer 
that  every  Baptist  will  give  more  for  missions  next  year. 

UNDEVELOPED  GIVERS:  Large  number  of  our  church  mem- 
ber give  nothing  at  all  to  religious  causes.  According  to  E.  P.  Al- 
dredge,  who  is  an  authority  for  this  statement,  out  of  every  100 
church  members  only  26  gives  to  missions  or  benevolences,  42  to 
local  church  expenses,  and  58  give  nothing  at  all.  Not  a  tenth  of 
our  Southern  Baptist  Church  members  give  a  tithe  of  their  income 
to  the  Lord's  work.  Sometime  ago  Southern  Baptists  stood  at  the 
bottom  of  the  list  of  twenty-five  denominations  in  their  per  capi- 
ta gifts  to  denominational  causes,  the  average  being  ninety-three 
cents  per  year.    We  need  to  train  a  generation  of  givers. 

The  porportion  emphasized  in  the  Bible  is  the  tithe  as  a  mini- 
mum. Abraham  practiced  this  policy.  "And  he  gave  him  tithes 
of  all."  Genesis  20:14  Moses  ccmrnandsd  tithing.  "And  all  the 
tithe'  of  the  land,  whether  of  the  seed  of  the  land,  or  of  the  fruit 
of  the  tree,  it  is  the  Lord's  it  is  holy  unto  the  Lord."  Numbers 
27:30  Malachi  branded  non-tithers  as  robbers.  "Will  a  man  rob  God? 
Yet  he  have  robbed  me.  But  ye  say,  wherein  have  we  robbed 
thee?  In  tithes  and  offerings."  Malachi  3<8.  Christ  set  his  stamp  of 
approval  on  tithing.  "These  ye  ought  to  have  done,  and  not  leave 
the  other  undone.  "Matthew  23:23.  Thus  tithing  antedated  the. law, 
and  tithing  was  commanded  under  the  Gospel.  No  Christian  today 
should  be  willing  to  give  less. 

Our  giving  should  be  systematic  and  porportionate.  Paul  said, 
"Upon  the  first  day  of  the  week  let  every  one  of  you  lay  by  Him 
in  store,  as  God  has  prospered  him,  that  there  be  no  gatherings 
when  I  come."  Such  giving  will  spring  from  a  conviction  that,  "The 
earth  is  the  Lord's  and  the  fullness  thereof;  the  world,  and  they 
that  dwell  therein."  Psalm  24:1.

49.  Rev.  Tom  M.  Freeman,  Associational  B.  T.  U.  Di- 
rector, gave  a  report  on  the  Training  Union  in  the  Associa- 
tion. Bro.  Freeman  moved  the  adoption  of  the  report.  The 
motion  was  seconded.  Mr.  Freeman  spoke  to  the  report  giv- 
ing some  facts  concerning  the  work  the  training  union  does 
in  training  people  for  Christ's  service.  A  motion  was  made  to 
extend  the  time  for  the  Training  Union  report  five  minutes. 
Some  of  the  brethren  joined  in  the  discussion. 

REPORT  ON  BAPTIST  TRAINING  UNION 

The  reports  to  the  Association  this  year  reveal  that  there  has 
been  a  recession  in  the  Baptist  Training  Union  work.  Our  total  en- 
rollment has  decreased  from  1219  to  1169,  and  the  number  taking 
study  courses  has  decreased  from  318  to  258.  We  still  have  over 
200  more  enrolled,  than  we  had  two  years  ago.  During  the  year 
we  had  seven  Training  Unions  to  go  dormant  and  five  to  be  reviv- 
ed. As  things  now  stand,  we  have  21  Training  Unions  in  46 
Churches,  with  the  largest  Union  at  Pisgah.  They  have  148  en- 
rolled there.  During  the  year  the  Mt.  Moriah  Unon  was  Standard 
A-l,  and  two  of  the  Unions  at  Smithfield  were  Standard  A-l.  It 
is  encouraging  to  note  that  two  churches  observed  Youth  Week, 
two  observed  Christian  Home  Week,  and  two  observed  Intermediate 
Emphass  Week  during  the  year.  Quarterly  reports  have  been  sent 
in  by  7  unions. 
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Our  Associational  Training  Union  has  15  officers,  who  have 
met  and  worked  out  splendid  plans  during  the  year.  As  a  result  of 
their  work  we  had  two  great  mass  meetings  during  the  year.  At 
Wilson  Mills  on  Dec.  8,  1944,  we  had  360  persons  present  for  a 
great  Mass  meeting.  On  April  24,  1945,  at  Selma,  we  had  508 
persons  present  for  a  great  mass  meeting,  in  which  we  had  con- 
tests in  Adult  Scripture  Reading,  Young  People's  Better  Speaking, 
Intermediate  Bible  Drill,  Junior  Memory  work.  A  third  Mass 
Meeting,  scheduled  for  September  had  to  be  called  off.  Our  next 
mass  meeting  will  be  December  7th  of  this  year. 

The  work  of  promoting  the  Training  Union  in  the  Associa- 
tion was  shared  by  the  officers.  There  were  300  letters  and  cards, 
300  program  copies,  2  executive  committee  meetings,  2  mass  meet- 
ings, 4  newspaper  articles,  and  considerable  travel  in  the  interests 
of  the  work.  The  cost  of  promoting  the  work  was  very  modest, 
a  total  of  only  $11.90. 

There  are  still  three  serious  drawbacks  to  the  Training  Union 
work  in  Johnston  Association:  (1)  Weak  interest  and  little  en- 
couragement on  the  part  of  some  pastors  and  many  adult  church 
members;  (2)  Lack  of  sufficient  trained  leaders  in  the  local  Unions 
to  replace  those  who  go  away  to  college  and  into  the  Military  Ser- 
vice; and  (3)  Multitudes  of  unenlisted,  uniformed,  unfruitful  youth 
and  adult  church  members.  What  a  shame  to  attempt  to  teach  the 
Bible  to  5000  Church  members,  but  attempt  to  train  only  1000  of 
them  for  service  in  the  Church.  The  problem  of  leadership  in  the 
Sunday  School,  Woman's  Missionary  Union,  and  the  Church  can 
be  traced  to  our  failure  to  train  our  people  in  Church  Membership! 
Our  greatest  single  need  now  is  for  an  Associational  Missionary  to 
come  and  visit  and  help  out  the  weak  Training  Unions,  while  re- 
organizing the  dormant  ones. 

The  following  recommendations  are  presented  to  the  churches 
and  pastors  for  their  consideration: 

1.  That  every  pastor  consider  it  his  duty  to  try  to  have  a 
Training  Union  in  each  of  his  churches; 

2.  That  every  adult  church  member  consider  it  his  duty  to 
support  and  promote  the  Training  Union  in  his  individual  church; 

3.  That  we  make  a  supreme  effort  to  secure  an  Associational 
Missionary  immediately,  and  ask  him  to  consider  it  a  part  of  his 
work  to  promote  the  Baptist  Training  Union.

10  per  cent 
increase  in  tithers,  10  per  cent  increase  in  subscriptions  to  peri- 
odicals and  Biblical  Recorder.  A  missionary  organization  in 
each  church;  every  organization  contributing  to  White  Cross. 
An  Association  wide  school  of  Missions.  To  meet  requirements 
of  Associational  Standard,  Mrs.  Wilder  asked  cooperation  of  all. 

Letters  and  cards  sent  868;  Mission  study  classes  taught — 3; 
Meetings  held — 27;  Meetings  attended — 8;  talks  made — 35; 
miles  traveled — 1402;  societies  visited — 8. 

Miss  Kathryn  Abee,  State  Young  People's  leader  brought 
a  very  inspiring  message  on,  "Henceforth  In  Fields  of  Con- 
quest." 

Roll  call  of  churches  was  called  by  groups.  There  were  27 
churches  represented.

CONSTITUTION 

I.  The  Association  shall  be  known  as  the  Johnston  Baptist 
Association. 

2.  Its  object  shall  be  to  extend  the  privileges  of  the  Gospel 
and  liberal  culture  to  all  people  within  its  bounds,  and  by  hearty- 
co-operation  with  the  Baptist  State  Convention,  to  help  offer  these 
privileges  to  all  mankind  in  and  out  of  its  bounds  by  the  cordial 
co-operation  of  all  churches  constituting  this  body. 

3.  It  shall  be  composed  of  the  pastors  in  active  service  in  the 
Association  and  such  delegates  as  shall  be  annually  elected  by  the 
churches  connected  with  it,  each  church  being  entitled  to  three 
delegates  unless  the  membership  shall  exceed  fifty,  and  then  an 
additional  delegate  for  every  twenty-five  members;  provided  no 
church  shall  have  more  than  eight  delegates. 

4.  The  New  Hampshire  Declaration  of  Faith  shall  be  the  sum- 
mary of  Divine  Truth  for  determining  question  of  faith  and  order 
in  this  body,  and  the  churches  desiring  membership  in  it  must 
commit  themselves  to  the  substance  of  it,  together  with  the  cove- 
nant herewith  submitted  and  this  constitution. 

5.  This  Association  shall  not  have  power  to  annul  the  dis- 
cipline or  exercise  authority  over  any  church  connected  with  it, 
but  it  may  advise  with  and  sever  its  connection  with  any  church 
that  neglects  to  preserve  Gospel  order,  or  that  treats  with  con- 
tempt the  objects  of  advice  of  the  Association. 

6.  Each  church  shall  send  to  the  annual  meetings  of  the  As- 
sociation a  letter  (the  blanks  to  be  furnished  by  the  Clerk  of  the 
Association),  carefully  filled  as  per  blank  suggestions  stating  the 
full  work  of  the  church  for  the  year  ending  with  the  last  Sunday  in 
September. 

7.  The  Association  shall  foster  State  Missions,  Home  Mis- 
sions, Foreign  Missions,  Christian  Education,  the  Ministers'  Re- 
lief and  Annuity  Board,  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  Orphanage  and 
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Hospital,    and  each  church  shall  be  requested  to  contribute  to  the 
support  of  these  objects  regularly  and  systematically. 

8.  Missions  and  Education    shall    have  precedence  in  their 
claims  upon  the  consideration  of  this  body  in  its  regular  sessions. 

9.  Whenever  a  church  shall  fail  to  be  represented  by  dele- 
gates or  letter  at  the  annual  session  of  the  Association,  inquiry 
shall  be  made  for  the  cause  and  efforts  shall  be  made  to  induce 
such  church  to  do  its  duty;  and  the  effort  shall  be  continued  until 
the  church  is  recovered  or  dropped  from  the  roll. 

10.  The  Officers  of  the  Association  shall  be  a  Moderator,  Vice- 
Moderator,  Clerk,  Treasurer,  Auditor,  and  Historian,  to  be  elect- 
ed by  ballot  after  the  nomination  from  the  floor,  or  by  a  committee 
of  three  named  by  the  Moderator,  with  the  proviso  that  any  del- 
egate may  amend  the  committee's  report  by  substituting  another 
name  for  any  one  offered  for  the  approval  of  the  Association,  which 
previously  has  decided  on  the  method  used,  at  the  close  of  each  an- 
nual session,  to  serve  until  the  election  of  their  successors,  the 
Moderator  to  preside  over  the  sessions  of  the  body  and  to  promote 
the  interests  of  the  Association  during  the  year;  the  Vice-Modera- 
tor to  preside  in  his  absence;  the  Clerk  to  record,  print  and  dis- 
tribute the  minutes  of  the  body,  and  to  keep  on  file  these  and  all 
other  important  papers;  the  Treasurer  to  receive  and  disburse 
all  funds  of  the  Association  subject  to  its  order;  The  Auditor  to 
examine  the  Treasurer's  books  at  the  close  of  each  session  and  to 
render  a  report  before  adjournment;  the  Historian  to  report  to 
the  Association  each  year  at  the  annual  session,  and  to  keep  an 
accurate  history  of  the  work. 

11.  The  Association  shall  elect  annually  an  Executive  Com- 
mittee, which  shall  have  authority  between  regular  sessions  of  the 
Association  to  act  for  the  body  in  necessary  matters,  executing 
the  plans  and  work  of  the  Association  in  whatever  manner  may 
seem  advisable,  a  full  report  of  its  work  being  presented  annu- 
ally, with  such  recommendations  as  may  seem  wise.  In  case  of 
death  or  removal  of  a  member,  the  committee  may  appoint  a  suc- 
cessor to  act  until  the  next  meeting  of  the  Association. 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  elective  and 
ex-officio  members.  The  elective  members  shall  be  six  laymen, 
three  men  and  three  women,  no  two  of  whom  are  from  the  same 
church;  and  they  shall  be  elected  for  two  years  terms,  so  that 
each  year  the  Association  will  elect  three  lay  members  of  the 
Executive  Committee.  The  Moderator  of  the  Association  shall  be 
an  ex-officio  member  of  the  Committee,  and  shall  act  as  its  chair- 
man. In  addition  to  the  Moderator,  the  following  persons  shall 
be  ex-officio  members  of  the  Committee:  Vice-Moderator,  Clerk, 
Treasurer,  Auditor,  and  Historian  of  the  Association;  also  the 
Associational  heads  of    Sunday    School,    Training  Uuion,  and 
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Woman's  Missionary  Union,  the  pastors  of  the  churches  in  the 
Association,  and  the  persons  who  are  to  make  reports  to  the  Asso- 
ciation the  following  year  on  Christian  Education,  Christian  Lite- 
rature, Temperance,  Social  Service,  Co-operative  Program,  Orph- 
anage and  Hospital.  All  ex-ojjicio  members  shall  have  a  right  to 
vote  on  all  matters. 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  be  divided  for  efficiency  into 
subcommittees,  which  shall  promote  the  various  phases  of  our 
work  during  the  year  and  report  quarterly  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee. 

12.  This  Constitution  may  be  amended  at  any  annual  session 
by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  all  members  present. 

13.  The  Proceedings  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Union  shall 
be  recorded  as  a  part  of  the  Minutes  of  the  Association. 

14.  The  Associational  Sunday  School  Superintendent  and  Bap- 
tist Training  Union  Director  shall  be  nominated  by  their  respective 
groups  and  elected  by  the  Association  in  annual  session. 


1.  The  Association  shall  meet  annually  at  such  time  and 
place  as  it  may  decide. 

2.  All  meetings  cf  the  body  shall  be  opened  and  closed  with 
devotional  services. 

3.  Representatives  from  ten  of  the  churches  shall  constitute 
a  quorum. 

4.  Delegates  shall  be  recognized  by  letters  from  their  churches 
designating  them  as  such. 

5.  Members  desiring  to  speak  shall  first  rise  and  address  the 
Moderator,  shall  use  the  term  "brother,"  in  speaking  to  each  other, 
shall  not  speak  on  the  same  subject  <more  than  twice  without  per- 
mission,   and  shall  observe  the  courtesy  that  becomes  Christians. 

6.  The  roll  of  members  shall  be  called  at  least  once,  and  ab- 
sentees marked. 

7.  Corresponding  messengers  and  visiting  brethren  shall  be 
invited  to  seats  with  the  privilege  of  speaking,    but  not  voting. 

8.  A  copy  of  the  minutes  shall  be  sent  to  each  of  the  following: 
Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  State  Mission  Board,  Librarian  of 
Wake  Forest  College.  Librarian  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Theologi- 
cal Seminary,  Louisville,  Ky.,  Secretary  of  Survey  and  Statistics. 
Baptist  Sunday  School  Board,  Nashville,  Tenn.;  Samuel  Colgate 
Historical  Collection,  Colgate  University,  Hamilton,  N.  Y.;  Ameri- 
can Baptist  Society,  Crozer  Seminary,  Chester,  Pa.;  and  to  South- 
western Baptist  Theological  Seminary,  Fort  Worth,  Texas. 

9.  All  questions  of  order  not  herein  provided  for  shall  be  de- 
cided by  Kerfoot's  Parliamentary  Law.

FIRST  DAY — Morning  Session 
Wednesday,  October  30,  1946 

1.  The  Johnston  Baptist  Association  met  in  its  Forty-Fourth 
Session,  at  10:00  o'clock  Wednesday  morning,  October  30,  1946, 
with  Hales  Chapel  Church.  A.  J.  Whitley,  Jr.,  Moderator,  presid- 
ing. 

2.  Brother  S.  T.  Anderson,  Jr.  led  the  people  in  singing

5.  Brother  Tom  M.  Freeman,  Associational  B.  T.  U.  Director 
was  recognized  and  presented  the  report  on  our  B.  T.  U.  work. 
He  read  a  very  interesting  report,  made  some  fine  remarks  and 
then  called  on  three  or  four  people  from  the  audience  to  tell 
what  the  B.  T.  U.  meant  to  them  in  their  life  work.  These  were 
very  good.  Those  speaking  were  Eph  Whisenhunt,  C.  B.  Thomas 
and  Dan  Britt.  Brother  Freeman  spoke  very  interestingly  on  the 
work  and  benefits  of  this  organization.  The  report  was  adopted. 
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REPORT  ON  BAPTIST  TRAINING  UNION 

The  reports  to  the  Association  this  year  revealed  a  splendid 
growth  in  the  Training  Union  work.  Our  enrollment  has  grown 
from  1169  to  1360,  our  average  attendance  has  grown  to  861, 
which  is  more  than  our  total  enrollment  in  1942.  The  number  of 
churches  with  Training  Unions  has  increased  from  21  to  26,  the 
number  of  individual  unions  from  73  to  88.  Youth  Week  was  ob- 
served in  4  churches,  Christian  Home  Week  in  5  churches.  We 
had  over  90  young  people  and  adults  at  Ridgecrest  during  June,  at- 
tending the  State  B.  T.  U.  Week,  and  over  15  young  persons  dedicat- 
ed their  lives  to  full-time  Christian  service.  The  Smithfield  Youth 
Choir  brought  honor  to  our  Association  by  placing  first  in  the 
Hymn  Festival  at  Ridgecrest. 

We  have  14  Associational  Training  Union  officers,  who  have 
met  3  times  during  the  year  in  planning  conferences  and  attended  a 
clinic  in  Raleigh  on  one  occasion.  As  a  result  of  their  good  work 
we  had  3  splendid  mass  meetings,  3  youth  Night  Meetings,  and  a 
splendid  delegation  at  the  Regional  Convention  in  Durham  last 
April.  Our  attendance  at  the  mass  meetings  continued  large,  with 
360  at  the  Clayton  Meeting  last  December  7th,  467  at  the  Four 
Oaks  Meeting  last  April  11th,  and  over  600  attending  the  Youth 
Nights. 

In  promoting  this  work  the  Director  and  officers  of  the  As- 
sociation prepared  1200  program  copies,  sent  out  over  400  letters 
and  cards,  wrote  6  newspaper  articles,  prepared  and  presented  7 
programs,  and  did  an  uncounted  amount  of  traveling.  The  cost  of 
promotion  was  kept  at  a  minimum,  being  $53.80. 

The  same  three  serious  obstacles  continue  to  retard  the  work 
in  our  Association.  They  are:  (1)  Little  interest  and  encourage- 
ment on  the  part  of  a  few  pastors  and  many  adult  church  mem- 
bers; (2)  Lack  of  sufficient  trained  leaders  in  the  local  churches; 
and  (3)  Thousands  of  unenlisted,  uninformed,  untrained,  unfruitful 
youth  and  adult  church  members.  Of  the  nearly  10,000  church 
members  on  our  rolls,  only  1360  are  enrolled  in  the  Training 
Union.  Many  fail  to  realize  that  the  Training  Union  is  the  only 
organization  in  our  churches  which  provides  for  the  following  vi- 
tal needs:  (1)  Doctrinal  teaching  and  denominational  information, 
(2)  development  of  Daily  Bible  Study  and  Prayer  habits,  (3)  Train- 
ing in  public  speaking  and  public  prayer,  and  (4)  Guidance  and 
development  of  Christian  social  activities.  Our  churches  lack  the 
well-trained  leaders,  teachers,  deacons  they  need  because  they  have 
failed  to  develop  and  train  them  in  the  Training  Union. 

We  are  deeply  grateful  to  our  Associational  Missionary,  Bro. 
N.  A.  Catlett,  for  his  leadership,  co-operation,  and  hard  work  in 
promoting  the  work  during  the  past  year.

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6.  Brother  Jas.  G.  Lane,  Historian  of  the  Association,  pre- 
sented the  history  of  the  Hales  Chapel  Church,  as  his  report. 
It  was  a  very  interesting  history.  A  motion  was  made  and  sec- 
onded to  adopt.  Brother  Lane  made  some  very  timely  remarks 
and  suggestions  concerning  the  history  of  the  different  church- 
es, the  need  for  keeping  good  and  accurate  records  and  the  work 
of  the  church  clerks.   The  motion  to  adopt  carried. 

HISTORY  OF  HALES  CHAPEL  CHURCH 

The  organization  of  this  church  took  place  in  August  1918.  The 
person  who  took  the  lead  in  the  organization  was  Mr.  J.  B.  Rich- 
ardson. The  services  for  a  time  were  held  in  the  Old  Hales  Chapel 
school  building,  which  was  used  until  the  church  building  was 
erected  in  1920.  One  acre  of  land  was  purchased  from  Mr.  Fred  P. 
Hales  for  a  nominal  sum  of  money.  It  has  since  been  necessary  to 
add  more  land  to  the  original  tract. 

The  church  building  was  dedicated  on  May  25th,  1934  during 
the  pastorate  of  Brother  Theo.  B.  Davis.  The  dedication  sermon 
was  preached  by  Dr.  Forrest  C.  Feezor  of  Raleigh.  The  other 
ministers  having  a  part  in  this  service  were  S.  W.  Oldham,  A.  A. 
Pippin  and  Theo  B.  Davis. 

The  first  deacons  of  the  early  church  were  J.  B.  Richardson, 
J.  P.  Price  and  W.  J.  Tippett.  The  charter  members  of  the  church 
were  Mr.  and  Mrs.  William  Allen,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  W.  E.  Bunn,  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  G.  M.  Corbett,  Mrs.  Nancy  E.  Driver,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  M. 
C.  Driver,  Mr.  A.  D.  Parrish,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  C.  E.  Parrish,  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  J.  P.  Price,  Sevella  Price,  Maybelle  Price,  Louv'et  Price, 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  W.  H.  Price,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  H.  O.  Richardson,  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  J.  B.  Richardson  and  Mr.  and  Mrs.  W.  J.  Tippett 

The  first  pastor  of  the  church  was  Brother  W.  G.  Hall  of  Zeb- 
lon,  while  the  first  pastor  to  serve  after  the  new  church  build- 
ing was  erected  was  Brother  T.  Sloan  Guy,  also  of  Zebulon.  The 
following  pastors  have  served  the  church  in  the  order  mentioned, 
C.  H.  Cashwell,  of  Wendell,  N.  C,  A.  A.  Pippin  of  Wakefield,  N.  C, 
Theo  B.  Davis,  of  Zebulon,  N.  C,  J.  W.  Stancil,  of  Rocky  Mount, 
N.  C,  H.  C.  Upchurch  of  Cary,  N.  C,  and  the  present  pastor  H.  C. 
Cherry. 

The  church  has  grown  from  the  small  group  of  original  mem- 
bers mentioned  above  to  a  hundred  and  ninety  six.  The  Sunday 
School  has  a  total  enrollment  of  a  hundred  and  twenty  seven.  The 
Woman's  Missionary  Society  has  an  enrollment  of  twenty  five 
members.  The  total  gifts  in  1945  for  all  purposes  was  $1092.00, 
which  was  a  gain  of  $361.27  over  the  total  gifts  for  1944.

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7.  After  the  adoption  of  the  above  report  the  Moderator 
asked  for  a  song.  Brother  Anderson  led  the  congregation  in 
singing  "O  Zion  Haste." 

8.  The  Moderator  recognized  the  pastors  of  the  Association 
and  asked  that  they  stand.  There  were  twenty-two  present.  Six 
new  pastors  were  recognizd:  James  Pernell,  New  Bethel;  J.  L. 
Powers,  Trinity;  P.  P.  Hartsell,  Middlesex  and  Bailey;  Thurman 
B.  Stone,  Benson;  A.  W.  Brooks,  Shiloh  and  Calvary;  and  W.  W. 
Turner,  Clydes  Chapel. 

9.  Brother  J.  E.  Lewis  was  recognized  and  presented  the 
report  on  Religious  Literature.  Brother  Lewis  gave  us  some 
very  startling  comparisons  concerning  the  Baptist  and  other  de- 
nominations in  reading  their  religious  papers.  Brother  Lewis 
recognized  Dr.  L.  L.  Carpenter,  Editor  of  the  Biblical  Recorder, 
who  spoke  on  the  Recorder  in  a  very  forceful  and  informing 
way,  telling  some  of  the  things  the  Recorder  was  trying  to  do. 
The  report  was  adopted. 

CHRISTIAN  LITERATURE 

What  is  literature?  Literature  is  printed  matter  informing  the 
public  or  members  of  an  organization  the  purpose  for  which  it  is 
printed. 

We  have  the  news  papers  that  give  us  the  news,  the  farm  news 
that  gives  us  the  activities  of  the  farm  bureau  to  which  many  of 
you  belong  and  receive  one  of  the  magazines. 

The  rural  letter  carriers'  association  to  which  I  belong,  has 
The  Rural  Letter  Carrier,  that  informs  its  members  what  the  as- 
sociation has  done  for  us  in  the  past,  what  it  is  doing  today,  and 
its  objective  for  tomorrow. 

All  religious  organizations  that  I  know  anything  about  have 
their  own  periodicals  and  magazines 

On  my  route  of  fifty-two  miles,  all  in  the  Johnston  Associa- 
tion, I  have  one  Jehovah's  Witness  Church  with  every  member 
getting  The  Watch  Tower.  All  of  the  holiness  families  which  I 
serve  get  some  kind  of  holiness  literature.  I  have  one  Presbyter- 
ian Church  with  every  family  getting  Presbyterian  literature.  I 
have  two  Free  Will  Baptist  Churches  and  last  week  I  delivered 
twenty-four  Free  Will  Baptist  papers.  I  have  three  Missionary 
Baptist  Churches  and  last  week  I  delivered  six  Biblical  Recorders. 
I  give  you  these  fgures  to  establish  the  fact  in  your  mind  that  we 
as  a  denomination  are  lagging  behind  in  getting  our  literature  be- 
fore our  people. 

We  are  told  that  in  every  cloud  there  is  a  silver  lining.  We 
have  nine  churches  in  the  Association  that  have  the  every-family 
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club  having  a  total  of  644  papers.  I  am  sure  that  this  is  an  in- 
crease over  last  year's  report  both  in  the  every-family  club  and  the 
number  of  Recorders  coming  into  the  Association. 

The  Biblical  Recorder  tells  us  that  they  have  had  an  increase 
of  5,000  during  the  past  year.  We  hope  that  pastors,  superintend- 
ents, deacons,  Training  Union,  and  W.  M.  U.  leaders  will  do  what 
they  can  encourage  a  good  club  in  every  Baptist  Church;  or  bet- 
ter still,  to  persuade  the  churches  to  inaugurate  the  Every-family 
plan. 

There  are  many  other  religious  journals  which  would  be  of 
great  value  to  us  in  the  study  of  missions. 

The  Southern  Baptist  Home  Mission  and  The  Commission  will 
keep  us  informed  of  what  our  denomination  is  doing  here  at  home 
and  abroad,  and  will  present  to  us  the  needs  of  the  fields.  The 
Royal  Service  for  the  W.  M.  S.,  The  Window  of  the  Y.  W.  A.,  The 
World  Comrades  for  the  G.  A.'s,  R.  A.'s,  and  Sunbeams.  The  B.  Y.

Every  Baptist  should  be  a  well  informed  Baptist  and  we  owe 
it  to  our  church  and  denomination  to  be  well  informed..

FIRST  DAY — Afternoon  Session 

15.  Brother  A.  j.  Whitley,  Jr.,  Moderator,  called  the  Asso- 
ciation to  order  at  1 :45  P.  M. 

16.  Brother  S.  T.  Anderson,  Jr.,  led  in  singing,  "I  Am  Thine 
O  Lord"  and  "Tell  Me  the  Old,  Old  Story,"  after  which  Brother 
A.  D.  Parrish  led  the  prayer  opening  the  afternoon  session. 

17.  The  Moderator  recognized  Mrs.  J.  R.  Overby  who  pre- 
sented the  report  on  Christian  Education.  Mrs.  Overby  made  a 
motion  to  adopt  the  report.  The  motion  received  a  second.  Mrs. 
Overby  presented  Mr.  J.  E.  Miller  of  Meredith  College  who 
spoke  in  the  interest  of  Christian  Education,  with  emphasis  on 
Meredith.  Mrs.  Overby  next  presented  Mr.  Claude  F.  Gaddy,  Ex- 
ecutive Secretary  of  our  State  Baptist  Educational  Council.  Mr. 
Gaddy  made  a  great  appeal  for  Christian  Education  and  spoke 
in  a  very  interesting  way  on  this  very  vital  subject.  The  motion 
carried  and  the  report  was  adopted. 

REPORT  ON  CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION 

Christian  Education  is  fundamental  in  the  program  of  Jesus. 
Jesus  was  and  is  the  greatest  teacher  the  world  has  ever  known.  He 
had  the  advantage  of  the  first  channel  through  which  Christian 
education  may  be  received,  a  Christian  home.  If  we  would  pro- 
vide for  our  children  the  richest  heritage  they  can  have,  it  would 
be  a  Christian  home.  Too  much  cannot  be  said  to  emphasize  the 
importance  of  this  phase  of  religious  education.  A  Christian  home 
makes  it  easy  for  a  child  to  decide  for  Christ  as  Saviour  and  Lord 
of  his  life.  Family  worship  each  day  when  as  many  members  of 
a  household  as  possible  come  together  for  Bible  study  and  pray- 
er-let it  be  around  the  breakfast  table  or  by  the  fireside  before 
bedtime — is  a  sacred  and  far  reaching  influence.  If  we  would 
"train  up  a  child  in  the  way  he  should  go,"  there  must  be  a 
Christlike  atmosphere  in  the  home.  The  church  and  our  denomi- 
national schools  are  supplements  to  the  process  begun  in  the 
home  and  they  cannot  in  full  measure  do  for  a  child  what  the  home 
has  left  undone. 

The  church  is  itself  a  school  and  Jesus  the  Teacher.  With  its 
worship  service,  Sunday  School,  Baptist  Training  Union,  Vacation 
Bible  School,    Woman's  Missionary  Union  and  Brotherhood,  the 
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church  endeavors  to  teach,  train  and  meet  the  spiritual  needs  of 
the  people  if  they  will  avail  themselves  of  the  opportunities.  Many 
of  the  finest  leaders  we  have  in  our  churches  have  not  had  the 
privilege  of  Bible  teaching  and  training  other  than  what  the  church 
offers.  Have  you  tried  serving  on  a  committee  to  secure  church 
leaders  and  teachers?  I  have  been  told  by  several  recently,  "I 
can't  teach  Intermediates  for  they  know  more  than  I  do."  Others 
said,  "I  don't  know  how  but  if  you  will  help  me,  I  will  try."  Those 
people  realize  their  need  of  Christian  education.  God  bless  those 
faithful  ones  who  lead  and  teach  in  spite  of  their  limited  training 
and  may  He  be  merciful  if  there  are  those  who  have  had  the  ad- 
vantages and  opportunities  afforded  by  our  schools  and  colleges 
and  do  not  lead  in  their  own  churches.  It  is  gratifying  that  out  of 
fourteen  replies  to  a  questionaire  on  Sunday  School  and  Training 
Union  study  courses  only  one  church  reported  none  at  all.  Pas- 
tors, surely  we  need  trained  leaders.  Plan  for  it  in  your  year's 
work.  Our  church  is  the  only  institution  that  has  the  opportunity 
of  reaching,  teaching,  training  and  refreshing  the  mass  of  our  adult 
leadership. 

Our  denominational  schools  purpose  to  meet  the  challenge  of 
the  need  for  trained  leadership  in  our  local  churches  as  well  as 
in  our  institutions  and  agencies.  Mr.  Claude  F.  Gaddy,  Execu- 
tive Secretary,  reports  that  by  action  of  the  Council  on  Chris- 
tian education  in  its  meeting  October  19,  1946,  five  Baptist  Col- 
leges will  receive  a  total  of  $264,-805  from  the  Baptist  State  Con- 
vention of  North  Carolina  for  operating  support  for  1946.  This 
amount  is  to  be  divided  as  follows:  Wake  Forest  College,  $78,200; 
Meredith  College,  $71,400;  Mars  Hill  Junior  College,  $53,680;  Win- 
gate  Junior  College,  $22,275;  Campbell  Junior  College,  $39,250. 
The  acceptance  of  Gardner-Webb  Junior  College  as  one  to  receive 
support  from  the  Baptist  State  Convention  funds  brings  the  total 
number  to  four  junior  colleges  and  two  senior  colleges.  Only  in 
recent  years  has  our  Baptist  State  Convention  been  able  to  assist 
the  colleges  with  their  operating  costs  and  now  the  allocation  of 
about  $67.  per  student  is  only  about  one-third  as  much  as  the 
appropriation  per  student  in  state-supported  colleges.  Our  goal  is 
to  equal  that  of  the  state  for  its  institutions  and  this  achievement 
is  necessary  if  our  church-supported  schools  succeed.  We  cannot 
expect  our  students  to  pay  more  when  state  colleges  are  cheaper 
even  if  we  do  feel  that  they  receive  more  from  our  Christian  col- 
leges. We  pay  our  taxes  and  support  the  state  colleges  whether  we 
choose  to  or  not.  As  Baptists  we  have  ^chosen  to  support  our  de- 
nominational schools  and  institutions  so  let  us  make  our  gifts 
freely. 

These  colleges  have  an  enrollment  of  more  than  4,000  students 
this  year  with  hundreds  unable  to  attend  because  of  inadequate 
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facilities.  Seven  of  our  churches  have  27  students  now  in  our  de- 
nominational schools.  One  church  reported  7  in  our  Baptist  schools 
and  15  in  other  schools  and  colleges.  Another  said  none  in 
Baptist  schools  but  5  in  another  denominational  school.  Our 
Baptist  students  should  go  to  our  Baptist  colleges;  or  why  should 
North  Caroilna  Baptists  put  some  $300,000  a  year  into  our  schools 
if  we  do  not  expect  our  Baptist  boys  and  girls  to  attend  and  re- 
turn to  their  churches  better  prepared  to  carry  on  the  work  of  the 
church. 

Practically  all  of  our  schools,  colleges  and  seminaries  are 
now  in  financial  campaigns  to  provide  for  new  buildings,  better 
facilities  and  more  adequate  endowments.  In  a  special  meeting 
in  Greensboro  July  30,  1946,  the  Baptist  State  Convention  voted 
by  an  overwhelming  majority  to  accept  the  proposal  of  the  Z. 
Smith  Reynolds  Foundation  made  upon  the  condition  that  Wake 
Forest  College  be  moved  to  Winston-Salem,  N.  C.  where  the  Med- 
ical School  of  the  institution  and  the  Baptist  Hospital  are  already 
located.  The  college  is  not  to  be  moved  in  whole  or  in  part  until 
sufficient  funds  are  available  to  erect  buildings  to  provide  ade- 
quately for  a  student  body  of  not  less  than  2,000  students.  This 
is  a  new  day  for  Wake  Forest  College  and  we  are  confident  a 
greater  Wake  Forest  will  be  built.  What  will  be  done  with  the 
present  Wake  Forest  plant  remains  to  be  decided.  Some  churches 
made  special  gifts  to  our  denominational  schools  this  year  but 
our  Baptist  State  Convention  plan  is  through  the  cooperative  pro- 
gram except  individual  gifts. 

Through  the  cooperative  program  we  not  only  help  our  own 
denominational  schools  in  our  state  but  our  Southern  Baptist  The- 
ological Seminary  and  Training  School  at  Louisville,  Ky.,  South- 
western Baptist  Theological  Seminary  at  Fort  Worth,  Texas,  and 
New  Orleans  Baptist  Theological  Seminary  at  New  Orleans,  La. 
Likewise  these  schools  are  crowded  to  capacity.  More  than  2300 
men  and  women  were  enrolled  in  them  last  year.  Additional  fa- 
cilities must  be  provided  in  these  schools  if  they  are  to  meet  the 
demands  made  upon  them. 

If  Baptists  are  to  remain  in  the  field  of  higher  education,  we 
must  provide  greater  financial  support  for  our  schools.  We  now 
stand  at  the  threshold  of  a  new  day.  "We've  a  story  to  tell  to  the 
nations;  We've  a  Saviour  to  show  to  the  nations."  God  is  giving 
us  another  chance  now.  We  must  have  missionaries,  Christian  lead- 
ers and  Christian  teachers.  We  must  have  real  Christian  Education.

18.  Brother  N.  A.  Catlett,  Associational  Missionary,  pre- 
sented a  report  of  his  work.  Brother  Catlett  moved  the  adoption

G.  W.  Bullard  who  spoke  to  the  report,  giving  some  very  fine 
information  on  the  work  of  the  Associational  Missionaries.  A 
motion  was  offered  by  Brother  W.  S.  Caudle  that  the  Association 
extend  a  rising  vote  of  appreciation  to  Brother  Catlett  for  his 
work  during  the  year  and  pledging  him  support  for  another  year. 
The  motion  carried.  The  report  of  Brother  Catlett  was  adopted. 

REPORT  OF  ASSOCIATIONAL  MISSIONARY 

Associational  Missions  is  not  a  new  idea  or  movement,  but  is 
as  old  as  the  New  Testament  Church.  In  the  beginning  we  can 
hear  the  Master  say  "Ye  shall  be  witnesses  unto  me  in  Jerusalem 
and  Judea  and  Samaria  and  unto  the  uttermost  part  of  the  earth." 
Our  Jerusalem  is  the  Johnston  Association  and  as  we  strengthen 
the  home  base  we  will  be  able  to  lend  a  helping  hand  to  our  state, 
Nation  and  to  the  uttermost  part  of  the  earth. 

Associational  Missions  is  a  co-operative  undertaking  by  the 
churches  to  promote  an  adequate  program  that  will  meet  the  needs 
of  the  people  at  home  and  abroad.  Therefore,  every  member  of 
the  forty  six  churches  of  our  Association  should  be  Associational 
Missionaries.  We  bear  the  name  of  Missionary  Baptist.  It  must 
not  be  in  name  only,  but  in  spirit,  activities  and  fruit  bearing. 

It  has  been  gratifying  to  see  the  response  to  the  efforts  put 
forth  in  promoting  the  Baptist  program  in  the  Association.  You 
have  been  kind,  considerate  and  co-operative  and  for  this  we  are 
very  thankful. 

Some  progress  has  been  made  the  past  year  along  several  lines 
and  toward  several  important  objectives.  However,  when  we 
pause  to  consider  the  tremendous  task  before  us,  we  realize  we 
have  done  but  very  little  compared  to  the  challenging  task  ahead. 

The  following  report  is  a  record  of  the  activities  of  the  Asso- 
ciational Missionary  from  Feb.  to  Sept.  30. 

Sermons  and  addresses  75  Study  courses  18  with  an  average 
attendance  of  361.  Conducted  4  revivals.  30  conversions.  52  re- 
dedications.  Visited  25  churches.  Conducted  6  Vacation  Bible 
Schools.  Made  78  visits  in  homes.  Organized  1  Training  Union. 
Conducted  Church  planning  meetings  in  Feb.  with  teams  of  3  go- 
ing into  every  Church  in  the  Association  with  the  exception  of  one. 
Assisted  in  School  of  Missions  in  Little  River  Association.  Attend- 
ed 5  Sunday  School  Associational  meetings.  2  T.  U.  Associational 
meetings.  3  Associational  Missionary  meetings.  The  Southern  Bap- 
tist Convention  State  Convention.  T.  U.  Regional  meeting.  1  week 
of  special  planning  and  training  at  Meredith.  Planned  4  group  As- 
sociational youth-night  services  at  Clayton,  Benson,  Selma  and 
Corinth,    with  1  all  day  meeting  at  Pisgah,  18  young  people  ded- 
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icated  themselves  to  Christian  service.  Traveled  six  thousand  six 
hundred  and  fifty  one  miles. 

20  churches  received  outside  help  in  their  V.  B.  S.  6  of  these 
were  conducted  by  my  assistant,  Rev.  Chas.  Carroll.  He  also  held 
2  study  courses,  1  revival  and  supplied  the  pulpit  on  three  occa- 
sions for  vacant  churches.  Bro.  Carroll's  salary  was  paid  by  the 
State  Mission  Board.  2.  V.  B.  S.  were  conducted  by  Mr.  Howard 
Mitchiner,  1  by  Rev.  T.  B.  Stone,  4  by  Rev.  L.  E.  Godwin,  and  1  by 
Mrs.  I.  J.  Currin.   Rev.  C.  W.  Braswell  conducted  1  study  course. 

Total  number  of  churches  having  Vacation  Bible  Schools  42. 
Total  enrollment  three  thousand  one  hundred  and  eighty- two.  Aver- 
age attendance  two  thousand,  four  hundred  and  sixty-six.  Total  en- 
rollment last  year  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  thirteen,  an  in- 
crease over  last  year  of  one  thousand  two  hundred  and  sixty-nine. 
24  churches  used  the  Associational  V.  B.  S.  textbooks.

20.  Brother  T.  B.  Stone  presented  the  report  on  Ministerial 
Retirement  and  Annuity.  He  made  a  motion  to  adopt  the  re- 
port. The  motion  was  seconded.  The  Moderator  recognized  Bro- 
ther Stone  who  spoke  to  the  report  in  a  very  fine  interesting 
way.  He  recognized  Brother  Eph  Whisenhunt  who  made  some 
very  timely  and  entertaining  remarks  on  this  subject.  Brother 
J.  W.  Davis  was  recognized.  He  urged  that  each  give  a  thorough 
study  to  this  report.  The  report  was  adopted. 

REPORT  ON  RETIREMENT  AND  ANNUITY 

The  Ministers'  Retirement  and  Annuity  Plan  of  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention  under  the  North  Carolina  Plan  operates  as  fol- 
lows: The  minister  or  member  pays  4  per  cent  of  his  cash  salary 
into  the  fund,  the  church  or  churches  he  serves  pay  4  per  cent, 
and  the  State  Convention  of  North  Carolina  pays  $13.  per  year 
when  full  benefits  are  provided.  However,  if  the  minister  and 
church  desire,  the  payments  may  be  reduced,  thus  reducing  the 
benefits. 

The  minister  cannot  lose  anything  in  the  Plan  regardless  of 
whether  he  retires  or  not.  His  payments  are  placed  to  his  person- 
al credit  and  cannot  be  used  by  another  minister  but  can  at  any- 
time be  withdrawn  by  him,  including  3  1-2  per  cent  interest.  In 
case  of  his  death  the  amount  will  be  paid  to  the  widow  and  orphan 
children  or  to  his  estate. 

Should  the  minister  desire  to  retire  from  active  pastoral  work 
at  the  age  of  65,  he  will  be  able  to  receive  one-half  of  his  average 
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salary  for  the  past  25  years,  provided  he  has  been  pastor  in  the 
state  or  in  other  parts  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  that 
number  of  years.  Should  the  minister  have  less  than  25  years  to 
his  credit,  his  pension  will  be  reduced  4  per  cent  for  each  year 
less  than  25.  The  maximum  benefit  (half  of  average  salary)  will 
not  be  paid  until  1956.  The  1946  amount  is  32  1-2  per  cent  of  his 
average  salary.  The  plan  for  full  benefits  does  not  take  into  con- 
sideration any  part  of  a  minister's  salary  above  $4000.00.  The 
maximum  annuity  provided  in  1946  is  $900.00.  Each  year  this 
amount  will  increase  until  1956  and  thereafter  it  will  remain  at  50 
per  cent  of  his  average  salary. 

In  case  of  permanent  disability  prior  to  the  age  of  retirement 
the  minister  may  receive  as  much  as  $500.00  per  year  during  such 
disability,  provided  he  has  served  in  North  Carolina  as  many  as 
five  years  and  has  been  a  member  of  the  Retirement  Plan  for  at 
least  two  years. 

Should  the  minister  die  before  reaching  the  age  of  retirement 
the  money  paid  in  would  be  used  to  provide  an  annuity  for  the 
widow  and  minor  children.  Should  he  die  after  retirement  the 
widow  would  receive  half  of  her  husband's  annuity,  provided  she 
had  been  the  wife  of  the  minister  25  years  or  longer.  If  she  had 
lived  with  the  minister  less  than  25  years,  her  pension  would  be 
reduced  4  per  cent  for  each  year  less  than  25.  If  the  husband's  ac- 
cumulated credits  were  not  sufficient  to  provide  the  widow  with  an 
annuity  of  more  than  $10.00  per  month,  the  Annuity  Board  would 
have  the  right  to  pay  the  widow  in  one  sum  the  husband's  accumu- 
lated credits. 

Every  minister,  regardless  of  age,  should  belong  to  this  Plan. 
Not  only  does  the  Plan  benefit  the  aged  ministers  but  it  protects 
the  young  ministers.  It  is  our  surest  way  to  solve  the  problem  of 
dependency  of  disabled  and  aged  ministers.  Should  the  minister 
break  down  physically  or  mentally,  the  church  could  retire  him 
without  his  being  a  burden  upon  any  one.  The  church  should 
count  it  a  privilege  to  enter  this  Plan  with  their  minister. 

Because  of  the  great  need  of  the  Ministers'  Retirement  Plan 
among  our  ministers,  we  recommend  that  each  minister  and  each 
church  in  this  Association  enlist  immediately.

21.  At  this  time  Brother  Eph  Whisenhunt  presented  the  re- 
port on  Temperance  and  Public  Morals.  Brother  Whisenhunt 
made  a  motion  to  adopt  the  report.  He  also  spoke  to  the  report, 
telling  us  some  facts  about  alcoholic  drinking,  desecration  of 
the  Lord's  Day  and  the  breaking  of  the  marriage  vows.  The  mo- 
tion to  adopt  carried. 
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REPORT  ON  TEMPERANCE  AND  PUBLIC  MORALS 

Temperance  is  self-control.  "Every  man  that  striveth  for  the 
mastery  is  temperant  in  all  things."  The  world  is  in  a  chaotic  con- 
dition today  because  men  have  been  unwilling  to  exercise  self-con- 
trol. We  have  developed  a  nation  of  neurotics.  It  requires  many 
barrels  of  caffeine,  nicotine,  alcohol  and  other  stimulants  to  bring 
our  people  through  each  twenty-four  hour  period.  Some  are  able 
to  make  the  journey  on  the  milder  stimulants,  caffeine  or  nico- 
tine. Others  desire  something  stronger  and  turn  to  beer,  wine 
and  liquors  because  they  have  more  punch  in  them.  Some  who  for 
various  reasons  are  able  to  get  along  without  these  stimulants  are 
intemperant  in  the  presence  of  rich  food.  They  fail  to  remember 
the  words  of  wisdom,  "Put  a  knife  to  thy  throat,  if  thou  be  a  man 
given  to  appetite." 

With  thirty-eight  million  using  alcohol  in  America  we  would 
be  wise  to  stop  and  consider  its  effects  on  the  nation.  Last  year 
we  spent  $7,800,000,000  for  alcoholic  drinks,  an  average  of  $56.00 
for  every  man,  woman  and  child  in  the  country.  This  was  an  in- 
crease of  9  per  cent  over  the  preceding  year.  It  appears  now  that 
we  will  spend  a  great  deal  more  in  1947  for  one  large  corporation 
made  a  net  profit  of  $9,306,434.00  during  the  first  three  months  of 
1946. 

Crime  increases  with  intemperance.  Our  own  state  knows  this. 
We  have  given  the  green  light  to  the  drinking,  destructive  and  de— 
ranged  element  of  our  citizenship.  This  group  has  opened  the 
throttle  and  ignore  all  red  light  signals  and  claim  the  right-of-way 
on  both  sides  of  the  highway.  Often  the  mortuary  is  filled  with  the 
scattered  pieces  of  the  deluded  victims  who  exercised  their  person- 
al liberties  at  the  wrong  crossing.  The  state  never  sheds  tears  except 
when  the  revenue  decreases. 

Our  faces  should  be  set  against  the  liquor  traffic.  There  is 
no  difference  in  alcohol.  It  is  just  as  deadly  bought  from  the  ABC 
Store  or  from  one  of  our  bootleggers  in  Johnston  County.  We  must 
remember  the  words  of  the  wise  man  who  said,  "Wine  is  a  mock- 
er, strong  drink  is  raging:  and  whosoever  is  deceived  thereby  is 
not  wise."  The  writer  continues,  "And  at  last  it  biteth  like  a  ser- 
pent,   and  stingeth  like  an  adder." 

As  intemperance  increases  public  morals  decrease.  Gambling 
is  on  the  increase.  Here  we  register  lost  ground  and  a  trend  of 
defeat  for  morality.  It  generally  goes  unchecked  and  unrebuked. 
It  starts  in  the  home.  Our  church  members  engage  in  it  without 
regard  to  the  Word  of  God.  Woe  be  unto  the  prophet  who  speaks 
out  against  it.  He  will  find  himself  dressing  sycamore  trees  and 
no  bread  will  come  from  the  king's  palace.  From  the  home  it 
goes  to  amusement  centers,  soft  drink  stands,  athletic  contests  and 
other  places.     In  fairness  to  our  civil  officers  I  must  say  that  they 
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are  endeavoring  to  keep  Negro  citizens  from  enjoying  this  form 
of  pasttime.  We  would  commend  our  sheriff  and  his.  assistants, 
both  county  and  town  officials,  for  what  they  are  doing  to  curb 
crime  in  all  its  forms  in  Johnston  County. 

We  feel  that  the  ever  increasing  "Weekend"  idea  of  the  Lord's 
Day  is  doing  much  to  demoralize  our  people.  We  need  to  return  to 
our  articles  of  faith  and  read.  "We  believe  that  the  first  day  of  the 
week  is  the  Lord's  Day,  or  Christian  Sabbath;  and  is  to  be  kept 
sacred  to  religious  purposes,  by  abstaining  from  all  secular  labor 
and  sinful  recreation,  by  the  devout  observance  of  all  the  means  of 
grace,  both  private  and  public;  and  by  preparation  for  the  rest  that 
remaineth  for  the  people  of  God." 

We  feel  that  the  divorce  evil  should  be  checked.  They  tell  us 
now  that  one  out  of  every  three  marriages  is  going  on  the  rocks.  We 
need  to  preach  more  concerning  the  sacredness  of  the  marriage  vow. 
Many  do  not  consider  it  a  life-long  bond  uniting  one  man  and  one  wo- 
man in  the  obligations  of  husband  and  wife.  "What  therefore  God 
hath  joined  together,  let  no  man  put  asunder." 

We  need  to  stress  our  church  covenant  when  people  apply  for 
membership  in  our  churches.  In  it  we  find  that  we  agree  when  we 
join  the  church.  "To  abstain  from  the  sale  and  use  of  intoxicating 
drinks  as  a  beverage."

Mrs.  Bryan  also  presented  Mr.  Jesse  Jones,  a  deacon  of  the 
First  Baptist  Church  of  Kinston,  who  spoke  on  the  work  of  our 
orphanage.  He  spoke  in  a  great  way  and  presented  this  phase 
of  our  work  in  a  manner  that  should  cause  all  of  us  to  determine 
to  do  more  along  this  line  of  work.  The  report  was  adopted. 

REPORT  ON  ORPHANAGE  AND  HOSPITALS 

Jesus  said:  "Inasmuch  as  you  have  done  it  unto  one  of  the 
least  of  these,  my  brethren,  ye  have  done  it  unto  me."  Jesus  loved 
and  cared  for  the  little  ones  and  visited  and  ministered  unto  the 
sick.  And  what  we  do  for  them,  He  regards  as  done  for  Him,  and 
it  was  our  love  for  Him  that  our  great  Orphanage  and  Hospital 
were  built.  As  we  look  over  our  years  records,  we  are  so  thankful 
that  most  of  us  have  had  a  part  in  helping  to  carry  on  the  work  of 
both  institutions.  Let  us  not  forget  that  a  special  contribution  goes 
to  the  Orphanage  at  Thanksgiving  and  to  the  Hospital  on  Mother's 
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Day.  Our  hope  is  that  not  a  single  church  will  fail  in  sending  their 
gifts  during  1947.

SOME  FACTS  ABOUT  THE  BAPTIST  ORPHANAGE  OF 

NORTH  CAROLINA 
The  backwash  of  war  is  presenting  to  orphanage  workers  some 
very  acute  problems.  Among  these  are  the  increased  cost  of  living, 
the  difficulty  in  securing  a  well  equipped  staff,  the  inability  to  se- 
cure material  for  needed  repairs  to  buildings,  and  the  still  more  se- 
rious concern  of  how  to  help  meet  the  problems  in  the  ever  increas- 
ing number  of  broken  homes. 

In  spite  of  these  difficulties,  we  have  had  another  successful 
year,  especially  from  the  standpoint  of  income.  The  loyalty  and  lib- 
erality manifested  by  friends  of  the  Orphanage  continue  to  challenge 
the  best  that  is  in  us.  Such  loyalty  is  the  greatest  endowment  that 
can  come  to  any  institution. 

In  view  of  the  increased  cost  of  living,  our  farm  activities  have 
proven  to  be  life  savers.  We  have  been  able  to  produce  commodi- 
ties for  about  one  third  less  than  they  would  have  cost  on  the  open 
market. 

The  figures  below  give  an  idea  of  the  bigness  of  the  Orphanage 
farm  enterprise  at  Mills  Home  and  Kennedy  Home: 

Products,  Barley,  2,670  bu.;  Oats,  5,207  bu.;  Corn,  7,725  bu.; 
Hog  Meat,  49,018  lbs.;  Eggs,  27,740  doz.;   Milk,  76,002  gal. 

Vegetables  of  all  kinds  sufficient  to  supply  our  needs  have  been 
produced  in  the  gardens.  The  dairy  and  beef  herds  have  been  great- 
ly improved,  both  at  Mills  Home  and  at  Kennedy  Home.  The  drain- 
ing and  improvement  of  pasture  lands  at  Kennedy  Home  have  made 
possible  one  of  the  best  grade  herds  of  beef  cattle  in  the  state. 

From  a  financial  point  of  view  Charity  and  Children  has  had 
one  of  the  best  years  in  its  history.  There  was  a  big  increase  in  the 
amount  received  in  subscriptions,  and  in  the  amount  of  commercial 
work  done  in  the  print  shop.  The  total  profit  amounted  to  $8,348.63. 
Charity  and  Children  circulation  has  reached  the  all  time  high  of 
36,000. 

The  results  accomplished  by  the  Social  Service  department  dur- 
ing the  past  year  have  been  most  gratifying.  These  results  cover 
the  services  rendered  dependent  and  neglected  children  in  three 
types  of  child  welfare;  namely,  institutional  care,  foster  home  care, 
and  aid  in  the  home. 

A  total  of  700  children  were  under  care  during  the  year.  598 
were  cared  for  at  both  homes  —  45  in  Foster  Homes  and  54  through 
Mothers  Aid.    While  the  number  of  children  in  the  institution  was 
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reduced  by  6,  the  foster  home  care  increased  24  and  Mothers  Aid  16. 

Applications  for  assistance  increased  7  per  cent.  348  applica- 
tions for  837  children  received  case  work  services.  Of  this  number 
122  new  children  were  admitted  to  the  care  of  the  Baptist  Orphan- 
age. Through  case  work  other  plans  were  made  for  18  families  con- 
taining 503  children,  leaving  92  applications  for  212  children  await- 
ing further  service.  Case  work  service  was  made  available  to  a  to- 
tal of  1203  children. 

As  soon  as  materials  are  available  we  will  not  only  need  to  ov- 
erhaul and  modernize  a  number  of  buildings,  but  make  plans  to 
erect  some  much  needed  new  buildings. 

Friends  from  all  over  the  state  have  been  requesting  the  privi- 
lege of  clothing  children.  A  much  larger  number  of  children  than 
ever  before  have  been  clothed  by  various  organizations  and  indi- 
viduals. Other  children  have  been  supported  in  full  by  individuals, 
Sunday  School  classes  or  other  groups.  Still  others  have  furnished 
a  little  money  each  month  to  every  child  in  certain  cottages.  These 
personal  attachments  have  been  helpful;  not  only  in  a  financial 
way,  but  it  does  somethting  to  the  children  when  then  realize  that 
some  one  is  personally  interested  in  them. 

Since  it  has  been  possible  to  secure  a  full  staff  of  teachers  again, 
the  schools  have  been  more  efficient  than  for  the  past  few  years. 
The  daily  attendance  somewhat  reflects  the  health  and  interest  of 
the  children  in  the  two  homes.  According  to  facts  furnished  by  Mr. 
Skaggs,  the  average  attendance  on  the  part  of  our  children  as  a 
whole,  has  been  slightly  above  ninety-nine  per  cent. 

It  is  rather  significant  and  gratifying  to  report  that  we  have  in 
each  one  of  the  homes  an  ordained  minister  who  has  had  special 
training  in  physical  education  to  direct  the  athletic  activities.  Rev. 
Cleveland  Wilkie.  a  former  Mills  Home  boy.  in  addition  to  serving 
and  serving  well,  as  pastor  of  the  Kennedy  Home  church,  is  also 
directing  a  most  successful  physical  education  program.  Rev.  Paul 
Lov'ingood,  who  has  had  a  number  of  successful  years  as  pastor, 
school  principal,  and  physical  education  director,  was  employed  this 
year  to  teach  and  direct  the  physical  education  activities  of  the  Mills 
Home  family.  His  program  has  proven  to  be  popular,  helpful  and 
stimulating.  The  vocational  department,  including  agriculture  and 
home  economics  has  taken  high  honors  wherever  it  has  competed 
with  other  institutions. 

Perhaps  the  church  life  and  its  various  activities  at  Mills  Home 
and  Kennedy  Home  is,  and  should  rightly  be  the  most  positive  in- 
fluence in  the  lives  of  our  boys  and  girls.  Under  the  leadership  of 
the  two  pastors,  Rev.  J.  A.  Neilson  of  the  Mills  Home  and  Rev. 
Cleveland  Wilkie  of  the  Kennedy  Home,  strengthened  by  the  loyal 
support  of  the  Orphanage  staff  these  two  churches  in  devotion,  con- 
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tributions,  and  in  Christian  Training,  compare  favorably  with  other 
churches  in  the  denomination. 

REPORT  ON  NORTH  CAROLINA  BAPTIST  HOSPITAL,  1946 

Our  Baptist  Hospital  has  had  another  full  and  fruitful  year.  In 
the  past  few  years  its  facilities  to  care  for  the  sick  have  been  great- 
ly increased.  This  is  true  for  both  those  who  do  not  have  the  money 
to  pay  for  complete  hospital  care  and  those  who  have  complicated 
afflictions  which  the  hospitals  and  doctors  in  most  communities  are 
not  prepared  to  care  for. 

The  Out-Patient  Clinic  is  now  working  in  its  enlarged  and  bet- 
ter equipped  quarters.  It  is  prepared  to  do  the  highest  type  of  work 
of  examining  the  sick,  prescribing  treatment  for  their  ills,  and  giv- 
ing some  specialized  treatments.  After  the  examination,  most  of 
these  can  be  treated  back  home  by  a  local  doctor  or  in  a  local  hos- 
pital. There  is  now  being  added  to  the  clinic  additional  services  in 
psychiatry  and  in  eye  and  dental  diseases.  The  cost  for  an  exami- 
nation in  the  Out-Patient  Clinic  is  $5.00,  not  including  X-rays  and 
special  laboratory  tests,  for  all  who  are  able  to  pay  it.  This  just 
about  covers  the  actual  cost  to  the  hospital  for  the  examination.  The 
charges  for  X-ray  pictures  and  special  tests  are  estimated  at  actual 
cost.  Most  people  are  able  to  pay  these  fees.  In  cases  where  they 
are  not  able  to  pay  the  whole  fee,  the  balance  is  paid  out  of  the 
Mother's  Day  Offering. 

Along  with  the  Out-Patient  Clinic,  there  is  operated  the  Private 
Clinic  for  those  who  are  able  to  pay  the  regular  standard  fees  for 
medical  care. 

The  sick  who  come  to  these  clinics  and  need  to  enter  the  Bap- 
tist Hospital  for  treatment  are  then  admitted  as  bed  patients,  in  so 
far  as  room  permits.  Due  to  lack  of  space,  it  is  impossible  for  the 
hospital  to  take  care  of  all  who  need  to  be  admitted.  Because  of  this 
lack  of  space,  our  hospital  has  available  a  great  deal  of  the  finest 
medical  skill  which  it  is  not  able  to  use  to  relieve  suffering. 

The  Mother's  Day  Offering  enables  our  hospital  to  care  for 
those  who  do  not  have  the  money  to  pay  their  full  bills.  Those  who 
are  able  to  pay  in  full  are  expected  to  do  so,  because,  if  they  fail  to, 
it  will  take  help  from  those  who  are  in  actual  need.  No  person  who 
is  examined  in  the  Out-Patient  Clinic  and  no  service  patient  who 
is  admitted  to  the  hospital  is  charged  any  doctor's  bill  at  all,  wheth- 
er or  not  he  pays  his  hospital  bill.  More  than  half  of  those  who  are 
cared  for  by  our  hospital  are  such  service  patients,  and  many  of 
them  are  unable  to  pay  anything  at  all.  Our  hospital  does  far  more 
free  service  for  the  poor  than  any  other  denominational  hospital  in 
the  South  and  stands  among  the  first  in  America  in  the  amount  it 
does.  Last  year  this  free  service  cost  the  hospital  over  $167,000. 
We  are  happy  that  the  churches  of  our  association  had  a  large  share 
through  our  Mother's  Day  Offering  in  this  great  service. 
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Our  Baptist  Hospital  operates  one  of  the  best  schools  of  nurs- 
ing in  the  South.  It  seeks  the  finest  young  women,  mentally,  phys- 
ically, and  spiritually,  to  train  for  a  Christian  ministry  of  healing. 
It  invites  young  women  from  our  Baptist  homes  and  churches  who 
are  interested  in  giving  their  lives  to  this  important  profession  to 
consider  going  there  for  their  training.  The  need  for  nurses  is  ur- 
gent. Any  girl  18  years  of  age  or  over,  with  high  school  education, 
or  better,  is  eligible  to  apply.  She  should  write  the  Director,  Nurs- 
ing Department,  North  Carolina  Baptist  Hospital,  Winston-Salem, 
North  Carolina. 

The  new  Department  of  Religion  at  our  Baptist  Hospital  is  be- 
ing organized  to  render  an  effective  spiritual  ministry.  This  in- 
cludes visitations  and  counsel  among  the  sick  and  burdened  in  the 
hospital,  Bible  instruction  and  a  religious  program  for  students,  the 
effort  to  help  create  a  Christian  spirit  through  all  the  work  of  the 
hospital,  and  carrying  to  our  churches  the  information  concerning 
the  work  of  our  hospital.  The  ministry  of  this  department  is  recog- 
nized by  all  connected  with  the  hospital  as  an  important  part  of  the 
work. 

The  urgent  and  outstanding  need  of  our  Baptist  Hospital  is  the 
construction  of  a  new  south  wing.  This  would  provide  140  new 
beds,  which  we  so  greatly  need,  especially  to  take  care  of  the  more 
seriously  ill  who  need  private  rooms.  Additional  operating  and  de- 
livery rooms  and  X-ray  facilities  would  be  included.  It  would  pro- 
vide adequate  kitchen  and  storage  room,  where  the  hospital  is  now 
seriously  handicapped  for  lack  of  space.  Also,  it  would  provide  for 
a  laundry.  It  now  costs  the  hospital  over  $50,000  a  year  to  get  its 
laundry  done  outside.  The  new  wing  would  greatly  increase  the 
service  of  our  hospital  to  the  sick  and  would  enable  it  to  increase 
its  income. 

The  cost  of  the  new  south  wing  would  be  close  to  a  million  dol- 
lars. One  gift  of  $200,000  already  has  been  offered  toward  this, 
provided  the  construction  is  approved  this  year.  Many  who  have 
been  to  our  hospital  as  patients,  or  to  take  patients,  know  how 
badly  this  additional  room  is  needed.  The  advisability  of  permit- 
ting the  hospital  to  construct  this  building  will  be  considered  by  our 
Baptist  State  Convention  in  its  sessions  at  Asheville  in  November, 
have  opportunity  to  vote  their  approval  of  this  new  building.  We 
hope  they  will  act  favorably  toward  it. 

23.  Brother  A.  D.  Parrish  suggested  that  the  Time,  Place 
and  Preacher  Committee  select  the  oldest  pastor  in  the  Associa- 
tion to  preach  the  annual  sermon. 

24.  The  Moderator  asked  Brother  J.  N.  Stancil  to  lead  the 
closing  prayer,  after  which  he  declared  the  Association  adjourn- 
ed until  Thursday  Morning  at  10:00  O'clock. 
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SECOND  DAY 
Thursday  Morning  Session,  October  31 

25.  Moderator  A.  J.  Whitley,  Jr.,  called  the  Association  to 
order  promptly  at  10:00  O'clock. 

26.  Brother  C.  B.  Thomas  led  in  singing  "Holy  Holy"  and 
"Come  Thou  Fount."  Brother  W.  W.  Turner  led  the  opening 
prayer. 

27.  The  minutes  of  Wednesday's  session  were  read  and  ap- 
proved. 

28.  The  Moderator  read  a  list  of  those  of  our  members  who 
have  answered  the  last  roll  call  since  September  30,  1945.  He 
asked  the  Association  to  stand  in  silent  prayer  in  memory  of  the 
departed  ones.  Brother  H.  C.  Upchurch  led  in  prayer. 

29.  Mrs.  J.  E.  Wilder,  Superintendent  of  the  W.  M.  U.  or- 
ganizations, was  recognized  and  presented  the  report  on  the 
W.  M.  U.  work.  After  reading  the  report  Mrs.  Wilder  made  a 
motion  to  adopt  the  report.  This  was  seconded.  Mrs.  Wilder  pre- 
sented Miss  Kate  Murray,  one  of  our  Missionaries  to  China.  She 
brought  one  of  the  very  best  of  missionary  messages. 

Brother  H.  M.  Hall  spoke  on  the  report  asking  that  we  con- 
sider some  of  the  mission  work  in  our  own  Association.  He 
stated  that  efforts  were  being  made  to  establish  a  church  at 
Newton  Grove. 

Mrs.  J.  R.  Overby  presented  Miss  Annie  Myatt  of  the  Smith- 
field  Church  who  has  been  outstanding  in  mission  work  and  has 
been  elected  honorary  president  of  the  Smithfield  W.  M.  U. 

The  report  was  adopted. 

REPORT  OF  WOMAN'S  MISSIONARY  UNION 

There  is  a  song  in  my  heart  as  I  bring  you  another  report  of 
Woman's  Missionary  Union. 

Deepest  gratitude  is  herewith  expressed  to  our  Heavenly  Fa- 
ther for  His  abundant  mercies  and  blessings,  to  every  officer,  pastor, 
missionary  and  individual  who  helped  in  any  way  to  promote  the 
Kingdom  of  God  through  W.  M.  U. 

Leaders  were  exhorted  to  be  so  constant  in  their  service  that 
the  close  of  the  year  would  bring  the  Divine  Commendation,  "Well 
done,  good  and  faithful  servant."  Reports  gave  evidence  that  many 
heeded  the  exhortation.  There  was  some  progress  in  each  phase  of 
the  work. 

Thirty-five  churches  each  maintained  one  or  more  missionary 
organizations.   Fourteen  maintained  two  or  more,  and  five  were  full 
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graded  (W.M.S.,  Y.W.A.,  G.A.,  R.A.,  and  Sunbeam  Band) .  Clayton 
lacked  only  one  point  of  reaching  the  high  goal  of  A-l  full  graded. 
(W.M.S.  and  one  each  of  Young  People's  organizations  A-l.) 

In  January  we  set  as  our  goal  for  enlistment  12  new  organiza- 
tions with  a  10  per  cent  increase  in  enrollment.  This  was  more 
than  realized  for  we  had  a  net  gain  of  14  organizations  and  297 
new  members,  giving  us  a  total  of  87  organizations  with  a  member- 
ship of  1,825.  Contributing  factors  were  the  Leadership  Conference, 
Y.  W.  A.  Council,  R.  A.  Conclave  and  Young  People's  Rally. 

Even  though  the  number  cf  meetings  for  Young  People's  A-l 
organizations  were  doubled  there  were  13  A-l  organizations.  Fif- 
teen made  a  grade  of  B  and  11  made  C.  This  is  a  gain  of  14  organi- 
zations making  a  grade  and  is  an  indication  of  improvement  in  the 
quality  of  work  done.  We  were  so  thankful  to  know  that  none  of 
the  621  A-l  organizations  lost  in  the  Southern  Union  were  from 
Johnston. 

One  of  our  chief  aims  is  to  get  our  women  and  young  people  to 
study  that  they  may  get  a  vision  of  the  fields  and  be  willing  to  say, 
"Here  am  I,  send  me."  Surely  this  will  come  to  pass  sooner  because 
of  the  splendid  increase  in  mission  study  last  year.  Our  goal  was 
100  classes  with  an  enrollment  of  1,000.  There  were  157  classes 
with  an  enrollment  of  1,344.  Classes  in  mission  study  more  than 
doubled. 

Figures  give  proof  that  members  of  W.M.U.  were  better  stew- 
ards of  their  money  than  before.  Gifts  through  the  Cooperative 
Program  showed  a  gain  of  $899.47  while  the  total  gifts  recorded  at 
state  headquarters  showed  a  gain  of  only  $52.61.  This  did  not  in- 
clude gifts  to  local  work  of  $10,892.82,  nor  $506.56  to  White  Cross. 
Neither  does  it  include  value  of  numerous  boxes  of  food  and  cloth- 
ing sent  abroad  for  the  relief  of  suffering. 

A  better  view  of  the  needs  and  a  desire  to  serve  in  the  com- 
munity led  23  more  organizations  to  participate  in  directed  com- 
munity Missions — bringing  the  total  to  71. 

With  joy  we  call  attention  to  the  gain  of  204  subscriptions  to 
the  Biblical  Recorder  and  our  Missionary  periodicals.  This  meant 
better  programs  and  a  better  informed  membership. 

It  is  heartening  to  know  that,  while  there  were  500  fewer  or- 
ganizations observing  seasons  of  prayer  in  the  South,  in  Johnston  31 
more  met  to  "pray  a  while." 

In  the  W.  M.  U.  song  of  joy  and  praise  the  following  discordant 
notes  were  sounded: 

1.  Not  one  of  the  46  churches  fostered  an  A-l  full  graded  union. 

2.  Only  5  were  full  graded. 

3.  Only  1  class  in  Bible  study  was  reported  preparatory  to  soul 
winning. 
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4.  Three  of  the  34  churches  with  W.M.S.  had  no  mission  study 
class.   The  same  3  gave  nothing  to  World  Relief  nor  White  Cross. 

5.  Nine  churches  remain  without  a  missionary  organization. 

6.  There  are  approximately  4,000  unenlisted  women  and  young 
people  in  our  Association. 

Let  us  pray,  evangelize,  study,  give  and  serve  until  the  whole 
song  is  one  of  harmony  and  all  the  ends  of  the  earth  look  unto  Him 
and  are  saved  —  and  every  laborer  wins  the  Divine  award,  "Well 
done,  good  and  faithful  servant!"

30.  The  Clerk  presented  the  digest  of  Church  Letters,  which 
showed  gains  in  most  all  phases  of  the  work  except  baptisms.  In 
connection  with  this  digest  Brother  Tom  M.  Freeman  made  some 
timely  remarks  on  our  gifts  to  mission  work. 

31.  The  Moderator  asked  for  a  song.  Brother  Thomas  led 
in  singing  "Come  Thou  Almighty  King." 

32.  Brother  H.  C.  Upchurch,  Assocational  Sunday  School 
Superintendent,  was  recognized  by  the  Moderator  and  presented 
the  report  on  Sunday  School  work.  A  motion  and  second  was 
made  to  adopt  the  report.  Brother  Upchuch  spoke  to  the  report, 
telling  some  of  the  facts  concerning  the  teaching  of  God's  Wod. 
Brother  Catlett  and  Brother  Whisenhunt  made  some  fine  re- 
marks about  adult  classes  in  Daily  Vacation  Bible  Schools.  The 
report  was  adopted. 

SUNDAY  SCHOOL  REPORT 

The  Sunday  School  is  the  teaching  service  of  the  church. 
Some  one  has  defined  teaching  as  causing  others  to  know.  Preach- 
ing and  teaching  overlap  in  their  activity  but  there  is  a  difference. 
Preaching  in  the  main  is  causing  others  to  put  into  practice  what 
they  have  learned.  In  the  program  of  Christ  there  are  two  phases 
or  periods  of  teaching.  First  teaching  the  unsaved  about  God's 
plan  for  man  and  man's  lost  condition  because  of  his  sins;  that 
God  has  provided  a  savior.  Second,  after  a  person  has  accepted 
Christ  as  his  savior,  to  teach  him  to  observe  all  things  whatso- 
ever Christ  has  commanded  him  to  do;  that  a  Christian  is  not  his 
own  but  is  bought  with  a  price;  and  therefore  obeys  the  one  to 
whom  he  belongs;    which  is  God. 

Our  teaching  program  suffers  badly  by  comparison  to  the 
teaching  program  of  the  State  in  that  the  State  requires  a  certain 
standard  of  efficiency  whereas  the  Sunday  School  requires  none. 
We  have  made  a  small  start  towards  training  our  teachers,  but 
only  a  start.    All  prospective  teachers  and  teachers  should  be  re- 
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quired  to  study  and  pass  an  examination  on  at  least  one  study- 
book  on  the  Bible  each  year.  This  book  should  be  taught  by  the 
pastor  of  the  church  if  possible  or  some  person  competent  to  do  so. 
There  was  started  this  year  a  system  of  regional  training  schools  in 
our  association,  which  is  a  good  beginning  in  the  right  direction; 
to  make  available  the  best  teachers  possible  to  the  people  of  all 
our  churches.  Our  people  of  course  have  not  yet  caught  the  mean- 
ing of  its  real  value  but  1  am  sure  they  will  if  we  really  sell  them 
the  idea  and  prove  up  on  it,    by  giving  it  our  best. 

Our  D.  V.  Bible  schools* °i&Ve  reached  practically  all  our 
churches  in  some  degree  at  $ea*Pt  but  we  should  work  diligently 
to  make  them  what  they  are  -supposed  to  be,  real  Bible  schools. 
The  time  given  to  them  should  be  extended  so  that  they  could  cover 
a  greater  period  of  time  and  include  more  of  our  people.  If  we 
really  want  a  revival  in  the  best  sense  of  the  word,  this  is  the  way. 
A  revival  in  interest  in  the  word  of  God  will  inevitably  bring  a 
revival  in  Christian  living.  The  time  should  speedily  come  when 
we  can  realize  this  and  change  our  educational  set  up  in  our  na- 
tion to  include  at  least  a  month  each  year  of  religious  training  for 
our  children  in  their  respective  denominations  and  churches  in- 
stead of  putting  their  religious  training  under  the  control  of  the 
state  as  has  been  done  in  some  instances. 

There  was  enrolled  in  our  Sunday  Schools  this  year  6553  with 
an  average  attendance  of  3468.  That  is  an  increase  of  434  in  en- 
rollment and  a  decrease  of  9  in  attendance. 

I  as  Associational  S.  S.  Supt.  have  since  my  election  conduct- 
ed three  meetings  as  follows:  Thanksgiving  Church.  14  churches 
represented  with  5  pastors,  10  Supt.  and  86  members  present.  The 
main  speaker,  Rev.  Wade  Baker.  Mt.  Moriah.  6  churches  repre- 
sented, with  3  pastors,  4  Supt.  and  56  members  present.  Four 
Oaks:  19  churches  represented  with  11  pastors,  12  Supt.  and  168 
members  present.  There  were  three  regional  meetings  held  with 
a  total  of  about  225  present.  This  makes  a  total  of  attendance  of 
535  for  the  meetings  held.  The  main  speakers  for  the  meetings 
were:  Rev.  J.  Wade  Baker,  Rev.  T.  B.  Stone,  Rev.  J.  L.  Powers,  Rev. 
Alf  Parrish,  Rev.  Charles  Carroll,  Rev.  Doc  Coates,  Rev.  Tom  Free- 
man and  Rev.  Fon  Schofield.

The  report  was  adopted. 
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REPORT  ON  COOPERATIVE  PROGRAM 

From  all  parts  of  the  Universe  there  eome  cries  from  the 
Spiritual,  moral,  physical  and  financial  destitute  classes  of  humanity 
unto  those  who  have  the  light,  skill  and  means  by  which  to  fur- 
nish relief  from  the  awful  and  almost  unendurable  conditions  to 
which  they  are  subjected. 

Many  of  them,  helpless  and  all  but  hopeless,  send  to  us  the 
Macedonian  call,  "Come  over  and  help  us."  As  an  answer  to  this 
call  The  Southern  Baptist  Convention  has  undertaken  the  task  of 
ministering  unto  as  many  of  them  as  is  possible  with  an  earnest 
endeavor  to  change  their  environments  and  thereby  change  the 
conditions  and  situation.  In  no  way  can  this  task  be  performed 
more  effectively  than  through  and  by  the  fellowship  of  cooperation. 

The  statement,  "United  we  stand,  and,  divided  we  fall"  has 
more  truth  than  fiction.  Along  with  this  we  might  say,  Together 
we  succeed,  but,  divided  we  fail. 

The  Divine  Commission  is  enjoined  upon  us  to  carry  the  gos- 
pel of  peace  and  salvation  to  the  lost,  to  minister  unto  the  sick 
and  afflicted,  and  to  help  those  who  are  in  need.  Said  Jesus,  "In- 
asmuch as  ye  do  it  unto  one  of  the  least  of  these  my  brethren  ye 
do  it  unto  me."  To  do  this  we  need  most  of  all  a  sacrificial  and  not 
a  selfish  spirit.  My  life  for  others  was  the  unwritten  motto  of  Je- 
sus and  should  be  the  motto  of  every  Christian. 

In  the  rebuilding  of  the  wall  of  Jerusalem,  Nehemiah  said, 
"So  built  we  the  wall;  and  all  the  wall  was  joined  together  unto 
the  half  thereof:  for  the  people  had  a  mind  to  work.  A  willing 
heart  and  a  ready  hand  actuated  by  unwavering  faith  can  do  great 
things  for  the  Master. 

If  we  will  but  lift  up  our  eyes  unto  the  fields  we  can  see  them 
ripe  unto  harvest.  There  was  never  a  time  when  the  neeed  was 
greater;  there  was  never  a  time  when  the  opportunity  was  more 
favorable.  But,  the  spirit  of  indifference  is  a  great  obstacle  stand- 
ing in  the  way  of  success  and  achievement.  Breathes  there  a 
soul  so  dead,  in  all  our  association,  that  it  has  no  vision,  no  aspi- 
ration, and  no  ambition.  May  we  hear  Jesus  say,  "Work  while  it 
is  day."  When  the  demands  come  to  us  may  we  ask,  Lord  "What 
wilt  thou  have  me  to  do"? 

In  adopting  the  plan  of  the  Cooperative  Program  as  a  sys- 
tem of  collection  and  operation  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  has 
enjoined  upon  each  individual  member  of  the  local  churches  an 
obligation  for  carrying  on  the  program  of  Jesus. 

In  1945  the  Johnston  Association  with  9250  members  contribut- 
ed through  the  Cooperative  Program  the  sum  of  $10706.83,  or  $1.16 
per  member.  Our  aim  should  be  a  higher  goal. 

This  program  gives  each  individual  member  an  opportunity 
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to  have  a  part  in  all  Kingdom  work  sponsored  by  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention. 

In  this  great  field  of  Kingdom  service  there  are  three  out- 
standing things  in  every  act — the  giver,  the  gifts,  and  the  receiv- 
er. In  the  Bible  we  have  God,  the  Father,  the  giver,  Jesus  the 
gift,  and  humanity  the  recipients. 

The  giver  with  his  gift,  and  the  gift  with  its  giver  can  greatly 
enrich  the  receiver. 

There's    a  task  for  everybody, 

There's  a  task  for  every  church. 

We  are  called  upon  to  do  our  part. 

We  can  do  the  work  much  better 

If  we  work  along  together 

If  we  work  and  do  it  from  the  heart. 

We  urge  all  of  our  churches  to  adopt  the  Cooperative  Program 
as  their  system  of  financial  giving  to  the  several  projects  sponsored 
by  the  Convention.

37.  At  the  request  of  Moderator  Whitley,  Brother  W.  S. 
Caudle,  Vice-Moderator  of  the  Association,  called  the  afternoon 
session  to  order  at  2:00  o'clock. 

38.  Brother  C.  B.  Thomas  led  in  singing  "Glory  to  His 
Name"  and  "When  Morning  Breaks  the  Sky,"  with  Mrs.  Gattis 
Bailey  at  the  piano.  Brother  H.  E.  Cherry  led  the  opening  pray- 
er. 

39.  Brother  J.  Wade  Baker  presented  the  report  on  Social 
Service.  A  motion  to  adopt  received  the  necessary  second.  Broth- 
er Baker  then  spoke  to  the  report  in  a  way  to  arouse  in  us  a 
greater  desire  to  do  more  in  this  phase  of  Christian  Work  and  to 
live  our  profession  more  fully.  In  connection  with  this  report  the 
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Moderator  asked  all  veterans  to  stand.  Quite  a  goodly  number 
stood.  The  report  was  adopted. 

SOCIAL  SERVICE  REPORT 

When  we  refer  to  social  service,  we  are  talking  about  ap- 
plied Christianity.  We  are  thinking  of  the  Gospel  expressed  in 
terms  of  brotherhood.  It  is  fulfilling  the  second  commandment, 
which  Jesus  said  was  like  unto  the  first.  In  social  service,  the 
Gospel  is  made  tangible  in  the  area  of  human  relationships,  apart 
from  which  the  Gospel  loses  its  warmth  and  meaning. 

Once  more  the  people  of  the  Johnston  Association  have  ex- 
pressed themselves  in  terms  of  social  service.  They  have  inter- 
preted "in  a  practical,  yet  highly  spiritual  sense,  the  teachings  of 
Christ.  They  have,  while  preaching  the  acceptable  year  of  the 
Lord,  brought  good  tidings  to  the  poor;  proclaimed  release  to  the 
captives;  and  liberated  the  bruised  and  afflicted.  In  propagating 
the  message  of  the  Master,  they  have  definitely  included  human 
need. 

A  few  expressions  in  the  program  of  social  service  are  here- 
in reported.  The  New  Testament  exhortation  to  care  for  the  fa- 
therless has  been  heeded.  $6045.27  has  been  paid  to  the  orphan- 
age. In  caring  for  the  sick,  $1807.05  has  been  contributed  to  our 
hospital.  Johnston  Baptists  are  mindful  that  charity,  or  love,  be- 
gins at  home.  Thus  $1199.49  has  been  contributed  to  aid  locally 
those  in  need.  These  three  contributions  are  greater  than  last  year. 
In  response  to  the  call  for  help  from  those  abroad  in  war  torn 
areas,  $4681.37  was  contributed  to  relief  and  rehabilitation.  Ser- 
vice has  been  rendered  in  other  ways  by  our  churches,  such  as 
clothing  and  supplies  for  those  in  need,  and  through  programs 
of  general  welfare.  Too  numerous  to  record  are  those  personal 
expressions  of  Christian  brotherhood  manifested  among  our  people. 
These  deeds  of  kindness,  performed  without  publicity,  were  prompt- 
ed by  the  spirit  of  Christ  who  said,  "As  often  as  ye  did  it  unto  the 
least  of  these  my  brethren,  ye  did  it  unto  me." 

With  all  the  good  that  has  been  done,  the  possibilities  of 
Christian  service  are  yet  but  feebly  approached.  Christ's  chal- 
lenging statement  is  ever  beyond  us,  "ye  must  be  perfect,  as  your 
heavenly  Father  is  perfect."  In  the  world  around  us,  unrest, 
greed,  and  suppressive  power  are  evident,  the  roots  of  which  are 
grounded  in  the  communities  in  which  our  churches  are  located. 
Economic  wealth  and  the  wage  scale  is  often  disproportionate.  Race 
prejudices  thrived,  and  some  of  God's  children  are  discriminated 
against  because  they  differ  only  in  complexion.  Suppression  of 
minority  groups  within  our  own  orders  result  in  open  violence. 
Pressure  groups  seek  to  favor  the  selected  few,  while  injustice 
Is  done  ,to  the  general  welfare  of  the  whole.    These  practices  sur- 
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round  our  churches,  and  too  often  our  Christian  consciences  are 
too  weak  to  voice  disapproval.  The  voice  of  the  prophet  Amos 
was  raised  because  of  the  indifference  of  God's  people  toward  in- 
equalities and  favoritism.  He  said,  "Let  justice  roll  down  as  waters, 
and  righteousness  as  a  mighty  stream.  Jesus'  position  relative  to 
social  issues  was  beyond  question.  His  message  was  always  paral- 
leled by  social  action. 

For  emphasis,  let  us  restudy  the  life  and  message  of  Jesus 
and  the  result  of  their  influence.  When  the  heart  of  Zaccheus  be- 
came possessed  with  the  spirit  of  Jesus,  there  was  a  dedication 
both  of  life  and  possessions.  He  said,  "Lord,  the  half  of  my  goods 
I  give  to  the  poor."  When  Jesus  commissioned  the  twelve  disciples, 
he  told  them  to  go  preach  the  kingdom  of  heaven  is  at  hand;  also 
to  heal  the  sick  and  cleanse  the  lepers.  After  the  resurrection, 
the  disciples  continued  to  preach  and  do  social  service.  May  the 
spirit,  the  spirit  of  our  Master,  continue  to  quicken  our  hearts, 
making  us  sensitive  to  the  social  problems  around  us,  and  willing 
to  make  an  application  of  the  religion  we  profess.

EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE  REPORT 
The  Enlarged  Executive  Committee  has  served  for  two  years.  It 
now  includes  the  six  elective  members,  no  two  of  which  are  to 
come  from  the  same  community,  the  moderator,  who  shall  be 
Chairman  of  the  Committee,  the  vice-moderator,  clerk,  auditor,  his- 
torian, treasurer,  and  Association  heads  of  the  Sunday  School, 
Training  Union,  the  Womans  Mission  Union,  and  those  who  are 
to  make  reports  to  the  Association  the  following  year  on  Christian 
Education,  Christian  Literature,  Temperance-,  Social*  Service,  Co- 
operative Program,  and  Orphanage  and  Hospital,  and  all  pastors 
of  churches  in  the  Association.  There  are  twenty  three  pastors 
and  fourteen  laymen  which  make  a  total  of  thirty  seven  members 
of  the  enlarged  Executive  Committee. 

This  Committee  is  your  representative  of  the  Association  be- 
tween sessions,  and  is  to  attend  to  all  business  and  help  with  the 
planning  and  the  execution  of  the  work.  There  were  four  regular 
meetings  and  one  special  meeting  during  the  year.  The  average 
attendance  at  these  meetings  was  nineteen,  or  just  about  fifty  per- 
cent of  its  members.  This  Committee  serves  approximately  9,- 
500  Baptists  in  the  Association. 

The  enlarged  Committee  is  organized  into  the  following  com- 
mittees, each  with  a  chairman  and  helpers,  and  with  well  defin- 
ed duties.  They  are:  1 — Pastorial  Relationship,  2 — Extension,  3 — 
Evangelism,  4 — Christian  Education,  5 — Christian  Literature,  6 — 
Co-operative  Program,  7 — Baptist  Training  Union,  8 — Sunday 
School,  9 — Woman's  Missionary  Union,  10 — Hospital  and  Orphan- 
age, 11— Finance,  12— Publicity,  13— Historical,  14— Missions. 

At  a  special  meeting  last  November,  the  Missionary  Commit- 
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tee  presented  its  report.  Brother  N.  A.  Catlett  was  elected  Associa- 
tion Missionary.  He  is  a  man  of  some  years  in  the  ministry.  We 
are  fortunate  to  have  this  man  who  is  as  definitely  interested  in  the 
work  as  he  has  proven  to  be. 

At  the  regular  meeting  in  January,  1946,  the  Committee  voted 
to  allow  the  leaders  of  the  Sunday  School,  Vacation  Bible  School, 
Training  Union,  and  the  Woman's  Missionary  Union  up  to  $50.00 
from  the  Beaty  Fund  to  each  as  expense  money  if  it  is  needed. 

The  plan  of  the  Southwide  Enlargement  Program  was  pre- 
sented and  adopted  as  a  special  work  in  the  Association. 

The  financial  needs  of  one  church  were  examined  and  a  rec- 
ommendation made  to  the  Eaptist  State  Convention  for  financial 
aid. 

A  committee  was  named  to  survey  the  needs  of  the  Newton 
Grove  Community  with  the  idea  of  establishing  a  Baptist  church 
there.    This  work  is  not  completed. 

The  Southwide  Program  for  World  Relief  and  Rehabilitation 
was  approved  and  made  a  part  of  the  work  of  the  Association,  and 
cur  gifts  have  been  sent  to  the  State  Convention. 

Your  Executive  Committee  has  handled  the  collecting  of 
pledges  to  the  missionary  program,  and  paying  the  missionary  for 
his  services,  the  incidental  and  operational  expenses,  and  also  the 
supervision  of  the  Beaty  Fund. 

The  Executive  Committee  expresses  its  appreciation  to  the 
Smithfield  Baptist  Church  for  the  use  of  its  church  as  a  place  for 
all  meetings.  All  meetings  were  called  to  meet  in  Smithfield  since 
it  is  centrally  located. 

The  Executive  Committee  has  worked  faithfully  and  prayer- 
fully to  promote  the  work  of  the  master  in  the  Association,  and  with 
the  Committee  enlarged  and  organized  as  it  is,  it  feels  that  the  work 
can  be  carried  on  in  a  much  better  manner  and  with  greater  ac- 
complishments.

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CONSTITUTION 

1.  The  Association  shall  be  known  as  the  Johnston  Baptist 
Association. 

2.  Its  object  shall  be  to  extend  the  privileges  of  the  Gospel 
and  liberal  culture  to  all  people  within  its  bounds,  and  by  hearty- 
co-operation  with  the  Baptist  State  Convention,  to  help  offer  these 
privileges  to  all  mankind  in  and  out  of  its  bounds  by  the  cordial 
co-operation  of  all  churches  constituting  this  body. 

3.  It  shall  be  composed  of  the  pastors  in  active  service  in  the 
Association  and  such  delegates  as  shall  be  annually  elected  by  the 
churches  connected  with  it,  each  church  being  entitled  to  three 
delegates  unless  the  membership  shall  exceed  fifty,  and  then  an 
additional  delegate  for  every  twenty-five  members;  provided  no 
church  shall  have  more  than  eight  delegates. 

4.  The  New  Hampshire  Declaration  of  Faith  shall  be  the  sum- 
mary of  Divine  Truth  for  determining  question  of  faith  and  order 
in  this  body.  And  the  churches  desiring  membership  in  it  must 
commit  themselves  to  the  substance  of  it,  together  with  the  covenant 
herewith  submitted  and  this  constitution. 

5.  This  Association  shall  not  have  power  to  annul  the  dis- 
cipline or  exercise  authority  over  any  church  connected  with  it, 
but  may  advise  with  and  sever  its  connection  with  any  church 
that  neglects  to  preserve  Gospel  order,  or  that  treats  with  contempt 
the  objects  of  advice  of  the  Association. 

6.  Each  church  shall  send  to  the  annual  meetings  of  the  As- 
sociation a  letter  (the  blanks  to  be  furnished  by  the  Clerk  of  the 
Association),  carefully  filled  as  per  blank  suggestions  stating  the 
full  work  of  the  church  for  the  year  ending  with  the  last  Sunday  in 
September. 

7.  The  Association  shall  foster  State  Missions,  Home  Mis- 
sions, Foreign  Missions,  Christian  Education,  the  Ministers'  Re- 
lief and  Annuity  Board,  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  Orphanage  and 
Hospital,  and  each  church  shall  be  requested  to  contribute  to  the 
support  of  these  objects  regularly  and  systematically. 

8.  Missions  and  Education  shall  have  precedence  in  their 
claims  upon  the  consideration  of  this  body  in  its  regular  sessions. 

9.  Whenever  a  church  shall  fail  to  be  represented  by  dele- 
gates or  letter  at  the  annual  session  of  the  Association,  inquiry 
shall  be  made  for  the  cause  and  efforts  shall  be  made  to  induce 
such  church  to  do  its  duty;  and  the  effort  shall  be  continued  until 
the  church  is  recovered  or  dropped  from  the  roll. 

10.  The  Officers  of  the  Association  shall  be  a  Moderator,  Vice- 
Moderator,  Clerk,  Treasurer,  Auditor,  and  Historian,  to  be  elected 
by  ballot  after  the  nomination  from  the  floor,  or  by  a  committee 
of  three  named  by  the  Moderator,  with  the  proviso  that  any  dele- 
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gate  may  amend  the  committee's  report  by  substituting  another  name 
for  any  one  offered  for  the  approval  of  the  Association,  which 
previously  has  decided  upon  the  method  used,  at  the  close  of  each 
annual  session,  to  serve  until  the  election  of  their  successors,  the 
Moderator  to  preside  over  the  sessions  of  the  body  and  to  promote 
the  interest  of  the  Association  during  the  year;  the  Vice-Moderator 
to  preside  in  his  absence;  the  Clerk  to  record,  print  and  distribute 
the  minutes  of  the  body,  and  to  keep  on  file  these  and  all  other 
important  papers;  the  Treasurer  to  receive  and  disburse  all  funds 
of  the  Association  subject  to  its  order;  the  Auditor  to  examine  the 
Treasurer's  books  at  the  close  of  each  session  and  to  render  a  report 
before  adjournment;  the  Historian  to  report  to  the  Association  each 
year  at  the  annual  session,  and  to  keep  an  accurate  history  of 
the  work. 

11.  The  Association  shall  elect  annually  an  Executive  Commit- 
tee, which  shall  have  authority  between  regular  sessions  of  the 
Association  to  act  for  the  body  in  necessary  matters,  executing 
the  plans  and  work  of  the  Association  in  whatever  manner  may 
seem  advisable,  a  full  report  of  its  work  being  presented  annu- 
ally, with  such  recommendations  as  may  seem  wise.  In  case  of 
death  or  removal  of  a  member,  the  committee  may  appoint  a  suc- 
cessor to  act  until  the  next  meeting  of  the  Association. 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  elective  and 
ex-officio  members.  The  elective  members  shall  be  six  laymen, 
three  men  and  three  women,  no  two  of  whom  are  from  the  same 
church;  and  they  shall  be  elected  for  two  year's  terms,  so  that 
each  year  the  Associaton  will  elect  three  lay  members  of  the 
Executive  Committee.  The  Moderator  of  the  Association  shall 
be  an  ex-officio  member  of  the  Committee,  and  shall  act  as  its 
chairman.  In  addition  to  the  Moderator,  tne  following  persons 
shall  be  ex-officio  members  of  the  Committee:  Vice-Moderator, 
Clerk,  Treasurer,  Auditor,  and  Historian  of  the  Association;  also 
the  Associational  heads  of  Sunday  School,  Training  Union,  and 
Woman's  Missionary  Union,  the  pastors  of  the  churches  in  the 
Association,  and  the  persons  who  are  to  make  reports  to  the  Asso- 
ciation the  following  year  on  Christian  Education,  Christian  Lite- 
rature, Temperance,  Social  Service,  Co-operative  Program,  Orph- 
anage and  Hospital.  All  ex-officio  members  shall  have  a  right  to 
vote  on  all  matters. 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  be  divided  for  efficiency  into 
subcommittees,  which  shall  promote  the  various  phases  of  our 
work  during  the  year  and  report  quarterly  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee. 

12.  This  Constitution  may  be  amended  at  any  annual  session 
by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  all  members  present. 

13.  The  Proceedings  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Union  shall 
be  recorded  as  a  part  of  the  Minutes  of  the  Association. 
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14.  The  Associational  Sunday  School  Superintendent  and  Bap- 
tist Training  Union  Director  shall  be  nominated  by  their  respective 
groups  and  elected  by  the  Association  in  annual  session. 


1.  The  Association  shall  meet  annually  at  such  time  and 
place  as  it  may  decide. 

2.  All  meetings  of  the  body  shall  be  opened  and  closed  with 
devotional  services. 

3.  Representatives  from  ten  of  the  churches  shall  constitute 
a  quorum. 

4.  Delegates  shall  be  recognized  by  letters  from  their  churches 
designating  them  as  such. 

5.  Members  desiring  to  speak  shall  first  rise  and  address  the 
Moderator,  shall  use  the  term  "brother,"  in  speaking  to  each  other, 
shall  not  speak  on  the  same  subject  more  than  twice  without  per- 
mission,   and  shall  observe  the  courtesy  that  becomes  Christians. 

6.  The  roll  of  members  shall  be  called  at  least  once,  and 
absentees  marked. 

7.  Corresponding  messengers  and  visiting  brethren  shall  be 
invited  to  seats  with  the  privilege  of  speaking,    but  not  voting. 

8.  A  copy  of  the  minutes  shall  be  sent  to  each  of  the  follow- 
ing: Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  State  Mission  Board,  Li- 
brarian of  Wake  Forest  College,  Librarian  of  the  Southern  Bap- 
tist Theological  Seminary,  Louisville,  Ky.3  Secretary  of  Survey 
and  Statistics,  Baptist  Sunday  School  Board,  Nashville,  Tenn.; 
Samuel  Colgate  Historical  Collection,  Colgate  University,  Hamil- 
ton, N.  Y.;  American  Baptist  Society,  Crozer  Seminary,  Chester, 
Pa.;  and  to  South  Western  Baptist  Theological  Seminary,  Fort 
Worth,  Texas. 

9.  All  questions  of  order  not  herein  provided  for  shall  be  de- 
cided by  Kerfoot's  Parliamentary  Law.

Wednesday,  October  29,  1947 

1.  The  Johnston  Baptist  Association  held  the  Forty-Fifth 
Session  with  the  Four  Oaks  Church.  The  first  session  was 
called  to  order  by  Moderator  A.  J.  Whitley,  Jr.  Wednesday 
morning,  October  29,  1947,  at  10:00  o'clock. 

2.  Brother  C.  B.  Thomas  of  the  Pisgah  Church  led  the 
people  in  singing,  "O  Worship  the  King"  and  "Amazing 
Grace."  Brother  Wade  Alton  Massengill  of  the  Four  Oaks 
Church  was  at  the  organ.  After  singing  the  hymns  Brother 
P.  P.  Hartsell,  pastor  of  the  Middlesex  and  Bailey  churches 
led  the  opening  prayer. 

3.  The  Moderator  called  the  roll  of  the  churches.  There 
were  39  of  the  46  churches  represented.  The  Moderator  de- 
clared a  quorum  present  and  stated  the  meeting  was  ready  to 
carry  on  the  order  of  business. 

4.  The  program  as  arranged  by  the  Program  Committee 
was  presented  and  with  one  change,  a  motion  to  adopt  it  as 
the  order  of  business,  with  any  necessary  changes,  carried.

5.  The  Moderator  recognized  Brother  Jas.  G.  Lane  of 
the  Mount  Moriah  Church,  Historian  of  the  Association, 
who  presented  a  history  of  the  Four  Oaks  Baptist  Church. 
This  was  a  very  interesting  history.  Brother  Lane  made  some 
fine  suggestions  on  keeping  minutes  of  church  conferences 
and  business  meetings. 

On  motion  the  Report  was  adopted. 


HISTORY  OF  THE  FOUR  OAKS  BAPTIST  CHURCH 


The  organization  of  this  Church  was  preceded  by  the  desire 
for  public  worship  by  a  group  of  Christian  people,  composed  main- 
ly of  Baptists  and  Methodists.  These  people  met  regularly  in  a 
small  frame  school  building,  located  on  State  Highway  No.  22, 
about  a  block  from  the  Atlantic  Coast  Line  Railroad.  Among  the 
outstanding  leaders  of  this  group  was  a  good  Methodist,  Mrs. 
Laura  Creech,  better  known  as  "Granny  Creech,"  and  Mrs.  Flor- 
ence Adams,  who  was  also  a  leader  from  the  Methodist  group.  The 
Baptist  leaders  were  Rev.  J.  W.  Rose,  who  became  the  first  pastor, 
C.  J.  Stephenson,  who  became  the  first  church  clerk,  Lizzie  Ba- 
ker, Alice  M.  Sanders,  Mrs.  Columbia  Johnson,  W.  R.  F.  Edwards, 
Lillian  Oliver,  Sudie  J.  Stephenson,  Armethea  Edwards,  G.  E. 
Thurston  and  others. 

The  following  charter  members  were  admitted  into  the  Four 
Oaks  Baptist  Church  on  April  29,  1891.  These  members  came  by 
letter — Laura  Creech,  Sudie  J.  Stephenson  and  Nancy  Strickland. 
Those  coming  by  baptism  were  C.  J.  Stephenson,  Lillian  Oliver, 
Cornie  E.  Oliver,  E.  Wright  Baker  and  Atha  Baker.  The  member- 
ship of  the  Church  was  further  increased  during  the  year  by  the 
baptism  of  Alice  M.  Sanders,  Tishie  Baker  and  Creasy  Baker.  G. 
E.  Thurston  was  admitted  by  letter  and  W.  R.  F.  Edwards  and  Ar- 
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methea  Edwards  were  "restored  to  membership." 

The  first  recorded  minutes  of  this  Church  are  dated  May  23, 
1891,  and  show  that  the  pastor,  J.  W.  Rose,  preached  from  the 
thirty-ninth  Psalm  and  the  seventh  verse;  that  the  doors  of  the 
Church  were  opened  at  the  close  of  the  sermon  and  Tishie  Baker 
was  accepted  as  a  candidate  for  baptism.  This  candidate  and  Mrs. 
Alice  M.  Sanders  were  baptized  the  following  day.  This  appears 
to  have  been  on  Sunday  for  after  the  sermon  on  this  date  the 
Lord's  Supper  was  observed. 

In  October  of  1891,  the  Church  made  application  to  the  Ral- 
eigh Baptist  Association  for  membership  in  that  Association  and 
appointed  Brother  W.  R.  F.  Edwards  to  represent  the  Church  at 
the  Association,  the  Church  bearing  half  of  the  Brother's  ex- 
penses. 

The  building  lot  for  the  church  was  purchased  from  the  At- 
lantic Coast  Line  Railroad  Company  and  the  present  building  is 
erected  on  the  same  lot.  The  first  building  was  used  until  it  was 
replaced  by  the  present  structure.  The  regular  church  conference 
of  January  1916  voted  unanimously  to  erect  a  new  house  of  wor- 
ship. The  building  committee  appointed  at  this  conference  were 
J.  W.  Sanders,  Dr.  J.  H.  Stanley  and  R.  A.  Bain.  A  great  deal 
of  the  credit  for  making  this  venture  a  success  is  due  to  the  pas- 
tor, Rev.  R.  M.  Von  Miller,  who  labored  long  and  faithfully  in 
order  to  complete  this  building. 

The  pastors  who  have  served  this  church  are  listed  in  order 
as  to  the  dates  they  were  pastor  —  J.  W.  Rose,  F.  H.  Poston,  O. 
L.  Stringfield,  J.  W.  Suttle,  J.  D.  Bowen,  D.  F.  Putnam,  T.  B.  Jus- 
tice, W.  T.  Hurst,    Rodgers,    J.  M.  Duncan,  R.  M.  Von  Miller, 

C.  E.  Stevens,  M.  P.  Davis,  James  A.  Ivey,  A.  L.  Brown,  C.  A. 
Upchurch,    R.  L.  Councilman,    Hugh  F.  Harrill  and  J.  W.  Davis. 

The  church  has  made  much  progress  along  all  lines  as  the 
membership  of  the  Church  in  1904  was  ten  but  had  reached  a  hun- 
dred and  four  in  1916  and  in  1947  is  now  217.  The  Sunday  School 
enrollment  is  now  243.  The  gifts  for  all  causes  have  grown  until 
this  year  the  total  amount  is  $5,512.11.  A  parsonage  was  purchas- 
ed and  remodeled  in  1943  and  some  repairs  and  improvements  to 
the  church  building  have  been  done  without  involving  the  church 
in  any  debt.  A  Hammond  organ  has  been  purchased  and  tower 
chime  system  installed.

6.  The  Moderator  recognized  Brother  Tom  M.  Freeman, 
pastor  of  the  Pine  Level-Kenly  churches,  whose  privilege  it 
was  to  present,  "An  Adequate  Program  for  a  County  Church." 

Brother  Freeman  brought  one  of  the  finest  of  messages 
on  this  subject. 
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A  motion  was  made  and  carried  to  extend  Brother  Free- 
man a  rising  vote  of  thanks  for  this  wonderful  message. 

"AN  ADEQUATE  PROGRAM  FOR  A  COUNTRY  CHURCH" 

The  smallest  church,  on  some  secluded  road  in  a  remote  sec- 
tion, may  maintain  an  up-to-date  program,  if  the  program  is  pat- 
terned after  that  found  in  the  New  Testament.  "The  acid  test," 
says  L.  G.  Frey,  of  Tennessee,  "is,  are  we  following  the  Great 
Commission,  making  disciples,  baptizing  them  and  teaching  them 
to  observe  whatever  He  commanded."  If  we  are,  our  program  is 
modern.  No  other  program,  however  fine  it  may  appear,  will 
ever  please  the  Head  of  New  Testament  Churches. 

I  suggest  a  six-point  program  for  a  country  church,  and  will 
try  to  show  how  such  a  program  could  be  carried  out  in  the  small- 
er churches  of  our  Association.  What  I  suggest  is  not  the  maxi- 
mum, but  the  minimum  any  New  Testament  Church  should  be 
satisfied  to  undertake. 

1.  EVANGELISM.  Using  the  Great  Commission  as  our 
basis  of  authority  and  light,  we  suggest  that  the  first  duty  of  a 
country  church  is  to  "make  disciples,"  to  win  the  lost  to  Christ. 
This  may  be  done  in  four  ways. 

1.  PREACHING.  God  has  ordained  by  the  foolishness  of 
preaching  to  save  them  that  believe  (1  Cor.  1:21).  Thus  preaching 
must  occupy  first  place  in  whatever  program  we  devise.  But 
there  are  no  once-a-month  churches  in  the  New  Testament.  Ev- 
ery country  church  needs  every-Sunday  preaching. 

Not  only  so,  but  the  "Annual  Call"  should  be  done  away  with. 
It  is  degrading  to  any  preacher,  and  puts  him  on  the  level  of  a 
tenant  farmer.  If  a  country  church  will  pray  and  plan  and  inquire 
before  calling  a  pastor,  it  will  not  be  necessary  to  vote  on  him  an- 
nually. I  suggest  an  arrangement  whereby  the  church  or  the 
preacher  can  give  a  90  day  notice  of  a  desire  for  a  change,  but  have 
an  indefinite  call. 

Not  only  so,  but  country  preachers  must  give  full-time  to 
preaching.  If  we  will  support  them,  as  the  Bible  clearly  teaches, 
they  can  do  it.  No  country  preacher  can  live  decently  today  on 
less  than  $2400  a  year.  He  may  exist  on  less.  I  know  one  in  this 
association  who  has  existed  for  5  years  on  an  average  salary  of 
$504,  scarcely  enough  to  pay  his  traveling  expenses.  He  could 
make  more  than  three  times  this  much  as  a  hired  hand  on  a  farm, 
and  more  than  9  times  this  much  as  a  brick  mason.  God  will  one 
day  judge  the  churches,  the  deacons,  the  leaders  for  exploiting  in 
such  a  way  those  whom  it  is  His  will  to  call  into  the  ministry  as 
preachers  of  Christ. 

Yet  again,  the  preacher  needs  to  live  on  the  field,  with  his 
people.    He  should  be  provided  a  home  among  the  churches  he 
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serves.  No  country  church  program  is  adequate  without  preaching 
done  every  Sunday,  by  a  pastor  who  is  called  indefinitely,  liv- 
ing on  the  field,  and  being  supported  as  well  as  the  average  mem- 
ber of  his  church  or  churches. 

2.  TEACHING.  We  must  not  only  preach  Christ  to  the  lost, 
but  teach  Christ  in  the  Sunday  School,  Training  Union,  and  Wo- 
man's Missionary  Union.  We  need  a  fully  graded  Sunday  School, 
with  separate  class  rooms,  and  at  least  40  minutes  in  the  clear  for 
Bible  teaching  each  Sunday. 

3.  VISITING.  No  method  of  evangelism  surpasses  personal 
evangelism.  It  should  be  done  by  the  pastor,  evangelistic  commit- 
tee of  the  church,  and  the  Sunday  School  teachers  and  other  lead- 
ers of  the  church. 

4.  REVIVAL  MEETINGS.  The  Revival  Method  of  Evangel- 
ism is  still  the  chief  means  of  reaching  the  lost  in  the  open  country 
and  small  towns.  But  instead  of  the  annual  meeting  in  the  sum- 
mer, which  we  haven't  time  to  carry  out  properly  because  of  the 
press  of  farm  duties,  we  ought  to  try  two  meetings  a  year,  one 
in  April  and  the  other  in  October  or  November. 

II.  INDOCTRINATION,  or  Making  Disciples  Baptists.  This 
is  the  second  main  point  in  an  adequate  country  church  program. 

Let's  quit  "dippin'  'em  and  drappin'  'em,"  and  use  our  oppor- 
tunity to  ground  our  converts  in  the  basic  doctrines  taught  in  the- 
New  Testament.  So  few  of  us  are,  as  the  Scripture  says,  "always 
ready  to  give  an  answer  to  any  one  who  should  ask  a  reason  for 
the  faith  that  is  in  you." 

Let's  teach  the  distinctive  doctrines  of  the  New  Testament 
that  are  held  by  Baptists,  such  as  Salvation  by  Grace  (no  works), 
the  competency  of  the  soul  before  God  (no  priest),  direct  access 
to  God  (no  pope),  equal  rights  of  all  believers  (no  special  privi- 
leges), no  coercion  of  the  will  in  religion  (we  persuade  men),  a 
free  church  in  a  free  state.  It  is  silly  and  untrue  to  say,  "It  makes 
no  difference  what  you  believe  just  so  you  are  sincere." 

We  may  indoctrinate  our  country  church  members  by  three 
methods.  First,  the  pastor  must  include  sermons  on  the  great 
doctrines  in  his  preaching.  Second,  the  Training  Programs  in  the 
B.  T.  U.  will  present  our  doctrines,  and  study  courses  on  these 
doctrines  are  available.  And  third,  a  church  library  will  help,  if 
it  is  used. 

III.  LEADERSHIP.  No  country  church  program  is  adequate 
unless  it  includes  the  selection  and  training  of  leaders,  for  no 
church  is  stronger  than  its  leaders.  We  must  have  enough  leaders, 
well  trained,  and  dependable.  We  must  utilize  to  the  best  the  lead- 
ers we  have,  and  use  the  Training  Union  to  select  and  train  new 
leaders. 

IV.  FINANCING  THE  CHURCH  PROGRAM.  The  only  rea- 
sonable excuse  for  quartertime  and  half-time  churches  is  lack  of

enough  money  to  support  a  full-time  pastor.  But  the  lack  is  not 
for  enough  money,  the  lack  is  for  the  willingness -to  give  enough 
money. 

If  we  read  the  Bible  and  do  what  it  says  about  money,  we  can 
support  a  full  time  program  in  any  church  of  100  members  and 
give  generously  to  missions,  unless  most  of  the  members  are  ten- 
ant farmers. 

1,  TEACH  TITHING.  The  Bible  teaches  it.  And  every  far- 
mer and  his  wife  can  do  it.  What  is  the  tithe?  Is  is  a  tenth  of  the 
increase.  A  farmer  can  tithe  more  easily  than  most  folks.  Sim- 
ple records  may  be  kept,  so  that  such  deductions  as  fertilizer,  seed, 
labor,  and  a  reasonable  amount  for  wear  and  tear  on  machinery  and 
tools  may  be  made.  Living  costs  would  not  be  deducted,  of  course. 
We  can  meet  all  our  needs  if  only  we  will  tithe. 

2.  USE  THE  UNIFIED  BUDGET.  Have  only  one  treasurer. 
Place  all  moneys  in  his  hands,  so  that  a  complete  record  is  in  one 
set  of  books.  Let  every  member  give  each  Sunday  through  an 
envelope,  preferably  at  the  Sunday  School  hour.  Then  in  the  fall, 
when  crops  are  sold,  settle  accounts  with  the  Lord,  by  bringing 
a  tithe  of  the  tobacco  and  cotton  money.  If  you  prefer  a  Harvest 
Day  or  Lord's  Acre  plan,  use  that  in  the  fall. 

A  suggested  minimum  budget  for  a  quarter-time  church  with 
100  members  or  30  families,  would  be  as  follows:

This  budget  divided  by  52  Sundays  would  be  $27.75  per  week. 
With  100  members,  this  would  cost  each  member  26c  a  week  or 
$13.38  a  year.  Since  many  members  would  tithe,  giving  $2  to  $8 
per  week,   this  should  be  easy. 

Now,  here  are  several  ways  in  which  members  could  make  up 
their  share  of  such  a  budget,  both  weekly  and  yearly,  without  any 
great  strain.

budget  with  ease,  even  in  hard  times. 

V.  PHYSICAL  PROPERTIES.  An  adequate  building  for 
teaching  and  worship  should  include  comfortable  pews,  sufficient 
light  and  heat  and  ventilation,  and  a  good  paint  job.  There  should 
be  at  least  6  separate  class  rooms.  The  yard  should  have  at  least 
as  much  care  as  your  cow  pasture.  It  should  be  graded,  seeded  with 
grass,  trees  and  shrubs  cared  for,  walks  and  drives  arranged 
properly,  and  parking  areas  marked  out  for  cars.  There  should 
be  as  good  drinking  water  facilities  as  you  have  in  your  home,  and 
as  good  toilets.  There  ought  to  be  outdoor  and  indoor  recreation 
facilities. 

VI.  DENOMINATIONAL  WORK.  The  minimum  for  a  country 
church  would  include  at  least  four  things: 

1.  The  church  contributing  to  missions  through  the  co-opera- 
tive program.  Not  just  an  annual  offering,  but  a  monthly  offer- 
ing of  at  least  $25  per  month  for  a  church  of  100  members,  $100 
per  month  for  one  of  400  members.  This  would  cost  only  25c  per 
month  per  member,    the  price  of  two  loaves  of  bread. 

2.  Mission  causes  should  be  presented  educationally  in  the 
church. 

3.  The  church  should  be  represented  at  the  Association  and  State 
Convention. 

4.  The  pastor  should  attend  the  State  and  Southern  Conven- 
tion,   with  the  churches  sharing  his  expenses.

8.  At  this  time  the  Four  Oaks  Church  choir  presented  a 
special  music  number,  which  was  appreciated  and  enjoyed 
very  much. 

9.  The  Moderator  recognized  Mrs.  J.  R.  Overby  of  the 
Smithfield  Church  who  read  the  report  on  Christian  Educa- 
tion. 

Mrs.  Overby  made  a  motion  to  adopt  the  report,  this  was 
seconded. 

Mrs.  Overby  then  presented  Mrs.  J.  Winston  Pearce  of  the 
First  Baptist  Church  of  Durham.  Mrs.  Pearce  brought  a 
great  message  on  this  very  important  subject.  The  report  was 
adopted. 

REPORT  ON  CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION 

When  you  and  I  became  Baptist,  we  accepted  a  church  covenant 
which  says,  "we  also  engage  to  maintain  family  and  secret  devotion; 
to  educate  religiously  our  children  ..."  Christian  Education  rep- 
resents all  efforts  of  Christian  teaching  in  the  home,  in  the  church, 
in  denominational  schools  and  public  institutions.  During  the  year 
we  hear  about  Christian  Education  Day  in  our  churches  but  surely 
every  day  should  be  Christian  Education  Day  in  our  homes.  With, 
one  American  family  out  of  three  being  broken  up  last  year  through 
divorce,  it  is  time  for  Christian  people  to  become  alarmed  about 
the  situation  and  try  to  take  steps  to  make  marriage  and  the  home 
more  secure  by  accepting  our  responsibility  "to  educate  religiously 
our  children." 

We  could  emphasize  the  observance  of  Christian  Education  Day 
in  our  churches  and  Sunday  Schools  and  suggest  that  a  program  be 
planned  to  include  representatives  from  as  many  of  our  colleges  as 
possible,  including  exhibition  of  the  training  and  talents  of  our 
students  so  our  people  will  have  a  better  understanding  and  ap- 
preciation of  the  great  work  our  Baptist  Colleges  are  doing. 

A  recent  report  states  that  Weekday  Religious  Education  is  on 
the  march  in  the  Nation.  Forty-nine  of  our  100  counties  in  North. 
Carolina  have  week  day  religious  education  in  the  public  schools. 
The  typical  Weekday  system  includes  in  its  enrollment,  on  the  aver- 
age about  25  percent  who  are  not  connected  with  any  church  or 
Sunday  School.   Dr.  Shaver,  of  the  International  Council  of  Religious. 
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Education,  reports  that  "a  remarkable  interfaith  understanding  and 
friendship  is  coming  through  our  weekday  church  schools.  The 
churches  are  mainly  responsible  for  the  salaries  of  the  Bible  teacher 
and  for  the  supervision  of  the  work.  It  is  not  a  challenge  and  an 
indictment  that  the  Protestant  Churches  do  not  reach  that  25 
percent  not  connected  with  any  church  or  Sunday  School? 

Baptist  Churches  have  taken  a  step  forward  along  this  line  by 
organizing  Pre-school  Religious  Kindergartens  with  a  full-time 
teacher  paid  by  the  church  or  partly  paid  by  the  church  and  partially 
by  tuition.  It  is  time  for  us  to  give  this  phase  of  our  work  serious 
consideration  also. 

The  home  must  not  fail;  the  church  must  not  fail;  and  Baptist 
must  not  fail  in  the  task  of  Christian  Education  in  our  denominational 
schools.  We  appreciate  the  work  of  our  Council  on  Christian  Educa- 
tion in  its  activities  to  improve  the  services  of  the  institutions  and 
to  give  the  people  of  the  State  a  better  understanding  of  the  overall 
program.  The  program  of  Christian  Education  supported  by  Baptists 
reaches  our  three  Southwide  seminaries  and  the  W.  M.  U.  Training 
School  in  which  Baptists  have  an  investment  in  endowment  and 
property  of  approximately  $10,000,000  and  an  enrollment  of  2,705  of 
which  1,744  are  ministerial  students.  During  this  present  year 
Baptists  of  North  Carolina  are  contributing  approximately  $351,959  as 
compared  to  $264,805  last  year  to  our  six  Baptist  Colleges  with  an 
enrollment  of  4,500  young  men  and  women.  It  will  be  divided 
as  follows:  Wake  Forest,  $108,882;  Meredith,  $78,540;  Campbell, 
$43,175;  Gardner-Webb,  $37,812;  Mars  Hill,  $59,048;  Wingate,  $24,- 
502.  With  the  ever  advancing  costs  of  operation,  it  is  necessary  that 
the  Baptists  of  our  State  contribute  generously  to  the  cause  of 
Christian  Education  if  our  colleges  are  to  continue  operating  on 
standards  comparable  to  other  institutions.  Mr.  Claude  F.  Gaddy, 
Executive  Secretary,  Council  on  Christian  Education,  states,  "If  we 
expect  to  have  the  opportunity  to  train  the  best  minds  in  our 
Christian  colleges,  we  must  make  these  colleges  equally  attractive 
to  our  young  people  in  whatever  respects  they  judge  colleges,  and 
and  equally  inexpensive  to  their  parents  who  are  to  pay  the  bill." 
These  colleges  belong  to  you  because  you  have  a  part  in  them  through 
giving  to  the  cooperative  program  and  individual  gifts.  These 
schools  need  not  only  our  gifts  but  our  Baptist  students.  Of  the  234 
new  students  at  Meredith  this  year,  only  157  are  members  of  Baptist 
Churches.  Only  10  out  of  the  30  young  people  from  my  own  church 
who  entered  college  this  fall  are  attending  our  Baptist  Colleges.  Our 
students  need  the  injection  of  Christian  principles  which  character- 
ize our  Christian  colleges  if  our  churches  are  to  have  trained  and 
consecrated  leadership. 

Of  course  everyone  is  aware  of  the  dominant  position  which 
Wake  Forest  College  now  holds  in  the  thinking  of  North  Carolina 
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Baptists.  By  action  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention  in  Asheville 
last  November,  Wake  Forest  College  was  authorized  to  secure  during 
the  next  three  years  $1,500,000  through  the  churches  for  relocation 
and  enlargement  of  the  college  in  Winston-Salem.  Mr.  Horace  Easom 
who  has  already  successfully  begun  his  work  to  direct  and  lead  us 
in  this  great  undertaking  asks  that  we  do  four  things: 

First —  pray  for  one  another  as  we  work  together. 
Second —  pray  that  the  Lord  Jesus  may  be  exalted  and  glorified 
in  every  detail  of  our  program. 

Third — pray  that  the  whole  program  may  be  imbued  with  the 

Holy  Spirit. 

Fourth —  make  a  worthy  contribution  to  this  program. 

He  also  says  that  this  is  the  most  challenging  opportunity  to  do 
something  big  for  the  Lord  Jesus  that  has  ever  come  to  North  Caro- 
lina Baptists. 

This  does  not  mean  that  each  college  is  not  to  proceed  with 
expansion  programs  and  improve  facilities  to  whatever  extent  and 
in  whatever  way  is  deemed  wise  and  possible.  Our  Council  believes 
this  can  be  done  for  Wake  Forest  without  harm  or  hindrance  to  any 
one  or  all  of  our  Baptist  Colleges.  Campbell  College,  for  instance, 
has  just  completed  a  $115,000  dormitory  for  boys  and  the  other  col- 
leges have  similar  expansion  programs.  "The  Committe  of  17"  will 
recommend  that  Wake  Forest  College  be  offered  to  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention  for  use  as  a  Baptist  Seminary. 

Another  institution  which  is  supported  by  Baptists  of  the  State 
is  the  School  of  Nursing  in  the  Baptist  Hospital  at  Winston-Salem. 
An  excellent  course  in  Bible  is  taught  by  the  Chaplain,  thereby  pre- 
paring the  graduates  to  go  into  the  field  of  missions. 

Visit  one  or  all  of  your  institutions  and  you  will  have  a  new  ap- 
preciation of  them  and  a  greater  vision  of  our  task.  Christian  Educa- 
tion must  not  fail  the  call  of  the  world  and  the  command  of  our 
Lord  Jesus  Christ,  "Go  ye  therefore,  and  teach  all  nations,  baptizing 
them  in  the  name  of  the  Father,  of  the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost; 
TEACHING  them  to  observe  all  things  whatsoever  I  have  command- 
ed you."

Brother  Whisenhunt 
spoke  of  the  Society.    The  Report  was  adopted. 
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THE  AMERICAN  BIBLE  SOCIETY 

During  the  last  year  the  Society  has  distribued  879,616  Bibles, 
2,314,900  Testaments  and  8,199,684  Portions,  a  total  of  11,394,200  vol- 
umes. More  than  224,000  Bibles,  1,300,000  New  Testaments  and 
1,400,000  Gospels  were  donated  in  the  same  period  to  Prisoners  of 
War  and  to  Liberated  Areas.  182,936  Bibles,  611,223  Testaments 
and  358,498  Gospels  went  to  Germany.  Japan  received  383,000  New 
Testaments  and  360,356  Gospels. 

The  American  Bible  Society  prints  the  Word  of  God  without 
comment.  Baptists  have  always  believed  in  giving  the  Word  to  the 
World.  The  first  translation  of  the  Bible  into  a  foreign  language 
was  by  Baptists,  and  we  have  translated  it  into  more  than  any  other. 
The  British  and  Foreign  Bible  Society  was  founded  by  John  Hughes, 
a  Baptist, 

As  Baptists  we  have  the  opportunity  of  cooperating  with  the 
American  Bible  Society  in  giving  the  One  Book  to  the  One  World. 
The  Bible  is  an  unknown  book  to  multitudes  of  Roman  Catholics  in 
South  America,  Italy  and  other  parts  of  Europe.  Russia  is  calling 
for  the  Bible.  It  has  been  well  said,  "Every  instrument  of  destruc- 
tion that  human  wisdom,  science,  philosophy,  satire,  cunning,  force 
and  brutality  could  bring  has  been  brought  to  bear  against  the  Bible. 
Yet  the  Bible  travels  more  highways,  walks  more  bypaths,  knocks 
at  more  doors,  and  speaks  to  more  people  in  their  mother  tongues 
than  any  book  man  ever  knew." 

Jesus  said,  "Search  the  Scriptures;  for  in  them  ye  think  ye 
have  eternal  life:  and  they  are  they  which  testify  of  me."  In 
order  for  men  everywhere  to  have  an  opportunty  to  search  the  bless- 
ed Book  we  therefore  recommend  that  each  church  in  the  Johnston 
Association  make  some  contribution  to  the  American  Bible  Society 
through  Mr.  M.  A.  Huggins,  Treaurer  of  the  Baptist  State  Conven- 
tion. The  second  Sunday  in  December  has  been  suggested  as  the 
day  for  the  offering  to  be  made.  However,  we  would  suggest  that 
each  church  determine  for  itself  the  day  and  the  manner  in  which 
the  offering  will  be  made.

REPORT  OF  ASSOCIATIONAL  MISSIONS 

With  a  deep  sense  of  gratitude  and  appreciation  we  present 
this  report  to  the  Firty-fifth  Annual  Session  of  the  Johnston  Associa- 
tion. 

We  rejoice  that  there  is  a  growing  feeling  on  the  part  of  our 
people  that  there  is  need  for  Associational  Missions.  Our  people 
should  be  commended  for  their  loyalty  and  co-operation.  However, 
there  is  much  room  for  growth  and  improvement. 

Associational  Missions,  as  I  see  it,  is  in  its  infancy.   We  are  en- 
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gaged  in  a  task  that  shall  grow  with  the  passing  of  the  years  until 
all  have  been  edified  and  our  Association  more  efficient  and  progres- 
sive. But  we  must  be  conscious  of  the  needs  of  our  day.  If  Bap- 
tists ever  dared  to  be  truly  Christian  in  giving  and  living,  they  must 
now.  The  most  challenging  opportunities  and  greatest  needs  of  the 
day  are  facing  us.  We  must  realize  that  we  are  part  of  a  program 
that  reaches  beyond  our  constituency.  A  cooperative  program. 
Therefore,  we  must  unite  in  effort,  prayer,  desire  and  purpose.

The  largest  attendance  in  Study  Course  was  Corinth  with  an 
enrollment  of  190.  One  of  the  most  significant  developments  in  our 
Mission  work  is  the  newly  organized  Church  at  Newton  Grove  and 
the  outstanding  growth  at  Benson  Grove.

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REPORT  ON  THE  COOPERATIVE  PROGRAM 

To  do  the  will  of  Christ  is  the  highest  aspiration  of  every  New 
Testament  Church  and  Christian  Denomination.  Since  Southern 
Baptists  have  no  hierarchy,  nor  man-made  creed,  and  rest  their  be- 
liefs and  practices  upon  the  New  Testament  teachings,  they  must 
find  the  plans  and  programs  laid  out  therein  and  work  accordingly. 
Jesus  Christ,  in  the  days  of  His  flesh,  had  a  four-fold  program, 
preaching,  teaching,  healing,  and  ministering  to  the  needy.  To  be 
consistent  with  their  doctrine,  Southern  Baptists  must  work  out  a 
plan  similar  to  that  of  Jesus.  The  result  was  the  Cooperative  Pro- 
gram. 

This  Program  is  very  simple  but  has  proved  itself  a  God-send 
in  the  years  it  has  successfully  operated  in  the  Convention.  This 
Program  is  to  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  what  the  budget  is 
to  a  local  church.  A  church  doesn't  give  to  this  Program,  but 
through  it.  Just  as  you,  as  a  member  of  a  local  church,  do  not  give 
to  your  church  budget  but  through  it.  Our  offerings  are  made  to 
God  through  these  channels  and  for  His  work  on  earth. 

Since  Baptist  churches  are  governing  bodies  within  themselves, 
without  any  overlord,  there  must  be  cooperation  among  them,  in 
order  to  carry  on  successfully  the  four-fold  work  of  Christ.  No 
one  church  is  strong  enough  to  carry  on  to  any  great  extent,  this  four- 
fold ministry,  but  churches  cooperating  among  themselves  can.  When 
twenty-five  thousand  Baptist  churches  with  their  six  millions  of 
members  cooperate  in  their  endeavors  for  the  Master,  much  can  be 
accomplished  for  His  glory. 

A  question  which  invariably  arises  in  our  minds  is,  "Is  this 
Program  similar  to  the  program  of  Jesus?"  Let's  compare  them. 
The  following  will  give  you  some  idea  of  their  similarity:

for  aged  ministers.  The  merits  of  such  a  Program  could  not  be 
challenged  by  anyone. 

Because  of  the  merits  of  such  a  Program,  we  would  urge  all 
our  churches  to  increase  their  gifts  through  this  channel  to  the 
glory  of  God  and  the  good  of  a  sinful  world.

18.  Brother  Brooks  Privette  was  not  present  to  give  the 
report  on  Orphanage  and  Hospital. 

The  Moderator  recognized  Rev.  W.  C.  Reed  Supt.  of  the 
Kennedy  Home  and  Rev.  P.  K.  Young  of  the  Baptist  Hospital 
of  Winston-Salem. 

They  spoke  in  a  great  way  on  the  work  of  each  institution. 
Making  us  want  to  do  more  for  these  phases  of  our  work. 

Mr.  Reed  handed  in  a  report  of  the  Orphanage  work  that 
it  might  be  printed  in  the  minutes. 

The  report  follows. 

REPORT  OF  THE  BAPTIST  ORPHANAGE 

There  are  certain  reasons  why  orphanages  and  other  child 
caring  agencies  are  necessary.  Among  these  are  poverty,  poor  health, 
illiteracy  and  instability  in  the  home. 
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The  Baptist  Orphanage  was  founded  for  the  purpose  of  caring 
for  orphan  children  and  yet  one  of  the  chief  concerns  of  welfare 
agencies  of  the  present  time  is  the  wrecked  home.  There  are  over 
a  thousand  children  in  the  orphanges  of  North  Carolina  who  have 
both  parents  living. 

The  chief  function  of  the  home  is  to  bring  children  into  the  world 
and  to  rear  them.  No  other  institution  in  all  Christian  civilization 
has  a  legal  moral  right  to  bring  children  into  the  world.  With  all 
of  our  progress  no  substitute  has  yet  been  found  for  a  Christian 
home. 

The  Baptist  Orphanage  has  rarely  ever  been  able  to  accept  all 
the  children  for  whom  applications  have  been  made  and  yet  it  has 
probably  been  too  much  on  the  receiving  end  of  the  line.  A  great 
surgeon  does  not  operate  until  he  has  made  a  thorough  diagnosis. 
Institutions  should  analyze  and  get  the  background  of  each  case 
before  a  child  is  admitted.  Providing  food,  clothing,  and  shelter  is 
not  the  full  answer.  Many  children  for  whom  applications  are 
made  should  never  come  to  the  orphanage.  Peter  at  the  Gate  Beau- 
tiful would  have  done  the  beggar  grave  injustice  if  he  had  given 
him  money.  Instead  he  said,  "Silver  and  gold  have  I  none;  but 
such  as  I  have  I  give  thee:  In  the  name  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Nazareth 
rise  up  and  walk." 

We  believe  that  one  of  the  greatest  services  the  orphanage 
can  render  is  to  make  it  possible  for  parents  and  children  to  help 
themselves.  In  addition  to  service  we  are  rendering  children  in  the 
orphanage  we  should  help  preserve  and  improve  homes  that  are  in 
danger  of  breaking  down.  Last  year  the  orphanage,  through  its 
case  work  helped  to  make  adjustments  for  more  than  four  hundred 
children  where  applications  had  been  made  to  enter  the  orphanage. 
Perhaps  this  is  one  of  the  best  services  the  orphanage  rendered. 

In  order  to  care  for  more  children  during  these  days  when  it  is 
so  expensive  to  build,  the  orphanage  authorities  are  developing  a 
program  for  boarding  home  care.  This  enables  them  to  place  chil- 
dren in  good  homes  under  the  supervision  of  the  orphanage  and  thus 
give  many  children  the  privilege  of  having  a  good  home  without 
placing  them  in  institutions. 

Last  year  the  orphanage  cared  for  seven  hundred  children; 
sixty  of  these  were  cared  for  in  boarding  homes  and  fifty  by  Mothers 
Aid.  Case  work  service  was  made  available  to  1107  children.  This 
was  made  possible  through  the  loyalty  of  the  Baptist  denomination 
and  other  friends  who,  month  by  month  and  at  Thanksgiving  time, 
give  to  the  support  of  these  children  in  keeping  with  the  will  of 
the  Master.  Year  after  year  we  are  more  conscious  that  the  method 
of  supporting  the  orphanage  through  once  a  month  and  Thanksgiving 
offerings  is  a  wise  Christian  policy.  In  addition  to  cash  offerings, 
the  orphanage  can  at  all  times  use  canned  goods  and  other  commodi- 
ties needed  for  the  daily  support  of  a  large  family. 
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Once  more  we  pledge  our  support  to  this  institution  that  is  dedi- 
cated to  the  one  task  of  making  strong,  clean,  Christian  men  and 
women  out  of  boys  and  girls  under  our  care. 

Brother  Thomas  led  in  singing,  "We've  a  Story  to  Tell  to 
the  Nations." 

19.  Brother  N.  A.  Catlett  was  recognized  at  this  time  and 
announced  that  a  revival  meeting  had  been  held  at  Newton 
Grove  and  a  Church  had  been  organized.  Brother  Catlett  pre- 
sented Brother  Joe  R.  Puckett  who  read  a  short  history  and  re- 
port of  the  meeting  and  the  action  taken. 

A  motion  to  adopt  carried. 

REPORT  ON  NEWTON  GROVE  BAPTIST  CHURCH 

In  August,  of  this  year,  Bro.  N.  A.  Catlett,  our  Associational 
Missionary,  invited  a  group  of  men  to  go  to  Newton  Grove  with 
him  to  clean  off  a  lot  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  a  tent  for  a  revival 
meeting.  On  August  22nd,  Bro.  Catlett  led  this  group  to  a  weedy 
lot  near  the  circle  at  Newton  Grove;  each  one  was  given  a  tool 
to  cut  weeds  and  get  them  off  the  lot.  The  men  that  helped  were: 
Rev.  Bill  Poole  of  Pisgah  Church;  Rev.  Wade  Baker  of  Selma;  Rev. 
Thurman  Stone  of  Benson;  Rev.  Worth  Braswell  of  Pleasant  Grove 
Church,  Rev.  H.  M.  Hall  of  Benson,  Rt.  2;  Mr.  Maddrey  Bass  of  New- 
ton Grove,  and  the  writer  of  this  paper.  These  men  worked  very  hard, 
some  taking  the  shade,  some  making  blisters  in  their  hands,  and 
everyone  perspiring  to  the  limit. 

The  Benson  Church  furnished  the  piano,  chairs  and  pulpit. 
Hood's  Grove,  Trinity,  and  Pauline  Baptist  churches  furnished  the 
pews  and  hymn  books.  Mr.  J.  R.  Lee  of  Trinity  hauled  the  pews 
back  and  forth  to  the  churches  with  his  truck. 

Dr.  J.  C.  Canipe,  the  State  Evangelist,  did  the  preaching  except 
the  last  four  nights  of  the  second  week.  This  was  done  by  Bro. 
Catlett.  I  remember,  in  particular,  one  of  Dr.  Canipe's  sermons. 
He  said  "There  are  four  things  I  want  to  remind  you  that  the  world 
has  forgotten: 

1.  There  is  a  Devil. 

2.  There  is  a  Hell. 

3.  There  is  Sin. 

4.  The  remedy  for  sin  is  Jesus  Christ  the  Lord. 

The  meeting  was  well  attended  by  the  community  folk.  The 
last  night  there  were  over  four  hundred  present.  Many  were  turned 
away  for  lack  of  seats. 

On  Sunday,  September  7,  1947,  in  a  special  afternoon  service, 
a  Baptist  Church  was  organized  which  consisted  of  nine  members. 
It  is  to  be  known  as  the  Newton  Grove  Baptist  Church.  In  Isaiah 
55:11,  we  find  these  words:    "So  shall  my  word  be  that  goeth  forth 
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out  of  my  mouth:  It  shall  not  return  unto  me  void,  but  is  shall 
accomplish  that  which  I  please,  and  it  shall  prosper  in  the  things 
whereto  I  send  it."

ganization. 

The  Church  accepted  the  Baptist  Covenant  and  also  adopted 
the  New  Hampshire  Articles  of  Faith. 

We  have  elected  the  following  officers  for  the  Church.  They

Perry  Strickland  and  Marion  L.  Bryan,  trustees. 
Mrs.  Maddry  W.  Bass,  clerk  and  treasurer. 
Rev.  N.  A.  Catlett  has  been  called  for  temporary  pastor  and  has 
accepted. 

We  do  this  date  desire  to  enter  the  Johnston  Baptist  Association.

20.  Brother  T.  J.  Lassiter,  Jr.,  of  the  Smithfield  Church 
presented  the  report  on  Temperance,  Public  Morals  and 
Social  Service. 

A  motion  by  Brother  to  adopt  the  report  was  seconded. 
The  Moderator  recognized  Brother  Lassiter  who  spoke  to 
the  report,  making  some  very  fine  suggestions  to  us  as 
Christians.  Reminding  us  of  some  of  the  many  things  we  can 
do  to  help  people  who  are  in  need  of  Christian  council  and  sug- 
gestions. 

The  report  was  adopted. 

REPORT  ON  TEMPERANCE,  PUBLIC  MORALS  AND 
SOCIAL  SERVICE 

In  a  world  unnerved  by  intemperance,  enfeebled  by  im- 
morality, and  disordered  by  the  oppressions  and  sufferings  of  man, 
the  Christian  steps  forth  to  test  his  faith.  His  professed  allegiance 
to  God  and  Christ  in  worshipful  moments  of  meditation  is  not  suf- 
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ficient.  Mountaintop  experience  must  be  followed  by  ministry  in 
the  valley.  Christianity  is  not  a  religion  of  ceremony  and  ritual. 
It  is  a  religion  of  action.  Works — the  doings  of  the  will  of  the  Father 
— become  the  evidence  of  faith.  The  genuine  Christian  can  say  with 
James,  "By  my  works  I  will  show  you  my  faith." 

The  reports  of  the  churches  do  not  show  fully  how  well  Chris- 
tians in  the  Johnston  Association  have  responded  to  Christ's  demand 
for  a  practical  expression  of  faith,  but  in  them  there  is  evidence 
of  Christ-inspired  social  service.  The  reports  show  that  the  churches 
of  the  Association  last  year  gave  $1,610  for  the  benefit  of  the  local 
poor,  $6,118  for  local  missions,  $6,860  for  support  of  orphans,  $2,328 
for  hospitals  and  $1,054  for  Red  Cross  work  and  foreign  relief. 

What  the  annual  reports  never  mention  are  the  countless  re- 
sponses by  individual  Christians  and  church  groups  to  the  needs  of 
the  sick  and  the  bereaved  and  the  handicapped  and  all  victims  of 
misfortune  in  the  various  communities  represented  in  the  Associa- 
tion. Furthermore,  untold  in  statistical  form  is  the  story  of  Chris- 
tian men  and  women  who,  out  of  loyalty  to  Jesus,  support  and  pro- 
mote the  various  worthy  enterprises  for  lifting  the  level  of  community 
life.  The  influence  of  Christianity  on  the  secular  organizations  that 
foster  rural  advancement,  civic  improvement  and  cultural  develop- 
ment can  scarcely  be  measured,  but  it  is  visibly  great. 

For  all  these  practical  expressions  of  faith  in  the  teachings  of 
Jesus,  there  is  just  cause  for  thanksgiving  as  there  is  much  reason 
for  Christian  pride  in  the  ceaseless  efforts  of  loyal  followers  of 
Jesus  to  uphold  a  high  standard  of  moral  counduct  in  their  com- 
munities. 

It  has  become  one  of  the  fine  traditions  of  the  church  that  a 
Christian  who  works  at  his  religion  dare  not  fail  to  speak  out  firmly 
against  intemperate  living  generally,  no  matter  what  the  form  of 
over-indulgence.  If  he  successfully  meets  his  test  of  faith,  he 
cannot  ignore  the  menace  of  intoxicating  beverages.  He  cannot 
ignore  the  threat  to  Christian  civilization  presented  by  violation  of 
the  sanctity  of  the  home  and  the  increasing  divorce  rate.  He  cannot 
ignore  corruption  in  the  halls  of  government  or  failure  of  officers  to 
administer  the  laws  of  the  land  with  vigor  and  impartiality.  He 
must  be  an  avowed  enemy  of  all  immorality  that  defeats  purposeful 
living  and  destroys  the  souls  of  men. 

In  the  pulpit,  in  the  Sunday  School,  in  the  Training  Union  there 
has  been  from  time  to  time  in  all  the  churches  an  emphasis  on  the 
destructive  vices  and  the  consequences  which  they  bring.  Strong 
preaching  and  effective  teaching  on  such  problems  as  liquor,  divorce, 
moral  laxity  in  the  conduct  of  government  and  Sabbath  observance 
need  to  be  doubly  stressed  in  every  church,  with  Christian  compas- 
sion toward  the  weaker  members  of  society  but  without  compromise 
of  high  moral  principle. 

The  tendency  of  some  Sunday  School  teachers  to  soft-pedal  the 
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temperance  lessons  in  deference  to  class  members  who  complain  of 
continual  church  preachments  about  liquor  should  be  discouraged. 
If  the  Christian  church  does  not  keep  before  the  people  the  truth 
about  liquor's  degrading  effects  and  the  liquor  industry's  deceitful 
claims  that  legal  stores  are  "control"  stores,  then  liquor's  repulsive 
story  will  not  be  told,  the  people  will  not  be  inspired  to  corrective 
action  and  the  forces  of  whisky  will  prevail. 

No  evil  that  plagues  society  should  be  overlooked  or  under- 
stressed  in  the  teachings  or  preachings  of  the  church. 

A  great  failing  of  many  Christians,  it  seems,  is  a  neglect  or  re- 
fusal to  recognize  that  applied  Christianity  goes  further  than  a  per- 
sonal service  ministry  and  beyond  the  bounds  of  coping  with  such 
traditional  sins  as  the  use  and  sale  of  liquor,  infidelity  in  the  home, 
dishonesty  in  government  or  violation  of  proper  Sabbath  observance. 

Our  communities  are  disordered  by  economic  greed,  love  of  pos- 
sessions that  crowd  out  love  of  humanity,  contemptuous  attitudes 
toward  people  of  lower  levels  in  the  social  structure,  exploitations 
of  the  poor  and  weak,  unwillingness  of  employers  and  employees  to 
play  fairly  with  each  other,  problems  of  landlord-tenant  relations, 
lack  of  doctors  and  hospitals,  poor  housing,  domination  of  govern- 
ment by  and  for  self-centered  interests.  These  social  plagues  pro- 
duce unrest  and  within  them  are  nurtured  the  seeds  of  violent  revolu- 
tion and  war.    They  demand  a  cure. 

It  is  the  obligation  of  faithful  Christians  to  give  these  problems 
Christian  answers,  but  too  often  even  Christians  who  are  faithful  in 
personal  service  ministry  and  church  attendance  and  leadership 
in  the  organizations  of  the  church  become  uninnocent  bystanders 
while  social  and  economic  injustices  that  violate  the  teachings  of 
Jesus  are  perpetrated.  Unmoved  they  stand,  as  if  believing  that 
Christ  saved  them  from  having  to  be  tormented  by  the  ever-puzzling 
conflicts  born  of  human  relations. 

Certainly,  no  man  or  woman  among  us,  simply  out  of  his  earthly 
knowledge  and  experience,  can  speak  with  absolute  authority  on  such 
questions  as  how  to  express  Christian  faith  in  relations  with  human 
beings  of  another  color,  or  how  to  solve  landlord-tenant  and  em- 
ployer-employee difficulties  in  a  Christian  way,  or  how  to  correct 
poor  housing  or  inadequate  health  facilities.  But  everyone  among 
us  can  go  to  the  Bible  and  to  Jesus;  and  by  praying  for  power  to 
overcome  our  shortsightedness  and  our  selfish  natures  and  our 
stubborn  attitudes,  and  by  seeking  God's  truth  honestly,  everyone 
can  receive  from  God  the  wisdom  that  will  lead  us  to  Christian 
answers  to  all  of  life's  perplexing  problems.  James  wrote,  "If  any 
of  you  lack  wisdom,  let  him  ask  God." 

The  recommendation  of  this  report  is  that  the  churches  of  the 
Johnston  Association — through  preaching,  teaching,  forum  discus- 
sion or  any  other  appropriate  method — seek,  in  a  spirit  of  love  and 
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understanding  of  man's  frailties,  to  lead  our  people  to  explore  new 
frontiers  of  Christian  action  and  service.

26.  The  Moderator  recognized  Brother  Bolton  Jones  of 
the  Pisgah  Church  who  presented  the  report  on  Minister's  Re- 
lief and  Annuity. 

On  motion  for  adoption  of  the  report  by  Brother  Jones, 
it  was  seconded  and  the  motion  carried. 

REPORT  OF  THE  RELIEF  AND  ANNUITY  BOARD 

The  Ministers'  Retirement  and  Annuity  Plan  of  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention  with  the  North  Carolina  Plan  cooperating  to- 
gether does  not  take  the  place  of  ordinary  life  insurance  for  its 
major  purpose  is  to  benefit  the  minister  and  his  family. 

Membership  in  this  plan  on  A  4-4-$18.  per  year  as  minister  or 
full  time  church  employee.  The  church  paying  into  the  fund  an- 
nually an  amount  equal  to  the  minister  (4  per  cent)  of  his  salary. 
The  State  Convention  pays  its  part  in  the  Plan  of  $10.  per  year. 

If  the  young  ministers  would  join  this  Retirement  and  Annu- 
ity Plan  it  will  help  solve  the  Pension  Problem  of  the  older  men. 
The  per  cent  that  the  church  and  the  State  Convention  pays  goes 
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into  a  State  Group  fund,  from  this  fund  is  taken  a  sufficient 
amount  of  money  to  pay  pensions  of  present  older  men  who  join 
the  plan.  The  young  minister  should  keep  in  mind  all  dues  paid 
by  him  go  to  his  own  credit. 

When  the  pastor  wishes  to  retire  at  65,  if  he  has  been  pastor 
25  years  in  the  State,  he  will  be  able  to  receive  one  half  of  his 
"average  annual  salary."  If  the  pastor  should  have  fewer  than 
thirty  years  or  one-third  years  of  his  service  three  per  cent  would 
be  deducted  for  each  year  less.  The  pastor  retiring  in  1956  and 
thereafter  will  receive  50  per  cent  of  the  average  annual  salary, 
which  payments  and  contributions  have  been  made. 

In  case  of  permanent  disability  the  pastor  may  receive  as  much 
as  $500.00  per  year  for  disability. 

If  the  pastor  should  die  before  the  age  of  65  the  money  paid 
in  would  provide  an  annuity  for  the  widow  and  minor  children. 
If  the  widow  has  been  the  pastors  wife  for  25  years..  Had  she  not 
lived  with  him  25  years  the  annuity  would  be  reduced  4  per  cent 
each  year  less.  Her  amount  will  be  one-half  of  the  amount  her 
husband  would  have  received.  In  event  the  accumulated  credits 
are  not  sufficient  to  provide  the  widows  annuity  equal  to  or  greater 
than  $10.00  per  mo.  the  Board  shall  have  the  right  to  pay  in  one 
sum  the  accumulated  credits. 

There  are  only  seven  pastors  of  the  Johnston  Baptist  Asso- 
ciation members  of  the  Ministers'  Retirement  Plan.  There  are  45 
members  and  10  widows  who  receive  a  check  each  month  from 
the  Relief  and  Annuity  Board.  There  are  between  five  and  six 
hundred  active  members  on  our  ledger  in  the  state  secretary's  of- 
fice.   We  have  250  members  of  the  widow's  Supplement  Plan. 

This  plan  aims  at  Old-Age  security  for  every  Baptist  preacher, 
and  is  heralding  the  dawn  of  a  new  day  for  our  Baptist  ministry, 
for  it  offers  protection  in  event  of  physical  disability,  worthy  an- 
nuities upon  retirement,  and  some  safe  guards  for  the  loved  ones 
in  event  of  death.

REPORT  OF  THE  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE 

Your  Chairman  of  the  Executive  Committee  takes  pleasure  in 
presenting  to  you  the  following  report.  But  first  let  me  express 
my  appreciation  to  the  various  committees  that  make  up  the  gen- 
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eral  committee.  It  was  through  their  co-operation  and  needed 
wisdom  that  so  much  was  accomplished  during  the  past  Associa- 
tional  year. 

Te  begin  with  let  me  add  that  we  had  four  regular  meetings. 
The  following  matters  of  interest  were  discussed  and  properly  act- 
ed upon. 

The  first  meeting  was  held  January  7,  1947.  Prior  to  this 
meeting  your  chairman  named  the  Nominating  Committee  to  nomi- 
nate the  committees  which  go  to  form  the  entire  Executive  Com- 
mittee. 

The  following  items  of  business  were  discussed  and  disposed  of. 

1.  We  endeavored  at  this  meeting  to  get  a  complete  set  of  the 
minutes  of  the  Association  for  future  reference  and  historical  value. 

2.  Brother  Catlett  presented  a  calendar  of  activity  for  1947 
which  was  adopted  by  the  committee. 

3.  We  agreed  to  go  on  record  as  supporting  the  stand  the 
Baptist  State  Convention  took  in  requesting  the  state  wide  liquor 
referendum. 

4.  The  pastor  of  Beulah  requested  the  committee  to  recom- 
mend to  the  State  Mission  Board  that  they  aid  by  giving  to  the 
support  of  this  church.    This  action  was  taken. 

The  second  meeting  was  held  April  1,  1947. 

The  major  business  at  this  meeting  was  to  elect  a  Vice-Modera- 
tor for  the  Association.  The  reason  for  this,  being  that  Brother 
W.  S.  Caudle  who  was  Vice-Moderator  had  accepted  work  in  an- 
other Association.  Brother  Tom  M.  Freeman  was  elected  to  fill 
this  vacancy. 

The  next  committee  was  held  July  1,  1947. 

Your  committee  discussed  the  possibility  of  purchasing  a  pub- 
lic address  system.  Due  to  the  fact  that  one  of  the  pastors  offer- 
ed the  use  of  his,  it  was  tabled  for  the  time  being. 

The  program  committee  presented  the  program  for  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  Association.    After  some  deliberation  it  was  adopted 

Next  meeting  was  held  October  7,  1947. 

Brother  Wm.  H.  Poole,  Chairman  of  the  Evangelistic  Com- 
mittee made  a  report  of  the  tent  meeting  held  at  Newton  Grove; 
and  organization  of  the  Newton  Grove  .Baptist  Church  following 
the  meeting. 

Also  as  to  the  expense  of  the  meeting.  The  Executive  Commit- 
tee authorized  the  treasurer  to  pay  the  bills  incurred  in  this  meet- 
ing. 

The  Executive  Committee,  realizing  that  our  Associational  Mis- 
sionary needs  a  new  car,  and  due  to  the  fact  that  many  of  the 
church  leaders  expressed  the  desire  to  help  in  this  cause,  it  was 
decided  to  raise  his  salary  $600.00.  Thus  giving  all  the  churches 
^n  opportunity  to  help  promote  the  missionary  work  in  the  Asso- 
ciation,   making  this  retroactive  to  October  1,  1947. 
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The  average  attendance  at  the  meeting  17. 

We  want  to  offer  our  sincere  appreciation  to  the  Smithfield 
Church  for  furnishing  a  place  for  the  committee  to  meet. 

The  Missionary  made  quarterly  reports  and  these  reports  are 
now  on  file.

REPORT  ON  THE  BAPTIST  TRAINING  UNION,  1947 

The  reports  to  the  Association  this  year  reveal  a  continued 
growth  in  the  Training  Union  work.  In  1942  our  enrollment  .was 
800.  It  is  now  some  1480.  The  average  attendance  has  been  919 
during  the  year.  The  number  of  churches  with  Training  Unions 
is  28,  and  the  number  of  unions  is  105.  Youth  Week  was  observ- 
ed in  3  churches,  Christian  Home  week  in  1  church.  We  had  over 
110  young  persons  and  adults  at  Ridgecrest  during  June,  attend- 
ing the  State  B.  T.  U.  Retreat,  and  a  number  of  them  dedicated 
their  lives  to  full-time  Christian  Service.  The  Smithfield  Youth 
Choir  again  brought  honor  to  our  Association  by  placing  first 
in  the  Hymn  Festival  at  Ridgecrest. 

One  new  feature  was  the  Regional  Convention  at  Clayton,  last 
April.  Our  Association  was  host  to  the  9  Associations  in  Region 
4  for  the  Regional  Convention,  and  we  had  the  largest  attend- 
ance of  any  regional  convention  in  the  State.  The  Clayton  First 
Church  proved  to  be  the  most  gracious  and  satisfactory  host  to 
the  Convention. 

Our  14  Associational  Training  Union  Officers  met  3  times  dur- 
ing the  year  in  planning  conferences  and  attended  a  clinic  in  Dur- 
ham last  November.  As  a  result  of  their  splendid  work,  we  had 
three  great  mass  meetings  and  we  had  a  study  of  the  Association- 
al B.  T.  U.  Manual  in  January.  Our  attendance  at  the  Mass  Meet- 
ing in  Benson,  Dec.  6th,  was  245.  Dr.  F.  O.  Mixon,  of  Raleigh, 
was  the  speaker.  On  Tuesday  night,  Feb.  25th,  we  had  a  Mass 
Meeting  in  the  Selma  High  School  Auditorium,  with  a  showing 
of  the  sound  film,  "Romance  of  a  Century."  We  counted  812  pres- 
ent,   and  many  were  turned  away  for  lack  of  standing  room. 

Our  greatest  meeting  was  at  the  American  Legion  Ball  Park 
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on  Friday  night,  April  18th,  when  some  1500  persons  gathered 
to  hear  a  concert  of  sacred  music  by  the  Wake  Forest  College 
Glee  Club  and  Little  Symphony  orchestra,  and  a  message  by  Louie 
D.  Newton,  president  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention.  Thus 
the  total  attendance  at  our  county  meetings,  including  the  Regional 
Convention  at  Clayton,  was  2932. 

In  promoting  the  work,  the  Director  and  officers  of  the  As- 
sociation prepared  300  program  copies,  sent  out  over  500  letters 
and  cards,  wrote  10  newspaper  articles,  prepared  and  present- 
ed 3  programs,  and  did  an  uncounted  amount  of  traveling.  The 
cost  of  promotion  was  larger  than  last  year,  due  to  the  heavy 
•expense  of  the  Smithfield  meeting,  especially  the  expense  of 
having  the  Wake  Forest  Glee  Club  and  Little  Symphony  Orches- 
tra. But  with  the  aid  of  the  free-will  offering  at  the  Smithfield 
meeting  in  April,  we  finished  the  year  with  a  balance  of  $32.37 
in  the  treasury. 

The  December  6th.  meeting  in  Benson  cost  $27.60,  which 
was  paid  for  out  of  Associational  B.  T.  U.  funds.  The  Feb.  25th. 
meeting  in  Selma  cost  $32.65,  less  $27.00  collection,  leaving  a 
net  of  $5.65  spent  out  of  Associational  funds.  The  April  18th.  meet- 
ing in  Smithfield  cost  $116.75,  which  was  paid  for  out  of  the 
$160.27  offering.  Postage,  paper,  envelopes,  phone  calls,  litera- 
ture, and  other  items  cost  $47.40,  which  was  paid  for  with  Asso- 
ciational Funds.  So  we  actually  spent  $224.40  in  promoting  the 
work,  but  it  cost  the  Association  only  the  alloted  $75.00,  and 
we  have  $32.37  to  start  the  new  year  with,  without  touching  Asso- 
ciational funds. 

A  special  word  of  thanks  is  due  our  Association  Missionary, 
JBro.  N.  A.  Catlett,  for  his  fine  work  in  the  Training  Union.  He 
has  organized  three  new  Training  Unions  during  the  year,  and 
helped  with  all  the  work.

31.  Mrs.  B.  A.  Hocutt  of  Clayton  Church  presented  the 
report  on  W.  M.  U.  work  for  Associational  Superintendent 
Mrs.  J.  E.  Wilder,  who  was  sick  and  therefore  could  not  be.

Mrs.  Hocutt  moved  the  adoption  .of  the  report  which  was 
seconded. 

Mrs.  Hocutt  made  some  very  fine  remarks  on  the  work  of 
of  the  W.  M.  U.  and  the  White  Cross  work  also  some  very,  very 
fine  truths  about  family  altars. 

Mrs.  Hocutt  presented  three  W.  M.  U.  members  who  told  us, 
about  work  in  their  organizations.

The  report  was  adopted. 


Johnston  Association  now  has  103  W.  M.  U.  organizations,  a 
net  gain  of  16  over  the  preceding  year.  Sixty-six  of  these  are 
for  young  people.  Last  year  37  churches  maintained  one  or  more 
missionary  organizations.  Of  these  16  were  A-l;  14  made  a  grade 
of  "B"  and  10  made  a  grade  of  "C."  Johnston  was  one  of  6  asso-v 
ciations  in  the  state  that  attained  A-l  rating  on  the  Associational 
Standard  of  Excellence,  and  the  only  association  in  Raleigh  Di- 
vision, of  which  Johnston  Association  W.  M.  U.  is  apart,  to  at- 
tain this  distinction. 

Concerted  effort  was  made  to  promote  the  5  chief  aims  of 
W.  M.  U.  PRAYER,  the  first  aim  was  encouraged  by  constantly 
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reminding  our  women  and  young  people  to  set  apart  a  definite 
time  each  day  for  Family  Altars  and  to  intercede  for  the  unsaved, 
sick,  lonely,  and  bereaved  and  for  our  missionaries  whose  names 
are  on  the  Prayer  Calendar  published  monthly  in  all  W.  M.  U. 
periodicals,  and  daily  prayer  for  World  Wide  Revival. 

At  three  set  times  each  year  members  are  asked  to  pray  united- 
ly; in  March  for  Home  Missions,  in  September  for  State  Missions 
and  in  December  for  Foreign  Missions.  Sixty  of  our  organiza- 
tions observed  these  three  seasons  of  prayer  last  year. 

STUDY  is  our  second  aim.  Awed  by  our  world-wide  task, 
we  seek  to  enlarge  our  vision,  expand  our  spiritual  powers  and 
strengthen  our  courage  in  this  manner.  Last  year  175  classes 
were  reported.  The  Associational  Mission  Study  Library  was 
successful.  There  are  now  available  many  interesting  and  help- 
ful books  for  reading  and  for  classes.  These  may  be  secured  by 
any  church  in  the  Association  by  contacting  Mrs.  D.  B.  Oliver, 
Pine  Level,  N.  C. 

Our  third  aim  is  STEWARDSHIP.  Every  member  is  chal- 
lenged to  give  of  time,  talents,  influence  and  love  and  to  accept 
the  goal;  "Every  member  giving  a  tithe  every  week,  through 
the  church,  for  the  support  of  the  church  and  all  other  causes 
fostered  by  our  Southern  Baptist  Convention.  Last  year  311  fa- 
thers were  reported.  Gifts,  exclusive  of  ones  given  locally  and  to 
White  Cross,  amounted  to  $9,371.42.  White  Cross  valuation  amount- 
ed to  $714.99.    38  churches  had  a  part  in  this  worthy  cause. 

Our  fourth  aim  is  MISSIONARY  EDUCATION  of  our  YOUNG 
PEOPLE.  We  have  16  Sunbeam  Bands,  25  Girls'  Auxiliaries,  17 
Royal  Ambassador  Chapters,  and  8  Young  Women's  Auxiliaries. 

Through  these  organizations  we  try  to  lead  our  young  people 
to  pray,  study  the  Bible  and  world  missions,  to  be  good  ste- 
wards of  their  possessions  and  through  the  various  activities  of 
community  missions  to  serve  their  fellowmen. 

Because  we  want  our  community  to  be  one  in  which  Christ 
is  known,  loved  and  served  our  fifth  aim  is  COMMUNITY  MIS- 
SIONS. Last  year  76  of  our  organizations  had  definite  organiz- 
ed Community  Mission  Work.  Some  activities  participated  in 
were:  evangelism,  cottage  prayer  meetings,  visiting  and  helping 
the  sick,  needy,  blind,  lonely  and  bereaved,  distributing  religious 
literature  and  establishing  family  altars. 

The  above  figures  show  a  gain  in  every  phase  of  our  work. 
We  are  grateful  for  the  achievements  of  the  year  but  when  we 
look  at  the,  "Fields  so  White  unto  Harvest,"  we  know  our  work 
has  just  begun. 

"Let  none  hear  you  idly  saying, 
There  is  nothing  I  can  do, 
While  the  souls  of  men  are  dying, 
And  the  Master  calls  for  you:

After  reading  the  report  Brother  Upchurch  made  a  mo- 
tion to  adopt.  This  was  seconded.  He  then  spoke  to  the  report, 
making  special  mention  of  Sunday  School  Clinics  and  the  im- 
portance of  trained  teachers  in  teaching  God's  Word. 

The  report  was  adopted. 

REPORT  ON  SUNDAY  SCHOOL 

The  first  record  we  have  of  a  Sunday  School  was  in  1527. 
Martin  Luther  established  several  Sunday  Schools  in  Germany  for 
the  instruction  of  children  and  youths  in  the  reading  of  the 
Holy  Scriptures.  In  the  latter  half  of  the  same  century  Cardinal 
Borromeo  organized  similar  schools  throughout  Milan  Italy.  John 
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Knox  organized  a  Sunday  School  in  Scotland  in  1560.  The  first 
Sunday  School  in  America  was  in  Roxbury,  Mass.  in  1674,  and 
in  Norwick,  Conn,  in  1676.  Robert  Raikes  started  one  in  Gloches- 
ter  England  in  1781.  There  are  approximately  fifty  million  mem- 
bers in  Sunday  Schools  of  the  world  whose  sole  purpose  is  the 
teaching  of  the  one  Book  that  teaches  of  "one  Lord,  one  faith,  one 
baptism,  one  God  and  father  of  all." 

The  Sunday  School  is  the  Church  teaching  by  way  of  eter- 
nal life  to  lost  people,  teaching  the  saved  how  to  live  and  serve.  It 
undertakes  to  carry  out  the  great  commission  to  teach  the  way 
*of  salvation  to  lost  people  and  after  they  are  baptized  to  teach 
them  how  Christ  has  commanded  them  to  live.  Every  one  who 
comes  into  the  church  should  be  expected  to  attend  Sunday  School 
regularly.  The  teaching  period  in  the  Sunday  School  should  not 
be  less  than  thirty  minutes  in  the  clear.  The  teacher  should  be 
expected  to  use  his  Bible  and  lead  his  pupils  to  bring  and  use  theirs, 
not  only  for  reading  but  actually  study  it  together.  The  Bible 
teaching  clinics  as  started  by  the  State  S.  S.  board  should  be  ex- 
panded as  rapidly  as  possible.  The  number  should  be  increased 
■so  as  to  make  accessible  to  all  of  our  teachers.  It  is  not  the  func- 
tion of  the  State  to  teach  the  Bible.  God  has  ordained  only  two 
institutions  to  teach  the  Bible;    the  home  and  the  Church. 

The  following  S.  S.  meetings  were  held  during  the  ending 
church  year.  A  general  mass  meeting  was  held  in  February  in 
Smithfield  for  the  purpose  of  inspiring  and  instructing  teams  of 
workers  to  visit  each  church  and  encourage  and  aid  them  in  plan- 
ning their  church  programs  for  the  year.  There  were  328  pres- 
ent, representing  32  churches.  Fourteen  teams,  of  three  each,  visit- 
ed the  churches  with  enthusiasm  and  marked  success.  Three  as- 
sociation wide  meetings  were  held  in  the  following  places:  Car- 
ter's Chapel,  Pine  Level  and  Wilson  Mills.  The  following  speak- 
ers took  part  on  the  programs:  Rev.  J.  C.  Cammack,  Rev.  Tom  M. 
Freeman,  Rev.  Eph  Whisenhunt,  Rev.  Spurgeon  Creech  and  Rev. 
E.  L.  Parker.  There  were  several  regional  meetings  led  by  their 
superintendents:  Messrs.  James  G.  Lane,  E.  B.  Williams,  Thurman 
Batten,  and  J.  L.  Lewis.  There  were  approximately  350  present 
in  these  meetings. 

The  total  enrollment  last  year  was  6553,  this  year  7474.  An 
increase  of  921.  The  average  attendance  last  year  was  3468.  This 
year  3973,  an  increase  of  505.  We  are  hoping  for  an  even  greater 
increase  for  another  year,  God  being  our  helper.

REPORT  ON  CHRISTIAN  LITERATURE 

Suppose  someone  should  say  to  you  at  the  Johnston  Baptist 
Association  today,  "You  are  illiterate."  You  would  be  insulted. 
Yet,  I  venture  to  say  that  we  Christians  of  the  Johnston  Associa- 
tion are  illiterate. 

WHY  are  we  illiterate?  Today  our  schools,  colleges,  and 
universities  are  crowded  to  overflowing  with  young  men  and  young 
women  who  are  seeking  an  education.  They  want  knowledge.  All 
of  us  are  interested  in  what  is  happening  around  us.  We  listen 
to  the  radio  daily;  we  read  magazines  and  newspapers.  It  is 
probable  that  most  of  the  Baptists  in  our  association  have  access 
to  a  daily  newspaper.  We  try  to  keep  up  with  things  around  us. 
It  is  good  that  we  do  all  of  these  things.  We  learn  every  year  of 
many  inventions  and  many  discoveries  in  the  fields  of  medicine 
and  science.  We  all  admit  that  we  live  in  a  remarkable  age — the 
age  of  the  automobile,  streamlined  trains,  fast  airplanes,  many 
automatic  home  appliances.  The  great  power,  the  atomic  bomb, 
appalls  and  astounds  all  of  us.  These  things  and  many  more  came 
about  through  man's  knowledge.  BUT  are  we  seeking  knowledge 
of  God  and  His  great  works?  Do  we  read  the  most  important 
Book  in  our  homes?  Do  we  subscribe  to  the  Christian  literature 
of  our  denomination?  Are  we  informed  about  God's  Word,  the 
basis  of  all  good  moral  thinking? 

A  test  was  given  recently  to  some  high  school  students  in 
Chapel  Hill.  Among  the  questions  asked  was  this,  'What  does 
the  thirteenth  chapter  of  1  Corinthians  deal  with?"  Very,  very 
few  of  them  knew  the  answer.  Other  simple  questions  on  the  Bible 
were  asked.  The  results  were  the  same.  This  would  most  proba- 
bly be  a  true  picture  of  the  high  school  students  in  our  communi- 
ties if  such  a  test  were  given.  What  is  the  reason?  And  who  is 
responsible? 

We  have  heard  it  said,  "It  makes  little  difference  what  a  man 
believes  just  so  he  believes  it  sincerely."  Is  this  true?  A  man 
may  sincerely  believe  that  a  gun  is  unloaded,  but  if  it  is  loaded  it 
will  kill  the  victim  just  the  same.  Do  we  earnestly  believe  that 
we  are  well  informed?  If  we  were  asked  questions  about  God's 
Word  and  about  our  own  denomination,  we  would  be  embarrassed 
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at  how  little  we  really  do  know.  Do  we  know  who  the  President  of 
our  Southern  Baptist  Convention  is,  the  secretary  of  our  State 
Convention,  the  secretary  of  our  Sunday  School  Board,  the  su- 
perintendent of  our  orphanage,  the  editor  of  our  Biblical  Record- 
er,   the  moderator  of  our  association,  even? 

We  have  wonderful  Christian  literature  in  our  denomination. 
We  have  The  Home  Mission  and  The  Commission  which  will  keep 
keep  us  informed  as  to  what  our  denomination  is  doing.  We  have 
The  Royal  Service  for  the  W.  M.  S.,  The  Window  for  the  Y.  W.  A., 
The  World  Comrades  for  the  G.  A.,  (R.  A.),  and  Sunbeams,  The 
Training  Union  Magazine  for  the  Training  Union,  The  Sunday  School 
Builder  for  the  Sunday  School,  and  our  own  state  paper,  The  Bib- 
lical Recorder.  You  are  familiar  with  all  of  these  and  many  of  us 
have  become  subscribers  since  last  year's  meeting.  Are  YOU  a 
subscriber? 

Let  us  resolve  together  today  that  before  the  next  meeting 
of  the  Johnston  Baptist  Association  that  we  will  be  better  inform- 
ed Christians.  "STUDY  to  show  thyself  approved  unto  God."  I 
Timothy  2:15a.  Let  us  get  our  Christian  literature  and  STUDY 
it  with  prayerful  hearts  and  minds.

Roll  call  of  churches  showed  there  were  29  W.  M.  S.  rep- 
resented and  two  churches  that  had  no  organization. 

The  Superintendent  reported  that  Johnston  was  one  of 
those  attaining  A-l  Standard.  A  Leadership  Conference,  Y. 
W.  A.  Banquet,  Royal  Ambassador  Conclave  and  Young  Peo- 
ple's Camporee  were  held  during  the  year.  A  School  of 
Missions  was  fostered  in  which  28  churches  participated. 

Many  books  were  added  to  the  Associational  Mission  Study 
Library  and  the  library  proved  to  be  more  useful  than  before. 
Every  W.  M.  S.  reported  during  the  year.  Bailey,  Four  Oaks, 
Middlesex,  Pine  Level  and  Princeton  were  A-l  during  1946. 
Middlesex  and  Princeton  have  been  A-l  for  two  years.  Pine 
Level  and  Smithfield  have  led  in  Mission  Study  for  past  two 
years,  Benson  in  Stewardship  for  the  past  two  years  and  Clay- 
ton has  led  in  gifts  to  White  Cross  every  year  since  W.  M.  U. 
began  contributing  to  Baptist  Hospital.  There  are  46  churches 
in  Johnston,  37  have  W.  M.  U.  For  first  time  all  37  contribut- 
ed through  the  Cooperative  Program.  Total  gifts  were  $9,371.42.

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CONSTITUTION 

1.  The  Association  shall  be  known  as  the  Johnston  Baptist  Associa- 
tion. 

2. Its  object  shall  be  to  extend  the  privileges  of  the  Gospel  and  lib- 
eral culture  to  all  people  within  its  bounds,  and  by  hearty  co-operation 
with  the  Baptist  State  Convention,  to  help  offer  these  previleges  to  all 
mankind  in  and  out  of  its  bounds  by  the  cordial  co-operation  of  all 
churches  constituting  this  body. 

3.  It  shall  be  composed  of  the  pastors  in  active  service  in  the  Asso- 
ciation and  such  delegates  as  shall  be  annually  elected  by  the  churches 
connected  with  it,  each  church  being  entitled  to  three  delegates  unless 
the  membership  shall  exceed  fifty,  and  the  an  additional  delegate  for 
every  twenty-five  members;  provided  no  church  shall  have  more  than 
eight  delegates. 

4.  The  New  Hampshire  Declaration  of  Faith  shall  be  the  summary 
of  Divine  Truth  for  determining  question  of  faith  and  order  in  this 
body.  And  the  churches  desiring  membership  in  it  must  commit  them- 
selves to  the  substance  of  it,  together  with  the  covenant  herewith  sub- 
mitted and  this  constitution. 

5.  This  Association  shall  not  have  power  to  annul  the  discipline  or 
exercise  authority  over  any  church  connected  with  it,  but  may  advise 
with  and  sever  its  connection  with  any  church  that  neglects  to  preserve 
Gospel  order,  or  that  treats  with  contempt  the  objects  of  advice  of  the 
Association. 

6.  Each  church  shall  send  to  the  annual  meetings  of  the  Associa- 
tion a  letter  (the  blanks  to  be  furnished  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Associa- 
tion), carefully  filled  as  per  blank  suggestions  stating  the  full  work  of 
the  church  for  the  year  ending  with  the  last  Sunday  in  September. 

7.  The  Association  shall  foster  State  Missions,  Home  Missions,  For- 
eign Missions,  Christian  Education,  the  Ministers'  Relief  and  Annuity 
Board,  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  Orphanage  and  Hospital,  and  each 
church  shall  be  requested  to  contribute  to  the  support  of  these  objects 
regularly  and  systematically. 

8.  Missions  and  Education  shall  have  precedence  in  their  claims 
upon  the  consideration  of  this  body  in  its  regular  sessions. 

9.  Whenever  a  church  shall  fail  to  be  represented  by  delegates  or 
letter  at  the  annual  session  of  the  Association,  inquiry  shall  be  made  for 
the  cause  and  efforts  shall  be  made  to  induce  such  church  to  do  its  duty; 
and  the  effort  shall  be  continued  until  the  church  is  recovered  or  drop- 
ped from  the  roll. 

10.  The  Officers  of  the  Association  shall  be  a  Moderator,  Vice-Mod- 
erator, Clerk,  Treasurer,  Auditor,  and  Historian,  to  be  elected  by  bal- 
lot after  the  nomination  from  the  floor,  or  by  a  committee  of  three 
named  by  the  Moderator,  with  the  proviso  that  any  delegate  may 
amend  the  committee's  report  by  substituting  another  name  for  any 
one  offered  for  the  approval  of  the  Association,  which  previously  has 
decided  upon  the  method  used,  at  the  close  of  each  annual  session,  to 
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serve  until  the  election  of  their  successors,  the  Moderator  to  preside 
over  the  sessions  of  the  body  and  to  promote  the  interest  of  the  Asso- 
ciation during  the  year;  the  Vice-Moderator  to  preside  in  his  absence; 
the  Clerk  to  record,  print  and  distribute  the  minutes  of  the  body,  and 
to  keep  on  file  these  and  all  other  important  papers;  the  Treasurer  to 
receive  and  disburse  all  funds  of  the  Association  subject  to  its  order; 
the  Auditor  to  examine  the  Treasurer's  books  at  the  close  of  each  ses- 
sion and  to  render  a  report  before  adjournment;  the  Historian  to  re- 
port to  the  Association  each  year  at  the  annual  session,  and  to  keep  an 
accurate  history  of  the  work. 

11.  The  Association  shall  elect  annually  an  Executive  Committee, 
which  shall  have  authority  between  regular  sessions  of  the  Associa- 
tion to  act  for  the  body  in  necessary  matters,  executing  the  plans  and 
work  of  the  Association  in  whatever  manner  may  seem  advisable,  a 
full  report  of  its  work  being  presented  annually,  with  such  recommenda- 
tions as  may  seem  wise.  In  case  of  death  or  removal  of  a  member,  the 
committee  may  appoint  a  successor  to  act  until  the  next  meeting  of  the 
Association. 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  elective  and  ex- 
officio  members.  The  elective  members  shall  be  six  laymen,  three  men 
and  three  women,  no  two  of  whom  are  from  the  same  church;  and  they 
shall  be  elected  for  two  year's  terms,  so  that  each  year  the  Association 
will  electe  three  lay  members  of  the  Executive  Committee.  The  Mod- 
erator of  the  Association  shall  be  an  ex-officio  member  of  the  Committee, 
and  shall  act  as  its  chairman.  In  addition  to  the  Moderator,  the  follow- 
ing persons  shall  be  ex-officio  members  of  the  Committee:  Vice-Mod- 
erator, Clerk,  Treasurer,  Auditor,  and  Historian  of  the  Association; 
also  the  Associationai  heads  of  Sunday  School  Training  Union,  and 
Woman's  Missionary  Union,  the  pastors  of  the  churches  in  the  Associa- 
tion, and  the  persons  who  are  to  make  reports  to  the  Associatoin  the 
following  year  on  Christian  Education,  Christian  Literature,  Temper- 
ance, Social  Service,  Co-operative  Program,  Orphanage  and  Hospital. 
All  ex-officio  members  shall  have  a  right  to  vote  on  all  matters. 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  be  divided  for  efficiency  into  sub- 
committees, which  shall  promote  the  various  phases  of  our  work  dur- 
ing the  year  and  report  quarterly  to  the  Executive  Committee. 

12.  This  Constitution  may  be  amended  at  any  annual  session  by  a 
two-thirds  vote  of  all  members  present. 

13.  The  Proceedings  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Union  shall  be 
recorded  as  a  part  of  the  Minutes  of  the  Association. 

14.  The  Associationai  Sunday  School  Superintendent  and  Baptist 
Training  Union  Director  shall  be  nominated  by  their  respective  groups 
and  elected  by  the  Association  in  annual  session. 

BY-LAWS 

1.  The  Association  shall  meet  annually  at  such  time  and  place  as 
it  may  decide. 
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2.  All  meetings  of  the  body  shall  be  opened  and  closed  with  devo- 
tional services. 

3.  Representatives  from  ten  of  the  churches  shall  constitute  a 
quorum. 

4.  Delegates  shall  be  recognized  by  letters  from  their  churches  des- 
ignating them  as  such. 

5.  Members  desiring  to  speak  shall  first  rise  and  address  the  Mod- 
erator, shall  use  the  term  "brother,"  in  speaking  to  each  other,  shall 
not  speak  on  the  same  subject  more  than  twice  without  permission, 
and  shall  observe  the  courtesy  that  becomes  Christians. 

6.  The  roll  of  members  shall  be  called  at  least  once,  and  absentees 
marked. 

7.  Corresponding  messeners  and  visiting  brethren  shall  be  invited 
to  seats  with  the  privilege  of  speaking,  but  not  voting. 

8.,  A  copy  of  the  Minutes  shall  be  sent  to  each  of  the  following: 
Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  State  Mission  Board,  Librarian  of 
Wake  Forest  College,  Librarian  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Theological 
Seminary,  Louisville,  Ky.,  Secretary  of  Survey  and  Statistics,  Baptist 
Sunday  School  Board,  Nashville,  Tenn.;  Samuel  Colgate  Historical 
Collection,  Colgate  University,  Hamilton,  N.  Y.;  American  Baptist 
Society,  Crozer  Seminary,  Chester,  Pa.;  and  to  South  Western  Baptist 
Theoogical  Seminary,  Fort  Worth,  Texas. 


9.  All  questions  of  order  not  herein  provided  for  shall  be  decided  by 
Kerfoot's  Parliamentary  Law.

5.  Brother  James  G.  Lane  of  the  Mount  Moriah  Church,  Historian 
of  the  Association  was  recognized  by  the  Moderator.  Brother  Lane 
read  the  interesting  history  of  the  Mount  Moriah  Church. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Lane  the  report  was  adopted. 


Mt.  Moriah  Church  had  its  beginning  when  a  non-denominational 
group  erected  a  building  in  1831  on  the  present  site  of  this  building  and 
began  to  hold  services.  Sometime  prior  to  1834,  Mrs.  Busbee  was  given 
the  responsibility  of  selecting  a  preacher  for  this  group  and  she  recom- 
mended that  Brother  P.  W.  Dowd,  a  Baptist  minister,  be  called  to  preach 
at  the  church. 

The  Minutes  of  the  Raleigh  Baptist  Association  held  in  1839  at 
Muddy  Spring  Meeting  House,  Moore  County,  are  quoted,  "Brother 
Lewis  Dupree  handed  in  a  letter  from  Mt.  Moriah  Church  which  was 
read  and  the  church  received  by  the  Moderator  giving  the  right  hand 
of  fellowship,  and  Brother  Dupree  invited  to  take  a  seat." 

These  Minutes  show  that  the  church  was  established  in  1834.  It 
had  a  total  membership  of  19  and  sent  $1.50  as  their  contribution  to  the 
causes  fostered  by  the  association  at  that  time. 

The  letter  to  the  association  on  the  following  year,  1840,  reported 
fifty-one  baptisms,  7  received  by  letter  and  one  excluded,  the  total 
membership  being  76. 

The  first  church  building  provided  space  on  the  east  side  for  the 
use  of  the  negro  members.  The  number  of  these  reached  47  in  1866, 
but  by  1870,  there  was  only  one  negro  member.  He  kept  his  member- 
ship at  Mt.  Moriah  until  he  died.  There  are  a  number  of  negro  mem- 
bers buried  in  the  central  part  of  the  church  cemetery.  There  was  no 
action  taken  by  the  church  as  to  negro  members  moving  their  member- 
ship but  Dick  Baucom  led  a  movement  to  establish  a  church  of  their

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own.  The  white  Baptists  helped  to  purchase  a  lot  and  assisted  in  sup- 
plying material  for  the  church  which  was  first  built  of  logs. 

The  early  Minutes  of  the  association  recorded  a  spirited  discussion 
among  the  churches  as  to  the  value  of  a  Sunday  Schcol  in  the  church 
and  there  were  some  members  who  doubted  the  wisdom  of  sponsoring 
a  Sunday  School.  The  early  Sunday  School  at  Mt.  Moriah  was  mainly 
attended  by  the  children,  Mr.  Bill  Penny  was  the  teacher  of  the  class  of 
children  and  used  the  famous  "Blue  Backed"  Spelling  Book.  The  chil- 
dren were  taught  in  order  that  they  might  learn  to  read  the  Bible  for 
themselves.  Later  the  catechism  was  taught  and  it  was  not  until  the 
eighties  that  anything  resembling  the  present  quarterlies  was  used. 

The  "preaching  Sunday"  for  many  years  was  the  first  Sunday  of 
the  month  and  was  always  preceded  by  a  service  on  Saturday  with  a 
sermon  at  eleven  o'clock,  following  this  a  conference  was  held  at  which 
time  the  vigilance  committee  was  called  on  for  a  report  on  the  conduct 
of  the  members.  Any  one  who  strayed  from  the  standards  of  conduct 
as  set  up  in  "The  Rules  of  Decorum",  and  had  failed  to  ask  for  forgive- 
ness through  this  Committee,  was  tried  by  the  church.  These  trials 
sometimes  lasted  until  sunset. 

The  revival  services  for  many  years  were  held  the  first  week  in 
August  and  consisted  of  a  morning  and  an  afternoon  service  with  dinner 
jtn  the  grounds  for  all  who  attended  the  services.  The  time  element  did 
not  entei  into  the  question  as  to  the  proper  length  of  these  services. 

At  least  fourteen  members  of  Mt.  Moriah  Church  saw  service  in 
the  Confederate  Army,  and  all  of  them  lived  to  return  to  their  homes. 

There  was  no  musical  instrument  in  the  church  until  about  1885. 
,rfhe  hymns  were  pitched  by  means  of  a  tuning  fork  in  the  hands  of 
Bro.  Rommie  Gower,  who  led  the  singing.  The  first  organist  to  serve 
in  that  capacity  was  Mrs.  Eva  Baucom  Pool.  The  decision  to  purchase 
an  organ  caused  considerable  discussion  among  the  members. 

There  have  been  some  members  of  the  church  who  have  given  their 
full  time  to  Christian  service.  Dr.  Willie  Powell,  President  of  the  Sou- 
thern Baptist  Sunday  School  Board  and  pastor  of  the  First  Baptist 
Church  of  Nashville,  Tenn.;  Dr.  Frank  Poole  who  taught  Bible  in  Wake 
Forest  and  at  his  death  was  head  of  the  Bible  department  in  Furman 
University;  Mr.  Claude  Gower,  minister;  Brother  Rommie  Gower,  for 
twenty-five  years  Moderator  of  this  Association;  W.  F.  Woodall,  Plastor 
in  Western  North  Carolina,  and  at  present  one  ministerial  student, 
Harold  Powell. 

The  Womans'  Missionary  Society  has  made  valuable  contributions 
to  the  church  lifr;  for  more  than  forty  years,  especially  along  mission 
lines.  The  B.T.U.  was  organized  in  1915,  and  has  work?d  continuously 
in  the  training  program  of  the  church  since  that  time.  The  Sunday 
School  was  organized  before  the  Civil  War,  according  to  statements  of 
the  older  members. 

The  ministers  who  have  served  as  pastors  of  this  church  are  too 
many  to  mention,  but  space  should  be  given  for  the  recognition  of  Rev. 
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Johnston  Olive,  who  served  for  seventeen  years  continuously  and  other 
periods  of  less  length  of  time.  He  was  the  pastor  during  the  trying 
times  following  1865  when  he  resigned  because  of  age.  The  church 
adopted  a  resolution,  part  of  which  stated,  "That  while  we  believe  it  to 
be  our  faithful  duty  to  accept  his  resignation  as  pastor,  yet,  it  is  with 
the  greatest  sorrow  and  regret  that  we  sever  a  relation  which  has  been 
ho  dear,  pleasant  and  agreeable  in  all  respects  and  in  every  way  ac- 
companied by  such  happy  results." 

The  present  church  building  was  dedicated  on  November  2,  1912. 
The  parsonage  was  completed, in  1925.  The  first  pastor  to  occupy  it 
was  Rev.  R.  F.  Hall.    The  educational  building  was  completed  in  1947. 

The  church  began  full  time  services  in  1947  under  the  able  leader- 
ship of  pastor  M.  M.  Johnson.

The  Moderator  also  recognized  visitors  at  this  session.  Those 
standing  were: 

J.  L.  Pettiway  and  Mrs.  H.  C.  Baum  of  the  Roanoke  Association, 
T.  H.  Allen  of  the  Raleigh  and  Dr.  Leslie  Campbell  of  the  Little  River; 
Rev.  and  Mrs.  W.  S.  Caudle  of  the  Flat  River  Association,  and  Dr.  L. 
H.  Peacock  of  Meredith  College. 

8.  Following  the  recognition  of  visitors  the  Association  enjoyed  a 
special  number  m  song,  rendered  by  Mrs.  M.  M.  Johnson,  with  Mrs.  R. 
R.  Trevathen  at  the  piano.    Both  of  the  Mount  Moriah  Church. 

9.  Mrs.  J.  R.  Overby  of  the  Smithfield  Church  was  recognized  by 
the  Moderator. 

Mrs.  Overby  again  presented  Dr.  Campbell  of  Campbell  College 
and  Dr.  L.  A.  Peacock,  Dean  of  Meredith  College. 

Mrs.  Overby  presented  the  report  on  Christian  Education.  After 
reading  the  report  Mrs.  Overby  made  a  motion  to  adopt  the  report. 
This  was  seconded. 

She  then  presented  Rev.  William  H.  F<oole,  pastor  of  Pisgah  Church, 
who  spoke  to  the  report.  Brother  Poole  brought  a  wonderful  message 
on  this  great  and  important  subject. 

The  motion  to  adopt  carried. 

REPORT  ON  CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION 

As  Baptist  do  we  realize  what  a  vast  program  of  Christian  educa- 
tion we  have  a  part  in?    Our  Southern  Baptist  Schools  and  Colleges 
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now  number  64  and  the  past  year,  with  an  all-time  high  enrollment  of 
54,531  of  which  5,783  were  ministerial  students  and-  2,196  volunteers, 
has  been  one  of  the  best  in  their  history. 

Last  year  our  six  Baptist  Colleges  in  North  Carolina  experienced 
their  most  successful  year  in  many  respects.  If  you  as  an  individual 
and  as  a  church  have  contributed  to  the  Co-operative  Program,  you 
have  had  a  part  in  this.  In  1947  we  gave  $383,954.00,  the  largest 
amount  ever  given  for  this  cause  in  a  single  year.  Below  is  a  sum- 
mary of  our  colleges  as  given  by  Mr.  Claude  F.  Gaddy,  Executive  Sec- 
retary, N.  C.  Baptist  Council  on  Christian  Education: 

Wake  Forest  College.  The  oldest  of  these  colleges  is  Wake  Forest, 
with  a  history  of  more  than  114  years  outstanding  service  in  the  life 
of  our  denomination  as  well  as  in  the  numerous  professions  in  which 
her  sons  are  active  leaders.  With  an  enrollment  of  more  than  2,000 
students,  Wake  Poorest  continues  to  be  our  largest  Baptist  college.  The 
deep  interest  of  the  Baptists  of  North  Carolina  in  the  success  of  the 
program  at  Wake  Forest  is  shown  not  only  in  the  contribution  of  more 
than  $118,000  for  the  support  of  the  college  last  year,  but  in  the  pres- 
ent successful  efforts  to  provide  through  the  churches  $1,500,000  to- 
ward the  new  Wake  Forest  to  be  located  in  Winston-Salem:  (October  1, 
1948  $1,418,514.12  had  been  raised  in  cash  and  pledges.) 

Chowan  College.  Beginning  in  1848,  Chowan  College,  located  in 
Murfreesboro,  North  Carolina,  has  had  an  enviable  record  in  its  nearly 
100  years  of  educational  achievement  for  the  Baptists  of  the  state.  This 
college  has  not  operated  for  approximately  six  years. 

Mars  Hills  College.  In  1856  Mars  Hill  College  had  its  beginnings  as 
the  first  co-educational  school  to  be  operated  by  Baptists  in  this  state. 
From  1856  to  1859  it  operated  as  the  French  Broad  Baptist  Institute, 
and  today  it  stands  as  our  largest  junior  college,  with  an  enrollment  of 
more  than  1,000.  Through  the  Co-operative  Program  funds  for  Chris- 
tian Education  the  Baptists  of  the  state  contributed  approximately 
§65,000  to  the  training  of  these  students  in  Mars  Hill  College  last  year. 

Campbell  College.  Some  thirty  years  later,  at  Buie's  Creek,  North 
Carolina,  Dr.  J.  A.  Campbell  began  what  is  now  Campbell  College  with 
an  enrollment  at  that  time  of  16  pupils,  but  with  a  total  enrollment  at 
this  time  of  approximately  600  students  and  with  contributions  of  $47,- 
000  by  the  Baptist  State  Convention  in  1947. 

Wingate  College.  Our  next  college  to  be  opened  for  the  purpose  of 
training  young  men  and  young  women  was  Wingate,  in  1897.  From  its 
small  beginning  this  junior  college  now  has  more  than  350  students, 
with  Baptists  of  the  state  contributing  almost  $27,000  for  their  support 
last  year. 

Meredith  College.  It  was  in  1899  that  the  Baptists  of  North  Caro- 
lina opened  Meredith  College,  which  has  remained  to  this  day  our  largest 
senior  college  for  young  women.  With  its  enrollment  of  more  than  600 
students,  and  contributions  of  approximately  $86,000  from  Co-operative 
Program  in  1947,  Meredith  College  continues  to  train  young  women

for  the  many  important  services  which  they  are  providing  throughout 
this  state  and  even  beyond  its  borders. 

Gardner-Webb  College.  The  last  of  the  schools  to  be  opened  was 
Gardner- Webb,  which,  from  a  small  beginning  as  a  high  school  in  1907, 
has  grown  to  be  one  of  our  most  thriving  junior  colleges,  with  an  en- 
rollment of  approximately  400  students  and  a  contribution  by  the  Bap- 
tists of  the  state  of  approximately  $42,000  last  year. 

iV  C.  Baptist  have  investments  in  endowment  and  plant  funds 
totaling  about  $12,000,000  and  the  annual  operating  budgets  total  ap- 
proximately $2,500,000,  The  largest  endowment  of  any  school  or  col- 
lege in  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  is  held  by  Wake  Forest  Col- 
lege with  $3,256,822. 

More  than  5,000  students  were  enrolled  in  the  Baptist  colleges  of 
our  state  the  past  college  year.  One  out  of  every  ten  students  is  be- 
ing trained  for  full-time  Christian  service  as  ministers  or  volunteer 
workers.  Every  graduate  should  be  trained  to  take  his  place  as  a  Chris- 
tian leader  in  his  home,  his  local  church  and  community  at  large  by 
active  witnessing  for  Christ.  Our  young  people  should  be  urged  to 
take  advantage  of  "the  double  opportunity  of  acquisition  of  knowledge 
and  the  development  of  qualities  of  Christian  leadership  and  service" 
in  these  colleges.  A  reply  to  a  questionnaire  sent  in  1945  to  the  presi- 
dents of  Woman's  Missionary  Societies  in  N.  C.  is  representative  of  all 
our  denominational  colleges:  '"Meredith's  influence  has  reached  us  even 
though  we  have  no  student  there.  I  know  of  three  people  who  volun- 
teered for  definite  missionary  work  from  our  church  because  of  the 
inspirational  influence  of  one  Meredith  girl."  The  task  of  training 
Christian  leaders  in  the  educational  world  is  left  almost  entirely  up  to 
denominational  educational  institutions.  The  kind  of  leaders  we  sup- 
ply our  churches  and  communities  will  depend  Jargely  upon  how  much 
we  invest  in  Christian  education  in  our  schools,  and  as  never  before, 
the  world  needs  Christian  leaders. 

A  report  on  Christian  education  would  not  be  complete  without 
mention  of  the  first,  longest  and  most  lasting  period  of  Christian  edu- 
cation, that  of  the  home.  "We  have  no  right  to  expect  our  Baptist 
Schools  to  overcome  or  eradicate  the  failures  of  the  home,  the  church, 
or  the  environment  from  which  a  student  comes,"  says  Dr.  C.  C.  War- 
ren, Pastor,  First  Church,  Charlotte.  We  have  on  a  campaign  this  year 
to  establish  100,000  new  family  altars  with  the  slogan,  "Family  wor- 
ship in  every  Baptist  home  every  day".  The  home  is  the  source  of 
Christian  education  and  missionary  work.  Daily  family  altar  for  the 
reading  of  God's  Word  and  for  family  prayer  would  help  and  strengthen 
cur  young  people  in  their  inczt  dangerous  problems.  With  almost  one 
out  of  every  two  marriages  ending  in  divorce,  our  young  people  need 
to  know  they  have  a  home  with  a  solid  foundation. 

Also  our  Baptist  churches  need  to  teach  the  Bible  more  effective- 
ly and  provide  more  adequately  for  our  young  people  in  recreation  and 
counseling.  The  home,  the  church,  the  public  school,  and  our  Baptist 
colleges  are  a  series  of  links  sharing  in  the  great  responsibility  of 
Christian  education.     We  as   parents,   as   church  workers,   as  public 
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school  leaders,  and  as  Baptist  have  the  privilege  -and  task  of  Christian 
education  in  all  its  phases.

This  was  seconded, 
Brother  Turner  was  recognized  and  spoke  to  the  report  with  some  time- 
ly remarks. 

The  report  was  adopted. 

AMERICAN  BIBLE  SOCIETY 

Jesus  Christ  is  the  hope  of  men  and  nations.  The  Bible  is  the  pri- 
mary source  of  knowledge  of  Christ,  Therefore,  the  world  must  have 
the  Bible.  Every  man  must  have  the  Bible  in  his  native  language  if 
the  message  of  Christ  is  to  speak  effectively  to  his  heart. 

The  American  Bible  Society  was  organized  in  1816  as  a  non-profit, 

worldwide  missionary  organization.  The  business  of  the  Society  is 
to  make  the  Bible  available  to  everyone  who  needs  it,  wherever  he  may 
live,  in  whatever  language  he  may  speak,  at  a  price  he  can  afford  to 
pay,  or  free  if  he  cannot  pay.  The  Society,  working  in  co-operation 
with  the  churches  and  mission  boards,  serves  every  form  of  Southern 
Baptist  work  at  home  and  abroad.  It  has  published  over  367,000,000 
volumes  of  Scripture  since  its  organization  one  hundred  and  thirty-two 
years  ago. 

(  During  the  last  year  the  Society  distributed  5,289,756  Scripture 
volumes  abroad  and  4,020,683  volumes  in  the  United  States.  Total  dis- 
tribution for  the  year  was  9,310,439  volumes. 

A  new  Russian  Bible,  believed  to  be  the  only  Bible  available  in  the 
revised  alphabet  now  required  by  the  Russian  Government,  was  publish- 
ed in  1947  in  this  country.  Ten  thousand  of  these  Bibles  were  given 
to  the  Russian  people  just  before  Christmas  last  year  and  other  copies 
have  been  shipped  to  Russia  as  fast  as  they  were  available. 

German  Scriptures  supplied  during  1947  to  the  prisoners  of  war 
have  been  continued  this  year  to  the  civilian  population.  Never  has 
a  Christian  nation  sent  so  many  copies  of  the  Scriptures  to  another 
Christian  nation.  In  the  period  1941-1947  the  Society  provided  4,902,- 
091  German  Scriptures,  nearly  all  of  which  were  donated  to  the  Ger- 
man people. 

Scriptures  sent  to  Japan  also  set  new  records.  Never  before  has 
any  nation  in  an  equal  period  donated  so  many  Scriptures  to  a  non- 
Christian  nation.  The  150,000  Japanese  Bibles  published  in  1947  were 
the  first  ever  published  in  this  country.  This  year  the  Society  has  sent 
50,000  Japanese  Bibles  and  100,000  Testaments,  as  well  as  paper  and 
other  materials  for  the  publication  of  Bibles  in  Japan.  As  scientists 
can  only  estimate  the  force  of  the  impact  of  the  atomic  bomb  dropped 
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on  Hiroshima  August  6,  1945,  so  future  generations  alone  will  be  able 
to  measure  the  impact  of  these  millions  of  the  Word  of  God  on  the 
souls  and  lives  of  the  Japanese  people. 

The  need  for  Bibles,  Testaments,  and  Scripture  portions  is  great 
in  other  countries  also,  and  the  Society  is  doing  everything  possible, 
with  the  means  available,  to  alleviate  the  situation. 

People  are  hungry  for  the  gospel  and  the  Bible.  Jesus  once  said, 
"I  was  an  hungred  and  ye  gave  me  no  meat."  (Matt.  25:42).  He  also 
said,  (Matt.  25:45)  "In  as  much  as  ye  did  it  not  unto  the  least  of  these 
ye  did  it  not  unto  me."  God  forbid  that  we  should  fail  these  hungry 
souls  and  have  this  accusation  brought  against  us. 

Southern  Baptists  have  responded  well  in  the  past  and,  I  believe, 
can  be  counted  on  to  respond  well  in  the  future  to  give  the  Bible  to  the 
world.    Your  church  can  help.

Attended  during  the  year  the  T.  U.  Rally,  the  W.  M.  U.  Convention, 
the  Sunday  School  Convention,  the  State  Convention,  the  Southern  Bap- 
tist Convention,  Attended  the  special  week  of  training  for  mission- 
aries and  helped  Brother  L.  L.  Morgan  in  a  Sunday  School  revival  in 
the  Chowan  Association. 

We  have  five  additional  workers  to  help  in  V.  B.  S.  during  the 
month  of  June.  Plans  had  been  made  for  a  V.  B.  S.  to  be  neld  in  every 
Church  in  the  Association  but  due  to  the  epidemic  five  were  canceled. 

About  one  acre  of  land  has  been  secured  for  a  building  site  at  New- 
ton Grove.  The  lot  is  on  the  Goldsboro  road.  The  State  Mission  Board 
has  agreed  to  pay  for  the  lot  at  a  cost  of  one  thousand  dollars.  Half 
of  this  to  be  paid  at  time  of  sale  and  the  balance  within  two  years.  The 
Newton  Grove  people  are  ready  to  go  forward.  We  have  had  recently 
a  number  of  conversions  and  the  attendance  at  all  services  has  been 
very  good.  Before  the  polio  epidemic  broke  out  we  had  as  many  as  80 
at  a  Sunday  night  service.  We  are  meeting  at  the  present  time  in  the 
old  Beaver  Dam  School  House  located  about  one  and  one-half  miies 
from  Newton  Grove.  We  pay  fifteen  dollars  per  month  rent  on  the 
school  house. 

During  the  past  year  a  new  Church  has  been  erected  at  Benson 
Grove.  A  great  portion  of  the  labor  was  donated  by  the  members.  It 
has  been  estimated  that  the  building  would  have  cost  should  it  have 
been  contracted  out  around  fifteen  thousand  dollars.  They  have  now  a 
good  SS,  TU  and  YWA. 

I  have  endeavored  during  the  year  to  reach  and  help  as  many 
churches  and  people  as  possible.  My  objective  during  the  three  years 
I  have  been  your  Missionary  has  been  to  get  seven  people  to  work 
rather  than  do  the  work  of  seven.    You  must  realize  that  one  person 
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can  do  but  little  in  such  a  great  Association.  It  has  been  very  gratify- 
ing to  find  so  many  who  were  willing  to  work  at  the  tremendous  task 
given  us  by  the  Master

REPORT  OF  THE  RELIEF  AND  ANNUITY  BOARD 
of  the 

SOUTHERN  BAPTIST  CONVENTION 
1948 

The  Relief  and  Annuity  Board  is  one  of  the  southwide  boards  of 
our  Southern  Baptist  Convention,  located  in  Dallas,  Texas,  in  the  Bap- 
tist Building  which  it  owns.  At  the  annual  board  meeting  on  March  10 
the  following  officers  to  serve  for  the  next  year  were  re-elected:  Dr. 
Wallace  Bassett,  president;  Dr.  Walter  R.  Alexander,  executive  secre- 
tary; Dr.  R.  S.  Jones,  associate  secretary;  Mr.  Orville  Groner,  treasur- 
er— investments. 

The  reports  of  the  Board  in  reviewing  the  work  of  the  past  year 
reevaled  that  1947  was  the  greatest  year  in  the  history  of  the  Board 
in  service  rendered,  in  investment  earnings,  and  in  the  enlistment  of 
new  members  of  the  plans  administered  by  the  Board.  The  total  in- 
come for  the  year  was  over  $3,500,000;  total  benefits  paid  out  were 
11,183,676.19.  The  total  assets  of  the  Board  as  of  December  31,  1947, 
amounted  to  $12,838,438.22. 

The  ministry  of  the  Relief  and  Annuity  Board  is  two-fold:  provid- 
ing annuities  to  be  enjoyed  upon  retirement  for  those  gainfully  em- 
ployed in  denominational  work,  and  relief  for  those  who  served  before 
there  was  an  Annuity  Board  and  were,  therefore,  deprived  of  any  an- 
nuity at  retirement.  The  relief  department  also  serves  many  of  our 
former  pastors  who  served  in  country  churches  and  who  did  not  go  into 
the  Ministers  Retirement  Plan,  feeling  that  they  could  not  afford  to 
pay  the  dues  out  of  their  small  salaries,  or  the  benefit  which  would  be 
derived  by  paying  dues  on  a  small  salary  would  be  hardly  worth  while. 

The  relief  department  paid  out  $220,956.87  to  1,336  beneficiaries. 
Many  requests  for  increases  from  those  on  the  relief  roll  were  received, 
made  necessary  by  the  great  increase  in  the  cost  of  living.  We  would 
urge  every  church  in  the  association  to  follow  the  Calendar  of  Denomi- 
national Activities  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  and  take  a  fel- 
lowship offering,  preferably  at  the  observance  of  the  Lord's  Supper 
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cr  such  other  time  as  convenient  with  the  church,  for  the  relief  depart- 
ment of  the  Relief  and  Annuity  Board,  that  these  old  preachers  may 
be  more  worthily  cared  for. 

Every  person  who  is  gainfully  employed  in  denominational  work, 
whether  pastor,  missionary,  employee  of  state  or  southwide  board,  in- 
stitution, or  agency,  and  every  lay  employee  in  our  Southern  Conven- 
tion, such  as  educational  director,  church  secretary,  janitor,  etc.,  is 
eligible  for  enrollment  in  one  of  the  plans  fostered  by  the  Board;  thus, 
with  his  or  her  personal  dues  and  the  dues  of  the  employing  agency, 
he  can  be  assured  of  a  benefit  at  retirement. 

We  would  urge  the  officers  of  our  association  to  strive,  with  our 
state  secretary,  to  enlist  all  pastors  and  others  serving  in  religious  work 
to  avail  themselves  of  the  opportunity  of  enlisting  in  one  of  the  plans 
of  the  Board,  that  they  may  be  provided  for  in  old  age  and  not  become 
objects  of  charity  in  the  communities  where  they  live.

REPORT  ON  THE  COOPERATIVE  PROGRAM 

We,  as  missionary  Baptists  believe  in  following  the  example  set 
by  Jesus.  He  was,  while  here  on  earth,  and  is  vitally  concerned  about 
the  Spiritual  and  Fjhysical  welfare  of  the  people.  Now  when  cur  Lord 
came  in  contact  with  people  He  did  something  for  them.  If  they  were 
hungry,  He  gave  them  food  for  their  body;  if  they  were  sick,  He  touch- 
ed them  and  made  them  whole  again;  if  they  were  sad  in  heart,  He 
spoke  words  of  good  cheer  to  them;  if  they  were  lost,  He  pointed  out 
to  them  the  way  of  Life.  One  of  His  great  passions  was  to  make  men 
whole  and  complete.  He  said,  "I  came  that  they  may  have  life,  and 
may  have  it  abundantly."  (John  10:10) 

Thus  being  anxious  to  follow  Jesus  in  that  kind  of  earthly  min- 
istry Southern  Baptist  formulated  a  plan  known  as  the  Cooperative 
Program.  This  plan  enables  us  to  put  our  money  into  the  program  of 
the  Church,  knowing  that  it  will  be  distributed  to  all  the  objects  which 
we  support.  In  other  words  it  is  a  unified  and  united  appeal  to  sup- 
port the  total  program  of  our  Lord. 

For  example.  The  dollar  when  placed  in  the  cooperative  program 
can  do  a  wonderful  job.  It  helps  provide  hospitals,  doctors  and  nurses 
to  heal  the  sick  bodies  of  men.  It  helps  to  train  the  minds  of  our  peo- 
ple by  providing  schools,  colleges,  and  other  institutions  of  higher 
learning.    It  helps  support  the  homeless.    It  magnifies  the  name  of 
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Jesus  by  proclaiming  the  message  of  salvation  to  those  who  are  lost 
here  in  our  own  home  land  and  those  on  foreign  soil.  "Thus  we  can  have 
a  part  in  helping  to  carry  on  this  great  program  of  service  with  our 
money.    Such  a  program  is  worthy  of  our  supnort, 

Jesus  never  let  up  for  one  moment  in  carrying  this  program  of 
His  to  the  very  end  of  His  stay  on  earth,  Then  when  He  wjas  on  tihe 
verge  of  allowing  His  body  to  be  cloaked  with  the  mystery  of  the  Un- 
seen, He  said,  "As  my  Father  has  sent  Me  even  so  send  I  you/' 

This  comprehensive  program  is  just  as  vital  today  as  it  was  nine- 
teen hundred  years  ago.    Preaching,  Teaching,  Healing  and  Saving. 

We  urge  all  the  churches  in  the  Johnston  Association  to  continue 
their  loyal  support  of  this  wonderful  program  of  sharing  and  enlight- 
ment  that  the  Name  of  Jesus  might  be  spoken  reverently  upon  the  lips 
of  all  mankind.

REPORT  OF  THE  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE 

In  presenting  the  report  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  John- 
ston Baptist  Association  for  the  year  1947-48,  you  will  note  that  the 
chairman  has  delegated  the  task  to  a  member  of  the  Committee  for 
he  has  a  report  of  a  more  comprehensive  nature. 

I  take  great  pleasure  in  bringing  you  this  report.  In  this  report, 
we,  the  members  of  the  Committee  wish  to  express  our  appreciation 
to  the  other  members  of  the  enlarged  Committee  and  to  the  various 
committees  for  the  work  that  has  been  done.  It  was  through  their  co- 
operation and  wisdom  that  so  much  has  been  accomplished. 

To  begin  with,  let  me  say  that  the  Executive  Committee  meets 
regularly  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  each  quarter  during  the  calendar 
year.  It  was  at  these  meetings  that  the  various  committees  and  elec- 
tive members  made  reports  of  the  activities  during  the  period. 

In  our  first  meeting  on  January  6th,  1948,  the  following  items  of 
business  were  discussed  and  disposed  of: 

1.  The  Nominating  Committee,  which  had  been  named  by  the  Chair- 
man, brought  in  its  report  to  nominate  the  committees  which  form 
the  entire  Executive  Committee. 

2.  Bro.  N.  A.  Catlett  presented  a  calendar  of  activities  for  the  year. 

3.  The  pastor  of  the  Beulah  Church  and  the  Benson's  Grove  Church 
requested  the  Committee  to  recommend  to  the  State  Mission  Board 
that  aid  be  given  these  churches.  This  recommendation  was  approved 
and  made. 

Our  second  meeting  was  on  April  6th,  1948.   At  this  time,  the  Com- 
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mittee,  by  its  actions,  showed  that  it  was  mission  minded.  Plans  were 
made  to  purchase  a  tent  of  suitable  size  that  it  might  be  set  up  in  sec- 
tions of  the  Association  to  reach  those  who  do  not  have  church  con- 
veniences. Because  of  the  difficulty  in  getting  a  tent,  this  project  was 
not  completed. 

We  learned  also  at  this  meeting  from  Bro.  J.  G.  Lane,  Historian, 
that  a  complete  set  of  Association  Minutes  had  been  bound  and  pre- 
sented to  Wake  Forest  College  Library.  A  second  set  is  being  pre- 
pared for  use  in  the  Association. 

The  third  meeting  occurred  on  July  6th,  1948.  Bro.  Wm.  H.  Poole 
brought  us  a  report  of  the  growth  of  the  newly  organized  Newton 
Grove  Baptist  Church.  Bro.  Maddry  Bass  of  that  church  cited  some 
of  the  obstacles  which  had  developed  there,  and  also,  that  the  church 
is  growing.  We  learned  from  a  committee  appointed  by  the  Executive 
Committee  that  the  State  Mission  Board  had  committed  itself  to  some 
financial  help  for  the  church. 

Our  fourth  and  last  meeting  was  held  on  October  5th,  1948. 

At  this  time,  the  Budget  Committee  which  was  named  at  the  last 
meeting  brought  in  its  report.  After  some  changes,  it  was  adopted  in 
the  following  form:  1.  That  up  to  $325.00  monthly  be  made  available 
for  the  missionary  work  for  the  coming  year  beginning  October  1st, 
1948,  this  payment  to  include  salary,  rent,  travel,  stationery,  postage, 
telephone,  retirement,  and  other  incidental  expenses.  2.  That  up  to  $75.00 
be  made  available  from  the  Beatty  Fund  to  each  of  the  organizations: 
Sunday  School  B.  T.  U.,  and  W.  M.  U.  3  That  an  amount  up  to  $25.00 
be  made  available  from  the  Minute  Fund  to  be  used  for  clerical  help  in 
preparaing  the  Association  Minutes. 

With  thought  in  mind  for  a  more  careful  consideration  of  officers 
to  be  elected  and  committees  to  make  reports  at  next  years  meeting  of 
the  Association,  a  nominating  committee  was  named  at  this  meeting 
to  bring  in  a  report  at  the  annual  meeting. 

At  this  meeting,  Bro.  N.  A.  Catlett,  the  Association  Missionary 
for  nearly  three  years,  resigned  from  the  work.  It  was  with  regret 
that  the  resignation  was  presented  and  it  was  with  equal  regret  that 
the  resignation  was  accepted.  It  is  our  opinion  that  much  progress 
has  been  made  under  the  leadership  of  Bro.  Catlett,  and  we  want  to 
thank  him  for  his  untiring  efforts  in  the  promotion  of  the  Missionary 
Fjrogram. 

Your  Executive  Committee  recommends  to  the  Association  that  it 
continue  its  Missionary  Program. 

At  our  meetings,  the  committees  made  reports  of  their  work,  and 
also  the  missionary.  We  have  a  copy  of  the  missionary's  annual  re- 
port on  file. 

We  want  to  offer  our  sincere  thanks  and  appreciation  to  the 
Sniithfield  Baptist  Church  for  furnishing  a  place  for  the  Executive 
Committee  to  meet. 

There  are  40  members  of  the  Executive  Committee.    Some  did  not 
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attend  a  single  meeting.  The  average  attendance  at  the  meetings  was 
20.

THE  JOHNSTON  BAPTIST  ASSOCIATION 

ADAM  J.  WHITLEY,  Moderator 

We  come  with  glad  hearts  to  this  the  46th  Annual  Session  of  the 
Johnston  Baptist  Association.  And  for  almost  one  fourth  of  that  time 
you  have  honored  me  with  the  responsibility  of  being  your  Moderator. 
So  it  is  with  real  pleasure  that  I  now  give  to  you  a  report  of  our  prog- 
ress here  in  this  great  Association.  Because  due  to  you  and  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Executive  Committee,  I  am  able  to  make  such  a  good  re- 
port of  our  work.  But  before  I  give  that  report  I  would  like  for  you  to 
allow  me  to  say  two  personal  words.  First — -since  being  elected  as 
your  Moderator  eleven  years  ago  I  have  worked  and  prayed  that  God 
would  let  us  have  a  full  time  Associational  Missionary.  He  has  heard 
and  answered  that  prayer.  And  it  is  my  deepest  prayer  that  the  Lord 
will  continue  to  bless  us  in  that  phase  of  our  great  program.  Second, 
though  we  have  made  noticeable  progress  in  many  ways  it  is  sad  to 
report  that  we  have  made  very  little  progress  in  winning  the  lost  to 
Christ.  May  I  emphasize  this  tremendous  challenge  in  order  that  we 
might  go  out  and  gather  the  lost  into  the  fold  of  our  Master.  Now  to 
the  report. 

In  the  year  1936  the  actual  progress  made  in  the  Association  was 
at  a  very  low  ebb.  In  fact  the  Chairman  of  the  Executive  Committee, 
in  making  his  report,  said  that  his  committee  had  not  held  a  single 
meeting  during  the  entire  year.  Therefore  he  had  nothing  to  report. 
However  it  is  with  real  joy  that  your  Chairman  is  able  to  report  to 
you  that  since  1936  your  Executive  Committee  has  held  regular  meet- 
ings. Thus  through  these  meetings  we  have  been  able  to  plan  our 
work  in  such  a  way  that  much  good  has  come  from  them  as  seen  in 
the  progress  made  from  year  to  year. 

In  1937  invested  with  authority  from  the  Association  your  Execu- 
tive Committee  employed  an  Associational  Worker,  Brother  Ted  Daugh- 
tery.  He  was  given  the  responsibility  of  promoting  the  entire  Mission- 
ary Program.  Brother  Daughtery  did  a  fine  work  especially  with  the 
young  people,  and  continued  to  assist  in  many  ways  until  he  left  for 
the  Seminary  in  1938.  It  was  two  years  before  we  employed  another 
Associational  Worker. 
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In  1940  Mrs.  John  Stokes  was  secured  to  work  with  and  under  the 
direction  of  the  Pastors.  Her  duty  was  to  promote  the  entire  work 
of  the  Association.  However,  due  to  the  lack  of  vital  interest  this 
work  was  very  slow  and  lasted  only  a  few  months.  Again  our  Mission- 
ary Program  was  allowed  to  seemingly  lag  for  a  time. 

In  1943-44  your  Executive  Committee  employed  Brother  Paul 
Deaton  for  our  Associational  Missionary.  Though  he  was  quite  young 
and  inexperienced  he  was  able  to  accomplish  a  great  deal  under  the 
guiding  hands  and  sympathetic  understanding  of  the  Committee.  After 
some  time  Brother  Deaton  resigned  saying  that  he  felt  the  call  to  do 
pastorial  work.    Still  our  work  continued  to  grow. 

In  1945  our  present  Missionary  Rev.  N.  A.  Catlett  was  employed 
for  full  time  service.  Through  his  untiring  efforts  the  work  in  our 
Association  has  moved  forward  in  a  remarkable  way.  Brother  Cat- 
lett vail  long  be  remembered  because  of  three  outstanding  things  he 
accomplished  while  our  Missionary.  First,  he  was  able  to  lead  every 
Church  in  the  Association  to  hold  a  Vacation  Bible  School  in  1947, 
many  converts  came  from  these  schools.  Second,  he  helped  in  a  won- 
derful way  to  guide  Benson  Grove  and  Newton  Grove  churches  into 
fields  of  greater  usefulness.  Third,  he  did  a  praise-worthy  job  in  lead- 
ing the  small  weaker  churches  into  seeing  their  own  possibilities  and 
doing  something  about  their  personal  responsibility.  We  are  grateful 
that  Brother  Catlett  came  our  way  and  we  wish  him  God's  blessings  as 
he  goes  into  a  new  field  of  service. 

It  is  with  a  humble  spirit  that  I  offer  the  following  picture  of  ad- 
vancement during  the  past  eleven  years.  I  am  doing  this,  not  for  us 
to  boast  about,  but  that  it  might  be  an  inspiration  for  us  to  determine 
within  ourselves  as  a  great  Association  to  be  up  and  about  the  Master's 
work  in  the  true  spirit  of  our  Lord  and  Saviour.    Now  the  picture:

7  SPECIAL  NOTES 


Two  Churches  were  organized  during  this  time — Stevens  Chapel 
and  Newton  Grove.  Here  is  an  example  of  many  of  our  churches — One 
pastor  served  three  (3)  churches;  preached  six  sermons  in  each  Church 
each  month:  his  salary  was  $1068.90.  He  resigned  to  accept  2  churches 
with  more  pay.  (I  don't  blame  him). 

These  figures  speak  for  themselves.  But  for  fear  that  some  of 
us  might  be  tempted  to  rest  on  our  past  laurels  let  me  warn  this  en- 
tire group  that  "the  fields  are  still  white  unto  harvest".  There  are 
lost  souls  all  about  us,  and  there  is  a  great  danger  that  they  will  be 
eternally  lost  unless  WE  DO  SOMETHING  ABOUT  IT.  Think  of  this 
last  year  it  took  more  than  twenty-five  members  (on  an  average)  to 
win  one  lost  soul  to  Christ.  Oh  how  we  need  to  pray  that  God  will  open 
our  eyes  to  see  and  lives  willing  to  say 

"All  on  the  Altar,  dear  Jesus,  Master,  I  hear  Thy  call  ....... 

Somewhere  I  know  Thou  canst  use  me,  I  must  surrender  my  all." 
When  we  as  Christians  are  willing  to  do  that  then  our  report  for  next 
year  will  not  say  that  six  of  our  churches  had  no  additions  by  baptism; 
and  four  of  our  churches  did  not  so  much  as  hold  a  revival;  the  rest 
of  them  barely  "touched  the  hem  of  the  Master's  garment"  in  soul 
winning.  Not  only  that  but  we  will  balance  our  giving.  Instead  of 
spending  five  times  as  much  on  our  local  church  we  will  give  more  to 
missions  and  benevolence. 

Perhaps  I  had  better  leave  the  preaching  part  of  this  report  to 
the  Pastors  who  know  much  better  how  to  do  that  than  your  Moderator. 
However,  for  eleven  years  I  have  watched  the  successes  and  failures 
in  our  work,  but  honestly  I  have  seen  and  felt  more  in  here  (my  heart) 
than  I  have  with  the  naked  eye.    Maybe  that  is  the  reason  I  feel  lead 
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to  offer  four  (4)  suggestions. 

1.  Let  each  church  take  a  religious  census  of  the  community  in 
which  it  is  located.  Then  follow  up  that  census  with  the  definite  pur- 
pose of  enlisting  every  unenlisted  person  in  that  entire  section.  Make 
a  special  effort  to  win  the  lost  to  Christ  through  revivals,  visitations, 
personal  work,  etc. 

2.  Let  us  taken  an  honest  look  at  our  entire  Association.  Appraise 
it  in  the  Spirit  of  the  Master.  See  if  we  are  helping  to  make  it  the 
kind  of  an  Association  that  will  bring  honor  to  our  Lord.  And  regard- 
less of  ourjindings  let  us  resolve  to  make  every  contribution  possible 
to  its  Spiritual  welfare.  We  can  do  that  if  we  possess  enough  faith 
and  the  right  spirit  of  Christian  fellowship. 

3.  I  would  like  to  urge  that  this  Association  continue  to  support 
a  full  time  Associational  Missionary  living  on  the  field;  promoting  the 
work  of  our  Lord  in  ALL  the  churches.  I  join  wholeheartedly  with 
the  Executive  Committee  in  recommending  to  this  Association  that  we 
continue  our  great  missionary  program. 

4.  May  we  in  one  accord  (ail  47  of  our  churches)  do  all  that  we  can 
to  establish  the  KINGDOM  OF  GOD  at  home  and  abroad. 

CONCLUSION:  In  this  final  word  I  would  like  to  thank  you  for 
your  splendid  cooperation  and  with  your  Moderator.  You  have  made 
this  office  a  real  pleasure.  And  I  assure  you  that  the  errors  and  mis- 
takes made  by  me  as  your  Moderator,  and  they  were  many,  were  mis- 
takes of  the  mind  and  not  of  the  heart. 

I  have  asked  your  Nominating  Committee  to  select  some  other 
person  to  serve  in  this  office  for  the  coming  year.  And  I  pledge  you 
my  word  that  I  will  continue  to  do  all  within  my  power  in  promoting 
the  work  of  our  Lord  in  and  through  this  Association  that  His  Name 
might  be  honored  and  the  kingdoms  of  this  earth  might  be  like  the 
Kingdom  of  Heaven.

Brother  Upchurch  urged  that  the  organizations  be  set 
up  in  each  voting  precinct  to  help  in  securing  an  election  to  abolish 
the  sale  of  beer  and  wine  in  our  county.

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SOCIAL  SERVICE  REPORT 

for  the  Johnston  Baptist  Association 
October  27,  1948 

Primarily,  there  are  two  basic  reasons  for  engaging  in  any  type 
of  Social  Service.  They  are  these:  (1)  A  genuine,  Christ-like  com- 
passion for  those  who  have  prodigaled  from  their  Father's  love  and 
(2)  a  perspective  from  the  mountain  top  of  Christian  insight  which 
causes  us  to  see  Sin  everywhere  we  look,  and  makes  us  want  to  help. 

Let  us  deal  with  the  last  first.  In  order  to  present  an  intelligent 
report  on  the  activities  of  our  churches  known  as  "Social  Service",  we 
ought  to  see  the  framework  within  which  we  are  working.  Heretofore, 
we  have  looked  only  to  the  boundaries  of  our  own  county.  Look  at 
this  great  America  of  ours  with  regard  to  her  social  problems,  and  lift 
up  your  eyes  to  fields  around  the  world,  white  unto  harvest,  yes,  but 
a  harvest  made  up  of  broken,  bleeding  and  hopeless  humanity. 

1.  Starvation.  Did  you  know  that  one  half  of  the  world  goes  to 
bed  hungry  every  night?  Did  you  know  that  there  are  more  people 
starving  to  death  in  India  than  live  in  the  United  States  ?  And  have 
you  ever  been  hungry  enough  to  know  what  runs  through  hungry  peo- 
ple's minds  ?  One  of  our  missionaries,  who  spent  many  gruesome 
months  as  a  prisoner  of  war,  reported  that  men  actually  fought  over 
animal  refuse  in  the  hope  of  finding  some  grains  of  undigested  corn. 
Dr.  Bob  Dyer  reported  that  hunger  in  the  camp  where  he  was  confined 
drove  the  men  to  seriously  think  of  cannibalism!  And  we  are  surely 
conscious  that  in  our  own  country — even  our  own  county — families  are 
hungry  with  the  kind  of  hunger  which  drives  men  to  sin.  We  can  and 
ought  to  give  the  cup  and  the  bread  often  in  His  Name. 

2.  Mental  and  Emotional  Insecurity.  In  examining  the  many  young 
men  who  came  to  the  front  for  military  service  in  this  last  war,  we 
found  as  a  nation  that  14  per  cent  of  those  18-35  years  of  age  had  to 
be  rejected  because  of  emotional  personality  disorders.  It  is  estimated 
that  one  out  of  ten  of  our  present  high  school  students  will  become 
mental  patients. 

3.  Liquor.  Ours  is  the  God  blessed  America  who  spent  10  billion 
dollars  in  1947  for  liquor,  more  than  4  dollars  for  drink  for  every  dol- 
lar we  spent  on  all  churches  and  charity  combined.  In  1946,  in  one 
month,  the  liquor  people  used  enough  grain  for  whiskey  to  have  saved 
the  lives  of  4,800,000  people  starving  in  Europe.  And  the  grip  of  the 
liquor  is  tightening  around  the  throats  of  the  American  people.  In 
1922  (a  Prohibition  year)  the  Bellevue  Hospital  in  N.  Y.  treated  2,000 
alcoholics.  In  1938,  (with  our  alcoholic  freedom  having  been  declared) 
the  same  hospital  treated  12,000  alcoholics —  a  600  per  cent  increase  in 
liquor  tragedies. 

4.  Divorce.  Our  present  divorce  rate  is  now  one  divorce  for  every 
three  marriages.  In  the  30  largest  cities  of  America,  the  rate  of  di- 
vorce is  one  in  every  two  marriages.  In  the  city  of  Chattanooga,  Tenn- 
essee last  year  there  were  3  1-2  divorces  for  every  marriage.   The  Lord 
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knows  that  one  of  our  chiefest  ministries  to  our  great  country  should 
be  the  establishing  of  that  kind  of  Christian  character  that  will  reduce 
broken  homes  and  consequent  broken  lives  to  a  minimum. 

5.  Crime.  The  crime  rate  and  cost  in  our  country  is  nothing  but 
tragic.  There  is  a  major  crime  committed  in  the  U.  S.  every  20  sec- 
onds. There  is  a  murder  every  45  minutes.  We  have  an  army  of 
criminals  estimated  at  over  6,000,000  with  an  annual  cost  to  us  of  16 
billion  dollars  or  2  million  dollars  every  hour  of  the  day  and  nig}ht. 

In  1900,  the  average  of  the  criminal  was  48  years.  In  1946,  the 
average  criminal  age  is  17! 

Many  other  national  problems  have  their  weight  on  the  work  which 
needs  to  be  done  by  the  Christian  churches.  Sex,  the  Comics,  Urbaniza- 
tion, Prejudice,  Broken  Homes — all  of  these  need  to  be  seen  as  the 
framework  of  our  being  Salt  and  Light  to  a  sinful  generation. 

One  young  girl  in  writing  a  theme  on  the  national  problems  made 
this  statement:  "The  world  is  in  a  mess,  but  something  is  cooking"! 

With  all  my  heart  I  believe  that  the  soul  of  reform  is  the  reform 
of  the  soul.  Our  nation,  our  county  is  suffering  from  the  collective 
sins  of  the  people,  but  sin  cannot  be  hid  in  the  masses;  sin  is  individual. 
A  crooked  and  perverse  generation  is  made  up  of  crooked  individuals. 
To  straighten  our  perverseness,  to  order  our  rebellious  soulte,  to  heal 
our  land,  let  the  redeemed  of  the  Lord  say  so!  Let  us  be  about  the 
business  in  every  hour  of  telling  a  wandering,  blundering,  sin-weary 
world  that  we  too  are  sinners,  but  there  is  a  Saviour,  Jesus  Christ  the 
Lord!

They 
each  brought  great  messages  on  their  phases  of  our  work,  telling  us 
some  of  the  great  things  that  are  being  done  there  and  the  urgent  need 
to  be  able  to  do  more.    The  report  was  adopted. 

REPORT  OF  THE  BAPTIST  ORPHANAGE 

On  a  sun-dial  in  South  America  are  these  words:  "I  record  nothing 
but  sunshine."  The  other  day  after  General  Superintendent,  Zeno  Wall, 
of  the  Baptist  Orphanage,  listened  for  hours  as  the  case  workers  pre- 
sented thirty  two  cases  to  fill  the  vacancies  in  the  Mills  Home  and  the 
Kennedy  Home,  made  possible  by  the  closing  of  school,  he  wrote  on 
one  page  of  his  diary  these  words:  "If  the  sun-dial  records  nothing 
but  sunshine,  we,  as  the  child  enters,  record  nothing  but  shadows  of 
sin,  of  poverty,  of  disease,  of  death  and  of  sorrow.  Oh,  the  tragedy 
of  the  broken  home  and  the  homeless  ones."  If  one  could  sit  in  on  one 
of  these  conferences  he  would  go  away  to  agonize  for  and  sympathize 
with  the  cause  of  unfortunate  children. 

Last  year  608  children  were  cared  for  in  both  of  our  homes,  83 
children  in  foster  homes  and  80  children  were  given  mothers  aid,  mak- 
ing a  total  of  771  children  helped  directly.  The  case  workers  helped 
with  749  other  children,  thus  serving  1520  children  in  one  year. 

The  workers  of  the  Baptist  Orphanage  take  seriously  their  work 
and  are  giving  their  best  to  it.  While  the  foster  home  program  is 
still  in  its  initial  stage,  it  is  rendering  a  timely  and  worthwhile  service 
to  the  83  children  being  cared  for  in  these  homes  which  would  require 
more  than  three  new  cottages. 

Most  of  the  buildings  in  both  homes  are  old  and  need  constant 
repairs.    They  are  now  being  renovated  and  having  furnace  heat  in- 
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stalled. 

At  the  Kennedy  Home  a  new  cottage  to  take  care  of  25  children 
is  to  be  built  this  year;  also  a  silo  and  granary.  At  both  homes 
frozen  food  plants  are  under  construction  and  will  be  completed  within 
a  short  time.  Space  is  provided  in  these  buildings  for  storing  canned 
good  contributed  by  generous  friends. 

The  spirit  of  the  Baptist  Orphanage  is  conducive  to  building  the 
Kingdom  of  God  in  the  hearts  of  boys  and  girls.  At  the  Mills  Home 
Dr.  Wall  leads  the  office  staff  in  the  reading  of  God's  word  and  prayers 
are  uttered  for  all  the  children  and  all  of  the  Sunday  Schools  and 
churches.  The  cooperation  in  this  is  most  beautiful.  The  pastor  of  the 
Mills  home,  John  Walton,  recently,  led  42  of  the  children  down  to  the 
pool  and  buried  all  with  Christ  in  baptism. 

We  are  being  called  on  today  to  support  the  Baptist  Orphanage  of 
North  Carolina  with  our  prayers  and  with  our  money.  The  first  Sun- 
day in  each  month  is  designated  as  Orphanage  day  in  our  Sunday 
Schools.  We  should  make  plans  in  our  church  budgets  for  the  Orph- 
anage. 

Let's  all  begin  now  to  plan  for  a  great  Thanksgiving  Offering  to 
back  up  the  other  gifts  of  our  churches.

REPORT  ON  NORTH  CAROLINA  BAPTIST  HOSPITAL 

Our  North  Carolina  Baptist  Hospital  at  Winston-Salem  ministers 
to  the  sick  from  ail  parts  of  our  state.  It  is  our  Good  Samaritan,  in 
the  name  of  the  Great  Physician,  to  those  who  suffer  and  do  not  have 
sufficient  money  to  pay  the  large  cost  of  the  best  medical  care. 

From  among  those  of  limited  means  26,000  visits  were  made  to 
the  Out-Patient  Department  for  examination,  diagnosis  and  treatment 
last  year.  There  will  be  35,000  visits  this  year.  This  is  one  of  the  most 
important  services  of  our  Hospital  and  it  is  being  enlarged  as  rapidly 
as  possible. 

Of  this  large  number  coming  to  the  Out-Patient  Department,  there 
is  room  for  only  about  one-fourth  of  them  to  be  treated  in  the  hospital 
as  bed  patients.  Money  is  now  being  raised  from  interested  friends 
and  businesses  to  build  a  new  enlarged  hospital.  This  will  be  located 
on  a  beautiful  100  acre  tract  in  Winston-Salem  which  has  been  given 
for  this  purpose.  It  is  hoped  that  the  money  needed  for  the  enlarge- 
ment will  come  speedily  so  that  space  may  be  provided  for  many  sick 
people  for  whom  there  is  not  room  now. 

As  the  services  of  our  hospital  have  grown,  the  Mother's  Day  of- 
ferings from  our  churches  likewise  have  grown.  Thoseofferings  are 
all  used  to  help  pay  the  cost  of  caring  for  those  who  receive  this  min- 
istry and  do  not  have  the  money  to  pay  the  total  cost  themselves.  In 
order  to  provide  such  help  for  as  many  as  possible,  our  Hospital  adds 
to  the  Mother's  Day  offerings  all  the  funds  it  can  get  for  this  purpose 
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from  the  welfare  agencies  of  the  state  and  counties,  the  Duke  Endow- 
ment, contributions  from  individuals,  and  any  other  available  sources. 
The  calls  for  help  are  far  beyond  the  means  of  our  Hospital  to  supply, 
however.  We  hope  the  Mother's  Day  offerings  will  continue  to  grow 
in  our  churches  in  order  that  our  Hospital  may  provide  more  service  for 
more  people, 

Our  Baptist  Hospital  and  Bowman  Gray  School  of  Medicine  of 
Wake  Forest  College  provide  training  for  young  women  and  young 
men  who  are  called  into  the  fields  of  nursing  and  medicine.  With  all 
the  facilities  available  in  a  great  hospital  and  medical  school  such  as 
we  have,  there  is  offered  a  quality  of  training  which  is  not  generally 
available.  A  number  of  those  now  in  training  there  are  preparing  for 
medical  mission  work.  We  urge  fine  young  men  and  women  from  cur 
Baptist  churches  who  are  interested  in  these  important  fields  of  service 
to  consider  going  there  for  their  training. 

Our  Baptist  Hospital  maintains  a  Department  of  Religion.  This 
provides  a  chaplain  service  for  the  patients,  especially  for  those  with 
particular  spiritual  needs.  It  provides  a  religious  program  among  the 
students,  seeking  to  help  establish  Christian  faith  and  promote  spiritual 
growth.  It  offers  courses  in  pastoral  counselling  for  pastors  and  min- 
isterial students  designed  to  prepare  the  pastor  better  to  minister  to 
his  people  in  their  personal  needs  and  problms.  This  dpartment  serves 
as  a  link  between  our  hospital  and  our  churches  and  people  when  we 
have  needs  and  problems  in  relation  to  the  hospital. 

North  Carolina  Baptists  have  developed  an  outstandin  medical 
center.  It  is  for  its  ministry  to  those  with  little  money  that  we  appeal 
to  the  churches  of  our  Association  to  give  generously  on  Mother's  Day.

THE  REPORT  OF  THE  BAPTIST  TRAINING  UNION  FOR  1948 

The  Training  Union  of  the  Johnston  Baptist  Association  has  had 
its  bright  and  dark  spots  for  the  year  1948.  For  one  thing  our  former 
and  very  efficient  B.  T.  U.  Director  Rev.  J.  W.  Davis  resigned  his  work 
in  our  Association  to  take  up  work  elsewhere.  In  the  next  place  the 
polio  epidemic  kept  our  young  people  from  attending  meetings  in  our 
various  churches.  However,  in  spite  of  these  many  "set  backs"  we  have 
made  some  worth  while  advances. 

During  the  first  two  quarters  of  1948  we  reached  the  Standard  in 
Training  Union  activities.    We  have  two  beautiful  gold  seals  on  our 
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certificate  to  remind  us  of  this  achievement.  The  enlargement  Cam- 
paign held  in  March  was  very  successful.  It  greatly  strengthened  and 
encouraged  the  Unions  in  many  ways. 

Due  to  the  lack  of  a  Leader  for  this  year  the  rest  of  the  report 
is  rather  discouraging.  So  in  the  light  of  the  information  received 
from  our  clerk  the  following  statistics  are  given.  But  may  I  add  that 
I  hope  all  the  reports  are  not  in  from  all  the  churches.  The  following 
comparison  is  given  with  the  hope  that  it  will  stimulate  us  to  greater 
achievements  for  1949.

REPORT  OF  WOMAN'S  MISSIONARY  UNION 

Your  Auxiliary,  the  Woman's  Missionary  Union,  is  happy  to  bring 
you  a  report  of  another  year  of  joyful  service  as,  "Laborers  together 
with  God." 

In  the  beginning  of  the  sacred  year  of  Commemoration,  60th  An- 
niversary of  W.  M.  U.  we  renewed  our  covenant  with  God  and  rededi- 
cated  our  lives  and  our  possessions  to  a  mighty  crusade,  "For  God  and 
Home  and  Every  Land,"  placing  special  emphasis  on  those  things 
which  are  true  and  honest,  pure  and  lovely.     Sixty  years  ago  our 
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Southern  Baptist  Convention  included  only  5  foreign  countries  in  its 
mission  program.  In  the  1948  program  23  are  included.  Just  as  our 
Lord's  Commission  extended  from  Jerusalem  to  the  "uttermost  part 
of  the  earth  so  W.  M.  U.  includes  all  who  need  the  plan  of  redemption 

Johnston's  records  now  show  114  missionary  organizations,  a  net 
gain  of  12.    Of  these  75  are  for  young  people.    Three  additional  churches 

have  been  reached  this  year. 

There  have  been  many  changes  in  our  personnel.  Mrs.  J.  R.  Overby 
is  our  Young  People's  Leader  now.  Mrs.  J.  G.  Lane,  Secretary-Treas- 
urer; Mrs.  D.  R,  Oliver,  Community  Missions  Chairman;  Mrs.  R.  E. 
Earp,  Stewardship  Chahman  and  Mrs.  H.  B.  Land,  Margaret  Fund 
Chairman.  We  wish  to  express  deep  gratitude  for  faithful  service  to 
all  retiring  officers  and  chairmen  and  extend  a  hearty  welcome  to  the 
new  ones. 

The  usual  Associational  Leadership  Conference  and  a  Mission  Study 
Institute  were  held  during  the  first  quarter.  Second  Quarter  the  An- 
nual Meeting  in  Princeton  with  a  record  attendance  was  one  of  our 
best.  Gratifying  reports  were  heard  from  all  officers  and  chairmen. 
Miss  Pearl  Todd,  missionary  to  China,  Miss  Ruth  Provence,  State  Ex- 
ecutive Secretary  and  Mrs.  H.  G.  Hammett,  Divisional  Superintendent, 
greatly  enriched  our  program.  The  young  people's  meetings  usually 
held  during  the  third  quarter,  with  one  exception,  had  to  be  postponed. 
The  Royal  Ambassador  Conclave,  under  the  direction  of  the  Rev.  Eph 
Whisenhunt,  Associational  R.  A.  Counselor,  broke  all  records  in  at- 
tendance and  was  truly  a  mountain-top  experience. 

Mrs.  D.  R.  Oliver  has  led  efficiently  in  community  missions.  Her 
goal  is  every  organization  participating  in  this  phase  of  the  work,  thus 
witnessing  for  Christ  in  our  own  communities. 

Mrs.  Earp  has  the  gigantic  task  of  leading  people  to  be  good  stew- 
ards of  their  money.  There  has  been  313  tithers  reported.  Total  gifts, 
exclusive  of  White  Cross  and  contributions  to  local  objects,  amounted 
to  19,082.55.    Of  this  $1,519,47  was  given  by  our  young  people. 

Mrs.  B.  A.  Hocutt,  White  Cross  Chairman,  reported  large  and 
substantial  gifts  to  our  Baptist  Plospital. 

We  believe  informed  people  are  interested  people  therefor  we 
have,  under  the  leadership  of  Mrs.  D.  B.  Oliver,  continued  to  stress 
mission  study  and  missionary  reading.  Her  goal  is  at  least  one  mis- 
sion study  in  every  organization  and  one  book  of  missionary  interest 
read  by  every  member  of  W.  M.  U.  Mrs.  Oliver  also  has  many  books, 
for  all  age  groups,  in  the  Associational  Study  Library  that  any  orgaani- 
zation  may  use  for  the  asking  and  paying  return  postage. 

Mrs.  R.  G.  Lewis,  our  enthusiastic  literature  chairman,  has  as  her 
goal  at  least  one-fourth  members  of  W.  M.  S.  subscribing  to  the  Bibli- 
cal Recorder  and  a  missionary  magazine  or  one-half  subscribing  to 
one  of  the  missionary  magazine.  There  were  609  subscriptions  to  the 
Biblical  Recorder  and  521  to  our  missionary  periodicals,,  a  total  of  1,130. 

Mesdames  Eph  Whisenhunt  and  H.  B.  Land  have  been  trying  to 
interest  the  people  in  the  W.  M.  U.  Training  School  and  Margaret 
Fund  students.    Messages  of  love  and  cheer  together  with  small  gifts 
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have  been  sent  each  one. 

There  has  been  no  remarkable  progress  in  W.  M.  U.  this  year 
nevertheless,  we  feel  there  has  been  a  substantial  growth.  We  failed 
to  meet  our  goal  of  27  new  organizations,  our  financial  goal  of  48  per 
cent  increase  in  Annie  Armstrong  offerings  to  Home  Missions  and  10 
per  cent  increase  in  undesignated  gifts  through  the  Cooperative  Pro- 
gram. There  are  still  9  churches  without  a  missionary  organization 
and  26  without  any  young  people's  work.  Some  yet  do  not  have  or- 
ganized community  missions;  some  have  no  mission  study  nor  have 
they  read  a  mission  book  during  the  year.  Only  a  small  per  cent  of 
our  membership  are  tithers.  However,  June  30th  we  had  a  member- 
ship reported  of  2,112,  a  gain  of  389  over  1947.  More  societies  have 
participated  in  organized  community  missions;  more  have  observed 
seasons  of  prayer;  more  mission  study  classes  have  been  held;  more 
women  and  young  people  have  read  mission  books  and  more  have  sub- 
scribed to  the  Biblical  Recorder  and  our  missionary  periodicals  than 
ever  before. 

For  every  gain  we  thank  Him  and  take  courage.  For  every  fail- 
ure to  move  forward,  as  fast  as  He  bade  us,  we  beg  forgiveness  and 
ask  Him  for  another  opportunity.  As  we  labor  with  and  for  our 
Saviour  let  this  be  our  prayer: 

"Lord,  speak  to  me  that  I  may  speak 
In  living  echoes  of  thy  tone; 
As  thou  has  sought,  so  let  me  seek 
Thy  erring  children  lost  and  lone. 

"O  lead  me,  Lord,  that  I  may  lead 
The  wandering  and  the  wavering  feet; 
0  feed  me,  Lord,  that  I  may  feed 
The  hungering  ones  with  manna  sweet. 

"O  use  me,  Lord,  use  even  me, 
Just  as  thou  wilt,  and  when,  and  where, 
Until  thy  blessed  face  I  see, 
Thy  rest,  thy  Joy,  thy  glory  share."

REPORT  ON  SUNDAY  SCHOOL 
1948 

HUGH  C.  UPCHURCH,  Supt. 

The  Sunday  School  is  the  teaching  service  of  the  church  and  should 
have  an  enrollment  larger  than  the  church  enrollment.  But  owing  to 
the  fact  that  members  of  our  churches  do  not  always  "grow  in  grace 
and  knowledge  of  the  Lord  and  Savior  Jesus  Christ"  the  number  who 
go  to  Sunday  School  is  smaller  than  those  on  our  church  rolls.  For  in- 
stance the  church  enrollment  last  year  was  9916  against  the  Sunday 
School  enrollment  of  7475;  a  difference  of  2441.  It  should  read  just 
the  reverse. 

The  ills  of  the  people  of  our  country  stems  from  the  tragic  fact 
that  the  Bible  has  been,  to  a  great  extent  mis-taught,  in  our  Sunday 
Schools.  It's  so  often  mis-taught  because  our  teaching  is  on  the  vol- 
untary plan  with  no  requirements  made  of  a  teacher  as  to  preparation. 
The  usual  method  of  preparation  is  for  the  teacher  to  hastily,  say  a 
few  minutes  sometime  during  the  week,  Saturday  night  for  instance, 
read  over  the  Scripture  laid  down  in  the  quarterly  very  hastily,  then 
rush  on  to  read  what  the  lesson  writer  has  said  about  it.  The  teacher 
then  feels  fully  prepared  to  teach  what  God  has  said.  What  in  fact  is 
being  taught  are  the  errors  in  the  understanding  of  teachers  of  teachers 
stretching  back  through  the  years  together  with  a  smattering  of  truth 
that  has  burst  through  in  spite  of  us.  For  instance  there  are  Christians 
in  every  denomination  but  often  in  spite  of  the  doctrines  taught  in- 
stead of  because  of  them.  It  is  fine  to  read  the  Psalms  or  Proverbs 
but  the  rest  of  the  Bible  should  not  be  read  but  studied. 

The  Bible  is  one  book  composed  of  several  and  cannot  be  properly 
understood  except  in  the  light  of  the  whole.  The  Bible  is  a  book  of 
one  person  and  cannot  be  understood  except  in  the  light  of  how  that 
person  lived  and  taught,  and  that  person  is  Christ.  The  Bible  is  a  book 
of  one  Spirit  and  cannot  be  understood  except  a  person  is  filled  and 
led  and  taught  by  that  Spirit,  and  that  Spirit  is  the  Holy  Spirit  of  God. 

The  church  planning  meetings  were  held  in  the  spring  and  most  of 
our  churches  were  visited  in  an  effort  to  lengthen  our  chords  and 
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strengthen  our  stakes.  The  results  are  with  the  Sunday  Schools  and 
God  to  whom  chey  are  responsible.  Several  divisional  meetings  were 
held  at  which  the  interest  was  good. 

A  better  Bible  teaching  clinic  was  held  the  first  of  October  in 
Smithfield  at  which  some  165  people  attended.  This  of  course  was 
only  a  small  part  of  those  who  should  have.  This  was  the  outstanding 
example  of  what  teaching  really  is  and  gives  inspiration  and  vision  for 
the  future. 

The  total  enrollment  in  our  Sunday  Schools  the  past  year  was 
7467  against  7475  the  year  before,  a  loss  of  8.  The  average  attendance 
was  4023  against  3900,  a  gain  of  123.  In  view  of  the  polio  epidemic  this 
was  a  remarkable  gain.

He  also  presented  Dr.  L.  L.  Carpenter,  Editor  of  the 
Biblical  Recorder,  who  spoke  on  some  of  the  benefits  derived  from  the 
reading  and  using  of  the  Recorder,  and  other  denominational  papers. 

The  report  was  adopted. 

RELIGIOUS  LITERATURE 
The  time  has  come  for  Baptists  to  give  an  intelligent  reason  for 
remaining  a  separate  denomination.  The  more  than  9,000  members  of 
the  47  churches  in  the  Johnston  Baptist  Association  would  be  more 
powerful  in  the  pessimistic  world  if  they  were  mere  enlightened  con- 
cerning Kingdom  affairs.  We  read  the  New  Testament  in  order  to 
find  out  where  Baptists  started,  but  we  must  read  our  denominationaj 
literature  to  find  out  where  Baptists  are  going.  The  greatest  task  be- 
fore us  today  is  to  inform,  unify,  inspire  and  enlist  our  people  for  world- 
wide conquest.  Our  people  make  up  the  largest  body  of  free  church 
people  in  the  world  and  we  need  to  expand  our  Saviour's  program  to 
rach  the  last  individual.  This  expansion  will  never  come  until  there 
is  expansion  within  our  fold.  The  world  is  suffering  today  from  an 
ever  increasing  number  of  religious  gangsters  and  spiritual  neurotics, 
and  our  Baptist  people  are  not  altogether  free  from  this  type  of  cru- 
saders. Many  of  our  people  have  lost  their  anchorage  and  walk  with 
us  no  more. 

We  are  fortunate  in  having  such  a  wonderful  supply  of  good  litera- 
ture at  our  command.  If  we  are  to  develop  the  spiritual  children  of 
our  Heavenly  Father  we  must  give  them  the  proper  spiritual  food.  We 
are  living  in  a  progressive  age.  There  has  never  been  a  time  when 
our  people  read  more.  There  is  an  abundance  of  pernicious  reading 
matter  flooding  our  homes  and  churches.  The  unsophiscated  so  often 
prefer  this  type  of  literature  and  neglect  the  Bible  and  other  religious 
periodicals.  We  have  a  smaller  percentage  of  Baptist  boys  and  girls 
in  North  Carolina  colleges  than  any  other  major  denomination  within 
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our  state.  The  reason  may  be  traced  to  the  type  of  literature  being 
read  in  our  Baptist  homes.  We  need  not  fear  the  little  RED  Russian 
near  so  much  as  the  little  READ  Baptist. 

Perhaps  the  greatest  asset  North  Carolina  Baptists  have  is  the 
Biblical  Recorder  which  has  been  the  organ  of  the  State  Baptist  Con- 
vention for  115  years.  During  the  last  A_ssociational  Year  11  of  our 
churches  send  the  Recorder  into  all  the  resident  families  in  the  church 
for  the  price  of  $1.20  per  subscription.  We  had  22  churches  with  a 
Recorder  Club  of  five  or  more  at  $1.50  per  subscription.  There  were 
14  churches  reporting  no  subscription  to  the  Recorder  during  the  year. 

Our  orphanage  paper,  Charity  and  Children,  is  being  distributed 
through  the  Sunday  schools.  We  have  no  record  of  the  number  of 
The  Commission  and  Home  Missions  being  read  by  our  people.  Royal 
Service,  for  members  of  the  Missionary  Society,  goes  into  341  homes. 
The  Window  is  being  received  by  29  young  women  and  the  junior  and 
intermediate  girls  get  100  copies  of  World  Comrade.  Our  Royal  Am- 
bassador boys  receive  51  copies  of  Ambassador  Life. 

In  view  of  the  tremendous  issues  facing  our  people  today  we  want 
to  urge  our  pastors  and  church  leaders  to  make  a  special  effort  to  get 
the  Recorder  into  every  resident  family  and  as  many  other  periodicals 
as  are  needed  in  the  home.  We  must  lead  our  people  to  a  higher  level 
in  Kingdom  information  or  we  will  leave  them  on  the  roadside.  Bap- 
tists must  put  up  or  shut  up.

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THE  CONSTITUTION 

1.  The  Association  shall  be  known  as  the  Johnston  Baptist 
Association, 

2.  Its  object  shall  be  to  extend  the  privileges  of  the  Gospel 
and  liberal  culture  to  all  people  within  its  bounds,  and  by  hearty- 
co-operation  with  the  Baptist  State  Convention,  to  help  offer  these 
privileges  to  all  mankind  in  and  out  of  its  bounds  by  the  cordial 
co-operation  of  all  churches  constituting  this  body. 

3.  It  shall  be  composed  of  the  pastors  in  active  service  in  the 
Association  and  such  delegates  as  shall  be  annually  elected  by  the 
churches  connected  with  it,  each  church  being  entitled  to  three 
delegates  unless  the  membership  shall  exceed  fifty,  and  then  an 
additional  delegate  for  every  twenty-five  members;  provided  no 
church  shall  have  more  than  eight  delegates. 

4.  The  New  Hampshire  Declaration  of  Faith  shall  be  the  sum- 
mary of  Divine  Truth  for  determining  question  of  faith  and  order 
in  this  body.  And  the  churches  desiring  membership  in  it  must 
commit  themselves  to  the  substance  of  it,  together  with  the  covenant 
herewith  submitted  and  this  constitution. 

5.  This  Association  shall  not  have  power  to  annul  the  dis- 
cipline or  exercise  authority  over  any  church  connected  with  it, 
but  may  advise  with  and  sever  its  connection  with  any  church 
that  neglects  to  preserve  Gospel  order,  or  that  treats  with  contempt 
the  objects  of  advice  of  the  Association. 

6.  Each  church  shall  send  to  the  annual  meetings  of  the  As- 
sociation a  letter  (the  blanks  to  be  furnished  by  the  Clerk  of  the 
Association),  carefully  filled  as  per  blank  suggestions  stating  the 
full  work  of  the  church  for  the  year  ending  with  the  last  Sunday 
in  September. 

7.  The  Association  shall  foster  State  Missions,  Home  Mis- 
sions, Foreign  Missions,  Christian  Education,  the  Ministers'  Re- 
lief and  Annuity  Board,  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  Orphanage  and 
Hospital,  and  each  church  shall  be  requested  to  contribute  to  the 
support  of  these  objects  regularly  and  systematically. 

8.  Missions  and  Education  shall  have  precedence  in  their 
claims  upon  the  consideration  of  this  body  in  its  regular  sessions. 

9.  Whenever  a  church  shall  fail  to  be  represented  by  dele- 
gates or  letter  at  the  annual  session  of  the  Association,  inquiry 
shall  be  made  for  the  cause  and  efforts  shall  be  made  to  induce 
such  church  to  do  its  duty;  and  the  effort  shall  be  continued  until 
the  church  is  recovered  or  dropped  from  the  roll. 

10.  The  Officers  of  the  Association  shall  be  a  Moderator,  Vice- 
Moderator,  Clerk,  Treasurer,  Auditor,  and  Historian,  to  be  elected 
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by  ballot  after  the  nomination  from  the  floor,  or  by  a  committee 
of  three  named  by  the  Moderator,  with  the  proviso  that  any  dele- 
gate may  amend  the  committee's  report  by  substituting  another 
name  for  any  one  offered  for  the  approval  of  the  Association,  which 
previously  has  decided  upon  the  method  used,  at  the  close  of  each 
annual  session,  to  serve  until  the  election  of  their  successors,  the 
Moderator  to  preside  over  the  sessions  of  the  body  and  to  promote 
the  interest  of  the  Association  during  the  year;  the  Vice-Moderator 
to  preside  in  his  absence;  the  Clerk  to  record,  print  and  distribute 
the  minutes  of  the  body,  and  to  keep  on  file  these  and  all  other 
important  papers;  the  Treasure  to  receive  and  disburse  all  funds 
of  the  Association  subject  to  its  order;  the  Auditor  to  examine  the 
Treasurer's  books  at  the  close  of  each  session  and  to  render  a  re- 
port before  adjournment;  the  Historian  to  report  to  the  Association 
each  year  at  the  annual  session,  and  to  keep  an  accurate  history 
of  the  work. 

11.  The  Association  shall  elect  annually  an  Executive  Com- 
mittee, which  shall  have  authority  between  regular  sessions  of 
the  Association  to  act  for  the  body  in  necessary  matters,  execut- 
ing the  plans  and  work  of  the  Association  in  whatever  manner 
may  seem  advisable,  a  full  report  of  its  work  being  presented  an- 
nually, with  such  recommendations  as  may  seem  wise.  In  case  of 
death  or  removal  of  a  member,  the  committee  may  appoint  a  suc- 
cessor to  act  until  the  next  meeting  of  the  Association. 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  elective  and 
ex-ojjicio  members.  The  elective  members  shall  be  six  laymen, 
three  men  and  three  women,  no  two  of  whom  are  from  the  same 
church;  and  they  shall  be  elected  for  two  year's  terms,  so  that 
each  year  the  Association  will  elect  three  lay  members  of  the 
Executive  Committee.  The  Moderator  of  the  Association  shall 
be  an  ex-officio  member  of  the  committee,  and  shall  act  as  its 
chairman.  In  addition  to  the  Moderator,  the  following  persons 
shall  be  ex-officio  members  of  the  Committee:  Vice-Moderator, 
Clerk,  Treasurer,  Auditor,  and  Historian  of  the  Association;  also 
the  Associational  heads  of  Sunday  Schools,  Training  Union,  and 
Woman's  Missionary  Union,  the  pastors  of  the  churches  in  the 
Association,  and  the  persons  who  are  to  make  reports  to  the  Asso- 
ciation the  following  year  on  Christian  Education,  Christian  Lite- 
rature, Temperance,  Social  Service,  Co-operative  Program,  Orph- 
anage and  Hospital  and  Associational  Missionary.  All  ex-officio 
members  shall  have  a  right  to  vote  on  all  matters. 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  be  divided  for  efficiency  into 
subcommittees,  which  shall  promote  the  various  phases  of  our 
work  during  the  year  and  report  quarterly  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee. 

12.  This  Constitution  may  be  amended  at  any  annual  session 
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by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  all  members  present. 

13.  The  Proceedings  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Union  shall 
be  recorded  as  a  part  of  the  Minutes  of  the  Association. 

14.  The  Associational  Sunday  School  Superintendent  and  Bap- 
tist Training  Union  Director  shall  be  nominated  by  their  respective 
groups  and  elected  by  the  Association  in  annual  session. 


1.  The  Association  shall  meet  annually  at  such  time  and 
place  as  it  may  decide. 

2.  All  meetings  of  the  body  shall  be  opened  and  closed  with 
devotional  services. 

3.  Representatives  from  ten  of  the  churches  shall  constitute 
a  quorum. 

4.  Delegates  shall  be  recognized  by  letters  from  their  churches 
designating  them  as  such. 

5.  Members  desiring  to  speak  shall  first  rise  and  address  the 
Moderator,  shall  use  the  term  "brother,"  in  speaking  to  each  other, 
shall  not  speak  on  the  same  subject  more  than  twice  without  per- 
mission, and  shall  observe  the  courtesy  that  becomes  Christians. 

6.  The  roll  roll  of  members  shall  be  called  at  least  once,  and 
absentees  marked. 

7.  Corresponding  messengers  and  visiting  brethren  shall  be 
invited  to  seats  with  the  privilege  of  speaking,  but  not  voting. 

8.  A  copy  of  the  minutes  shall  be  sent  to  each  of  the  follow- 
ing: Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  State  Mission  Board,  Li- 
brarian of  Wake  Forest  College,  Librarian  of  the  Southern  Bap- 
tist Theological  Seminary,  Louisville,  Ky.,  Secretary  of  Survey 
and  Statistics,  Baptist  Sunday  School  Board,  Nashville,  Tenn.; 
Samuel  Colgate  Historical  Collection,  Colgate  University,  Hamil- 
ton, N.  Y.;  American  Baptist  Society,  Crozer  Seminary,  Chester, 
Pa.;  and  to  South  Western  Baptist  Theological  Seminary,  Fort 
Worth,  Texas.

Or,  are  they  more  fa- 
miliar with  "Flash  Gordon"  or  some  other  "Super-Man"  type  fun- 
ny book?  Since,  according  to  reliable  authorities,  85  per  cent  of 
our  knowledge  is  gained  through  our  eyes,  reading  has  first  place 
in  the  molding  of  the  lives  of  our  children. 

Parents,  the  least  we  can  do  to  promote  the  missionary  edu- 
cation of  our  youth  and  to  feed  their  minds  with  Christ-like 
thoughts  is  to  put  Christian  Literature  in  our  homes  where  it  will 
be  easily  accessible  to  our  boys  and  girls. 

In  a  world  frought  with  chance,  we  need  to  keep  abreast  of 
the  spiritual  significance  of  these  changes.  Daily  raeding  of  our 
Christian  literature  will  cause  us  to  pray  more  intelligently,  give 
more  liberally,     and  trust  more  firmly  in  God.

COOPERATIVE  PROGRAM 

We  are  missionary  Baptist  churches,  because  missions  is  the 
purpose  for  which  Christ  establised  the  church. 

Every  progressive  business  concern  has  a  system  by  which 
it  carries  on  its  work.  The  Cooperative  Program  is  a  system  used 
to  collect  funds  -for  missions  and  it  distributes  them  for  the  sup- 
port of  missionaries,  Christian  education,  hospitals,  and  their  up- 
keep. It  fosters  Associational,  State  and  Southwide  missions. 
Also,  foreign  missions  in  twenty-four  countries  with  a  staff  of 
558  missionaries  during  1949. 

It  should  make  us  ashamed  when  we  realize  that  an  average 
Southern  Baptist  gave  less  than  a  dollar  per  year  for  missions 
from  1900  through  1947.  Thirty  million  people  in  the  territory  of 
the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  never  attend  any  kind  of  church 
and  they  are  our  missionary  responsibility.  Several  hundred  of 
these  people  live  within  the  Johnston  Association,  therefore 
every  member  of  every  church  should  strive  to  enroll  them  in  a 
Sunday  School  and  seek  to  win  the  mto  accept  Christ  as  their 
personal  Saviour. 

About  half  of  the  children  in  America  are  growing  up  without 
religious  training.  True  education  encompasses  the  training  of  the 
soul  along  with  that  of  the  mind  and  body.  When  this  is  neglected, 
life  is  incomplete    because  it  lacks  the  foundation  of  a  vital  faith. 

It  was  reported  that  during  July  1949  that  a  dollar  was  worth 
fifty-nine  cents  in  comparison  with  its  worth  during  1939.  With 
this  in  mind,  one  can  readily  see  the  need  for  increasing  our  mis- 
sion gifts. 

It  is  the  writers  sincere  prayer  that  listener,  and  every  one  who 
reads  this  printed  report  will  read  this  Bible  daily  and  study  God's 
plan  of  giving  as  recorded  by  Malachi  in  the  third  chapter.  If  you 
are  tempted  to  disregard  this  warning  because  it  is  in  the  Old 
Testament  listen  to  Christ  when  he  said,  "Think  not  that  I  am 
come  to  destroy  the  law,  or  the  prophets:  I  am  not  come  to  de- 
stroy, but  to  fulfill."  Matt.  5:17.  In  addition,  it  is  hoped  every 
listener  will  establish  a  family  altar,  earnestly  seek  to  lead  some 
lost  person  to  Christ  this  year  and  strive  to  enlist  his  neighbors  to 
accept  the  same  plan.    If  this  is  done,  our  Association  will  ex- 
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perience  a  revival  and  mission  needs  will  be  met.

The  report  was  adopted. 

CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION  REPORT 

A  survey  of  our  Baptist  Schools  in  North  Carolina  brings  re- 
joicing and  regrets.  Baptists  were  committed  to  Christian  Educa- 
tion in  the  Great  Commission.  We  must  teach  all  the  evangelized. 
Christian  Education  is  not  an  elective  for  Baptists.  It  is  a  MUST 
in  our  Christian  program. 

We  divide  the  Cooperative  Program  Dollar  in  North  Carolina* 
Half  of  it  goes  to  southwide  causes  and  half  stays  in  North  Caro- 
lina. Of  the  fifty  cents  that  remain  in  the  state  30  cents  goes  to 
Christian  Education.  Last  year  some  thousands  of  dollars  were 
taken  out  of  the  state's  share  to  complete  the  payments  on  the 
Wake  Forest  Chapel.  There  remained  $280,964.24  to  be  distribut- 
ed to  the  six  colleges,  as  follows:  Wake  Forest  $88,000.00;  Mere- 
dith $58,026.00;  Mars  Hill  $45,188.00;  Campbell  $42,835.00;  Gard- 
ner-Webb $24,415.24  and  Wingate  $22,500.00.  Twelve  of  our 
churches  designated  $2,056.63  to  Christian  Education. 

The  Johnston  Association  sent  48  boys  and  girls  to  our  Bap- 
tist colleges  last  year  Wake  Forest  26;  Meredith  7;  Campbell  12 
and  Mars  Hill  3. 

Our  colleges  in  North  Carolina  had  3,600  Baptist  students. 
Other  Christian  colleges  in  the  state  had  2,995  Baptist  boys  and 
girls.  Our  state  colleges  had  5,600  Baptist  students  and  there 
were  2,500  Baptis*  boys  and  girls  in  progressional  schools  not  of 
college  rank.  The  total  number  of  Baptist  students  was  14,745. 
We  would  regret  to  see  the  day  come  when  all  our  Baptist  boys  and 
girls  would  be  in  Baptist  Schools.  The  state  and  denomination 
would  suffer.  We  would  like  to  see  more  of  our  fine  boys  and 
girls  trained  in  our  Christian  colleges.  The  denomination  not 
only  needs  more  Christian  leaders  but  the  state  needs  more  men 
and  women  trained  in  the  Christian  concept  of  life. 

Our  Baptist  colleges  face  a  few  major  problems.  Our  schools 
have  never  had  adequate  support  from  our  churches.  The  state 
is  pouring  millions  of  dollars  into  our  state  schools.  Our  Baptist 
boys  and  girls  4emand  that  our  Christian  schools  be  raised  to, 
and  kept  at,  high  intellectual  and  scholastic  standards.  It  is  not 
practical  nor  ethical  to  expect  the  denominational  loyalty  of  stu- 
dents to  be  charged  with  the  sacrifice  of  the  best  scholastic  privilege. 
The  challenge  of  our  state  schools  must  be  squarely  faced  if  we 
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are  to  hold  our  constituency  and  requisition  them  for  service  in 
our  denominational  life  in  the  highest  measure. 

It  is  essential  for  us  to  train  more  of  our  fine  boys  and  girls 
in  our  Baptist  schools  if  we  are  to  keep  our  places  of  leadership 
filled  with  the  highest  type  of  Christian  leadership.  Our  col- 
leges and  seminaries  today  are  not  able  to  supply  the  demand  for 
places  of  Christian  leadership.  We  must  encourage  more  of  our 
fine  boys  and  girls  to  attend  our  Christian  colleges. 

Another  problem  we  face  is  to  find  Baptist  teachers  with  the 
required  degrees  in  the  different  departments  of  education.  Many 
of  our  fine  students  should  be  encouraged  to  continue  their  educa- 
tion in  graduate  schools  in  order  to  keep  our  college  faculties  re- 
plenished annually.  It  is  a  sad  fact  that,  too  often,  we  have  to  in- 
vade the  ranks  of  other  Christian  groups  to  find  teachers  for  our 
Christian  colleges 

Another  problem  is  to  keep  our  schools  Christian  and  true  to 
the  ideals  of  the  Baptist  denomination.  To  have  Christian  Edu- 
cation there  must  be  a  Christian  teacher  and  a  Christian  student. 
It  takes  both  to  make  Christian  Education.  Approximately  1  out 
of  3  of  all  our  college  students  comes  from  non-Baptist  homes. 
Some  come  from  non-Christian  homes.  These  are  not  very  much 
concerned  about  what  Baptists  believe  and  teach.  Sometimes  a 
member  of  the  faculty  may  not  have  been  properly  indoctrinated 
with  Christian  principles.  Two  thirds  of  our  students  come  from 
Baptist  homes  and  of  course  Baptist  churches.  The  homes  and 
the  churches  are  not  perfect  and  therefore  the  students  take  along 
with  them  to  college  many  things  which  are  not  Christian.  It  is 
asking  too  much  to  require  our  Baptist  schools  to  make  over  our 
boys  and  girls  in  two  to  four  years.  Patience  is  needed  with  our 
schools,  Our  churches  and  homes  demand  it.  We  must  exercise 
it  toward  our  colleges. 

The  application  of  Christian  principles  will  solve  the  problem 
of  the  student,  the  problem  of  adequate  financial  support  and 
the  problem  of  leadership.  A  closer  cooperation  on  the  part  of 
our  churches  and  schools  will  mean  better  churches  and  schools.

RELIEF  AND  ANNUITY  REPORT 

Our  Ministers'  Retirement  Plan  began  in  1940.  The  purpose 
of  these  plans,  promoted  by  the  Relief  and  Annuity  Board  of  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention  and  the  State  Convention,  is  (1)  to 
provide  annuities  for  ministers  and  church  employees  who  partici- 
pate in  the  plans  when  they  reach  retirement  age,  sixty-five,  or 
at  any  period  they  may  retire  after  reaching  that  age,  and  an  an- 
nuity to  the  widow;  (2)  to  provide  a  disability  annuity  if  such 
disability  occurs  at  any  time  prior  to  age  sixty-five;  (3)  to  pro- 
vide an  annuity  for  the  widow  in  the  event  of  the  death  of  the 
member  before  reaching  age  sixty-five. 

We  now  have  about  580  members,  but  there  ought  to  be  1500. 
Since  that  time  the  ministers  who  are  members,  the  churches  they 
have  served,  and  the  Convention  have  laid  aside  for  future  use 
more  than  $800,000.  That  money  is  drawing  interest  and  will  be 
used  for  paying  annuities  to  ministers  who  retire  ten  to  twenty 
years  from  now. 

Already  we  have  58  ministers  who  have  retired  and  are  re- 
ceiving annuities  ranging  from  a  small  amount  each  month  to  the 
maximum  of  $90.00.  There  are  also  11  widows  receiving  annui- 
ties. 

Then  there  is  the  Widows'  Supplemental  Annuity  Plan,  which 
provides  protection  for  the  wives  in  the  event  the  member  should 
die  before  reaching  retirement  age.  There  has  beep  placed  in 
this  fund  by  the  members  and  the  Convention  more  than  $50,000, 
and  already  some  widows  are  benefiting. 

Remember  we  have  about  580  members,  but  there  ought  to 
be  1500. 

Pastors  pay  \  per  cent,  and  then  the  Convention  adds  to  this. 
For  the  Widows'  Supplement  the  member  pays  1  1-2  per  cent  and 
the  Convention  matches  it;  the  church  does  not  have  any  part 
in  this  because  it  is  a  protection  during  that  period  before  retire- 
ment age  is  reached.  Pastors  should  make  every  effort  to  join  the 
Retirement  Plan.  There  is  nothing  else  that  can  compare  with  it 
in  the  way  of  providing  some  income  for  old  age. 

Let  it  be  understood  that  the  relief  fund  of  the  Relief  and  An- 
nuity Board  simply  provides  a  small  amount — I  believe  never  more 
than  $12  a  month — for  those  who  need  it.  provided  the  Board 
has  it.  This  relief  fund  should  be  used  solely  for  ministers  who 
were  well  advanced  in  age  when  the  Retirement  Plan  was  inaugu- 
rated,   and  who  could  not  enter  the  Retirement  Plan. 

Any  minister  who  would  like  to  have  an  assured  income  out 
yonder  in  the  future  would  do  well  to  become  a  member  of  this 
plan.

This  re- 
port was  presented  for  information  and  for  thought  before 
the  vote  is  taken  on  the  committee's  report. 

15.  Brother  S.  T.  Anderson,  Jr.,  Secretary  of  the  Execu- 
tive Committee,  was  recognized  and  gave  the  report  on  the 
work  of  the  Executive  Committee.  He  moved  the  adoption  of 
the  report.  He  then  spoke  to  the  report,  also  read  the  list  of 
the  Committee. 

The  report  was  adopted. 

REPORT  OF  THE  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE 

In  behalf  of  Bro.  Adam  J.  Whitley,  Jr.,  Moderator  of  our  John- 
ston Baptist  Association,  I  take  great  pleasure  in  presenting  the 
report  of  the  Executive  Committee  for  the  year  since  October  1948. 

You  will  recall  that  Bro.  N.  A.  Catlett,  our  missionary,  resign- 
ed before  that  meeting.  The  Missions'  Committee  immediately 
began  looking  for  some  one  to  replace  him. 

At  our  meeting  in  January,  1949,  your  Executive  Committee 
approved  requests  of  our  State  Board  for  $1,000.00  for  Bailey  Bap- 
tist Church  and  $^40.00  for  the  Beulah  Baptist  Church. 

On  February  20th,  1949,  four  Executive  Committee  held  a 
special  meeting.  The  purpose  of  this  meeting  was  to  present  a  new 
budget  for  the  missionary  program  for  the  reason  that  the  previ- 
ously adopted  budget  was  not  large  enough  to  meet  the  needs  of 
the  missionary  program.  The  new  budget  which  was  presented 
and  adopted  at  this  time  has  not  been  changed.  It  allows  for  a 
maxmium  outlay  of  $4,520.00  per  annum. 

Our  next  regular  meeting  was  in  April,  1949.  Bro.  P.  P.  Hart- 
sell,  chairman  of  the  Sundaj^  School  Committee,  was  requested 
to  plan  and  lead  the  Vacation  Bible  School  work  for  the  summer. 
The  Executive  Committee  ordered  that  the  expenses  incurred  in 
this  work  be  paid  by  the  Association  Treasurer. 

At  this  time,  your  State  Legislature  was  in  session.  Your 
Executive  Committee  authorized  that  resolutions  be  drawn  and 
sent  to  Johnston  County's  Representatives  commending  them  for 
their  stand  and  +heir  fight  against  the  liquor  forces. 

At  the  July  meeting,  the  Executive  Committee  requested  that 
all  written  reports  be  not  over  500  words  in  order  that  the  cost  of 
the  printed  minutes  be  kept  at  a  minimum,    and  that  all  who  are 
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to  make  reports  be  notified  of  this. 

At  this  meeting,  the  Missions  Committee  presented  present- 
ed Bro.  J.  H.  Mauney  for  the  position  of  Association  Missionary. 
He  was  elected  at  this  time,  and  he  began  his  work  a  few  weeks 
later. 

Our  last  meeting  was  on  October  4th,  1949.  At  this  time,  the 
Moderator  was  asked  to  name  a  committee  to  study  and  bring  rec- 
ommendations regarding  the  grouping  of  churches  to  aid  in  enter- 
taining the  Association  at  future  sessions. 

The  Executive  Committee  recommends  the  adoption  of  the 
budget  for  the  new  year  as  it  is  now  in  effect. 

The  Executive  Committee  also  recommends  that  the  Asso- 
ciation Missionary  be  made  a  members  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

The  Executive  Committee  further  recommends  that  a  page  in 
the  Association  Minutes  be  alloted  to  the  Woman's  Missionary 
Union  to  publish  its  report  of  activity  since  the  Standard  Form 
of  Association  Letter  does  not  call  for  all  of  this  information. 

During  the  year,  your  Executive  Committee  has  watched  with 
interest  the  growth  of  the  Newton  Grove  Baptist  Church.  The 
committee  has  gone  on  record  recommending  that  letters  be  sent 
to  all  churches  in  the  Association  soliciting  funds  for  their  new 
building,  and  further,  that  with  the  assistance  of  the  State  Board, 
all  churches  in  the  State  be  solicited  by  letter  for  building  funds 
for  this  church  which  is  located  in  the  heart  of  a  large  rural  Cath- 
olic Parish. 

Our  meetings  during  the  year  have  been  held  at  the  Smith- 
field  Baptist  Church  and  the  Selma  Baptist  Church.  We  wish  to 
thank  these  churches  for  furnishing  a  centrally  located  place  for 
the  Executive  Committee  to  meet.  There  are  41  members  of  the 
Executive  Committee.    There  was  an  average  attendance  of  21.

G.  Lane's  re- 
port. This  report  was  the  history  of  the  Middlesex  Church. 
This  was  a  very  interesting  and  informative  history.  Brother 
Johnson  moved  the  adoption  of  the  report  and  it  was  seconded. 
He  then  spoke  to  the  report.  The  report  was  adopted. 

HISTORIAN'S  REPORT 

The  Middlesex  Baptist  Church  was  organized  June  28th,  1908, 
with  thirty-three  charter  members.  The  two  charter  members  who 
are  still  living  are  Mrs.  K.  W.  Ballentine  and  Mrs.  N.  B.  Lewis. 
The  first  building  used  for  services  was  an  old  store  building  which 
stood  on  the  corner  of  North  Walnut  and  Exum  Streets. 

The  first  revival  was  directed  by  the  first  pastor  of  the  Church, 
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Rev.  A.  A.  Pippin,  who  was  assisted  by  the  Rev.  T.  H.  King.  The 
church  was  greatly  strengthened  by  this  series  of  services  and  the 
spiritual  impetus  gained  at  this  time  was  sufficient  to  encourage 
the  members  to  erect  a  suitable  house  of  worship.  The  first  church 
building  was  erec+ed  on  the  site  o  fthe  present  building. 

The  membership  of  the  church  had  grown  so  much  that  in  1937, 
another  building  program  was  needed.  The  leader  at  this  time  was 
Rev.  Ford  A.  Burns.  The  first  service  was  held  in  the  new  Church 
on  June  28th,  1938.  Dr.  M.  A.  Huggins  was  the  speaker  on  this 
occasion. 

The  cost  of  this  building  was  $14,000.00.  There  were  a  num- 
ber of  donations  from  outside  the  church  membership  which  ex- 
pressed the  interest  of  the  community  at  large  in  this  building  pro- 
gram. Final  payment  on  the  building  was  made  in  December, 
1944,  and  the  dedication  service  was  held  on  February  11th,  1945. 

Then  in  1947,  the  heating  plant  was  put  into  the  church  and 
the  beautiful  pastorium  was  erected  just  across  the  street  from  the 
church.  The  pastorium  will  be  fully  paid  for  in  the  very  near  fu- 
ture; also  during  the  last  year  a  library  has  been  donated  by  one 
of  the  members  of  the  church.  The  Christmas  spirit  of  1948  was 
heightened  by  the  use  of  a  Tower  Musical  System,  the  gift  of  an- 
other one  of  the  faithful  members  of  the  church.  The  use  of  a 
church  bus  was  begun  in  1949  which  has  increased  the  attend- 
ance on  church  services  as  it  has  provided  transportation  for  a 
number  of  people  who  could  not  otherwise  attend  the  services. 

The  following  ministers  have  served  the  church  as  pastors: 
Revs.  A.  A.  Pippin.  C  G.  Wells,  A.  C.  Sherwood,  J.  U.  Teague,  W. 
H.  Wall,  Wallace  H.  Hartsell,  H.  M.  Stroup,  J.  W.  Nobles,  H.  L. 
Arnold,  Ford  A.  Burns,  R.  L.  Collins,  L.  W.  Fields,  M.  M.  Turner, 
Barron  E.  Honeycutt,  and  the  present  pastor,  P.  P.  Hartsell.  Some 
of  these  men  have  passed  on  to  their  reward,  but  have  left  behind 
them  their  contributions  towards  building  of  the  spiritual  church  in 
this  community. 

Several  members  of  the  church  have  distinguished  themselves 
for  their  faithful  service  as  well  as  the  length  of  time  they  have 
served.  Mrs.  N.  B.  Lewis  has  served  for  38  years  as  efficient 
treasurer  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Union.  Mr.  J.  E.  Lewis  was 
elected  chairman  of  the  board  of  deacons  in  1937,  and  has  serv- 
ed in  that  capacity  for  the  last  twelve  years  without  having  miss- 
ed a  meeting  of  the  board.  Mr.  J.  C.  Overman  has  served  as 
church  clerk  for  twenty-seven  years. 

This  church  has  given  two  members  for  active  service  outside 
the  local  church.  Mrs.  Virginia  Overman  Green  is  now  Educa- 
tional Director  of  the  First  Baptist  Church  in  Raleigh.  Miss  Jau- 
nita  N.  Davis  has  served  as  Associational  Missionary  in  the  Western 
part  of  this  State.

She  recognized  Rev.  W.  C.  Reed  of  the  Kennedy 
Home,  who  spoke  to  the  orphanage  report,  and  R.  W.  Young  of 
the  Baptist  Hospital  spoke  to  that  report.  Both  of  these  Breth- 
ren gave  wonderful  messages. 

The  report  was  adopted. 

ORPHANAGE  REPORT 

Seven  hundred  and  ninety-three  children  were  cared  for  last 
year.    Each  year  the  number  mounts. 

Last  year  because  it  was  necessary  to  erect  some  new  build- 
ings, and  to  improve  old  ones,  and  because  of  the  high  cost  of 
everything  they  spent  $56,000.00  more  than  received  and  this  year 
as  it  appears  now  the  same  will  be  done,  spend  fifty  thousand 
more  than  they  received.  They  have  not  gone  in  debt — just  had  to 
go  into  reserve  funds  which  had.  been  laid  aside  for  a  "rainy  day," 
for  such  a  time  as  this. 

If  our  orphanage  is  to  continue  its  outstanding  service,  a  more 
adequate  support  must  be  given.  If  our  Sunday  Schools  and 
Churches  will  increase  the  amounts  set  aside  for  Orphanage  work 
in  their  budgets  and  if  the  other  Sunday  Schools  and  Churches  will 
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increase  the  amounts  set  aside  for  Orphanage  work  in  their  bud- 
gets and  if  the  other  Sunday  School  and  Churches  will  continue 
their  once  a  month  offerings  and  all  will  make  an  inspiring  offer- 
ing at  Thanksgiving  they  will  be  able  to  carry  on  the  great  work 
they  are  doing  without  sustaining  any  loss  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

HOSPITAL  REPORT 

Receipts  from  churches  in  Mother's  Day  offerings  in  1948 
totaled  $141,150.51.  This  included  the  value  of  linens  contributed 
through  Woman's  Missionary  Union  and  estimated  at  $2,115.09. 
Approximately  half  of  the  8,800  bed  patients  admitted  to  the  hos- 
pital in  1948  and  all  those  seen  in  the  38,000  visits  made  to  the  out- 
patients clinics  paid  no  doctor's  fee  and  were  assisted  by  the  Moth- 
er's Day  offerings. 

Our  hospital  provided  more  free  service  in  1948  than  any 
other  denominationally  controlled  hospital  in  the  South. 

A  patient's  need  for  pastoral  care  is  increased,  rather  than 
lessened  by  his  physical  sickness.  To  meet  this  need,  our  hospital 
has  established  a  full  department  of  Religion  with  a  Director,  a 
Chaplain  and  a  student  secretary.  Their  duties  consist  of  pastoral 
care  of  patients,  the  promotion  of  a  religious  programs  for  nurses 
and  medical  students,  including  the  teaching  of  Bible  in  the  School 
of  Nursing,  the  conducting  of  a  program  of  Clinical  Pastoral 
Training  for  pastors,  and  ministering  to  the  patients  and  their  fam- 
ilies. 

The  Chaplain  is  on  call  twenty-four  hour  a  day  at  the  hospital. 

We  earnestly  commend  the  work  of  our  Baptist  Hospital  to 
the  loyal  support  of  the  churches  of  our  Association.  If  any  of  the 
Churches  have  not  yet  made  a  special  offering  to  help  the  hospital 
care  for  the  sick  persons  who  cannot  bear  the  cost  themselves,  we 
urge  them  to  set  a  day  and  take  such  an  offering  at  an  early  date. 
Every  dollar  we  send  is  used  to  help  care  for  the  sick  who  are  not 
able  to  pay  their  own  way.

REPORT  OF  BAPTIST  TRAINING  UNION 

The  Training  Union  of  the  Baptist  Church  has  long  since 
proved  itself  to  be  more  than  an  organization.  It  is  an  institution 
of  training  within  the  church  bearing  fruit  to  the  glory  of  God. 

We  regret  to  report  that  less  than  half  of  the  churches  in  the 
Johnston  Association  have  Training  Unions. 

When  we  think  of  the  early  Christian  churches,  Jerusalem, 
Corinth,  Antioch  and  Ephesus  sending  missionaries  out  to  tell  the 
story  of  Jesus  does  it  not  thrill  our  hearts?  But,  then  we  remem- 
ber that,  today  we  are  sending  missionaries  to  Palestine.  Could 
it  be  that  those  eary  churches  neglected  to  train  their  people  in 
Christian  living?  If  we  are  to  realize  the  full  meaning  of  the  great 
Commission  we  must  have  a  trained  church  membership. 

One  has  only  to  take  a  look  at  the  records  of  our  churches  with 
Training  Unions  to  know  their  strength  in  promoting  the  King- 
dom of  our  Lord  at  home  and  abroad.  We  must  have  a  strong 
home  base  if  we  expect  to  conquer  the  enemies  of  God's  Kingdom 
in  far  places.  The  Training  Union  offers  power  to  the  churches 
of  today. 

We  are  grateful  that  we  can  report  twenty  Training  Unions  in 
our  Association  with  a  combined  membership  of  1250.

The  churches  have  shown  great  interest  in  the  Junior  Mem- 
ory drills  intermediate  sword  drill,  better  speakers  tournament  and 
the  adul*  Scripture  reading.  The  choir  of  the  Clayton  church  went 
to  Seaside  and  took  part  in  the  hymn  festival  and  won  a  rating  of 
B.  We  had  a  large  number  of  juniors  to  enter  the  memory  drill 
in  the  Association  ant  four  of  these  were  declared  State  winners 
at  Seaside.  One  young  lady  went  to  Sanford  where  she  participat- 
ed in  the  better  speakers  Tournament  and  rated  second  place. 

One  Training  Union  has  been  organized  at  Baptist  Center  and 
is  doing  a  good  work.  The  expense  for  the  work  done  in  our  Asso- 
ciation this  year  has  been  $52.40  of  the  amount  alloted  which 
was  $75.00.

REPORT  OF  WOMAN'S  MISSIONARY  UNION 

The  1948  watchword  of  Woman's  Missionary  Union  sets  forth 
the  high  aim  of  our  missionary  endeavor: :  "Laborers  together  with 
God.  to  make  known  to  the  sons  of  men  His  mighty  acts  and  the 
glory  of  the  majesty  of  His  Kingdom." 

Definite  goals  determined  at  our  Leadership  Conference  in  Jan- 
uary stimulated  larger  effort  on  the  part  of  local  workers.  For 
their  loyal  cooporation  we  are  profoundly  grateful.  While  all 
numerical  goals  have  not  been  reached,  gratifying  gains  have  been 
made  in  every  phase  of  our  work.  Only  99  organizations  reported 
to  the  state  office  last  year.  At  the  end  of  3rd  quarter  112  were  re- 
ported with  a  membership  of  2,163.  There  were  but  seven  full 
graded  unions-iniicating  that  the  fostering  of  young  people's  or- 
ganizations needs  to  be  a  "must"  in  Johnston. 

Although  the  unusually  high  financial  goals  were  not  reached, 
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substantial  gains  were  made.  $4,704.03  was  given  in  undesignat- 
ed cooperative  program  gifts.  $4,545.02  to  specials,  making  a  total 
of  $9,249.05.  This  does  not  include  gifts  to  local  causes  nor  to 
White  Cross. 

We  are  happy  to  note  a  24  per  cent  gain  in  tithers,  (total  of 
396.  Most  encouraging  was  the  increase  in  number  of  missionary 
organizations  observing  seasons  of  prayer-224,  a  gain  of  31. 

More  mission  study  classes  were  held  with  a  larger  number 
completing  the  study  and  more  reading  an  approach  mission 
study  book. 

Spier  did  growth  was  shown  in  community  missions.  More 
organizations  promoted  organized  community  mission-77,  with 
1,107  members  participating. 

The  Leadership  Conference  and  Annual  Meeting,  Y.  W.  A. 
and  G.  A.  Banquets  were  among  our  best  and  all  with  a  record  at- 
tendance. Also,  a  Mission  Study  Institute  was  held.  Attendance 
was  below  our  expectations  but  the  faculty  and  speakers  did  a 
splendid  job.  Ail  these  meetings  have  been  strong  assets  to  the 
work. 

In  April  some  changes  were  made  in  our  personnel.  Mrs.  D. 
B.  Oliver,  Mission  Study  Chairman  resigned  and  Mrs.  A.  E.  Allen 
was  elected  to  this  office.  Mrs.  W.  H.  Poole  replaced  Mrs.  R.  G. 
Lewis  as  Literature  Chairman.  Mrs.  A.  F.  Holt,  Jr.  was  made 
Treasurer.  Formerly  this  office  was  held  by  the  Secretary.  Mes- 
dames  Carl  Glover  and  W.  A.  Williams  resigned  as  Group  Repre- 
sentatives and  Mesdames  J.  A.  Creech  and  Ralph  Cox  were  elect- 
ed in  their  stead.  In  addition  to  those  an  Associational  leader  was 
elected  for  each  of  the  junior  organizations.  Mrs.  Eph  Whisenhunt, 
Y.  W.  A.,  Mrs.  W.C.  Teague,  G.  A.,  and  Mrs.  W.  A.  Williams,  Sun- 
beams. This  is  b  new  venture  for  Johnston  but  we  believe  will 
be  most  worth-while. 

With  all  the  blessings  we  have  enjoyed  some  are  still  sitting 
under  the  juniper  tree  saying,  "I'm  going  to  quit,  I  just  can't  go 
on  under  the  circumstances.  I  am  a  failure,  I  just  can't  do  it." 
We  pass  on  the  exhortation  given  us  by  our  State  President,  Mrs. 
Farmer,  "Remember  Robert  Morrison's  reply  when  the  ship's  cap- 
tain sneeringly  said,  "Do  you  think  you  can  convert  the  heathen 
Chinese?  "  "No,  but  God  and  I  can,"  was  the  reply. 

We  cannot  organize  a  W.  M.  S.  in  the  churches  having  none, 
nor  can  we  enlist  the  multitude  of  unenlisted  women  in  our  Asso- 
ciation m  Prayer,  Study,  Community  Missions,  Tithes  and  Offer- 
ings and  Missionary  education  of  our  young  people,  but  God  and  I 
can — God  and  you  can.  Let  us  do  with  our  might  what  our  hands 
find  to  do,"  for  night  cometh  when  no  man  can  work."

SUNDAY  SCHOOL  REPORT 

In  making  this  report  of  our  Sunda3/  School  work  you  are  in- 
vited to  read  the  reports  as  found  in  the  last  two  reports  record- 
ed in  the  Associational  minutes  for  1947  and  1948,  for  it  is  from 
these  reports  that  this  report  will  begin. 

Our  Sunday  Schools  are  our  churches  at  work,  at  work  in  the 
teaching  field,  at  work  in  the  evangelistic  field,  at  work  sewing 
seeds  th?t  will  produce  pastors,  missionaries  and  community  lead- 
ers. Yes  at  wo^k  feeding  the  Word  of  Life  to  the  hungry  and 
starving  world.  No  other  department  of  the  church  comes  so 
nearly  covering  the  Great  Commission  and  answering  the  request 
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made  to  Peter  "Feed  my  Sheep." 

Our  Sunday  Schools  could  be  improved.  First  of  all  more  in- 
terest is  of  utmost  importance,  and  then  we  need:  better  prepar- 
ed teachers;  better  equipment,  trained  general  officers  and  class 
officers.  But  let  us  take  courage,  by  the  grace  of  God  we  will 
climb  to  mountain  peaks  yet  unknown  "For  eye  hath  not  seen, 
ear  hath  not  heard,  neither  hath  it  into  the  heart  of  man  the 
things  God  hath  in  store  for  him." 

Your  committee  has  little  to  report  in  outward  show  but  faith 
in  God  and  in  the  ground  work  done  and  in  the  plans  laid  for  the 
future,    we  are  ready  to  go  forward. 

Last  February  we  held  our  first  mass  meeting  of  our  Sunday 
School  at  Smithfield,  sleet  and  snow  was  blamed  for  a  small  at- 
tendance. Never-the-less  we  elected  officers  and  made  some  plans. 
From  this  we  have  organized  the  Association  into  five  divisions  with 
a  divisional  Superintendent  for  each.  Each  division  has  been  orga- 
nized and  one  to  four  meetings  in  each  division.  One  division 
(Northern)  had  a  meeting  wtih  sixty  present  and  seven  churches 
represented. 

October  6,  1949,  another  mass  meeting  was  held  at  Selma. 
Brothers  M.  A.  Huggins  and  Clyde  Baucom  were  on  the  program. 
It  was  at  this  meeting  we  laid  plans  for  the  coming  year  and 
elected  officers  (thus  we  have  a  three  months  lead  on  what  we  had 
last  year).  Also  plans  were  outlined  for  visiting  each  church  for 
the  purpose  of  encouraging  our  churches  to  WORK  the  Sunday 
School,  and  the  word  roork  is  used  advisedly.  Our  Associational 
missionary  is  now  putting  into  effect  this  program.  All  churches 
are  solicited  to  take  active  part  in  this  program.  Your  committee 
suggests  using  the  11:00  hour  in  churches  on  part  time  for  this 
work. 

There  were  enrolled  in  our  Sunday  School  8396  which  is  a 
gain  of  923.  This  should  cause  us  all  to  make  use  of  the  sugges- 
tion found  in  the  October  issue  of  the  Sunday  School  Builder  and 
adopt  the  slogan  "Take  the  Family  to  Sunday  School."  We  have 
one  goal  in  mind  for  our  Sunday  School  and  that  is  a  word  rather 
than  figures,  IMPROVEMENT.  Let  every  pastor  and  every  Sun- 
day School  Superintendent  take  the  slogan  given  above  and  the 
goal  suggested  and  we  will  reach  all  the  others  we  have  in  mind. 

We  have  not  had  a  report  of  all  churches  which  had  a  Vacation 
Bible  School.  However,  30  have  been  reported  with  enrollment  of 
3109.  With  no  missionary  at  the  time  for  Vacation  Bible  School,  we 
were  able  to  secure  the  help  of  Miss  Juanita  Davis  and  Mrs.  Fran- 
ces Chamblee.  who  did  a  splendid  service  for  which  we  are  grate- 
ful,

REPOFT  ON  AMERICAN  BIBLE  SOCIETY 

One  of  the  greatest  mistakes  that  is  being  made  today  is  the 
neglecting  of  Bible  reading.  Our  attention,  both  in  the  adult  and 
children  groups  have  been  turned  to  the  secular  and  comic 
press.  Too  much  time  is  given  to  these  to  the  neglect  of  Bible 
reading. 

If  we  would  be  guided  in  our  thinking  by  the  lives  and  words 
of  great  men  we  should  listen  to  the  statements  of  some  of  our 
statesmen  who  have  gone  before. 

Geoige  Washington,  the  first  president  of  the  United  States, 
had  this  to  say:  It  is  impossible  to  rightly  govern  the  world  with- 
out God  and  the  Bible.  He  is  worse  than  an  infidel  who  does  not 
read  his  Bible  and  acknowledge  his  obligation  to  God. 

Abraham  Lincoln,  I  am  profitably  engaged  in  reading  the 
Bible.  Take  all  of  this  book  upon  reason  that  you  can,  and  the 
rest  by  faith,    and  you  will  live  and  die  a  better  man. 

Martin  Luthnr,  Holy  Scripture  is  a  sweet-scented  herb,  and 
the  more  you  rub  it,  the  more  it  emits  its  fragrance. 

Douglas  MacArthur,  Believe  me  sir,  never  a  night  goes  by,  be 
I  ever  so  tired,  but  I  read  the  word  of  God  before  I  retire. 

Realizing  tha^  the  Bible  meant  so  much  to  these  men,  some  of 
whom  have  passed  on  and  others  who  are  still  living,  we  should  do 
all  we  can  to  see  to  it  that  our  Bible  is  read  by  those  of  us  who 
are  living  to  make  our  lives  a  greater  example  to  live  by. 

The  American  Bible  Society,  the  world's  largest  distributing 
agency,  is  doing  a  great  work  in  sending  the  printed  word  to  all 
parts  of  the  world. 

During  the  year  the  Society  spent  over  $300,0000  from  its 
emergency  fund  to  he]p  overcome  the  Bible  shortage  in  Germany. 

In  1948  the  Society's  outlay  for  Japan  alone  was  $230,567. 

Almost  everywhere  outside  the  United  States  there  is  a  short- 
age of  Bibles. 

In  Brazil  82.000  Bibles  were  distributed. 

In  Greece  190,000  Gospels  were  distributed  in  the  Grecian  army. 
In  Siam  last  year  262:Q00  volumes  were  printed. 
In  China  almost  3,000,000  volumes  were  distributed. 
In  America  almost  an  unprecedented  number  of  Bibles  and  test- 
aments were  distributed. 

In  1948  largest  distribution  of  Bibles  ever  known  was  made  to 
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the  blind  people. 

Realizing  the  magnitude  of  the  work  done  by  the  society,  it 
behooves  every  Baptist  Christian  who  loves  the  Lord  and  his  fel- 
low m  anto  make  a  large  contribution  toward  the  printing  and 
distribution  of  the  word  of  God  to  lost  men. 

I  am  suggesting  that  each  church  se  taside  in  its  budget  an 
amount  as  large  as  possible  to  this  work  and  send  it  to  our  State 
Secretary  to  be  sent  to  the  American  Bible  Society.  If  it  isn't 
placed  in  the  budget,  I  am  suggesting  that  we  make  a  worthy  of- 
fering at  least  once  a  year  to  this  worthy  cause.

REPORT  ON  SOCIAL  SERVICE 

We  are  admonished  in  the  Psalms  to  "do  justice  to  the  poor 
and  destitute.    Rescue  the  poor  and  needy." 

When  we  translate  this  admonition  into  present  day  realities 
it  is  clear  that  Christians  should  devote  themselves  to  organized 
programs  of  social  betterment. 

Great  social  and  political  changes  have  come  to  us  in  this  chal- 
lenging era.  The  state  is  bending  its  energies  to  rectifying  social 
injustices,  which  have  been  regarded  as  inevitable  until  very 
recent  times.  Its  motivating  purpose  seems  to  be  to  achieve  a  new 
kind  of  world.  The  cry  of  the  underprivileged  masses  has  grown 
from  a  whisper  through  the  ages  since  the  great  emancipator,  Je- 
sus Christ,  came  into  the  world,  until  it  has  reached  a  swell  and 
volume  which  could  not  be  denied  by  statesmen  and  governments. 
Therefore,  great  social  programs  of  the  advanced  civilized  states 
have  now  blossomed  into  fruition. 

Undeniably  the  organized  church  has  played  a  part  in  a  de- 
velopment of  this  program  of  social  justice.  It  is  nonetheless  ap- 
parent that  the  organized  church,  as  such,  is  given  little,  and  is 
perhaps  entitled  to  less,  credit  for  this  laudable  achievements. 

The  church  has  seemingly  acted  upon  the  theory  that  the 
Bible  teaches  a  recognition  of  the  constant  presence  of  poverty. 
We  find  in  the  book  of  Mark  these  words,  "For  ye  have  the  poor 
with  you  always  .  .  ."  We  assume  that  this  is  sufficient  reason  for 
the  church  to  overlook  the  needs  of  the  poor  and  in  doing  so 
we  overlook  the  balance  of  verse  7  in  chapter  14  which  says,  ".  .  . 
and  whensoever  ye  will,  ye  may  do  them  good  .  .  ."  The  latter 
part  of  this  verse  has  been  disregarded  by  the  body  of  Christ  to 
such  an  extent  that  the  recipients  of  the  benefits  of  our  state  so- 
cial programs  give  sole  credit  to  the  states  for  lifting  the  shackles 
of  wholesale  poverty  and  want  from  the  underprivileged,  impov- 
erished and  aged.  And  why  should  this  credit  not  be  given  in  the 
light  of  the  facts.  To  illustrate:  The  largest  church  of  any  de- 
nomination in  an  adjoining  county  had  a  budget  of  about  $19,- 
000.00  last  year  and  out  of  this  enormous  amount  there  was  al- 
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located  for  the  benefit  of  the  poor  the  sum  of  $60.00.  Statisti- 
cally, every  timp  $3.00  was  spent  for  church  purposes  the  muni- 
ficent sum  of  1c  was  spent  for  the  poor.  Doubtless  similar  situa- 
tions exist  in  communities  all  over  our  country. 

I  notice  from  a  seven-line  report  made  to  this  Association  in 
1939  by  Rev.  D.  M.  Clemmons  the  first  four  lines  read  as  follows: 
"There  has  been  exactly  nothing  done  on  this  quite  important  mat- 
ter so  far  as  this  Associational  organization  is  concerned  in  the  past 
year  in  our  county.  The  reason  for  this  is,  the  Association  has  no 
plan  for  dealing  with  this  problem." 

A  similar  report  could  quite  appropriately  be  made  in  1949. 
However.,  your  committee  is  presumptuous  enough  to  believe  that 
something  definite  might  be  done  by  one  or  more  of  our  churches 
if  a  practical  plan  looking  to  this  end  is  submitted.  My  suggestion 
is  as  follows: 

Have  the  local  Church  organize  a  Welfare  Department  sepa- 
rate and  distinct  from  any  other  presently  organized  department 
of  the  Church.  This  department  to  be  headed  by  a  thoroughly 
prepared  and  well-paid  religious  worker,  from  funds  set  up  in  the 
local  church  budget.  This  department  to  minister  to  the  needs  of 
the  underprivileged  within  the  area  of  the  church's  constituency. 

We  believe  that  the  benefits  accruing  to  any  church  which  as- 
sumes this  responsibility  will  far  exceed  in  financial  results  alone 
the  expenditures  necessary  for  this  undertaking,  without  regard  to 
the  great  benefits  arising  from  the  spiritual  uplift  of  the  church 
and  the  community  it  serves,  together  with  the  restoration  of 
the  local  church  to  the  power  and  influence  it  once  exerted  in  the 
community. 

Your  committee  will  speak  to  this  report  from  a  prepared  brief 
which  it  will  make  available  to  this  body,  wherein  will  be  assign- 
ed the  reasons,  fhe  same  being  too  lengthy  for  incorporation  in  the 
minutes,  why  the  plan  suggested  is  highly  desirable,  feasible  and 
practical.

HISTORIAN'S  REPORT 

The  beginning  of  the  Benson  Baptist  Church  can  be  traced  to 
a  revival  meeting  held  by  two  Northern  Baptist  preachers  in  a 
little  one-room  school  house  called  the  "Rising  Sun"  school.  This 
was  in  1886.  The  revival  meeting  was  followed  by  good  work  done 
by  Elders  A.  N.  Campbell,  J.  L.  Ennis  and  J.  M.  Holleman.  The  or- 
ganization of  the  church  took  place  January  24th,  1887,  at  Rising 
Sun  School.  Rev.  J.  L.  Ennis  was  elected  the  first  pastor  and  the 
church  was  named  Bethany.  There  were  five  charter  members, 
N.  H.  Gibbs  and  his  wife,  Margaret  Gibbs,  Sisters  S.  A.  Hall,  S. 
E.  Hall  and  M.  E.  Hall.    They  were  to  have  quarter  time  preaching. 

The  church  met  in  conference  on  Saturday  before  the  second 
Sunday  in  September,  1887,  and  decided  to  apply  for  admission 
to  the  Little  River  Baptist  Association.  The  delegates  brought  with 
them  forty  cents  for  minute  funds  and  fifty  cents  for  Home  Mis- 
sions. The  name  of  the  church  was  changed  at  this  same  time 
to  "Benson  Baptist  Church." 

Eider  Betts  served  the  church  as  Pastor  until  sometime  in 
1889.  Rev.  J.  M.  Holleman  became  pastor  in  January  1890.  At 
the  close  of  his  first  year  as  pastor,  the  church  paid  him  twenty 
dollars  for  his  services  and  called  him  for  another  year.  He  ac- 
cepted the  call  and  served  as  pastor  until  October  1893.  Elder 
A.  N.  Campbell  served  as  the  next  pastor  and  apparently  had  im- 
proved the  finances  of  the  church  for  on  his  resignation  in  1896, 
the  church  paid  him  $67.50.  He  was  followed  by  his  son,  Rev.  J. 
A.  Campbell,  who  served  in  that  capacitor  until  October  8th,  1899. 
As  a  result  of  the  faithful  work  of  these  men,  many  souls  were  add- 
ed to  the  church  and  it  was  greatly  strengthened  in  its  various 
activities. 

Other  pastors  who  have  served  the  Benson  Church  were  J.  J. 
Adams,  J.  W.  Suttle,  D.  F.  Putnam,  T.  B.  Justice,  E.  J.  Rogers,  J. 
M.  Duncan,  G.  W.  Rollins,  W.  R.  Cullom,  J.  E.  Kirk,  C.  C.  Wheeler, 
O.  A.  Keller,  A.  L.  Brown.  Forest  L.  Young,  E.  Y.  Averett  and 
the  present  pastor,  Rev.  Thurman  B.  Stone,  who  began  his  work 
the  third  Sunday  in  December,  1945.  The  response  to  the  wise 
leadership  of  Mr.  Stone  has  resulted  in  an  active  Training  Union, 
a  W.  M.  U.,  with  all  the  organizations  it  fosters,  and  an  efficient 
Sunday  School,    and  a  worshipful  Sunday  evening  service. 

The  Benson  Church  sent  delegates  to  the  Little  River  Baptist 
Association  in  1903  and  requested  a  letter  of  dismission  in  order 
that  they  might  join  the  new  Association,  the  Johnston  County 
Baptist  Association,  which  was  organized  in  the  Selma  Baptist 
Church  on  October  13th,  1903.  Brother  J.  W.  Suttle  acted  as  mod- 
erator and  T.  J.  Lassiter  was  clerk.  The  Benson  Church  enter- 
tained the  Association  in  November,  1905. 
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The  first  place  of  worship  in  Benson  was  a  brush  arbor.  The 
first  building  was  dedicated  in  November,  1891.  Brother  J.  A. 
Campbell  led  the  church  in  adding  some  Sunday  School  rooms  be- 
fore 1900.  The  pastorium  was  completed  on  the  S.  E.  Williams 
property  and  put  into  use  in  1928. 

This  church  has  stood  through  the  years  as  an  organization 
instituted  and  dedicated  to  the  ministry  of  sin  sick  souls,  but  in 
1918  it  proved  to  be  a  blessing  to  this  community's  physical  needs 
by  serving  as  a  hospital  during  the  influenza  epidemic.  "And  this 
stone  which  I  have  set  for  a  pillar  shall  be  God's  house."

(5)  SOUTHERN  DIVISION

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THE  CONSTITUTION 

1.  The  Association  shall  be  known  as  the  Johnston  Baptist 
Association. 

2.  Its  object  shall  be  to  extend  the  privileges  of  the  Gospel 
and  liberal  culture  to  all  people  within  its  bounds,  and  by  hearty 
co-operation  with  the  Baptist  State  Convention,  to  help  offer  these 
privileges  to  all  mankind  in  and  out  of  its  bounds  by  the  cordial 
co-operation  of  all  churches  constituting  this  body. 

3.  It  shall  be  composed  of  the  pastors  in  active  service  in  the 
Association  and  such  delegates  as  shall  be  annually  elected  by  the 
churches  connected  with  it,  each  church  being  entitled  to  three 
delegates  unless  the  membership  shall  exceed  fifty,  and  then  an 
additional  delegate  for  every  twenty-five  members;  provided  no 
church  shall  have  more  than  eight  delegates. 

4.  The  New  Hampshire  Declaration  of  Faith  shall  be  the  sum- 
mary of  Divine  Truth  for  determining  question  of  faith  and  order 
in  this  body.  And  the  churches  desiring  membership  in  it  must 
commit  themselves  to  the  substance  of  it,  together  with  the  covenant 
herewith  submitted  and  this  constitution. 

5.  This  Association  shall  not  have  power  to  annul  the  dis- 
cipline or  exercise  authority  over  any  church  connected  with  it, 
but  may  advise  with  and  sever  its  connection  with  any  church 
that  neglects  to  preserve  Gospel  order,  or  that  treats  with  contempt 
the  objects  of  advice  of  the  Association. 

6.  Each  church  shall  send  to  the  annual  meetings  of  the  As- 
sociation a  letter  (the  blanks  to  be  furnished  by  the  Clerk  of  the 
Association),  carefully  filled  as  per  blank  suggestions,  stating  the 
full  work  of  the  church  for  the  year  ending  with  the  last  Sunday 
in  September. 

7.  The  Association  shall  foster  State  Missions,  Home  Mis- 
sions, Foreign  Missions,  Christian  Education,  the  Ministers'  Re- 
lief and  Annuity  Board,  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  Orphanage  and 
Hospital,  and  each  church  shall  be  requested  to  contribute  to  the 
support  of  these  objects  regularly  and  systematically. 

8.  Missions  and  Education  shall  have  precedence  in  their 
claims  upon  the  consideration  of  this  body  in  its  regular  sessions. 

9.  Whenever  a  church  shall  fail  to  be  represented  by  delegates 
or  letter  at  the  annual  session  of  the  Association,  inquiry  shall  be 
made  for  the  cause  and  efforts  shall  be  made  to  induce  such  church 
to  do  its  duty;  and  the  effort  shall  be  continued  until  the  church  is 
recovered  or  dropped  from  the  roll. 

10.  The  Officers  of  the  Association  shall  be  a  Moderator,  Clerk, 
treasurer,  Auditor,  and  Historiait,  to  be  elected  by  ballot  after  the 
nomination  from  the  floor,  or  by  a  commictee  of  three  named  by  the 
Moderator,  with  the  proviso  that  any  delegate  may  amend  the  com- 
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mittee's  report  by  substituting  another  name  for  any  one  offered 
for  the  approval  of  the  Association,  which  previously  has  decided 
upon  the  method  used,  at  the  close  of  each  annual  session,  to  serve 
until  the  election  of  their  successors,  the  Moderator  to  preside  over 
the  sessions  of  the  body  and  to  promote  the  interest  of  the  Associa- 
tion during  the  year;  the  Vice-Moderator  to  preside  in  his  absence; 
the  Clerk  to  record,  print  and  distribute  the  minutes  of  the  body,  and 
to  keep  on  file  these  and  all  other  important  papers;  the  Treasurer 
to  receive  and  disburse  all  funds  of  the  Association  subject  to  its 
order;  the  Auditor  to  examine  the  Treasurer's  books  at  the  close  of 
each  session  and  to  render  a  report  before  adjournment;  the  Historian 
to  report  to  the  Association  each  year  at  the  annual  session,  and  to 
keep  an  accurate  history  of  the  work. 

11.  The  Association  shall  elect  annually  an  Executive  Com- 
mittee, which  shall  have  authority  between  regular  sessions  of  the 
Association  to  act  for  the  body  in  necessary  matters,  executing  the 
plans  and  work  of  the  Association  in  whatever  manner  may  seem 
advisable,  a  full  report  of  its  work  being  presented  annually,  with 
such  recommendations  as  may  seem  wise.  In  case  of  death  or  remov- 
al of  a  member,  the  committee  may  appoint  a  successor  to  act  until 
the  next  meeting  of  the  Association. 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  elective  and 
ex-officio  members.  The  elective  members  shall  be  six  laymen, 
three  men  andthree  women,  no  two  of  whom  are  from  the  same 
church;  and  they  shall  be  elected  for  two  year's  terms,  so  that  each 
year  the  Association  will  elect  three  lay  members  of  the  Executive 
Committee.  The  Moderator  of  the  Association  shall  be  an  ex-officio 
member  of  the  committee,  and  shall  act  as  its  chairman.  In  addition 
to  the  Moderator,  the  following  persons  shall  be  ex-officio  members 
of  the  Committee:  Vice-Moderator,  Clerk,  Treasurer,  Auditor,  and 
Historian  of  the  Association;  also  the  Associational  heads  of  Sunday 
Schools,  Training  Union,  and  Woman's  Missionary  Union,  the  pastors 
of  the  churches  in  the  Association,  and  the  persons  who  are  to  make 
reports  to  the  Association  the  following  year  on  Christian  Education, 
Christian  Literature,  Temperance,  Social  Service,  Co-operative  Pro- 
gram, Orphanage  and  Hospital  and  Associational  Missionary.  All 
ex-officio  members  shall  have  a  right  to  vote  on  all  matters. 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  be  divided  for  efficiency  into 
subcommittees,  which  shall  promote  the  various  phases  of  our  work 
during  the  year  and  report  quarterly  to  the  Executive  Committee. 

12.  This  Constitution  may  be  amended  at  any  annual  session  by 
a  two-thirds  vote  of  all  members  present. 

13.  The  Proceedings  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Union  shall 
be  recorded  as  a  part  of  the  Minutes  of  the  Association. 

14.  The  Associational  Sunday  School  Superintendent  and  Bap- 
tist Training  Union  Director  shall  be  nominated  by  their  respective 
groups  and  elected  by  the  Association  in  annual  session. 
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By-Laws 

1.  The  Association  shall  meet  annually  at  such  time  and  place 
as  it  may  decide. 

2.  All  meetings  of  the  body  shall  be  opened  and  closed  with 
devotional  services. 

3.  Representatives  from  ten  of  the  churches  shall  constitute  a 
quorum. 

4.  Delegates  shall  be  recognized  by  letters  form  their  churches 
designating  them  as  such. 

5.  Members  desiring  to  speak  shall  first  rise  and  address  the 
Moderator,  shall  use  the  term  "brother,"  in  speaking  to  each  other, 
shall  not  speak  on  the  same  subject  more  than  twice  without  per- 
mission, and  shall  observe  the  courtesy  that  becomes  Christians. 

6.  The  roll  of  members  shall  be  called  at  least  once,  and 
absentees  marked. 

7.  Corresponding  messengers  and  visiting  brethren  shall  be  in- 
vited to  seats  with  the  privilege  of  speaking,  but  not  voting. 

8.  A  copy  of  the  minutes  shall  be  sent  to  each  of  the  following: 
Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  State  Mission  Board,  Librarian  of 
WakeForest  College,  Librarian  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Theological 
Seminary,  Louisville,  Ky.,  Secretary  of  Survey  and  Statistics,  Bap- 
tist Sunday  School  Board,  Nashville,  Tenn.;  Samuel  Colgate  Histori- 
cal Collection,  Colgate  University,  Hamilton,  N.  Y.;  American  Bap- 
tist Society,  Crozer  Seminary,  Chester,  Pa.;  and  to  South  Western 
Baptist  Theological  Seminary,  Fort  Worth,  Texas.

REPORT  ON  CHRISTIAN  LITERATURE 

'Put  first  things  first" — is  an  admonition  often  heralded  and 
heard — Tragically— as  to  how  often  heeded  there  is  a  question.  Cer- 
tainly "Christian  Literature"  is  a  FIRST  in  Christian  cultivation  and 
growth  and  more  certainly  there  can  be  no  question  but  that  the 
Holy  Bible  is  FIRST  in  Christian  Literature.  Blessed  is  the  family 
who  begins  or  ends — better  still  begins  and  ends — each  day  with  the 
reading  and  discussion  of  God's  word  intermingled  with  prayer.  Woe 
to  those  of  us  who  fail  to  put  first  reading  first.  It  tells  in  our 
Christian  living  and  influence  as  Baptist  (10,494  strong  in  the  47 
Churches  of  Johnston  Association).  We  are  blessed  in  having  out- 
standing Christian  Periodicals  to  aid  adults  and  young  people  alike 
in  right  reading,  promotion  of  better  thinking  and  living  as  well  as 
better  training  for  promoting  our  denominational  and  Christian 
program. 

The  Statistical  Record  (secured  through  much  writing  and  other 
efforts)  given  below  reveals  more  or  less  accurately  how  well  we 
are  taking  advantage  of  our  advantages.

Forty  churches  reported;  7  did  not — Antioch,  Parrish  Memorial, 
Stevens  Chapel,  Benson  Grove,  Beulah,  Oliver's  Grove,  and  Trinity. 

Other  than  the  Bible  and  Christian  Periodicals,  where  are  we 
in  reading?  The  problems  and  menace  of  "News  Stands"  and  "Best 
Sellers"  we  have  with  us  always.  In  today's  world  many  evils  need 
corrections.  None  more  than  the  flood  of  indecent  literature  unless 
it  is  our  indifference  in  not  providing  good  literature  and  in  not 
developing  within  ourselves,  our  children,  and  others  an  apprecia- 
tion and  desire  for  good,  rather  than  for  bad  or  indifferent  literature. 

We  need  to  spend  more  time  in  thinking  of  where  we  are  in 
reading.    We  must  face  the  fact  that  our  progress,  not  in  reading, 
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but  in  good  reading  is  appallingly  poor.  We  need  the  courage  of 
conviction  to  correct  our  own  reading  and  cry  out  and  work  against 
bad  reading  and  for  good  literature  and  good  reading. 

Who  is  satisfied  with  our  growth  as  individuals,  as  an  associa- 
tion, in  our  reading,  our  use  and  promotion  of  Christian  Literature? 
Ycur  Christian  Literature  Committee  is  NOT!

6.  Due  to  the  absence  of  Brother  Garland  Hendericks,  who 
came  at  this  time  of  the  program,  Brother  William  H.  Poole,  who 
presented  the  report  on  Christian  Education,  was  recognized  by 
the  Moderator.  After  reading  this  report,  Brother  Poole  moved 
the  adoption  of  the  report.  This  was  seconded.  Brother  Poole 
presented  Dr.  A.  C.  Reid  of  Wake  Forest  College,  who  spoke  on 
the  report.  Dr.  Reid's  address  was  very  timely  and  much  enjoyed. 
The  report  was  adopted. 

REPORT  ON  CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION 

North  Carolina  Baptists  believe  that  "Christianity  is  a  teaching 
religion."  This  belief  is  well  rooted  in  the  New  Testament.  Jesus 
Himself  was  a  great  Teacher  as  well  as  a  Minister.  Quite  frequent- 
ly He  took  His  disciples  apart  from  the  multitudes  "and  taught 
them." 

Think  of  this.  Today  there  are  more  than  40  millions  of  young 
people  with  their  ears  turned  toward  various  Professors.  These 
energetic  potentialities  are  being  instructed  wisely  or  unwisely  at 
various  levels  of  their  mental  and  spiritual  possibilities.  May  I 
remind  you  that  what  these  young  "up-starts"  are  being  taught, 
whether  we  like  it  or  not,  will  have  far-reaching  influence  on  this 
generation  and  the  future  generations.  Thus  we  need  to  be  wise 
in  planning  such  a  pattern  of  development  for  them. 

In  the  year  1834  the  Baptists  of  North  Carolina  accepted  the 
challenge  to  provide  Christian  Education  for  the  youth  of  this  great 
State.  In  that  year  Wake  Forest  College  was  organized.  Since 
then  at  least  six  more  worthy  colleges  (denominational)  have  been 
opened  for  similar  training.  Today  these  colleges  are  training  at 
least  5000  students,  most  of  whom  are  from  Baptist  homes  here  in 
North  Carolina.  To  be  more  specific  some  over  4000  of  these  pupils 
are  members  of  Baptist  churches.  It  is  quite  obvious  t\at  these 
students  will  in  a  great  measure  help  shape  the  destiny  of  Christian 
Education  in  the  days  yet  to  come.  What  a  tremendous  opportunity 
is  set  before  this  denomination  today.    And  in  a  great  measure  our 
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Baptists  are  meeting  the  challenge.  Not  only  are  preachers,  mis- 
sionaries but  leaders  are  being  educated  for  a  greater  service  in 
these  colleges.  Their  influence  and  scholarship  are  definitely  com- 
mitted to  the  onward  advance  of  the  Master's  Kingdom  on  earth. 
Thus  they  are  found  loyal  to  the  Baptist  program  of  teaching. 

Certainly  we  are  aware  that  these  institutions  are  unable  to 
cover  the  entire  field  of  education.  Even  though  that  is  true,  they 
can  still  show  liberal  education  in  its  best  form.  And  they  should 
continue  to  do  the  following  things. 

First — Give  to  the  inquiring  mind  something  definite  to  hold  to 
while  standing  on  shifting  ground. 

Second — Acquaint  the  students  with  Democracy; '-"Occgrap-hy. 
social  understanding  and  how  to  get  along  with  others. 

Third — Speak  with  authority  on  the  subject  of  sin  and  let  it  be 
known  that  it  is  a  real  factor  in  wrecking  human  lives;  also  that 
there  is  a  Plan  of  Salvation. 

Fourth — That  Christ  is  the  only  answer  to  lives  that  are  all 
snarled  and  twisted  up  and  all  out  of  balance. 

It  it  true  that  a  so  called  Christian  College  does  not  become 
Christian  simply  by  setting  down  some  rigid  religious  rules  or  re- 
quirements: such  as  being  a  member  of  some  Protestant  Church;  or 
Chapel  attendance  for  students  or  faculty.  The  answer  to  the  power 
of  the  Christian  college  will  be  found  a  reality  when  "The  Christian 
element  permeates  the  total  life  of  the  whole  institution  with  Christ 
the  Major  and  controlling  force,  and  not  just  a  small  part  of  it."  Then 
and  only  then  will  our  representatives  of  Christian  Education  say  to 
all  the  world,  not  in  a  soft  whisper,  but  with  a  voice  that  is  loud  and 
convincing  that  Christian  Education  not  only  trains  for  life  hereafter, 
but  it  trains  life  for  living  today.

New  Pastors  were  recognized  as  follows:  S.  G.  Stevens, 
Baptist  Tabernacle;  Edward  Clifton,  Benson  Grove;  Billie  God- 
win, Pinkney;  and  Horace  Ricks,  Princeton. 
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10.  Brother  Whitley  asked  that  Brother  Stone  lead  in  sing- 
ing  a  hymn,  "Am  I  a  Soldier  of  the  Cross". 

11.  The  moderator  announced  the  following  committees:

12.  Brother  M.  M.  Johnson,  Pastor  of  the  Mount  Moriah 
Church  was  recognized  and  preached  the  annual  Sermon,  read- 
ing Phil.  2:1-20.  Brother  Johnson  brought  a  wonderful  message. 

13.  Brother  W.  J.  Grain,  a  former  Pastor  of  Selma  Church, 
led  the  prayer  closing  the  morning  session  and  returned  Thanks 
for  the  food  prepared  for  lunch. 

14.  The  afternoon  session  was  called  to  order  at  2:00  by 
Moderator  Whitley. 

15.  Brother  Thurman  Stone  led  in  singing  "When  I  Survey 
the  Wondrous  Cross"  and  "Blessed  Assurance".  Mrs.  Leon 
Woodruff  was  at  the  organ. 

Brother  Stone  led  theprayer  opening  the  afternoon  session. 

16.  The  Moderator  recognized  Brother  Eph  Whisenhunt,. 
Pastor  of  the  Clayton  Church,  who  presented  the  report  on  Re- 
lief and  Annunity.  After  reading  the  report,  a  most  interesting 
one,  he  moved  its  adoption.  This  was  seconded.  Brother  Whis- 
enhunt spoke  to  the  report  in  a  most  interesting  and  informa- 
tive manner.   On  vote  the  report  was  adopted. 

REPORT  ON  THE  RELIEF  AND  ANNUITY  BOARD 

The  Relief  and  Annuity  Bo^rd  is  located  in  Dallas,  Texas.  The 
Board  was  organized  to  aid  disabled  and  aged  ministers.,  and  widows 
of  ministers  in  need.  The  Relief  Department  continues  to  offer  relief 
to  disabled  and  aged  ministers,  and  widows  who  need  a  check 
monthly  or  quarterly  to  help  keep  the  wolf  away  from  their  doors. 
Last  year  the  department  paid  out  more  than  it  received  for  this 
purpose.  North  Carolina  did  not  send  to  the  Board  as  much  as  was 
paid  to  aged  ministers  and  widows  in  1949.  Many  churches  make  a 
freewill  offering  for  Relief  during  the  year.  This  can  be  done  through 
the  Sunday  School. 

The  Ministers'  Retirment  Plan  is  the  plan  adopted  by  the  de- 
nomination to  aid  aged  and  disabled  ministers,  and  widows  of  min- 
isters for  the  future.    The  pastor  and  church  must  a^ree  to  enter  the 
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plan.  The  pastor  pays  four  per  cent  of  his  salary  and  the  church  pays 
the  same  amount.  The  denomination  places  into  the  fund  a  small 
amount  in  order  that  the  pastor  may  have  security  when  for  health 
reasons  or  old  age  he  ceases  to  draw  a  salary.  Under  this  plan  if  his 
health  fails  he  may  draw  a  pension  which  is  at  present  approxi- 
mately $600.00  annually.  If  he  continues  preaching  until  he  is  65, 
he  may  retire  on  a  pension  equal  to  one  half  of  his  average  salary 
since  he  entered  the  plan.  The  pencicn  depends  upon  the  length  of 
years  that  he  has  been  preaching  and  when  he  entered  the  plan.  No 
pastor  pays  four  per  cent  on  his  salary  which  is  above  $4000.00.  He 
pays  only  on  the  salary  up  to  $4000.00.  No  pastor  will  draw  fifty 
per  cent  of  his  salary  before  1953.  If  a  pastor  reaches  65  in  1950,  he 
will  draw  38y2%  of  his  salary. 

The  widow  of  a  pastor  who  has  served  churches  for  twenty 
five  years  or  more,  and  who  joined  the  plan  and  paid  his  part 
until  he  retired,  will  receive  half  of  his  pension,  provided  she 
had  been  his  wife  for  25  years.  The  amount  of  the  pension  in- 
creases or  decreases  according  to  years. 

The  following  churches  and  their  pastors  are  in  the  Ministers' 
Retirement  Plan:  Blackmon's  Grove,  Clayton,  Four  Oaks,  Kenly, 
Mount  Moriah,  Pine  Level,  Pisgah,  Selma,  Smithfield,  Thanks- 
giving and  Wilson  Mills.  These  churches  and  their  pastors  paid 
into  the  fund  during  the  Associational  Year  $2,048.00. 

The  Widows'  Supplemental  Plan  is  the  plan  in  which  the  pas- 
tor, without  the  aid  of  the  church,  pays  the  sum  equal  to  1V2% 
of  his  salary  for  his  widow  in  case  he  dies  before  the  age  of  re- 
tirement Plan  takes  care  of  the  widow  if  she  lives  beyond  the  hus- 
band retirement  period.  It  does  not  take  care  of  the  widow  whose 
husband  died  before  reaching  the  age  of  65.  In  that  case  she  gets 
whatever  her  husband  paid  into  the  fund.  The  Widows'  Supple- 
mental Plan  takes  care  of  her  if  her  husband  lives  to  be  65. 

The  Relief  and  Annuity  Board  should  have  the  support  of  all 
pastors  and  churches.  In  this  age  of  Social  Security  Laws  our  dis- 
abled and  aged  servants  must  be  cared  for  by  the  churches. 

RECOMMENDATION 
That  the  messengers  to  this  association  go  to  their  churches 
and  study  the  Retirement  Plans  and  urge  their  pastors  and  churches 
to  enter  the  Ministers'  Retirement  Plan  immediately.

17.  Brother  Jas.  G.  Lane  of  the  Mount  Moriah  Church, 
Historian  of  the  Association,  was  recognized,  and  he  read  a  His- 
tory of  the  Selma  Church  as  his  report. 

On  motion  the  report  was  adopted. 
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HISTORY  OF  SELMA  BAPTIST  CHURCH 

The  most  reliable  information  as  to  the  date  of  the  organiza- 
tion of  this  church  is  that  it  was  organized  in  1866.  The  minutes 
of  the  Raleigh  Association  show  that  Selma  was  a  member  of  that 
Association  before  1870. 

The  Selma  Church  was  host  to  the  Raleigh  Association  just  a 
few  years  before  the  forming  of  the  Johnston  Association.  The  first 
meeting  of  the  new  Association  was  held  in  the  Selma  Church  in 
1903.  The  building  itself  was  not  large  enough  to  hold  the  group 
and  neither  was  the  Methodist  Church  considered  adequate  for  the 
meeting -and  so  the  auditorium  of  the  picture  show  was  used.  The 
Selma  Drug  Company  now  occupies  that  building  which  of  course 
has  been  remodeled. 

Brother  C.  W.  Blanchard  presented  the  Resolutions  at  the  for- 
mation of  the  Association.  The  third  division  of  the  resolution 
stated,  "that  we  hereby  extend  to  all  the  churches  of  the  Raleigh 
Association  in  or  near  the  territory  of  Johnston  County  the  privi- 
lege to  elect  delegates  from  their  respective  bodies  to  meet  at  such 
time  and  place  as  may  be  at  this  assembly  mentioned,  to  organize 
themselves  into  a  regular  Baptist  Association,  to  form  their  own 
plans  of  operation  and  cooperation  with  the  State  Convention  in  the 
missionary  work  of  the  denomination." 

The  growth  of  the  Selma  Church  has  been  a  steady  and  pro- 
gressive one  and  since  it  is  necessary  to  have  some  comparison  the 
fifty  year  period  from  1900  to  1950  has  been  used. 

The  pastor  at  Selma  in  1900  was  Rev.  Duncan  McLeed  but  the 
minutes  of  the  second  year  of  the  new  Association  shows  that  Bro. 
C.  Wv  B-lancrrard  was  the  pastor  that  year.  Bro.  McLeod  received  a 
salary  of  $150.00  per  year.  He  held  services  on  the  first  Sunday  in 
each  month.  He  was  also  pastor  at  Pine  Level  and  Thanksgiving. 
He  received  as  salary  at  Pine  Level  the  sum  of  $2.62,  while  there 
is  no  salary  shown  as  being  paid  at  Thanksgiving.  All  contribu- 
tions for  all  objects  in  all  the  churches  of  the  Asociation  would 
not  equal  the  present  pastor's  salary  at  Selma. 

The  first  year  of  the  century  the  church  plant  consisted  of  a 
one  room  building  which  was  evidently  in  need  of  some  work  for 
the  repair  bill  for  that  year  was  $383.55.  The  Sunday  School  could 
be  housed  in  this  building  for  the  total  church  membership  was 
forty-three.  The  Sunday  School  Superintendent  was  M.  C.  Win- 
ston but  the  church  letter  to  the  Association  gave  no  information 
as  to  Sunday  School  enrollment  or  any  other  information.  The  Sun- 
day School  was  the  only  other  organization  shown.  The  present 
church  letter  shows  an  enrollment  in  Sunday  School  of  301,  Train- 
ing Union  48,  W.  M.  U.  133.  The  church  membership  is  now  401. 
Tne  church  has  received  18  by  baptism  and  15  by  letter  this  year. 

The  total  gifts  to  all  objects  in  1950  has  amounted  to  $11,- 
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121.54.  The  gifts  to  missions  are  $1995.25.  The  educational  build- 
ing has  recently  been  completed  at  a  total  cost  of  $23,243.00.  A 
heating  plant  has  also  been  recently  installed.  The  total  value  of  all 
church  property  is  now  $80,000.00. 

The  church  has  been  supporting  a  full  time  program  since  1920. 
The  parsonage  has  recently  been  renovated.  The  present  pastor  is 
Rev.  H.  B.  Land,  Jr.,  who  has  been  serving  the  church  in  an  ef- 
ficient and  acceptable  way  since  1947.

18.  Brother  S.  T.  Anderson,  Secretary    of    the  Executive 
Committe,  read  the  report  for  that  Committee. 

Brother  Anderson  moved  the  adoption  of  this  report.  With 
the  adoption  of  the  recommended  budget  and  agreement  with 
the  Missionary  and  that  they  be  printed  in  the  Associational 
Minutes.  The  Moderator  asked  for  the  desires  of  the  Associa- 
tion as  to  giving  time  to  this  subject.  A  motion  made  by  Brother 
J.  L.  Jones  carried  to  continue  the  regular  program  and  further 
discussion  of  this  under  the  head  of  miscellaneous  business  at 
Thursday's  session. 

19.  At  this  time  the  session  was  favored  with  a  special  mus- 
ical number  by  Mrs.  M.  M.  Johnson  of  the  Mount  Moriah  Church. 
This  was  much  enjoyed. 

20.  Mrs.  H.  E.  Mitchiner,  Superintendent  of  the  Associa- 
tional W.  M.  U.  was  recognized  and  gave  a  fine  report  on  this 
part  of  our  work.  Mrs.  Mitchiner  moved  the  adoption  of  the  re- 
port telling  us  some  important  facts  concerning  especially  Dis- 
placed Persons  of  Europe. 

The  report  was  adopted. 

REPORT  OF  WOMAN'S  MISSIONARY  UNION 

Having  been  the  Asociational  Superintendent  of  the  W.  M.  U. 
for  only  four  months,  I  feel  that  John  4:38  well  expresses  my 
position:  "I  sent  you  to  reap  that  whereon  ye  bestowed  no  labor; 
other  men  laboured  and  ye  are  entered  into  their  labours."  Mrs. 
J.  E.  Wilder  is  the  capable  one  who  previously  led  this  work  and 
I  ask  your  prayers  that  I  may  follow  in  her  footsteps. 

The  W.  M.  U.  has  experienced  a  good  year,  being  one  of  the 
few  in  the  state  to  reach  the  Associational  standard  of  excellence. 
All  goals  were  not  reached  but  gratifying  gains  were  made  in  each 
phase  of  the  work  as  is  seen  in  our  being  an  A-l  Union.  There  has 
been  a  gain  in  membership,  contributions,  tithers  and  mission 
study.   An  organization  in  every  church  has  been  the  goal  for  many 
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years  and  that  has  been  accomplished  with  seven  new  W.  M.  S. 
and  nineteen  new  Young  People's  organizations.  Some  of  these 
societies  are  weak  and  need  our  prayers  and  co-operation  that  they 
may  grow  strong.

Mrs.  D.  R.  Oliver  is  the  Young  Peoples'  Leader  and  working 
with  her  as  counselors  and  leaders  are:  Mrs.  Thurman  Stone,  Y. 
W.  A.;  Rev.  C.  V/.  Teague,  R.  A.;  Mrs.  C.  W.  Teague,  G.  A.;  Mrs. 
W.  A.  Wrliams,  Sunbeams. 

Many  young  women  attended  the  Y.  W.  A.  banquet  and  the 
leaders  were  encouraged  that  so  large  a  number  gathered  to  catch 
a  greater  vision  of  Christian  living  and  service.  Realizing  these 
are  the  future  wives,  mothers,  homemakers,  W.  M.  U.  members 
and  missionaries  of  the  Johnston  Association,  we  take  courage  and 
move  on  with  thanksgiving.

Brother  Worth  Braswell,  Pastor  of  Pleasant  Grove, 
gave  the  report  on  the  American  Bible  Society.  This  was  very 
informing.   The  report  was  adopted. 

REPORT  ON  AMERICAN  BIBLE  SOCIETY 

The  American  Bible  Society  is  not  a  commercial  publishing  house. 
It  is  a  missionary  organization.  Bibles,  Testaments,  and  single 
books  of  the  Bible  are  published  without  purpose  of  profit  in  or- 
der to  meet  the  varied  needs  met  in  missionary  work.  There  are 
at  least  200  languages  and  dialects  in  which  the  Society  circulates 
the  Scriptures  each  year.  During  the  war,  Scriptures  in  many  for- 
eign languages  were  not  available;  but  these  shortages  are  quickly 
being  remedied. 

Whatever  Scriptures  can  be  published  or  purchased  by  the 
Society  are  made  available  for  missionaries  of  the  various  churches 
at  work  throughout  the  world.  Where  economic  conditions  re- 
quire it,  as  in  many  foreign  lands,  prices  are  fixed  below  cost  for 
the  benefit  of  the  people.  In  many  cases  where  the  financial  con- 
dition of  persons  or  groups  make  it  necessary,  free  or  partially 
free  grants  are  made.  The  Society  acts  as  the  agent  of  the  Chris- 
tian Churches  of  America. 

In  a  cable  to  the  American  Bible  Society,  General  Douglas 
MacArthur  said,  "Magnificent  Contribution  has  been  made  by 
the  American  Bible  Society.  It  is  hoped  that  a  permanent  pro- 
gram will  provide  for  the  message  of  Scriptures  to  reach  every 
village  and  hamlet  in  the  land."  He  has  described  conditions  in 
Japan  in  which  the  people  have  turned  from  their  old  beliefs  as 
"an  opportunity  without  counterpart  since  the  birth  of  Christ." 

Four  million  Bibles,  Testaments  and  Gospels  have  been  pro- 
vided by  the  Society  since  the  war  but — 

Four  million  is  only  a  beginning  in  reaching  "every  village 
and  hamlet  in  the  land." 

The  continuing  help  of  Southern  Baptists  is  needed  now  in 
a  dramatic  gesture  of  good  will  to  provide  for  sending  the  word 
of  God  to  the  uttermost  parts  of  the  earth.

30.  The  Moderator  read  a  list  of  our  members  who  have 
answered  the  last  roll  call  since  September  30,  1949.  Brother  H. 
B.  Land  led  in  prayer  of  Thanksgiving  for  their  lives. 

31.  The  Moderator  asked  Brother  G.  Willie  Lee  of  the  Plea- 
sant Grove  Church,  Vice  Moderator  of  the  Association,  to  pre- 
side. 

32.  The  Clerk  presented  a  digest  of  the  Church  Letters. 

33.  At  this  time  Brother  J.  H.  Mauney,  Associational  Mis- 
sionary was  recognized.  He  presented  Brother  J.  C.  Cammack 
of  the  Missions  Committee,  who  presented  the  report  of  the  ac- 
tivities of  the  Associational  Missionary.  Brother  Cammack 
moved  the  adoption  of  the  report.  The  motion  received  a  second. 
Brother  Mauney  was  recognized  and  spoke  to  the  report,  telling 
us  some  important  and  interesting  facts  concerning  this  work. 
The  report  was  adopted. 

REPORT  OF  THE  ASSOCIATIONAL  MISSIONS  PROGRAM 

For  the  first  time  this  year  the  report  of  our  Associational 
Missionary  is  to  be  given  by  the  Missions  Committee.  It  is  the 
feeling  of  this  Committee  that  our  churches  will  support  a  pro- 
gram with  which  they  are  thoroughly  familiar. 

Herewith  is  presented  an  outline  of  the  actual  activities  and 
an  interpretation  of  the  work  of  Mr.  Mauney,  our  Associational 
missionary. 
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X.    Work  in  The  Individual  Churches 

Mr.  Mauney,  within  four  ana  one-half  months  after  coming  to 
the  Johnston  Association,  has  been  in  each  of  the  47  churches.  His 
work  has  consisted  of  organizational,  promotional,  preaching,  lead- 
ing the  music,  aiding  with  Vacation  Bible  Schools,  helping  to  ordain 
deacons,  census  enrollment,  study  courses,  and  he  has  led  in  four 
revivals.  Specific  results  have  already  been  achieved. 

He  has  aided  in  the  organization  of  a  Woman's  Missionary  So- 
ciety at  Baptist  Tabernacle,  a  new  Training  Union  group  in  the 
Pinkney  Church  and  has  aided  greatly  in  the  cooperative  effort 
of  financial  assistance  to  the  Newton  Grove  Church. 

2.  Cooperative  Efforts 

Besides  work  with  the  pastors  and  leaders  of  individual  ^JaiinJajes 
in  our  own  Association,  Mr.  Mauney  has  aided  in  a  larger  ministry 
outside  the  Association  helping  in  Sunday  School  and  Training 
Union  enlargement  campaigns  and  preaching  at  pastors'  conferences 
and  in  individual  churches.  We  are  happy  to  share  our  Associa- 
tional  "pastor"  with  other  churches  and  Associations  over  the  state. 
This  major  ministry  will  make  possible  the  inviting  of  various  pas- 
tors and  missionaries  in  similar  campaigns  within  our  own  Asso- 
ciation. 

One  of  the  largest  tasks  of  our  missionary  in  the  field  of  pro- 
motion is  that  of  cooperative  efforts  involving  our  own  churches. 
Within  the  short  time  of  his  ministry  with  us  Mr.  Mauney  has  pro- 
moted most  effectively  the  divisional  training  schools  which  have 
been  held  in  various  parts  of  the  Association,  organized  and  pre- 
pared the  Sunday  School  teams  which  recently  were  in  every 
church  where  they  were  wanted  to  interpret  the  Sunday  School  pro- 
gram for  the  coming  year  in  its  relation  to  the  work  of  the  whole 
Southern  Baptist  Convention.  Two  Vacation  Bible  School  clinics 
were  held  both  of  which  brought  specific  results.  A  member  of 
one  of  our  churches  has  remarked  that  they  had  "never  had  a  real 
Vacation  Bible  School  until  this  year."  This  church,  one  of  our 
smallest,  enrolled  67  pupils  for  a  five-day  school,  3  hours  a  day, 
and  enrolled  a  faculty  of  15.  In  the  Southern  Division  one  church 
enrolled  members  in  the  Training  School  which  had  had  no  train- 
ing courses  for  15  years. 

3.  An  Interpretation 

It  would  be  impossible  for  us  to  adequately  measure  the  work 
of  our  missionary  just  as  it  is  impossible  through  statistics  to  report 
the  effectiveness  of  pastoral  leadership;  however,  some  of  the  activi- 
ties of  our  missionary  should  be  revealing.  Mr.  Mauney  has  travel- 
ed over  12,000  miles  and  covered  the  Association  ^ereugnly-seek- 
ing  for  opportunities  to  help  the  various  churches  with  their  local 
programs.  He  has  been  in  as  many  as  four  churches  in  one  Sun- 
day. Through  the  direct  efforts  of  his  personal  work  and  preach- 
ing there  have  been  18  conversions  with  many  additional  people 
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finding  Christ  following  his  ministry  in  several  of  our  local  churches. 
This  year  for  the  first  time  the  Associational  Music  Festival  was 
begun  and  in  the  future  our  missionary  is  hoping  to  pioneer  the 
field  of  visual  aids  to  promote  the  various  phases  of  our  program. 
In  some  instances,  where  a  visual  interpretation  of  the  hospital 
needs,  for  instance,  have  been  given  many  churches  have  made 
splendid  offerings.  His  work,  which  includes  studying,  editing 
(The  Missionary  Record  goes  to  250  of  our  Associational  leaders 
each  month)  conferences,  traveling,  counseling,  preaching,  teaching, 
singing — and  even  eating — leaves  him  little  time  to  be  either  hus- 
band to  his  wife  or  father  to  his  three  children! 

We  rejoice  in  the  splendid  work  he  is  doing.  He  is  our  servant 
and  his  work  can  become  effective  only  as  he  is  invited  into  the 
local  churches  to  help.  He  should  be  used  where  he  is  needed.  He 
should  be  alerted  to  any  missionary  opportunity.  He  is  God's  man 
to  meet  the  great  need  which  Johnston  County  affords  for  the  fur- 
therance of  the  Gospel. 

It  is  the  firm  conviction  of  this  committee  that  if  the  work  of 
our  missionary  is  known  by  our  churches  and  interpreted  correctly 
by  our  pastors,  it  will  be  supported  spiritually  and  financially  by  all 
of  our  people.

After  the  read- 
ing of  the  report  on  the  Hospital,  Brother  Puckette  moved  its 
adoption.  This  was  seconded.  Brother  Puckette  presented  Dr. 
McGee  of  our  Hospital  who  spoke  on  the  report  giving  impor- 
tant facts  concerning  this  phase  of  our  work.  Mrs.  B.  A.  Ho- 
cutt  spoke  for  the  White  Cross  in  regard  to  our  Hospital  work. 
She  stated  all  churches  in  our  Association  except  four  had  con- 
tributed to  this  work  more  than  $500.    The  report  was  adopted. 

REPORT  OF  THE  NORTH  CAROLNA  BAPTIST  HOSPITAL 

Our  Baptist  Hospital  has  become  a  haven  of  hope  for  thousands 
of  sick  persons  each  year  throughout  North  Carolina.  It  provides  the 
highest  type  of  medical  service  for  the  sick  of  all  classes.  It  is  our 
mc-nns  of  carrying  on  the  healing  ministry  of  Jesus. 

Last  year  9,700  patients  were  cared  for  in  the  Hospital  and 
90,000  visits  were  made  to  the  clinics  for  examinations  and  treat- 
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.ments.  About  half  of  these  were  persons  with  little  or  no  money; 
they  were  provided  free  professional  care  by  the  doctors,  and  were 
given  additional  financial  assistance  with  the  cost  of  the  service  they 
received. 

This  free  service  was  provided  largely  by  our  Mother's  Day  of- 
ferings which  amounted  to  $128,900.00.  Other  assistance  came  from 
various  health  and  welfare  agencies,  the  Duke  Endowment,  and  in- 
dividual gifts.  All  this  added  together  enabled  the  Hospital  to  pro- 
vide free  service  amounting  to  $312,  500.00,  in  addition  to  the  work  of 
the  doctors.  And  yet,  many  could  not  be  given  as  much  financial  as- 
sistance as  they  needed  because  the  Hospital  did  not  have  sufficient 
funds. 

We  are  happy  to  report  that  at  this  date  the  Mother's  Day  of- 
ferings this  year  are  running  ahead  of  those  last  year.  The  reports 
from  the  special  offerings  to  raise  $700,000.00  toward  the  building  of 
the  new  South  Wing  to  the  Hospital  are  most  encouraging.  It  looks 
now  as  if  the  full  amount  will  be  raised  when  all  the  churches  have 
made  their  offerings  and  sent  in  the  money.  The  150  new  beds  this 
enlargement  will  provide  will  relieve  the  great  shortage  and  enable 
the  Hospital  to  admit  the  sick  more  promptly. 

The  School  of  Nursing  is  admitting  one  of  the  largest  classes  in 
its  history  and  it  looks  as  if  it  will  be  one  of  the  best.  It  has  ap- 
plications from  far  more  than  it  can  accommodate.  The  Medical 
School  has  likewise  had  one  of  its  best  years. 

The  Department  of  Religion  is  growing  and  becoming  more  ef- 
fective as  a  part  of  the  life  and  work  of  the  Hospital.  Through  the 
generous  support  of  a  friend  another  Chaplain  is  being  added  to  the 
staff.  The  Department  of  Religion  seeks  through  its  ministry  to 
help  make  the  Baptist  Hospital  a  genuinely  Christian  institution  of 
healing  and  teaching.

REPORT  ON  THE  BAPTIST  ORPHANAGE  HOMES  FOR  1950 

In  our  1949  report  we  were  compelled  to  announce  that  we  had 
spent  $56,000.  more  than  we  had  received,  this  overdraft  being  due 
to  our  having  to  repair  so  many  old  buildings  and  to  erect  some 
new  ones.    We  told  you  about  our  shortage  and  appealed  to  you  to 
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give  more  liberally  than  heretofore,  which  you  did.  Last  year, 
therefore,  you  gave  $32,000.  more  than  we  spent,  gave  more  than 
had  ever  been  given  before,  in  one  year,  to  carry  on  our  work,  for 
which  we  are  very  thankful. 

On  March  21st,  this  year,  the  Co-Executors  of  the  Robert  M. 
Idol  Estate  turned  over  to  the  Orphanage  $586,000.  to  be  used  in 
building  a  church  at  Mills  Home,  in  memory  of  his  mother,  an  In- 
firmary here,  in  memory  of  his  sister,  and  a  vocational  building 
which  the  trustees  feel  should  be  in  memory  of  Mr.  Idol  himself. 
This  is  the  largest  single  bequest  the  Orphanage  has  ever  received. 
An  architect  has  been  employed  and  plans  and  specifications  are 
being  prepared  for  these  new  buildings  which  should  be  started  this 
fall.  Last  year  was  another  good  year  for  your  Orphanage — a  year 
when  we  cared  for  781  children,  and  the  health  of  our  children  was 
excellent  and  they  did  well  in  school,  fourteen  graduating  from  Mills- 
Home  and  five  from  Kennedy  Home.  Our  pastor,  John  Walton,  bap- 
tized 70  here  and  good  work,  along  spiritual  lines,  was  also  done  at 
Kennedy  Home. 

This  year  we  are  having  a  number  of  changes  in  personnel,  but 
we  feel  that  we  have  been  fortunate  in  securing  good  workers  to 
take  the  places  of  those  retiring.  Our  General  Supt.,  Dr.  Zeno  Wall, 
on  reaching  the  retirement  age  of  68,  on  August  20th,  leaves  us  for 
his  home  in  Shelby  and  the  Board  of  Trustees  turned  to  Supt.  W.  C. 
Reed,  of  Kennedy  Home,  to  fill  the  vacancy.  He  is  a  man  of  culture, 
experience  and  consecration,  and  will,  we  feel,  continue  to  be  a 
tireless  worker  and  a  safe  leader.  Our  people  love  him,  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  W...  A...  Srnitlv.of  Boone,  take  over  the  work  at  Kennedy  Home 
and  come  to  us  with  excellent  training  and  with  good  records.  He 
will  be  Supt.  there  and  his  wife  will  assist  him.  They  are  loyal 
Baptist. 

Mr.  Riman  Muth,  born  and  educated  in  our  state,  comes  to  take 
over  the  work  of  treasurer,  Mr.  J.  D.  Fraley,  who  resigned  some 
weeks  ago;  and  Mr.  Muth  will  bring  with  him  his  well  trained  and 
experienced  wife,  Frances  Bandy,  one  of  our  former  case  workers, 
both  Baptist  and  faithful  workers. 

Mr.  J.  Marse  Grant  was  again  elected  editor  of  Charity  and 
Children  and  has  for  his  goal  50,000  copies  of  this  valuable  paper 
going  out  weekly  into  the  homes  and  churches  of  our  people. 

With  65  years  of  glorious  history  back  of  us;  with  a  big  building 
program  immediately  in  front  of  us;  with  a  new  General  Supt.  and 
a  group  of  new  workers  coming  to  us;  with  a  fatihful  and  experienced 
band  of  old  workers  remaining  with  us;  with  scores  and  scores  of 
homeless  children  calling  to  us  for  shelter  and  sustenance;  with 
thousands  of  generous  hearts  standing  back  of  us;  and  with  unfalter- 
inf  faith  in  God,  we  face  the  future,  unafraid,  feeling  that,  unless 
war  comes,  our  biggest  and  brightest  days  are  ahead  of  us. 

Let  us  continue  to  pray  for  our  Orphanage,  and  give  regularly

The  Cooperative  Program  collects  funds  for  missions  and  dis- 
tributes them  for  the  support  of  Missionaries,  Christian  Education, 
Hospitals  and  their  upkeep.  Its  ministry  to  Associational,  State- 
wide and  Foreign  Missions  endeavor  has  been  unequaled  by  other 
systems  of  finance. 

We  ask  our  people  to  note  the  orderly  and  consistent  service  the 
program  is  rendering  in  making  Christ's  way  of  Life  known  to  the 
ends  of  the  earth,  beginning  at  home. 

Realizing  then  the  efficiency  of  the  Cooperative  Program,  we 
urge  that  our  churches  shall  continue  to  increase  their  gifts  to  the 
program  until  50%  of  all  funds  collected  shall  go  to  outside  objects.

The  afternoon  session  was  called  to  order  by  A.  J.  Whitley 
at  2:10  p.m. 

40.  Brother  W.  B.  Stone  led  us  in  singing  "Take  My  Life 
and  Let  It  Be." 

41.  Brother  Alex.  Pasetti  led  us  in  prayer. 

42.  C.  W.  Teague  was  recognized  and  announced  that  Bro- 
ther W.  S.  Earp,  who  was  a  member  of  Thanksgiving  Baptist 
Church  and  a  member  of  the  Johnston  Association  for  more  than 
60  years,  had  passed  to  his  eternal  reward  and  asked  the  Associa- 
tion to  remember  Brother  Earp  and  his  family  in  prayer. 

43.  The  Moderator  recognized  P.  P.  Hartsell  who  brought 
the  Sunday  School  report.  Brother  Hartsell  moved  the  adoption. 
A  motion  to  adopt  Brother  Hartsell's  report  for  the  morning  ses- 
sion was  made.  Then  a  motion  was  made  and  seconded  to  adopt 
the  Sunday  School  report.  Brother  Hartsell  spoke  to  the  report 
refering  to  the  report  of  Evangelism  given  by  Brother  Fletcher 
Ford. 

SUNDAY  SCHOOL  REPORT 

The  School  in  which  we  teach  the  GREAT  COMMISSION  is  our 
Sunday  School.  We  may  do  great  and  marvelous  good  in  and  through 
other  organizations,  but  it  is  the  Sunday  School  that  provides  for 
the  over  all  teaching  of  the  Scripture  to  the  complete  family.  No 
other  institution  claims  to  provide  education  and  training  for  every 
member  of  the  family,  from  the  cradle  to  the  last  days  of  life. 

Much  has  been  done,  but  there  is  yet  more  to  do.  We  have  only 
begun  to  see  the  great  harvest  before  us.  The  1950-51  program  of 
the  Southern  Baptist  calls  for  500,000  net  enrolment  gain;  200,000 
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additional  complete  families  in   Sunday  School;   2,000  additional 
churches  with  a  full-time  program. 

THE  SUGGESTED  THREE-YEAR  SUNDAY  SCHOOL  PROGRAM 
October,  1949  —  October,  1952 
Through  joint  study  and  recommendation  of  the  state  Sunday 
school  secretaries  and  the  Sunday  School  Department  of  the  Baptist 
Sunday  School  Board,  we  are  engaged  in  a  significant  and  far- 
reaching  Sunday  School  Program  which  began  October,  1949,  and 
continues  through  October,  1952. 

Here  are  the  goals  unanimously  adopted: 
6,000,000  Sunday  school  enrolment  by  1953 
500,000  additional  families  in  Sunday  school 
5,000  additional  rural  churches  with  a  full-time  program  of 
work 

An  expanding  Bible  Teaching  Program  including, 

An  enriched  Sunday  morning  session  of  one  hour  and  fifteen 

minutes  each  Sunday 

A  Vacation  Bible  school  for  two  week  each  year 

A  Vacation  Bible  school  for  two  weeks  each  year 

Using  Bible  books  in  the  Sunday  School  Training  Course 

for  additional  Bible  study  opportunities  and 
Working  for  daily  Family  Bible  study 

All  Sunday  school  efforts  centered  in  winning  people  to  Christ 

October  1,  we  entered  the  second  year  of  this  program.  It  is  a 
eonvention-wide  program  but  its  success  depends  upon  your  church 
by  adopting  it.  The  wholehearted  response  of  thousands  of  churches 
last  year  resulted  in  the  best  year  in  the  history  of  Southern  Baptists. 
The  increasing  needs  call  for  larger  church  buildings,  more  workers, 
high  Christian  living,  and  better  work  this  year. 

Our  first  step  in  enlisting  more  people  for  more  Bible  study  is  to 
enroll  our  unenlisted  church  members.  This  is  not  a  matter  to  be 
suggested  and  forgotten  but  one  that  needs  our  prayer,  study  and 
work.  When  we  get  more  of  our  men  and  women  enrolled  in  our 
Sunday  schools,  we  will  be  able  to  enlist  more  fami  ies.  Every 
church  should  make  a  study  of  its  church  roll  and  seek  to  get  every 
resident  member  doing  more  Bible  study. 

The  January  Bible  study  week  and  the  vacation  bible  school 
should  take  first  place  in  the  hearts  of  our  pastors  and  S.  S.  superin- 
tendents. Thenn,  too,  the  crusade  for  Christ  which  will  climax  with 
the  Simultaneous  Revival  March  25  to  April  8,  1951,  will  depend  on 
the  Preparation  made  through  the  Sunday  School.  We  urge  full  and 
complete  cooperation  of  our  Sunday  school  officers  and  teachers 
in  the  coming  revival.

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REPORT  OF  ASSOCIATIONAL  CHAIRMAN  FOR 
SIMULTANEOUS  REVIVAL  CRUSADE,  MARCH  25-APRIL  8 

The  Executive  Committee  of  the  Association  is  recommending 
that  the  Baptist  Churches  of  the  Johnston  Association  cooperate  in 
the  Simultaneous  Revival  to  be  held  in  every  Baptist  Church  East 
of  the  Mississippi  River  March  25  -  April  8,  1951. 

The  Simultaneous  Evangelistic  Crusade  is  a  unified  Effort  of  all 
North  Carolina  Baptists,  all  Associations,  all  Churches,  agencies  and 
Institutions  beginning  a  Revival  on  the  same  day  (March  25)  and 
closing  on  the  same  day  (April  8),  working  in  unity  to  win  the  lost 
to  Christ  and  to  church  membership. 

The  world  has  never  before  faced  so  many  major  problems  as 
it  does  today.  Here  at  home  we  face  major  problems  almost  without 
number.  Our  divorce  problem,  unless  stemmed,  will  soon  wreck 
our  nation.  The  staggering  sins  of  liquor  drinking  and  gambling 
are  such  to  make  us  sick  at  heart.  Juvenile  delinquency,  inter- 
racial problems,  and  immorality  on  a  scale  never  dreamed  of  are 
confronting  us.  The  stagger  system  of  employment  and  the  high- 
powered  promotion  of  every  kind  and  phase  of  worldly  amusement 
have  all  but  wrecked  the  Christian  Sabbath.  Never  before  has 
there  been  a  time  in  the  history  of  Christianity  when  it  was  so 
difficult  to  get  the  unsaved  to  attend  services  of  worship. 

The  only  method  in  evangelism,  we  believe,  that  is  absolutely 
adequate  for  this  hour  is  the  simultaneous  method,  all  Associations, 
all  churches  in  a  given  territory  uniting  in  a  protracted  effort  to 
win  the  lost  to  Christ  and  church  membership,  to  bring  into  our  local 
churches  all  unaffiliated  Baptists.  The  need  is  so  great  that  such  a 
program  must  appeal  to  all  of  our  churches.  Think  of  it!  All  of  our 
churches  putting  first  things  first  at  the  same  time.  What  power 
and  what  a  Pentecostal  outpouring  would  come  upon  us  if  all  of  our 
churches  would  cooperate  in  this  great  soul-winning  effort. 

In  order  to  make  this  Simultaneous  Crusade  associational-wide 
the  following  associational  organization  has  been  set  up:  Associa- 
mtional  Chairman  of  Evangelism,  Fletcher  Ford;  Associational  organ- 
izer, J.  H.  Mauney.  A  Steering  Committee  consisting  of  the  Chair- 
men of  the  various  committees  has  been  named.  This  Committee  is 
composed  of  the  Associational  Chairman;  the  Associational  Organi- 
zer; Chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee,  Judge  Brooks;  the  Publi- 
city Chairman,  J.  C.  Cammack;  the  Fellowship  Chairman,  W.  H. 
Poole;  the  Extension  and  Colportage  Chairman,  P.  P.  Hartsell;  the 
Census  Chairman,  M.  M.  Johnson;  the  Special  Rallies  Chairman, 
Eph  Whisenhunt;  Music  Chairman,  J.  L.  Jones. 

The  Chairmen  of  the  various  committees  should  perfect  plans 
prior  to  January  1,  1951,  so  that  intensive  efforts  may  begin  on  that 
date.  Each  church  should  begin  now  to  pray  fervently  for  these 
revivals;  to  secure  the  Minister  or  Ministers  who  will  assist  in  the 
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revivals  in  each  church;  to  get  the  names  of  lost  people  and  unaf- 
filiated church  members  in  each  Community. 

We  recommend  that  each  church  observe  the  special  Days  and 
Weeks  in  the  suggested  calendar: 

JANUARY  1-5 

Teaching  of  the  book  on  prayer,  accompanied  by  thirty  minutes 
of  prayer.   Sponsored  by  the  Sunday  School. 

FEBRUARY  4 

Sunday-Taking  of  religious  census  simultaneously  in  all  churches. 
Directed  by  the  Sunday  School. 

FEBRUARY  5-9 

Teaching  of  book,  entitled  THE  PLACE  OF  THE  SUNDAY 
SCHOOL  IN  EVANGELISM,  to  all  Sunday  school  officers  and  teach- 
ers in  all  churches. 

BETWEEN  MARCH  1-18 
Association-wide  rally  for  men  sponsored  by  the  Brotherhood, 
and  association-wide  rally  for  women  sponsored  by  the  W.M.U. 

March  17 — Saturday  night  association-wide  youth  rally  spon- 
sored by  the  Training  Union. 

MARCH  18-25 

A  week  of  prayer  in  all  churches  as  follows:  Cottage  prayer 
meetings  Monday  and  Tuesday;  all-church  prayer  meeting  Wednes- 
day; cottage  prayer  meetings  Thursday  and  Friday;  round-the-clock 
prayer  meeting  Saturday  from  Noon  to  Midnight. 

MARCH  25-  APRIL  8 

Two  full  weeks  of  preaching  and  visitation  in  every  church  east 
of  the  Mississippi  River. 

APRIL  1 

High  Attendance  Day  in  Sunday  School  and  a  unified  service  in 
each  church. 

APRIL  8 

High  Attendance  Day  in  Training  Union,  followed  by  a  great 
closing  Evangelistic  service. 

Many  problems  will  arise  in  connection  with  this  Crusade.  Ad- 
mittedly, there  is  the  problem  for  the  pastor  in  having  a  good  revival 
in  two,  three,  or  four  churches  at  the  same  time.  But  that  by  no 
means  drives  one  to  the  conclusion  that  it  cannot  be  done.  The  fol- 
lowing suggestions  are  offered  as  a  solution  to  this  problem. 

1.  In  full  time  churches  perhaps  the  best  available  person  is 
the  pastor  himself. 

2.  In  part-time  churches:  a  pastor  with  two  churches  could, 
during  the  period  March  25- April  18,  have  a  meeting  of  one  week  in 
each  church.  If  such  a  pastor  secures  help  he  ought  to  be  present 
at  least  part  of  the  time  in  each  of  his  churches.  Whether  a  pastor 
has  one,  two,  or  more  churches  he  can  secure  assistance  from  the 
following  sources:  (1)  General  Convention  Workers  and  General 
Evangelists;  (2)  Professors  in  the  Colleges;  (3)  Advanced  college 
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students  as  preachers  and  personal  workers;  (4)  Laymen  in  the 
State  who  will  volunteer  their  services;  (5)  Retired  ministers;  (6) 
Pastors  who  live  west  of  the  Mississippi  River. 

We  believe  with  all  our  heart  that  this  movement  is  born  of 
God  and  that  our  people  are  ready  for  a  great  outpouring  of  God's 
Spirit.  Let  us  give  ourselves  as  one  to  this  the  greatest  and  most 
momentous  task  ever  undertaken  by  our  association  and  by  Southern 
Baptist.  In  unity  there  is  strength  and  power.  May  God's  Spirit 
lead  us  and  prepare  us  for  a  Pentecostal  outpouring.

44.  Moderator  A.  J.  Whitley  recoginzed  Brother  H.  A.  Her- 
ring, a  retired  minister  once  a  pastor  in  this  association  who  now 
lives  in  Zebulon.  Also  the  Moderator  asked  the  Ministers  to 
stand.    Eighteen  were  present. 

45.  The  Moderator  recognized  Brother  James  G.  Lane,  who 
gave  the  History  of  Clydes  Chapel  Church. 

The  report  was  adopted. 

HISTORY  OF  CLYDE'S  CHAPEL 

A  need  for  another  Baptist  Church  near  Wendell  was  so  keenly 
felt  in  1888  that  the  entire  Community,  around  what  is  now  Clyde's 
Chapel,  began  to  gather  material  and  money  for  the  erection  of  a 
building. 

This  group  was  led  by  Rev.  O.  L.  Stringfield.  The  acre  of  land 
was  donated  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  A.  W.  Richardson.  Some  of  the  women 
of  the  community  even  carded  and  spun  thread  in  order  to  knit 
socks  and  also  weave  cloth  from  which  garments  were  made  and 
sold.  Others  sold  chickens,  eggs  and  butter  and  gave  the  proceeds 
to  the  building  fund.  The  building  was  nearly  enough  completed 
by  the  first  of  1889  that  it  could  be  used  for  holding  services.  The 
church  was  organized  on  Janlary  19,  1889. 

The  church  has  always  been  called  Clyde's  Chapel.  It  was 
named  in  memory  of  E.  Clyde  Richardson,  only  child  of  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  A.  W.  Richardson,  who  died  on  November  7,  1887,  two  years 
before  the  church  was  organized. 

The  church  building  has  been  remodeled,  for  a  few  years  after 
the  one  room  was  built,  a  second  room  about  the  same  size  was  added. 
In  1936  another  large  room  and  six  Sunday  school  rooms  were  added. 
The  Sunday  school  classes  were  first  curtained  off  in  1929.  The  1937 
Harvest  Sale  enabled  the  church  to  install  pews  in  the  church. 

A  partial  list  of  the  pastors  who  have  served  this  church  includes 
Rev.  O.  L.  Stringfield,  Worley  Creech,  J.  W.  Nobles,  M.  A.  Adams, 
A.  A.  Pippin,  I.  L.  Bennett,  G.  L.  Mills,  S.  W.  Oldham,  C,  H,  Norris, 
W.  H.  Poole,  C.  W.  Teague  and  W.  W.  Turner,  who  is  the  present 
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pastor. 

The  list  of  the  deacons  of  this  church  would  require  too  much 
space  to  enumerate  them,  but  the  first  deacon  elected  at  the  organ- 
ization, H.  V.  Bunch,  has  a  son,  W.  T.  Bunch,  a  grandson,  Earl  Phipps, 
and  a  great  grandson,  Elam  Paint ar,  who  have  served  as  deacons  of 
the  church. 

The  church  covenant  was  adopted  in  March  1900.  The  language 
of  this  agreement  left  no  doubt  as  to  the  standards  of  Christian  living 
set  up  by  the  church.  The  words  "we  positively  forbid"  were  used 
as  well  as  other  similar  statements.  The  deacons  were  to  be  dealt 
with  at  once  should  they  fail  to  report  any  member  of  the  church 
who  violated  the  rules.  The  records  show  that  a  number  of  mem- 
bers lost  their  church  membership  so  the  deacons  must  have  been 
faithful  to  their  duties. 

There  were  fifteen  charter  members  of  the  church  most  of  whom 
had  withdrawn  from  Hepzibah  Church.  There  is  no  mention  of  the 
early  financial  activity  of  the  church.  The  church  pledge  for  1905 
was  $19.00.  This  included  all  mission  objects,  orphanage,  etc.  The 
total  of  all  contributions  for  that  year  was  $89.51  and  this  included 
pastor's  salary. 

The  growth  of  Clyde's  Chapel  is  reflected  by  the  1949  report  to 
the  association  which  shows  a  membership  of  three  hundred  and 
twenty-six  (326)  with  a  total  of  $1677.00  for  local  expenses.  The 
total  gifts  to  missions,  education  and  orphanages  for  1949,  were 
$3693.00,  the  total  gifts  for  all  objects  being  $5370.00. 

The  W.M.U.  has  40  members  enrolled.  This  includes  a  Y.W.A. 
with  23.   The  Sunday  school  has  an  enrollment  of  180  members. 

The  1949  Vacation  Bible  School  had  a  total  enrollment  of  87. 

This  session  of  the  association  makes  the  third  time  this  church 
has  been  host  to  the  association  for  Clyde's  Chapel  entertained  the 
association  in  1906  and  again  in  1930.

BAPTIST  TRAINING  UNION  REPORT 

I  was  ta'king  with  a  new  leader  in  a  certain  church.  He  said 
that  everytime  he  tried  to  make  a  speech  before  a  group  he  was 
dumb.  I  asked  him  if  he  attended  Babtist  Training  Union  in  his 
church.  He  told  me  that  he  did  not.  I  could  have  answered  my 
question  long  before  he  did.  For  leadership  as  well  as  to  be  strong 
doctrinally  one  receives  much  help  from  the  Training  Union. 

We  have  had  some  losses  this  year  in  the  number  of  unions, 
but  we  have  had  more  gains.  We  have  lost  three,  but  gained  four 
unions.  The  churches  having  training  unions  are  Benson,  Blackmon's 
Grove,  Burnell,  Calvary,  Clayton,  Corinth,  Four  Oaks,  Hood's  Grove, 
Micro,  Middlesex,  Mt.  Moriah,  Newton  Grove,  Pine  Level,  Pinkney, 
Pisgah,  Selma,  Shiloh,  Smithfield  Thanksgiving,  Wilson's  Mills.  We 
are  delighted  to  report  thatCalvary,  Hood's  Grove,  Newton  Grove, 
and  Pinkney  have  started  training  unions  this  year.  There  is  a 
total  of  seventy-three  unions  in  twenty  of  our  forty-seven  churches 
in  Johnston  Baptist  Association.  Approximately  1208  people  are  en- 
rolled in  the  Baptist  Training  Unions  of  this  association. 

Two  conferences  with  the  Associational  officers  were  held  in 
planning  work  for  the  Mass  Meetings.  We  had  two  mass  meetings 
this  year,  at  which  time  the  program  of  the  Baptist  Training  Union 
Department  was  presented  and  discussed  by  leading  men  of  our  as- 
sociation and  state.  We  had  several  of  our  associational  contest 
winners  to  win  at  Regional  Four  meeting  in  Burlington.  We  had 
several  to  go  to  the  State  Training  Union  Assembly  at  Ft.  Caswell 
and  come  home  victorious. 

An  offering  was  taken  at  the  two  mass  meetings  totalling  $16.74. 
Out  of  this  $5.45  was  spent  in  preparation  of  the  mass  meetings 
leaving  a  total  of  $11.29  to  be  turned  in  to  the  associational  treasurer. 
Out  of  the  $75.00  allotted  by  the  Association  for  the  Training  Union 
$10.00  was  spent. 

A  word  of  deep  appreciation  to  all  the  officers  of  the  Training 
Union  Staff  for  the  splendid  cooperation  and  work  done  this  year. 
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Without  them  the  director  could  have  done  very  little.

REPORT  OF  THE  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE 
OF  JOHNSTON  BAPTIST  ASSOCIATION 

In  behalf  of  our  Moderator  and  Chairman  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee, Bro.  Adam  J.  Whitley,  Jr.,  I  take  great  pleasure  in  presenting 
the  report  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Johnston  Baptist  As- 
sociation for  the  year  since  October  1949. 

There  is  within  the  Executive  Committee  a  group  of  16  com- 
mittees. There  are  45  persons  in  the  Association  who  are  members 
of  the  Executive  Committee,  and  these  are  the  elected  members,  the 
elected  committee  chairmen,  all  pastors  of  churches  in  the  Association 
and  our  missionary.  You  will  see  that  each  church  does  have  some 
representation. 

At  our  meeting  on  January  3rd,  1950,  each  member  was  placed 
on  one  or  more  of  the  16  committees.  Also,  as  has  been  customary 
for  several  years,  the  Executive  Committee  granted  up  to  $75.00  from 
the  Beatty  Fund  for  each  of  the  organizations,  the  W.M.U.,  the  B.T.U., 
and  the  Sunday  School  for  work  in  their  respective  fields.  This 
fund  is  becoming  smaller  each  year. 

At  this  same  time,  plans  were  made  to  solicit  gifts  from  all  of  the 
churches  in  the  Association  to  aid  in  the  construction  of  a  building 
for  the  Newton  Grove  Baptist  Church.  At  our  next  meeting  in 
April,  Bro.  E.  N.  Teague  reported  on  the  growth  of  the  church  build- 
ing, the  Church,  Sunday  School,  and  the  W.M.U.  activity,  and  said 
that  a  number  of  churches  in  the  Association  had  sent  gifts  of  money 
for  the  building  fund. 

At  our  meeting  on  July  4th,  1950,  the  matter  of  Non-Resident 
Memebrs  was  brought  to  our  attention.  It  was  requested  that  the 
pastors  in  their  Regular  Monthly  Conference  give  careful  and  active 
consideration  to  this  problem  in  order  that  our  members  may  be  re- 
enlisted  and  our  church  rolls  be  brought  up  to  date.  At  the  last 
meeting  of  the  year,  we  learned  that  some  work  had  been  done  on 
this  matter,  and  our  Moderator  let  it  be  known  that  it  was  his  earnest 
desire  that  something  be  accomplished  in  this  matter  of  Non-Resi- 
dent  Members. 

It  was  our  happy  privilege  to  give  a  Statement  of  Approval  for 
Bro.  Robert  B.  Poolewho  planned  to  enter  the  ministry. 

Your  Executive  Committee  recommends  to  the  Association  that 
the  budget  of  the  Association  for  the  year  be  published  in  the  As- 
sociation Minutes,  and  also  the  agreement  with  the  missionary.

Mrs.  J.  E.  Wilder,  Superintendent,  gave  her  annual  report 
using  as  her  line  of  thought  "The  Work  of  the  Lord  is  Great". 
She  expressed  her  deep  gratitude  to  every  leader,  officer  and  lo- 
cal member  for  their  faithful  efforts  and  cooperation.  She  re- 
ported that  the  association  was  A-l.  During  1949  the  Johnston 
Association  led  the  state  in  the  number  of  new  W.  M.  S.  and 
increase  in  A-l  organizations.  But  our  record  fades  into  insig- 
nificance when  we  look  at  the  white  fields  in  Johnston.  The  work 
has  just  begun,  she  says,  and  urged  us  to  be  faithful  and  put 
forth  greater  efforts  during  1950  than  before. 

Mrs.  J.  R.  Overby  reported  for  Young  People.  Twenty-five 
of  our  forty-seven  churches  have  one  or  more  young  people's 
organizations.  She  urged  that  we  be  more  interested  in  foster- 
ing these  young  people's  organizations.  She  praised  the  work  of 
Mrs.  Teague. 

Mrs.  Whisenhunt,  Y.  W.  A.  Counselor,  reported  a  gain  of 
seven  Y.  W.  A.'s,  but  says  there  are  still  thirty-three  churches 
with  no  organizations — let  this  be  a  challenge  to  us  to  "abound 
in  the  work  of  the  Lord". 

A  good  report  from  the  R.  A.'s  was  presented  by  Mr.  Whisen- 
hunt, R.  A.  Counselor. 

Mrs.  C.  W.  Teague  reported  three  new  G.  A.'s  and  three  had 
been  revived.  She  visited  twenty-seven  organizations  and  taught 
four  classes. 
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Mrs.  W.  A.  Williams,  Sunbeam  leader,  reported  an  increase 
of  ninty-seven  new  members.  There  was  an  increase  in  contri- 
butions through  the  cooperative  program  also.  Two  Sunbeam 
bands  were  A-l  and  the  goal  for  next  year  is  six  A-l  bands. 

In  the  absence  of  Mrs.  R.  E.  Earp  the  Stewardship  report 
was  presented  by  Mrs.  John  H.  Pope.  Her  theme  was  "abound- 
ing in  the  grace  of  giving".  She  stressed  regular  and  propor- 
tionate giving,  together  with  the  stewardship  of  time  and  abili- 
ties. 

Miss  Hilda  Mayo,  State  Young  People's  Leader,  spoke  on 
the  subject,  "Cooperating  in  the  Work  of  the  Lord".  After  tell- 
ing of  the  progress  we  have  made,  she  reminded  us  that  "pro- 
gress always  brings  a  new  and  greater  challenge".

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The  Constitution 

1  The  Association  shall  be  known  as  the  Johnston  Baptist 
Association. 

2  Its  object  shall  be  to  extend  the  privileges  of  the  Gospel 
and  liberal  culture  to  all  people  within  its  bounds,  and  by  hearty- 
co-operation  with  the  Baptist  State  Convention,  to  help  offer  these 
privileges  to  all  mankind  in  and  out  of  its  bounds  by  the  cordial 
co-operation  of  all  churches  constituting  this  body. 

3.  It  shall  be  composed  of  the  pastors  in  active  service  in  the 
Association  and  such  delegates  as  shall  be  annually  elected  by  the 
churches  connected  with  it,  each  church  being  entitled  to  three 
delegates  unless  the  membership  shall  exceed  fifty,  and  then  an 
additional  delegate  for  every  twenty-five  members;  provided  no 
church  shall  have  more  than  eight  delegates. 

4.  The  New  Hampshire  Declaration  of  Faith  shall  be  the  sum- 
mary of  Divine  Truth  for  determining  question  of  faith  and  order 
in  this  body.  And  the  churches  desiring  membership  in  it  must 
commit  themselves  to  the  substance  of  it,  together  with  the  covenant 
herewith  submitted  and  this  constitution. 

5.  This  Association  shall  not  have  power  to  annul  the  dis- 
cipline or  exercise  authority  over  any  church  connected  with  it, 
but  may  advise  with  and  sever  its  connection  with  any  church 
that  neglects  to  preserve  Gospel  order,  or  that  treats  with  con- 
tempt the  objects  of  advice  of  the  Association. 

6.  Each  church  shall  send  to  the  annual  meetings  of  the 
Association  a  letter  (the  blanks  to  be  furnished  by  the  Clerk  of  the 
Association),  carefully  filled  as  per  blank  suggestions,  stating  the 
full  work  of  the  church  for  the  year  ending  with  the  last  Sunday 
in  September. 

7.  The  Association  shall  foster  State  Missions,  Home  Mis- 
sions, Foreign  Missions,  Christian  Education,  the  Ministers'  Relief 
and  Annuity  Board,  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  Orphanage  and 
Hospital,  and  each  church  shall  be  requested  to  contribute  to  the 
support  of  these  objects  regularly  and  systematically. 

8.  Missions  and  Education  shall  have  precedence  in  their 
claims  upon  the  consideration  of  this  body  in  its  regular  sessions. 

9.  Whenever  a  church  shall  fail  to  be  represented  by  de]egates 
or  letter  at  the  annual  session  of  the  Association,  inquiry  shall  be 
made  for  the  cause  and  efforts  shall  be  made  to  induce  such  church 
to  do  its  duty;  and  the  effort  shall  be  continued  until  the  church  is 
recovered  or  dropped  from  the  roll. 

10  The  Officers  of  the  Association  shall  be  a  Moderator,  Clerk, 
treasurer,  Auditor,  and  Historian,  to  be  elected  by  ballot  after  the 
nomination  from  the  floor,  or  by  a  committee  of  three  named  by  the 
Moderator,  with  the  proviso  that  any  delegate  may  amend  the  com- 
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mittee's  report  by  substitution  another  name  for  any  one  offered 
for  the  approval  of  the  Association,  which  previously  has  decided 
upon  the  method  used,  at  the  close  of  each  annual  session,  to  serve 
until  the  election  of  their  successors,  the  Moderator  to  preside  over 
the  sessions  of  the  body  and  promote  the  interest  of  the  Association 
during  the  year;  the  Vice-Moderator  to  preside  in  his  absence;  the 
Clerk  to  record,  print  and  distrubute  the  minutes  of  the  body,  and 
to  keep  on  file  these  and  all  other  important  papers;  the  Treasurer 
to  receive  and  disburse  all  funds  of  the  Association  subject  to  its 
order;  the  Auditor  to  examine  the  Treasurer's  books  at  the  close  of 
each  session  and  to  render  a  report  before  adjournment;  the  Historian 
to  report  to  the  Association  each  year  at  the  annual  session;  and  to 
keep  an  accurate  history  of  the  work. 

11.  The  Association  shall  elect  annually  an  Executive  Com- 
mittee, wh.ch  shall  have  authority  between  regular  sessions  of  the 
Association  to  act  for  the  body  in  necessary  matters,  executing  the 
plans  and  woik  of  the  Association  in  whatever  manner  may  seem 
advisable,  a  full  report  of  its  work  being  presented  annually,  with 
such  recommendations  as  may  seem  wise.  In  case  of  death  or  removal 
of  a  member,  the  committee  may  appoint  a  successor  to  act  until 
the  next  meeting  of  the  Association. 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  elective  and 
ex-officio  members.  The  elective  members  shall  be  six  laymen, 
three  men  and  three  women,  no  two  of  whom  are  from  the  same 
church;  and  they  shall  be  elected  for  two  year's  terms  so  that  each 
year  the  Association  will  elect  three  lay  members  of  the  Executive 
Committee.  The  Moderator  of  the  Association  shall  be  an  ex-officio 
member  of  the  committee,  and  shall  act  as  its  chairman.  In  addition 
to  the  Moderator,  the  following  persons  shall  be  ex-officio  members 
of  the  Committee:  Vice-Moderator,  Clerk,  Treasurer,  Auditor,  and 
Historian  of  the  Association;  also  the  Associational  heads  of  Sunday 
Schools,  Training  Union,  and  Woman's  Missionary  Union,  the  pastors 
of  the  churches  in  the  Association,  and  the  persons  who  are  to  make 
reports  to  the  Association  the  following  year  on  Christian  Education, 
Christian  Literature,  Temperance,  Social  Service,  Co-operative  Pro- 
gram, Orphanage  and  Hospital  and  Associational  Missionary.  All 
ex-officio  members  shall  have  a  right  to  vote  on  all  matters. 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  be  divided  for  efficiency  into 
subcommittees,  which  shall  promote  the  various  phases  of  our  work 
during  the  year  and  report  quarterly  to  the  Executive  Committee. 

12.  This  Constitution  may  be  amended  at  any  auunal  session  by 
a  two-thirds  vote  of  all  members  present. 

13  The  Proceedings  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Union  shall 
be  recorded  as  a  part  of  the  Minutes  of  the  Association. 

14.  The  Associational  Sunday  School  Superintendent  and  Bap- 
tist Training  Union  Director  shall  be  nominated  by  their  respective 
groups  and  elected  by  the  Association  in  annual  session. 
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By-Laws 

1.  The  Association  shall  meet  annually  at  such  time  and  place 
as  it  may  decide. 

2.  All  meetings  of  the  body  shall  be  opened  and  closed  with 
devotional  services. 

3.  Representatives  from  ten  of  the  churches  shall  constitute  a 
quorum. 

4.  Delegates  shall  be  recognized  by  letters  from  their  churches 
designating  them  as  such. 

5.  Members  desiring  to  speak  shall  first  rise  and  address  the 
Moderator,  shall  use  the  term  "brother,"  in  speaking  to  each  other, 
shall  not  speak  on  the  same  subject  more  than  twice  without  per- 
mission, and  shall  observe  the  courtesy  that  becomes  Christians. 

6.  The  roll  of  members  shall  be  called  at  least  once,  and 
absentees  marked. 

7.  Corresponding  messengers  and  visiting  brethren  shall  be 
invited  to  seats  with  the  privilege  of  speaking,  but  not  voting. 

8.  A  copy  of  the  minutes  shall  be  sent  to  each  of  the  following: 
Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  State  Mission  Board,  Librarian  of 
Wake  Forest  College,  Librarian  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Theological 
Seminary,  Louisville,  Ky.,  Secretary  of  Survey  and  Statistics,  Bap- 
tist Sunday  School  Board,  Nashville,  Tenn.;  Samuel  Colgate  Historical 
Colleceion,  Colgate  University,  Hamilton,  N.  Y.;  American  Bap.tist 
Society,  Crozer  Seminary,  Chester,  Pa.;  and  to  South  Western 
Baptist  Theological  Seminary,  Fort  Worth,  Texas. 

9.  All  questions  or  order  not  herein  provided  for  shall  be  de- 
cided by  Kerfoot's  Parliamentary  Law.

The  forty-ninth  annual  session  of  the  Johnston  Baptist 
Association  met  the  first  day  with  the  Smithfield  Baptist  Church 
at  10:00  o'clock,  Oct.  31,  1951,  with  Bro.  G.  Willie  Lee,  Vice- 
Moderator,  presiding.

The  Moderator  asked  Judge  F.  H.  Brooks  to  aid  him  in  any 
parliamentary  problem  that  might  arise  in  the  deliberations. 

Bro.  J.  M.  Hayes,  representing  the  Baptist  Hospital,  was 
allowed  ten  minutes  at  this  time.  Bro.  Thurman  Stone  generous- 
ly allowed  the  time  from  that  provided  for  the  Report  on  Chris- 
tian Literature. 

Bro.  Stone  read  the  Report  on  Christian  Literature.  He 
introduced  Dr.  L.  L.  Carpenter,  editor  of  the  Biblical  Re- 
corder, who  spoke  on  the  importance  of  reading  and  studying 
the  Bible.  He  also  emphasized  the  value  of  reading  Baptist 
Literature. 

REPORT  ON  CHRISTIAN  LITERATURE 

The  words  of  the  preacher  in  Ecclesiastes  12:12  ".  .  .  of  the 
making  of  many  books  there  is  no  end  .  .  ."  are  perhaps  truer  today 
than  they  were  when  written.  The  verse  could  be  paraphrased  to 
read,  "of  the  publishing  of  magazines  and  periodicals  there  is  no 
end."  Rolling  from  the  presses  throughout  America  is  a  stream  of 
literature  (so-called)  of  every  description  which  is  flooding  the 
news  stands  and  book  stores  of  our  land.  Much  of  this  material  for 
reading  is  obscene,  worldly,  sinful,  and  has  no  place  in  the  library 
or  magazine  rack  of  a  home  where  high  morals  are  advocated  and 
common  decency  practiced. 

Perhaps  the  majority  of  the  American  people  heed  Paul's  in- 
junction to  Timothy  to  "give  attendance  to  reading,"  but  the  trag- 
edy is  in  the  type  of  material  that  is  read.  The  need  today  is  not 
primarily  for  more  reading  but  for  good  reading.  Since  there  is 
such  an  appalling  need  for  spiritual  growth  among  Christians  and 
such  an  enormous  amount  of  illiteracy  about  spiritual  things,  faith- 
fulness to  Bible  reading  should  be  encouraged  by  all  who  are  Chris- 
tians. Most  of  us  are  "still  on  the  bottle"  and  in  the  "cradle"  when 
it  comes  to  knowing  the  Word  of  God.  We  need  to  obey  our  Mas- 
ter and  "search  the  Scriptures,"  or  follow  the  practice  of  the  Bereans 
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who  "searched  the  Scripture  daily  to  see  if  these  things  are  true."" 
Through  reading  the  Bible  and  other  Christian  literature  our  spirits 
are  fed  and  we  grow  thereby  in  the  grace  and  knowledge  of  our 
Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

It  goes  without  saying  that  our  Baptist  literature  is  among  the 
best.  From  the  days  of  John  Milton  and  John  Bunyan  even  to  our 
day  great  Baptist  men  and  women  have  contributed  their  part  to 
Christian  literature.  Our  Baptist  literature  is  written  and  publish- 
ed by  capable  and  efficient  personnel,  and  is  unexcelled  in  its  sim- 
plicity, clarity  of  presentation,  beauty,  and  inspiration.  We  who 
are  Baptists  should  take  advantage  of  this  literature  and  let  it  as- 
sist us  personally  in  our  spiritual  growth.  This  literature,  however, 
should  only  supplement,  not  take  the  place  of,  our  daily  Scripture 
study.  If  we  are  to  be  faithful,  living  "epistles  .  .  .  known  and  read 
of  all  men,"  we  must  let  our  fidelity  to  the  Word  of  God  take  prece- 
dence over  all  other  reading  and  study.  Our  literature  is  published 
for  us  only  as  a  means  to  an  end;  not  as  an  end  within  itself  as  so 
many  people  think.  It  is  only  to  lend  assistance  to  our  study,  our 
teaching,  and  our  preaching.  When  we  neglect  the  Bible  to  study 
our  quarterlies  and  other  literature,  we  are  doing  an  injustice  to 
ourselves,  the  Bible,  and  the  people  whom  we  serve.  Let  us  thank 
God  for  our  literature,  but  let  us  never  lose  sight  of  the  fact  that 
all  our  literature  is  subordinate  to  God's  eternal  Word. 

Statistics  show  that  Baptists  of  the  Johnston  Association  are  not 
taking  advantage  of  our  publications.  Our  people  are  reading  some- 
thing; we  must  see  to  it  that  they  read  the  right  thing.  May  the 
churches  of  our  great  association  be  challenged  to  put  more  stress 
upon  the  necessity  of  our  people  learning  more  about  the  Bible  and 
Baptist  endeavor  throughout  the  world  through  our  Christian  lit- 
erature.

Dr.  Henry  Walden  of  Wake  Forest  discussed  "The  Rural 
Church."  He  said  the  great  needs  were  better  pastoral  leader- 
ship, better  buildings  and  grounds.  He  suggested  that  defi- 
nite goals  be  set  up  and  a  well  defined  program  should  be  car- 
ried out  by  a  majority  of  the  members  of  the  church. 

Special  music  was  rendered  by  a  group  of  the  members 
of  the  Smithfield  church. 

Bio.  Eph.  Whisenhunt  of  Clayton  gave  the  report  on  Chris- 
tian Education.  He  deplored  the  small  number  of  churches  in 
this  Association  who  receive  study  course  awards  this  year.  He 
also  gave  the  number  of  students  attending  State  and  denomi- 
national colleges.   These  figures  showed  that  less  than  fifty  per

cent  of  our  Baptist  students  are  attending  our  denominational 
schools.  Dr.  L.  H.  Campbell  of  Campbell  College  also  spoke  for 
all  the  Baptist  schools  in  North  Carolina.  He  told  of  the  crisis 
our  schools  are  facing  in  view  of  advantages  offered  by  State 
Colleges. 

The  report  was  adopted. 

REPORT  ON  CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION 

We  are  beginning  to  realize  that  our  greatest  assets  are  our 
institutions  among  us,  which  are  dedicated  to  the  education  of 
tomorrow's  leaders.  Religious  education  is  not  a  luxury  for  Bap- 
tists —  but  a  MUST  in  our  program.  It  requires  a  great  deal  of  en- 
lightenment to  be  a  Baptist.  We  have  no  pope,  no  bishop  or  priest 
to  counsel  us.   We  need  all  the  Christian  intelligence  we  can  receive. 

The  home  is  our  oldest  educational  institution.  The  first  seven 
years  of  a  child's  life  will  determine  its  future.  Our  forefathers  rec- 
ognized this  and  wrote  it  into  our  Church  Covenant  "to  maintain 
family  and  secret  devotion;  to  religiously  educate  our  children." 
Our  failure  to  live  up  to  our  Church  Covenant  is  manifested  in  our 
long  waiting  list  at  our  orphanage,  juvenile  and  divorce  courts.  The 
home  which  should  be  our  strongest  institution  is  fast  becoming  the 
weakest  link  in  our  Christian  program. 

Our  special  efforts  at  religious  education  in  our  churches  are  not 
pleasing  at  all.  According  to  reports  released  in  our  Baptist  Head- 
quarters the  Johnston  Baptist  Association  is  falling  short  of  its 
needs.  During  the  year  only  14  of  our  churches  conducted  study 
course  classes  in  the  Training  Union  and  these  won  only  245  awards. 
Only  13  of  our  churches  received  Sunday  School  awards  during  the 
same  period.  These  13  churches  won  only  214  awards.  This  seems 
to  be  a  poor  record. 

Our  108  college  students  from  the  Johnston  Association  were 
distributed  to  the  following  colleges:  State  Colleges  56;  Wake  For- 
est 16,  Meredith  11;  Campbell  9;  Mars  Hill  2;  Presbyterian  3;  Meth- 
odist 3;  Moravian  2;  "Christian"  2;  Carson-Newman  1;  Furman  2  and 
George  Washington  1. 

Our  7  Baptist  colleges  enrolled  4,618  during  the  year  as  follows: 
Campbell  421;  Chowan  144;  Gardner- Webb  374;  Mars  Hill  821;  Mer- 
edith 620;  Wake  Forest  1,946  and  Wingate  292. 

Our  churches  gave  to  Christian  Education  in  1950  through  the 
Cooperative  Program  $349,493.41  and  this  was  distributed  as  fol- 
lows: Campbell  $34,115;  Chowan  $10,000;  Gardner-Webb  $35,142; 
Mars  Hill  $49,920;  Meredith  $65,646;  Wake  Forest  $115,822;  Win- 
gate  $20,903;  Council  on  Christian  Education  $13,946.41  and  audit 
$4,000.00. 

We  have  no  unusual  problems  in  our  colleges.    We  find  it 
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difficult  to  maintain  a  Christian  spirit  in  our  colleges.  This  is  true 
in  our  churches.  We  have  a  difficult  task  in  keeping  our  colleges 
true  to  Christian  ideals.  This  is  true  in  our  churches.  We  have 
trouble  in  keeping  our  college  family  on  a  high  moral  level.  This  is 
true  in  our  churches. 

We  must  not  let  our  imperfections  cause  us  to  lose  sight  of 
the  fact  that  our  Master  laid  Christian  Education  upon  us  in  His 
Great  Commission,  "teaching  them  all  things"  is  a  part  of  our 
kingdom  task.  Education,  Missions  and  Evangelism  are  divine  trip- 
lets and  "what  God  hath  joined  together  let  no  man  put  asunder" 
is  a  solemn  command.  Some  of  our  Baptist  churches  separated  edu- 
cation, missions  and  evangelism.  The  results  were  terrible. 

Christian  Education  is  education  with  a  Christian  objective  and 
ideal,  advance  with  a  Christian  program,  under  Christian  control, 
contributions  and  Christian  teachers  in  the  class  room.  If  we  Bap- 
tists claim  that  we  were  present  when  Jesus  gave  the  Great  Com- 
mission then  we  must  present  the  claim  of  Christ  through  our  homes, 
Churches,  and  Christian  colleges.

A  copy  of  this 
resolution  is  to  be  sent  to  the  President  of  the  United  States  and 
to  both  Senators  from  North  Carolina.  The  motion  carried  in 
favor  of  the  adoption  of  the  Resolution. 

Bro.  Horace  Ricks  preached  the  annual  sermon,  using  a 
part  of  Ps.  119  for  the  text.  Much  spiritual  food  was  given  in 
his  message. 

The  closing  prayer  of  the  morning  session  was  also  used 
as  an  expression  of  thanks  to  God  for  the  lunch  served  im- 
mediately after  adjournment. 
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First  Day  —  Afternoon  Session 

The  session  was  opened  by  singing  "Blessed  Assurance," 
with  Bro.  Stone  leading  and  Mrs.  Johnson  playing  the  piano. 
Prayer  was  offered  by  Bro.  P.  E.  Jones,  pastor  of  Pauline  and 
Nobles  Chapel  churches. 

Bro.  Everett  Barnard,  chaplain  of  the  Baptist  Hospital, 
spoke  in  the  interest  of  that  institution.  Several  patients  from 
Johnston  County  who  had  received  treatment  there  expressed 
deep  appreciation  for  skilful  treatment  in  our  Baptist  Hospital. 

The  Report  on  the  Relief  and  Annuity  Board  was  made  by 
Bro.  J.  L.  Jones.   The  report  was  adopted. 

REPORT  ON  RELIEF  AND  ANNUITY  BOARD 

The  Relief  and  Annuity  Board  was  established  in  order  that  the 
aged  and  infirm  ministers  and  religious  workers  could  be  taken 
care  of  during  their  declining  years. 

The  office  is  located  at  Dallas,  Texas.  The  plan  is,  that  the  min- 
isters pay  in  four  percent  of  their  salaries  each  year  and  the  churches 
pay  an  equivalent  to  the  amount  the  ministers  pay.  The  denomina- 
tion places  in  a  small  amount  to  supplement  the  above  mentioned 
amounts,  so  that  the  minister  can  have  some  relief  if  he  should 
become  disabled  or  reach  the  age  of  retirement. 

The  amount  paid  at  retirement,  depends  on  the  length  of  time 
the  worker  has  participated  in  the  plan.  No  minister  or  worker  will 
draw  more  than  fifty  percent  of  his  annual  salary  and  then  not 
until  1956. 

If  the  worker  should  die  before  the  retirement  age  is  reached, 
the  beneficiary  can  receive  what  the  minister  has  actually  paid  in 
and  not  the  amount  the  churches  and  denomination  has  provided. 

The  Relief  and  Annuity  Board  should  have  the  full  support  of 
all  the  churches  and  pastors  in  the  association.  In  this  age  when  prac- 
tically all  of  the  aged  are  cared  for,  the  ministers  and  churches 
should  make  provision  for  the  aged  Christian  workers. 

Recommendations 
That  the  messengers  of  this  association  go  to  their  churches 
where  this  plan  is  not  in  effect  and  urge  that  the  plan  be  adopted 
immediately  for  the  benefit  of  the  Christian  workers.

was  offered  by  a  member  of  the  Smithfield  Church,  emphasiz- 
ing the  wonderful  work  of  "Aunt"  Patsey  Crocker,  who  at 
times  was  largely  responsible  for  keeping  the  church  alive. 

HISTORY  OF  SMITHFIELD  CHURCH 

The  First  Baptist  Church  of  Smithfield  has  a  rich  history  — 
one  marked  with  vision  and  spiritual  progress. 

The  Smithfield  Baptist  Church  was  organized  with  43  members 
July  14,  1832,  apparently  in  the  old  Academy  building  where  ser- 
vices continued  until  the  erection  of  the  first  building  a  few  years 
later. 

The  church  continued  through  a  fruitful  era  of  its  history  un- 
der the  seventeen  year  pastorate  of  its  first  leader,  Rev.  James  Den- 
nis, whose  ministry  saw  two  men  licensed  to  preach,  and  under 
whose  leadership  the  first  building  was  erected  on  the  corner  of 
Church  and  Second  Streets. 

After  a  particularly  dark  hour  in  its  history,  a  new  era  was 
ushered  in  during  the  pastorate  of  Rev.  John  W.  Suttle  who  led  in 
the  building  of  a  new  structure  in  April  1902  on  the  corner  of  Fourth 
and  Johnson  Streets.  This  building,  built  at  a  cost  of  about  $3,000, 
was  occupied  in  March  22,  1903.  The  membership  was  then  less  than 
150. 

During  the  pastorate  of  H.  F.  Brinson,  the  people  were  again 
led  to  see  the  need  of  expanding,  and  extensive  improvements  were 
begun.  The  auditorium  was  remodeled  and  painted,  and  a  two  story 
.Sunday  School  annex  was  built.  The  membership  then  was  225. 
The  program  continued  to  expand  under  the  leadership  of  pastors 
H.  W.  Baucom  and  S.  L.  Morgan,  the  latter  effecting  the  depart- 
mentalizing of  the  Sunday  School. 

Under  the  leadership  of  Rev.  Herbert  Massey,  the  building  was 
again  remodeled,  this  time  in  response  to  a  crying  need  for  more 
Sunday  School  rooms.  It  was  this  building  which  was  completely 
destroyed  by  fire  December  23,  1942. 

Led  by  pastor  C.  L.  Gillespie,  the  people  erected  a  temporary 
chapel  witn  a  seating  capacity  of  about  300  for  worship.  The  prop- 
erty known  as  the  Whitley  Annex  together  with  the  converted  pas- 
torium,  the  hotel  basement,  and  two  rooms  in  the  Masonic  Hall 
were  all  used  for  emergency  but  totally  inadequate  quarters  for 
the  Sunday  School. 

When  the  construction  of  the  new  building  began,  quarters  for 
the  Sunday  School  and  worship  were  located  in  the  old  hotel  and 
courthouse  respectively.  The  membership  continued  to  grow  even 
under  these  shifting  and  temporary  arrangements.  The  actual  con- 
struction of  the  $200,000.00  building  took  just  over  a  year,  having 
been  begun  March  15,  1949,  and  occupied  Easter  Sunday,  Year  of 
Our  Lord,  1950. 
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The  foundation  for  the  present  building  was  laid  by  Pastor 
Gillespie,  both  as  to  the  physical  building  and  to  the  spiritual  pre- 
paration which  was  the  more  important. 

The  present  pastor  and  wife,  the  Rev.  and  Mrs.  James  C.  Cam- 
mack,  Jr.,  came  to  this  field  in  September,  1945.  The  membership 
on  that  date  was  517,  the  budget  was  $27,-311.  The  membership  is 
now  760.  The  gifts  totaled  $41,925  for  the  past  year.  The  Sunday 
School  now  has  793  enrolled.  A  total  of  382  have  been  received  into 
the  church  membership  during  the  present  pastorate.  The  baptisms 
were  30  in  1951. 

The  glorious  realization  of  labors  and  sacrifice  and  prayers  are 
present  in  this  beautiful  sanctuary.  God  has  been  in  it  all.  Many 
have  given  to  the  point  of  great  sacrifice.  The  labors  and  influ- 
ence of  many  people  make  this  church  beautiful  not  only  in  the  ap- 
pointments of  the  building  but  in  the  glory  of  the  achievements.

REPORT  OF  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE 

Since  it  is  the  responsibility  of  the  Executive  Committee  to 
transact  the  business  of  the  Association  between  regular  sessions 
of  that  body,  the  committee  has  met  at  regular  intervals  since  the 
last  meeting  of  the  Association  in  October  1950.  In  behalf  of  our 
Moderator,  Brother  Adam  J.  Whitley,  Jr.,  I  take  great  pleasure  in 
presenting  this  annual  report. 

At  the  first  meeting  in  January,  the  Executive  Committee  elect- 
ed S.  T.  Anderson,  Jr.,  chairman  of  Relief  and  Annuity  Commit- 
tee. Later  in  the  meeting,  S.  T.  Anderson,  Jr.,  was  elected  Secre- 
tary of  the  Executive  Committee  for  the  current  year. 

The  Executive  Committee  was  requested  to  ask  the  State  Board 
to  assist  the  Newton  Grove  Baptist  Church  on  a  one  half  time  basis 
to  the  extent  of  $100.00  per  month  for  the  pastor  while  living  on  the 
field.  This  request  was  approved  and  forwarded  to  the  General 
Board  which  acted  on  it  at  its  January  meeting,  and  the  State  Board 
has  helped  in  this  matter  since  that  time. 

Before  this  regular  meeting,  a  nominating  committee  named 
Committee  Chairmen  and  members  for  the  sixteen  committees.  This 
report,  with  minor  changes,  was  adopted  at  the  first  meeting  and 
each  member  was  notified  of  the  important  place  which  he  held. 

The  Executive  Committee,  according  to  past  practice,  granted 
from  the  Beatty  Fund  up  to  $75.00  to  each  of  these  organizations, 
the  W.  M.  U.,  the  B.  T.  U.,  and  the  Sunday  School,  for  work  in  their

respective  fields. 

At  this  first  meeting,  the  Executive  Committee  adopted  for  the 
new  year  the  budget  which  the  Association  was  working  under 
during  the  past  year. 

The  time  for  the  second  regular  meeting  was  during  the  period 
of  the  Simultaneous  Revival  and  the  attendance  was  small.  The 
Executive  Committee  accepted  the  proposal  of  Brother  L.  L.  Mor- 
gan to  bring  his  staff  of  Sunday  School  Workers  into  the  Associa- 
tion during  the  Spring  of  1952  for  a  Sunday  School  Revival. 

At  the  July  meeting,  the  Association  found  itself  without  a 
clerk  due  to  the  death  of  Brother  Aaron  Earp.  At  this  time,  Bro- 
ther James  G.  Lane  was  elected  to  fill  this  unexpired  term. 

The  Association  Program  which  we  are  guided  by  at  this  time 
was  presented  and  adopted,  subject  to  any  necessary  changes. 

The  Executive  Committee  requested  a  meeting  of  the  Finance 
Committee  that  it  might  prepare  a  budget  for  the  new  year  and  also 
make  a  report  of  the  goals  and  contributions  of  the  churches  of  the 
Association.  As  a  result  of  this  request,  the  Executive  Committee 
was  called  into  a  special  meeting  on  August  3rd,  1951,  at  the  request 
of  the  Finance  Committee.  The  following  is  the  Budget  which  was 
presented  for  the  year  1951-1952:

The  Executive  Committee  recommends  that  it  be  adopted  by  the 
Association  at  this  session.  A  report  of  goals  and  contributions  was 
presented  and  it  was  ordered  that  this  and  subsequent  quarterly- 
reports  be  sent  to  the  churches  through  the  Missionary  Record. 

Our  last  meeting  of  the  year  was  held  on  October  2nd,  1951. 
The  principal  item  of  business  was  a  happy  one,  which  was  to  give 
a  Statement  of  Approval  for  Brother  James  D wight  Johnson  of  Ben- 
son Baptist  Church  that  he  might  obtain  ministerial  aid  while  a 
student  of  the  ministry  at  Furman  University. 

During  all  of  these  meetings,  reports  were  made  by  the  chair- 
men of  most  of  the  Committees.  There  was  evidence  that  much 
work  was  carried  on  in  order  to  promote  the  work  of  the  Association. 
This  is  a  brief  report  of  the  Executive  Committee  since  we  last  met 
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in  an  Association  meeting.  We  have  tried  faithfully  and  prayerfully 
to  perform  our  duties  to  the  Association. 

We  wish  to  thank  the  Smithfield  Baptist  Church  and  the  Selma 
Baptist  Church  for  furnishing  us  a  centrally  located  place  for  our 
meetings.  Of  the  44  members  on  the  Executive  Committee,  there 
was  an  average  attendance  of  19.

were  asked  to  come  to  the  front  of  the  church  in  order  that 
tribute  might  be  given  them  for  their  part  in  the  year's  success. 
The  report  was  adopted. 

REPORT  OF  WOMAN'S  MISSIONARY  UNION 

Woman's  Missionary  Union  of  the  Johnston  Association  has  just 
completed  forty-nine  years  of  work,  September  30,  1951.  This  last 
year  was  only  a  nine-month's  period  as  the  state  W.  M.  U.  has  chang- 
ed the  first  month  of  the  W.  M.  U.  year  from  January  to  October. 

Several  changes  in  officers  have  been  experienced.  Rev.  and 
-Mrs.  C.  W.  Teague,  and  Mrs.  W.  H.  Poole  have  moved  from  the 
association.  Rev.  Horace  Ricks  took  Mr.  Teague's  place  as  R.  A. 
Counselor;  Mrs.  Jesse  Austin,  Jr.,  replaced  Mrs.  Teague  as  G.  A. 
Counselor;  and  Mrs.  Poole's  place  as  stewardship  chairman  is  as 
yet  vacant. 

Despite  the  short  year  and  the  changes  in  personnel,  considera- 
tion of  efforts  made  and  achievements  gained  prove  that  talents  and 
energies  have  been  dedicated  in  laboring  together  with  God  that 
his  kingdom  may  come. 

The  Leadership  Conference  was  held  in  January  at  Selma  un- 
der the  able  direction  of  the  Associate  Superintendent,  Mrs.  J.  E. 
Wilder.  Baptist  Tabernacle  entertained  the  annual  meeting  in 
April.  The  theme  for  this  meeting  was  "Found  Faithful."  The  State 
Worker,  Mrs.  John  Wacaster,  and  the  Home  Missionary,  Miss  Regi- 
na  Sliger,  were  with  us  and  brought  new  visions  on  how  we  could 
~be  more  faithful.  Mrs.  B.  A.  Hocutt  gave  a  report  on  contributions 
io  our  Baptist  Hospital  through  White  Cross  gifts. 

Mrs.  D.  R.  Oliver,  Young  People's  Leader,  and  the  counselors 
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of  each  of  their  organizations,  have  had  successful  annual  meetings 
in  the  Y.  W.  A.,  R.  A.,  G.  A.,  and  Sunbeams. 

Of  special  interest  was  the  Mission  Study  Institute  at  Clayton 
on  September  29th,  under  the  leadership  of  the  mission  study  chair- 
man, Mrs.  Ira  E.  D.  Andrews.  The  study  of  methods  in  teaching  the 
mission  book,  PILGRIMAGE  TO  SPANISH  AMERICA,  was  con- 
cluded with  a  South  American  coffee  hour  in  a  most  picturesque  and 
effective  setting. 

We  regret  that  six  of  the  W.  M.  S.  organizations  have  become 
inactive,  reminding  us  that  though  we  had  "lengthened  our  cords" 
our  stakes  were  not  strengthened  enough  to  hold  the  curtain  of  our 
tent.  We  are  praying  and  planning  that  in  1951-52,  the  Golden  An- 
niversary year  of  Woman's  Missionary  Union  in  Johnston  Associa- 
tion, that  these  organizations  may  be  revived. 

The  close  of  forty-nine  years  of  Woman's  Missionary  work  in 
our  association  shows  41  W.  M.  S.  organizations  with  1,163  W.  M.  S. 
members  who  contributed  $1760.87  to  special  missionary  causes; 
read  1,107  missionary  books,  284  tithers;  substantial  work  done  in 
stewardship  and  community  missions. 

Clayton  W.  M.  S.  reached  the  Standard  of  Excellence,  being 
A-l  for  the  year.  The  young  people  have  91  organizations  with 
928  members;  contributed  $436.73  in  special  offerings;  read  702  mis- 
sion books;  255  tithers;  with  good  work  done  in  all  other  fields. 

We  go  into  this  year  of  our  Golden  Anniversary,  claiming  God's 
promise,  "As  thy  days  so  shall  thy  strength  be."  Knowing  that 
we  can  meet  the  uncertain  tomorrow  with  the  absolute  assurance 
that  whatever  the  day  may  bring,  God  will  give  us  strength  to  meet 
its  responsibilities.  And  that  with  His  Divine  guidance  the  women 
of  the  Missionary  Union  will  be  found  faithful  as  have  the  women 
in  this  association  for  forty-nine  years  in  praying,  working,  serv- 
ing, and  giving  that  the  "earth  may  be  filled  with  the  knowledge  of 
the  Lord  as  the  waters  that  cover  the  sea."

REPORT  ON  THE  AMERICAN  BIBLE  SOCIETY 

During  1950  the  Bible  Society  distributed  at  home  and  abroad 
711,221  Bibles,  1,094,710  Testaments  and  9,250,653  Portions,  a  total  of 
11,056,584  an  increase  of  more  than  25%  over  the  previous  year- 
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Exceeded  any  year  since  1944  on  its  distribution  in  the  United  States, 
which  was  409,471  Bibles,  726,463  Testaments  and  5,094,436  Por- 
tions, a  total  cost  of  $6,230,370.  Surpassed  the  previous  year  by  more 
than  50%  in  the  annual  distribution  of  embossed  volumes  and  Talk- 
ing Eook  records  tor  the  b  ind,  with  a  total  of  28,110;  Published  over 
two  million  copies  of  the  Gospel  of  Luke  in  magazine  form,  with 
64  illustrations  and  two  maps;  Supplied  Testaments  in  nine  differ- 
ent languages  for  the  men  in  the  United  Nations  forces  fighting  in 
Korea;  Reached  the  total  of  3,000,000,  volumes  distributed  in  Ja- 
pan, the  quota  set  for  the  year;  sent  to  Japan  the  Good  Will  Book 
containing  the  original  signature  of  over  33,000  American  people 
who  had  contributed  to  the  fund  for  supplying  Scriptures  for  the 
Japanese;  purchased  and  equipped  a  fireproof  warehouse  in  New 
York  to  facilitate  the  shipment  of  the  Scriptures;  saw  the  celebra- 
tion of  Worldwide  Bible  Reading  Thanksgiving  to  Christmas  spread 
in  the  seventh  year  of  its  observance  to  thirty-eight  nations;  received 
gifts  in  excess  of  the  largest  budget  it  had  ever  adopted,  and  in  faith 
adopted  for  1951  a  still  greater  one. 

But  faced  the  necessity  of  seeking  in  1951,  $679,000  for  its 
World  Emergency  Fund,  if  it  is  not  met  the  specific  needs  called 
for  from  Korea,  Japan,  Formosa,  the  Eastern  Zone  of  Germany  and 
the  Russian  satellite  countries;  for  Testaments  for  service  men  and 
to  reinforce  publication  facilities  in  various  places  abroad. 

We  urge  upon  every  church  to  try  to  have  at  least  a  little  part 
in  trying  to  supply  the  needs  of  the  American  Bible  Society  in 
1952.  If  possible  send  in  monthly  contributions  to  the  American 
Bible  Society,  save  our  boys  as  well  as  our  Nation  from  death.

REPORT  ON  THE  BROTHERHOOD 

The  program  of  the  Brotherhood  movement  during  the  past  sev- 
eral years  has  been  a  source  of  much  pleasure  to  all  who  are  in- 
terested in  Baptist  work.  We  are  humbly  grateful  for  this  demon- 
stration of  the  power  of  the  Holy  Spirit  working  through  thousands 
of  Baptist  laymen  for  the  advancement  of  every  cause  of  the  king- 
dom. The  Brotherhood  promotes  and  supports  all  phases  of  work 
carried  on  by  the  church  and  denomination. 

From  a  few  scattered  organizations  sixteen  years  ago,  the  Bro- 
therhood is  today  exerting  a  far  reaching  spiritual  influence  in 
thousands  of  churches  located  in  every  section  of  the  Convention 
territory.  There  are  Brotherhoods  in  small  country  churches  with 
fewer  than  a  hundred  members  and  in  large  city  churches  whose 
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membership  numbers  in  the  thousands. 

In  1936  when  the  Southern  Baptist  Brotherhood  headquarters 
were  first  set  up  in  Memphis,  Tennessee,  there  were  only  a  few 
hundred  Brotherhoods  in  the  whole  Convention.  As  of  December 
31,  1950,  there  were,  in  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention,  5,076 
churches  with  Brotherhoods  with  an  enrollment  of  167,744.  In 
1936  there  were  only  two  states  with  Brotherhood  departments.  To- 
day sixteen  of  the  twenty-three  convention  states  have  well  financ- 
ed Brotherhood  departments. 

Sixteen  years  ago  the  annual  distribution  from  our  Brother- 
hood office  in  Memphis  amounted  to  not  more  than  ten  thousand 
pieces  of  literature  of  all  description.  In  comparison,  the  nineteen 
hundred  fifty  distribution  of  strictly  Brotherhood  material  was  well 
over  a  half  million  pieces.  This  did  not  include  the  hundreds  of 
thousands  of  religious  tracts  printed  and  distributed  by  our  Brother- 
hood headquarters. 

The  increase  in  the  circulation  of  the  Brotherhood  Journal  has 
been  phenomenal.  In  1936  three  thousand  copies  of  the  Brother- 
hood Quarterly,  as  it  was  then  called,  were  distributed  each  quar- 
ter. The  quarterly  circulation  of  the  Journal  is  now  over  sixty  thous- 
and. The  Brotherhood  Bulletin,  our  chief  promotional  publication, 
goes  bi-monthly  to  2,200  "hand  picked"  men,  three-fourth  of  whom 
are  prominent  Baptist  laymen. 

The  North  Carolina  Baptist  Convention  has  a  partly  organized 
Brotherhood  department.  Since  its  organization  four  years  ago, 
Mr.  Horace  Easom  has  been  serving  as  Brotherhood  secretary  on 
a  part  time  basis;  the  rest  of  his  time  being  given  to  the  Bap- 
tist Foundation  and  to  the  Campaign  to  secure  funds  for  Wake  For- 
est College.  In  the  Baptist  State  Convention  last  year  there  were 
214  Brotherhoods  with  an  enrollment  of  7,005. 

In  the  Johnston  Association  last  year  there  were  only  two  Bro- 
therhoods with  an  enrollment  of  37.  This  year  there  are  five  Bro- 
therhoods with  an  enrollment  of  90. 

Rapid  strides  have  been  made  in  Brotherhood  work  in  the  Sou- 
thern Baptist  Convention,  and  in  North  Carolina,  and  in  the  John- 
ston Association.  We  had  one  hundred  ad  fifty  per  cent  gain  in  the 
Johnston  Association  this  year.  May  we  not  rest  on  past  laurels,  but 
may  we  "put  our  shoulder  to  the  wheels"  as  we  "Press  forward 
toward  the  mark  of  high  calling"  with  a  Brotherhood  in  every  church 
in  our  Association  as  our  goal.

Last,  and  far  from  least,  there  are  no  words  to  convey  the  loss 
and  concern  that  are  ours  in  the  absence  of  our  beloved  and  effi- 
cient moderator,  Mr.  Adam  Whitley;  and  the  eternal  loss  of  him 
who  served  us  so  long  and  so  well  as  our  clerk,  Mr.  Aaron  Earp.  We 
would  not  fail  to  praise  our  Heavenly  Father  for  such  men  as  Mr. 
G.  Willie  Lee  and  Mr.  James  Lane,  who  have  so  nobly  and  well 
acted  in  their  stead.  And  now  we  would  make  the  words  of  David 
ours.  (Psalm  104:  24)  "O  Lord,  how  manifold  are  thy  words.  In  wis- 
dom hast  thou  made  them  all.  The  earth  is  full  of  thy  riches." 

As  we  go  from  these  meetings,  many  to  return  at  other  churches 
next  year,  let  us  go  with  the  words  of  Watts  in  our  determined  think- 
ing: 

"So  let  our  lips  and  lives  express  the  holy  Gospel  we  profess; 
So  let  our  works  and  virtues  shine,  to  prove  the  doctrine  all 
divine."

Second  Day  —  Morning  Session 

Thursday,  November  1,  1951 
Bethany  Church 

The  service  opened  with  devotional  praise  and  prayer.  With 
Mrs.  M.  M.  Johnson  at  the  piano  and  Bro.  Horace  Ricks,  lead- 
ing, "All  Hail  the  Power  of  Jesus  Name"  and  "Come  Thou  Fount 
of  Every  Blessing"  were  sung.  Bro.  Joe  Puckett  read  a  Scriutpre 
lesson.  He  led  in  prayer. 

The  minutes  of  the  preceding  day  were  read  and  approved. 
Miscellaneous  business  was  given  attention  at  this  time.  The 
program  for  the  day  was  adopted. 

Bro.  Fletcher  Ford  gave  the  Report  on  the  Cooperative 
Program.  Bro.  Early  Bradley  of  the  Executive  Office,  Raleigh, 
spoke  to  the  report  which  was  adopted. 

REPORT  OF  COOPERATIVE  PROGRAM 

The  Cooperative  Program  has  grown  in  favor  with  our  people 
and  has  proven  to  be  the  best  method  yet  devised  for  support  of 
all  our  work  at  home  and  abroad. 

Last  Associational  year  the  Associational  minutes  reveal  that 
44  churches  of  the  47  churches  made  undesignated  contributions 
through  the  Cooperative  Program.  These  44  churches  contributed 
$16,414.01  for  the  undesignated  Cooperative  Program  and  $22,806.44 
for  designated  causes.  In  these  unusual  times  special  calls  will  come 
and  perhaps  should  come.  There  is  a  growing  feeling  however,  that 
as  rapidly  as  possible  we  should  get  away  from  the  special  appeals 
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and  center  our  efforts  on  the  Cooperative  Program  in  a  continued 
study  of  stewardship,  and  on  the  tithe  as  the  financial  expression  of 
that  stewardship. 

We  should  therefore  continue  to  stress  with  all  fervor  the 
Cooperative  Program  until  50%  of  all  funds  collected  shall  go  to 
outside  causes  but  until  that  is  done  it  will  be  necessary  that  through- 
out the  year  some  "special  days"  be  observed.  Therefore  we  urge 
that  in  cooperation  with  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  we  con- 
tinue the  observance  of  the  following  "Special  Days:" 

Home  and  Foreign  Missions    Some  day  in  March 

Hospital  Day    Mother's  Day 

State  Missions  Day    In  October 

Orphanage   Thanksgiving  Day 

The  way  of  cooperation  and  mutual  aid  is  the  road  to  victory. 
With  every  Pastor  emphasizing  the  causes  within  the  Cooperative 
Program  and  every  member  of  every  church  contributing  on  the 
basis  of  50%  for  missions  through  the  Cooperative  Program,  all 
phases  of  our  denominational  work  will  receive  an  adequate  in^ 
come  sufficient  to  maintain  present  activities,  meet  the  urgent 
demands  for  new  missionary  fields,  and  debts  would  be  a  thing 
of  the  past

Bill  Poole  read  the  report  on  the  Orphanage  and 
Hospital.  Supt.  Read,  of  Thomasville,  spoke  on  our  Orphan- 
ages. His  account  of  the  doings  at  the  orphanage  was  inter- 
esting and  touching.   The  report  was  then  adopted. 

REPORT  ON  BAPTIST  HOSPITAL  and  ORPHANAGE 

We,  the  Baptists  of  North  Carolina,  take  great  pride  in  our 
Baptist  Hospital  and  Orphanage.  We  feel  deeply  the  need  to  min- 
ister to  broken  bodies  and  minds  and  broken  homes.  Certainly  we 
have  no  complaint  to  make  concerning  our  hospital  at  Winston- 
Salem.  It  is  doing  a  marvelous  job  of  restoring  health  to  those 
who  are  fortunate  enough  to  get  within  its  walls.  The  doors  are 
open  to  those  needing  help  regardless  of  bank  accounts  of  the  needy. 
During  the  past  year  our  hospital  ministered  to  more  patients  free 
service  than  any  other  hospital  controlled  by  any  denomination  in 
this  State  or  the  South.  Many  thousands  of  sick  persons  have  been 
greatly  helped  through  the  out-patients  clinics.  Thus  they  were 
able  to  get  proper  treatment  without  any  money.  So  we  are  anxious 
to  urge  the  Baptist  of  the  Johnston  Association  to  support  the 
Hospital  generously  during  the  coming  year. 
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We  turn  now  to  our  "Pet"  child  the  Orphanage.  It  is  your 
speaker's  personal  opinion  that  not  a  single  Baptist  Church  in  North 
Carolina  has  stopped  her  ears  to  the  cry  of  that  unfortunate, 
young,  helpless  child  of  the  broken  home.  Hundreds  of  these  victims 
have  found  not  only  shelter  in  the  Baptist  Orphanages  of  N.  C, 
but  they  have  found  true  love,  care  and  christian  training.  Year 
after  year  we  have  seen  these  children  reach  up  to  smile  at  the 
bigness  of  life  and  to  find  hope  in  a  world  that  was  rather  cruel 
to  them.  So  it  is  with  christian  love  that  we  reach  out  to  "draw  a 
little  child  unto  us"  by  supporting  our  orphanages. 

For  years  we  have  gladly  sent  out  love  offering  to  the  Orphan- 
age once  a  month,  once  of  quarter,  thanksgiving  or  some  other  time. 
But  we  sent  it.  Last  year  the  Orphanage  received  about  $333,000 
from  the  Sunday  School  collections  .This  was  used  to  care  for  764 
children  during  the  past  year.  Still  we  need  room  for  at  least  450 
more  children  right  now.  And  yet  above  these  doors  hang  these 
words:  "No  room  for  you."  Now  in  the  face  of  that  staggering 
truth  The  Committee  of  19  report  on  September  13,  1951  at  High 
Point,  N.  C.  to  recommend  to  the  convention  that  the  Orphanage 
be  put  under  the  Cooperative  Program.  If  this  is  accepted  then  the 
money  for  the  Orphanage  will  be  reduced  about  $100,000  per  year. 
Of  course  the  amount  will  be  increased  during  the  9  year  plan. 
That  is  with  the  base  of  $240,000  up  to  1960  when  the  amount  will 
reach  about  $300,000. 

Here  are  3  suggestions  that  your  speaker  would  like  to  make  to 
this  Association  today. 

1.  That  we  go  on  record  as  encouraging  all  of  our  churches  to 
support  the  Cooperative  Program. 

BUT 

2.  That  we  take  a  firm  stand  against  being  denied  the  privilege  of 
giving  as  we  have  in  the  past  to  Orphanage  through  special  gifts 
from  our  churches. 

3.  Also,  that  the  State  Convention  continue  to  encourage  and 
use  its  influence  to  lay  upon  the  hearts  of  the  people  the  need  to 
give  to  the  Orphanage  through  these  channels.

We  cannot  begin  here  to  enumerate  or  describe  all  that  is  in- 
volved in  the  statistical  report  above.  But,  in  addition  to  that  make 
reference  to  some  of  the  more  outstanding  pieces  of  work. 

Group  schools  were  introduced  into  the  Association  in  the  spring 
of  1950.  Three  were  conducted  enrolling  some  170  persons.  Last 
spring  (this  year)  five  schools,  comprising  one  for  each  division  of 
the  association,  were  conducted  at  Blackmon  Grove,  Smithfield, 
Baptist  Center,  Micro  and  Middlesex  with  a  total  enrolment  of 
650.  The  major  study  was  evangelism.  Other  courses  included  Bible 
;study,  missions  and  the  Christian  life.  In  addition  a  five  night  study 
for  the  Training  Union  of  the  Micro  church  was  conducted.  Follow- 
ing the  organization  of  a  Training  Union  at  the  Hale's  Chapel  Church 
the  department  books  were  studied  in  a  five  night  school. 

Your  missionary  served  as  organizer  for  the  Evangelistic  Crusade 
in  which  35  churches  participated.  A  central  conference  for  census 
takers  was  arranged  with  26  churches  represented. 

Your  missionary  assisted  in  organizing  the  Cedar  Grove  Church 
including  organizing  the  Sunday  School,  performing  the  baptismal 
service  following  their  revival,  and  helping  in  the  church  organization 
and  ordination  of  deacons. 

The  Pecan  Grove  Mission  proposition  is  now  in  the  hands  of 
a  sponsoring  committee,  associational  missionary  is  chairman,  of  the 
Smithfield  Church,  which  is  now  arranging  for  housing. 

Other  services  include  a  one-day  VBS  conference.  Five  schools 
for  deacons  were  arranged  and  final  reports  published.  An  associa- 
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tion-wide  music  service  was  conducted.  Denominational  causes 
such  as  Hospital,  State  Missions,  Church  Planning  and  the  others 
have  been  promoted.  Last  year  there  were  12  churches  without 
Recorder  clubs.  With  the  assistance  of  Mr.  Bazemore,  circulation 
manager,  that  number  has  been  reduced  to  two. 

Activities  outside  the  association  include  assistance  in  a  one-week 
Sunday  School  enlargement  campaign  in  the  Mt.  Zion  Association. 
The  following  meetings  were  attended,  State  Evangelistic  Confer- 
ence, and  State  Convention,  Durham;  one-week  teaching  clinic, 
Durham;  two  Rural  Church  Development  programs;  two  state- 
wide Associational  Missions  conferences;  Sunday  School  Planning 
meeting,  Raleigh;  and  Eastern  Association  VBS  conference  as 
speaker. 

Outstanding  propositions  for  next  year  include,  Sunday  School 
enlargement  or  training  campaign,  Schools  of  Missions,  community 
surveys  in  anticipation  of  starting  mission  Sunday  schools;  partici- 
pating in  our  state  program  for  rural  churches,  a  complete  assistance 
to  the  standing  committees  of  the  association.

Whisenhunt,  who  at  the  same  time  returned  thanks  to  God 
for  the  lunch  to  be.  Genuine  hospitality  was  displayed  by  our 
hosts,  the  members  of  Bethany  Church. 


Second  Day  —  Afternoon  Session 

The  afternoon  session  was  begun  with  singing  "At  the 
Cross"  and  "Heavenly  Sunshine"  despite  the  rain  that  had  be- 
gun to  fall  outside.  The  opening  prayer  was  offered  by  Bro. 
Billie  Godwin. 

Bro.  J.  E.  Lewis  gave  the  report  on  Sunday  Schools.  He 
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stressed  the  slogan:  "Every  family  in  the  Sunday  School."  The 
report  was  adopted. 

The  historian  read  a  sketch  of  Bethany  Church.  This  de- 
picted the  hard  work  and  determination  of  a  few  faithful  mem- 
bers and  pastors  who  labored  that  this  church  might  be  estab- 
lished. 

HISTORY  OF  BETHANY  CHURCH 

In  the  year  1878  Worley  Creech,  a  man  who  had  recently  been 
converted  and  united  with  Antioch  Baptist  Church,  and  who  lived 
four  miles  south  of  that  church  was  called  of  God  to  preach  the 
gospel.  He  immediately  felt  the  need  of  a  church  in  the  community 
in  which  he  lived,  so  one  night  he  knelt  in  the  jamb  of  a  fence  near 
his  home  and  prayed  to  God  to  make  it  possible  that  he  might 
build  a  house  of  worship.  He  went  to  the  woods  on  his  own  land 
with  a  boy  named  Bill  Wall,  who  lived  at  Mr.  Creech's  home,  and 
began  to  saw  logs.  They  would  saw  off  a  log  and  then  kneel  in 
prayer.  The  house  was  built  on  his  own  land  with  some  help  from 
his  brother,  Bunyan  Creech,  a  member  of  Lees  Chapel  Church. 
Rev.  Worley  Creech  was  called  the  first  pastor.  He  served  in  that 
capacity,  a  total  of  33  years,  until  his  death  which  occurred  in 
March  1911.  During  his  pastorate  not  a  single  vote  was  ever  cast 
against  him.  After  his  death  Rev.  R.  L.  Hocutt  was  called  as  pastor 
at  the  March  meeting  in  1911  and  served  three  years  and  seven 
months. 

The  church  was  organized  April  27,  1879  with  Rev.  John  Davis 
of  Smithfield  acting  as  moderator.  The  name  Bethany  was  chosen. 
Asa  Underwood  and  Bunyan  Creech  were  appointed  deacons  and 
Gaston  Whitley  clerk.  Invitation  was  given  to  those  who  had  letters 
from  others  churches  to  unite  with  the  new  church.  Thirteen  charter 
members  were  received.  Invitation  was  given  to  anyone  who  wanted 
to  unite  with  the  church  by  profession.  Jesse  B.  Creech  came  for- 
ward, gave  h's  experience  and  was  received.  He  later  served  as 
deacon  for  many  years  and  passed  away  in  1942.  The  charter 
members  were  Worley  Creech,  J.  Bunyan  Creech,  Asa  Underwood, 
John  Godwin,  WiPiam  Wall,  Nancy  Underwood,  Elsie  Hatcher, 
Gaston  Whitley,  Valara  Whitley,  N.  G.  Stancil,  Axie  Standi, 
Martha  Creech,  and  Roxa  A.  Godwin,  who  survived  the  others  and 
died  in  1934. 

In  1912  W.  D.  Stancil  was  licensed  to  preach.  He  was  ordained 
in  1913  and  in  1914  was  railed  pastor  to  succeed  Rev.  R.  L.  Hocutt 
and  served  16  years.  Rev.  W.  D.  Stancil  resigned  in  1930.  Rev. 
C.  S.  Creech  was  then  called  and  served  19  years.  Gaston  Whitley 
served  as  clerk  from  the  organization  of  the  church  until  1891,  serving 
12  years.  Then  Kirkman  Creech  was  elected  and  served  until  his- 
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death,  in  November  1920.  C.  S.  Creech  was  elected  in  the  place  of 
his  father  and  served  2  years.  Julian  Creech,  another  son  of  Kirk- 
man  Creech,  was  elected  and  served  one  year.  In  1923  A.  J.  Price 
was  elected  clerk  and  served  continuously  since  that  time.  Several 
ministers  of  the  gospel  have  gone  out  from  this  church  during  its 
existence,  namely  Rev.  W.  D.  Stancil  and  his  son,  Nevel  Stancil, 
Carmel  Creech,  son  of  the  first  pastor,  A.  R.  Creech  and  C.  S.  Creech, 
grandsons  of  the  first  pastor. 

In  September  1949  Rev.  C.  S.  Creech  resigned  as  pastor,  and  in 
November  the  church  called  Rev.  W.  W.  Turner,  who  is  now  serv- 
ing as  pastor.  Under  the  leadership  of  Brother  Turner  and  his  good 
wife,  both  of  whom  are  cooperating  in  all  the  work,  the  church  is 
making  steady  progress.  In  March  1945  a  campaign  was  launched 
to  raise  money  to  build  a  new  church.  A  building  committee  was 
appointed  composed  of  Vernon  Stancil,  Chairman,  William  Wheeler, 
O.  B.  Batten,  W.  P.  Whitley  and  Carl  Brown.  The  work  was  completed 
in  the  fall  of  1949,  costing  about  $12,000.00  with  a  great  part  of 
the  labor  being  donated  by  members  of  the  church  and  other  people 
of  the  community.  A  part  of  the  timber  was  cut  from  the  church 
ground.  A  nice  cornerstone  was  donated  by  J.  H.  Watson,  a  tomb- 
stone and  monument  dealer  at  Kenly.  A  gift  was  also  made  by  the 
Junior  Order.  The  community  as  a  whole  cooperated  splendidly. 
The  brick  veneer  building  embraces  the  original  structure  with 
the  addition  of  seven  Sunday  School  rooms,  a  vestibule  and  a 
balcony. 

The  time  of  worship  has  always  been  the  fourth  Saturday  and 
Sunday  in  each  month,  recently  the  second  Sunday  evening  service 
has  been  added.  The  first  harvest  day  sale  was  held  in  November 
1940  and  has  been  an  annual  event  since  that  time.  A  Homecoming 
day  was  observed  in  April  1950  and  will  be  an  annual  event. 

The  church  which  is  situated  eight  miles  northwest  of  Kenly  has 
been  of  untold  good  in  this  section,  and  has  been  a  light  that  can 
not  be  hidden.  Many  lives  have  been  enriched  by  taking  shelter 
beneath  its  wings  and  many  distressed  ones  have  come  to  pray 
and  gone  away  strengthened  for  the  tasks  to  which  they  were  called.

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The  report  on  the  Activities  of  the  Training  Union  was 
made  by  Bro.  H.  B.  Land.  He  spoke  to  the  report  after  which  it 
was  adopted. 

TRAINING  UNION  REPORT 

Our  Training  Union  for  the  past  year  is  holding  its  own  in 
unions  and  enrollment.  The  number  of  churches  reporting  a  train- 
ing program  is  seventeen.  This  is  some  less  than  it  was  year  before 
last.  We  have  seventy-three  unions  in  our  churches  with  an  enroll- 
ment of  1,127. 

Three  conferances  with  the  Associational  officers  were  held 
in  planning  work  for  the  Mass  Meetings.  We  had  three  mass  meet- 
ings meeting  at  Bethesda,  Pine  Level,  and  Four  Oaks.  We  had  sev- 
eral of  our  associational  contestants  to  win  at  Regional  Four 
meeting  at  Raleigh  and  we  had  four  of  our  juniors  to  win  out 
at  Caswell  Training  Union  Assembly.  We  had  one  young  lady, 
Miss  Kay  Johnson,  to  win  for  her  fourth  consecutive  year;  Gene 
Clemmons  for  the  3rd  year,  and  Don  and  Bob  Furtado  for  the  2nd 
year.  Smithfield  Baptist  Church  Jr.  Choir  won  out  at  Fruitland 
B.T.U.  Assembly. 

The  same  three  serious  obstacles  which  concerned  the  1946 
director  continue  to  retard  the  work  in  our  Association,  "They  are 
(1)  Little  interest  and  encouragement  on  the  part  of  a  few  pastors 
and  many  adult  church  members;  (2)  Lack  of  sufficient  trained 
leaders  in  the  local  churches;  and  (3)  Thousands  of  unelisted, 
uninformed,  untrained,  unfruitful  youth  and  adult  church  members. 
Many  fail  to  realize  that  the  Training  Union  is  the  only  organization 
in  our  churches  which  provides  for  an  all  'round  training  program. 
This  is  the  reason  that  many  other  groups  have  been  able  to  invade 
what  seemed  to  be  Baptist  area.  Let  us  awake  out  of  our  sleep 
and  "teach  them  to  observe  all  things  whatsoever"  he  has  com- 
manded. 

H.  B.  Land,  Jr.,  Director 

Bro.  J.  C.  Cammack  brought  the  report  on  Temperance, 
and  Public  Morals.  He  spoke  to  the  report  telling  of  the  in- 
roads that  drink,  divorce  and  lack  of  home-life  had  made  on 
our  American  life.  He  stressed  the  duty  of  Christian  families, 
and  pictured  the  results  of  home  training  by  Christian  parents. 

REPORT  ON  TEMPERANCE  AND  PUBLIC  MORALS 

One  of  the  most  obvious  factors  in  the  strength  of  any  nation  is 
the  old  adage,  "As  goes  the  home,  so  goes  the  nation." 
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The  days  of  this  year  have  brought  to  light  some  of  the  most 
amazing  corruption  in  the  history  of  our  nation.  Crime  is  rampant. 
There  is  a  major  crime  committed  in  the  U.  S.  every  20  seconds  and 
a  murder  every  45  minutes.  The  buying  of  public  officials  through 
bribery  and  the  bartering  of  justice  is  indicated  in  its  starkness  with 
the  publishing  of  the  Keauvoeffer  report.  The  liquor  dealers  have 
continued  their  inroads  into  American  character  until  today  alcoholic 
beverage  consumption  amounts  to  $9,780,000,000  or  a  million  dollars 
an  hour  for  wine,  beer,  and  liquor.  A  recent  study  of  Keeley  Institute 
patients  shows  that  80%  began  drinking  when  they  were  below  the 
age  of  20.  Between  1940  and  1S48,  alcoholics  in  the  United  States 
increased  29%  with  female  alcoholism  increasing  at  a  more  rapid 
rate. 

For  Americans  and  particularly  for  Christian  Americans,  every 
factor  which  will  strengthen  our  homes  will  mean  progress  in  the 
direction  of  undergirding  our  nation. 
Factors  Influencing  The  American  Home 

The  American  home  has  undergone  revolutionary  changes  in 
the  past  50  years.  Industrialization  has  taken  industry  out  of  the 
homes  and  we  no  longer  make  our  own  cloth  or  shoes  but  buy  them. 
Urbanization  has  uprooted  the  farm  population,  as  seen  in  the  fact 
that  urban  population  has  increased  22%,  rural  non-farm  population 
by  28%,  while  the  farm  poplation  has  decreased  7%.  The  status  of 
women  has  changed  in  the  growing  independence  of  the  American 
woman.  One  out  of  five  American  mothers  with  children  under 
18  years  of  age  are  now  working.  Thus,  putting  another  strain  on 
the  family  circle.  Commercialized  amusements  have  affected  the 
home.  Such  home  centered  amusements  as  "bundling"  and  "log- 
rolling" etc.  are  rapidly  disappearing  and  in  their  places  are  the 
moving  pictures,  commercialized  entertainment,  radio,  and  television. 

Th2  internal  factors  affecting  the  American  home  include  the 
emotional  immaturity  of  earlier  marriages,  economic  factors,  housing 
conditions,  etc.  The  basic  internal  factor  affecting  the  American 
home,  however,  is  the  integrity  or  character  of  the  couple.  The 
divorce  rate  now,  one  divorce  in  every  five  marriages,  shows  much 
improvement  over  one  to  three  during  the  war  years  (1944-46). 
A  Partial  B,emedy 

Baptists  along  with  other  Christian  groups  are  offering  many 
partial  solutions  to  the  over-all  problem  of  the  weakening  American 
home.  We  rejoice  that  there  is  a  growing  light  in  America's  dark 
spot  and  we  recommend  the  combining  of  all  of  these  aids  to  fortify 
the  source  of  our  nation's  strength:  the  Home  Life  magazine  and 
other  Christian  literature,  splendid  organizations  within  the  church, 
special  emphasis  such  as  "Christian  Home  Week,"  preaching  on  these 
vital  subjects,  a  new  emphasis  on  family  life  through  the  churches, 
etc.  are  all  means  toward  the  same  end.  Let  us  resolve  to  use  every 
vehicle  at  our  comand  to  strengthen  the  Christian  home,  the  cradle 
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of  American  greatness.

G.  Aram  Earp  was  born  near  Thanksgiving  church,  Johnston 
County,  January  6,  1893.  He  was  the  son  of  Wiley  E.  and  Willie 
Creech  Earp.  She  was  the  daughter  of  Rev.  Worley  Creech.  Bro.

He  early  joined  Thanksgiving  church  and  remained  a  member 
until  a  few  years  ago  when  he  moved  to  Selma,  carrying  his  member- 
ship with  him.  He  was  later  to  serve  the  Selma  church  as  a  faithful 
and  efficient  deacon  and  also  teacher  in  the  Sunday  School.  He 
sought  the  best  possible  help  to  fit  him  for  the  work  of  a  teacher, 
spending  hours  in  a  correspondence  course  and  other  work  to  more 
"rightly  divide  the  Word  of  Truth."  He  was  awarded  a  diploma 
as  evidence  of  his  fitness  to  teach  the  Word  of  God. 

He  became  c'erk  of  the  Johnston  Association  in  1942,  and  served 
for  nine  years,  until  his  death.  He  was  deeply  interested  in  the 
work  of  the  Association  and  put  a  great  deal  of  time,  thought  and 
talent  to  the  work  in  this  section  in  bringing  in  the  Kingdom  of  God.

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The  Constitution 

1.  The  Association  shall  be  known  as  the  Johnston  Baptist 
Association. 

2.  Its  object  shall  be  to  extend  the  privileges  of  the  Gospel 
and  liberal  culture  to  all  people  within  its  bounds,  and  by  hearty 
co-operation  with  the  Baptist  State  Convention,  to  help  offer  these 
privileges  to  all  mankind  in  and  out  of  its  bounds  by  the  cordial 
co-operation  of  all  churches  constituting  this  body. 

3.  It  shall  be  composed  of  the  pastors  in  active  service  in  the 
Association  and  such  delegates  as  shall  be  annually  elected  by  the 
churches  connected  with  it,  each  church  being  entitled  to  three 
delegates  unless  the  membership  shall  exceed  fifty,  and  then  an 
additional  delegate  for  every  twenty-five  members;  provided  no 
church  shall  have  more  than  eight  delegates. 

4.  The  New  Hampshire  Declaration  of  Faith  shall  be  the  sum- 
mary of  Divine  Truth  for  determining  question  of  faith  and  order 
in  this  body.  And  the  churches  desiring  membership  in  it  must 
commit  themselves  to  the  substance  of  it,  together  with  the  covenant 
herewith  submitted  and  this  constitution. 

5.  This  Association  shall  not  have  power  to  annul  the  dis- 
cipMne  or  exercise  authority  over  any  church  connected  with  it 
but  may  advise  with  and  sever  its  connection  with  any  church 
that  neglects  to  preserve  Gospel  order,  or  that  treats  with  contempt 
the  objeects  of  advice  of  the  Association. 

6.  Each  church  shal1  send  to  the  annual  meetings  of  the 
Association  a  letter  (the  blanks  to  be  furnished  by  the  Clerk  of  the 
Association),  carefully  filled  as  per  blank  suggestions,  stating  the 
full  work  of  the  church  for  the  year  ending  with  the  last  Sunday 
in  September. 

7.  The  Association  shall  foster  State  Missions,  Home  Missions, 
Foreign  Missions,  Christian  Education,  the  Ministers'  Relief  and 
Annuity  Board,  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  Orphanage  and  Hospital, 
and  each  church  shaU  be  requested  to  contribute  to  the  support  of 
these  objects  regu'arly  and  systematically. 

8.  Missions  and  Education  shall  have  precedence  in  their 
claims  upon  the  consideration  of  this  body  in  its  regular  sessions. 

9.  Whenever  a  church  shall  fail  to  be  represented  by  delegates 
or  letter  at  the  annual  session  of  the  Association,  inauiry  shall  be 
made  for  the  cause  and  efforts  shall  be  made  to  induce  such  church 
to  do  its  duty;  and  t^e  effort  shall  be  continued  until  the  church  is 
recovered  or  dropped  from  the  roll. 

10.  The  Officers  of  the  Association  shall  be  a  Moderator.  Clerk, 
Treasurer,  Auditor,  and  Historian,  to  be  elected  by  ballot  after  the 
nomination  from  the  floor,  or  by  a  committee  of  three  named  by  the 
Moderator,  with  the  proviso  that  any  delegate  may  amend  the  com- 
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mittee's  report  by  substituting  another  name  for  any  one  offered 
for  the  approval  of  the  Association,  which  previously  has  decided 
upon  the  method  used,  at  the  close  of  each  annual  session,  to  serve 
until  the  election  of  their  successors,  the  Moderator  to  preside  over 
the  sessions  of  the  body  and  promote  the  interest  of  the  Association 
during  the  year;  the  Vice-Moderator  to  preside  in  his  absence;  the 
Clerk  to  record,  print  and  distribute  the  minutes  of  the  body,  and 
to  keep  on  file  these  and  all  other  important  papers,  the  Treasurer 
to  receive  and  disburse  all  funds  of  the  Association  subject  to  its 
order;  the  Auditor  to  examine  the  Treasurer's  books  at  the  close  of 
each  session  and  to  render  a  report  before  adjournment;  the  Historian 
to  report  to  the  Association  each  year  at  the  annual  session;  and  to 
keep  an  accurate  history  of  the  work. 

11.  The  Association  shall  elect  annually  an  Executive  Committee 
which  shall  have  authority  between  regular  sessions  of  the  Association 
to  act  for  the  body  in  necessary  matters,  executing  the  plans  and 
work  of  the  Association  in  whatever  manner  may  seem  advisable, 
a  full  report  of  its  work  being  presented  annually,  with  such  recom- 
mendations as  may  seem  wise.  In  case  of  death  or  removal  of  a 
member,  the  committee  may  appoint  a  successor  to  act  until  the 
next  meeting  of  the  Association. 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  elective  and 
ex-officio  members.  The  elective  members  shall  be  six  laymen, 
three  men  and  three  women,  no  two  of  whom  are  from  the  same 
church;  and  they  shall  be  elected  for  two  year's  terms  so  that  each 
year  the  Association  will  elect  three  lay  members  of  the  Executive 
Committee.  The  Moderator  of  the  Association  shall  be  an  ex-officio 
member  of  the  committee,  and  shall  act  as  its  chairman.  In  addition 
to  the  Moderator,  the  following  persons  shall  be  ex-oifi-io  members 
of  the  Committee:  Vice-Moderator,  Clerk,  Treasurer,  Auditor,  and 
Historian  of  the  Association;  also  the  Associational  heads  of  Sunday 
Schools,  Training  Union,  and  Woman's  Missionary  Union,  the  pastors 
of  the  churches  in  the  Association,  and  the  persons  who  are  to  make 
reports  to  the  Association  the  following  year  on  Christian  Education, 
Christian  Literature,  Temperance,  Social  Service,  Co-operative  Pro- 
gram, Orphanage  and  Hospital  and  Associational  Missionary.  All 
ex-officio  members  shall  have  a  right  to  vote  on  all  matters. 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  be  divided  for  efficiency  into 
subcommittees,  which  shall  promote  the  various  phases  of  our  work 
during  the  year  and  report  quarterly  to  the  Executive  Committee. 

12.  This  Constitution  may  be  amended  at  any  annual  session  by 
a  two-thirds  vote  of  all  members  present. 

13.  The  Proceedings  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Union  shall 
be  recorded  as  a  part  of  the  Minutes  of  the  Association. 

14.  The  Associational  Sunday  School  Superintendent  and  Baptist 
Training  Union  Director  shall  be  nominated  by  their  respective  groups 
and  elected  by  the  Association  in  annual  session. 


14  JOHNSTON  BAPTIST  ASSOCIATION 


By-Laws 

1.  The  Association  shall  meet  annually  at  such  time  and  place 
as  it  may  decide. 

2.  All  meetings  of  the  body  shall  be  opened  and  closed  with 
devotional  services. 

3.  Representatives  from  ten  of  the  churches  shall  constitute  a 
quorum. 

4.  Delegates  shall  be  recognized  by  letters  from  their  churches 
designating  them  as  such. 

5.  Members  desiring  to  speak  shall  first  rise  and  address  the 
Moderator,  shall  use  the  term  "brother,"  in  speaking  to  each  other, 
shall  not  speak  on  the  same  subject  more  than  twice  without  per- 
mission, and  shall  observe  the  courtesy  that  becomes  Christians. 

6.  The  roll  of  members  shall  be  called  at  least  once,  and 
absentees  marked. 

7.  Corresponding  messengers  and  visiting  brethren  shall  be 
invited  to  seats  with  the  privilege  and  speaking,  but  not  voting. 

8.  A  copy  of  the  minutes  shall  be  sent  to  each  of  the  following: 
Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  State  Mission  Board,  Librarian  of 
Wake  Forest  College,  Librarian  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Theological 
Seminary,  Louisville,  Ky.,  Secretary  of  Survey  and  Statistics,  Bap- 
tist Sunday  School  Board,  Nashville,  Tenn.;  Samuel  Colgate  Historical 
Colleceion,  Colgate  University,  Hamilton,  N.  Y.;  American  Baptist 
Society,  Crozer  Seminary,  Chester,  Pa.;  and  to  South  Western  Baptist 
Theological  Seminary,  Fort  Worth,  Texas. 

9.  All  questions  of  order  not  herein  provided  for  shall  be  decided 
by  Kerfoot's  Parliamentary  Law.

JOHNSTON  BAPTIST  ASSOCIATION 

held  with 

BLACKMANS  GROVE  AND  TABERNACLE 

First  Day,  Blackmans  Grove,  Morning  Session 

The  fiftieth  annual  session  of  the  Johnston  Baptist  Asso- 
ciation convened  at  10:00  o'clock  on  the  morning  of  October 
22,  1952,  with  Moderator  Adam  J.  Whitley  presiding.  The 
song  service  was  led  by  J.  L.  Jones.  Miss  Peggy  Mahler  played 
the  piano.  The  hymns,  "America"  and  "Faith  of  Our  Fathers" 
were  sung.  Bro.  H.  C.  Upchurch  led  in  prayer. 

The  Moderator  called  for  the  reading  of  the  roll  of  dele- 
gates. Representatives  from  forty-four  churches  answered 
present.  This  number  was  declared  a  quorum  for  the  trans- 
action of  business.  The  program  as  prepared  by  the  commit- 
tee was  adopted  and  was  carried  out  as  recorded  in  these  pro- 
ceedings. 

Bro.  Sherrill  Stevens  gave  the  report  on  Christian  Litera- 
ture. He  spoke  in  an  instructive  manner  of  the  new  transla- 
tion of  the  Bible  and  leading  Baptist  publications.  The  re- 
port was  adopted. 

REPORT  ON  CHRISTIAN  LITERATURE 

Literature,  if  it  is  to  be  Christian  literature,  must  be  Christ 
centered.  Thus  the  Bible,  which  reveals  to  us  Christ;  and  that, 
"God  was  in  Christ  reconciling  the  world  unto  Himself"  (II  Cor. 
5:19),  must  ever  be  central  in  our  consideration  of  Christian  lite- 
rature. We  are  commanded  to  search  the  Scriptures;  we  have 
Biblical  examples  of  people  who  searched  the  Scriptures;  and  we, 
in  our  own  lives,  have  learned  the  blessing  and  strength  that  comes 
from  searching  the  Scriptures.  So  it  is  that  we,  as  Christian  lead- 
ers, should  practice,  commend,  encourage,  and  promote  the  read- 
ing of  God's  Holy  Word.  Second  in  importance  in  the  realm  of 
Christian  literature  must  come  the  various  "helps"  which  assist  us 
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in  our  understanding  and  application  of  the  truth  of  God's  Word. 
Third,  and  in  no  wise  of  minor  importance,  are  our  denominational 
periodicals  that  keep  us  informed  of  our  Baptist  program  and  our 
Baptist  work  in  our  communities,  our  association,  our  state,  our 
southland,  and  to  the  uttermost  ends  of  the  earth. 

Our  chief  task  is  not  to  promote  the  sale  of  the  Bible,  as  import- 
ant as  this  is,  because  far  too  many  copies  of  this,  The  Book  Of 
Books,  already  lie  dusty  in  the  homes  of  this  association.  Our  task 
is  to  promote  the  reading  and  study  of  the  Word  which  our  peo- 
ple already  possess.  Neither  is  it  a  chief  duty  of  ours  to  see  to  the 
publication  of  more  and  varied  denominational  periodicals.  Rather 
we  should  encourage  our  people  to  take  advantage  of  the  fine  per- 
ioidcals  already  available,    thus  making  them  greater  and  better. 

The  news  stands  of  our  land  and  the  news  racks  of  our  homes 
bear  an  appalling  witness  to  the  floods  of  secular  and  definitely  un- 
christian literature  being  read  by  our  people.  This  literature  is  hav- 
ing an  undeniably  unchristian  influence  upon  the  lives  of  the  peo- 
ple who  read  it,  both  old  and  young;  leading  to  great  and  constant 
increases  in  crime  and  immorality.  Statistics  need  not  be  cited 
for  we  are  all  painfully  aware  of  this  truth. 

We  rightfully  are  alarmed:  but  what  should  we  do?  By  our 
lives,  by  the  example  of  our  personal  reading  habits,  and  through 
our  teaching,  we  should  promote  the  reading  of  literature  that  is 
thoroughly  Christian.  For  literature  that  is  Christian  will  influ- 
ence toward  good  the  lives  of  those  who  read  and  study  it.  helping 
them  to  be  better  Christians  in  the  task  of  building  a  better  world. 
This  promotion  of  the  reading  of  Christian  literature  is  our  task  as 
Christian  leaders.  This  is  our  task  in  our  own  lives,  in  our  homes, 
in  our  churches,  and  in  our  world.  Let  us  now  in  humble  consecra- 
tion begin  to  accept  actively  the  challenge  of  our  task.

Seawell,  Wake  Forest  College  representative,  spoke 
on  the  report.  President  Campbell,  Meredith  College,  spoke 
emphasizing  that  religion  and  education  are  interdependent. 
The  report  was  adopted. 

REPORT  ON  CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION 

Matthew  28:  19-20.  "Go  ye  therefore,  and  teach  all  nations, 
baptizing  them  in  the  name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the  Son,  and 
of  the  Holy  Ghost:  Teaching  Them  to  observe  all  things  whatso- 
ever I  have  commanded  you:  and  lo,  I  am  with  you  alway,  even  unto 
the  end  of  the  world.  Amen." 

1  Thessalonians  4:  11-12.  "And  that  ve  study  to  be  quiet,  and 
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to  do  your  own  business,  and  to  work  with  your  hands,  as  we 
have  commanded  you;  that  ye  may  walk  honestly  toward  them 
that  are  without,    and  that  ye  may  have  lack  of  nothing." 

2  Timothy  2:  15.  "Study  to  show  thyself  approved  unto  God, 
a  workman  that  needeth  not  to  be  ashamed,  rightly  dividing  the 
word  of  truth." 

These  and  other  passages  from  God's  word  make  it  plain  that 
Christian  Education  is  not  a  luxury  but  a  necessity. 

Christian  education  is  a  commandment  of  Jesus.  To  have  a 
place  for  this  in  our  modern  system  of  education  we  must  have 
Christian  sriools.  Christian  schools  can  only  be  brought  into  be- 
ing and  maintained  by  Christian  prayers,  Christian  gifts,  and 
students  from  homes  both  Christian  and  non-Christian.  We  are 
to  teach  all  nations. 

In  our  Baptist  colleges  in  North  Carolina  we  had  in  the  year 
1950-51  a  total  of  4,432  students  enrolled.  Over  the  Southland,  en- 
rolments for  1951-52  in  our  seminaries  have  increased  approximately 
ten  per  cent  over  the  past  year  (1950-51)  while  college  enrolments 
have  decreased  approximately  ten  per  cent.  In  Johnston  County 
approximately  450  graduated  from  High  School.  Out  of  36  let- 
ters sent  to  pastors  of  our  churches,  only  14  replies  were  received. 
These  replies  represented  20  churches  out  of  47.  57  Baptist  students 
graduated  from  High  School  and  13  of  these  57  graduates  were 
planning  to  ?o  to  a  Baptist  college.  This  means  that  23  per  cent 
of  our  Baptist  young  people  are  going  to  Baptist  colleges.  How- 
ever, since  we  have  no  figures  from  the  other  27  churches,  this 
percentage  is  not  an  accurate  one  for  our  association.  Many  other 
institutions  of  higher  learning,  such  as  state  schools,  are  fine 
schools  but  we  must,  by  conviction  and  by  evidence,  consider  that 
our  Baptist  institutions  are  the  best.  We  should  continue  to 
teach  and  preach  this  one  fact.  As  stated  in  the  report  of  the 
Education  Commission  to  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention:  "Our 
colleges  have  weaknesses  —  these  can  be  corrected.  They  have 
needs  —  these  can  be  met.  They  have  nothing,  though,  until  we 
give  them  our  own  to  minister  unto." 

Again,  returning  to  the  local  scene,  Baptists  of  the  Johnston 
Association  gave  through  the  cooperative  program  and  designated 
gifts  $8,042.80  to  the  cause  of  Christian  Education  in  North  Caro- 
lina and  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention.  This  sum  seems  large 
but  one  must  realize  that  on  the  basis  of  our  total  membership,  we 
only  gave  73c  per  member  last  year  to  Christian  Education.  This 
is  a  very  small  sum  in  relation  to  our  possible  giving  to  this  and 
all  other  causes.  Thus,  we  must  say  that  we  must  increase  our 
giving  to  Christian  Education  through  the  Cooperative  Program  to 
meet  increased  costs  and  expansion  programs.  On  the  basis  of  the 
tota1  gifts  of  Johnston  Baptists,  only  a  litfe  over  one  cent  out  of 
every  dollar  which  we  gave  through  the  47  churches  went  to  Chris- 
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tian  Education.  Certainly,  on  the  basis  of  the  commandment  of 
Jesus  to  go  and  teach,  we  must  begin  to  give  more  than  one  per 
cent  of  our  total  gifts  to  fulfill  the  Commission  of  our  Lord. 

There  are  many  numerous  reasons  why  we  Baptists  must  give 
our  wholehearted  support  to  our  Christian  schools. 

The  first  reason  is  of  first  importance.  Christian  schools  are 
the  only  institutions  in  which  we  can  expect  to  gain  from  our  secu- 
lar and  religious  studies  a  correct  religious  philosophy  of  life.  The 
students'  religious  life  and  welfare  should  be  the  primary  concern 
of  our  Christian  schools.  For  what  shall  it  profit  a  man  if  he  is  ed- 
ucated in  secular  knowledge  and  lose  his  own  soul? 

Again  Christian  colleges  provide  a  place  for  Christian  fellow- 
ship. Certainly  we  are  a  part  of  all  that  we  have  met  and  by  meet- 
ing Christians  on  Christian  campuses,  we  bemoce  better  Christians. 

Then,  there  is  the  influence  of  Christian  professors  and  lead- 
ers. Every  member  of  our  faculties  in  Christian  colleges  should  be 
Christian  and  generally  speaking,  they  are.  To  compare  our 
Christian  schools  to  secular  schools,  we  turn  to  one  university  in 
our  land  which  is  reported  to  have  only  27  faculty  members  out 
of  more  than  2200  faculty  members  who  are  active  in  church.  Can 
those  of  the  faculty  who  are  not  active  in  the  church  and  its 
program  give  our  youth  today  a  Christian  interpretation  of  life? 
Certainly  not!  But  our  Christian  professors  and  teachers  in  our 
Christian  colleges  can,    and  of  this  fact  we  are  confident. 

Finally,  Christian  Education  is  desperately  needed  to  stop 
trends  in  our  society  which  are  leading  our  youth  slowly  but  surely 
into  paganism,  communism  and  all  other  godless  forms  of  thought 
and  action.  The  only  way  to  stop  such  trends  is  to  enlist  our 
youth  in  a  program  of  Christian  Education.  If  there  were  no  oth- 
er reasons  (and  there  are  many),  these  alone  should  spur  us  to 
place  more  emphasis  upon  Christian  education. 

Then  in  our  own  churches,  shall  we  remedy  the  fact  that 
we  do  not  have  even  one-half  of  our  total  membership  who  at- 
tends church  regular  to  study  in  Sunday  School?  A1  so  in  1951,  in 
Training  Union  work  we  had  only  648  as  our  average  attendance  yet 
we  have  over  10,000  members  of  our  47  churches.  Certainly,  we 
can  only  say  that  we  are  not  training  but  a  few  of  our  people  for 
Christian  service.  These  and  other  facts  should  compel  us  to  go  back 
to  our  churches  with  the  conviction  that  we  shall  rededicate  our- 
selves to  the  task  of  doing  this  one  thing:  "religiously  educate  our 
children,"  both  in  our  churches  and  in  our  Christian  schools.

Work,  Special  Mention 

For  lack  of  space  the  work  indicated  in  the  above  statistics 
cannot  be  described.  In  addition  your  missionary  attended  the  State 
Convention,  the  State  Vacation  Bible  School  Conference  and  is 
serving  as  secretary  of  the  Region  4  Rural  Church  Development 
Conference.  Special  service  has  been  rendered  to  six  pulpit  com- 
mittees. An  every  member  canvass  was  organized  and  conducted 
for  the  Newton  Grove  church  while  they  were  without  a  pastor. 
Assistance  was  rendered  in  the  Little  River  One  Day  Vacation  Bi- 
ble School  Conference,  and  the  preaching  was  done  in  the  annual 
revival  services  of  the  Pleasant  Hill  Baptist  Church,  of  the  Kings 
Mountain  Association,  by  your  missionary. 

The  Pecan  Grove  work  still  lacks  housing.  The  promotional 
committee  of  the  First  Church,  Smithfield  is  working  on  that 
proposition.  Bible  School  was  conducted  there  June  9-13  with  an 
enrolment  of  40  and  an  average  attendance  of  35.  There  were  eight 
professions  of  faith. 

Eight  Group  Schools  were  promoted  and  organized  for  Sunday 
school  worker  training,  with  a  total  of  447  enrolled,  43  churches 
represented,  and  245  awards  issued. 

Allen's  Mission  Vacation  Bible  School  was  conducted  June  30 
through  July  4,  with  a  total  enrolment  of  49  and  an  average  attend- 
ance of  43.  Sunday  school  was  begun  there  July  6.  From  that  date 
until  September  14  attendance  was  varied  and  spasmodic  with  as 
low  as  one  attending.  Visitation  continued  all  the  while  and  seem- 
ed to  take  effect  early  in  September  with  a  Sunday  by  Sunday  at- 
tendance from  September  14  through  October  19  as  follows:  11, 
19,  27,  23,  23,  32.  Classes  are,  young  people-adult,  junior  primary, 
and  beginner.  Your  missionary  has  done  visitation  work,  taught 
the  young  people-adult  class,  led  worship  services  and  singing. 
There  have  been  four  professions  of  faith. 

Proposed  Work  for  This  Year 

1.  Group  Schools  will  be  conducted  February  16-March  6, 
1C'53.  They  will  in  number  and  location  be  easily  accessible  to  all 
the  churches  of  the  association,  and  include  training  work  as 
nseded. 

2.  Schools  of  Missions  will  be  conducted  in  the  individual 
churches  September  27-October  2,  1953.  Your  church  is  invited 
to  participate.  Requests  have  been  made  for  20  Home,  10  For- 
eign, and  six  State  missionaries.     Thp  Missions  Committee  sug- 
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gests  to  the  churches  that  they  prepare  to  pay  approximately  an 
amount  equal  to  5%  of  their  total  gifts  to  missions  as  an  estimated 
cost  of  the  schools.    No  church  should  pay  less  than  $15. 

3.  Survey  other  areas  for  the  possibility  of  other  mission 
Sunday  Schools. 

4.  Continue  to  promote  our  Baptist  Program,  especially  the 
new  phases,  including  the  Stewardship  Schools  to  be  conducted 
in  the  churches,  October  18-25,  1953;  and  the  Nine  Year  Program 
of  Advance  for  North  Carolina  Baptists. 

5.  Minister  to  the  churches  without  pastors. 

6.  Continue  educational  work  in  the  churches  as  opportunity  is 
afforded. 

7.  Cooperate  with  all  committees,  organizations,  and  leaders 
of  our  associational  work.

By  direction  the  Moderator  appointed  Brethren  Larry  Mayo 
and  Fletcher  Ford  to  complete  the  terms  of  M.  M.  Johnson  and 
Jas.  C.  Cammack  on  the  Mission  Committee  since  these  members 
had  moved  from  the  Association. 

The  entire  body  of  the  Association  stood  and  sang.  "When 
I  Survey  the  Wondrous  Cross,"  after  which  Bro.  Fletcher  Ford 
preached  the  annual  sermon.  The  Scripture  lesson  was  read 
by  J.  L.  Jones  substitute  for  Bro.  Bruce  Land  who  was  too  hoarse 
to  read.  In  his  sermon  Bro.  Ford  stressed  the  importance  of  fol- 
lowing the  pattern  of  Jacob  in  the  redigging  of  the  old  wells. 
He  suggested  the  following  outline:  The  well  of  temperance; 
of  Sabbath   observance;   of  old-fashion   Christian   home;  of 
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old-time  Christian  schools;  of  old  time  faith;  and  sound  Gospel 
preaching. 

Bro.  Lanning  of  Benson  led  the  closing  prayer  and  also 
offered  thanks  for  the  noon  hour  meal. 

Afternoon  Session 

Every  one  present  enjoyed  the  good  food,  fine  fellowship 
and  contacts  with  friends  from  other  churches  and  communi- 
ties during  the  noon  recess. 

After  the  singing  of  "Break  Thou  the  Bread  of  Life"  and 
"Amazing  Grace,"  Bro.  A.  D.  Stephenson  led  in  prayer. 

Bro.  C.  H.  Norris  read  the  Report  on  Relief  and  Annuity, 
which  was  adopted. 

REPORT  OF  THE  RELIEF  AND  ANNUITY  BOARD 

The  reports,  reviewing  the  work  of  the  Relief  and  Annuity 
Board,  presented  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Board  in  Dallas, 
on  March  12th,  showed  1951  to  be  a  year  of  continued  progress 
and  enlarged  service  to  our  Southern  Baptist  constituency. 

Officers  of  the  Board  were  re-elected:  Dr.  Wallace  Bassett, 
president;  Dr.  Walter  R.  Alexander,  executive  secretary;  Dr. 
Robert  S.  Jones,  associate  secretary;  Mr.  Orville  Groner,  treasur- 
er-investments. 

Total  income  for  1951  was  $5,144,134.29,  with  total  benefits 
paid,  amounting  to  $1,559,438.69.  Total  assets  of  the  Board  as  of 
December  31,  1951  were  $23,333,014.10. 

In  spite  of  more  intensive  promotional  work  on  the  part  of 
the  several  states  and  of  the  Relief  and  Annuity  Board,  there  is 
yet  much  to  be  done  to  broaden  the  protection  of  the  Ministers  Re- 
tirement Plan.  Far  too  many  pastors  are  retiring  without  any  source 
of  income  and  thus  adding  to  the  burden  of  the  relief  department. 
In  1951,  the  relief  department  spent  more  in  ten  states  than  it 
received.  The  deficit  in  these  states  couM  only  be  met  by  drawing 
upon  the  relief  reserves.  The  relief  department  cannot  continue 
to  meet  these  deficits  by  reducing  the  relief  reserve  fund.  This  situa- 
tion can  and  must  be  corrected.  Two  suggestions  are  made  which 
shou'd  help  in  overcoming  these  deficits. 

First,  more  of  the  churches  should  follow  the  recommendation 
of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  and  take  a  Fellowship  Offer- 
ing for  ministerial  relief  on  the  first  Sunday  in  June,  or  at  such 
time  as  convenient  to  the  church. 

Second,  each  state  should  consider  setting  a  date  after  which 
time  no  pastor  would  be  eligible  for  assistance  from  the  relief  de- 
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partment  who  had  not  been  a  member  of  the  Ministers  Retirement 
Plan.  A  pastor  who  refuses  to  join  the  plan  has  no  right  to  expect 
the  denomination  to  provide  for  his  needs  when  he  is  forced  into 
retirement  because  of  ill  health  or  old  age  when  he  refuses  to  make 
some  effort  to  provide,  with  the  help  of  his  denomination,  some- 
th'rg  for  himself.  Unless  something  like  this  is  done,  the  relief 
load  will  continue  to  increase  when  it  should  decrease  from  year 
to  year. 

The  retirement  boards  of  the  other  major  denominations  re- 
quire that  a  pastor  be  a  member  of  some  contributory  retirement 
plan  before  he  is  considered  eligible  for  assistance  from  relief  funds. 

A  pastor  who  lacks  three  to  five  years  of  reaching  retirement 
age,  can  join  the  Ministers  Retirement  Plan  and  enjoy  an  age 
annuity  on  retirement,  far  beyond  what  he  would  receive  if  he 
were  placed  on  the  relief  roll.  Every  active  pastor  should  take 
advantage  of  the  opportunity  which  his  denomination  has  provid- 
ed that  he  may  not  face  a  penniless  old  age.

HISTORY  OF  BLACKMANS  GROVE  CHURCH 

The  organization  of  this  church  took  place  in  August  1893,  fol- 
lowing a  revival  held  in  an  old  store  building  at  Blackmon  Cross 
Roads.  The  revival  was  conducted  by  Rev.  Wiley  Page  from  Sampson 
County. 

Mr.  J.  M.  Beaty  of  Smithfield  helped  to  organize  this  church. 
All  the  charter  members  with  the  exception  of  Susan  B.  Wood  were 
members  of  Smithfield  Baptist  Church,  and  were  given  letters  from 
the  Smithfield  church  August  18,  1893,  to  organize  the  Blackmon 
Grove  Church.  Susan  Wood  was  given  letter  from  Union  Grove  Bap- 
tist Church  on  August  11,  1893. 

After  its  organization,  services  were  held  in  the  old  store 
building  at  Blackmon's  Cross  Roads  until  a  church  was  erected  on 
land  given  by  Mr.  J.  M.  Blackmon.  Church  records  do  not  give  the 
date  of  first  services  held  in  the  new  church  building.  The  first 
deacons  were  E.  W.  Marler,  Leonard  Godwin,  and  Frank  P.  Wood. 
Charter  members  were  Frank  P.  Wood,  George  W.  Lee,  T.  D.  Lee, 
E.  M.  Marler,  M.  N.  Barefoot,  W.  H.  Wood,  J.  M.  Blackman,  G. 
P.  Lee,  Julia  B.  Wood,  Marina  Godwin,  Seluta  Barefoot,  Narcissus 
Jane  Marler,  Bettie  F.  Lee,  and  Susan  B.  Wood.  The  first  church  clerk 
was  Wiley  N.  Johnson  and  the  first  pastor  was  Rev.  F.  H.  Poston. 

In  1923  the  church  building  was  remodeled  and  an  addition  built 
on  the  church.   Again  in  1949  the  church  building  was  remodeled.  At 
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that  time  four  additional  Sunday  School  rooms  were  built  and  a  mod- 
ern heating  plant  was  installed. 

One  minister  has  gone  out  from  Blackmon  Grove  Church,  Rev. 
Luther  Grice,  now  deceased. 

Church  services  are  held  on  the  first,  second,  third,  and  fourth 
Sundays  in  each  month.  The  church  has  its  annual  harvest  day 
which  is  well  supported  by  its  members  and  others  in  the  commun- 
ity. 

Blackmon  Grove  church  has  grown  from  the  small  group  of 
members  mentioned  above  to  a  present  membership  of  181.  Rev. 
Fletcher  Ford  of  Four  Oaks  has  been  pastor  since  February  1949.

Leader,  spoke  on  the  report.  Mrs.  Mitchiner  encouraged  the 
reading  of  new  mission  study  books.  She  introduced  Mrs.  Lan- 
ning  who  will  take  an  important  part  in  the  W.  M.  U.  work  this 
year.  The  report  was  adopted. 

REPORT  OF  THE  WOMAN'S  MISSIONARY  UNION 

Dr.  M.  Theron  Rankin,  Executive  Secretary  of  the  Foreign 
Mission  Board,  writes  in  our  late  Royal  Service  that  the  advance 
which  has  been  achieved  in  foreign  missions  during  the  past  five 
years  could  not  have  taken  place  without  the  advance  which  the 
Lottie  Moon  Christmas  offering  has  made.  The  1357  W.  M.  S.  mem- 
bers and  677  members  of  the  Young  People's  organization  of  the 
Johnston  Association  are  grateful  to  have  had  a  small  part  in  that 
advance  as  well  as  in  the  other  fields  of  our  great  missionary  pro- 
gram. 

Our  record  shows  122  organizations,  of  which  80  are  Young 
People's.  One  W.  M.  S.  has  been  reorganized  and  one  Sunbeam 
Band  organized  this  year.  There  are  now  five  churches  that  have 
reported  no  missionary  organization. 

Our  Leadership  Conference  was  held  in  November  in  Pine 
Level.  Miss  Marie  Epley,  State  Young  People's  Counselor,  was 
with  us.  On  March  25th  our  Fiftieth  Annual  Meeting  met  in  Bap- 
tist Center  Church  with  "Power  of  Jesus  Name,"  as  the  theme. 
Dr.  and  Mrs.  I.  N.  Patterson,  missionaries  from  Nigeria,  and  Miss 
Ruth  Provence,  Executive  Secretary  of  the  North  Carolina  W. 
M.  U.,  brought  us  messages  of  inspiration  and  information.  Mrs. 
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J.  E.  Wilder,  Associate  Superintendent,  dressed  in  Mrs.  B.  A.  Ho- 
cutt's  wedding  dress  to  give  the  early  nineteen  hundred  atmos- 
phere, gave  some  of  the  highlights  in  the  organizing  and  early 
days  of  the  Missionary  Union  of  the  Johnston  Association. 

Mrs.  D.  R.  Oliver,  Young  People's  Leader  and  the  counselors  of 
each  organization  have  carried  on  the  Young  People's  work.  The 
Smithfield  church  was  hostess  to  a  banquet  for  the  Y.  W.  A.  The 
G.  A.  Conference  was  in  Pine  Level  and  the  Sunbeam  Rally  in 
Princeton.  The  R.  A.  conclave  is  being  planned  to  meet  in  Selma 
next  month. 

Clayton  Church  for  the  second  consecutive  year  was  hostess 
to  the  Mission  Study  Institute.  Realizing  that  without  vision  our 
missionary  zeal  will  perish  and  that  vision  is  caught  from  mis- 
sionary reading,  we  are  thankful  for  the  174  mission  study  class- 
es and  the  1449  books  read. 

1074  have  engaged  in  directed  Community  Missions  and  304 
made  definite  efforts  in  Soul-winning,  thus  showing  that  we  have 
witnessed  for  Christ  in  our  own  communities. 

There  were  373  W.  M.  S.  tithers  and  187  Young  People.  Total 
gifts,  exclusive  of  White  Cross,  Cooperative  Program,  and  contri- 
butions to  local  objects  amounted  to  $4,705.46.  Of  this  $585.43  was 
given  by  our  Young  People. 

Mrs.  B.  A.  Hocutt,  White  Cross  chairman,  reported  sub- 
stantial gifts  to  our  Baptist  Hospital. 

There  were  550  subscriptions  to  the  Biblical  Recorder,  and  855 
to  missionary  periodicals,  a  total  of  1,405. 

Clayton  and  Mt.  Moriah  W.  M.  S.'s  reached  all  points  on 
the  Standard  of  Excellence,  making  them  A-l  societies.  Although 
we  did  not  reach  all  points  on  the  Standard  for  the  Association,  we 
rejoice  for  the  ones  we  did. 

Every  member  of  the  W.  M.  U.  as  well  as  every  member  of  the 
Executive  Committee  had  a  part  in  making  this  report.  The  five 
group  leaders  have  been  especially  diligent  in  helping  get  the  re- 
ports from  the  societies  and  giving  aid  wherever  possible. 

Dr.  Rankin  says  also  that  it  is  equally  true  that  advance  in 
foreign  missions  cannot  continue  without  continuing  advance  in 
the  Lottie  Moon  Christmas  Offering.  We  pray  that  we  may  adv- 
vance  in  the  coming  year  in  all  areas  of  our  opportunities. 

With  St.  Paul  let  us  say:  Brethren,  I  count  not  myself  to  have 
apprehended;  but  this  one  thing  I  do,  forgetting  those  things  which 
are  behind,  and  reaching  forth  unto  those  things  which  are  be- 
fore, I  press  toward  the  mark  for  the  prize  of  the  high  calling  of 
God  in  Christ  Jesus.

JOHNSTON  BAPTIST  ASSOCIATION 


The  report  on  the  American  Bible  Society  was  carried  over 
till  tomorrow's  session  for  the  convenience  of  representa- 
tives of  our  Hospital  and  Old  People's  Home.  Edward  Bernard 
presented  the  work  of  the  Baptist  Hospital  and  J.  M.  Hayes  the 
Home  for  Old  People. 

The  Report  of  the  Executive  Committee  was  read  by  the 
clerk.  The  report  was  adopted  except  that  part  that  dealt  with 
"The  Johnston  Builders'  Club."  This  was  carried  over  till  to- 
morrow for  further  consideration. 

The  report  on  the  Baptist  Brotherhood  was  presented  by 
L.  E.  Godwin.  Horace  Eason,  Convention  leader,  discussed  the 
Brotherhood,  after  which  the  report  was  adopted. 

BAPTIST  BROTHERHOOD 

The  story  of  the  organization  and  growth  of  the  Baptist  Bro- 
therhood is  a  gratifying  one.  In  the  sixteen  and  one-half  years 
since  its  organization,  it  has  grown  to  a  membership  which  is  now 
nearing  200,000.  This  young  organization  is  doing  much  for  our 
denomination.  Through  its  work,  groups  of  lajnnen  in  thousands 
of  our  churches  are  learning  of  the  whole  program  of  our  beloved 
denomination.  The  brotherhood  contributes  to  an  advance  in  every 
phase  of  this  program.  The  organizational  meetings  present  op- 
portunities for  devotion,  inspiration,  fellowship,  Bible  study,  and 
a  study,  of  Baptist  work  all  over  the  world.  As  a  result  of  the 
work  of  the  Brotherhood,  thousands  of  Baptist  men,  both  pastors 
and  laymen,  have  had  their  spiritual  life  deepened  and  their  vis- 
ion broadened. 

The  work  of  the  brotherhood  has  been  going  forward  in  a 
very  fine  way  in  North  Carolina  under  the  able  leadership  of  Bro- 
therhood Horace  Easom.  In  the  Johnston  Association  last  year  there 
were  reported  five  brotherhoods  with  ninety  members.  The  church 
letters  this  year  report  7  Brotherhoods  and  125  members.  This  is 
an  increase  of  2  Brotherhoods,  and  an  increase  of  35  members. 
Our  Association  is  about  on  the  average  for  the  state  but  we  should 
not  be  satisfied  with  being  average. 

This  year  your  Brotherhood  committee  has  written  all  the  pas- 
tors of  churches  not  having  Brotherhoods,  asking  them  to  consider 
the  possibilities  or  organizing  Brotherhoods  in  those  churches.  We 
offered  to  assist  in  these  efforts  in  any  way  possible.  And  we  do 
now  recommend  the  pastors  and  church  leaders  that  you  make  a 
special  effort  to  give  the  Baptist  Brotherhood  an  opportunity  to 
help  make  your  church  a  better  church  this  year.  It  can,  and  will, 
if  you  and  your  Baptist  men  will  organize  a  Brotherhood.

A  very  helpful  and  thought  provoking  message  was  brought 
by  Eph  Whisenhunt  in  a  doctrinal  sermon. 

The  afternoon  session  closed  with  prayer  led  by  Bro.  Bruce 
Land. 

Second  Day's  Session 

The  second  day's  session  of  the  Johnston  Baptist  Association 
convened  at  the  Baptist  Tabernacle  church,  October  23,  1952, 
at  10:00  a.  m. 

The  devotional  service  began  by  the  singing  of  hymns  "Je- 
sus Calls  Us"  and  "At  the  Cross,"  led  by  Bro.  Bruce  Land.  Bro. 
Horace  Ricks  read  Ps.  84  and  led  in  prayer. 

The  Moderator  appointed  a  credential  committee  composed 
of  brethren  J.  L.  Jones,  H.  E.  Upchurch  and  Sister  Lucille  Ho- 
cutt.  This  committee  was  to  confer  with  representatives  of  Cedar 
Grove  Church  relative  to  its  admission  into  fellowship  with  this 
Association. 

The  names  of  those  who  have  passed  away  since  our  last 
session  were  read  by  Mrs.  H.  E.  Mitchiner.  After  a  period  of 
silence  Bro.  Eph  Whisenhunt  led  in  prayer. 

See  "Our  Dead,"  following  W  M.  U.  Minutes. 

Bro.  Larry  Mayo  gave  the  report  on  The  Co-operative 
Program. 

Dr.  M.  A.  Huggins  who  was  to  speak  on  this  subject,  yield- 
ed a  part  of  his  time  to  Bro.  Oscar  Creech,  Chowan  College  rep- 
resentative. He  spoke  on  "The  New  Life  at  Chowan."  Dr.  Hug- 
gins  then  spoke  on  the  Co-operative  Program  in  his  usual  inter- 
esting and  earnest  manner,   after  which  the  report  was  adopted. 

COOPERATIVE  PROGRAM  REPORT 

Although  the  Southern  Baptists  have  made  remarkable  prog- 
ress in  teaching  and  training,  in  evangelism,  in  education  and 
benevolence,  in  missions,  and  in  stewardship,  there  is  still 
need  of  further  advance  in  all  fields.  The  most  urgent  need  for 
advance  today  is  in  stewardship  in  order  to  meet  the  pressing 
needs  in  our  every  area  of  responsibility,  coupled  with  a  more 
general  understanding  and  appreciation  of  the  function  and  pur- 
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pose  of  the  Cooperative  Program  so  that  we  can  meet  these  needs 
in  the  wisest  manner. 

All  Christians  need  training  in  stewardship.  The  average  per 
capita  gift  among  Southern  Baptists  amounts  to  less  than  ten  cents 
per  week  for  missionary  and  benevolent  causes,  and  less  than  six- 
ty cents  per  week  for  all  causes.  We  have  reached  the  point  where 
we  must  make  advance  in  stewardship  or  we  shall  go  backward. 
Our  Baptist  leaders  from  the  twenty-two  states  and  from  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention  agencies  feel  that  the  Lord  has  led  in 
the  development  of  plans  for  Southern  Baptist  Advance  in  Steward- 
ship in  1953.  The  central  plan  is  a  school  of  stewardship  in  every 
Church  in  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention,  October  18-25,  1953. 
It  is  suggested  that  every  pastor  and  committee  member  secure 
copies  of  the  tract,  Southern  Baptist  Advance  in  Stewardship,  1953, 
from  the  office  of  the  State  Executive  Secretary.  This  tract  sets 
forth  the  plans  in  detail. 

Let  us  look  at  our  own  record  in  Johnston  Association  in  re- 
gard to  the  Cooperative  Program.  During  the  Associational  year 
ending  in  1951  the  Association  minutes  show  that  44  of  47  Baptist 
Churches  in  the  Association  made  contributions  through  the  Coopera- 
tive Program.  Total  contributions  through  the  Cooperative  Pro- 
gram amounted  to  $15,270.79,  and  $22,368.75  went  for  designated 
causes,  making  a  total  of  $37,639.51  for  all  Mission  causes.  It 
is  encouraging  to  note  that  during  the  Associational  year  which 
just  ended  the  records  show  $18,786.95  contributed  through  the 
Cooperative  Program,  an  increase  of  about  $3,500.00  over  the 
past  year,  and  a  total  expediture  of  $52,136.98  for  Missions,  or 
an  increase  of  about  $14,500.00  over  the  past  year.  It  is  hoped 
that  each  Church  in  the  Association  will  show  an  increase  each  year 
in  contributions  through  the  Cooperative  Program  as  well  as  total 
expenditure  for  Missions. 

It  is  recommended  that  this  Association  approve  the  plans  for 
Schools  of  Stewardship,  October  18-25,  1953,  that  we  urge  every 
church  to  make  plans  for  such  a  school,  and  that  we  request  every 
association  officer  and  organization  to  give  full  cooperation  and 
support. 

It  is  also  recommended  that  we  reaffirm  our  conviction  that  the 
Cooperative  Program  of  Southern  Baptists  is  the  fundamental,  ef- 
fective, and  indispensible  channel  of  providing  for  the  needs  of  all 
our  work;  and  that  we  continue  through  every  means  at  our  dis- 
posal to  urge  all  our  people  to  join  in  giving  the  Cooperative  Pro- 
gram their  loyal  and  undivided  support.

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AMERICAN  BIBLE  SOCIETY  REPORT 

In  John  8: 12,  Jesus  said,  "I  Am  the  Light  of  the  World." 
Where  there  is  light,  darkness  is  dispelled.  The  darkness  of  sin, 
and  ignorance  of  our  world  is  breeding  each  day,  because  the  light 
of  Jesus,  through  the  knowledge  of  His  word  is  not  known,  nor 
practiced.  Until  His  Light  of  deliverance,  through  the  Bible  is 
experienced  in  the  darkness  of  our  world,  sin  is  going  to  con- 
tinue to  destroy  that  that  God  wants  dedicated  to  Him.  The  Bible, 
the  book  of  many  books,  is  least  read,  and  is  known  by  its  Au- 
thor, perhaps  more  than  any  other  book  we  have  read  today.  We 
usually  think  of  the  Bible  Society  for  the  Foreign  lands.  But  we 
need  to  reread  it  as  Baptists  of  the  Johnston  Association  until 
we  are  willing  to  adopt  it  in  our  church  programs  to  the  extent 
that  it  will  move  us  out  of  our  short  comings  in  giving  our  time, 
talents,  and  tithes  unto  God.  In  Acts  20:35,  Jesus  said,  "It  is  more 
blessed  to  give  than  to  receive."  Until  we  start  practicing  this  in 
our  churches  every  Lord's  Day  in  every  church,  people  are  going 
to  continue  to  be  in  darkness  about  us  and  throughout  the  whole 
world.  Instead  of  necessary  sending  the  Bible  to  be  distributed 
among  other  countries,  we  need  to  be  carrying  the  Bible  to  those 
lands  by  our  Missionaries.  It  is  true  that  a  Bible  can  stay  where 
our  workers  are  forced  to  leave.  It  can  work  when  the  Missionary 
is  gone,  but  Romans  10: 14  says,  How  can  they  hear  unless  they 
have  a  preacher?  When  we  as  Southern  Baptists  start  giving  to 
God  that  that  He  has  asked  for,  The  American  Bible  Society  will 
not  be  asking  us  for  money  to  publish  Bibles,  but  we  will  be  send- 
ing it  before  they  ask. 

The  suggested  goals  for  our  churches  to  the  American  Bible 
Society  are  as  follows:  Country  and  village  churches  10  to  25 
dollars  per  year.  Small  city  churches,  25  to  100  per  year.  Large 
city  churches,  100  to  200  per  year.  Great  city  churches,  200  to  500 
per  year.  Every  man  must  have  the  Bible  in  his  own  native  tongue 
if  the  word  of  God  is  to  speak  to  his  heart.  Some  one  must  trans- 
late it  into  his  language.  Publish  it  and  send  it  to  him,  wherever 
he  may  live.  Surely  the  American  Bible  Society  can  do  this  as 
it  is  equipped  to  do  so.  May  we  notice  our  past  record.  In  1946 
Southern  Baptists  gave  $55,799;  in  1947,  $63,094;  in  1948,  $72,- 
321;    in  1949,    $76,384;    in  1950,    $78,643;    in  1951,  $90,909. 

It  is  hoped  that  our  gifts  will  soon  reach  $150,000.00.  So, 
Brethren  and  Sisters  of  every  Baptist  church  of  the  Johnston  Asso- 
ciation, go  back  to  your  church  and  try  to  get  something  in  your 
church's  budget  for  the  American  Bible  Society  that  some  lost 
person  may  find  God  through  the  Light  of  the  world,  which  is 
Christ  as  Lord  of  Lords  and  King  of  Kings.

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The  report  on  Orphanages,  Hospitals  and  Old  Age  Home 
was  read  by  Bro.  P.  E.  Jones.  Supt.  W.  A.  Smith  of  the  Kennedy 
Home  discussed  the  work  of  our  orphanages,  stressing  the 
needs  for  increased  support  due  to  the  growing  number  of 
broken  homes  in  North  Carolina.  Bro.  Jones  consolidated  all 
three  reports  and  they  were  adopted  as  a  whole. 

REPORT  OF  THE  NORTH  CAROLINA  BAPTIST  HOSPITAL 

One  great  phase  of  Christ's  ministry  while  here  in  the  flesh 
was  that  of  healing.  Through  our  faith  in  Him,  as  expressed  by 
our  support  of  the  Baptist  Hospital  in  Winston-Salem,  we  are  see- 
ing the  lame  walk  and  the  palsied  healed. 

Many  come  as  the  woman  in  Mark's  fifth  chapter,  after  having 
"spent  all"  and  growing  "worse."  As  was  the  case  with  Jesus, 
so  it  is  with  our  Hospital.  They  are  not  turned  away.  Our  oppor- 
tunity to  say  "yes"  to  those  who  come  out  of  poverty,  illness,  and 
with  shattered  nerves  is  measured  by  the  degree  of  our  support 
through  our  Mother's  Day  Offerings. 

More  than  10,000  people  were  cared  for  as  bed  patients  last 
year.  There  were  95,000  visits  to  the  clinics  for  examination  and 
treatment.  Great  numbers  of  these  could  not  pay  for  their  care, 
and  could  not  have  received  help  —  without  our  Mother's  Day  Of- 
fering. 

The  new  wing  to  the  Hospital  is  well  advanced  and  when  com- 
pleted will  add  150  beds  and  numerous  needed  facilities.  It  is 
hoped  that  not  one  of  our  churches  will  fail  in  its  obligation  to  this 
ministry. 

When  our  Baptist  State  Convention  meets  in  Winston-Salem  on 
November  the  eleventh,  twelfth  and  thirteenth  you  will  have  the 
opportunity  of  surveying  the  results  of  your  labors.  Guided  tours 
through  the  Hospital  will  be  arranged  for  you,  and  transportation 
from  the  Convention  to  the  Hospital  will  be  cared  for.

REPORT  ON  NORTH  CAROLINA  BAPTIST  HOME  FOR 
THE  AGING 

On  March  16,  1951,  Resthaven  opened  its  doors  and  was  soon 
filled  to  capacity,  twenty  residents.  Since  then  over  500  inquiries 
have  come  to  the  home  and  at  least  180  applications  worthy  of 
approval  have  been  declined  due  to  lack  of  rooms  and  financial  as- 
sistance. 

Prospects  for  completing  the  top  floor  of  the  present  building 
are  good.    The  cost  of  this  work  has  been  underwritten  by  a  Win- 
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ston-Salem  man  who  is  not  a  Baptist.  When  completed  this  will 
care  for  15  more  residents.  This  man  has  already  contributed  a 
television  set  and  concreted  the  basement  of  the  Home, 

Residents  of  the  Home  range  in  age  from  64  to  92  years  and 
come  from  various  sections  of  the  State,  including  Johnston's 
own  John  Holt. 

No  financial  assistance  came  from  the  Baptist  State  Conven- 
tion last  year,  except  a  loan  which  was  repaid.  Yet,  the  home 
did  not  have  a  deficit.  This  operation  was  made  possible  by  funds 
from  residents  who  came  on  the  Monthly-pay  plan.  This  was  sup- 
plemented by  funds  from  bequests  of  residents  and  donations  from 
friends,  churches,  and  auxiliary  agencies.  The  Home  now  has 
assets  of  over  $100,000. 

Under  the  new  Nine  Year  Program  the  Home  receives  three- 
fourths  of  one  percent  of  the  funds  to  be  divided.  Beginning  in 
1952  the  Home  has  received  a  little  less  than  $500  per  month  from 
this  source,  and  can  be  expected  to  receive  in  the  Nine  Years 
about  $500,000.  Such  a  sum  will  permit  slow  provision  for  our 
present  and  increasing  responsibilities  to  our  aging  faithfuls.  It  is 
urged  that  our  Churches  give  serious  thought  to  the  adoption  of 
some  creditable  plan  of  support  for  the  Home  that  goes  beyond  that 
provided  in  the  Nine  Year  Program. 

In  surveying  our  fields  of  service  to  our  Lord  let  us  consider 
His  words  as  found  in  Matthew  25:40  —  "Inasmuch  as  ye  have  done 
it  unto  one  of  the  least  of  these  my  brethren,  ye  have  done  it  unto 
me."

REPORT  ON  ORPHANAGE 

Under  the  able  leadership  of  General  Superintendent  W.  C. 
Reed,  Superintendent  W.  A.  Smith  of  the  Kennedy  Home,  and  Su- 
perintendent C.  A.  Kearns  of  the  Mills  Home,  the  work  in  our  Bap- 
tist Orphanage  has  again  merited  our  confidence,  our  financial  sup- 
port and  our  prayers. 

One  of  the  major  tasks  of  the  year  has  been  the  execution  of 
the  terms  of  the  Idol  Wills.  This  involved  the  erection  of  certain 
memorial  buildings  .  .  .  $100,000  of  their  gifts  were  placed  in  en- 
dowment. Income  from  this  endowment  is  to  be  used  exclusively 
for  repairs  to  memorial  buildings.  The  remainder  of  their  bequests 
is  now  being  used  as  they  specified.  That  is,  to  erect  a  Church, 
an  Infirmary,  and  a  Print  Shop.  The  Print  Shop  was  completed 
recently  and  was  named  the  Robert  M.  Idol  Memorial  Building. 
The  Infirmary  is  almost  finished  and  will  be  named  the  Lelia  M. 
Idol  Memorial  Building  in  honor  of  the  mother  of  the  donors. 

A  new  cottage  for  girls  has  been  completed  at  the  Mills  Home 
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and  three  of  the  oldest  cottages  have  been  remodeled.  In  remoled- 
ing  these  instead  of  building  new  ones,  enough  money  was  saved 
to  enable  the  Orphanage  to  launch  another  project  which  will  meet 
a  great  need. 

The  Mills  Home  is  now  developing  the  I.  G.  Greer  Recreation 
Center.  The  main  unit  is  a  physical  education  building  which 
should  be  completed  by  Christmas.  This  will  take  care  of  a  great 
need  st  the  Mills  Home  and  will  give  us  one  of  the  best  Child 
Caring  Facilities  in  the  South. 

During  the  past  year  our  Orphanage  has  cared  for  a  total  of 
seven  hundred  and  twenty  five  children.  Beyond  these  our  social 
Service  Staff  investigated  the  applications  of  six  hundred  and  eighty- 
four  children,  and  helped  to  find  many  of  them  a  home  where  they 
could  be  cared  for. 

For  sixty-seven  years  this  service  has  been  carried  on  through 
our  great  Orphanage.  North  Carolina  Baptists  have  a  right  to  be 
proud  of  their  record  of  ministering  to  the  dependent  children. 

This  ministry  has  been  financed  through  the  plan  of  the  once-a- 
month  offering  and  the  Thanksgiving  offering.  All  our  churches 
will  do  well  to  remember  that  prices  continue  to  rise  and  that  the 
operation  of  our  Orphanage  is  not  exempt  from  these  increases  in 
costs.

Afternoon  Session 

Bro.  Bruce  Land  led  in  singing  "I  am  Standing  on  the 
Promises"  and  "Let  the  Lower  Lights  Be  Burning,"  after  which 
business  was  resumed. 

The  Moderator  recognized  and  welcomed  the  new  pastor 
at  Middlesex  and  Bailey,  Bro.  Frank  Zedick.  He  also  recognized 
the  new  pastor,  Bro.  Lacy  Oliver,  of  New  Bethel  Church. 
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Bro.  Lacy  Mayo  led  the  Association  in  prayer. 

Bro.  J.  E.  Lewis  made  the  report  on  Sunday  Schools.  After 
speaking  briefly,  he  asked  Bro.  Medick  to  continue  the  discus- 
sions. He  made  a  strong  plea  for  the  support  of  the  teaching 
of  God's  word,  emphasizing  its  importance.  The  report  was 
adopted. 

REPORT  ON  SUNDAY  SCHOOLS 

All  church  efforts  are  centered  around  evangelizing  and  build- 
ing New  Testament  Churches.  "You  shall  know  the  truth  and  the 
truth  shall  make  you  free."  Man  is  born  in  sin,  bondage  and  slav- 
ery. Only  as  the  Word  is  planted  in  his  heart  is  he  redeemed  and 
free  from  sin. 

The  Sunday  School  has  the  greatest  opportunity  and  the  great- 
est privilege  to  prepare  that  heart  and  plant  the  truth  that  it  might 
be  redeemed  and  have  more  abundant  life. 

With  this  thought  in  mind,  we  have  held  eight  Church  Schools 
with  447  attendance  and  245  awards  to  train  teachers  and  officers 
that  they  might  be  better  prepared  to  teach  the  Word  and  win  peo- 
ple to  Christ.  Every  church  in  the  Association  has  had  a  Bible 
School  with  the  Exception  of  9.  We  have  held  two  Mission  Bible 
Schools  and  two  Associational  wide  meetings.  The  Northern  Di- 
vision has  held  four  meetings  which  were  well  attended.  There 
has  been  an  increase  of  649  through  the  Association  in  1952.

HISTORY  OF  BAPTIST  TABERNACLE  CHURCH 

In  the  spring  of  1921,  Rev.  C.  H.  Matthews,  an  evangelist, 
came  into  the  Nowell  neighborhood  and  conducted  a  revival  meet- 
ing, under  a  large  tent.    It  was  during  this  revival  meeting  that  a 
group  of  Christians  met  and  organized  a  church  and  named  it  the 
Union  Tabernacle  Church,     which  was  then  non-denominational. 

The  first  deacons  of  Union  Tabernacle  elected  were  R.  P.  Bat- 
ten, A.  A.  Alford,  and  G.  E.  Wall.  Mr.  H.  H.  Batten  was  appoint- 
ed Church  Clerk.  The  church  voted  to  call  Rev.  L.  F.  Fielden  as 
their  first  pastor. 

The  first  place  of  worship  was  a  wooden  structure  built  on 
land  given  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  R.  P.  Batten,  later  Mr.  and  Mrs.  A. 
W.  Hocutt  gave  more  land  to  enlarge  the  grounds.  The  member- 
ship continued  to  increase  under  the  pasturate  of  Rev.  S.  J.  Betts, 
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W.  E.  Anderson  and  J.  W.  Stancil,  who  was  pastor  in  1936,  when 
the  members  became  interested  in  joining  some  denominational 
group.  On  January  12th,  1936,  a  vote  was  taken  of  the  membership 
and  a  majority  preferred  to  unite  with  the  Missionary  Baptist  As- 
sociation. A  number  of  delegates  from  the  Union  Tabernacle  Church 
met  with  the  Johnston  Association  at  Lee's  Chapel  on  November 
4th  and  5th,  1936,  and  ask  to  be  received  into  the  association  and 
were  accepted. 

At  the  time  the  church  became  a  member  of  the  Johnston  Bap- 
tist Association  with  a  mebership  of  125,  the  name  of  the  church 
was  changed  from  Union  Tabernacle  Church  to  Baptist  Tabernacle 
Church.  In  1936  the  deacons  were  H.  H.  Batten,  R.  M.  Nowell,  and 
A.  A.  Alford. 

The  church  at  that  time  was  a  wooden  building  with  auditor- 
ium and  five  class  rooms.  In  1948  the  members  decided  to  build 
a  new  church.  This  building  was  completed  and.  the  first  services 
were  held  the  3rd  Sunday  of  May,  1949.  The  new  building  is  con- 
structed of  brick  and  consists  of  auditorium,  library,  and  eleven 
class  rooms.  The  approximated  cost  of  this  beautiful  church  was 
$25,000.00  not  including  the  labor  and  materials  given  by  members 
of  the  church.  Total  estimated  cost  of  church  was  $45,000.00. 

Four  pastors  have  served  this  church  since  1936,  Rev.  J.  W. 
Stancil,  Dwane  Poole,  S.  J.  Stevens,  and  A.  D.  Stephenson,  who  is 
the  present  pastor. 

Church  services  are  held  here  on  the  1st  and  3rd  Sundays  of 
each  month  in  this  beautiful  structure  which  is  situated  approxi- 
mately four  miles  south  of  Wendell. 

The  present  membership  is  326.

F.  H.  Brooks  gave  his  testimony  to  the 
value  of  the  training  work  in  the  churches.  Brethren  H.  C. 
Upchurch  and  B.  M.  Brannon  gave  further  testimony  as  to 
the  value  of  this  work.  The  report  was  adopted. 
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BAPTIST  TRAINING  UNION  REPORT 

We  are  happy  to  report  a  renewed  interest  in  the  Training 
Union  Program  of  our  churches  during  the  Associational  year.  At 
our  Mass  meeting  at  Clayton  several  churches  reported  that  Train- 
ing Unions  were  in  process  of  organization.  One  church  that  had 
only  three  units  reports  the  organization  of  a  fully-graded  Union 
with  6  units  and  an  increase  in  enrolment  over  last  year  of  34. 
Another  church  which  did  not  report  a  Training  Union  last  year 
reports  a  fully-graded  Union  of  6  Units  and  an  enrolment  of  62. 
Our  reports  show  an  increase  in  the  number  of  Unions  and  in 
enrolment  over  last  year. 

Another  encouraging  feature  of  our  report  last  year  is  the  decid- 
ed increase  in  interest  and  in  attendance  of  our  Mass  meetings. 
Three  hundred  and  twenty-two  attended  the  Mass  Meeting  at 
Clayton.  Three  hundred  and  ninety-nine  were  present  at  Pine 
Level.  The  programs  presented  at  these  meetings  was  in  keeping 
with  the  programs  outlined  by  the  Baptist  Training  Union  Depart- 
ment. At  the  Mass  Meeting  at  Pine  Level  we  had  a  number  of 
participants  in  the  Junior  Memory  Work,  the  Intermediate  Sword 
Drill,  the  Better  Speakers'  contest  and  the  Adult  Bible  Reading 
contest. 

We  regret  that  Rev.  M.  M.  Johnson,  our  Training  Union  Di- 
rector has  left  our  Association.  Rev.  Johnson  was  untiring  in  his 
work  as  Director  and  much  progress  was  made  under  his  leadership. 

We  did  not  reach  all  the  goals  set  for  last  year.  Every  church 
did  not  show  an  increase  of  10%  in  enrolment.  Another  goal  which 
we  did  not  meet  was  the  organization  of  a  Training  Union  in  every 
church  in  the  Association. 

An  offering  was  taken  at  both  Mass  Meetings  amounting  to 
$33.38.  The  expenses  were  $23.20,  leaving  a  balance  of  $10.18  cents 
in  the  Treasury. 

The  progress  made  in  Training  Union  work  in  1951-52  encour- 
age us  to  hope  for  more  Unions  and  better  work  done  in  1952-53. 

We  wish  to  express  our  appreciation  to  the  Associational  of- 
ficers for  their  splendid  cooperation  in  the  work  during  the  year.

TEMPERANCE  AND  PUBLIC  MORALS 

There  is  no  factor  of  more  influence  on  the  life  of  a  nation  than 
the  individual  and  the  groups  that  are  made  up  by  these  individuals. 
These  groups  are  generally  found  in  the  home.  In  the  last  decade 
we  have  seen  the  moral  decline  of  the  home  and  we  can  attribute  it 
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to  several  causes.  First,  the  home  life  has  been  broken  up  in  many 
instances  because  of  the  necessity  for  all  adult  members  of  the 
family  to  have  to  go  out  and  try  to  help  make  a  living,  leaving  the 
children  to  shift  for  themselves. 

Second,  the  restlessness  in  the  home.  The  desire  for  outside 
entertainment  has  been  a  factor  in  breaking  up  the  old  time  fam- 
ily life.  There  seems  to  be  no  time  left  for  family  gatherings  and 
home  life. 

There  is  another  factor  which  tends  to  drag  down  the  Ameri- 
can life.  That  is  the  reading  material  which  our  people  are  sub- 
jected to.  Our  news  stands  in  some  cases  are  filled  with  immoral 
material  in  some  cases  sex  suggesting.  This  material  which  our 
people  are  reading  tends  to  lower  the  moral  thinking  of  some  of 
those  who  read  it. 

Then  there  is  the  problem  of  alcohol.  It  is  sad  but  true  that 
our  country  has  access  to  both  legal  and  illegal  drink.  Many  of 
our  counties  have  voted  legal  whiskey  and  beer  out,  they  are  still 
endangered  with  the  illegal.  For  instance,  in  Johnston  county 
alone,  the  sheriff's  department  destroyed  a  total  of  two  hundred 
and  forty-six  stills  last  year.  They  also  destroyed  76,275  gallons 
of  beer.  921  gallons  of  whiskey  destroyed  at  the  stills,  192  gal- 
lons of  whiskey  destroyed  at  the  homes. 

One  of  the  deplorable  conditions  is  the  fact  that  probably  these 
wines,  beers  and  whiskeys  are  not  confined  to  the  non-Christian's 
home. 

Another  factor  in  the  weakening  of  our  nation  is  fear.  Fear  of 
war.  All  too  many  of  our  youth  today  turn  to  worldliness  because 
they  see  no  happy  future  in  a  world  that  is  torn  by  strife.  Espe- 
cially our  young  men.  They  know  that  as  they  reach  the  age  of 
eighteen,  they  are  subject  to  be  taken  in  some  branch  of  the  armed 
forces  and  will  probably  give  their  lives  there.  We  know  that  war 
is  caused  by  hatred  and  greed.  One  of  the  greatest  needs  that  we 
have  is  to  back  to  God's  ways  and  try  to  bring  this  world  out  of 
chaos. 

Then  there  is  another  factor  which  tends  to  weaken  us.  That  is 
Sabbath  desecration.  All  too  many  of  our  Christian  homes  are 
empty  on  Sunday.  Not  because  the  occupants  are  in  church  or  at 
worship,  but  because  they  have  packed  their  lunch  baskets  and 
have  headed  for  field  or  stream.    To  the  golf  links  or  picnic. 

I  am  sure  that  these  conditions  can  be  remedied  if  not  cured, 
if  God's  people  will  meet  God's  conditions.

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The  Constitution 

1.  The  Association  shall  be  known  as  the  Johnston  Baptist 
Association. 

2.  Its  object  shall  be  to  extend  the  privileges  of  the  Gospel 
and  liberal  culture  to  all  people  within  its  bounds,  and  by  hearty 
co-operation  with  the  Baptist  State  Convention,  to  help  offer  these 
privileges  to  all  mankind  in  and  out  of  its  bounds  by  the  cordial 
co-operation  of  all  churches  constituting  this  body. 

3.  It  shall  be  composed  of  the  pastors  in  active  service  in  the 
Association  and  such  delegates  as  shall  be  annually  elected  by  the 
churches  connected  with  it,  each  church  being  entitled  to  three 
delegates  unless  the  membership  shall  exceed  fifty,  and  then  an 
additional  delegate  for  every  twenty-five  members;  provided  no  church 
shall  have  more  than  eight  delegates. 

4.  The  New  Hampshire  Declaration  of  Faith  shall  be  the  summary 
of  Divine  Truth  for  determining  question  of  faith  and  order  in  this  body. 
And  the  churches  desiring  membership  in  it  must  commit  themselves 
to  the  substance  of  it,  together  with  the  covenant  herewith  submitted 
and  this  constitution. 

5.  This  Association  shall  not  have  power  to  annul  the  discipline 
or  exercise  authority  over  any  church  connected  with  it  but  may 
advise  with  and  sever  its  connection  with  any  church  that  neglects 
to  preserve  Gospel  order,  or  that  treats  with  contempt  the  objects 
or  advice  of  the  Association. 

6.  Each  church  shall  send  to  the  annual  meetings  of  the  Association 
a  letter  (the  blanks  to  be  furnished  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Association), 
carefully  filled  as  per  blank  suggestions,  stating  the  full  work  of  the 
church  for  the  year  ending  with  the  last  Sunday  in  September. 

7.  The  Association  shall  foster  State  Missions,  Home  Missions, 
Foreign  Missions,  Christian  Education,  the  Ministers'  Relief  and  An- 
nuity Board,  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  Orphanage  and  Hospital,  and 
each  church  shall  be  requested  to  contribute  to  the  support  of  these 
objects  regularly  and  systematically. 

8.  Missions  and  Education  shall  have  precedence  in  their  claims 
upon  the  consideration  of  this  body  in  its  regular  sessions. 

9.  Whenever  a  church  shall  fail  to  be  represented  by  delegates 
or  letter  at  the  annual  session  of  the  Association,  inquiry  shall  be  made 
for  the  cause  and  efforts  shall  be  made  to  induce  such  church  to  do 
its  duty;  and  the  effort  shall  be  continued  until  the  church  is  recovered 
or  dropped  from  the  roll. 
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10.  The  Officers  of  the  Association  shall  be  a  Moderator,  Clerk, 
Treasurer,  Auditor,  and  Historian,  to  be  elected  by  ballot  after  the 
nomination  from  the  floor,  or  by  a  committee  of  three  named  by  the 
Moderator,  with  the  proviso  that  any  delegate  may  amend  the  com- 
mittee's report  by  substituting  another  name  for  any  one  offered  for 
the  approval  of  the  Association,  which  previously  has  decided  upon 
the  method  used,  at  the  close  of  each  annual  session,  to  serve  until 
the  election  of  their  successors,  the  Moderator  to  preside  over  the 
sessions  of  the  body  and  promote  the  interest  of  the  Association  during 
the  year;  the  Vice-Moderator  to  preside  in  his  absence;  the  Clerk 
to  record,  print  and  distribute  the  minutes  of  the  body,  and  to  keep 
on  file  these  and  all  other  important  papers;  the  Treasurer  to  receive 
and  disburse  all  funds  of  the  Association  subject  to  its  order;  the 
Auditor  to  examine  the  Treasurer's  books  at  the  close  of  each  session 
and  to  render  a  report  before  adjournment;  the  Historian  to  report 
to  the  Association  each  year  at  the  annual  session,  and  to  keep  an 
accurate   history   of  the  work. 

11.  The  Association  shall  elect  annually  an  Executive  Committee 
which  shall  have  authority  between  regular  sessions  of  the  Association 
to  act  for  the  body  in  necessary  matters,  executing  the  plans  and 
work  of  the  Association  in  whatever  manner  may  seem  advisable, 
a  full  report  of  its  work  being  presented  annually,  with  such  recom- 
mendations as  may  seem  wise.  In  case  of  death  or  removal  of  a 
member,  the  committee  may  appoint  a  successor  to  act  until  the  next 
meeting  of  the  Association. 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  elective  and 
ex-officio  members.  The  elective  members  shall  be  six  laymen,  three 
men  and  three  women,  no  two  of  whom  are  from  the  same  church; 
and  they  shall  be  elected  for  two-year  terms  so  that  each  year  the 
Association  will  elect  three  lay  members  of  the  Executive  Committee. 
The  Moderator  of  the  Association  shall  be  an  ex-officio  member  of 
the  committee,  and  shall  act  as  its  chairman.  In  addition  to  the 
Moderator,  the  following  persons  shall  be  ex-officio  members  of  the 
Committee:  Vice-Moderator,  Clerk,  Treasurer,  Auditor,  and  Historian 
of  the  Association;  also  the  Associational  heads  of  Sunday  Schools, 
Training  Union,  and  Woman's  Missionary  Union,  the  pastors  of  the 
churches  in  the  Association,  and  the  persons  who  are  to  make  reports 
to  the  Association  the  following  year  on  Christian  Education,  Christian 
Literature,  Temperance,  Social  Service,  Co-operative  Program,  Or- 
phanage and  Hospital  and  Associational  Missionary.  All  ex-officio 
members  shall  have  a  right  to  vote  on  all  matters. 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  be  divided  for  efficiency  into 
subcommittees,  which  shall  promote  the  various  phases  of  our  work 
during  the  year  and  report  quarterly  to  the  Executive  Committee. 

12.  This  Constitution  may  be  amended  at  any  annual  session  by 
a  two-thirds  vote  of  all  members  present. 

13.  The  Proceedings  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Union  shall 
be  recorded  as  a  part  of  the  Minutes  of  the  Association. 
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14.  The  Associational  Sunday  School  Superintendent  and  Baptist 
Training  Union  Director  shall  be  nominated  by  their  respective  groups 
and  elected  by  the  Association  in  annual  session. 


By-Laws 

1.  The  Association  shall  meet  annually  at  such  time  and  place 
as  it  may  decide. 

2.  All  meetings  of  the  body  shall  be  opened  and  closed  with 
devotional  services. 

3.  Representatives  from  ten  of  the  churches  shall  constitute  a 
quorum. 

4.  Delegates  shall  be  recognized  by  letters  from  their  churches 
designating  them  as  such. 

5.  Members  desiring  to  speak  shall  first  rise  and  address  the 
Moderator,  shall  use  the  term  "brother,"  in  speaking  to  each  other, 
shall  not  speak  on  the  same  subject  more'than  twice  without  permission 
and  shall  observe  the  courtesy  that  becomes  Christians. 

6.  The  roll  of  members  shall  be  called  at  least  once,  and  absentees 
marked. 

7.  Corresponding  messengers  and  visiting  brethren  shall  be  invited 
to  seats  with  the  privi'ege  of  speaking,  but  not  voting. 

8.  A  copy  of  the  minutes  shall  be  sent  to  each  of  the  following: 
Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  State  Mission  Board,  Librarian  of  Wake 
Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  State  Mission  Board;  Librarian  of  Wake 
Forest  College;  Librarian  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Theological  Seminary, 
Louisville,  Ky.;  Secretary  of  Survey  and  Statistics,  Baptist  Sunday 
Colgate  University,  Hamilton,  N.  Y.;  American  Baptist  Society,  Crozer 
Seminary,  Chester,  Pa.;  and  to  South  Western  Baptist  Theological 
Seminary,  Fort  Worth,  Texas. 

9.  All  questions  of  order  not  herein  provided  for  shall  be  decided 
by  Kerfoot's  Parliamentary  Law.

held  with 

PINE  LEVEL  AND  PLEASANT  GROVE  CHURCHES 
October  21  and  22,  1953 

First  Day,  Pine  Level,  Morning  Session 

The  Association  was  called  to  order  at  10:00  o'clock  in  the 
morning,  with  the  Moderator,  Bro.  A.  J.  Whitley,  presiding. 

Bro.  L.  E.  Godwin  led  the  singing  of  "Crown  Him  Lord  of 
All."  Bro.  Horace  Barefoot  read  a  Scripture  lesson  from  the 
30th  chapter  of  John  and  led  the  opening  prayer. 

All  churches  in  the  Association  were  represented  but  two. 
The  moderator  ruled  that  a  quorum  was  present  and  Bro.  P.  E. 
Jones,  chairman  of  the  Program  Committee,  presented  the  pro- 
gram. Certain  changes  were  made  by  the  Association  and  the 
program  was  adopted  as  it  appears  in  the  proceedings. 

Bro.  Eph  Whisenhunt  gave  the  report  on  the  Cooperative  Pro- 
gram and  spoke  on  same,  showing  the  growth  of  our  coopera- 
tive program  from  1925  to  1953.  He  said,  "The  Cooperative  Pro- 
gram is  the  best  plan  we  have  to  aid  the  Southern  Baptists  in 
obeying  the  Great  Commission."  He  also  showed  some  charts 
giving  statistics  showing  the  efforts  of  the  churches  in  the  Asso- 
ciation in  a  financial  way. 

The  Report  was  adopted. 

REPORT  ON  THE  COOPERATIVE  PROGRAM 

The  Cooperative  Program  of  Southern  Baptists  was  adopted  May 
13,  1925.  Our  convention  has  never  prospered  more  than  in  the 
period  between  1925  and  1953.  Our  membership  has  increased  67 
per  cent.  Our  gifts  have  increased  318  per  cent,  while  the  national 
average  was  only  80  per  cent.  God  has  blessed  the  Cooperative  Pro- 
gram.   One  cannot  argue  against  success. 
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The  Cooperative  Program  is  the  plan  through  which  we  attempt 
to  enlist  all  Southern  Baptists  in  regular  and  systematic  support  of 
all  general  work  of  the  denomination.  It  includes  missions,  educa- 
tion and  benevolence  in  our  state,    nation  and  32  foreign  lands. 

We  have  48  churches  and  one  mission,  Pecan  Grove,  in  the  John- 
ston Asociation.  During  the  Associational  Year  43  churches  and  the 
mission  sent  one  or  more  checks  to  Dr.  M.  A.  Huggins.  The  Coopera- 
tive Program  received  $20,326.65  from  the  Johnston  Association  and 
returned  a  little  more  than  five  per  cent  of  this  amount  for  associa- 
tional work.  We  are  not  giving  much  more  than  we  were  giving  in 
1944  when  we  consider  the  value  of  the  dollar  then  and  now.  Our 
people  have  not  taken  stewardship  seriously.  God  has  blessed  our 
people  with  material  wealth.  A  revival  of  the  doctrine  of  steward- 
ship would  help  our  churches.  Ten  years  ago  only  two  churches  failed 
to  send  an  offering  through  the  Cooperative.  Five  of  our  churches 
failed  to  respond  to  the  challenge  of  the  program  last  year. 

The  Cooperative  Program  is  the  best  plan  that  we  now  know  to 
aid  Southern  Baptists  in  obeying  the  Great  Commission.  This  plan 
enables  one  to  join  hands  and  hearts  with  eight  million  fellow  Bap- 
tists in  giving  the  Gospel  to  the  nations  in  this  generation.  The  plan 
guards  against  meager,  lopsided  and  irregular  giving. 

The  Cooperative  Program  helps  the  churches.  It  aids  in  our  wit- 
ness to  the  unity  that  we  have  as  Baptists  working  together  to  win 
the  world  to  Christ  through  more  than  28,000  churches.  It  leads 
our  churches  to  become  a  vital  part  of  the  great  mission  enterprise. 

We  challenge  our  churches  to  place  a  reasonable  amount  in  the 
church  budgets  to  be  paid  monthly  through  the  Cooperative  Program. 
The  world  is  waiting  for  the  message  and  the  Master  is  waiting  for  His 
churches  to  send  the  Gospel  into  all  parts  of  the  world.

Glynn  T.  Hill,  pas- 
tor of  Kenly  and  Hales  Chapel  churches;  Bro.  George  White, 
pastor  of  Trinity  and  Hoods  Grove  churches;  Bro.  J.  D.  Hillman, 
pastor  of  Selma  church;  Bro.  Clyde  Luther,  pastor  Pine  Level 
church;  and  Bro.  Aaron  Phipps,  pastor  of  Mt.  Moriah  church. 

Bro.  Oliver  Price  gave  the  Training  Union  Report.  He  said 
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that  10  churches  had  received  177  awards  and  that  this  Association 
had  several  representatives  in  the  State  Tournament  winners. 
Bro.  Price  spoke  further  on  the  report,  after  which  it  was  adopted. 

REPORT  ON  THE  BAPTIST  TRAINING  UNION 

It  is  with  gladness  of  heart  we  report  the  organization  of  three 
new  Training  Unions  this  year  at  White  Oak,  Carters  Chapel  and 
Stevens  Chapel.  Middlesex  and  Pine  Level  have  reactivated  their 
training  unions.  This  brings  our  total  to  23  which  shows  a  gain  of 
five  over  a  two-year  period. 

It  is  with  a  burden  on  our  hearts  that  we  must  also  report  that  25 
of  our  churches  do  not  yet  have  training  unions.  We,  as  the  Training 
Union  committee  of  this  Association,  offer  ourselves  in  service  in 
helping  to  organize  unions  in  all  these  25  churches. 

We  extend  to  the  following  churches  an  earnest  invitation  to 
accept  a  training  program  for  their  young  people:  Antioch,  Baptist 
Center,  Beulah,  Baptist  Tabernacle,  Benson  Grove,  Bethany,  Bur- 
nell,  Calvary,  Cedar  Grove,  Clydes  Chapel,  Hephzibah,  Kenly,  Lees 
Chapel,  Live  Oak,  New  Bethel,  Newton  Grove,  Olivers  Grove,  Par- 
rish  Memorial,  Pauline,  Pickney,  Shiloh,  Thanksgiving,  Trinity,  Wat- 
kins  Chapel,  and  Wilson  Mills. 

Before  you  accept  or  decline  the  invitation,  ask  yourself  the 
question:  "Would  Jesus  support  a  training  union  if  He  were  a  mem- 
ber of  your  church?" 

Also  there  needs  to  be  an  enlargement  of  our  present  training 
unions.  If  we  seek  for  our  Sunday  Schools  "a  million  more  in  '54," 
extra  places  must  be  provided  for  the  same  number  in  the  training 
union.  We  had  177  awards  issued  to  10  churches  this  year.  If  Je- 
sus trained  his  disciples  for  over  two  years,  can  we  not  spend  more 
time  in  training  His  future  leaders  and  workers  in  the  churches? 

Two  mass  meetings  were  held  and  some  of  the  winners  of  the 
tournaments  went  through  the  regional  and  State  tournaments  and 
made  top  honors. 

Our  goal  remains  no  less  than  we  believe  to  be  the  will  of  God — 
a  Training  Union  in  every  Baptist  Church.

Upon  the  instruction  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  John- 
ston Association  in  its  regular  meeting  of  October  6,  1953,  the  Mis- 
sions Committee,  a  sub-committee  of  the  Executive  Committee  has 
sought  to  outline  and  define  the  work  of  an  Association  Missionary 
of  Johnston  Association. 

The  Missions  Committee  would  like  to  submit  the  following  as 
suggestive  of  the  nature  and  extent  of  the  work  of  an  Association  Mis- 
sionary in  Johnston  Association: 

A.  General  Promotion  Work

6.  To  cooperate  with  the  state  Baptist  Student  Union  department 
in  using  students  as  summer  workers  in  the  work  of  the  Association 
and  local  churches.

2.  Stewardship  revivals  and  assistance  with  church  budgets 
when  consulted. 

3.  Vacation  Bible  Schools

6.  Assisting  in  revival  meetings  when  invited. 

C.  Work  in  Unchurched  Areas  and  Institutions

2.  Locate,  assist  in  the  establishment  and  operation  of  branch  or 
mission  Sunday  Schools  under  the  sponsorship  of  some  church,  or 
under  the  sponsorship  of  the  Association.  Assist  in  making  detailed 
survey  of  prospective  areas. 

3.  Conduct  Vacation  Bible  School  in  missions. 

4.  To  aid  in  the  organization  of  new  churches  where  needed. 
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5.    To  help  in  conducting  religious  services  in  local  institutions — 
the  Prison  camp  and  County  Home.

He  stressed  the  need  for  considering  the  type  of  litera- 
ture and  advertisements  we  are  allowing  in  our  homes.  He  dis- 
played samples  of  the  advertising  found  in  leading  magazines. 

Dr.  L.  L.  Carpenter,  editor  of  the  Biblical  Recorder  spoke 
to  the  report  in  a  lively  but  most  interesting  manner. 

The  Report  was  adopted. 

REPORT  ON  CHRISTIAN  LITERATURE 

"It  pays  to  advertise"  is  a  slogan  we  know  to  be  true.  In  ad- 
vertising, we  attempt  to  acquaint  the  people  with  our  product.  We 
are  all  advertising  something. 

In  our  daily  lives  we  are  advertising  things,  some  consciously, 
some  unconsciously.  Let's  look  for  instance,  into  the  home  libra- 
ry and  check  the  literature  there.  Have  you  ever  stopped  to  think 
what  you  are  advertising  when  some  young  man  comes  to  take  your 
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daughter  out  and  is  given  the  choice  of  selecting  a  magazine  or  book 
to  read.  This  young  man,  for  instance,  might  not  be  a  Christian. 
Maybe  he  heard  you  teach  a  Sunday  School  lesson  against  use  of 
alcohol  and  yet,  you  have  given  him  a  popular  magazine  in  which  he 
finds  ads  of  some  of  the  largest  whiskey  dealers.  Yes,  most  of  us 
are  very  careless  concerning  the  literature  we  offer  to  those  using 
our  own  home  libraries. 

Jesus  has  told  us  to  study,  to  teach,  and  to  instruct.  Our  lead- 
ers suffered  that  we  might  each  have  God's  word  in  our  homes  for 
our  own  use,  and  yet,  many  of  our  Bibles  are  doing  no  more  than 
gathering  dust.  Most  of  our  people  complain  when  asked  to  subscribe 
to  church  publications  and  then  spend  much  more  on  secular  maga- 
zines. 

No  home  today,  especially  those  with  children,  is  found  with- 
out comic  books,  but  to  subscribe  to  the  Biblical  Recorder,  Home 
Life,  our  missionary  magazines  or  other  Christian  publications,  is 
almost  unheard  of.  If  the  people  are  not  concerned  with  this  prob- 
lem, then  I  think  it's  time  that  the  churches  take  the  initiative  by 
placing  some  type  of  Christian  publication  in  each  church  home. 
Don't  just  read  the  Christian  publications  that  enter  your  home,  but 
place  them  in  the  magazine  rack  or  some  other  place  that  they  may 
advertise  Christ  and  witness  for  him. 

How  about  your  church  library.  What  does  it  have  to  offer  the 
members  of  your  church  who  enjoy  reading,  and  frankly  would  pre- 
fer reading  a  Christian  book  if  one  was  available. 

We  as  pastors,  and  as  church  members  alike,  are  failing  miser- 
ably when  it  comes  to  providing  worthwhile  Christian  literature  for 
our  young  and  old.  How  can  we  hope  to  become  better  Christians, 
and  more  useful  church  members,  unless  we  are  willing  to  exer- 
cise our  minds  by  studying,  or  reading  literature  especially  prepared 
for  the  growth  of  Christians. 

People  have  dedicated  their  lives  in  service  to  God,  gone  to  school 
for  years,  and  have  spent  many  hours  in  order  that  we  might  under- 
stand more  fully  His  word,  our  Bible.  Others  that  we  might  train  in 
different  phases  of  our  Christian  life  and  still  others  to  help  us  to 
organize  our  efforts  to  spread  the  Gospel.  Have  these  men  labored 
in  vain?  Will  Christians  continue  to  sit  complacent  and  say  we  don't 
understand,  or  we  just  aren't  qualified  to  do  this  or  that? 

No.  We  must  not,  we  cannot  be  so  indifferent  towards  God's 
work.  Let's  make  use  of  our  Christian  literature  and  prepare  our- 
selves to  do  our  part  in  carrying  Christ's  message  to  every  creature.

Bro.  J.  H.  Mauney  gave  a  report  on  the  year's  work  as  the 
Associational  Missionary.  He  gave  the  following  summary  of 
his  work:  addresses,  58;  sermons,  13;  educational  meetings  by 
visual  aids.  19;  individual  conferences,  279;  editing  Missionary 
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record  and  distributing,  1610;  traveled,  11,476;  and  many  other 
matters  too  varied  to  report  here. 

This  report  was  unanimously  adopted. 

The  historian's  report  was  read  by  Bro.  Street  Jones,  Jr., 
since  Bro.  Wayland  Jones  was  unavoidably  detained.  The  Report 
was  adopted. 

HISTORY  OF  PINE  LEVEL  BAPTIST  CHURCH 

During  the  War  between  the  States,  and  immediately  thereafter, 
the  little  community  of  Pine  Level  had  no  church  at  all;  but  in  the 
late  sixties,  religious  services  were  conducted  in  the  railway  depot 
building  by  an  preacher  who  cared  to  do  so.  During  this  period, 
Messrs.  Tom  T.  Oliver;  Jesse  Creech,  John  Capps  and  others  led 
in  building  a  community  house  for  all  denominations  to  use  for  wor- 
ship services.  The  date  of  the  building  of  this  house  was  about  1887. 
It  was  agreed  that  no  church  of  any  denomination  should  be  organiz- 
ed in  the  community  house,  and  for  some  two  or  three  years,  it  was 
used  by  any  and  all  who  desired  to  use  it.  It  stood  where  the  present 
Free  Will  Baptist  Church  now  stands. 

There  were  some  Baptists  in  Pine  Level  who  wanted  to  have  a 
Baptist  Church.  Mr.  John  Worley  and  his  son,  William  Worley,  were 
very  much  interested  in  this  idea  of  a  Baptist  Church,  and  especial- 
ly so  since  the  Free  Will  Baptist  Church  was  organized  in  1868  under 
the  leadership  of  Mr.  Tom  T.  Oliver.  Mr.  John  Worley  was  holding 
prayer  meeting  before  the  Church  was  organized  and,  through  his 
influence,  his  vision  of  a  Baptist  Church  came  to  be  materialized  when 
Dr.  Wm.  B.  Harrell,  then  pastor  of  the  Clayton  Baptist  Church,  or- 
ganized the  Church  in  1869. 

The  charter  members  of  this  Church  were  ten  in  number  and 
were  as  follows: 

Dr.  Wm.  B.  Harrell,  Pastor,  Mrs.  Nancy  Hughes,  Miss  Pattie 
Knox,  Mrs.  Crecy  Peedin,  Mr.  James  Peedin,  Mr.  A.  M.  Rocwell 
(first  clerk),  Mrs.  Mourning  Stallings,  Mrs.  Julie  Worley,  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Winfree,  and  Mr.  John  Worley. 

The  first  year  of  the  Church's  life,  Dr.  Harrell  preached  in  a 
revival  meeting,  probably  in  the  summer  of  1870,  at  which  time 
twenty-five  persons  joined  the  little  church.  When  the  group  came 
back  from  the  baptizing  and  returned  to  the  Church,  the  door  of  the 
community  house  was  found  to  be  locked.  This  occurrence  was  in 
protest  to  the  organization  of  a  church  in  the  community  house,  where- 
upon the  group  then  went  to  a  grove  nearby  and  gave  the  right  hand 
of  fellowship  to  its  new  members.  After  this,  the  group  made  a 
brush  shelter  and  preached  under  it  for  several  months. 

It  was  during  the  early  years  of  the  history  of  the  Church  that 
the  Sunday  School  was  organized.  For  many  years  after  its  or- 
ganization, Mr.  Henry  Louis  Smith,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  D.  H.  Groves,  Mr. 
Ed  Moore  and  Mr.  L.  Richardson  of  Selma,  N.  C,  gave  their  time 
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and  money  to  build  a  Sunday  School  in  the  Pine  Level  Baptist  Church. 
Mr.  Smith  would  walk  from  Selma  to  Pine  Level  and  hold  prayer 
meeting,  and  help  lead  the  Sunday  School.  The  fruit  of  his  labors  is 
still  in  evidence. 

From  the  time  of  its  organization  in  the  year  1869,  this  church 
has  had  up  to  date  35  pastors.  Some  of  these  ministers  have  been 
students  from  Wake  Forest  College,  while  others  have  lived  in  the 
community. 

Upon  the  advent  of  Mr.  Tom  Freeman's  pastorate,  that  is,  in 
1942,  Pine  Level  was  in  a  preaching  field  with  Kenly  and  Thanksgiving 
and  had  services  twice  a  month.  The  year  before  Mr.  Freeman  left 
to  accept  a  call  to  Burlington,  Thanksgiving  decided  to  go  on  a  half- 
time  basis,  and  Pine  Level  increased  its  services  to  three  Sundays 
per  month  and  then  went  on  full  time  February  1,  1953. 

Early  in  Mr.  Tom  M.  Freeman's  pastorate,  the  Church's  thirty- 
third  pastor,  his  tenure  of  service  being  from  1942  to  1947,  he  instilled 
into  the  minds  of  the  Church  members  the  idea  of  initiating  plans  for 
the  building  of  a  new  church;  and  he  brought  this  suggestion  to  his 
congregation  in  a  sermon  which  he  preached  on  THE  BUILDING 
OF  THE  TEMPLE.  Mr.  Freeman  followed  up  his  idea  with  a  plan  to 
inaugurate  a  Church-Building  Fund.  By  so  doing,  Mr.  Freeman 
predicted  that  he  felt  that  with  reasonable  contributions  coming  into 
the  "Fund"  regularly  each  year  from  the  time  of  its  inception,  1942, 
that  the  Church  should  be  in  a  position  to  start  on  its  Church-Build- 
ing Program  by  1950. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  in  a  call  meeting  on  March  5,  1950, 
after  investigations  had  been  made  with  contractors,  that  a  motion 
was  initiated  by  A.  F.  Futrell  to  give  the  contract  for  the  church  to 
the  Walter  G.  Lassiter  Construction  Company,  Smithfield,  N.  C,  and 
accordingly,  construction  was  begun  on  the  new  structure  on  March 
17,  1950,  and  the  church  was  completed  in  February,  1951.  The 
church  was  dedicated  on  the  first  Sunday  in  March,  1951. 

After  the  Church-Building  Program  was  started  in  1942,  on  April 
23,  1943,  the  first  bond  was  bought  out  of  the  Church-Building  Fund. 
The  custom  since  this  red-letter  day  in  1942,  on  which  date  interest 
was  aroused  in  building  a  new  Church,  has  been  to  have  a  Homecom- 
ing Day  each  year.  On  this  day,  every  member  of  the  church  is  in- 
vited back  for  Homecoming  and  a  picnic  dinner  is  served.  At  the 
conclusion  of  the  dinner  each  year,  any  funds  contributed  to  the  "Build- 
ing Fund"  are  announced.  The  total  receipts  from  1943  to  1950  were 
$40,189.78.  Of  this  amount,  approximately  $11,000.  was  spent  on  the 
parsonage. 

It  should  be  noted,  however,  that  the  building  of  the  church, 
though  not  put  aside,  was  interrupted  by  the  urgent  need  of  a  par- 
sonage. When  Mr.  J.  L.  Jones,  The  Rev.  J.  L.  Jones,  was  called  as 
our  pastor,  it  was  necessary  for  him  to  live  in  Kenly  for  the  time 
being  until  plans  could  be  made  for  the  erection  of  a  parsonage.  In 
February  1948,  a  committee  was  appointed  by  the  Church  to  build 
a  home  for  the  pastor.  This  committee  was  composed  of  Clyde  F. 
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Godwin,  Chairman,  W.  B.  Godwin,  Marshall  Creech,  Elwood  Park- 
er, Mrs.  Doc  R.  Oliver  and  Mrs.  K.  C.  Woodard. 

A  lot  adjoining  the  Church  property  was  given  for  the  site  of  the 
parsonage  by  D.  B.  Oliver,  Sr.  Construction  was  started  on  the  home 
in  February,  and  it  was  completed  in  July  of  the  same  year.  The  pas- 
tor, The  Rev.  J.  L.  Jones  and  his  family  moved  into  the  new  home  on 
July  12,  1948. 

Receipts  for  one  year  from  the  Church  Building  fund,  plus  indi- 
vidual donations,  financed  the  building  of  the  parsonage.  The  rec- 
ords show  a  probable  cost  of  $11,000. 

The  church  is  modeled  after  the  structure  in  Pilot,  North  Caro- 
lina, with  a  few  changes  at  an  approximate  cost  of  $60,000.  Music 
in  the  church  is  furnished  by  a  pipe  organ  of  electronic  construction. 
It  is  the  gift  of  one  of  the  members,  Miss  MiMred  P.  Oliver  to  honor 
her  parents,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  D.  B.  Oliver. 

The  tornado  that  struck  Pine  Level  the  first  Sunday  in  August, 
1953,  damaged  the  church  roof  and  completely  destroyed  the  church 
steeple  which  has  been  rebuilt  same  as  the  original. 

The  total  present  membership  of  the  church  is  227  and  the  aver- 
age Sunday  School  attendance  is  115.  Rev.  Clyde  E.  Luther  is  the 
present  pastor  of  the  church.  Mrs.  Floyd  C.  Price  is  church  clerk, 
Mrs.  Hubert  F.  Radford  is  financial  secretary  and  Mr.  Doc  R.  Oliver 
is  treasurer.

The 
report  was  adopted. 

REPORT  ON  AMERICAN  BIBLE  SOCIETY 

The  American  Bible  Society  was  founded  in  1816,  just  137  years 
ago  by  Americans  who  were  prominent  in  the  Revolutionary  and 
Post-Revolutionary  Period.  It  is  an  Inter-Denominational  Agency. 
Its  purpose  is  to  encourage  wider  circulation  of  the  Holy  Scriptures 
without  note  or  comment  and  without  purpose  of  profit. 

There  are  approximately  50  denominations  with  a  membership 
of  more  than  40  million  people  supporting  the  Society  with  their 
gifts  in  the  distribution  of  the  Scriptures  at  home  and  broad.  Other 
gifts  come  from  individuals,  organizations  and  bequests. 

Translation  and  publications  of  some  part  of  the  Scriptures  has 
been  made  in  almost  1100  languages  spoken  by  nine  tenths  of  the 
human  race.  The  distribution  is  made  through  12  offices  in  the 
United  States  and  13  foreign  agencies  serving  forty-five  countries 
abroad.  It  is  the  Society's  responsibility  to  make  the  Bible  the  most 
available  book  at  the  lowest  possible  price.  Its  time  tested  policy  is 
to  sell  the  book  wherever  possible,  never  at  a  profit  and  frequently 
below  cost.    In  cases  of  demonstrated  need  it  is  given  away.  Since 
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1835,  the  Society  has  published  Scriptures  for  the  blind  in  33  languages 
and  systems  including  Talking  Book  Records.  These  are  sold  at 
much  below  cost. 

Requests  for  books  are  received  regularly  from  foreign  nations. 
The  ravages  of  war  have  caused  a  number  of  countries  which  former- 
ly supplied  some  of  their  needs  to  rely  on  the  Society  for  books.  In 
some  cases  the  materials  of  paper,  board,  cloth,  glue  and  ink  are  fur- 
nished where  the  printing  could  be  done.  The  Swedish  Bible  Society 
and  the  British  and  Foreign  Bible  Society  are  also  making  sizable 
distributions  of  books  and  materials. 

Today  as  we  keep  up  with  the  news,  we  know  that  there  are  two 
groups  of  people  in  the  world,  politically  speaking.  To  the  friendly 
nations  of  the  Americas,  Europe,  Africa,  Asia,  and  various  islands 
there  is  a  steady  flow  of  books,  that  is,  Bibles,  New  Testaments  and 
Gospels.  To  the  other  nations  including  Russia,  some  books  are  be- 
ing sent.  Many  more  would  be  sent  if  it  were  not  so  difficult  to  get 
into  those  countries. 

GIFTS  are  the  life  blood  of  the  American  Bible  Society.  Gifts 
may  be  sent  to  our  State  Baptist  Headquarters  in  Raleigh,  N.  C, 
marked  for  the  American  Bible  Society  or  sent  direct  to  the  Ameri- 
can Bible  Society  in  New  York.  This  is  missionary  work  that  Sou- 
thern Baptists  take  a  part  in.  Let  us  all  join  in  this  program.  Let 
each  church  determine  the  day  and  manner  in  which  an  offering  may 
be  made.

REPORT  ON  WOMAN'S  MISSIONARY  UNION 

The  Woman's  Missionary  Union  is  happy  to  bring  you  their  re- 
port of  another  year  of  missionary  endeavor.  Woman's  Missionary 
Union  was  organized  for  the  purpose  of  harnessing  the  powers  of  Bap- 
tist womanhood  of  the  South  to  re-emphasize  and  promote  the  mis- 
sionary plans  of  Southern  Baptist.  Our  report  shows  to  what  degree 
the  womanhood  of  the  Johnston  Association  has  been  harnessed  to 
these  purposes. 

Nine  new  organizations  are  reported:  3  W.  M.  S.,  6  Young  Peo- 
ples, making  130  organizations  with  1896  members.  Three  churches 
yet  have  no  W.  M.  U.  organizations. 
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At  the  Leadership  Conference  held  the  first,  quarter  in  Smith- 
field,  we  set  our  goals  for  the  work  of  the  year  and  prayed  for  guid- 
ance as  we  planned  to  be  "Labourers  together  with  God."  The-  An- 
nual Meeting  at  Benson  in  April  was  cited  by  Mrs.  Charles  Howard, 
district  superintendent  as  being  one  of  the  best  she  attended  during 
the  year.  Mrs.  Hov/ard  and  the  Association  officers  brought  talks  of 
information  and  inspiration.  Miss  Marie  Lpley  was  the  speaker  from 
the  W.  M.  U.  state  office,  and  Miss  Sophia  Nicholas  from  Brazil  was 
the  missionary  guest. 

Two  Mission  Study  Institutes  have  been  he-Id  under  the  able-  lead- 
ership of  Mrs.  H.  O.  Lanning.  She  has  been  elected  as  Mission 
Study  Chairman  for  the  Raleigh  division  for  the  corning  year,  and 
we  feel  that  our  Association  has  been  honored  through  her.  217  mis- 
sion study  classes  reported  with  890  members  enrolled;  521  persons 
read  1708  missionary  books. 

Mrs.  C.  W.  Warrick  has  led  efficiency  in  community  missions. 
She  has  emphasized  the  need  of  missions  in  our  own  communities  at. 
every  opportunity.  Her  report  shows  that  1052  women  and  Young 
People  have  participated  in  directed  community  mission:,;  and  that 
209  have  made  definite  efforts  in  soul-winning. 

Mrs.  John  Dail  has  sought  to  make-  us  good  stewards  with  our 
money.  1401  are  reported  as  contributing  regularly  through  the  Co- 
operative program;  495  tithers.  Total  gifts,  exclusive  of  White  Cross 
and  local  missions,  $4,800.45. 

Mrs.  B.  A.  Hocutt  is  our  loyal  White-  Cross  chairman.  She  re- 
ports that  $712.02  has  been  contributed  to  our  Baptist  hospital  through 
the  White  Cross,  with  46  churches  contributing. 

Mrs.  P.  E.  Jones,  Literature  chairman,  has  as  her  goal  at  least 
50%  of  members  subscribing  to  the  Biblical  Recorder  and  W.  M.  U. 
mission  periodicals.  050  subscriptions  to  the  Biblical  Recorder  were 
reported  and  487  to  missionary  periodicals. 

The  Training  School  in  Louisville  has  been  renamed  the  Carver- 
School  of  Missions  in  honor  of  Ur.  W.  O.  Carver,  who  for  many  years 
taught  missions  at  the  Southern  Seminary.  Through  Mrs.  DeVee 
Hillman,  chairman  of  Carver  School  and  Margaret  Fund,  we  will 
have  the  same  opportunity  to  send  messages  of  love  and  ^cheer  with 
small  gifts  to  our  North  Carolina  students  there  that  we  had  this 
year  under  the  guidance  of  our  chairman,  Mrs.  Eph  Whisenhunt. 

The  Clayton  W.  M.  S.  reached  all  points  on  the  Standard  of  Ex- 
cellence making  them  an  A-l  society  again. 

Mrs.  D.  R.  Oliver,  faithful  Young  People's  Leader,  and  her  helpful 
counselors,  Mrs.  Joe  Overby,  Mrs.  Harvey  Stuckey,  Mrs.  Allen  Johnson, 
and  Mr.  Horace  Ricks  have  led  in  the  work  of  the  Young  People.  An 
Association-wide  gathering  has  been  held  with  each  group. 

A  Business  Woman's  Federation  was  organized  in  Clayton  during 
September  with  Mrs.  William  Barnes  elected  as  chairman;  Mrs.  Ru- 
dolph Allen,  first  vice-chairman;  and  Mrs.  Shelton  Moore,  second  vice- 
chairman. 

The  purpose  of  the  federation  is  to  give  business  women  the  ad- 
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vantage  of  missionary  information.  It  is  for  all  business  women  and 
not  only  the  members  of  Business  Women's  Circles. 

The  Executive  Committee  entertained  the  visiting  missionaries  at 
a  luncheon  in  the  Pine  Level  Church  during  the  School  of  Missions  a- 
long  with  the  pastors  and  their  wives  of  the  churches  the  missionaries 
were  visiting.  The  W.M.U.  greatly  appreciated  the  strong  asset  to  the 
mission  cause  realized  in  having  these  missionaries  in  our  association 
for  such  a  school. 

Every  W.M.U.  member  has  had  a  part  in  making  this  report  what 

it  is. 

Mrs.  Oliver  Price  has  served  beautifully  as  music  chairman  and 
Mrs.  Willie  Garner  as  secretary. 

Mrs.  J.  E.  Wilder,  Associate  Superintendent,  and  the  Group  Leaders: 
Miss  Alberta  Boyett,  Mrs.  J.  A.  Creech,  Mrs.  J.  E.  Parrish,  Mrs.  H.  M. 
Johnson,  and  Mrs.  Alton  Wood  have  been  untiring  in  their  efforts  to 
serve  the  local  societies  and  the  association  in  whatever  capacity  they 
were  called  on.  It  has  been  wisely  said,  "Never  one  thing  and  seldom 
one  person  can  make  for  success.  It  takes  a  number  of  them  merging 
into  one  perfect  whole."  God  needs  us  all  merging  into  one  perfect 
whole  to  meet  the  needs  of  His  kingdom's  work  in  this  association.

Second  Day's  Session,  Pleasant  Grove 

This  session  began  at  10:00  o'clock  in  the  morning,  with  Bro.

He  gave  timely  admonition  as  to  too  much  unfounded 
criticism  of  our  colleges. 

Bro.  Garland  Hendricks  spoke  to  this  report  and  stressed  the 
fact  that  those  who  now  are  the  children  of  this  world  will  be 
trained  as  Christians  or  Communists.  He  also  stated  that  the 
white  children  are  outnumbered  21  to  one.  He  pleaded  that  God 
be  given  His  rightful  place  in  the  thinking  of  the  people. 

The  Report  was  adopted. 

REPORT  ON  CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION 

The  Great  Awakening,  which  spread  like  a  praire  fire  across 
our  land  from  about  1730  to  1776,  emerged  out  of  an  evangelistic  spir- 
it and  mood.    Such  a  mood  produced  genuine  concern  for  those  who 
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were  untouched  by  the  Gospel  of  Christ.  This  energetic  zeal  and 
compassion  for  those  outside  the  Kingdom  of  God  resulted  in  a  vigor- 
ous and  intensive  missionary  activity  by  all  denominations.  As  the 
mission  movement  developed  there  arose  the  need  for  a  better  trained 
religious  leadership.  Thus,  in  time,  denominational  schools  includ- 
ing Academies,  Junior  Colleges,  and  Universities  and  Colleges  began 
to  spring  up  all  along  our  Atlantic  Seaboard.  Among  those  dear  to 
the  hearts  of  Baptists  were:  Rhode  Island  College  (Now  Brown  Uni- 
versity), established  in  1764;  Mississippi  College,  1826;  Furman  Uni- 
versity, 1827;  University  of  Richmond,  1832;  Mercer  University,  1833; 
and  Wake  Forest  College,  1834. 

History  reminds  us,  then,  that  evangelism,  missions,  and  educa- 
tion are  definitely  and  vitally  interdependent.  To  neglect  Christian 
Education,  therefore,  (and  the  same  could  be  said  concerning  evan- 
gelism or  missions)  is  to  invite  disaster  in  our  denominational  life. 

At  the  present  time  Southern  Baptists  have  seven  theological  sem- 
inaries and  fifty  two  junior  and  senior  colleges.  It  is  well  to  re- 
member, however,  that  only  our  seminaries  receive  financial  support 
from  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention.  The  others  receive  their  aid 
from  their  local  state  conventions. 

North  Carolina  Baptists  have  seven  colleges,  two  senior:  Wake 
Forest,  and  Meredith;  and  five  junior:  Mars.  Hill,  Gardner  Webb, 
Campbell,  Wingate,  and  Chowan.  As  of  October  15,  1952,  the  total 
enrollment  of  these  schools  exceeded  5,000  for  the  year.  Of  the 
$4,000,000  representing  the  total  operating  budget  in  these  seven  col- 
leges the  Cooperative  Program  makes  available  $400,000  or  exactly 
one  tenth.  In  addition,  the  Convention  is  providing  another  $200,- 
000.00  for  capital  outlay  or  building  programs.  It  is  hoped  that  the  re- 
mainder of  the  $1,500,000  for  the  Wake  Forest  removal  program  will 
be  raised  by  January  1,  1954. 

While  there  may  still  remain  some  few  among  us  who  scoff  at 
the  merits  of  a  properly  trained  ministry  and  an  enlightened  church 
membership,  most  of  us,  I  am  sure,  feel  obligated  to  offer  a  prayer 
of  gratitude  to  God  for  the  benefits  Christian  Education  has  brought 
to  our  churches  and  communities. 

May  God  help  us  to  be  hesitant  in  directing  unfair  and  unwarranted 
criticism  toward  any  of  our  denominationall  schools.  To  recognize 
a  weakness  in  any  of  our  institutions  is  in  no  manner  improper.  But 
to  pounce  upon  a  flaw  with  malicious  intent  is  most  un-Christian.  On 
the  other  hand,  to  labor  in  love,  understanding,  patience,  and  persever- 
ance until  the  flaw  is  corrected  indicates  the  mark  of  both  a  Disciple 
of  Christ  and  a  gentleman. 

In  closing  may  I  remind  the  delegates  present  today  that  the 
whole  structure  of  rural  life  is  fast  changing.  As  more  of  our  rural 
young  men  and  young  women  complete  their  high  school  training  we 
stand  in  desperate  need  of  what  our  colleges  have  to  offer.  In  any 
generation  the  great  need  is  a  consecrated  church  leadership,  a  leader- 
ship which  is  adequately  trained  and  equipped  to  serve  our  God 
who  demands  the  best  and  highest  within  us  all.    And  equally  demand- 
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ing,  I  feel,  is  the  need  for  hundreds  of  our  young  people  to  respond 
to  God's  upward  call  for  consecrated  Christian  lawyers,  doctors,  nurses, 
farmers,  engineers  and  business  men.  May  those  of  us  who  are  in 
strategic  places  of  leadership  encourage  our  young  people  to  attend 
our  church-related  schools  where  the  atmosphere  lends  itself  to  the 
quest  for  truth  and  knowledge  under  the  leadership  of  the  Holy  Spirit 
of  God.  And  finally,  may  we  continue  to  respond  in  an  acceptable  man- 
ner to  the  appeal  for  funds  for  our  educational  institutions  through 
our  support  of  the  cooperative  program  and  special  fund  drives.

Bro.  W.  H.  McGee,  director  of  the  Department  of  Religion 
at  the  Baptist  Hospital  was  introduced  and  spoke  to  the  report. 
He  told  not  only  about  the  new  wing,  but  also  of  the  fine  work 
being  done  there  by  the  nurses,  doctors  and  chaplains. 

The  report  was  adopted. 

REPORT  ON  BAPTIST  ORPHANAGE,  BAPTIST  HOSPITAL 
AND  HOME  FOR  THE  AGED 

Your  Orphanage  has  moved  forward  in  its  ministry  of  Child  Care. 
During  the  year  there  were  728  children  who  were  served.  In  addition 
to  this  number,  the  Social  Service  Department  helped  to  adjust  214 
children  with  relatives,  and  thus  prevented  them  from  having  to  be 
cared  for  by  the  Institution.  The  program  for  our  homeless  chil- 
dren includes  Mills  Home  of  Thomasville,  Kennedy  Home  of  Kinston, 
Mother's  Aid  and  Boarding  Homes.  The  Baptists  of  North  Caro- 
lina probably  provide  more  service  for  children  than  any  other  similar 
group  in  the  nation. 

Added  to  many  other  activities  the  Homes  have  promoted  the 
greatest  building  and  renovating  programs  in  the  history  of  the  Orph- 
anage. A  new  cottage,  a  new  Print  Shop  and  a  new  Infirmary  were 
completed  in  1952.  The  I.  G.  Greer  Recreational  Building  was  fin- 
ished early  in  1953,  and  a  beautiful  new  Church  that  will  seat  580 
people  will  be  completed  this  year.  Then  we  have  completely  remod- 
eled some  of  the  old  cottages  and  made  them  into  good  living  quar- 
ters for  the  children.  This  great  building  program  was  made  possi- 
ble by  the  money  left  to  Mills  Home  in  the  will  of  the  late  Robert 
M.  Idol. 

The  income  for  Orphanages  this  year  was  good.  It  was  slightly 
above  the  income  for  the  previous  year.  Truly  we  can  say,  "God  is 
good  to  the  Orphanages  through  North  Carolina  Baptists." 

As  we  turn  to  speak  briefly  of  our  Baptist  Hospital  located  in 
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Winston-Salem,  we  are  reminded  that  more  than  ten  thousand  pa- 
tients were  cared  for  in  our  hospital  last  year,  while  thousands  of 
others  were  seen  in  the  clinics.  Almost  half  of  these  were  service 
patients,  unable  to  pay  the  full  cost  of  the  care  they  received.  These 
included  old  people  at  the  sunset  of  life  and  little  children  at  the 
dawn  of  life,  mothers,  fathers  and  young  people.  With  all  the  ad- 
vance of  medical  science,  there  is  still  much  that  it  cannot  do;  but 
our  Baptist  Hospital  is  making  a  large  contribution  toward  the  saving 
of  life,  the  relieving  of  suffering,  and  the  bringing  of  good  health 
for  those  who  need  it  most. 

From  all  over  North  Carolina  there  is  a  constant  stream  of  af- 
flicted people  coming  seeking  our  help.  Our  Baptist  Hospital  provides 
skilled  specialists  for  them  in  various  fields  of  medical  care.  The  de- 
mand is  always  great. 

One  of  the  most  important  parts  of  the  program  of  the  Hospital  is 
the  spiritual  ministry  it  provides.  This  is  necessary  if  the  full  needs 
of  a  sick  person  are  to  be  met.  The  hospital  has  trained  chaplains 
who  render  an  effective  ministry  for  the  sick,  guidance  for  the  nurs- 
ing and  medical  students  and  training  for  pastors  and  Christian 
workers. 

Three  floors  of  the  new  hospital  wing  are  nearing  completion 
and  should  be  ready  for  use  this  year.  This  will  provide  urgently  need- 
ed space  and  facilities.  Through  the  enlarged  ministry  of  our  Baptist 
Hospital,  North  Carolina  Baptists  are  reaching  out  to  those  in  distress. 

As  we  come  to  consider  the  newest  of  our  agencies,  yet  a  very 
vital  one,  may  we  look  to  our  Home  for  the  Aged,  Rest  Haven,  locat- 
ed in  Winston-Salem,  and  another  home  to  be  opened  shortly  in  Albe- 
marle. Caring  for  these  old  people  is  one  of  the  finest  ministries 
sponsored  by  North  Carolina  Baptists.  Under  the  leadership  of  Bro- 
ther J.  M.  Hayes,  as  superintendent  of  these  two  homes,  our  old  peo- 
ple have  found  a  haven  of  rest  at  the  sunset  of  life.  As  their  needs 
arise,  it  is  our  responsibility  to  care  for  them.  More  space  is  urgently 
needed  and  we  are  requested  to  make  our  contributions  for  the  special 
offering  for  this  cause  as  generous  as  possible.  Thus  we  may  ade- 
quately care  for  the  needs  of  these  our  older  friends.

people  to  Christ  was  by  personal  evangelism. 

Bro.  D.  V.  Hillman  gave  the  benediction  and  returned  thanks 
for  the  noonday  meal.  The  dinner  was  served  in  a  way  and  was 
very  appetizing  and  the  givers  manifested  a  true  cordiality  of 
Christian  hospitality.  The  social  fellowship  was  a  blessing  to 
all.  The  many  ties  of  past  associations  was  both  strengthened 
and  renewed. 

Afternoon  Session 

That  great  old  hymn,  "Are  you  Washed  in  the  Blood  of  the 
Lamb,"  was  sung  with  spirit,  with  Bro.  Horace  Ricks  leading. 

Bro.  J.  E.  Lewis  brought  the  report  on  Sunday  Schools. 
He  discussed  the  evidence  of  the  progress  that  had  been  made 
the  past  year  in  our  Sunday  Schools.  Bro.  L.  L.  Morgan,  State 
S.  S.  office  and  field  Secretary,  followed  Bro.  Lewis.  He  stressed 
the  denominational  slogan — "A  Million  More  in  Fifty-Four." 

The   report  was  adopted. 

REPORT  ON  THE  SUNDAY  SCHOOL 

The  Sunday  School  is  being  recognized  more  this  year  than 
ever  before  as  the  chief  agency  of  the  churches  in  evangelism,  teach- 
ing and  enlistment.  The  major  emphasis  for  Baptist  churches  for 
1953-54  is  the  effort  to  enroll  a  million  more  people  in  Sunday  School 
in  one  year.  Right  of  way  has  been  granted  for  this,  the  greatest 
Sunday  School  enlargement  program  in  the  history  of  the  world. 
As  a  result  of  this  program,  it  is  confidently  expected  that  there 
will  be  substantial  increases  in  baptisms,  offerings  and  Christian 
homes. 

Our  State  Sunday  School  Secetary,  L.  L.  Morgan,  reports  gains 
this  year  in  enrollment,  and  in  training  awards.  It  is  expected  that 
the  number  of  Vacation  Bible  Schools  will  reach  a  new  high.  In  the 
3,055  churches  in  the  state,  we  now  have  more  than  620,000  enrolled  in 
Sunday  School. 

We  are  reporting  in  our  association  this  year  48  Sunday  schools 
with  an  enrollment  of  9742.  This  represents  a  gain  of  406  in  member- 
ship. Training  awards  are  earned  by  the  churches. 

Your  committee  makes  the  following  recommendations:  (1)  That 
the  association  approve  the  effort  of  Baptists  to  enroll  "A  Million 
More  in  '54,"  and  commend  to  the  churches  the  practical  plans  for 
accomplishing  this  worthy  objective,  and  that  of  the  churches.  (2) 
The  churches  that  have  not  observed  preparation  week,  and  that  have 
not  had  taught  the  book,  "The  Pull  of  the  People,"  by  Dr.  J.  N.  Bar- 
nette,  will  do  so  as  soon  as  possible.  (3)  That  regular  Sunday  School 
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meetings  be  held  this  year  for  the  purpose  of  helping  and  inspiring 
ihe  churches  to  greater  zeal  tn  reaching  the  multitudes  for  Bible  study. 

(4)  That  the  association  seek  to  do  its  full  share  in  enrolling  "A  Mil- 
lion More  in  '54,"  by  trying  to  enroll  at  least  twenty  percent  more  peo- 
ple in  their  Sunday  Schools  in  the  year  October  1953-October  1954. 

(5)  Eucourage  class  Sunday  Schools  to  "move  up"  to  department  schools 
wherever  possible.  (6)  That  the  churches  call  on  the  Baptist  Sunday 
School  Department,  Raleigh,  for  any  help  with  reference  to  remodel- 
ing old  church  buildings  or  building  new  structures.

HISTORY  OF  PLEASANT  GROVE  BAPTIST  CHURCH 

More  than  50  years  ago,  this  church,  Pleasant  Grove,  was 
built  under  the  leadership  of  Rev.  Braxton  Honeycutt,  who  was 
pastor  for  some  years  of  a  small  but  enthusiastic  group  belonging  to 
the  Christian  denomination.  According  to  old  records,  the  church  was 
given  the  name,  Pleasant  Grove,  because  it  was  located  in  a  beautiful 
grove  of  young  oak  trees.  For  years,  the  building  lay  idle  except  for 
short  periods  of  time  during  the  summer  when  different  people  taught 
sessions  of  "singing  schools." 

Sometime  around  1910,  Mr.  J.  M.  Beaty  of  Smithfield,  wishing 
to  dedicate  some  of  his  property  to  his  Master's  work,  purchased  the 
building  and  grounds  from  the  Christian  denomination  and  presented 
it  to  the  Johnston  Missionary  Baptist  Association.  Even  then,  the 
church  lay  idle  for  want  of  enough  interest  to  organize  a  church  and 
Sunday  School.  Pastors  from  a  neighboring  church,  Shiloh,  came  and 
preached  on  occasional  second  Sunday  afternoons  to  the  handful 
of  the  faithful  who  attended. 

Then,  on  a  cold,  dreary  Sunday — December  12,  1920,  Rev.  H. 
W.  Baucom,  pastor  of  Shiloh  Church,  helped  organize  the  church. 
It  was  dark  and  dreary  insofar  as  the  weather  was  concerned,  but 
gloriously  dazzling  bright  to  the  spirits  of  the  hopeful  ones  who  so 
eagerly  desired  their  own  Christian  band  and  house  of  worship.  There 
were  eight  charter  members:  Mr.  and  Mrs.  J.  E.  Gilbert,  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  James  Johnson,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Claude  Stephenson,  Miss  Lizzie 
Johnson  and  Mrs.  Martha  Reardon.  Mrs.  Reardon  and  Mr.  Johnson 
have  gone  to  their  reward.  Relying  on  the  promise  of  God  that  he 
would  be  in  the  midst  where  two  or  three  were  gathered  together  in 
name  this  small  group  set  sail,  filled  with  faith  and  hope  that  their 
lives  count  for  service  to  their  God  and  to  their  fellow  men. 

Mr.  Gilbert  and  Mr.  Stephenson  were  chosen  and  ordained  as 
deacons. 
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Rev.  M.  P.  Davis  of  Four  Oaks  served  for  three  years  as  pastor, 
during  which  time  Mr.  Elmon  Lassiter,  now  deceased,  was  the  first  to 
be  baptized  into  the  church.  One  other  moved  her  membership  by 
letter.  For  one  year,  1923,  Rev.  B.  M.  Shacklette  of  Angier  served 
with  no  gain  or  loss  in  membership.  W.  O.  Rasser  served  the  church 
for  about  eighteen  months. 

In  1924,  Rev.  S.  S.  McGregor  of  the  Pisgah  field  accepted  the  call 
to  this  church  and  with  his  coming  began  the  greatest  evangelistic 
results  in  the  history  of  the  church  up  to  that  time.  In  the  six  years 
of  his  ministry,  20  persons  accepted  Christ  and  were  baptized,  9  join- 
ed by  letter  making  a  total  of  29  people.  New  life  came  into  the 
church  work.  Three  new  deacons  were  ordained,  Mr.  R.  V.  Hawkes, 
Mr.  W.  A.  Love  and  Mr.  J.  L.  Ogburn.  The  Sunday  School  was  thriv- 
ing, having  been  divided  into  classes  according  to  the  Baptist  grad- 
ing Standards.  The  church  building  was  covered  and  painted,  new 
classroom  curtains,  and  song  books  were  purchased.  The  old  organ, 
was  replaced  by  a  piano.  A  great  deal  of  the  success  of  the  Sunday 
School  today  reflects  honor  to  the  love  and  work  of  this  man  Rev.  S. 
S.  McGregor. 

During  the  time  the  Rev.  W.  E.  Bond  of  Willow  Springs  served 
the  church,  there  was  a  gain  of  40  members.  Of  these,  16  came  by 
letter  and  24  by  baptism. 

In  1940,  Rev.  G.  M.  Bryan  was  called.  During  his  four  years,  the 
work  went  forward  amazingly.  The  people  were  led  to  see  the  need 
of  expanding,  improvements  were  begun.  The  auditorium  was  re- 
modeled and  painted,  a  choir  loft  and  porch  added  to  the  structure. 
As  a  result  of  the  untiring  and  devoted  efforts  of  the  pastor,  and  as  a 
living  testimonial  of  his  dedicated  life,  49  persons  came  into  the 
church,  39  by  baptism  and  10  by  letter. 

In  December,  1944,  Rev.  Charles  Carroll  accepted  the  call  as  pas- 
tor of  the  church.  For  about  a  year,  1945,  he  served  faithful  and  dil- 
igently with  a  gain  of  9  members — 3  by  baptism  and  6  by  letter.  Two 
new  deacons  were  ordained,  Mr.  G.  Willie  Lee  and  Mr.  W.  S.  Marcom. 

The  present  pastor,  the  Rev.  Worth  Braswell,  came  to  the  church 
in  1945.  The  membership  on  that  date  being  90.  The  Sunday  School 
now  has  180  enrolled.  Under  his  leadership,  the  church  is  making 
steady  progress.  The  building  has  again  been  remodeled.  Sunday 
School  rooms,  a  larger  auditorium  and  basement  space  embraced  by 
brick  veneer  walls  has  been  added.  New  pews  replaced  the  old  ones. 
A  great  part  of  the  labor,  timber  and  other  materials  being  donated 
by  members  of  the  church,  people  of  the  community  and  other  friends. 
The  glorious  realization  of  sacrifices,  labors  and  prayers  are  present 
today  in  this  building.  God  has  been  in  it  all.  In  the  midst  of  this 
building  program  came  the  greatest  spiritual  awakening  of  the  history 
of  the  church  through  a  revival  that  stirred  the  hearts  and  souls  of 
many.  Thirty  people  came  dedicating  their  lives  to  the  work  of  the 
Lord.   Twenty-seven  by  baptism  and  3  by  letter. 

To  summarize  the  statistics  of  the  church,  there  has  been  197 
members  since  its  organization.    Of  this  number,  death  has  claimed  7, 
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58  people  have  withdrawn  by  requesting  a  letter  of  dismissal,  or  join- 
ing a  church  of  this  or  another  denomination,  leaving  the  list  of  mem- 
bers numbering  143  as  of  this  date  October  21,  1953.

Worth  Braswell  read  the  names  of  the  members  of  the 
churches  who  have  passed  to  their  rewards  since  the  last  meeting 
of  our  Association. 

The  clerk  of  the  Association  gave  a  digest  of  the  church  let- 
ters that  had  been  received.    This  digest  included  all  except  two. 

The  congregation  joined  in  singing  "At  the  Cross"  with  Bro. 
Picks  leading  the  singing. 
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Bro.  H.  C.  Upchurch  gave  a  strong  report  on.  Temperance  and 
Public  Morals.  This  report  was  very  thought  provoking  and  time- 
ly in  these  days  of  change  and  corruption.  The  report  was  adopted. 

REPORT  ON  TEMPERANCE  AND  PUBLIC  MORALS 

We  are  living  in  a  day  of  declining  moral  standards.  The  dis- 
tress of  decline  in  the  last  fifty  years  is  appalling.  Then  the  protection 
of  father  and  mother  was  around  the  young  girl  in  the  home  and  sons 
were  kept  in  obedience  to  their  parents.  No  girl  was  permitted  to 
accompany  a  young  man  anywhere  after  dark  without  a  proper  chape- 
ron, and  then  they  were  required  to  be  home  not  later  than  ten  or 
eleven  o'clock.  They  were  required  to  dress  decently  and  to  conduct 
themselves  with  becoming  decency.  Our  present  day  sees  our  homes 
become  a  place  of  disrespect  for  parents  by  children,  the  spirit  of  dis- 
obedience to  all  authority  of  God  and  man  by  both  parents  and  chil- 
dren. When  a  boy  gets  to  be  about  twelve  or  fourteen  years  of  age 
you  see  them  turned  foot  loose  to  go  and  do  as  they  please.  This  is 
bad  but  the  worst  condition  is  when  parents  allow  their  girls  to  go 
out  after  night  into  the  side  roads,  alleys  and  tourist  courts  or 
anywhere  the  devil  may  lead  them  and  still  worse  their  parents  may 
be  out  the  same  night  with  some  other  one's  wife  or  husband. 

Under  these  conditions  it  should  not  seem  strange  that  the  gov- 
ernment formed  by  such  people  should  be  corrupt.  Governments  are 
supposed  to  be  set  for  the  defense  of  its  citizens.  We  are  taxed  bil- 
lions of  dollars,  we  are  told  for  defense,  and  yet  the  same  govern- 
ment lets  loose  and  encourages  the  demon  of  alcoholic  beverages  to 
help  destroy  the  virtue  and  the  bodies  and  souls  of  its  citizens  in  hell. 

What  is  the  remedy  for  such  a  condition?  I  refer  you  to  Jeremiah 
6:16f:  Thus  said  the  Lord,  stand  ye  in  the  ways  and  see,  and  ask  for 
the  old  paths  where  is  the  good  way  and  walk  therein  and  ye  shall 
find  rest  for  your  souls.

Perhaps  some  of  this  generation  do  not  remember  the  part 
"Uncle"  John  took  in  the  earlier  days  of  Kingdom  building  in 
this  section. 

Another  letter  was  read  which  was  addressed  to  the  Wilming- 
ton Association  from  the  Johnston  Association  endorsing  and 
commending  Bro.  and  Sister  Mauney  and  bidding  them  God- 
speed in  their  new  work. 

Larry  Mayo,  Chairman  of  the  Resolutions  Committee 
read  the  following  letter  of  appreciation  addressed  to  the  Pleasant 
Grove  Church,  thanking  them  for  the  splendid  service  render- 
ed by  their  entertainment  of  the  Association  today.

The  report  of  the  Ministers'  Retirement  Plan  was  offered  by 
Bro.  Aaron  C.  Phipps  as  follows: 

REPORT  ON  MINISTERS'  RETIREMENT  PLAN 

Our  North  Carolina  Ministers  and  Church  Employees  Retirement 
Plan  was  inaugurated  in  1940.    This  Plan  has  contributed  in  a  gener- 
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ous  measure  toward  the  support,  help,  and  encouragement  of  many 
of  God's  servants  who  had  given  so  freely  of  all  that  they  possessed 
for  the  advancement  of  the  Cause  of  Christ  while  they  were  privi- 
leged to  work.  Many  of  our  ministers  have  come  to  the  retirement 
age  without  any  provision  for  the  necessities  of  life.  Had  it  not  been 
for  the  Ministers  and  Church  Employees  Retirement  Plan  they  would 
have  been  deprived  of  many  of  these  necessities.  It  is  indeed  a  blessing 
that  the  Baptists  of  North  Carolina  are  in  a  position  to  take  care  of  the 
older  men  and  to  encourage  the  younger  men  to  prepare  now  for  re- 
tirement. 

Many  of  our  ministers  and  churches  have  not  as  yet  taken  ad- 
vantage of  the  privilege  of  participating  in  this  Retirement  Plan. 
Some  of  our  ministers  have  been  very  anxious  to  participate  but  some 
of  the  churches  have  not  felt  that  it  was  necessary.  We  appeal  to  every 
church  and  to  every  pastor  to  take  advantage  immediately  of  the 
liberal  provision  that  is  made  in  the  Retirement  Plan,  and  provide, 
not  only  protection  for  the  church,  but  to  provide  for  the  pastor 
or  church  employee  when  he  reaches  the  age  of  retirement. 

Of  the  forty-eight  churches  and  thirty  ministers  listed  in  the  1952 
Minutes  of  the  Johnston  Association  approximately  eleven  of  the 
churches  and  eight  of  the  ministers  have  taken  advantage  of  the  bene- 
fits offered  by  our  North  Carolina  Ministers  and  Church  Employee 
Retirement  Plan. 

The  Plan  merits  our  careful  study  and  deserves  our  loyal  sup- 
port. The  cost  is  extremely  modest.  It  will  cost  the  minister  4%  of 
his  salary  and  the  church  4%  of  the  minister's  salary.  No  one  is 
privileged  to  pay  on  more  than  $4,000.  The  maximum  amout  that 
any  one  can  receive  is  $2,000.  Be  sure  your  church  has  the  protection 
in  this  Plan  and  your  pastor  has  the  liberal  provision  provided 
through  it.

JOHNSTON  MEMORIAL— David  M.  Morris,  Mrs.  David  M.  Morris. 
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The  Constitution 

1.  The  Association  shall  be  known  as  the  Johnston  Baptist  Asso- 
ciation. 

2.  Its  object  shall  be  to  extend  the  privileges  of  the  Gospel  and 
liberal  culture  to  all  people  within  its  bounds,  and  by  hearty  co-opera- 
tion with  the  Baptist  State  Convention,  to  help  offer  these  privileges  to 
all  mankind  in  and  out  of  its  bounds  by  the  cordial  co-operation  of  all 
churches  constituting  this  body. 

3.  It  shall  be  composed  of  the  pastors  in  active  service  in  the 
Association  and  such  delegates  as  shall  be  annually  elected  by 
the  churches  connected  with  it,  each  church  being  entitled  to  three 
delegates  unless  the  membership  shall  exceed  fifty,  and  then  an 
additional  delegate  for  every  twenty-five  members;  provided  no 
church  shall  have  more  than  eight  delegates. 

4.  The  New  Hampshire  Declaration  of  Faith  shall  be  the  sum- 
mary of  Divine  Truth  for  determining  question  of  faith  and  order 
in  this  body.  And  the  churches  desiring  membership  in  it  must  com- 
mit themselves  to  the  substance  of  it,  together  with  the  covenant 
herewith  submitted  and  this  constitution. 

5.  This  Association  shall  not  have  power  to  annul  the  dis- 
cipline or  exercise  authority  over  any  church  connected  with  it  but 
may  advise  with  and  sever  its  connection  with  any  church  that  neg- 
lects to  preserve  Gospel  order,  or  that  treats  with  contempt  the 
objects  of  advice  of  the  Association. 

6.  Each  church  shall  send  to  the  annual  meetings  of  the  Asso- 
ciation a  letter  (the  blanks  to  be  furnished  by  the  Clerk  of  the 
Association),  carefully  filled  as  per  blank  suggestions,  stating  the 
full  work  of  the  church  for  the  year  ending  with  the  last  Sunday  in 
September. 

7.  The  Association  shall  foster  State  Missions,  Home  Missions, 
Foreign  Missions,  Christian  Education,  the  Ministers'  Relief  and 
Annuity  Board,  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  Orphanage  and  Hospital, 
and  each  church  shall  be  requested  to  contribute  to  the  support  of 
these  objects  regularly  and  systematically. 

8.  Missions  and  Education  shall  have  precedence  in  their  claims 
upon  the  consideration  of  this  body  in  its  regular  sessions. 

9.  Whenever  a  church  shall  fail  to  be  represented  by  delegates 
or  letter  at  the  annual  session  of  the  Association,  inquiry  shall  be 
made  for  the  cause  and  efforts  shall  be  made  to  induce  such  church  to 
do  its  duty;  and  the  effort  shall  be  continued  until  the  church  is  recov- 
ered or  dropped  from  the  roll. 
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10.  The  Officers  of  the  Association  shall  be  a  Moderator,  Clerk, 
Treasurer,  Auditor,  and  Historian,  to  be  elected  by  ballot  after  the 
nomination  from  the  floor  or  by  a  committee  of  three  named  by  the 
Moderator,  with  the  proviso  that  any  delegate  may  amend  the  com- 
mittee's report  by  substituting  another  name  for  any  one  offered 
for  the  approval  of  the  Association,  which  previously  has  decided 
upon  the  method  used,  at  the  close  of  each  annual  session,  to  serve 
until  the  election  of  the  successors,  the  Moderator  to  preside  over  the 
sessions  of  the  body  and  promote  the  interest  of  the  Association  dur- 
ing the  year;  the  Vice-Moderator  to  preside  in  his  absence;  the 
Clerk  to  record,  print  and  distribute  the  minutes  of  the  body,  and 
to  keep  on  file  these  and  all  other  important  papers,  the  Treasurer 
to  receive  and  disburse  all  funds  of  the  Association  subject  to  its 
order;  the  Auditor  to  examine  the  Treasurer's  books  at  the  close  of 
each  session  and  to  render  a  report  before  adjournment;  the  Historian 
to  report  to  the  Association  each  year  at  the  annual  session;  and  to 
keep  an  accurate  history  of  the  work. 

11.  The  Association  shall  elect  annually  an  Executive  Com- 
mittee which  shall  have  authority  between  regular  sessions  of  the 
Association  to  act  for  the  body  in  necessary  matters,  executing  the 
plans  and  work  of  the  Association  in  whatever  manner  may  seem  ad- 
visable, a  full  report  of  its  work  being  presented  annually,  with  such 
recommendations  as  may  seem  wise.  In  case  of  death  or  removal 
of  a  member  the  committee  may  appoint  a  successor  to  act  until  the 
next  meeting  of  the  Association. 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  elective  and 
ex-officio  members.  The  elective  members  shall  be  six  laymen,  three 
men  and  three  women,  no  two  of  whom  are  from  the  same  church; 
and  they  shall  be  elected  for  two  year's  terms  so  that  each  year 
the  Association  will  elect  three  lay  members  of  the  Executive 
Committee.  The  Moderator  of  the  Association  shall  be  an  ex-officio 
member  of  the  committee,  and  shall  act  as  its  chairman.  In  addition 
to  the  Moderator,  the  following  persons  shall  be  ex-officio  members 
of  the  Committee:  Vice-Moderator,  Clerk,  Treasurer,  Auditor,  and 
Historian  of  the  Association;  also  the  Associational  heads  of  Sun- 
day Schools,  Training  Union,  and  Woman's  Missionary  Union,  the 
pastors  of  the  churches  in  the  Association,  and  the  persons  who  are 
to  make  reports  to  the  Association  the  following  year  on  Christian  Edu- 
cation, Christian  Literature,  Temperance,  Social  Service,  Co-operative 
Program,  Orphanage  and  Hospital  and  Associational  Missionary.  All 
ex-officio  members  shall  have  a  right  to  vote  on  all  matters. 

The  Excutive  committee  shall  be  divided  for  efficiency  into  sub- 
committees, which  shall  promote  the  various  phases  of  our  work 
during  the  year  and  report  quarterly  to  the  Executive  Committee. 

12.  This  Constitution  may  be  amended  at  any  annual  session 
by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  all  members  present. 
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13.  The  Proceedings  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Union  shall 
be  recorded  as  a  part  of  the  Minutes  of  the  Association. 

14.  The  Associational  Sunday  School  Superintendent  and  Bap- 
tist Training  Union  Director  shall  be  nominated  by  their  respective 
groups  and  elected  by  the  Association  in  annual  session. 


By-Laws 

1.  The  Association  shall  meet  annually  at  such  time  and  place 
as  it  may  decide. 

2.  All  meetings  of  the  body  shall  be  opened  and  closed  with 
devotional  services. 

3.  Representatives  from  ten  of  the  churches  shall  constitute  a 
quorum. 

4.  Delegates  shall  be  recognized  by  letters  from  their  churches 
designating  them  as  such. 

5.  Members  desiring  to  speak  shall  first  rise  and  address  the  Mod- 
erator, shall  use  the  term  "brother,"  in  speaking  to  each  other,  shall 
not  speak  on  the  same  subject  more  than  twice  without  permission,  and 
shall  observe  the  courtesy  that  becomes  Christians. 

6.  The  roll  of  members  shall  be  called  at  least  once,  and  absentees 
marked. 

7.  Corresponding  messengers  and  visiting  brethren  shall  be  invited 
to  seats  with  the  privilege  of  speaking,  but  not  voting. 

8.  A  copy  of  the  minutes  shall  be  sent  to  each  of  the  following: 
Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  State  Mission  Board,  Librarian  of  Wake 
Forest  College,  Librarian  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Theological  Seminary, 
Louisville,  Ky.,  Secretary  of  Survey  and  Statistics,  Baptist  Sunday 
School  Board,  Nashville,  Tenn.;  Samuel  Colgate  Historical  Collection, 
Colgate  University,  Hamilton,  N.  Y.;  American  Baptist  Society,  Crozer 
Seminary,  Chester,  Pa.;  and  to  South  Western  Baptist  Theological  Sem- 
inary, Fort  Worth,  Texas. 

9.  All  questions  of  order  not  herein  provided  for  shall  be  decided 
by  Kerfoot's  Parliamentary  Law.

Fifty-second  Annual  Session 
of  the 

JOHNSTON  BAPTIST  ASSOCIATION 
PISGAH  AND  BAILEY  CHURCHES 
October  27  and  28,  1955 

First  Day,  Pisgah  Church,  Morning  Session 

The  first  day's  session  of  the  1954  meeting  of  the  Johnston 
Baptist  Association  was  held  with  the  Pisgah  Church.  The  ses- 
sion was  called  to  order  by  the  Moderator,  A.  J.  Whitley,  Jr., 
presiding.  Brother  C.  B.  Thomas  led  the  singing  of  two  hymns 
with  Mrs.  Marjorie  Beele  playing  the  piano.  Bro.  P.  E.  Jones 
conducted  the  devotional  and  led  the  opening  prayer. 

The  roll  call  of  the  churches  showed  that  all  had  representa- 
tives present  with  one  exception.  The  Moderator  declared  a 
quorum  present  and  proceeded  with  the  order  of  business.  Bro. 
Sam  Anderson  presented  the  program  for  the  two-day  session. 
With  one  minor  change  the  program  was  adopted  as  received. 

Bro.  Oliver  Price  gave  the  Training  Union  report.  This 
showed  that  several  churches  had  no  Training  Union,  but  others 
that  had  no  union  last  year  had  organized  them  since  that  time. 

REPORT  OF  THE  BAPTIST  TRAINING  UNION 

Another  year  has  passed  and  we  as  Baptists  of  the  1954  Johnston 
Association,  in  a  large  measure,  refuse  to  believe  and  put  into  prac- 
tice the  words  of  The  Holy  Bible  "Train  up  a  child  in  the  way  he 
should  go:  and  when  he  is  old,  he  will  not  depart  from  it."  Proverbs 
22:6. 

However,  we  can  report  some  progress.  Five  new  unions  were 
organized  in  Hales  Chapel,  Clydes  Chapel,  New  Bethel,  Shiloh  and 
the  Johnston  Memorial  Mission.  However,  we  too  must  sadly  report 
the  loss  of  an  active  union  at  Corinth  and  the  Johnston  Memorial  Mis- 
sion. This  report  leaves  Antioch,  Baptist  Center,  Baptist  Tabernacle, 
Benson  Grove,  Bethany,  Beulah,  Burnell,  Calvary,  Cedar  Grove, 
Corinth,  Hephzibah,  Kenly,  Lee's  Chapel,  Live  Oak,  Newton  Grove, 
Parrish  Memorial,  Johnston  Memorial  Mission,  Pauline,  Pine  Level, 
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Pinkney,  Princeton,  Thanksgiving,  Trinity,  Watkins  Chapel,  Wilson's 
Mills  and  Oliver's  Grove  without  this  vital  ministry  of  the  church.  So 
now,  from  our  church  letters  we  only  find  23  active  unions.  We 
extend  to  these  churches  without  training  unions  an  invitation  to  in- 
stitute this  vital  program  in  their  churches.  We  still  believe  that  Our 
Lord  and  Saviour,  who  so  diligently  trained  the  twelve  disciples  would 
encourage  our  training  of  our  membership. 

So  the  record  is  this:  15%  in  unions,  15%  increase  in  enrollment, 
and  a  15%  increase  in  attendance.  Yet  we  have  enrolled  only  14%  of 
our  total  membership. 

Our  progress  is  training  unions  awards  is  encouraging.  Last 
year  we  had  177  awards  issued  to  ten  churches.  This  year  we  had 
558  awards  given  in  12  churches.  Bailey — 18  awards,  Blackman's 
Grove  —52,  Carter's  Chapel— 2,  Clayton  First— 71,  Four  Oaks— 127, 
Micro— 15,  Middlesex— 21,  Mt.  Moriah— 90,  Pisgah— 100,  Selma— 34, 
Smithfield  First — 5,  White  Oak  23.  Again,  the  other  37  churches  also 
need  this  vital  training. 

A  record  was  set  in  our  Mass  Meeting  attendance.  In  December 
381  attended  and  in  April,  484  were  present  with  15  churches  rep- 
resented. Also,  winners  from  our  associational  contests  participated 
in  the  regional  tournament  at  Smithfield  with  some  going  on  to  win 
state  honors. 

We  are  glad  of  the  progress  that  has  been  made  but  believe 
that  even  more  progress  will  be  made  next  year  provided  we  realize 
these  facts: 

(1)  Some  pastors  and  Lay  leaders  of  the  church  must  come  to 
see  the  value  of  Training  Unions. 

(2)  The  adults  of  the  church  must  take  the  lead  in  this 
movement.    The  pastors  must  have  your  cooperation. 

(3)  That  many  believe  that  the  Training  Union  is  the  best 
medium  of  training  our  membership  for  Christian  service  and  that 
one  hour  each  week  is  not  too  much  to  ask  of  each  deacon,  teacher, 
officer  and  member  of  the  church  to  spend  in  training.

The  report  on  the  American  Bible  Society  was  read  by  Bro. 
Clyde  Luther  who  substituted  for  Bro.  Charles  Carroll.  The  re- 
port was  adopted. 

REPORT  ON  THE  AMERICAN  BIBLE  SOCIETY 

Baptists  are  dedicated  in  principle  to  the  open  Bible  and  have 
long  subscribed  to  Paul's  injunction  of  2  Thessalonians  3:  1,  "Finally, 
brethren,  pray  for  us,    that  the  word  of  the  Lord  may  have  free 
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course,  and  be  glorified,  even  as  it  is  with  you."  We  have  dreamed  of 
the  day  when  the  world's  peoples  would  find 

"That  all  the  things  the  sages  said 
Are  in  the  Book  our  mothers  read." 

Our  desire  for  a  channel  through  which  we  could  place  a  Bible  in 
the  hands  of  every  person  desiring  one,  in  his  own  language,  has 
found  glad  fruition  in  the  work  of  the  American  Bible  Society,  a 
missionary  non-profit  organization,  supported  by  gifts,  which  aids  in 
Bible  translation,  publishes  the  Scriptures  without  note  or  comment, 
and  distributes  them,  without  profit  and  usually  below  cost,  for  use 
in  mission  work  around  the  world. 

With  this  express  aim,  the  American  Bible  Society  has  done  a 
momentous  work  on  a  pitifully  inadequate  budget  for  such  a  stupen- 
dous task.  A  cursory  examination  reveals  that  since  World  War  II 
the  Society  has  distributed  fifteen  million  volumes  of  Scripture  in 
Japanese  to  the  vanquished  followers  of  the  Rising  Sun.  At  the  same 
time  the  Society  has  made  translations  for  all  the  twenty-one  langauges 
spoken  in  Korea,  and  has  distributed  missions  of  volumes  to  eager 
hands.  To  our  own  servicemen  alone,  the  Society  has  distributed 
thirty-eight  million  volumes,  thereby  bolstering  the  morals  and 
morale  of  our  armed  forces  in  combat  areas  and  occupied  zones,  and 
in  some  instances,  providing  the  first  "missionaries"  on  the  field  where 
regularly  ordained  missionaries  cannot  go. 

Our  884  Baptist  missionaries  in  32  foreign  countries  blend  their 
voices  with  ours  in  pleading  for  more  Bible  Society  work.  They  have 
seen  the  achievements  of  the  Society  and  know  first-hand  how  the  So- 
ciety supplements  and  complements  their  heroic  endeavor.  An  open 
Bible  in  the  hands  of  a  missionary  is  a  powerful  force,  but  put  an 
open  Bible  in  the  hands  of  a  teachable  lost  person,  also,  and  the 
power  is  not  only  doubled,  is  is  quadrupled.  The  Word  itself  is  a 
power  within  itself,  and  when  augmented  by  Spirit-filled  witnesses, 
it  bears  fruit  a  hundred-fold. 

The  Society  is  led  by  such  outstanding  men  as  Dr.  Ivan  L. 
Bennett,  a  Baptist,  who  from  1918-1954  was  in  the  Army  Chaplaincy, 
the  last  two  years  as  Chief  of  Chaplains.  He  entered  American  Bible 
Society  work  because  he  had  witnessed  firsthand  how  significant  this 
work  is,  to  our  armed  forces  and  the  people  of  occupied  countries. 
Dr.  Bennett  says  that  the  Scriptures  is  the  strongest  antidote  to 
false  propaganda. 

Bibles  are  cheaper  than  bullets,  and  its  message  enriches  life 
rather  than  destroys  it.  Until  Jesus  comes,  the  Bible  holds  the 
answer  for  the  lost  world.  If  we  will  send  more  Bibles  to  the  sin- 
darkened  areas  of  the  world,  we  can  send  fewer  guns.  Last  year  the 
Society  operated  on  a  budget  of  $785,897  of  which  Southern  Baptists 
contributed  $102,010. 

If  each  church  would  feel  its  responsibility  to  share  in  this  great 
work,  the  Society  could  extend  its  bounds  —  and  we  would  be  nearer 
that  long-prayed  for  day,  when 

They   shall   teach   no   more   every   man  his   neighbor,  and 
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everyman  his  brother,  saying  "Know  the  Lord,"  for  they  shall 
all  know  Me,  from  the  least  of  them,  unto  the  greatest  of 
them  .  .  .  and  the  earth  shall  be  filled  with  the  knowledge  of 
the  Lord,  as  the  waters  cover  the  sea.

The  Report  on  Christian  Education  was  given  by  Bro.  Frank 
Zedick.  He  gave  some  very  interesting  information  and  urged 
that  Baptist  parents  send  their  children  to  Baptist  schools.  The 
statistics  show  that  there  has  been  a  6  per  cent  increase  of  at- 
tendance in  Baptist  schools.  He  also  stated  that  there  are  1007 
ministerial  students  enrolled  in  Baptist  seminaries.  Bro.  Dwain 
W.  Amburn,  Public  Relations  professor  at  Campbell  College, 
spoke  to  the  report  which  was  adopted. 

REPORT  ON  CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION 

The  greatest  sign  of  encouragement  on  the  horizon  of  education 
for  Southern  Baptists  is  the  increasing  tide  of  interest  in  our  Baptist 
institutions.  This  sign  is  especially  significant  when  we  realize  that 
the  increase  of  interest  has  been  at  the  level  of  the  local  church.  This 
interest  is  attributed  to  the  pre-school  guidance  of  young  men  and 
women  in  their  respective  churches. 

During  the  school  year  1953-1954,  "there  was  an  increase  of  6 
per  cent  in  total  enrollments  of  regular  students  in  Southern  Bap- 
tist educational  institutions."  Also  according  to  the  report  of  the 
Education  Commission  to  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  presented 
in  June  4  of  1954,  the  greatest  increase  was  noted  in  our  seminaries. 
Our  increase  in  seminary  enrollment  was  14  percent  while  at  the  same 
time  seminaries  throughout  the  United  States  experienced  a  decrease 
of  10.8  per  cent.  An  all  time  high  of  ministerial  students  in  our 
schools  was  reached  this  past  school  year  with  a  total  enrollment  of 
10,007  ministerial  students.  The  total  enrollment  in  all  of  our  Bap- 
tist schools  in  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  territory  during  the 
school  year  1953-1954  was  55,500  students.  Of  this  number  12,602 
were  in  training  for  full-time  Christian  Service. 

An  increase  to  these  institutions  of  Cooperative  Program  support 
was  also  noted.  The  increase  was  6.3  per  cent,  from  $4,332,952  for 
current  operations  in  1952  to  $4,607,104  in  1953.  However,  support  for 
capital  improvements  decreased  slightly.  The  Southern  Baptist  Con- 
vention Report  also  stated  that  "total  investments  in  endowment  and 
property  values,  as  of  March,  1954,  was  $155,722,060.  Endowment 
totals  increased  roughly  two  and  a  half  million.  Property  values  in- 
creased about  eight  million."  Surely  a  glance  at  our  Southwide  Pro- 
gram of  Christian  education  is  reason  for  thanksgiving.  While  other 
denominational  schools  and  seminaries  are  finding  it  more  and  more 
difficult  to  sustain  growing  trends   in  their   educational  programs, 
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Southern  Baptists  have  gone  forward  "in  enrollment,  in  support, 
in  academic  growth,  and  in  their  relation  to  the  denomination  and 
to  each  other." 

NORTH  CAROLINA  EDUCATION 
In  the  state  of  North  Carolina  there  are  seven  Baptist  Colleges. 
They  are  Wake  Forest  College,  Chowan  (Junior)  College,  Mars  Hill 
(Junior)  College,  Campbell  (Junior)  College,    Wingate  (Junior)  Col- 
lege, Meredith  College,  and  Gardner-Webb  (Junior)  College. 

In  the  last  regular  college  year  1953-1954  there  were  4,771  students 
enrolled  in  the  seven  Baptist  colleges.  Of  these  4,771  students  433  were 
being  trained  for  the  ministry  and  an  additional  236  were  classified 
as  mission  volunteers.  North  Carolina  ranks  second  in  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention  in  number  of  students  attending  their  Baptist 
colleges.  Many  students  receive  special  concessions  in  tuition  charges. 
Those  receiving  such  aid  are  ministerial  students,  sons  and  daugh- 
ters of  ministers,  and  missionaries.  The  amount  of  the  reductions 
vary  in  the  different  colleges. 

Baptist  colleges  are  fully  accredited  meeting  the  same  require- 
ments and  standards  for  accreditation  as  the  other  colleges  and  uni- 
versities in  the  state.  The  agencies  which  check  the  quality  of  work 
done  and  the  standard  of  the  schools  are  the  North  Carolina  College 
Conference  and  the  Southern  Association  of  Schools  and  Colleges.  The 
faculty  and  the  administrative  personnel  of  our  Baptist  colleges  are 
of  the  finest  calibre,  even  though  our  institutions  are  not  able  to 
pay  salaries  equal  to  those  paid  in  State  colleges.  In  our  two  senior 
colleges  the  salary  is  equal  to  that  paid  in  the  public  schools.  But  in 
our  five  junior  colleges  the  salaries  paid  in  most  instances  are  not 
equal  to  that  paid  by  the  public  schools  for  teachers  of  comparable 
training.  The  only  reason  that  Baptist  colleges  are  able  to  secure 
trained  personnel  at  lower  salaries  than  the  public  schools,  is  because 
of  the  willingness  of  many  teachers  to  make  the  necessary  sacrifice 
in  money  to  fulfill  their  mission  of  Christian  service  by  the  use  of 
their  lives. 

In  our  Baptist  schools  in  North  Carolina  the  total  annual  operating 
costs  are  $4,000,000.00.  Of  this  $4,000,000.00  the  schools  received 
$417,606.02  through  the  Cooperative  Program,  or  an  average  of  $87.- 
53  per  student  enrolled.  The  average  amount  spent  for  each  student 
in  our  Seminaries  was  $508.00,  or  nearly  four  times  as  much.  For 
capital  outlay  $235,313.84  was  received  by  the  seven  Baptist  colleges 
from  the  Cooperative  Program,  or  an  average  of  $49.32  per  student 
enrolled.  Thus  the  total  amount  made  available  by  the  Cooperative 
Program  to  the  colleges  is  an  average  of  $136.85  per  student  enrolled. 
This  amount  for  our  Baptist  students  is  relatively  small  compared  to 
amounts  made  available  by  the  State  of  North  Carolina  for  each  stu- 
dent enrolled  in  the  three  branches  of  the  Greater  University.  North 
Carolina  provides  $554.00  annually  for  each  student  enrolled  for  ope- 
rating costs.  For  the  capital  outlay  an  additional  amount  of  $500.00  is 
provided  for  each  student  enrolled.  Thus  the  total  for  each  student 
enrolled  is  $1,054.00  to  that  of  $136.85  in  our  schools.    It  is  readily  seen 
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that  additional  funds  are  needed  by  our  Baptist  schools  in  an  area  of 
pressing  need. 

Consequently  from  this  report  and  the  viewing  of  the  condition 
of  our  schools  in  North  Carolina,  there  are  at  least  two  apparent 
needs  of  our  Baptist  schools.  First,  financial  aid  is  sorely  needed. 
Baptists  of  North  Carolina  can  help  alleviate  this  matter  by  increasing 
their  financial  contributions  through  the  Cooperative  Program  that 
the  goals  of  the  Nine-Year  Plan  may  be  realized.  Even  though  Texas 
is  the  only  state  that  has  more  students  in  their  Baptist  colleges  than 
does  North  Carolina,  even  so,  Alabama,  South  Carolina,  Mississippi, 
Oklahoma,  Arkansas,  Kentucky,  Arizona,  Texas,  Tennessee,  and 
others  give  larger  per  capita  amounts  in  support  to  their  Baptist  col- 
leges. Additional  income  for  our  schools  would  be  used  beneficially  in 
many  ways.  It  would  reduce  the  charges  of  the  students,  provide 
better  salaries  for  teachers,  and  also  enable  the  colleges  to  help  train 
more  young  people  for  Christian  leadership. 

Secondly,  Baptist  students  should  be  encouraged  to  attend  Baptist 
institutions.  There  were  approximately  15,000  Baptist  students  en- 
rolled in  all  North  Carolina  colleges  last  year.  Of  these  15,000  stu- 
dents, 4,000  were  Baptist  students  enrolled  in  Baptist  colleges.  Of  all 
Baptist  young  people  who  graduate  from  high  school,  about  one  out 
of  four  attend  a  college.  But  of  these  Baptist  students  graduating 
from  high  schools  each  year  approximately  one  out  of  twelve  goes 
to  a  Baptist  college. 

By  virtue  of  the  fact  that  Christian  education  has  never  or  will 
never  adequately  be  replaced  by  any  better  kind  of  education,  and 
because  we  must  "train  up"  our  children  and  young  people  in  "the 
nurture  and  admonition  of  the  Lord,"  it  calls  for  a  dedication  of  our 
life,  influence,  testimony,  and  means  to  shoulder  the  burden  of 
our  Baptist  schools  of  North  Carolina.  May  we  accept  this  chal- 
lenge plus  the  need  of  all  our  schools  in  our  Convention  territory.

REPORT  OF  THE  FINANCE  COMMITTEE 

The  Special  Committee  appointed  by  the  Mcderator  to  study  the 
financial  status  in  Johnston  Baptist  Association  makes  the  following 
recommendations  to  the  Association: 

1.  The  Association  operate  under  one  general  fund  which  will 
include  all  expenditures,    including  the  printing  of  the  minutes. 

2.  As  soon  as  possible  after  the  July  meeting  of  the  Executive 
Committee  of  the  Association  the  Finance  Committee  mail  to  the 
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pastor,  clerk,  and  the  Sunday  School  superintendent  of  each  church 
represented  in  the  Association  the  following: 

A.  A  copy  of  the  budget  for  the  coming  Associational  year. 

B.  A  letter,  prepared  by  the  Missions  Committee,  explain- 
ing and  clarifying  the  Associational  program. 

C.  An  apportionment  of  the  budget  for  each  church  based 
on  the  total  resident  membership  of  each  church.  It  is  to  be  un- 
derstood, of  course,  that  each  church  will  have  the  freedom  to 
raise  its  apportionment,    lower  it,    or  reject  it  altogether. 

3.  That  each  church  return  its  response  to  its  apportionment  to 
the  Finance  Committee  no  later  than  September  15  of  each  year. 

4.  That  our  churches  be  urged  to  submit  funds  to  the  Associa- 
tional Treasurer  at  regular  intervals,  preferably  at  the  beginning 
of  each  quarter. 

5.  That  the  Missions  Committee  be  asked  to  put  on  a  vigorous 
program  of  promotion  concerning  every  phase  of  our  Associational 
vvork;  that  the  Missions  Committee  be  enlarged  to  include  the  chair- 
man of  the  Finance  Committee  and  three  members  at  large  in  addition 
to  the  regular  membership  of  said  Committee.

Bro.  Aaron  Phipps  preached  the  annual  sermon.  Scripture 
lesson,  Luke  14:25-33,  Text:  Matt.  6:24.  The  message  was  earnest, 
eloquent  and  heard  with  deep  interest  and  attention.

Live  Oak,  Young  Men's  Brotherhood,  12  enrolled,  twelve  meetings. 

Parrish  Memorial,  twenty  enrolled  and  twelve  meetings. 

Pinkney  reports  an  organization  but  gave  no  information. 

Stevens  Chapel,  nine  enrolled  with  twelve  meetings. 

Several  churches  have  shown  interest  in  this  organization  and 
have  expressed  a  desire  to  have  one.  The  leaders  of  these  organiza- 
tions would  welcome  the  opportunity  to  assist  in  completing  an  or- 
ganization in  those  churches.

Wayland  Jones,  historian,  read  a  history  of  Pisgah 
Church,  which  was  very  interesting  and  instructive.  This  report 
was  adopted. 

HISTORY  OF  PISGAH  BAPTIST  CHURCH 

On  Sunday  evening,  September  30,  1894,  J.  M.  Beaty,  a  deacon 
of  Smithfield  Baptist  Church,  with  Rev.  D.  C.  Horton  and  F.  H.  Poston, 
met  five  miles  west  of  Smithfield  at  Wallace  Schoolhouse,  later  known 
as  Hopewell,  to  organize  a  Missionary  Baptist  Church.  After  a  sermon 
by  Rev.  D.  C.  Horton,  a  presbytery  was  organized  with  F.  H.  Posten 
as  moderator  and  J.  M.  Beaty  clerk.  Eighteen  men  and  women  asked 
to  be  dismissed  from  the  Smithfield  Baptist  Church  to  help  organize 
a  Church  in  their  community  and  named  it  "Pisgah." 

John  W.  Jones,  who  came  from  the  Smithfield  Church  was  the 
first  Deacon,  having  served  in  the  same  capacity  in  the  Smithfield 
Church.  Rev.  J.  G.  Pulleam  became  the  first  Pastor,  having  been 
elected  on  December  16,  1894.    He  preached  for  one  year  and  held 
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the  first  protracted  meeting  in  August,  1895.  One  of  the  present 
Deacons,  J.  H.  Higgins,  was  received  into  the  Church  during  the 
meeting. 

In  1896,  Rev.  W.  H.  Davis,  served  as  Pastor  for  approximately 
one  year  and  was  succeeded  by  Rev.  J.  W.  Tuttle  who  served  from 
1898  to  1904.  There  was  much  constructive  work  done  during  his 
ministry. 

Rev.  D.  F.  Pittman  served  from  1905  to  1909.  During  his  faith- 
ful years  of  leadership  the  Church  made  considerable  progress  and 
was  succeeded  by  the  Rev.  J.  B.  Justice,  who  served  for  one  year. 

Rev.  R.  W.  Harrell  served  as  Pastor  from  1910  to  1912.  Rev.  W. 
H.  Wall  in  1913  and  1914.  In  1914  the  Rev.  John  E.  Lanier  accepted 
the  call  to  Pisgah  Church  with  the  understanding  that  the  Church 
become  self-supporting.  That  is,  let  the  Church  pay  the  Pastor  in- 
stead of  letting  the  State  Board  supplement  his  salary.  During 
Rev.  Lanier's  stay  with  the  Church,  a  parsonage  was  built  on  land 
given  the  Church  by  Mr.  N.  G.  Rand.  The  WMU  was  organized  by 
Mrs.  Lanier  about  this  time. 

From  1920  to  1924  Rev.  R.  L.  Gay  was  the  Pastor.  During  his 
stay,  the  construction  of  6  Sunday  School  rooms  was  started  and 
almost  completed  when  he  left  the  field.  In  1925  Rev.  S.  S.  Mc- 
Gregor became  the  Church's  new  pastor.  Preaching  services  were 
increased  to  two  Sundays  per  month.  As  a  result  of  his  first  revival 
in  1925,  75  new  members  were  added  to  the  Church. 

In  1925  the  Sunday  School  became  a  standard  school,  probably 
the  only  one  in  the  Johnston  Association  at  that  time.  In  1929  an 
"Enlargement  Campaign"  was  held.  A.  J.  Whitley  offered  his  truck 
to  bring  people  to  Church  and  Sunday  School.  Three  Sunday  School 
trucks  were  soon  added.  More  Sunday  School  rooms  were  needed. 
Seven  additional  rooms  were  built.  In  1929  the  Church  adopted  the 
"Lord's  Acre  Plan,"  a  wonderful  program  of  development  and  progress. 

Rev.  McGregor  resigned  as  Pastor  on  December  1,  1930,  after 
serving  for  five  years.  He  loved  the  Church  so  much  that  he  asked  to 
be  buried  here,  which  he  was  on  June  16,  1935.  Rev.  W.  O.  Rosser 
succeeded  Rev.  McGregor.  He  and  Mrs.  McGregor  gave  the  first 
books  for  the  Church  Library  and  will  be  remembered  for  their 
deep  spiritual  and  intellectual  lives  and  leadership. 

In  1937  Rev.  C.  W.  Teague  was  called  to  become  the  Church's 
Pastor.  Under  his  leadership  the  Unified  Budget  was  adopted  and  put 
into  practice.  Also,  the  Annual  Harvest  Day  came  into  being.  He  re- 
signed in  September,  1939. 

Rev.  C.  C.  McCall  accepted  the  Church's  call  in  1939.  His  great- 
est ambition  was  to  get  the  Church  to  go  to  full  time.  He  laid  the 
foundation  which  happened  a  few  years  later  under  the  leadership  of 
Rev.  Clyde  D.  Ellis.    The  Church  went  on  full  time  in  1944. 

In  January,  1946,  Rev.  W.  H.  Poole  became  pastor  and  during 
his  stay  the  Youth  Building  was  constructed. 

In  1949  the  old  Church  building  was  moved  back  and  the  founda- 
tion for  the  new  structure  was  laid. 
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Generous  donations  of  material  and  labor  were  given  by  the  Church 
members  and  through  the  efforts  of  the  good,  Christian  people  of  this 
section  this  beautiful  new  house  of  Worship  was  completed  and  dedi- 
cated on  October  14,  1951. 

After  the  completion  of  the  new  Church,  which  was  the  highest 
of  Brantley  Poole's  ambition  he  offered  his  resignation  to  become 
pastor  at  Kannapolis,  N.  C. 

Rev.  Oliver  C.  Price  accepted  the  call  to  become  their  Pastor  in 
October,  1951.  He  has  served  as  Pastor  to  the  present  time.  During 
this  time  much  progress  was  made  in  the  Church,  both  spiritually  and 
materially.  In  1952,  a  new  parsonage  was  built.  It  is  interesting  to 
note  that  most  of  the  lumber  used  in  the  new  parsonage  was  that 
salvaged  when  the  old  Church  was  torn  down,  after  completion  of 
new  one. 

The  new  Educational  Building  was  started  in  February,  1954, 
and  while  all  the  out  side  work  is  now  completed,  the  finishing  of  the 
inside  is  progressing  satisfactorily  and  it  is  expected  to  be  completed 
by  next  January  1st.  Pisgah  Church  has  made  wonderful  progress 
since  1894  and  is  now  one  of  the  largest  rural  Churches  in  this  Asso- 
ciation.

Bro.  J.  D.  Hillman  gave  a  very  comprehensive  report  of  the 
Sunday  School  work  in  this  Association  for  the  past  year.  We 
only  need  sixty-four  more  enrolled  to  have  reached  our  goal  in 
the  campaign  for  "a  million  more  in  fifty-four."  He  stated  that 
we  had  an  increase  of  1884  enrolled  in  Johnston  County  Sunday 
Schools  more  than  we  had  the  previous  year.  This  report  was 
adopted. 

REPORT  ON  THE  SUNDAY  SCHOOL 

The  Sunday  School  is  recognized  as  the  most  vital  agency  for 
winning  people  to  Christ  and  church  membership.  In  view  of  this 
fact  it  is  necessary  for  the  churches  to  strengthen  in  every  way  possi- 
ble the  efficiency  of  the  Sunday  School.  We  must  enlist,  teach,  win, 
and  train  the  people.  In  Deuteronomy  31:12,  13,  we  have  these 
challenging  words:  "Gather  the  people  together,  men,  women,  and 
children,  and  thy  stranger  that  is  within  thy  gates,  that  they  may  hear, 
and  that  they  may  learn,  and  fear  the  Lord  your  God,  and  observe 
to  do  all  the  words  of  this  law;  and  that  their  children,  which  have 
not  known  any  thing,  may  hear,  and  learn  to  fear  the  Lord  your 
God,    as  long  as  ye  live  in  the  land  .  .  ." 

Johnston  Baptist  Association  has  50  Sunday  Schools  with  an 
enrollment  of  10,626,  an  increase  of  1,884  over  the  previous  year. 
Our  goal  for  "A  Million  More  in  54"  was  1,948.  We  came  within  64 
in  the  attempt  to  reach  our  goal.    During  the  past  year  the  churches 
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have  baptized  476,  which  indicates  a  ratio  of  baptisms  to  church 
members  of  one  to  twenty-four.  The  year  before  the  ratio  of  baptisms 
to  church  members  was  one  to  twenty-six. 

Sunday  School  average  attendance  for  the  past  year  was  6,521. 
Forty-two  of  the  48  churches  held  Daily  Vacation  Bible  Schools  with 
a  total  enrollment  of  4,830.  The  average  attendance  was  3,838.  Eigh- 
teen of  the  churches  observed  January  week  of  Bible  study.  Twelve 
churches  have  conducted  28  training  schools  and  have  received  a 
total  of  685  awards. 

The  following  recommendations  are  offered:  (1)  every  church 
in  the  Association  plan  to  observe  January  week  of  Bible  study;  (2) 
the  churches  which  have  not  held  a  week  of  training  for  the  purpose 
of  studying  Dr.  J.  N.  Barnette's  book,  "One  to  Eight,"  plan  to  do  so 
in  making  preparation  for  the  evangelistic  crusade  this  year;  (3)  let 
every  church  establish  a  program  of  training  designed  to  enlist  more 
workers  and  increase  the  quality  of  the  work  being  done;  (4)  the 
churches  which  do  not  have  a  Cradle  Roll  or  Nursery  department 
establish  one  or  both  during  this  year;  (5)  let  every  church  intensify 
its  efforts  to  enlist  and  adequately  provide  for  its  young  people.

The  W.  M.  U.  report  was  given  by  the  Superintendent,  Mrs. 
H.  E.  Mitchiner.  She  stated  that  forty-six  of  the  forty-eight 
churches  have  a  W.  M.  S.  organization.  Cedar  Grove,  the  young- 
est church  in  the  Association,  has  a  W.  M.  U.  organization.  Mrs. 
Gordon  Maddry,  President  of  the  State  organization,  spoke  to 
the  report.  She  stressed  the  need  for  men  to  volunteer  for  mission 
service,  that  there  are  now  fifteen  key  positions  open  for  men 
workers  and  no  volunteers  to  supply  the  great  need.  She  gave 
a  list  of  the  missionaries  who  are  now  calling  for  more  men  to 
come  to  help  fill  the  needs  in  all  the  countries  where  Baptists 
are  at  work.    The  report  was  adopted. 

REPORT  ON  THE  WOMAN'S  MISSIONARY  UNION 

The  Missionary  Union  gives  a  marvelous  opportunity  to  really  be 
"Laborers  together  with  God,"  the  permanent  W.  M.  U.  watchword; 
and  a  wonderful  channel  to  "Declare  His  glory  among  the  nations,  his 
marvelous  works  among  all  the  peoples,"  1953-54  watchword. 

We  are  delighted  to  report  a  W.  M.  S.  organization  in  the  Cedar 
Grove  Church,  the  youngest  church  in  the  association.  We  feel  that 
Benson's  Grove  and  Oliver's  Grove  really  want  one  in  their  church 
too,  and  are  hoping  and  praying  to  be  able  to  report  a  W.  M.  S.  in  each 
of  those  churches  next  year.  We  now  have  46  W.  M.  S.  organizations 
and  48  churches. 

1439  members  reported  with  1148  who  contributed  regularly 
through  the  co-opsrative  program;  365  tithers.    Total  gifts  to  Special 
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Offerings  $6175.43,  an  increase  of  $1374.98.  $65  sent  for  the  Burney 
Gifts;  $800  to  the  Baptist  Hospital  through  the  White  Cross.  Thirty- 
one  societies  observed  the  three  Seasons  of  Prayer.  Miss  Ruth  Pro- 
vence, State  Executive  Secretary,  pointed  out  in  her  report  on  state 
work  that  the  offerings  and  the  observances  of  the  Seasons  of  Prayer 
go  up  and  down  together;  that  the  two  experiences  go  hand  in  hand. 

850  missionary  periodicals  this  year  gives  a  gain  of  393.  732 
Biblical  Recorders  is  a  gain  of  73. 

Two  instructive  and  inspirational  Mission  Study  Institutes  have 
been  held.  Fifty-four  mission  study  classes  reported  with  600  en- 
rolled;   714  read  an  approved  missionary  book. 

Twenty-seven  societies  report  having  engaged  monthly  in  Com- 
munity Missions. 

We  are  happy  to  recognize  two  A-l  W.  M.  S.:  Bailey  and  Pine 
Level. 

The  Leadership  Conference  was  held  the  first  quarter  in  Smithfield 
with  Miss  Janet  Wilson,  from  the  state  office,  and  Miss  Scarlette 
Page,  divisional  community  mission  chairman,  helping  lead.  The 
W.  M.  U.  of  Kenly  Baptist  Church  entertained  the  Annual  Meeting  on 
March  30.  Mrs.  Sam  Mayo,  missionary  to  the  migrants,  was  the 
missionary  speaker  with  Mrs.  R.  B.  Wilkin,  state  W.  M.  U.  second 
vice-president  and  Mrs.  W  .V.  Byers,  divisional  superintendent,  other 
guest  speakers. 

The  Business  Women's  Federation,  organized  late  last  year,  has 
had  a  successful  year  under  the  leadership  of  Mrs.  William  Barnes, 
chairman.  Their  group  had  a  meeting  at  the  Smithfield  Baptist  church 
on  the  evening  of  March  30  after  the  regular  Annual  Meeting  that  day 
in  Kenly.  Mrs.  Sam  Mayo  and  Mrs.  R.  B.  Wilkins  were  speakers  on 
their  program.  Thus  one  of  the  purposes  of  the  Federation  was  real- 
ized in  giving  the  business  women  an  opportunity  of  hearing  speakers 
missed  at  the  day  meeting. 

The  Young  People  have  three  new  organizations,  a  total  of  87 
with  661  members,  a  gain  of  231.  458  members  contributed  regularly 
through  the  co-operative  program;  75  new  tithers  reported,  and  a 
total  of  560.  Thirty-three  report  three  Seasons  of  Prayer.  $596.30 
was  contributed  to  Special  Offerings,  a  gain  of  $79.17. 

731  members  enrolled  in  a  Mission  Study  Class;  345  read  one  or 
more  approved  missionary  book.  Thirty-one  organizations  engaged 
monthly  in  community  missions. 

An  associational  annual  gathering  was  held  for  all  the  young 
people,  including  the  sunbeams.

He  stressed  the  effect  of  modern  comic  books  on  modern  chil- 
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dren.  He  suggested  that  it  is  wise  to  substitute  wholesome  litera- 
ture which  could  change  the  lives  of  many  young  people.  Bro.  G. 
W.  Bullard  of  the  Temple  Church,  Raleigh,  spoke  to  the  report. 
He  gave  a  list  of  the  various  Baptist  periodicals  which  are  the  right 
kind  of  reading  material.  The  report  was  adopted. 

REPORT  ON  CHRISTIAN  LITERATURE 

Christian  Literature  means  just  what  it  says.  It  is  printed  mate- 
rials prepared  by  trained  Christian  men  and  women  for  the  purpose  of 
informing,  inspiring  and  training  other  Christians  in  their  various 
fields  of  service  in  the  kingdom's  work.  Decision  is  not  enough, 
but  decision,  plus  preparation,  through  information,  always  pro- 
duces grown  men  and  women  for  Christ's  work.  Our  Baptist  Litera- 
ture will  do  this  for  all  that  will  let  it  become  a  part  of  them.  As  I 
read  our  Baptist  Literature,  I  am  persuaded  that  our  authors  have 
the  know-hows  for  our  Baptist  work,  in  all  of  its  departments, 
through  their  personal  experiences  and  knowledge  of  our  Baptist  work. 
Some  one  said,  "A  well  read  man,  is  a  full  man."  I  believe  Dr.  M. 
E.  Dodd's  statement  proves  this  when  he  said,  "A  non-reading  Baptist 
is  a  non-informed  Baptist,  a  non-informed  Baptist  is  a  non-interested 
Baptist,  a  non-interested  Baptist  is  a  non-cooperative  Baptist,  a  non- 
cooperative  Baptist  is  not  much  of  a  Baptist."  The  need  is  urgent  for 
our  Baptist  people  to  read  our  Denomination's  Literature.  How  can  a 
leader  lead  in  a  Baptist  church,  unless  he  knows  something  about  the 
Baptist  program?  The  answer  is  found  through  our  Christian  Litera- 
ture. As  Dr.  Dodd  said,  "The  not  much  Baptists"  are  afraid  to  read 
our  papers,  because  they  might  learn  something  new  that  they  know 
would  work.  The  hope  for  the  small  rural  church  to  grow,  is  a  pastor 
and  a  few  members  to  believe  that  the  programs  that  our  Recorder 
carries,  are  based  on  facts  and  experiences,  that  will  lift  any  church 
from  its  draggy  rut.  But  woe  to  him  that  takes  the  lead.  Based  on 
my  own  experience. 

People  tend  to  become  like  the  things  they  read,  and  absorb  in 
their  minds  and  hearts.  The  flood  of  bad  literature  has  spread  over  our 
land  and  is  a  curse  to  society.  Juvenile  delinquency  of  our  time  cannot 
be  understood,  unless  we  know  what  has  been  put  in  the  minds  of 
children.  Few  adults  know  today  what  are  in  the  comic  books  that 
are  found  in  many  Baptist  homes  that  their  children  are  reading. 
What  does  the  average  boy  play  today?  What  he  gets  out  of  comic 
books  and  from  off  the  screens,  and  this  is  cowboy,  shooting,  and 
killing  one  another.  What  will  be  the  results  of  such  an  environment? 
Well,  we  see  it  daily  in  our  newspapers. 

There  was  a  child  went  forth  every  day, 

And  the  first  object  he  looked  upon,  that  object  he  became, 
And  that  object  became  part  of  him  for  the  day,  or  a  certain  part 
of  the  day, 

Or  for  many  years  —  or  stretching  cycles  of  years." 

I  quote  from  the  Ladies  Home  Journal,    in  the  November  issue 
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of  1953.  "Dr.  Fredric  Wertham,  an  eminent  psychiatrist  with  much 
experience  in  dealing  with  antisocial  children  and  youth,  blasted  the 
reading  matter  offered  in  this  country  to  minors,  and  asserted  that  it 
was  a  chief  contributor  to  Juvenile  crime,  in  which  the  United  States 
has  the  wretched  misfortune  to  lead  the  world.  He  named  as  chief  of- 
fenders certain  types  of  "Comic"  books  —  "Terror,"  "Horror,"  and 
"Bloody." 

I  quote  from  the  issue  of  the  News  and  Observer  Oct.  12,  1954. 
"Two  teen-age  girls  stood  watch  at  a  news  stand  near  their  school 
in  Chicago  to  learn  who  was  buying  the  comics  with  the  lewd  and 
horror  covers.  A  three-year  old  girl  toddled  in  and  bought  one  of  the 
most  wanton.  The  little  girl's  father,  ashamed  to  buy  the  magazine 
himself,  had  sent  her  in  to  get  it  for  him." 

Again  I  quote  from  the  News  and  Observer  of  August  26,  1954. 
"To  the  Editor:  When  a  Christian  business  is  refused  the  right  to 
purge  his  news  stand  of  "Trash"  something  should  be  done  about  it. 
A  business  man  of  Spring  Hope  saw  the  wrong  of  selling  filth  and 
asked  the  American  News  Company  to  take  such  material  from  his 
stand.  This  they  did,  but  came  back  to  inform  him  that  if  he  refused 
the  "Trash"  the  other  materials  would  be  denied  him  also."  The  day 
has  come,  for  the  Christians  to  take  a  stand  against  the  filth  and 
trash  that  is  available  at  the  news  stands  today.  Parents,  instead  of 
buying  them  for  your  children,  try  and  teach  them  the  wrong  and 
danger  that  they  can  bring  to  them.  To  combat  evil,  fill  the  mind 
and  heart  full  of  good  reading  from  Christian  literature  each  day,  and 
see  the  beauty  and  glory  of  God  and  His  work.  Let  us  fill  our  magazine 
racks  with  good  reading  materials  and  watch  our  children"  grow  in 
grace  and  in  the  knowledge  of  our  Lord  and  saviour  Jesus  Christ,"  and 
be  informed  of  their  denominational  work.

The 
Moderator  appointed  Bros.  L.  L.  Levinson  and  Troy  Jones  as 
additional  members  of  the  revision  committee  of  Constitution  and 
by-laws. 

The  hymn,  "Blest  be  the  tie  that  binds,"  was  sung  by  the  con- 
gregation and  the  closing  prayer  was  led  by  Bro.  Elbert  Godwin.

The  "In  Memoriam"  was  conducted  by  Bro.  L.  E.  Godwin. 
The  list  as  read  by  him  contained  the  following  named  brothers 
and  sisters  in  Christ  who  have  gone  to  be  with  their  Lord  and 
loved  ones.  Bro.  Godwin  made  fitting  remarks  for  the  occasion, 
followed  by  prayer. 

The  report  on  Orphanages,  Hospital  and  Home  for  the  Aged 
was  read  by  Bro.  Horace  Ricks.  Bro.  R.  F.  Smith,  Supt.  of  the 
Kennedy  Home  spoke  to  the  report.  He  gave  a  very  interesting  ac- 
count of  life  at  the  Home.  He  told  of  the  care,  both  physical  as 
well  as  spiritual,    that  the  children  at  the  Home  receive. 

Bro.  W.  K.  McGee  represented  the  Baptist  Hospital.  He 
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was  very  much  pleased  that  every  church  in  the' Johnston  Asso- 
ciation had  made  a  Mother's  Day  offering  to  the  Hospital.  He 
reported  that  the  new  wing  of  the  hospital  has  been  completed 
and  is  partially  in  use. 

Bro.  J.  M.  Hayes,  Supt.  of  the  Home  for  the  Aged,  also  spoke 
to  the  reports  on  care  of  the  helpless  and  needy.  He  told  about 
"Uncle  John  Holt"  and  his  bass  singing.  He  also  mentioned  va- 
rious gifts  which  will  mean  much  to  the  inmates  this  year. 

This  report  was  adopted. 

REPORT  ON  BAPTIST  ORPHANAGES, 
HOSPITAL  AND  HOME  FOR  THE  AGED 

The  Baptist  Orphanage  of  North  Carolina  reports  another  good 
year.  Through  generous  gifts  to  the  Orphanage  it  has  been  able  to 
care  for  about  700  children.  The  physical  plants  at  Mills  Home  and 
Kennedy  Home  are  reported  to  be  in  good  condition. 

The  year  1953  saw  the  completion  of  a  Recreational  Center 
and  a  new  Church  Building  at  Mills  Home.  For  the  first  time  in  its 
history  Mills  Home  has  adequate  places  for  its  children  to  play  and 
to  worship.  The  church  stands  in  the  very  center  of  the  campus 
with  its  tall  spire  pointing  heavenward.  As  the  children  are  led  in 
worship  by  the  pastor,  there  is  a  spirit  of  worship  that  would  thrill 
the  hearts  of  all  those  who  witness  the  scene. 

Superintended  W.  C.  Reed  reports  that  they  are  now  ready  to 
let  the  contract  for  a  new  church  building  at  Kennedy  Home.  This 
new  building  will  greatly  aid  in  the  efforts  of  the  Home  to  meet 
the  spiritual  needs  of  its  children.  It  is  worthy  of  note  that  special 
friends  of  the  Home  have  made  these  church  buildings  possible. 

CHARITY  AND  CHILDREN,  your  orphanage  publication,  has  an 
all-time  high  in  circulation.  At  present,  it  is  sending  out  46,000 
copies  weekly. 

The  income  for  1953  was  good.  The  churches  through  the  Once- 
a-Month  offering  and  the  Thanksgiving  offering  continue  to  meet  the 
challenge  of  the  homeless  children.  Surely  this  is  a  great,  Christ-like 
ministry. 

The  new  plan  of  support  will  not  be  very  different  from  the  pres- 
ent plan.  The  Baptist  State  Convention  voted  for  the  Orphanage  to 
come  into  the  Cooperative  Program  beginning  January  I,  1955.  The 
churches  may  give  to  the  Orphanage  through  the  Cooperative  Pro- 
gram or  continue  whatever  plan  of  support  they  are  using  at  present. 
It  is  recommended  that  churches  taking  a  Once-a-Month  offering  con- 
tinue this  plan.  Of  course,  the  Thanksgiving  offering  will  be  taken 
and  handled  in  the  usual  fashion.  Each  church  is  urged  to  make  a 
special  offering  at  the  Thanksgiving  Season. 

REPORT  ON  BAPTIST  HOSPITAL  AND  HOME  FOR  THE  AGED 
The  Baptist  Hospital  is  caring  for  more  people  this  year  than  at 
any  other  time  in  its  history.    This  is  possible  because  of  the  use  of  the

New  South  Wing,  about  half  of  which  is  now  complete  and  in  use. 
This  new  building  provides  many  new  and  enlarged  facilities  which 
add  a  great  deal  to  the  service  provided  for  our  people.  About 
14,000  bed  patients  will  receive  treatment  in  the  hospital  in  the 
course  of  the  year,  while  many  other  thousands  will  be  seen  m 
the  clinics. 

The  enlargement  of  the  hospital  has  made  possible  the  enlarg- 
ing of  our  School  of  Nursing,  it  being  one  of  the  largest  in  the 
State.  Our  hospital  offers  a  superior  type  of  training  and  its  grad- 
uates have  high  rating  wherever  they  go.  This  means  that  our  nurs- 
ing school  can  accept  only  students  of  the  highest  caliber.  They  es- 
pecially want  those  high  grade  students  of  fine  Christian  character 
from  our  Baptist  homes.    A  new  class  enters  each  September. 

The  Baptist  Hospital,  with  the  various  schools  associated  with 
it,  forms  an  important  educational  center  in  the  field  of  medical 
care.  It  trains  doctors,  nurses,  technicians,  and  pastors  and  other 
Christian  workers.  The  center  of  the  entire  hospital  program  is  al- 
ways the  sick  person,  however. 

Our  Hospital  provides  many  types  of  services  for  persons  who 
connot  pay  for  it,  as  well  as  for  those  who  can  pay  in  full.  This  is 
where  our  churches  share  in  this  ministry  of  healing.  There  are 
multitudes  in  our  State  who  cannot  receive  the  care  they  need  unless 
somebody  else  helps  pay  for  it.  Our  Hospital  has  no  money  except 
what  the  patients  pay  and  what  we  give.  On  Mother's  Day  we  have 
the  privilege  of  sharing  with  those  who  are  sick  and  need  our  help. 
Unless  we  give  generously  some  will  seek  in  vain  for  help  at  our 
Hospital.    Let  us  not  fail  in  this  important  ministry. 

The  fourth  Associational  year  of  the  Baptist  Homes  for  the  Aging 
has  been  one  of  considerable  expansion  and  encouraging  progress. 
There  are  many  evidences  of  the  continued  blessing  of  God  upon  this 
newest  phase  of  our  North  Carolina  Baptist  program. 

A  step  forward  was  taken  when  the  Albemarle  Home  opened  its 
doors  on  December  7,  1953.  It  afforded  space  for  35  additional  resi- 
dents, making  the  total  capacity  of  the  two  Homes  54  residents — 
Resthaven,  Winston-Salem  (19),  and  the  Albemarle  Home  (35).  The 
purchase  price  of  the  property  at  Albemarle  —  Hospital  and  Nurses 
Home  buildings  and  3  acres  of  land  —  was  $25,000.  The  cost  of 
renovation  was  about  $75,000,  thus  making  the  total  cost  of  this  plant 
$100,000.  But,  with  the  value  of  the  equipment  donated,  the  prop- 
erty there  is  now  worth  at  least  $300,000. 

Resthaven,  at  Winston-Salem,  which  began  operating  March 
16,  1951,  has  been  filled  to  capacity  throughout  the  year.  Although 
the  ages  in  both  Homes  range  from  67  to  94  years,  there  has  been 
no  death  within  the  past  year.  The  general  health  has  been  remark- 
ably good,  and  the  spirit  of  satisfaction  on  the  part  of  the  residents 
has  been  most  encouraging. 

A  tract  of  34  acres  of  land,  just  outside  of  the  city  limits  of  Win- 
ston-Salem, was  purchased  in  1935,  for  a  central  site  for  new  build- 
ings. The  cost  was  $25,000.    An  architect  has  been  engaged  to  prepare 
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sketches  of  buildings  to  be  erected  on  this  site.  It  is'  the  intention  of 
the  trustees,  however,  to  proceed  with  one  building  at  a  time.  The 
first  unit  will  furnish  space  for  additional  residents  and  for  offices, 
chapel,  infirmary,  laundry,  refrigeration,  etc.  It  is  hoped  that  con- 
struction of  the  first  unit  can  get  under  way  within  a  year. 

Inquiries  have  been  received  as  to  the  possibility  of  a  couple  erect- 
ing a  cottage  on  the  central  site,    so  that  they  might  live  in  it  until 
death,    and  then  the  cottage  would  be  available  to  another  couple. 
The  cost  of  erecting  and  furnishing  it  would  be  paid  by  the  couple,  but 
it  would  become  the  property  of  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  Homes. 

The  second  Special  Day  Offering,  February  21,  1954,  was  en- 
couraging. The  total  amount  will  probably  be  $65,000  to  $70,000. 
In  addition,  the  Homes  received  $21,000  as  their  share  of  the  Nine- 
Year  Program  gifts.  At  least  one  will  was  probated  in  1954,  from 
which  estate  the  Homes  will  receive  $2,000.  But  the  most  encourag- 
ing progress  has  been  the  response,  on  the  part  of  our  churches,  to 
the  program  of  the  Homes.  More  and  more  of  them  are  beginning 
to  support  the  Homes  through  the  Special  Day  Offering,  or  by 
especially  designated  gifts. 

The  residents  and  all  who  are  serving  in  the  Homes  are  deeply 
grateful  for  the  help  received  thus  far,  and  they  covet  the  prayers 
and  continued  support  of  our  Baptist  constituency  in  the  future.

There  were  sixteen  pastors  present  at  this  session  of  the  As- 
sociation. 

Mrs.  John  Burgess,  director  of  music  at  the  Bailey  church, 
led  the  Junior  G.  A.'s  and  Intermediate  G.  A.'s  in  singing  their 
hymn,  "We've  a  story  to  tell  to  the  nation." 

Bro.  Meacomes  gave  splendid  directions  as  to  the  serving  of 
lunch,    which  greatly  increased  the  pleasure  of  the  lunch  hour. 

Dr.  J.  B.  Hipps,  former  missionary  to  China  and  now  a  pro- 
fessor at  the  Southeastern  Seminary,  Wake  Forest,  delivered  a 
missionary  message  on  "The  Challenge  of  World  Missions  to- 
day."   He  used  Luke  24:44  as  his  central  thought. 

Bro.  H.  O.  Lanning  led  the  closing  prayer  and  also  returned 
thanks  to  God  for  the  material  blessings  of  the  dinner  hour.  The 
hour  of  fellowship  and  feasting  was  whole-heartedly  entered  into 
by  every  one  present.  There  was  both  satisfaction  and  service  for 
the  pleasure  of  all. 

The  afternoon  session  was  begun  by  singing  "Blessed  Assur- 
ance." The  singing  was  led  by  Bro.  Frank  Zedick  with  Mrs. 
Marjorie  Peele  at  the  piano.  Bro.  Lacy  Oliver  led  the  opening 
prayer. 
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Bro.  McGee  of  the  Baptist  Hospital,  made  the  suggestion  that 
a  representative  be  appointed  as  Associational  representative  for 
each  of  our  charitable  institutions.  Such  representatives  are  to  rep- 
resent their  particular  institution  and  report  at  the  end  of  the 
year  to  the  Association.  On  motion  of  Bro.  H.  O.  Lanning  it  was 
so  ordered. 

Bro.  Troy  Jones  brought  the  report  on  Relief  and  Annuity 
which  was  adopted. 

REPORT  ON  RELIEF  AND  ANNUITY 

In  1916,  at  a  Nashville,  Tennessee,  pastor's  conference,  Dr. 
William  Lunsford  made  an  address  in  behalf  of  ministerial  relief. 
At  that  time  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  was  only  61  years  old, 
yet  many  of  our  early  pastors,  having  struggled  along  on  low  sal- 
aries and  occasional  poundings,  were  coming  to  retirement  in  need. 
The  matter  of  a  permanent,  dignified,  and  adequate  settlement  of  this 
whole  matter  was  becoming  a  convention-wide  obligation. 

Many  of  the  pastors  present  in  this  meeting  were  local  members 
of  the  Sunday  School  Board.  So  stirred  were  they  by  Dr.  Lunsford's 
address  that  a  recommendation  came  from  the  Board  that  a  commis- 
sion be  appointed  to  study  the  possibility  of  adapting  pension  plans 
to  Southern  Baptist  needs.  Thus  in  1918  the  Convention  set  up  a 
"Board  of  Ministerial  Relief  and  Annuities." 

The  Sunday  School  Board  backed  up  its  recommendation  with  a 
gift  of  $100,000.00.  Without  this  gift,  and  the  support  of  the  late 
John  D.  Rockefeller,  Sr.,  in  the  end  amounting  to  $1,000,000,  the  be- 
ginnings of  financial  stabilization  would  have  been  very  difficult. 

The  new  Board  met  in  Dallas  on  July  10,  1918,  and  chose  as  its 
head  Dr.  William  Lunsford.  A  charter  was  secured,  changing  the 
corporate  name  to  "Relief  and  Annuity  Board  of  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention,"  The  Board  set  up  two  departments  of  work  —  the  de- 
partment of  Relief  and  the  department  of  Annuities. 

Inauguration  of  the  12  retirement  plans  now  in  operation  took 
place  from  1932  to  1943.  The  principal  plan  fostered  by  the  states 
and  administered  by  the  Board  has  been  the  Ministers  Retirement  Plan 
and  its  supplemented  Widows  Plan.  Pastor,  church,  and  state  con- 
vention contribute  a  percentage  of  the  pastors  salary  to  these  plans. 
This  enables  the  pastor  to  purchase  security  for  his  old  age  in  small 
monthly  or  quarterly  installments.  Member  certificates  in  all  plans 
at  the  end  of  1953  were  36,523.  The  Board  has  paid  out  over  $19,000,- 
000.  in  annuity  benefits  during  its  ministry. 

At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Relief  and  Annuity  Board,  on 
March  10,  1954,  the  following  officers  were  elected:  Dr.  Wallace 
Bassett,  president;  Dr.  Walter  Alexander,  executive  scretary;  Dr.  R. 
S.  Jones,  associate  secretary;  and  Dr.  R.  Alton  Reed,  associate 
secretary-public  relations.  Income  for  the  year  1953  was  $6,027,- 
301.25.     Benefits   paid  were   $1,653,372.70.     Investment   income  was 
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$1,086,874.78,  thus  passing  the  one  million  mark  for  the  first  time  in 
the  history  of  the  Board. 

The  Relief  Department,  under  direction  of  Dr.  R.  S.  Jones,  ad- 
ministers grants  to  over  1400  old  preachers  and  widows  of  preachers. 
Cooperative  Program  funds,  supplemented  by  Fellowship  Offerings  in 
the  states,  finance  these  grants.  It  is  noteworthy  that  69  ministers 
and  88  widows  of  North  Carolina  were  on  the  relief  rolls  last  year. 
These  were  paid  $23,018  in  relief  benefits. 

The  present  reserves  of  the  Relief  and  Annuity  Board  are  $31,- 
240,341.41.  This  sounds  like  a  wealthy  and  prosperous  board  to  most 
of  us  until  we  begin  to  think  of  it  in  relation  to  the  size  of  our  Con- 
vention, the  number  of  persons  involved  in  the  finances,  the  money 
invested  in  our  other  Boards,  and  the  annuity  funds  of  other  denomi- 
nations. With  all  these  considerations  in  mind,  we  realize  that  here 
we  are  truly  in  a  day  of  small  beginnings. 

There  are  at  present  28,865  churches  in  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention,  and  25,498  active  preachers.  It  is  the  goal  of  the  Relief 
and  Annuity  Board  to  enlist  new  members,  to  fund  its  retirement 
plans,  to  keep  its  present  membership  active,  to  enlist  understanding 
of  the  seminary  students,  and  to  lead  the  convention  to  an  awareness 
of  the  purposes  of  the  Board.  It  is  a  servant  of  the  churches  and  can 
grow  no  faster  in  its  work  than  its  constituency  makes  possible.

HISTORY  OF  BAILEY  BAPTIST  CHURCH 

From  the  first  minutes  recorded  in  the  Bailey  Baptist  Church  Roll 
and  Record  book  we  find  the  following:  quote 

At  the  request  of  the  Baptists  near  Bailey,  N.  C,  J.  W.  Nobles, 
J.  H.  Grice,  and  G.  W.  Finch  met  at  Rock  Spring  School  House  about 
one  mile  from  Bailey,  N.  C,  on  the  26th  day  of  September,  1909  for 
the  purpose  of  organizing  themselves  into  a  Missionary  Baptist  Church. 
J.  W.  Nobles  being  appointed  moderator.  By  request  J.  W.  Nobles 
acted  as  Clerk  to  write  up  the  organization.  The  following  brothers 
and  sisters  presented  their  letters:  J.  P.  Underwood,  B.  L.  Under- 
wood, L.  R.  Finch,  B.  L.  Taylor  and  daughter,  Mrs.  Ellen  Finch,  and 
Miss  Mary  Underwood.  These  were  duly  enrolled  and  constituted 
into  a  Baptist  Church  to  be  known  as  the  Missionary  Baptist  Church 
of  Bailey,  Nash  County,  N.  C." 

In  a  further  review  of  the  church  minutes,  we  find  that  J.  P. 
Underwood  was  the  first  deacon  elected  to  serve  the  church  and  B.  L. 
Underwood  was  the  first  church  clerk.  Rev.  J.  W.  Nobles,  a  Missionary 
of  the  State  Mission  Board,     agreed  to  continue  preaching  for  the 
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new  church  to  December,  1909.  The  first  revival  was  held  in  Octo- 
ber, 1909.  Many  were  moved  by  the  preaching  of  the  Gospel  during 
the  revival,  four  being  received  for  baptism  and  one  by  letter. 

At  the  first  conference  which  was  held  on  October  17,  following 
the  revival,  a  building  committee  was  appointed.  Also  a  motion 
was  passed  that  the  church  ask  for  membership  in  the  Johnston 
County  Association  of  which  they  have  been  a  member  since  Octo- 
ber, 1909. 

Bailey  Baptist  Church  membership  continued  to  grow.  While  the 
church  records  do  not  give  the  date  the  first  church  was  completed, 
we  do  know  that  it  was  built  shortly  after  the  Bailey  Baptist  Church 
was  organized. 

We  do  know  that  the  first  church  built  served  the  members  until 
April,  1947,  when  it  was  sold  to  Mr.  B.  M.  Farmer,  who  converted 
the  building  into  modern  apartments,  generally  known  today  as 
"Gospel  Apartments."  Back  in  the  early  days  of  World  War  II  this 
church  began  realizing  the  need  for  a  larger  building.  At  that  time 
they  began  making  plans  toward  expanding  the  church  building  fa- 
cilities. 

Early  plans  did  not  embrace  the  idea  of  a  new  building  but  only 
the  addition  of  Sunday  School  rooms  to  the  old  building.  A  lot  was 
purchased  at  the  rear  of  the  old  building.  It  was  later  decided,  how- 
ever, that  these  plans  were  inadequate  for  the  future  growth  of  the 
church.  It  was  then  that  the  members  began  thinking  of  a  new  build- 
ing at  a  different  location.  Thus,  when  P.  P.  Hartsell  became  pastor 
of  the  church  in  1946  he  was  urged  to  lead  the  church  in  a  building 
program.  He  launched  the  program,  and  rode  miles  in  search  of 
materials  that  might  be  purchased  at  a  reasonable  price,  offered 
advice  and  suggestions  as  to  possible  means  of  financing  the  project. 
The  old  church  sold  at  auction  brought  $1,565.00.  To  this  fund  the 
members  began  to  donate  to  the  building  fund,  and  by  various  fund 
raising  efforts  by  April,  1947,  the  fund  stood  at  $6,014.74.  The 
members  now  felt  they  were  ready  to  purchase  a  building  site.  A  lot 
was  purchased  from  W.  H.  Farmer  and  Brother  at  $2500  on  the  west 
end  of  the  town  beside  Highway  264.  $2,000  of  this  amount  was  given 
by  this  company  as  a  gift  to  the  church.  May,  1947,  saw  the  ground 
broken  for  the  educational  building  and  the  basement  started  the  fol- 
lowing month.  While  this  portion  of  the  building  was  under  con- 
struction regular  Worship  services  were  held  in  the  school  building. 

Work  on  the  main  auditorium  started  in  July,  1950,  and  continued 
until  the  building  fund  gave  out.  Since  the  construction  was  decided 
by  the  church  to  be  on  the  pay  as  you  go  plan,  work  was  suspended. 
When  Rev.  J.  W.  Davis  became  pastor  of  the  church  March,  1951,  he 
assisted  in  the  fourteen  week  drive  to  raise  2500  dollars  to  complete 
the  auditorium.  At  the  end  of  the  14  weeks  the  goal  of  $2500  had 
been  exceeded  and  work  was  resumed  on  the  completion  of  the  au- 
ditorium. The  first  service  was  held  in  the  new  auditorium  on  July 
6,  1952.  The  educational  building  contains  five  class  rooms.  Two 
other  class  rooms  and  an  additional  assembly  room  is  planned  for 
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the  basement  when  completed.  Services  were  held '  in  the  Educa- 
tional building  assembly  room  while  the  main  auditorium  was  be- 
ing constructed. 

The  total  cost  of  this  beautiful  Sanctuary  and  the  educational 
building  can  only  be  estimated  as  the  numerous  donations  of  ma- 
terial and  labor  that  went  into  the  building.  The  fact  that  the  build- 
ing is  debt  free  shows  that  there  was  indeed  a  cooperative  spirit 
among  all  the  members  and  others  in  the  community  who  helped. 

There  were  ten  charter  members  of  this  church,  four  are  now 
living:  Mr.  and  Mrs.  S.  H.  Jordan,  J.  E.  Bragg,  and  L.  R.  Finch.  The 
present  membership  is  136.  The  church  clerk  is  Mrs.  R.  M.  Meacomes 
and  church  treasurer,  Mrs.  C.  D.  Phillips.  Church  services  are  being 
held  every  Sunday.  The  Rev.  Frank  Zedick  was  pastor  here  and  at 
Middlesex  Baptist  Church  for  the  past  two  years  up  until  October  J, 
of  this  year  when  he  accepted  a  call  for  full  time  work  with  the  Mid- 
dlesex Church.

The  report  of  the  Executive  Committee  was  read  by  the  clerk 
and  was  adopted. 

REPORT  OF  THE  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE 

Your  Executive  Committee  has  held  the  four  regular  quarterly 
meetings  this  year  and  one  additional  special  meeting  on  December  1, 
1953.  The  following  matters  have  been  given  careful  consideration  in 
the  meetings  of  the  Committee. 

December  1,  1953 — Meeting: 

The  committee  discussed  the  calling  of  a  pastor  for  Pecan  Grove. 
A  committee  was  appointed  to  seek  a  pastor  for  this  mission  church. 
Other  matters  were  discussed  concerning  the  beginning  of  the  work 
in  the  new  church. 

January  5,  1954 — Meeting: 

The  main  matters  of  business  were,  first,  the  report  of  the  Chair- 
man of  the  Missions  Committee,  Brother  Larry  Mayo.  He  reported 
that  considerable  work  had  been  done  in  an  effort  to  get  a  suitable 
associational  missionary  but  they  had  not  met  with  success.  Second, 
plans  were  outlined  for  the  fight  against  the  attempt  to  legalize  the 
sale  of  liquor  in  Johnston  County.  The  committee  was  in  accord  that 
we  should  join  the  other  dry  forces  in  the  churches  of  all  denomi- 
nations in  putting  up  a  united  front  against  this  enemy  of  evil. 

April  6,  1954 — Meeting: 

The  important  item  in  this  meeting  was  a  motion  which  requested 
the  Missions  Committee  to  bring  the  question  of  the  builders  club  to 
the  association  this  fall.  If  this  plan  is  not  approved  by  the  association, 
the  money  already  contributed  would  be  refunded  to  those  making 
the  contributions. 

July  6,  1954 — Meeting: 

A  motion  was  passed  that  the  matter  of  financing  the  associational 
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work  be  dropped  until  the  special  finance  committee  could  bring  a  rec- 
ommendation of  this  matter  at  the  associational  meeting.  The  pastors 
of  all  the  churches  in  the  association  have  been  notified  of  the  meet- 
ings of  the  executive  committee  in  order  that  the  churches  could  be 
kept  informed  of  the  actions  of  the  committee.  The  minutes  of  these 
meetings  are  available  for  the  study  of  interested  church  members  at 
all  times.  The  committee  will  welcome  constructive  criticism  or  sug- 
gestions from  any  member  of  the  churches  who  is  working  for  the 
advancement  of  the  Lord's  work  in  this  association. 

The  Executive  Committee  discussed  the  financial  budget  of  the 
Association  at  some  length  and  suggested  that  the  Finance  Committee 
formulate  a  budget  for  the  adoption  of  the  individual  churches  for  the 
support  of  Mission  work  in  the  Association.  This  budget  was  approved 
by  the  Finance  Committee  and  is  presented  to  the  Assoication  as  fol- 
lows:

Bro.  Larry  Mayo,  Missions  Committee  chairman,  was  recog- 
nized and  brought  the  following  recommendation  to  the  Associa- 
tion in  regard  to  the  disposition  of  the  Builders  Club.

Bro.  Howard  Mitchiner  presented  the  Associational  budget 
for  financing  all  the  work  of  the  Association  for  the  next  year. 
An  amendment  to  the  motion  was  that  $200.  be  included  for  fi- 
nancing the  Evangelistic  crusade.  The  motion  carried,  thus 
adopting  the  budget. 

The  Treasurer  offered  his  report  which  was  adopted.

Frank  Zedick  rendered  a  most  enjoyable  special  number. 
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The  Temperance  Report  was  given  by  Bro.  Roy  C.  Coats.  He 
spoke  to  this  report.  Bro.  Biggerstaff,  Allied  Church  League  rep- 
resentative, made  a  strong  attack  on  those  agencies  that  do  not 
promote  temperance.    This  report  was  adopted. 

REPORT  ON  TEMPERANCE 

The  factor  of  greatest  influence  on  the  life  of  any  nation,  state, 
or  community  is  that  unit  of  individuals  who  comprise  the  home.  Past 
reports  and  statistics  indicate  that  during  the  last  twenty  or  thirty  years 
the  moral  decline  of  the  home  has  been  gradual  and  steady.  There 
might  be  many  specific  reasons  for  this  condition.  Generally,  we  might 
enumerate  them  into  four  categories. 

First,  the  economic  condition.  The  necessity  and/or  desire  for 
maintaining  certain  living  standards  which  requires  both  parents  to 
seek  employment  which  in  turn  leaves  the  children  of  the  home  with- 
out proper  supervision  and  instruction. 

Second,  the  reading  material  made  available  to  both  children 
and  adults.  In  many  and  most  instances,  upon  examination  of  the 
news  stands,  literature  is  found  which  is  suggestive  toward  lowering 
the  moral  standard. 

Third,  the  use  of  alcoholic  beverage.  The  people  of  our  nation  has 
access  to  both  legal  and  illegal  alcoholic  drink.  It  is  true  that  many 
counties  have  voted  out  the  legal  sale  of  beer  and  whiskey.  In  Johnston 
County,  we  have,  during  this  year  of  1954,  voted  by  an  overwhelming 
majority  to  refuse  the  re-establishment  of  legal  sale  of  whiskey  in  our 
county.  At  the  present  time  efforts  are  in  progress  to  have  referen- 
dum in  order  to  eliminate  the  legal  sale  of  beer  in  two  towns  in  our 
county.  The  damage  to  human  life  caused  by  and  resulting  from  the 
consumption  of  alcoholic  beverage  is  astounding. 

Fourth,  the  indifference  of  the  individual  toward  properly  ob- 
serving the  Sabbath.  Too  many  individuals  and  families  are  seeking 
self  satisfaction  and  personal  entertainment  by  employing  themselves 
in  place  other  than  the  church  and  the  home. 

The  solution  to  these  problems  is  contained  in  one  answer.  We 
only  have  to  meet  God's  conditions.

Dr.  M.  A.  Huggins,  Secretary  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention, 
brought  an  enlightening  explanation  of  what  the  Cooperative  Pro- 
gram really  means.  He  explained  that  the  Orphanage  will  be  in- 
cluded in  the  Co-operative  Program  after  Jan.  1,  1955.  The  report 
was  adopted. 
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REPORT  ON  THE  CO-OPERATIVE  PROGRAM 

The  Cooperative  Program  is  a  plan  of  cooperation  between  State 
and  Southern  Baptist  Conventions  which  makes  available  to  every 
church,  regardless  of  size  or  location,  the  opportunity  to  share  in 
the  blessings  which  come  as  a  result  of  being  obedient  to  the  Great 
Commission  as  given  by  our  Saviour,  the  Lord  Jesus. 

Southern  Baptists  have  discovered,  through  years  of  experi- 
ence, that  the  Cooperative  Program  provides  the  most  practical  way 
of  meeting  all  needs  with  the  least  effort  and  lowest  cost  to  produce 
the  greatest  results. 

Through  the  Cooperative  Program  each  church  in  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention  has  an  opportunity  to  have  a  part  in  the  ministry 
of  more  than  900  foreign  missionaries  and  nearly  an  equal  number 
of  home  missionaries.  Not  only  can  each  church  share  in  the 
ministry  of  these  missionaries  but  can  participate  in  the  healing  min- 
istry of  our  hospitals  and  the  teaching  ministry  of  our  colleges  and 
seminaries. 

From  a  personal  viewpoint,  it  is  indeed  a  thrilling  experience  to 
share  in  this  vast  program  of  preaching,  healing  and  teaching.  To- 
day, through  my  church  and  the  Cooperative  Program  I  am  preach- 
ing to  the  lost  multitudes  in  Central  and  South  America,  while  admin- 
istering to  the  need  of  body  and  mind  of  natives  in  Africa  and  India. 
At  the  same  time  I  am  teaching  the  Word  of  God  in  Japan  and  the 
Islands  of  the  Sea.  Besides,  I  am  privileged  to  contribute  to  all  of  our 
Baptist  work  and  Institutions  both  state  and  southwide.  There  is  not 
any  way  such  a  monstrous  task  can  be  effected  by  me  or  my  church 
but  through  a  program  of  cooperation. 

Although  this  adequate  program  has  been  available  to  each 
Southern  Baptist  Church  for  a  number  of  years,  many  of  them  have 
not  taken  advantage  of  this  means  of  being  a  blessing  to  the  world. 

In  the  Johnston  Association  there  were  a  number  of  churches 
that  did  not  send  a  check  of  any  amount  to  the  office  of  our  State  Sec- 
retary for  the  Cooperative  Program  or  designated  causes  during  the 
years  1951-1953.  However,  I  am  glad  to  report  that  there  are  indi- 
cations of  progress  in  the  support  of  the  Cooperative  Program  in  our 
Association.  During  the  first  half  of  this  associational  year  each 
church  in  the  Johnston  Association  sent  at  least  one  check  into  the 
office  of  the  State  Secretary  either  for  the  Cooperative  Program  ojr 
a  designated  cause.  Another  indication  of  progress  is  seen  in  the 
amount  given  from  our  Association  to  the  Cooperative  Program  and 
designated  causes.  In  1951  our  Association  gave  $28,615.09;  in  1952, 
$31,421.60;  in  1953,  $34,805.67;  in  the  first  six  months  of  1954,  $18,982.41. 

It  is  recommended  that  we  urge  each  of  our  pastors  and  church 
leaders  to  work  toward  the  goal  of  placing  an  adequate  budget  in  each 
church  and  placing  a  reasonable  amount  in  the  budget  for  the  Co- 
operative Program.

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First  Day,  New  Bethel  Church,  Morning  Session 


The  first  day's  session  of  the  1955  meeting"  of  the  Johnston  Baptist 
Association  was  held  with  New  Bethel  Church.  The  Moderator,  Adam 
J.  Whitley,  Jr.,  called  the  meeting  to  order.  A  brief  song  and  praise 
service  was  led  by  Bro.  Frank  Zedick,  with  Mrs.  Eugene  Mitchiner  as 
the  pianist,  followed  by  the  devotional  meditation  conducted  by  Bro. 
Roy  Campbell. 

The  Moderator  called  on  Bro.  Clyde  Yates,  Jr.,  to  assist  the  acting 
clerk,  Mrs.  Dale  Mitchiner,  with  the  minutes.  All  except  two  church- 
es had  representatives  present  as  shown  by  the  roll  call.  The  regis- 
trations totaled  335,  with  24  pastors  present  the  first  day.  After  a 
quorum  had  been  declared  present  by  the  Moderator,  the  order  of  bus- 
iness was  called  for.  The  report  of  the  program  committee,  presented 
by  Bro.  H.  0.  Lanning,  was  adopted. 

A  series  of  reports  on  Benevolences  was  presented  in  the  following 
manner : 

Brother  J.  E.  Lewis  reported  on  the  Baptist  Hospital.  He  was  ac- 
companied by  Dean  Bergen,  an  Associate  in  the  Department  of  Pas- 
toral Care  at  the  Baptist  Hospital.  Mr.  Bergen  recounted  testimonies 
of  persons  helped  through  the  Baptist  Hospital's  ministry  of  charity. 
This  report  was  adopted. 


REPORT  ON  BAPTIST  HOSPITAL 

Our  Baptist  Hospital  fills  an  important  place  in  the  life  and  work  of  North 
Carolina  Baptists.  It  will  probably  serve  50,000  patients  this  year,  touching 
every  area  of  our  state. 

In  addition  to  this  great  host  of  sick  people,  our  hospital  provides  an  edu- 
cational program  for  more  than  450  young  people  who  are  in  training  to  become 
nurses,  doctors,  technicians,  pastors  and  other  Christian  workers. 

The  Department  of  Pastoral  Care  provides  Christian  counseling  and  guid- 
ance for  the  patients,  students,  hospital  staff  and  personnel,  as  well  as  for  hun- 
dreds of  others  who  come  to  the  hospital  from  over  the  state  for  this  purpose 
alone. 

It  is  not  easy  to  estimate  the  value  of  these  and  other  services  rendered  by 
our  hospital  to  multiplied  thousands  of  people  of  all  ages  in  the  fields  of  health, 
education,  and  spiritual  guidance. 


The  cost  of  carrying  on  this  program  for  such  a  multitude  of  people  is  tre- 
mendous— more  than  two  million  dollars  a  year.  One -half  million  dollars  of 
this  is  spent  in  helping  to  care  for  sick  people  who  are  not  able  to  pay  for  the 
service  they  need.  We  are  grateful  to  God  for  the  privilege  of  sharing  in  such 
a  work,  and  we  want  to  thank  the  churches  of  our  Association  for  their  part 
in  it. 

The  opportunities  for  Christian  service  and  witness  through  our  hospital 
are  truly  great.  We  need  to  give  it  a  much  more  generous  support  through  our 
Mother's  Day  offerings  and  the  Cooperative  Program. 

This  year  our  hospital  asked  for  $200,000.  On  October  1st,  it  had  received 
$187,000.  The  Johnston  Association  this  year  has  given  $3343.38,  which  is  $41.00 
less  than  we  gave  a  year  ago.  Last  year  the  churches  of  the  Johnston  Associ- 
ation were  100%  in  giving  to  this  cause.  This  year  three  churches  have  failed 
to  make  a  report.  Twenty- eight  churches  made  gains  this  year  over  last  year. 
Let  us  continue  to  pray  and  give  to  such  a  great  cause.

He  suggested  that  such  worthy  objects  as  this  be  included  in  the 
budgets  of  our  churches.  The  motion  to  adopt  this  report  was  car- 
ried. 

REPORT  ON  HOMES  FOR  AGING 

The  North  Carolina  Baptist  Homes  for  the  Aging  began  their  fifty  years  of 
operation  March  16,  1955.  This  has  been  a  year  of  encouraging  progress.  Both 
Homes — Rest  Haven  and  Albemarle — have  had  a  continuous  waiting  list  of  ap- 
plicants. As  soon  as  a  vacancy  occurs  there  are  far  more  applicants  for  ad- 
mission than  can  be  accepted. 

This  year  will  be  remembered  as  one  of  notable  enlargement  of  facilities 
Construction  of  the  Administration  and  Residential  Building,  costing  $300,000, 
will  get  under  way,  and  it  should  be  completed  by  this  time  next  year.  The 
new  building  will  provide  office  facilities,  dining  room,  kitchen,  chapel,  infirm- 
ary recreational  and  handicraft  space,  and  rooms  'for  forty  additional  residents, 
thus  raising  the  total  capacity  to  95  residents. 

Two-thirds  of  the  cost  of  the  new  building  is  now  in  hand,  counting  the  val- 
ue of  real  estate  turned  over  to  the  Homes.  Personal  and  corporation  gifts  are 
being  received  which  will  further  add  to  the  amount  on  hand. 

Memorial  gifts  may  be  made  in  the  'following  ways:  A  gift  of  $300  will  fur- 
nish a  room;  $1,000  will  endow — furnish  and  maintain — a  room;  $3,000  will  pay 
the  cost  of  building  a  room.  In  either  case,  a  memorial  plaque  bearing  the 
donor  and  the  name  of  the  person  memorialized,  or  honored,  will  be  placed  on 
the  door  of  a  room. 

Miss  Nettie  Pearl  Willis  gave  her  homeplace  at  Vale,  N.  C,  as  a  memorial 
to  her  mother,  Mrs.  Laura  Elliott  Goode  Willis.  The  property  will  be  sold  and 
proceeds  be  used  to  erect  a  cottage  on  the  permanent  site  of  our  Homes.  In 
addition,  Miss  Willis  made  her  will  in  favor  of  the  Homes. 
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Increasing  support  on  the  part  of  the  churches  and  denominational  program 
gives  great  encouragement.  So  far  this  year,  our  Special  Day  Offering  has 
reached  almost  $70,000.  Since  many  of  the  churches  put  the  Homes  in  the 
budget  instead  of  taking  a  special  offering  and  some  of  the  churches  wait  until 
the  end  of  the  calendar  year  to  send  their  gifts,  a  complete  report  for  the  year 
cannot  be  made  at  this  time.  But  is  likely  that  our  goal  of  $100,000  for  the 
special  offering  will  be  nearly  reached.  In  addition,  the  Homes  will  receive 
$39,850  as  their  share  of  the  Nine  Year  Program,  according  to  the  estimated 
budget. 

With  the  increasing  aid  from  denominational  sources,  the  Homes  are  helping 
a  larger  number  who  do  not  have  sufficient  funds  with  which  to  pay  the  cost 
of  keep  as  residents.  In  fact,  about  ninety  per  cent  of  all  the  residents  are  be- 
ing helped  by  the  homes — some  with  about  two-thirds  of  the  cost  of  keep  and 
others  with  about  one-third.  Less  than  10  per  cent  of  the  residents  in  the 
Homes  have  turned  over  enough  assets  to  pay  their  cost  of  keep  on  the  life  plan. 
Regardless  of  financial  condition,  an  applicant  is  received  into  the  Homes  on 
the  basis  of  need  and  room  available. 

All  connected  with  the  Homes — staff  and  residents — are  most  grateful  for 
the  prayers  and  support  of  our  friends.  "Hitherto  hath  the  Lord  Helped." 
Surely  all  North  Carolina  Baptists  should  be  grateful  for  the  progress  made 
thus  far.  Let  us  all  rally  to  the  challenge  to  render  a  greater  ministry  to  the 
increasing  number  of  aging  friends  who  need  the  services  of  our  Homes.

The  Orphanage  Report  was  given  by  Mrs.  George  Bryan,  who  then 
presented  Dr.  I.  G.  Greer,  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the 
Baptist  Orphanage.  He  spoke  of  the  purpose  of  orphanages  and  of- 
fered the  plan  of  placing  uncared  for  children  in  boarding  homes  as  a 
means  of  providing  for  more  of  them.  The  motion  that  this  report 
be  adopted  was  carried. 

REPORT  ON  BAPTIST  ORPHANAGE 

Your  Orphanage  has  had  a  good  year,  probably  the  best  in  its  history.  Dur- 
ing the  year  713  children  were  cared  for  at  the  Orphanage.  At  the  same  time, 
the  institution  gave  services  t0  and  helped  in  the  placement  of  more  than  600 
other  children.  At  present,  only  one  child  out  of  eight  asking  for  admittance 
can  be  received.  As  a  rule,  the  Orphanage  can  take  in  only  about  100  a  year. 
Trained  social  workers  assist  graduates  in  finding  work  or  in  making  plans  for 
the  future. 

CHARITY  AND  CHILDREN  continues  to  reach  our  people  all  over  the  state 
in  ever-increasing  numbers.  It  carries  the  message  directly  from  the  orphan- 
age to  more  than  47,000  homes  each  week.  Every  church  in  the  State  should 
have  a  club  of  ten  or  more  copies  to  be  distributed  in  the  Sunday  Schools.  The 
price  is  only  60  cents  per  year  in  clubs  of  ten  or  more. 
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The  new  church  building  at  Kennedy  Home  is  completed  and  is  considered 
one  of  the  most  beautiful  in  the  state. 

A  new  plan  of  support  was  voted  by  the  Baptist  State  Convention  for  the 
Orphanage  to  come  into  the  Cooperative  Program,  beginning  January  1,  1955. 
Many  churches  continue  to  send  to  the  Orphanage  the  once-a-month  offering 
just  as  in  the  past.  Some,  however,  have  put  the  Orphanage  in  their  Coopera- 
tive Program  budget. 

Under  the  new  plan  of  support}  the  Thanksgiving  offering  becomes  more  im- 
portant than  ever  before.  Any  future  expansion  of  your  Child  Care  Program 
will  depend  largely  upon  this  offering.  Every  pastor  and  Sunday  School  work- 
er is  urged  to  try  to  get  every  church  to  promote  a  worthy  "Thank  Offering." 
We  are  asked  to  give  the  value  of  a  day's  work  at  Thanksgiving  to  help  the 
host  of  homeless  children  who  cannot  possibly  help  themselves. 

Bro.  Lacy  Oliver  reported  on  the  Relief  and  Annuity  program  for 
retired  Baptist  employees.  He  emphasized  the  fact  that  we  tend  to 
forget  the  preacher  when  he  has  served  out  his  days  in  the  ministrv 
and  pleaded  for  our  support  of  this  program  of  relief  in  a  worthy- 
manner.    The  report  was  adopted  by  the  group. 

RELIEF  AND  ANNUITY  REPORT 

The  Relief  and  Annuity  Board's  purpose  is  to  assure  the  ministers  of  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention  a  means  of  security  during  the  late  years  of  their 
lives,  when  their  active  ministry  ends.  It  is  also  some  means  of  security  for  the 
widows  of  ministers. 

Last  year  was  the  greatest  year  in  the  Relief  and  Annuity  Board's  history. 
In  1950  there  were  only  2,519  certificates  in  all  plans  used,  as  compared  with 
15,554  certificates  issued  in  1954. 

Two  new  plans  were  inaugurated  by  our  Board  last  year — the  Ministers  Se- 
curity Plan  and  the  Southern  Baptist  Protection  Plan.  Ministers  will  do  well  to 
check  into  the  benefits  that  these  new  plans  offer. 

As  in  previous  years  more  has  been  spent  than  Southern  Baptists  gave.  The 
amount  for  relief  from  Cooperative  Program  funds  is  set  by  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee and  the  Convention  at  $186,666.70.  In  fourteen  states  more  was  spent  'for 
relief  than  was  received. 

The  total  cost  of  the  Ministers  Security  Plan  is  five  per  cent  for  the  minister, 
five  per  cent  for  the  church  and  five  per  cent  for  the  state  convention. 

Each  church  should  be  concerned  with  its  pastor's  future  security  and  make 
plans  to  participate  in  the  plan  if  the  minister  is  allowed  to  participate.

Mrs.  Dale  Mitchiner,  ASSOCIATIONAL  MISSIONARY,  then  gave 
a  report  of  her  activities  for  the  past  year.  Mention  was  made  of  the 
duties  of  the  missionary,  located  in  the  1953  Associational  Minute  ;, 
p.  20,  and  that  her  work  has  been  carried  out  along  this  line.  She 
had  prepared  a  wall  chart  of  the  churches  of  the  Association  showing 
which  ones  have  Sunday  Schools,  Training  Unions,  W.  M.  U.'s,  Bro- 
therhoods; those  that  had  Bible  Schools,  that  provide  for  training 
courses,  and  that  encourage  subscriptions  to  the  state  Baptist  paper. 
She  raised  the  question  of  whether  we  as  churches  have  grown  spir- 
itually as  we  have  improved  physically.  On  motion  this  report  was 
adopted. 

ASSOCIATIONAL  MISSIONARY'S  REPORT 

If  you  ever  want  to  know  just  what  the  duties  of  your  associational  mis- 
sionary are,  I  refer  you  to  the  Associational  Minutes  of  1953,  page  20.  You 
will  find  there  the  report  of  a  Special  Committee  outlining  the  duties  of  the 
Associational  Missionary.    This  report  was  adopted  by  the  Association.

Baptists  believe  that  Christianity  is  a  teaching  religion,  and  this  belief  is 
well  rooted  in  the  New  Testament.  Jesus  set  the  example  by  taking  His  dis- 
ciples apart  from  the  crowds  and  teaching  them. 

The  Scriptures  tell  us  "as  a  man  thinketh,  so  is  he",  so  we  see  the  import^ 
ance  of  providing  Christian  literature  for  our  children  in  order  to  improve 
their  thinking. 

News  stands  and  book  stores  are  loaded  with  literature  of  every  descrip- 
tion. Much  of  this  material  for  reading  is  worldly,  sinful  and  vulgar,  and  it 
has  no  place  in  a  Christian  home. 

Our  Baptist  literature  is  among  the  best,  and  our  hearts  and  spirits;  are 
lifted  by  reading  these  publications.  We  are  blessed  in  having  Christian  peri- 
odicals for  both  adults  and  young  people. 

May  the  churches  of  our  Johnston  Association  put  more  stress  upon  the' 
necessity  of  our  people  reading  the  Bible  and  Christian  literature  in  our  homes 
to  promote  better  thinking  and  better  living.

The  Cooperative  Program  and  Lot- 
tie Moon  Offering  were  emphasized  as  vita"  links  in  our  channel  of 
service.    The  report  was  adopted  by  the  body. 

REPORT  OF  WOMAN'S  MISSIONARY  UNION 

During  the  past  year  women  of  the  Johnston  Baptist  Association  have  had 
an  opportunity  to  apply  our  W.  M.  U.  watchword,  "Loborers  together  with  God", 
through  the  channels  of  Woman's  Missionary  Union.  We  have  striven  to  en- 
courage the  young  people  in  our  homes  and  churches  by  providing  for  them 
Sunbeam  Bands,  Girls'  Auxiliaries,  Royal  Ambassador  Chapters,  and  Young 
Women's  Auxiliaries.  Though  it  has  been  suggested  by  southwide  and  sta'e 
W.  M.  U.  and  Brotherhood  leaders  that  the  boys'  organizations) — the  R.  A.'s — 
receive  sponsorship  from  the  laymen  of  our  churches,  our  women  continue  to 
keep  a  watchful  eye  on  these  our  boys  by  providing  periodicals  and  ofcher  ma- 
terials needed.  There  have  been  four  A-l  organizations  among  our  boys'  groups 
this  pa^t  year.  They  are:  the  Jr.  and  Int.  chapters  of  the  Bailey  church  and 
the  Jr.  and  Int.  R.  A.  Chapters  of  the  Clayton  church.  It  is  our  belief  that,  with 
the  increased  interest  of  the  laymen  in  our  churches,  and  in  particular  the  Bro- 
therhood groups,  new  emphasis  will  be  added  to  our  boys'  work  and  we  shall 
have  increased  numbers  in  this  organization.    They,  too,  are  "Laborers  togeth- 
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er  with  God"  in  that  they  strive  to  know  their  own  community  and  its  needs 
through  knightly  deeds. 

Other  young  people's  groups  have  been  busy  about  the  Master's  business, 
inasmuch  as  we  have  one  A-l  Y.  W.  A.  The  Clayton  Y.  W.  A.  has  achieved 
this  distinction.  While  older  sisters  have  been  busy  our  younger  girls  have  not 
been  unaware  of  Christ's  command  to  go.  These  have  achieved  an  A-l  rating 
through  the  channels  of  Girls'  Auxiliary:  Princeton  Jr.  G.  A.;  Pine  Level  Jr.  G. 
A.  and  Bailey  Int.  G.  A.  fTo  have  achieved  such  a  distinction  means  that  these 
girls  and  their  faithful  leaders  have  met  regularly  and  studied  missions  around 
the  world.  It  also  means  they  have  been  mindful  of  the  needs  about  them  and 
have  done  what  they  could  to  make  Christ  known  to  the  ends  of  the  earth.  Sure- 
ly, we  would  not  forget  our  babies — our  Sunbeams.  They,  too,  have  been  busy 
achieving  A-l  organizations.  In  the  Clayton  and  Bailey  churches  there  are  two 
Sunbeam  groups  for  each  church.  They  have  attained  a  superior  rating,  or  A-l 
organization  as  we  call  them.  Also  the  Pine  Level  Sunbeams  are  A-l  again, 
as  well  as  the  Selma  Sunbeams. 

Three  societies  have  attained  A-l  organizations;  namely,  Bailey,  Pine  Level 
and  Selma.  Last  spring  our  annual  a^ssociational  meeting  was  held,  with  a  re- 
cord number  of  women  attending  when  the  Selma  church  served  as  hostess, 
Mrs.  John  Wacaster  represented  the  state  office  at  this  meeting,  and  Miss  Carol 
Leigh  Humphreys,  missionary  to  Nigeria,  West  Africa,  was  our  missionary 
speaker.  [They  stirred  our  hearts  as  they  pointed  out  the  needs  at  home  and 
abroad. 

A  successful  leadership  conference  was  held  last  November  with  Mrs.  W. 
K.  McGee,  state  stewardship  chairman,  ^s  guest  speaker.  In  early  January  a 
successful  mission  study  institute  was  held,  with  information  being  given  about 
our  spring  studies.  We  traveled  through  the  frozen  waste  lands  of  Alaska  and 
talked  with  missionaries  who  have  established  a  strong  and  progressive  Bap- 
tist work  there.  Then  we  traveled  to  the  Isle  of  Enchantment  and  surveyed 
again  the  Baptist  work  that  is  being  done  in  Cuba.  As  a  result  of  such  meet- 
ings to  inform  our  women  and  our  desire  to  know  about  the  needs  of  the  world, 
there  were  2,319  women  and  young  people  enrolled  in  180  mission  study  classes 
this  past  year.  There  have  been  1,932  women  and  young  people  who  read  a 
mission  study  book.  Thus  their  vision  has  been  enlarged,  and  they  have  a 
keener  awareness  o'f  the  need  to  send  the  Gospel  around  the  world — this  be- 
cause they  read  and  studied.  Only  as  we  know  do  we  care,  and  only  as  we  care 
do  we  give.  Nor  has  our  only  interest  been  that  of  attending  classes  and  read- 
ing books — we  have  given  our  time  and  substance.  Offering's  to  special  sea- 
sons of  prayer  have  amounted  to  $6,77173,  with  the  largest  amount  going  to  our 
Lottie  Moon  Christmas  offering.  It  is  our  earnest  hope  that  our  gifts  will  far 
exceed  that  amount  this  year.  As  our  knowledge  increases  about  the  areas  of 
the  world,  so  will  our  giving  increase.  Hence  it  is  important  that  our  minds  be 
kept  alert  to  the  haopen:ngs  about  us  and  the  need  for  Christs's  message  to  be 
sent  to  the  ends  of  the  earth. 
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The  Business  Women's  Federation  has  continued  to  ma<ke  progress  under 
the  leadership  of  Mrs.  William  Barnes  as  chairman. 

Our  women  and  young  people  working  together  throughout  the  year  have 
seen  a  total  of  60  groups  participating  in  community  missions.  We  have  a  to- 
tal of  1,592  periodicals  going  into  our  homes,  and,  as  we  see  from  the  amounts 
given  above  we  have  been  aware  of  the  responsibilities  that  are  ours  in  the 
matter  of  stewardship.  There  remains  much  to  be  done,  and  in  the  days  ahead 
we  pledge  ourselves  anew  to  the  task  that  awaits  us.  We  are  mindful  always 
that  only  through  a  personal  knowledge  of  Christ  are  we  able  to  tell  the  story 
of  peace  to  our  neighbors  and  tha,t  only  through  our  gifts  may  we  travel  to  ev- 
ery area  of  the  world.

With  the  Vice-Moderator,  Bro.  Troy  Jones  presiding,  the  program 
continued.  Bro.  Wayland  Jones  gave  the  Historian's  Report — the  his- 
tory of  New  Bethel  Church.  He  mentioned  the  tendency  of  churches 
becoming  more  history-minded.  Bro.  Jones  expressed  his  apprecia- 
tion for  the  aid  of  Bro.  Louis  Parrish  in  securing  the  history.  His 
report  was  adopted. 

A  HISTORY  OF  NEW  BETHEL  BAPTIST  CHURCH 

In  seeking  to  establish  a  date  for  the  founding  of  New  Bethel  Baptist  Church, 
one  is  'forced  to  go  back  into  the  history  of  the  old  Wake  Bethel  Church,  for  it 
and  the  present  church  in  reality  are  the  same.  The  changing  of  the  name  to 
New  Bethel  was  an  incidental  result  of  the  move  to  the  present  location  in  1860. 

Wake  Bethel,  as  the  church  was  first  called,,  was  established  sometime  be- 
tween the  years  1805  and  1811,  according  to  the  best  information  available.  It 
was  then  located  southeast  of  Garner  just  off  what  is  now  U.  S.  70  highway. 
Then  in  the  April,  1858,  church  conference  the  church  considered  the  question 
of  whether  to  build  a  new  church  or  repair  the  old  one.  "The  church  concluded 
to  build  a  new  church  provided  they  could  raise  a  sufficient  amount  of  money." 

Land  was  given  by  Mr.  William  Rand,  and  a  new  church  was  built  and  com- 
pleted in  July,  1860;  the  church  moved  to  the  present  location. 

The  new  church  building,  while  larger  than  the  one  at  the  old  location,  was 
still  just  a  one-room  structure  and  faced  almost  opposite  from  the  present  build- 
ing. 

The  'first  mention  of  a  Sunday  School  at  New  Bethel  is  found  in  the  Church 
Record  Book  for  1864.  To  provide  for  separation  of  the  classes,  curtains  were 
drawn  across  the  room  of  the  church  dividing  it  into  four  or  more  sections. 
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During  the  Civil  War,  probably  on  April  11  or  12,  1864,  General  Sherman's 
Army  came  through  this  section  of  the  country.  They  were  shooting  things  up 
in  general,  and  as  they  passed  by  the  church  they  fired  several  shots  at  it, 
leaving  one  very  noticeable  hole  just  under  one  of  the  front  windows.  When 
the  church  was  rebuilt  in  1930,  Mr.  A.  J.  Bryan  removed  this  board  and  used 
it  as  part  of  the  casing  for  one  of  the  inside  doors.  Today  this  hole  can  be 
seen  above  the  front  right-hand  door  as  one  of  the  most  unique  reminders  of 
the  Civil  War  period. 

In  passing  we  note  that  up  until  1873  Negro  slaves  were  allowed  to  worship 
in  the  church.  The  records  indicate  that  for  several  years  the  number  of  white 
and  colored  members  were  nearly  equal.  Because  of  their  status  as  slaves, 
however,  Negroes  were  given  no  voice  in  directing  church  affairs.  In  1873 
all  Negroes  withdrew  from  the  church,  since  they  were  free  to  establish  their 
own  church. 

And  so  the  church  worshipped  and  grew  in  the  one-room  building  until  1930. 
In  September  of  that  year,  New  Bethel  Church  under  the  leadership  of  Rev. 
Paul  Caudill,  decided  to  go  into  a  building  program,  and  the  following  commit- 
tees were  appointed  to  serve:  Bros.  George  W.  Bryan,  W.  T.  Johnson,  A.  J.  Bry- 
an, R.  I.  Smith,  L.  C.  Yearigam,  C.  L.  Wrenn  and  Melvin  Hocutt.  The  finance 
committee,  for  the  undertaking,  was  composed  of  Bros.  W.  R.  Britt  and  C.  P. 
Bryan.  This  building  program  which  lasted  from  1930  to  1938,  resulted  in  a 
new,  nine-room  brick  building  erected  at  a  cost  of  more  than  $6,000. 

In  1949  and  again  in  1953,  it  became  evident  that  more  worship  space  wlas 
needed  and  building  programs  were  undertaken.  These  have  resulted  in  ad- 
ditional Sunday  School  rooms  connected  to  the  main  building,  a  parsonage,  a 
heating  plant  and  a  new  educational  building,  which  was  opened  the  first  Sun- 
Under  the  leadership  of  Rev.  Lacy  Oliver,  the  church  has  completed  the  or- 
ganization of  a  full  mission  program,  in  addition  to  its  Sunday  School  and 
Training  Union.  In  keeping  with  its  belief  that  the  church  should  provide  an 
interesting  well-balanced  program  for  its  young  people,  the  church  has  spon- 
sored church  teams  in  basketball  and  baseball  for  the  past  two  years. 

The  church  has  licensed  four  preachers,  one  a  colored  man  by  the  name  of 
Turner  in  1864.  Since  then  it  has  licensed  Edward  Banks,  Ryburn  Stancil  and 
McCloud  Bryan  to  preach,  the  latter  two  still  enjoying  fruitful  ministries. 

In  1863  the  church  adopted  a  resolution  which  serves  to  remind  us  of  the 
mission  and  spirit  of  this  church.  It  reads,  "Oh,  Lord,  we  pray  that  the  little 
vine  Thou  hast  planted  at  this  plaoe  may  grow  and  spread  its  tender  brajnches 
until  it  shall  entwine  around  every  sinner's  heart  in  this  neighborhood."

Two  anthems,  which  were  rendered  as  special  music  by  the  Wilson's 
Mills  youth  choir,  were  appreciated  by  the  ones  present. 
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The  CONSTITUTION  AND  BY-LAWS  report  was  read  by  Bro. 
Larry  Mayo.  This  report  consisted  of  a  practically  new  constitution, 
the  result  of  a  study  by  Bro.  Mayo's  committee.  After  suggested 
changes  by  agreement  and  discussion  from  the  floor,  the  amended 
report  was  adopted  by  the  association.  The  new  constitution  is  given 
in  full  as  follows : 

CONSTITUTION 

ARTICLE  I.  NAME 
The  name  of  this  Association  shall  be  the  Johnston  Baptist  Association. 

ARTICLE  II.  OBJECTS 
The  object  and  purpose  of  the  Association  shall  be  to  counsel  together  for 
the  enlargement,  expansion  and  strengthening  0f  the  work  of  our  Lord;  to  pro- 
mote unLy,  growth  and  fellowship  among  the  member  churches;  and  to  further 
the  spirit  of  cooperation  with  and  in  Baptist  work  in  general  as  set  forth  by 
the  Baptist  State  Convention. 

ARTICLE  III.  MEMBERSHIP 
The  membership  of  the  Association  shall  be  composed  of  ihe  pastors  o'f  all 
aifiliated  churches  and  ordained  ministers  of  affiliating  churches  who  are  not 
active  and  three  messengers  from  each  church  for  the  first  one  hundred  mem- 
bers or  fraction  thereof,  and  one  additional  messenger  'from  each  church  for 
each  additional  one  hundred  members  or  major  fraction  thereof.  Such  mes- 
sengers shall  be  duly  certified  in  the  annual  letters  sent  by  the  churches  to  the 
annual  meeting  of  the  Association.  The  courtesies  of  the  floor  may  be  extend- 
ed at  the  discretion  cf  »he  body  to  representatives  of  our  denominational  in- 
terests, and  also  to  ministers  and  members  of  other  Christian  organizations. 

ARTICLE  IV.  NEW  CHURCHES 

The  Association  may  receive  other  Baptist  churches  into  its  fellowship  on 
receipt  of  le  ters  of  dismission  from  other  like  organizations.  It  may  also  re- 
ceive newly  constituted  churches  whose  articles  of  faith  harmonize  with  the 
generally  accepted  Articles  of  Faith  among  Southern  Baptists.  Any  newly 
organized  church  applying  for  admission  to  the  fellowship  of  the  Association 
shall  be  received  under  the  watch-care  of  the  Association  for  one  year,  after 
which,  upon  recommendation  of  the  Executive  Committee,  it  may  be  voted  into 
full  fellowship  o'f  the  Association. 

ARTICLE  V.  MEETINGS 

The  Association  shall  meet  annually  at  such  time  and  place  as  it  may  decide 
at  the  preceding  annual  meeting.  The  Executive  committee,  hereinafter  pro- 
vided for,  shall  have  the  authority  to  change  the  place  and  time  of  meeting  in 
the  event  a  sudden  emergency  shall  make  such  change  advisable. 

ARTICLE  VI.  AUTHORITY 

The  Association  shall  be  clothed  with  authority  only  to  advise  the  churches 
touching  all  things  pertaining  to  their  interest,  but  shall  in  no  case  control  or 
direct  them  w"th  reference  to  their  own  government  or  internal  policy. 
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ARTICLE  VII.  ORGANIZATION 


The  officers  of  the  Association  shall  be  a  moderator,  whose  term  of  office 
shall  be  limited  to  two  one  year  periods,  and  who  shall  hot  be  eligible  to  suc- 
ceed himself  after  such  2  year  period;  a  Vice-Moderator?  Clerk,  Treasurer  and 
Historian;  these  officers  shall  be  elected  each  year  by  the  Association  at  its 
annual  meeting  and  shall  hold  office  for  one  year  or  until  their  successors  are 
elected.  The  Moderator  shall  be  elected  at  the  Association  at  its  annual  meet- 
ing held  in  1955,  and  annually  thereafter;  the  Moderator  to  preside  over  the 
sessions  of  the  body;  the  Vice-Moderator  to  preside  in  his  absence;  the  Clerk  to 
record,  print  and  distribute  the  minutes  of  the  body,  and  to  keep  on  file  these 
and  all  other  important  papers;  the  Treasurer  to  receive  and  disburse  all  funds 
of  the  Association  subject  to  its  order;  the  Auditor  to  examine  the  Treasurer's 
books  at  the  close  of  each  session  and  to  render  a  report  before  adjournment; 
the  Historian  to  report  to  the  Association  each  year  at  the  annual  session  and 
to  keep  an  accurate  history  of  the  work.  1 

ARTICLE  VIII.  COMMITTEES 

The  Moderator  shall  appoint  the  following  committees  at  the  general  meet- 
ing of  the  Association. 

(a)  To  nominate  the  officers  of  the  Association; 

(b)  On  Order  of  Business  and  to  prepare  associational  programs. 

(c)  On  Time,  Place  and  Preacher  for  the  next  session; 

(d)  On  Resolutions; 

(e)  On  Memorials; 

(f )  Such  other  Committees  as  he  may  deem  necessary 

ARTICLE  IX.  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE 

The  Association  shall  elect  annually  an  Executive  Committee  which  shall 
have  authority  between  regular  sessions  of  the  Association  to  act  for  the  body 
in  necessary  matters,  executing  the  plans  and  work  of  the  Association  in  what- 
ever manner  may  seem  advisable,  a  full  report  of  its  work  being  presented  an- 
nually with  such  recommendations  as  may  seem  wise.  In  case  of  death  or 
removal  of  a  member  the  committee  may  appoint  a  successor  to  act  until  the 
next  meeting  of  the  Association. 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  elective  and  ex- officio  mem- 
bers. The  elective  members  shall  be  six  laymen,  three  men  and  three  women 
no  two  of  whom  shall  be  members  of  the  same  church;  and  they  shall  be  elect- 
ed for  two-year  terms  so  that  each  year  the  Association  will  elect  thrfee  lay 
members  of  the  Executive  Committee.  The  Moderator  of  the  Association  shall 
be  an  ex-officio  member  of  the  committee,  and  shall  act  as  its  chairman.  In 
addition  to  the  Moderator,  the  following  persons  shall  be  ex-officio  members  of 
the  Committee:  Vice-Moderator  Clerk,  Treasurer,  Auditor,  and  Historian  of 
the  Association;  also,  the  Associational  heads  of  Sunday  School,  Training  Union, 
Woman's  Missionary  Union  and  Brotherhood,  the  pastors  of  the  churches  in 
the  Association,  and  the  persons  who  are  to  make  reports  to  the  Association  the 
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following  year  on  Christian  Education,  Christian  Literature  and  American  Bible 
Society,  Temperance  and  Public  Morals,  Cooperative  Program,  Benevolences 
(which  shall  include  the  Orphanage,  Hospital  Home  for  the  Aging,  Relief  and 
Annuity  Board),  and  Associational  Missionary.  All  ex-officio  members  shall 
have  a  right  t0  vote  on  all  matters.  Ten  (10)  members  present  at  an  Execu- 
tive Committee  meeting  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

ARTICLE  X.  GENERAL  PROVISIONS 

(a)  This  Association  shall  not  have  power  to  annul  the  discipline  or  ex- 
ercise authority  over  any  church  connected  with  it  but  may  advise  w|th  and 
sever  its  connection  with  any  church  that  neglects  to  preserve  Gospel  order. 

(b)  Each  church  shall  send  to  the  annual  meetings  of  the  Association  a 
letter  (the  blanks  to  be  furnished  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Association),  carefully 
filled  as  per  blank  suggestions,  stating  the  full  work  of  the  church  for  the  year 
ending  %he  last  Sunday  in  September. 

(c)  The  Association  shall  foster  Associational  Missions,  State  Missions,  Home 
Missions,  Foreign  Missions,  Christian  Education,  the  Ministers'  Relief  and  An- 
nuity Boardj  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  Orphanage,  Hospital,  Home  'for  the 
Aging,  and  the  American  Bible  Society,  and  each  church  shall  be  encouraged 
to  contribute  to  the  support  of  these  objects  regularly  and  sysitjematically. 

(d)  The  Proceedings  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Union  shall  be  recorded 
as  a  part  of  the  Minutes  of  the  Association. 

ARTICLE  XL  ADOPTION  AND  REVISION 

This  Constitution  shall  take  effect  immediately  upon  its  adoption  and  shall 
supercede  any  and  all  Constitutions  previously  adopted. 

The  same  may  be  revised  at  any  annual  session  of  the  Association  upon  af- 
firmative vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present  and  voting,  provided  the 
proposed  revision  shall  have  been  presented  in  writing  to  the  Executive  Corn- 
mi  itee  prior  to  the  annual  meeting  for  information  only;  and  provided  that  the 
proposed  revision  shall  be  presented  at  the  first  day  of  the  annual  meeting  of 
the  Association,  but  shall  not  be  voted  on  until  the  second  day  of  such  annual 
meeting  at  such  time  the  Moderator  may  designate  by  public  announcement. 

RULES  OF  ORDET? 

1.  All  meetings  of  the  body  shall  be  opened  and  closed  with  devotional  ser- 
vices. 

2.  Representatives  from  ten  churches  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

3.  Messengers  shall  be  recognized  by  letters  from  their  churches  designating 
them  as  such. 

4.  Members  desiring  to  speak  shall  first  rise  and  address  the  Moderator, 
shall  use  the  term  "brother",  or  "sister",  as  the  case  may  be,  in  speaking  to 
each  other  and  shall  not  speak  on  the  same  subject  more  than  twice  without 
permission. 

5.  The  roll  of  members  shall  be  called  at  least  once,  and  absentees  marked. 

6.  Corresponding  messengers  and  visiting  brethren  shall  be  invited  to  seats 
with  the  privilege  of  speaking  but  not  voting. 
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7.  A  copy  of  the  minutes  shall  be  sent  to  each  of  the  following:  the  General 
and  Statistical  Corresponding  Secretaries  of  the  State  Mission  Board,  Librarian 
of  Wake  Forest  College,  Librarian  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Theological  Semi- 
nary, Louisville,  Ky.,  Secretary  of  Survey  and  Statistics,  Baptist  Sunday  School 
Board  Nashville,  Tenn.,  Samuel  Colgate  Historical  Collection,  Colgate  Univer- 
sity, Hamilton,  N.  Y.;  American  Baptist  Society,  Crozer  Seminary,  Chester  Pa.; 
Southwestern  Baptist  Theological  Seminary,  Fort  Worth,  Texas;  and  to  South- 
eastern Baptist  Theological  Seminary,  Wake  Forest,  N.  C. 

8.  All  questions  of  order  not  herein  provided  for  shall  be  decided  by  Ker- 
foot's  Parliamentary  Law. 


Bro.  Hugh  Upchurch  presented  the  AMERICAN  BIBLE  SOCIETY 
report — a  report  prepared  by  the  Society  telling  something  of  its  ex- 
tensive work.  He  encouraged  participation  in  the  Bible-reading  pro- 
ject from  Thanksgiving  to  Christmas,  which  is  sponsored  by  the  So- 
ciety, and  stated  the  vital  place  of  reading  God's  Word.  His  report 
was  approved. 

AMERICAN  BIBLE  SOCIETY  REPORT 

Travel  to  a  desert  area  in  northwest  India.  Stand  with  a  group  of  men  gath- 
ered around  a  young  Christian  layman  working  as  a  government  surveyor.  He 
is  using  an  opportunity  to  tell  the  good  news  of  Jesus  Christ  to  men  who  never 
heard  the  gospel  before. 

As  the  young  man  speaks  of  the  Bible,  one  of  his  older  listeners  asks,  "Is  that 
book  in  my  language?"

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Second  Day,  Trinity  Church,  Morning  Session 


The  second  day's  session  met  with  Trinity  church.  After  the  Mod- 
erator had  called  the  meeting  to  order,  Bro.  Joe  Sumner,  filling  in  for 
Bro.  Blake  Thomas  who  could  not  be  present,  led  in  the  singing  of  the 
hymns,  "Joy  to  the  World"  and  "Must  Jesus  Bear  the  Cross  Alone?" 
The  devotional  thought  was  brought  by  Bro.  Troy  Page,  Sr.  who  read 
a  passage  of  Scripture  and  led  in  prayer. 

The  minutes  of  the  previous  day's  session  were  read  by  Bro.  Clyde 
Yates,  Jr.,  and  were  adopted  by  the  group.  The  pastors  of  the  Asso- 
ciation present  at  the  meeting  were  recognized  and  numbered  25. 

The  Digest  of  Church  Letters  was  presented  by  Mrs.  Dale  Mitchiner. 
Using  a  wa*l  chart,  she  gave  statistics  on  baptisms,  members,  Sunday 
School  enrollment,  Vacation  Bible  School  enrollment,  Woman's  Mis- 
sionary Union  enrollment;  Baptist  Training  Union  enrollment,  Bro- 
therhood enrollment,  total  expenditures  and  mission  expenditures.  In 
some  of  these  areas  there  were  losses  over  the  past  year,  while  in  oth- 
ers gains  were  made.  She  emphasized  the  January  Bible  Study  and 
tried  to  encourage  the  churches  to  have  more  and  earn  more  awards  for 
courses  of  study.  The  information  received  in  the  letters  of  the  chur- 
ches is  given  in  full  in  the  tables  found  in  the  back  of  the  minutes. 

Bro.  J.  M.  Hayes  of  the  Home  for  the  Aging  was  given  a  place  on 
the  program  having  been  rnstble  to  be  present  at  the  time  this  partic- 
ular report  was  given.  He  spoke  of  a  pamphlet  prepared  by  the 
Homes,  giving  information  about  our  work  with  the  aging.  He  an- 
nounced plans  for  a  new  building  to  be  begun  soon.  Many  of  those 
who  attended  last  year's  session  were  reminded  of  Uncle  John  Holt  as 
Bro.  Hayes  told  of  his  feeble  condition.  He  expressed  his  apprecia- 
tion for  this  opportunity  to  speak. 

Bro.  Larry  Mayo  gave  the  report  on  CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION. 
He  spoke  of  the  Baptist  Student  Union's  importance  as  a  channel  of 
Christian  training  for  our  students  on  non-denominational  campuses. 
Representatives  from  three  of  our  Junior  coFeges  were  present,  and 
each  one  was  given  an  opportunity  to  speak.  Bro.  Dwain  Amburn,  of 
Campbell  College,  mentioned  that  the  school  he  represents,  because  of 
its  location,  is  a  great  asset  to  this  association.  Trained  Christian 
leadership  is  an  urgent  matter.  When  we  realize  that  93%  of  the 
trained  leaders  in  our  churches  were  trained  in  denominational 
schools,  we  can  see  that  our  Baptist  schools  are  important.  Yet,  only 
about  one-fourth  of  our  Baptist  students  attend  Baptist  schools.  He 
told  of  present  needs  at  CampbeF  and  invited  the  delegates  to  visit 
the  school.  Bro.  Oscar  Creech,  representing  Chowan  College,  empha- 
sized the  fact  that  where  Christ  is  present  on  the  college  campus  it 
makes  a  great  deal  of  difference.  He  mentioned  Gordon  Gray's  state- 
ment in  which  he  recognized  the  value  of  denominational  schools  as 
doing  the  job  state  schools  cannot  do.    Wingate  College  was  repre- 
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sented  by  Bro.  Budd  Smith,  the  president  of  the  school.  He  pleaded 
for  our  people  to  guide  the  young  peop'e  toward  church -related 
schools  and  told  of  how  our  colleges  make  real  persons  of  the  boys  and 
girls  who  attend  them.  The  object  of  our  seven  colleges  is  to  let 
everything  we  try  to  do  be  Christ-centered,  he  said.  Dr.  Mayo's  re- 
port was  adopted  by  the  Association. 

REPORT  ON  CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION 

Missionary  Baptists  consider  it  necessary  to  operate  theological  seminaries 

and  colleges.  Throughout  their  history  they  have  supported  these  colleges  and 
seminaries  along  with  their  orphanages,  hospitals,  homes  of  the  aging,  state  mis- 
sions activities,  home  missions  and  foreign  missions. 

As  Southern  Baptist  we  seem  to  believe  that  there  is  an  ever-growing  need 
for  increasing  the  number  and  enlarging  the  present  theological  seminaries  'for 
the  training  of  ministers  of  the  gospel  and  other  full-time  Christian  workers. 
In  addition  to  our  five  Southern  Baptist  theological  seminaries,  we  aid  the 
American  Baptist  Seminary  for  Negroes  in  Nashville  Tennessee,  and  the  Car- 
ver School  of  Missions  and  Social  Work.  These  seven  institutions  had  a  total 
enrollment  of  5,782  young  people  last  year  studying  for  various  phases  of  full- 
time  Christian  service,  including  3,826  ministers  and  810  mission  volunteers. 

Southern  Baptists  in  this  Convention  year  1955  propose  to  give  to  these  seven 
seminaries  a  total  of  $3,  095,  225.96  from  their  Cooperative  Program  funds  for  an 
average  of  $535  per  student.  These  funds  will  be  used  'for  both  operating  the 
seminaries  and  providing  new  buildings  and  other  capital  improvements.  At 
the  present  time  there  is  a  special  committee  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Conven- 
tion considering  the  advisability  of  adding  one  or  more  new  seminaries,  and  may- 
be Bible  institutes.  This  investment  in  seminary  training  for  these  young  peo- 
ple represents  almost  26  cents  out  of  every  Cooperative  Program  dollar  made 
available  for  our  Southern  Baptist  Convention  work.  This  seems  to  be  a  very 
positive  statement  that  Southern  Baptst  believe  it  important  to  make  available 
such  facilities  for  their  leaders. 

Behind  this  Southwide  program,  wi'h  the  suppor.  and  undor  the  control  of  the 
various  Baptist  State  Conventions  in  our  Southern  Convention  territory,  there 
are  in  ODeration  30  senior  colleges,  21  junior  colleges,  eight  academies  and  four 
Bible  schools,  with  a  total  enrollment  last  college  year  of  53. 457  studen  s.  Of 
these  53,457  college  students,  6,628  are  ministerial  students  and  2,011  are  mis- 
sion volunteers. 

Here  in  North  Carolina,  in  addition  to  the  Southeastern  Seminary  on  the  Wake 
Forest  College  campus  we  have  seven  Baptist  colleges  with  a  total  enrollment 
of  approximately  6,000  young  people?  750  of  whom  are  training  for  the  ministry 
and  full-time  mission  service.    Unfortunately,  North  Carolina  Baptists  are  not 
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providing  as  much  financial  assistance  for  the  young  man  or  young  woman  en- 
rolled in  one  of  these  colleges  as  Southern  Baptists  provide  for  the  seminary 
students.  In  fact,  in  this  year  1955  our  Cooperative  Program  budget  is  expected 
to  provide  $945,146.00,  or  an  average  of  little  more  than  $150  per  student  for 
both  operating  and  capital  purposes  in  our  seven  North  Carolina  Baptist  colleges. 
With  the  success  of  our  Nine-Year  Program  of  Advance  these  colleges  will  con- 
tinue to  receive  increased  amounts  to  enable  them  to  do  more  effectively  what 
Baptists  expect  them  to  do. 

These  seven  colleges  in  North  Carolina  are:  Wake  Forest  Meredith,  Mars  Hill, 
Campbell,  Gardner-Webb,  Wingate  and  Chowan.  Wake  Forest  will  be  moved 
to  Winston-Salem  in  June,  1956,  and  the  Southeastern  Seminary  will  then  take 
over  all  the  property  of  the  campus  at  Wake  Forest,  N.  C.  All  of  these  seven 
colleges  are  in  building  and  expansion  programs  trying  to  provide  for  the  ever 
increasing  number  of  students  wanting  to  at. end  Baptist"  colleges.  Certainly  as 
Baptists  we  are  now  facing  our  greatest  opportunities  in  the  work  of  Christian 
education. 

In  our  own  Association  we  learn  that  there  are  over  two  hundred  twenty- 
five  students  attending  college.  Of  this  number  only  a  small  per  cent  are  at- 
tending our  Baptist  schools  and  colleges.  As  pastors  we  must  counsel  with  our 
young  people  to  attend  our  Baptist  colleges  if  possible.  These  students  will  find 
on  our  Baptist  campuses  an  atmosphere  that  will  help  them  in  a  Christian 
growth  and  an  insight  into  the  Christian  way  of  life  in  whatever  vocation  they 
choose  in  life. 

The  committee  on  Christian  Education  of  our  Association  sponsored  a  fall  re- 
treat this  past  A  ugu'st  for  all  the  college  studen '  s  of  our  Association,  and  'for  the 
high  school  graduates  planning  to  attend  college.  The  group  met  a  the  Smith  ■ 
field  Baptist  Church  where  a  picnic  supper  was  served,  followed  by  a  program 
made  up  of  outstanding  personalities,  such  as  Dr.  W.  C.  Strickland,  professor  at 
Southeastern  Baptist  Seminary,  Wake  Forest  Dr.  Roger  Crook,  professor  at 
Meredith  College,  Raleigh,  Mrs  J.  B.  Hipps,  wife  of  a  former  missionary  to  Chi- 
na, Rev.  Douglas  Aldrich,  pastor  of  Forest  Hills  Baptist  Church,  Raleigh,  and 
Mr.  Tommie  Lee  Canipe,  student  at  Southeastern  Baptist  Seminary  who  was 
a  summer  missionary  to  Nigeria.  The  purpose  of  this  fall  retreat  was  to  chal- 
lenge our  students  in  college  to  make  their  Christian  faith  a  vital  part  of  their 
campus  life  and  activities. 

People  no  longer  question  the  need  for  knowledge  and  true  education.  The 
present  demands  of  our  world  make  education  a  necessity.  We  observe  the 
fruits  of  Christian  education  in  our  best  homes.  The  best  churches  are  those 
which  seek  trained  men  and  women  for  leadership.  Our  denominational  activi- 
ties in  all  departments  are  dependent  upon  trained  men  and  women.  Our  For- 
eign Mission  Board  insists  that  only  those  young  men  and  women  who  have  col- 
lege and  seminary  training  can  be  considered  prepared  to  carry  the  gospel  mes- 
sage to  the  world.  Our  missionaries  on  the  foreign  'fields  tell  us  how  inade- 
quate they  find  themselves  to  compete  wi  h  the  knowledge  of  the  leaders  of  other 
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religions  and  philosophies  of  life.  God  has  said,"My  people  are  destroyed  for 
lack  of  knowledge",  and  Baptists  believe  that  Christian  education  is  a  vital  part 
of  all  that  they  undertake  to  accomplish. 

As  Missionary  Baptism's  we  find  our  true  measure  in  our  willingness  to  forget 
self  'for  the  carrying  of  the  gospel  to  the  ends  of  the  earth.  What  we  do  in  our 
homes  and  in  our  local  churches  is  basic  and  necessary,  but  the  fullest  express- 
ion of  a  living  Christ  in  us  is  to  be  found  in  our  willingness  to  do  for  others 
and  ultimately  to  die,  if  reed  be,  that  others  may  live.  Christian  education,  to 
be  true,  must  enable  us  to  attain  to  the  fullest  this  goal  of  Christian  living.

The  report  of  the  BROTHERHOOD  was  brought  by  Bro.  R.  E.  Earp, 
who  read  the  account  prepared  by  Bro.  David  N.  Morris,  not  able  to 
be  present  at  the  meeting.  In  speaking  to  the  report,  Bro.  Earp  told 
of  the  beginning  of  the  Brotherhood  as  the  Laymen's  Missionary 
Movement  in  1907.  In  1926  the  name  was  changed  to  Baptist  Bro- 
therhood of  the  South.  All  phases  of  the  work  of  the  church  were 
included  in  this  new  organization .  Still,  there  is  only  a  small  per- 
centage of  the  men  of  our  churches  who  are  enlisted  in  Brotherhoods 

•we  are  failing  to  enlist  our  manpower.  He  stressed  the  Brother- 
hood as  being  a  fine  opportunity  for  fellowship,  Bro.  Lacy  Oliver 
added  that  the  Brotherhood  is  an  important  link  in  evangelism.  The 
group  voted  to  adopt  this  report. 

BROTHERHOOD  REPORT 

It  is  reported  ihat  there  are  very  few  Brotherhoods  in  operation  in  our  John- 
ston Association.  Those  churches  reporting  Brotherhoods  are  Bethesda,  New 
Bethel,  Pinkney?  and  Selma  the  newest  of  these  being  Selma,  organized  this 
year  with  an  overwhelming  response. 

It  is  distressing  that  such  a  large  association  as  Johnston  has  so  few  Brother- 
hoods, especially  percentage-wise  when  compared  to  the  number  of  churched 
we  have. 

This  distress  has  become  noticeable  to  our  Brotherhood  State  Secretary,  Hor- 
ace Easom,  and  our  State  Brotherhood  president,  Mr.  Ernest  Klutz.  For  this 
reason  fearing  lack  of  knowledge  of  the  Brotherhood's  true  function  as  a  pro- 
moting organization  and  not  a  fund-raising  organization,  our  State  Secretary 
is  requesting  an  associational  Brotherhood  Enlargement  Campaign  the  first 
week  in  March,  1956.  Mr.  Easom  is  asking  for  an  associational  approval  o'f  such 
a  request  and  that  a  specified  date  be  established  by  Johnston  Association.  It 
is  desired  that  a  barbecue  supper  be  given  and  that  the  men,  especially  church 
leaders,  be  invited.  At  such  time  plans  for  establishing  future  Brotherhoods 
will  be  made. 

Mr.  Easom  further  requests  that  the  leaders  in  the  now-active  Brotherhoods 
seek  to  attend  the  Brotherhood  Supper  during  our  N.  C.  State  Baptist  Con- 
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vention  at  Asheville,  N.  C,  on  the  night  of  November  14,  1955.  Brotherhood 
presidents  are  requested  to  obtain  the  names  of  those  who  will  attend  and  to 
submit  the  names  to  Mr.  Horace  Easom.

In  line  with  Bro.  Morris'  suggestion,  plans  were  to  be  worked  out 
for  an  associational  Brotherhood  Enlargement  Campaign  to  be  held 
in  the  spring.  Announcements  were  made  as  follows :  articles  found 
from  the  previous  day's  session  were  reported;  Bro.  Horace  Ricks  re- 
quested a  meeting  of  the  Nominating  Committee ;  Bro.  Roy  Campbel 
explained  the  utilities  of  the  building  and  the  provision  for  the  noon 
meal. 

The  EVANGELISM  Report  was  submitted  by  Bro.  Charles  Car- 
roll, who  then  emphasized  that  a  program  of  evangelism  is  vital  to 
our  advance.  A  Southern  Baptist  plan  of  evangelism  has  been  set 
up  in  the  light  of  this  and  is  outlined  in  Dr.  C.  E.  Matthews'  book,  A 
CHURCH  REVIVAL.  He  suggested  the  teaching  of  this  book  in  our 
churches  next  year.    His  report  was  accepted  by  the  body. 

REPORT  ON  EVANGELISM 

In  1947  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  adopted  a  program  of  evangelism  in 
its  session  held  in  St.  Louis,  Missouri}  and  ratified  this  program  in  its  session 
at  Memphis,  Tennessee,  in  1948. 

The  program  recommended  is  simple: 

(1)  Every  association  with  a  simultaneous  evangelistic  crusade 
every  year. 

(2)  Every  church  with  two  revivals  every  year  (one  simultaneous). 

(3)  A  perennial  visitation  program  of  evangelism  carried  on  in 
each  church  through  the  existing  church  agencies. 

Twenty-four  of  our  churches  participated  in  the  Simultaneous  Evangelistic 
Crusade  ths  year,  four  for  the  first  time.  These  twenty-four  churches  report- 
ed 199  baptisms  resulting  from  the  Crusade,  and  53  coming  by  letter.  Seven- 
teen churches  reported  holding  another  revival  during  the  year  with  86  bap- 
tisms and  33  coming  by  letter. 

The  program  recommended  by  our  Convention  is,  I  believe,  the  best  program 
of  evangelism  in  existence  today.  The  number  of  baptisms  shows  the  worth 
of  this  program:  from  285,000  in  1947  to  396,000  in  1954. 

The  objective  of  this  program  of  Evangelism  is  unquestionably  Christ's  ob- 
jective as  voiced  by  Him  in  the  Scriptures;  namely,  helping  all  preachers  to 
be  better  evangelists  and  all  Christians  effective  witnesses. 

I  hereby  recommend  that  we  bring  our  Association  and  local  churches  in  line 
with  the  recommendations  of  our  Convention.

REPORT  ON  THE  COOPERATIVE  PROGRAM 

Bro.  Glynn  Hill  gave  the  COOPERATIVE  PROGRAM  report.  He 
showed  charts  of  associational  giving  over  the  past  several  years. 
They  indicated  that  last  year's  gifts  to  the  Cooperative  Program  in- 
creased but  that  total  gifts  to  missions  had  decreased.  This  report 
including  the  graphs  Br.  Hill  prepared,  was  adopted  by  the  Associ- 
ation. 

In  the  1955  Annual  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention,  The  Executive  Com- 
mittee recommends:  "That  we  affirm  our  conviction  that  the  Cooperative  Pro- 
gram of  Southern  Baptists  is  the  fundamental,  effective,  and  mdispensible  chan- 
nel of  providing  for  the  needs  of  all  our  work;  and  that  we  continue  through 
every  means  at  our  disposal  to  urge  all  Baptists  to  join  in  giving  the  Cooperative 
Program  their  loyal  and  undivided  support."  The  key  words  in  this  statement 
are:    "channel  of  providing  for  the  needs  of  all  our  work." 

A  little  church  in  the  mountains  is  so  fundamental  that  it  believes  that  Jesus 
didn't  get  his  feet  wet  when  he  walked  on  the  sea  of  Galilee.  A  large  city 
church  is  so  liberal  that  it  believes  that  Jesus  walking  on  the  sea  was  an  hallu- 
cination. The  rest  of  us  are  somewhere  in  between  the  two,  and  so  we  disagree. 
However,  all  of  us  are  united  in  serving  Jesus  Christ,  and  we  will  agree  that 
there  are  pressing  needs  around  the  world.  So  we  cooperate  together  to  pro  • 
vide  for  these  needs;  we  call  this  cooperation  the  Cooperative  Program.  There- 
fore, the  Cooperative  Program  could  be  another  name  for  The  Southern  Baptist 
Convention. 

For  the  last  18  months  I  have  been  writing  a  biography  of  Clarence  Poe,  edi- 
tor of  the  Progressive  Farmer.  Dr.  Poe  stated  that  every  organization  should 
set  up  some  goalposts  and  then  provide  a  slight  amount  of  tension  until  the 
goals  are  reached.  Today,  I  would  like  to  set  up  some  goalposts  and  trust  that 
you  will  provide  the  tension.  These  are  goals  which  all  of  us  can  meet  and 
areas  in  which  we  all  can  cooperate. 

1.  WE  CAN  ALL  GIVE.  Some  people  have  a  legalistic  point  of  view  and 
say:  "give  one-tenth."  So  they  split  pennies  to  give  exactly  one-tenth.  I  have 
a  broader  concept  of  giving.  Jesus  expects  us  to  give  Him  our  lives.  We  spend 
part  of  our  lives  earning  money  so  he  expects  us  to  use  our  money  wisely.  There- 
fore we  s  hould  give  as  much  as  possible  back  to  him.  I  believe  in  tithing  be- 
cause God  accepted  it  as  a  worthy  amount  from  his  Jewish  children.  I  also  be- 
lieve that  if  I  can  give  more  and  don't.  I  am  as  wrong  as  if  I  didn't  give  any! 
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More  of  us  are  giving  more  of  our  money  to  the  Cooperative  Program.  The 
graphs  below  show  that  there  has  been  a  steady  increase  in  the  amounts,  as 
well  as  the  per  capita  gifts  to  the  Cooperative  Program  since  1952.  This  year 
we  gave  $25,290.11  to  the  Program.  Out  of  48  churches  in  the  Association,  47 
of  them  sent  letters  and  45  gave  to  the  Program.  This  is  a  good  report.  How- 
ever, in  spite  of  the  fact  that  someone  said,  "'figures  don't  lie",  they  do!  An 
examination  of  the  graph  on  Total  Gifts  to  Missions  shows  that  we  gave  $3,995 
less  this  year  than  last.  Our  Cooperative  giving  has  increased  but  our  total 
mission  giving  has  decreased. 

I  am  sure  that  we  win  want  to  continue  our  increased  giving  to  the  Cooper- 
ative Program  since  we  feel  our  leaders  in  State  and  Convention  work  are  more 
aware  of  the  relative  needs  of  areas  around  the  world.    I  am  also  sure  that  we 

will  want  to  in  rease  our  total  gif  s  to  missions. 

Here,  most  people's  idea  of  the  Cooperative  Program  stops  since  they  think 
only  in  terms  of  money.  I  would  like  to  broaden  the  concept  in  the  light  of 
our  definition. 

2.  WE  ALL  CAN  PRAY.  Prayer  is  when  I  stop  long  enough  for  God  to  talk 
things  over  with  me.  He  has  something  to  say,  and  I  have  something  to  say. 
Most  of  what  I  have  to  say  should  be  about  others.  I  pray  that  God  will  use 
my  little  baby  boy,  as  well  as  the  little  colored  baby  around  the  corner.  I  pray 
for  the  missionary  in  Palestine,  as  well  as  the  one  in  Louisiana.  I  pray  for 
Howard  Colson  in  Nashville  just  like  I  pray  for  Dale  Mitchiner  in  Wilson's 
Mills. 

We  ought  to  pray  for  our  leaders  as  they  are  listed  im  certain  publications. 
We  can  pray  if  we  can't  do  anything  else.  We  can  pray  at  a  definite  time  and 
for  definite  people. 

3.  WE  CAN  PROVIDE  PERSONNEL.  That  means  that  we  begin  in  the  Nur- 
sery emphasizing  that  the  greatest  thing  a  person  can  do  is  to  give  his  life  to  be 
used  in  some  area  of  the  world.  There  must  be  no  double  standard  in  the  Mas- 
ter's Service.  The  call  to  service  is  a  growing  conviction  of  the  needs  in  some 
area  of  the  world  and  that  I  can  do  something  about  it.  It  matters  not  where 
that  area  is.. 

Paul  wrote  in  Romans  10:14-15:  "How  are  men  to  call  upon  him  in  whom 
they  have  not  believed?  And  how  are  they  to  believe  in  him  of  whom  they 
have  never  heard  And  how  are  they  to  hear  without  a  preacher?  And  how 
can  men  preach  unless  they  are  sent?"  To  this  I  would  like  to  add:  "How  can 
they  be  sent  unless  they  have  the  vision?" 

I  believe  in  the  Cooperative  Program,  not  because  Mr.  Warren,  Mr.  Hug- 
gins,  or  my  pastor  says  so,  but  because  I  am  aware  that  there  are  world-wide 
needs  and  that  I  can  GIVE,  I  can  Pray,  I  can  GO.

Following  his  ad- 
dress, Bro.  Aaron  Phipps  dismissed  the  group  with  a  prayer  of  thanks- 
giving for  the  food  and  for  those  who  prepared  it. 

The  lunch  hour  was  a  time  for  renewing  acquaintances  and  Christ- 
ian fellowship  around  tables  spread  with  food  in  abundance.  Such 
periods  are  highlights  of  each  association,  and  this  was  no  exception. 


Second  Day,  Afternoon  Session 

This  session  began  with  Bro.  Joe  Sumner  leading  the  congregation 
in  singing  the  hymns,  "Glory  to  His  Name"  and  "Break  Thou  the  Bread 
of  Life."  Bro.  Dale  Davis  led  as  God's  blessings  were  invoked  upon 
this  last  session  of  the  annual  meeting. 

Bro.  Henry  Whitley  presented  the  report  of  the  SUNDAY  SCHOOL. 
He  pointed  out  that  the  training  phase  of  our  Sunday  School  work  is 
very  weak  and  that  a  program  has  been  planned  to  correct  this  condi- 
tion, through  the  medium  of  group  schools,  training  superintendents 
in  the  churches,  six  good  Associational  meetings  planned  at  different 
churches  with  departmental  conferences,  and  graduation  exercises  for 
workers  qualifying  in  all  four  classifications.  Nomination  of  officers 
was  presented  with  the  exception  of  the  Cradle  Roll.  His  report,  with 
a  slight  correction,  was  adopted.  Bro.  Hugh  Upchurch  proposed  that 
each  church  elect  a  superintendent  of  training  and  notify  him  of  the 
same.

The  history  of  Trinity  Church  was  given  as  the  HISTORIAN'S  RE- 
PORT by  Bro  Wayland  Jones.  He  thanked  Mrs.  A.  D.  Lawhorn  for 
compiling  this  history  and  pleaded  with  the  numerous  churches  to 
preserve  more  accurate  church  records.  Adoption  of  this  report  wa ; 
voted  by  the  group. 

HISTORY  OF  TRINITY  BAPTIST  CHURCH 

During  the  reconstruction  period  following  the  Civil  War,  a  group  of  people 
of  Peacock's  Cross  Roads  community  saw  the  need  for  a  Baptist  Church  which 
would  satisfy  their  ideas  of  worship.  They  first  held  services  in  the  old  Mea- 
dow Township  Courthouse  which  stood  under  a  large  oak  tree  near  where  the 
pastorium  now  stands.  During  these  services  friends  of  the  denomination  saw 
the  need  of  a  church  building,  and  in  1880  a  one  room  buildinjg  was  erected  on 
the  one-half  acre  lot  which  was  donated  by  James  F.  Peacock  who  was  a  mem- 
ber of  the  family  from  which  Peacock's  Cross  Roads  got  its  name. 

On  September  5th,  1880,  a  Presbytery  consisting  of  Elder  William  Bland,  Rev. 
H.  D.  Duncan  an  >  Rev.  S.  C.  Page  was  authori  ed  by  the  Sou  h  River  Association 
to  organize  the  church.  Elder  Williams  was  elected  Moderator  and  Whitley 
Royal,  Clerk. 
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Harry  Johnson  and  Mary  A.  Johnson  were  received  by  letter  from  Bethesda 
Church.  L.  L.  Lee  and  Aley  Johnson  were  received  for  membership.  These 
four  became  the  first  members.  At  this  meeting  it  was  decided  to  name  the 
church  "Trinity."  Rev.  J.  H.  Duncan  was  the  first  pastor  called  for  the  new 
church,  and  L.  L.  Lee  and  Harry  Johnson  were  the  first  deacons.  Mr.  Harry 
Johnson  was  the  first  clerk.  Records  show  that  the  membership  grew  during 
the  first  year  from  four  to  twenty  members.  Rev.  Duncan  served  as  pastor 
from  1880  to  1885.  Rev.  Wiley  M.  Page  followed  until  189^  making  a  large 
contribution  to  the  early  life  of  the  church.  Other  early  pastors  were  Rev.  S. 
C.  Page,  Reddin  Honeycutt,  J.  W.  Sut'tle,  J.  D.  Bowen,  D.  F.  Putnam,  and  W.  C. 
Royal. 

In  1903  the  members  of  Trinity  voted  to  join  the  Johnston  County  Baptist  As- 
sociation. One  of  the  longest  pastorates  was  that  of  Rev.  N.  H.  Gibbs  who  died 
in  1915  while  pastor.  C.  L.  Stevens  a  ministerial  student  at  Wake  Forest,  was 
then  called  to  serve.  Mr.  Stevens  was  very  instrumental  in  leading  the  people 
in  a  desire  for  a  more  suitable  church  building.  Money  and  materials  were  giv- 
en for  the  new  church,  as  well  as  work  by  the  members.  Rev.  R.  L.  Smith  'fol- 
lowed Rev.  S-tevens  for  a  shor.  period,  but  Rev.  Stevens  was  called  back  before 
the  church  was  completed  ana  he  held  the  first  services  in  the  new  building  on 
the  third  Sunday  in  March,  1917.  The  one  room  building  was  used  for  all  pur- 
poses until  Mr.  O.  H.  Barefoot  built  the  log  cabin  Sunday  School  rooms  in  1937, 
as  a  memorial  to  his  daughter  Mebin. 

The  church  was  host  to  the  Johnston  Baptist  Association  for  the  first  time 
in  1928.  During  the  pastorate  of  Rev.  L.  F.  Sodeman  the  church  began  having 
services  two  Sunday  mornings  and  two  Sunday  evenings  each  month  for  the 
first  time,  and  during  Rev.  Sodeman's  pastorate  a  pastorium  was  started.  Work 
was  completed  sufficiently  enough  for  Rev.  W.  A.  Weston  and  family  to  move 
in  in  November,  1941.  Rev.  Weston  served  the  church  from  July,  1941  through 
June,  1944  In  1944,  when  Rev.  Dan  Austin  accepted  the  pastorate}  the  church 
be  am^  a  fulltime  church  having  services  every  Sunday  morning  and  evening. 

About  this  time  the  membership  felt  the  need  for  a  new  and  larger  church 
building.  A  building  fund  was  started,  and  by  October,  1946,  the  fund  had 
grown  to  $2,524.82  In  1949  the  Jasper  Lee  heirs  gave  ihe  land  on  which  this 
beautiful  new  church  was  built.  The  old  church  building  and  grounds  were 
sold  and  the  money  received  put  on  this  new  building. 

On  Sunday,  March  4,  1951,  ground  was  broken  for  this  new  church,  and  on 
December  31,  1951,  the  foundation  was  poured  for  the  first  brick  building  to 
house  Trinity  Baptist  Church.  There  has  been  much  progress  from  the  early 
days  when  the  minute  fund  was  50  cents  and  the  pastor's  salary  was  $16.00  per 
month  and  a  membership  of  20  at  the  end  of  the  first  year.  It  now  has  a  mem- 
bership of  156  with  an  annual  budget  of  $6,000,  with  a  total  value  of  all  church 
property  of  $65,000,  including  the  pastorium. 

In  1930  Trinity  Sunday  School  became  a  standard  Sunday  School.    It  now  has 
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a  Sunday  School  membership  of  165  with  Mr.  A.  D.  Lawhorn  as  superintendent. 
Mrs.  A.  D.  Lawhorn  is  the  present  church  clerk.  The  church  records  show  two 
former  clerks  as  having  made  outstanding  records  as  to  length  of  service.  Mr. 
D.  J.  Wood  served  as  clerk  from  1887  until  he  resigned  in  1900.  Mr.  J.  S.  Law- 
horn died  in  office  as  clerk  after  having  serve  for  24  years. 

Twenty-five  different  pastors  have  served  Trinity  Church  since  it  was  or- 
ganized in  1880.  This  includes  Rev.  Roy  D.  Campbell  the  present  pastor,  who 
was  called  in  February,  1955. 

Church  services  are  held  every  Sunday  morning  and  evening.

At  the  January  meeting,  the  Executive  Committee  elected  Sister  H.  E.  Mitch- 
iner  as  Associational  Missionary  for  our  Associa.ion. 

A  mo, ion  was  made  by  Brother  Eph  Whisenhunt  and  carried  that  those  who 
are  on  the  program  to  make  reports  at  the  Association  mee.ing  to  not  take  up 
more  than  one  page  in  the  minutes. 

Brother  Wayland  Jones  resigned  as  Clerk  of  the  Association  due  to  illness. 
Sister  Mitehiner  was  asked  to  serve  as  Clerk  until  the  Association  meets,  at 
which  time  another  clerk  would  be  elected  to  serve  for  the  coming  year.  Sister 
B.  A.  Hocutt  was  elected  a  member  of  the  Missions  Committee  to  replace  Bro- 
ther Hillman  who  moved  away  from  the  Association. 

The  Program  Committee  presented  the  Associational  program  to  he  Execu- 
tive Committee.  The  program  was  discussed  and  some  suggestions  made  con- 
cerning some  changes  in  the  program.

The  TRAINING  UNION  report  was  brought  by  the  Director  of  the 
previous  year,  Mrs.  D.  R.  Oliver.  She  stated  that  it  is  the  job  of  the 
church  to  help  build  a  new  world  through  changing  environment.  It 
is  not  enough  to  regenerate  persons.  They  must  be  trained  into  the 
kind  of  individuals  who  will  benefit  the  world.  Churches  are  busy 
building  physical  structures  but  are  failing  in  their  supreme  purpose, 
she  said.  A  challenge  to  provide  a  rea1  training  program  with  high 
standards  was  presented  by  her.  Her  report  was  adopted  by  the  As- 
sociation. 


Again  the  time  has  come  when  it  is  necessary  to  give  arc  accounting  and  re- 
port what  has  been  accomplished.  We  view  with  joy  and  thanksgiving  the 
progress  that  has  been  made?  even  though  that  has  been  small  in  view  of  the 
possibilities,     The  membership  stands  at  1974,  a  gain  of  326. 

We  are  happy  to  repor.  that  from  our  church  letters,  we  find  26  active  unions 
— an  increase  of  three  over  the  year  before.  We  do  not  have  quite  as  many 
awards  reported  this  year  as  were  reported  the  yeear  before — 481  this  year 
year  compared  to  558  for  the  pevious  year.  We  are  encouraged  by  the  fact 
that  17  churches  received  awards,  whereas  only  12  received  awards  the  previous 
year.  Bailey  received  13  awards,  Bethany  30,  Blackmon's  Grove  52,  Carter's 
Chapel  75,  Cedar  Crovel6,  Clayton  2.  Four  Oaks  108,  Micro  25,  Mt.  Moriah  32 
New  Bethel  4,  Selma  32,  Shiloh  41,  Smi.hfield  2.  Trinity  1,  Wilson's  Mills  2. 

"M"  Night  was  held  at  the  Pisgah  Church  in  December.  Attendance  was  off 
due  to  inclement  weather  but  a  most  inspiring  meeting  was  held.  Dr.  Canipe 
brought  a  challenging  and  inspirational  message.  Those  present  numbered 
129  with  15  churches  represented.    Seven  pastors  attended. 
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The  meeting  in  April  had  an  attendance  of  264  with  17  churches  represented. 
Six  pastors  were  present. 

As  we  consider  ihis  report,  let  us  keep  in  mind  that  the  Training  Union  is  the 
only  organization  provided  by  our  church  which  offers  anj  all  round  training 
program.  Let  us  arouse  ourselves  and  provide  this  training.  And  not  only  of- 
fer but  encourage  the  members  of  all  the  churches  in  the  Johnston  Association 
to  avail  themselves  of  the  training  so  vitally  needed  to  offer  worthy  service  in 
His  name.

The  report  on  TEMPERANCE  AND  PUBLIC  MORALS  was  pre- 
sented by  Bro.  L.  L.  Levinson  who  paid  his  respects  to  the  social  drink- 
er— an  apparent  success,  often  well-known  in  local  circles  and  many 
times  a  church  member.  Mere  condemnation  from  the  pulpit  of  such 
persons  is  of  little  effect.  He  cited  the  paradoxical  stand  of  the  state 
in  selling  alcoholic  beverages  and  arresting  those  affected  by  its  use. 
The  tax  derived  from  such  sale  is  nothing  compared  to  the  enormous 
to  1  in  damage,  crimes  and  injury  to  human  life.  As  for  public  morals 
he  stated  that  the  present  generation  of  young  people  is  maturing 
more  rapidly  than  other  generations.  Crime  results  because  the  home 
does  not  accept  its  responsibility.  Christian  parents  certainly  ought 
to  realize  that  it  is  their  sacred  duty  to  train  their  children  in  the 
right  way.  he  said.  Bro.  Biggerstaff,  of  the  Allied  Church  League, 
added  to  Bro.  Levinson's  discussion  of  social  problems  and  proposed 
a  program  of  social  education  in  our  churches.  Bro.  Levinson's  report 
was  adopted. 

REPORT  ON  TEMPERANCE  AND  PUBLIC  MORALS 

We  have  devoted  too  much  time  in  the  past  to  condemnation  of  the  use  and 
user  of  alcoholics  and  too  little  time  to  the  problem  of  treating  alcoholism  as  a 
disease.  We  are  told  that  the  alcoholic  feels  himself  to  be  a  rejected  and  mis- 
understood citizen.  These  facts  give  an  inferiority  complex  with  the  baneful 
result  that  he  feels  the  necessity  for  camouflaging  his  deficiencies  by  more  ex- 
cessive drinking. 

It  occurs  to  us  lhat  the  problem  is  a  local  one.  The  alcoholic  pays  no  atten- 
tion to  condemnatory  speeches  and  pious  platitudes.  He  feels  the  need  of  the 
support  and  friendship  of  the  individual  citizen  in  whom  he  reposes  confidence. 
Therefore,  the  person  who  could  perhaps  bring  about  a  change  in  his  drinking 
habits  would  be  one  of  two  persons: 

(a)    An  outstanding  citizen  in  his  community  who  has  himself  at 
one  time  been  an  alcoholic  and  has  reformed. 
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(b)    A  minister  of  the  Gospel  who  has  developed  a  proper  approach 
to  problems  of  this  character. 

Let's  discuss  what  the  layman  may  do  to  influence  a  change  in  the  drinkjing 
habits  of  an  individual.  However,  we  want  first  to  say  that  we  use  the  word 
4  alcoholic"  loosely,  as  it  is  our  purpose  to  refer  to  regular  although  perhaps  not 
excessive  drinkers.  This  class  is  more  damaging  to  the  community  than  is  the 
outright  alcoholic.  He,  or  she,  as  the  case  may  be,  is  generally  a  church  mem- 
ber and  recognized  as  being  among  the  outstanding  citizens  of  the  community. 
Since  this  type  of  drinking  is  socially  acceptable,  the  example  is  set  for  the 
downfall  of  the  drinker  who  is  morally  and  emo  ionally  weak  and  is,  therefore, 
unable  to  curb  his  appetites. 

Any  former  drinker  can  exert  a  powerful  influence  upon  the  social  drinker 
by  a  mere  recitation  of  the  manner  in  which  he  over  came  the  drink  habit. 

The  minister  who  is  conscientious  and  who  has  acquired  the  proper  coun- 
seling technique,  can  be  of  great  help  because  the  alcoholic  will  usually  un- 
burden himself  more  freely  to  a  minister  than  to  a  layman.  Too  often  the  av- 
erage minister  will  content  himself  with  denouncing  the  use  of  alcohol  from 
the  pulpit.  It  is  our  opinion  that  this  method  has  been  without  effect  through 
the  years.  We  must  recognize  that  habitual  intemperance  is  a  disease  and  we 
must  treat  it  as  such. 

PUBLIC  MORALS 

We  are  constrained  to  believe  that  the  morals  of  our  people  have  mot  degen- 
erated over  the  years  but  that  immorality  has  purely  shifted  from  one  age 
group  to  another  and  from  one  strata  of  society  to  another. 

In  other  words,  most  of  us  can  remember  the  time  when  crimes  were  com- 
mitted by  the  man  born  and  reared  on  the  wrong  side  of  the  tracks  and  by 
those  who  had  not  too  long  been  liberated  from  slavery.  It  was  then  rare  for 
a  white  man  and  extremely  unusual  for  a  white  woman,  to  be  charged  with  a 
criminal  offense,  and  notably  so  for  juveniles  to  be  so  charged.  As  a  matter 
of  fact,  families  felt  disgraced  when  a  child  became  involved  in  a  criminal 
court.  What  a  change  has  been  wrought  in  recent  years.  Our  criminal  dock- 
ets are  cluttered  with  crimes,  sometimes  infamous,  charged  against  the  youth 
of  the  land  and  against  what  is  usually  denominated  as  the  upper  crust  of  society. 
Space  does  not  permit  elaboration  on  this  subject,  but  we  do  want  in  closing 
to  emphasize  the  necessity  for  a  definite  study  by  church  groups  in  an  effort 
to  find  the  solution  to  this  problem,  which  |s  so  disturbing  to  our  generation.

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CONSTITUTION 


ARTICLE  I.  NAME 

The  name  of  this  Association  shall  be  the  Johnston  Baptist  Asso- 
ciation. 

ARTICLE  II.  OBJECTS 

The  object  and  purpose  of  the  Association  shall  be  to  counsel 
together  for  the  enlargement,  expansion  and  strengthening  of  the 
work  of  our  Lord;  to  promote  unity,  growth  and  fellowship  among 
the  member  churches;  and  to  further  the  spirit  of  cooperation  with 
and  in  Baptist  work  in  general  as  set  forth  by  the  Baptist  State  Con- 
vention. 

ARTICLE  III.  MEMBERSHIP 

The  membership  of  the  Association  shall  be  composed  of  the  pastors 
of  all  affiliated  churches  and  ordained  ministers  of  affiliating  churches 
who  are  not  active,  and  three  messengers  from  each  church  for  the 
first  one  hundred  members  or  fraction  thereof,  and  one  additional 
messenger  from  each  church  for  each  additional  one  hundred  members 
or  major  fraction  thereof.  Such  messengers  shall  be  duly  certified  in 
the  annual  letters  sent  by  the  churches  to  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
Association.  The  courtesies  of  the  floor  may  be  extended  at  the  dis- 
cretion of  the  body  to  representatives  of  our  denominational  interests, 
and  also  to  ministers  and  members  of  other  Christian  organizations. 

ARTICLE  IV.    NEW  CHURCHES 

The  Association  may  receive  other  Baptist  churches  into  its  fellow- 
ship on  receipt  of  letters  of  dismission  from  other  like  organizations. 
It  (may  also  receive  newly  constituted  churches  whose  articles  of  faith 
harmonize  with  the  generally  accepted  Articles  of  Faith  among  South- 
ern Baptists.  Any  newly  organized  church  applying  for  admission  to 
the  fellowship  of  the  Association  shall  be  received  under  the  watch- 
care  of  the  Association  for  one  year,  after  which,  upon  recommenda- 
tion of  the  Executive  Committee,  it  may  be  voted  into  full  fellowship 
of  the  Association. 

ARTICLE  V.  MEETINGS 

The  Association  shall  meet  annually  at  such  time  and  place  as  it 
may  decide  at  the  preceding  annual  meeting.  The  Executive  commit- 
tee, hereinafter  provided  for,  shall  have  the  authority  to  change 
the  place  and  time  of  meeting  in  the  event  a  sudden  emergency  shall 
make  such  change  advisable. 

ARTICLE  VI.  AUTHORITY 

The  Association  shall  be  clothed  with  authority  only  to  advise  the 
churches  touching  all  things  pertaining  to  their  interest,  but  shall  in 
no  case  control  or  direct  them  with  reference  to  their  own  government 
or  internal  policy. 
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ARTICLE  VII.  ORGANIZATION 

The  officers  of  the  Association  shall  be  a  moderator,  whose 
term  of  office  shall  be  limited  to  two  one  year  periods,  and  who  shall 
not  be  eligible  to  succeed  himself  after  such  two-year  period;  a  Vice- 
Moderator,  Clerk,  Treasurer  and  Historian;  these  officers  shall  be 
elected  each  year  by  the  Association  at  its  annual  meeting  and  shall 
hold  office  for  one  year  or  until  their  successors  are  elected.  The 
Moderator  shall  be  elected  at  the  Association  at  its  annual  meeting 
held  in  1955,  and  annually  thereafter;  the  Moderator  to  preside  over 
the  sessions  of  the  body,  the  Vice-Moderator  to  preside  in  his 
absence;  the  Clerk  to  record,  print  and  distribute  the  minutes  of  the 
body,  and  to  keep  on  file  these  and  all  other  important  papers;  the 
Treasurer  to  receive  and  disburse  all  funds  of  the  Association  sub- 
ject to  its  order;  the  Auditor  to  examine  the  Treasurer's  books  at 
the  close  of  each  session  and  to  render  a  report  before  adjournment; 
the  Historian  to  report  to  the  Association  each  year  at  the  annual  ses- 
sion and  to  keep  an  accurate  history  of  the  work. 

ARTICLE  VIII.  COMMITTEES 

The  Moderator  shall  appoint  the  following  committees  at  the 
general  meeting  of  the  Association. 

(a)  To  nominate  the  officers  of  the  Association; 

(b)  On  Order  of  Business  and  to  prepare  associational  programs; 

(c)  On  Time,  Place  and  Preacher  for  the  next  session; 

(d)  On  Resolutions; 

(e)  On  Memorials; 

(f)  Such  other  Committees  as  he  may  deem  necessary. 

ARTICLE  IX.    EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE 

The  Association  shall  elect  annually  an  Executive  Committee  which 
shall  have  authority  between  regular  sessions  of  the  Association  to 
act  for  the  body  in  necessary  matters,  executing  the  plans  and  work 
of  the  Association  in  whatever  manner  may  seem  advisable,  a  full 
report  of  its  work  being  presented  annually  with  such  recommenda- 
tions as  may  seem  wise.  In  case  of  death  or  removal  of  a  member  the 
committee  may  appoint  a  successor  to  act  until  the  next  meeting  of  the 
Association. 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  elective  and  ex- 
officio  members.  The  elective  members  shall  be  six  laymen,  three 
men  and  three  women,  no  two  of  whom  shall  be  members  of  the  same 
church;  and  they  shall  be  elected  for  two-year  terms  so  that  each 
year  the  Association  will  elect  three  lay  members  of  the  Executive 
Committee.  The  Moderator  of  the  Association  shall  be  an  ex-officio 
member  of  the  committee,  and  shall  act  as  its  chairman.  In  addi- 
tion to  the  Moderator,  the  following  persons  shall  be  ex-officio  mem- 
bers of  the  Committee:  Vice-Moderator,  Clerk,  Treasurer,  Auditor, 
Publicity  Director,  and  Historian  of  the  Association;  also,  the  As- 
sociational heads  of  Sunday  School,  Training  Union,  Woman's  Mis- 
sionary Union  and  Brotherhood,    the  pastors  of  the  churches  in  the 
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Association,  and  the  persons  who  are  to  make  reports  to  the  Asso- 
ciation the  following  year  on  Evangelism,  Christian  Education, 
Christian  Literature,  American  Bible  Society,  Temperance  and  Pub- 
lic Morals,  Cooperative  Program,  Benevolences  (which  shall  include 
the  Orphanage,  Hospital,  Home  for  the  Aging,  Relief  and  Annuity 
Board),  Music  Director,  and  Associational  Missionary.  All  ex-officio 
members  shall  have  a  right  to  vote  on  all  matters.  Ten  (10)  members 
present  at  an  Executive  Committee  meeting  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

ARTICLE  X.    GENERAL  PROVISIONS 

(a)  This  Association  shall  not  have  power  to  annul  the  disci- 
pline or  exercise  authority  over  any  church  connected  with  it  but  may 
advise  with  and  sever  its  connection  with  any  church  that  neglects  to 
preserve  Gospel  order. 

(b)  Each  church  shall  send  to  the  annual  meetings  of  the  Asso- 
ciation a  letter  (the  blanks  to  be  furnished  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Asso- 
ciation), carefully  filled  as  per  blank  suggestions,  stating  the  full  work 
of  the  church  for  the  year  ending  the  last  Sunday  in  September. 

(c)  The  Association  shall  foster  Associational  Missions,  State 
Missions,  Home  Missions,  Foreign  Missions,  Christian  Education,  the 
Ministers'  Relief  and  Annuity  Board,  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  Or- 
phanage, Hospital,  Home  for  the  Aging,  and  the  American  Bible 
Society,  and  each  church  shall  be  encouraged  to  contribute  to  the  sup- 
port of  these  objects  regularly  and  systematically. 

(d)  The  Proceedings  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Union  shall  be 
recorded  as  a  part  of  the  Minutes  of  the  Association. 

ARTICLE  XI.    MISSIONS  COMMITTEE 

There  shall  be  a  Missions  Committee.  It  shall  consist  of  the  heads 
of  the  departments:  Sunday  School  Superintendent,  Training  Union 
Director,  W.  M.  U.  President,  and  Brotherhood  chairman.  Also  there 
shall  be  three  nominated  along  with  the  other  Associational  officers 
and  elected  annually  by  the  Association  to  serve  with  these  depart- 
ment heads.    Their  duties  shall  be  to: 

(1)  Plan  the  Associational  Calendar  of  Activities; 

(2)  Coordinate  the  activities  of  the  Association; 

(3)  Aid  in  the  promotion  of  the  missions  program 

The  chairman  shall  be  elected  from  among  themselves  by  the 
committee  at  its  first  session  following  their  annual  election. 

ARTICLE  XII.    ADOPTION  AND  REVISION 

This  Constitution  shall  take  effect  immediately  upon  its  adoption 
and  shall  supercede  any  and  all  Constitutions  previously  adopted. 

The  same  may  be  revised  at  any  annual  session  of  the  Association 
upon  affirmative  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present  and  vot- 
ing, provided  the  proposed  revision  shall  have  been  presented  in  writ- 
ing to  the  Executive  Committee  prior  to  the  annual  meeting  for  in- 
formation only;     and  provided  that  the  proposed  revision  shall  be 
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presented  at  the  first  day  of  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Association, 
but  shall  not  be  voted  on  until  the  second  day  of  such  annual  meet- 
ing at  such  time  the  Moderator  may  designate  by  public  announce- 
ment. 

RULES  OF  ORDER 

1.  All  meetings  of  the  body  shall  be  opened  and  closed  with 
devotional  services. 

2.  Representatives  from  ten  churches  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

3.  Messengers  shall  be  recognized  by  letters  from  their  churches 
designating  them  as  such. 

4.  Members  desiring  to  speak  shall  first  rise  and  address  the 
Moderator,  shall  use  the  term  "brother,"  or  "sister,"  as  the  case  may 
be,  in  speaking  to  each  other  and  shall  not  speak  on  the  same  subject 
more  than  twice  without  permission. 

5.  The  roll  of  members  shall  be  called  at  least  once,  and  absentees 
marked. 

6.  Corresponding  messengers  and  visiting  brethren  shall  be  invited 
to  seats  with  the  privilege  of  speaking,    but  not  voting. 

7.  A  copy  of  the  minutes  shall  be  sent  to  each  of  the  following: 
the  General  and  Statistical  Corresponding  Secretaries  of  the  State 
Mission  Board,  Librarian  of  Wake  Forest  College,  Librarian  of  the 
Southern  Baptist  Theological  Seminary,  Louisville,  Ky.,  Secretary  of 
Survey  and  Statistics,  Baptist  Sunday  School  Board,  Nashville,  Tenn., 
Samuel  Colgate  Historical  Collection,  Colgate  University,  Hamilton, 
N.  Y.;  American  Baptist  Society,  Crozer  Seminary,  Chester,  Pa.;  South- 
western Baptist  Theological  Seminary,  Fort  Worth,  Texas;  and  to 
Southeastern  Baptist  Theological  Seminary,  Wake  Forest,  N.  C. 

8.  All  questions  of  order  not  herein  provided  for  shall  be  decided 
by  Kerfoot's  Parliamentary  Law.

Morning  Session

4.  Bro.  Larry  Mayo,  of  the  Smithfield  Church,  gave  the 
Report  on  Evangelism.  In  it  he  emphasized  the  outstanding  value 
of  the  simultaneous  revival  effort.  His  report  was  adopted  by 
the  group. 

EVANGELISM  REPORT 

Evangelism  is  a  vital  part  of  our  Baptist  program  to  which  all  of 
us  are  whole  heartedly  committed. 

It  should  be  pointed  out  that  through  the  basic  Baptist  practice 
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of  cooperation  our  individual  churches  can  receive  much  help  in 
carrying  on  an  effective  evangelistic  effort  the  year  around. 

The  Southern  Baptist  program  of  evangelism,  as  promoted  by 
the  Department  of  Evangelism  of  the  Home  Mission  Board,  includes 
a  well  developed  program  for  every  association  and  a  program  of  evan- 
gelism for  the  local  church.  This  department  has  sponsored  the  re- 
vision of  the  Southern  Baptist  Program  of  Evangelism,  published  by 
the  Sunday  School  Board  and  is  now  on  sale  in  the  book  stores.  There 
are  28  co-authors  of  the  book  and  is  the  greatest  book  on  evangelism 
within  the  knowledge  of  those  participating  in  the  writing. 

Our  State  Baptist  Convention  now  has  a  full  time  department  of 
Evangelism  with  the  Rev.  Julian  S.  Hopkins  as  secretary.  The  an- 
nual state  Evangelistic  Conference,  sponsored  by  this  department, 
has  come  to  be  a  source  of  inspiration  and  help  to  the  pastors  and  lay- 
men who  attend  from  all  over  the  state. 

Our  Southern  Baptist  Convention  plans  to  participate  in  the  third 
jubilee  celebration  of  the  century  and  a  half  of  organized  Baptist 
work  in  America  in  1964.  The  emphasis  will  be  upon  evangelism  be- 
tween now  and  the  date  of  the  celebration.  According  to  the  plans 
laid  by  the  Central  Committee  representing  various  Baptist  groups 
in  the  United  States  and  Canada,  it  is  proposed  that  a  five-year  evan- 
gelism emphasis,  beginning  in  1959,  will  lead  up  to  the  one  hundred 
fiftieth  anniversary  of  the  Triennial  Convention  in  Philadelphia,  in 
1814.  This  will  be  a  great  cooperative  effort  on  the  part  of  all  Bap- 
tists in  our  nation  in  a  great  evangelistic  crusade. 

As  we  examine  the  records  we  find  that  for  the  year  1955  the  ratio 
of  baptisms  to  church  membership  for  the  Southern  Baptist  Con- 
vention was  one  baptism  for  every  20.3  members.  In  other  words, 
it  took  20.3  Baptists  to  win  one  person  to  Christ.  For  the  Baptists  of 
North  Carolina,  it  took  22.8  Baptists  to  win  one  person  to  Christ.  In 
our  own  association,  it  took  31  Baptists  to  win  one  person  to  Christ. 
Let  us  pray  that  in  the  coming  year  that  our  hearts  will  burn  within  us 
to  win  lost  people  about  us  so  that  this  ratio  will  be  reduced.

6.  The  Committee  on  Places  and  Preacher,  to  report  at  this 
year's  session,  was  appointed  by  the  Moderator.  They  are  J.  E. 
Lewis,  chairman;  G.  Willie  Lee;  and  Blake  Thomas. 

7.  A  report  concerning  a  constitutional  amendment,  com- 
ing from  the  Executive  Committee,    was  presented  by  Bro.  Frank 
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Zedick  as  information.  He  also  read  a  constitutional  amendment 
coming  from  Bro.  Joe  Sumner  who  was  unable  to  be  present.  The 
Moderator  stated  that  these  would  be  voted  on  as  the  first  Or- 
der of  Business  under  the  miscellaneous  item  on  the  second  day. 

8.  Through  a  change  in  the  program,  Bro.  D.  P.  Brooks  of 
the  state  Sunday  School  Board  brought  a  message  on  the  strategic 
place  of  the  Sunday  School  in  our  churches.  He  emphasized  the 
need  for  our  churches  to  provide  real  opportunities  for  people  to 
study  the  Bible. 

9.  An  announcement  concerning  a  meeting  of  the  Nominat- 
ing Committee  was  made. 

10.  The  report  on  Christian  Education  was  brought  by  Bro. 
Horace  Ricks.  The  emphasis  was  on  the  rising  enrollment  in 
our  colleges.  He  presented  to  the  group  Dr.  Budd  Smith,  Pres- 
ident of  Wingate  Junior  College,  who  spoke  on  the  importance 
of  our  church-related  colleges  in  the  program  of  Christian  edu- 
cation.   This  report  was  adopted. 

REPORT  ON  CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION 

Baptists  of  North  Carolina  maintain  a  system  of  education  con- 
sisting of  seven  colleges.  They  are  as  follows:  Meredith,  Mars  Hill, 
Gardner-Webb,  Wingate,  Campbell,  Chowan  and  Wake  Forest.  When 
one  considers  the  location  of  these  colleges  he  becomes  aware  of  the 
fact  that  their  geographical  distribution  is  important  to  the  Baptist 
youth  of  our  state.  All  sections  of  the  state  have  easy  access  to  a 
Baptist  College,  except  the  eastern  section  beginning  around  Kinston 
and  extending  east  and  south.  These  colleges  no  doubt  help  to  ac- 
count for  the  great  progress  of  North  Carolina  Baptists.  The  colleges, 
are  turning  out  an  ever  increasing  number  of  young  people  who  are- 
taking  their  places  in  churches,  on  the  mission  fields,  or  are  accepting 
positions  with  the  denomination. 

All  of  these  colleges  seem  to  be  moving  along  with  normal  opera- 
tion —  this  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  most  of  them  are  working  under 
very  crowded  conditions,    both  in  dormitories  and  classrooms. 

With  an  increase  in  population  has  come  an  increase  in  college  en- 
rollment. Baptist  colleges  in  North  Carolina  reported  an  enrollment 
increase  this  year  over  that  of  previous  years. 

This  increase  in  enrollment  has  necessitated  the  expansion  of  fa- 
cilities. All  of  our  colleges  are  expanding  their  facilities.  In  doing 
so  each  has  a  common  difficulty  —  lack  of  funds.  These  schools  are 
constructing  or  planning  to  construct  art  buildings,  dining  halls,  dor- 
mitories, library  buildings  and  other  facilities.  Vital  statistics  show 
that  the  trend  in  enrollment  increases  will  continue  for  years  to  come. 
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It  is  expected  to  reach  its  climax  by  1960  or  soon  thereafter.  This 
trend  has  been  seen  by  college  presidents  and  trustees  and  has  prodded 
them  to  plan  expansion  programs. 

Each  college  is  largely  responsible  for  financing  its  own  expan- 
sion programs.  While  large  gifts  are  needed  and  have  been  made, 
college  presidents  have  noted  that  many  smaller  contributions  could 
make  sizable  building  funds.  Hence,  the  colleges  have  had  the  task 
of  raising  large  sums  of  money  through  smaller  donations.  Education 
is  expensive,    but  educational  opportunities  must  be  provided. 

With  the  rising  cost  of  operation  in  recent  years  it  has  become 
necessary  for  colleges  to  increase  their  charges  to  students.  This  had 
to  be  done  to  enable  the  colleges  to  operate  without  a  deficit  from 
year  to  year.  This  has  made  it  harder  on  mothers  and  fathers  and 
has  made  it  more  difficult  for  students  to  get  a  college  education.  This 
increase  has  been  necessary  to  the  existence  of  the  colleges.  How- 
ver,  every  effort  is  being  put  forth  to  operate  good,  accredited  colleges 
at  the  lowest  possible  cost. 

Some  of  the  money  for  operation  passes  through  the  channel  of 
the  Cooperative  Program.  But  without  the  special  gifts  of  churches 
and  individuals,  the  educational  opportunities  for  the  youth  of  our 
land  cannot  be  greatly  advanced.  With  the  ever-increasing  number 
of  Baptist  people  in  our  state  and  the  constant  addition  of  new  Bap- 
tist churches,  we  cannot  hope  to  meet  the  continuing  needs  for 
trained  leaders  in  all  departments  of  the  work  without  additional 
facilities.  In  the  light  of  the  existing  condition  it  becomes  the  duty 
of  North  Carolina  Baptists  to  strengthen  our  system  of  education.  This 
may  be  done  by  financial  help,  prayer  for  college  administrators  and 
trustees  and  by  encouraging  students  to  enter  Baptist  Colleges.

Ricks, 
welcomed  the  group  and  gave  helpful  instructions  about  the  build- 
ing. 

13.  The  congregation  was  led  in  singing  the  hymn,  "Lean- 
ing on  the  Everlasting  Arms."  The  annual  sermon  was  preached 
by  Bro.  P.  E.  Jones,  pastor  of  the  Noble's  Chapel  Baptist  Church. 
He  used  as  the  basis  of  his  message  Matthew  14:15-21.  He  en- 
deavored to  give  a  picture  of  our  perishing  world  and  warned  us 
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of  failing  to  depend  on  our  Saviour  who  has  all  power  for  all 
kinds  of  need. 

14.  The  morning  session  was  concluded  with  Bro.  Troy  Jones 
pronouncing  the  benediction  and  returning  thanks  for  the  meal. 

Afternoon  Session 

15.  Following  a  delicious  meal  and  wholesome  fellowship, 
the  Wednesday  session  was  continued  as  the  group  sang  "On- 
ward, Christian  Soldiers."  Bro.  Hugh  Bumgarner,  pastor  of 
Pleasant  Grove  Church,   led  the  body  in  prayer. 

16.  The  History  of  Princeton  Baptist  Church  was  read  by 
Bro.  Wayland  Jones,  who  pointed  out  that  much  has  been  accom- 
plished in  this  church  in  a  short  time.  He  gave  credit  to  Mrs. 
Alberta  Boyette  who  prepared  this  full  history  of  her  church. 
Bro.  Horace  Ricks  made  some  suggestions  about  preparing  church 
histories.  The  historical  report  was  adopted. 

A  BRIEF  HISTORY  OF  PRINCETON  BAPTIST  CHURCH 

The  Princeton  Baptist  Church  was  instituted  on  the  4th  Sunday 
in  September  1889,  with  eight  members.  Rev.  O.  C.  Horton  served 
as  first  pastor  of  the  little  church.  The  charter  members  were  as  fol- 
lows: W.  H.  Lindsey,  N.  D.  Wells,  Amanda  J.  Wells,  Elizabeth  Lind- 
sey,  Rebecca  Herndon,  Louise  Ingram  and  Donah  Raiford. 

On  Sunday  evening  after  the  first  morning  service  the  doors  of 
the  church  were  opened  for  the  first  time  and  Elizabeth  Lindsey  and 
R.  B.  Raiford  came  from  the  Princeton  Methodist  Church  and  were 
received  for  baptism.  N.  D.  Wells  was  elected  clerk  of  the  church  and 
Supt.  of  the  Sunday  School.  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Lindsey  is  the  only  liv- 
ing charter  member. 

These  followers  of  Christ  worshipped  for  three  years  in  an  old 
vacant  building  south  of  the  present  location.  The  first  deacons  were 
R.  B.  Raiford  and  W.  H.  Lindsey. 

On  August  22,  1892,  they  worshipped  for  the  first  time  in  their 
new  church  which  was  constructed  on  the  site  of  the  present  build- 
ing. The  first  sermon  was  preached  on  the  text  John  3:5  and  the  first 
conversion  was  J.  B.  Howell. 

Two  years  later  N.  D.  Wells  was  elected  and  ordained  as  deacon 
to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  the  death  of  R.  B.  Raiford.  The  second 
pastor  of  this  church  was  F.  H.  Poston,  who  served  one  year.  Follow- 
ing him  came  J.  G.  Pulliam,  who  also  served  one  year.  Succeeding  him 
was  W.  H.  Davis  who  retired  in  1898.  Then  came  John  W.  Suttle  in 
1899.  The  congregation  soon  began  to  increase  and  the  Sunday  School 
took  on  new  life.    It  soon  numbered  two  hundred  in  enrollment.  Pro- 
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tracted  services  began  in  August  lasting  two  weeks.  This  was  the 
most  wonderful  meeting  the  town  had  ever  known.  More  than 
160  professed  faith  in  Christ  and  51  of  these  were  added  to  the  church. 
It  was  in  October  following  this  meeting  that  the  Raleigh  Baptist  As- 
sociation met  with  this  church. 

At  a  conference  held  in  1899,  L.  H.  Taylor,  John  A.  Woodard  and 
W.  H.  Wells  were  elected  and  ordained  as  deacons.  At  this  time  W.  H. 
Lindsey  was  elected  clerk  of  the  church  and  J.  T.  Edwards  was  elected 
superintendent  of  the  Sunday  School.  W.  H.  Lindsey  served  two  years 
and  after  moving  away  Ben  Howell  was  elected  clerk.  About  this 
time  the  church  records  were  misplaced,  leaving  a  gap  in  the  history 
of  the  church.  However,  we  do  know  that  J.  W.  Nobles,  W.  H.  Hall 
and  N.  A.  Adams  served  as  pastors  during  this  time. 

Then  came  R.  W.  Harrell  who  served  as  pastor  six  years.  During 
this  time  O.  N.  Parker,  Hubert  Raiford,  C.  H.  Holt  and  W.  I.  Pearce 
were  ordained  as  deacons.  In  1905  W.  I.  Pearce  was  elected  clerk,  and 
H.  D.  Wells  Sunday  School  superintendent.  In  1908  the  church  was 
painted. 

At  that  time  Harrell  B.  Townsend  served  as  pastor  for  nine  months. 
His  successors  were  W.  R.  Beach,  A.  I.  Caudle,  C.  H.  Jenkins,  E.  R. 
Nelson,  R.  M.  Gibbs  and  D.  E.  Vipperson  all  of  whom  served  one  year 
each. 

John  W.  Duncan  was  called  in  1916  and  served  two  years.  J.  E. 
Dupree  also  served  two  years.  At  this  time  J.  B.  Bridges,  Public 
School  Superintendent,  was  elected  Sunday  School  superintendent  for 
one  year.  W.  I.  Pearce  and  C.  H.  Holt  were  superintendents  from  two 
to  five  years  each. 

Next  came  J.  R.  Everett  for  one  year  followed  by  A.  L.  Goodrich. 
In  1922  N.  H.  Sheppard  was  called  as  pastor.  During  his  pastorate 
J.  J.  Boyette  was  ordained  as  deacon.  Deacon  W.  T.  Radford  came  from 
Pickney  Church  and  was  received  as  deacon.  During  this  time  W.  M. 
Holt  was  Sunday  School  superintendent.  J.  W.  Rose  served  as  pastor 
for  two  years. 

In  1922  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society  was  organized.  This 
organization  added  spiritual  and  financial  strength  to  the  church. 

In  the  fall  of  1927  a  building  program  was  begun.  W.  I.  Pierce, 
O.  L.  Boyette  and  Mrs.  L.  D.  Mitchel  were  chosen  as  a  building  com- 
mittee. 

In  February  1927,  W.  O.  Andrews  became  pastor  and  the  build- 
ing program  went  forward.  Six  Sunday  school  rooms  were  added  to 
the  church;  also  the  church  was  remodeled  and  painted.  On  October 
24,  1929,  the  Woman's  Missionary  Union  of  the  Johnston  Association 
met  here.  This  meeting  proved  a  success  and  was  a  great  blessing 
to  the  church. 

On  October  21,  1930,  J.  J.  Boyette  was  elected  treasurer  following 
the  death  of  C.  H.  Holt  which  came  earlier  in  the  year.  DeLeon  Holt 
was  made  financial  secretary  and  three  deaconesses  were  elected.  They 
were  Mrs.  A.  F.  Holt,  Mrs.  Ralph  Booth  and  Miss  Alberta  Boyette. 

On  the  third  Sunday  in  May  1931,  Homecoming  Day  was  observed 
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for  the  first  time,  and  on  this  occasion  two  deacons  were  ordained. 
They  were  W.  M.  Holt  and  O.  L.  Boyette. 

Following  W.  O.  Andrews'  resignation  as  pastor  of  the  church,  T. 
C.  Johnston,  a  (ministerial  student,    filled  the  pulpit  for  one  year. 

Arthur  R.  Creech  came  to  the  church  as  pastor  in  1932.  In  the 
same  year  the  Johnston  Association  met  with  the  church.  In  1934,  W. 
S.  King  was  elected  Sunday  School  superintendent,  and  in  1937,  while 
still  serving  as  superintendent,  he  died.  At  this  time  W.  I.  Pearce  again 
took  over  and  served  until  1941,  when  E.  E.  Wiggs  became  Sunday 
school  superintendent. 

The  following  deacons  were  elected  and  ordained:  Johnnie  Hood 
and  E.  E.  Wiggs,  1942;  A.  F.  Holt,  Jr.,  1944.    Roby  McKeel  and  G. 

F.  Brown  were  transferred  from  other  churches  and  were  asked  to  con- 
tinue in  the  office  of  the  deaconship  here. 

In  1940,  M.  E.  Reynolds  came  as  pastor.  In  this  year  also  J.  J. 
Boyette  was  again  elected  as  Sunday  school  superintendent,  and  Mrs. 

G.  F.  Brown  was  elected  financial  secretary  of  the  church. 

On  the  third  Sunday  in  September,  1941,  A.  R.  Creech  was  called 
to  the  church  for  his  second  pastorate.  The  clerk  of  the  church,  W. 
I.  Pearce,  died  in  1943,  and  his  daughter,  Mrs.  H.  E.  Massengill,  was 
elected  clerk. 

Sunday,  August  5,  1945,  the  church  met  in  conference  and  discussed 
plans  for  the  building  of  a  parsonage.  A.  F.  Holt,  Jr.,  O.  L.  Boyette,  and 
Jesse  Snipes  were  appointed  as  the  building  committee.  The  building 
program  went  forward  and  the  parsonage  was  completed  in  the  spring 
of  1946  at  a  cost  of  $6,000.00.  Pastor  Creech  and  his  family  moved  in 
and  on  the  evening  of  March  22,  1946,  open  house  was  held.  In  this 
same  year  Clarence  Woodard  and  Milton  Toler  were  ordained  as  dea- 
cons and  David  Pearce  was  transferred  from  another  church. 

Bro.  A.  R.  Creech  resigned  as  pastor  of  the  church  the  fourth  Sun- 
day in  March,  1947,  due  to  ill  health. 

In  the  fall  of  1947,  W.  W.  Turner  was  called  to  the  church  as  pastor. 
He  served  the  church  for  one  year. 

A.  F.  Yarborough  was  called  as  pastor  of  the  church  in  the  fall 
of  1948.  A  building  fund  for  an  educational  building,  which  was 
planned  before  A.  R.  Creech's  death,  was  then  started.  This  movement 
went  forward  with  much  interest.  A  ground-breaking  ceremony  was 
held  in  1949.  A  Building  Planning  Committee  was  appointed,  which 
was  composed  of  J.  J.  Boyette,  David  Pearce  and  M.  S.  Toler. 

Following  A.  F.  Yarborough  as  pastor,  Horace  Ricks  was  called  to 
the  church  in  October,  1950.  The  educational  plant  which  was  under 
construction  at  that  time  went  forward.  This  building  with  19  rooms 
was  completed  at  a  cost  of  approximately  $21,000.00.  After  an  indebt- 
edness of  $5,000.00  was  paid,  the  church  began  making  plans  to  build 
an  auditorium.  On  July  27,  1952,  the  church  voted  to  make  pledges  to- 
ward the  construction  of  the  new  auditorium.  The  initial  pledges 
amounted  to  $5,575.00.  On  September  14,  1952,  the  church  voted  to 
begin  the  new  auditorium.  A  Building  and  Decorating  Committee 
was  immediately  appointed.  The  members  were  J.  F.  Daughtry,  Chr.. 
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L.  M.  Tart,  J.  J.  Boyette,  Glenwood  Brown,  Rivers  Hinton,  J.  R.  Hogg, 
W.  O.  Mason,  Mrs.  A.  F.  Holt,  Miss  Alberta  Boyette  and  Mrs.  Herman 
Massengill.  Much  labor  was  given  toward  the  construction  of  this  au- 
ditorium. Deacon  David  E.  Pearce  was  employed  to  construct  the  build- 
ing. At  the  same  conference  the  church  voted  to  have  the  old  church 
building  moved  over  in  order  to  give  room  for  the  new  auditorium. 
The  old  building  was  used  until  the  new  auditorium  was  completed. 
The  auditorium  was  completed  at  an  approximate  cost  of  $25,000.00.  It 
was  occupied  February  7,  1954. 

The  year  1954  was  an  eventful  year.  J.  F.  Daughtry,  Sr.,  Glen- 
wood Brown  and  J.  R.  Hogg  were  elected  to  the  deaconship.  The  same 
year  the  church  experienced  a  mighty  revival  under  the  ministry  of 
Clyde  Luther.  As  a  result  of  the  meeting  there  were  46  additions  to 
the  church.  The  church  made  another  great  step  in  1954.  On  September 
26,  it  voted  to  become  a  full-time  church. 

In  1955,  the  church  began  its  policy  of  having  two  series  of  revival 
services  annually.  A  Building  and  Grounds  Committee  and  other  com- 
mittees were  formed  to  help  carry  on  the  work  of  the  church. 

On  January  22,  1956,  the  church  elected  Dr.  Donnie  H.  Jones,  Jr.  to 
the  deaconship.  At  the  close  of  the  associational  year,  E.  E.  Wiggs  had 
served  the  church  as  Sunday  School  superintendent  for  fifteen  years. 
This  year  he  asked  to  be  replaced  and  Clitus  Hinton  was  elected.  In  this 
same  year  James  M.  Radford,  Jr.  answered  the  call  to  preach  and  en- 
tered Mars  Hill  College.  This  year  the  church  purchased  an  organ. 
Also,  in  1956  the  deacons  began  operating  on  the  rotation  plan.  Most 
significant  for  1956  is  that  the  church  paid  the  balance  of  its  indebt- 
edness on  the  building. 

The  new  brick  structure  was  dedicated  on  October  1,  1956.  Dr.  El- 
mo Scoggin,  Professor  of  Old  Testament  at  Southeastern  Seminary 
preached  the  dedicatory  sermon.

17.  Mrs.  H.  O.  Lanning,  from  the  Benson  Church,  gave 
the  report  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Union.  She  made  an  an- 
nouncement about  a  mission  study  class  to  be  conducted  soon 
and  recognized  members  of  the  W.  M.  U.  Executive  Committee. 
Her  guest  speaker  was  Miss  Miriam  Robinson,  Executive  Secre- 
tary of  the  North  Carolina  W.  M.  U.  Miss  Robinson  brought  a 
tremendous  challenge  to  church  members  to  awake  from  their 
indifference  toward  the  task  of  world  missions.  The  report  of  the 
W.  M.  U.  was  adopted  by  the  Association. 

WOMAN'S  MISSIONARY  UNION  REPORT 

The  Woman's  Missionary  Union  of  the  Johnston  Baptist  Asso- 
ciation presents  the  following  report: 

The  purpose  of  Woman's   Missionary  Union  is   to   emulate  the 
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spirit  of  Christ,  to  stimulate  the  grace  of  giving  among  women  and 
youth,  and  to  enlist  them  in  a  definite  study  of  and  vital  participation 
in  missions  that  they  may  give  of  their  means  and  themselves  that 
Christ's  Kingdom  may  be  advanced  to  the  ends  of  the  earth.  Because 
of  such  oneness  of  purpose  and  the  splendid  cooperation  of  all  our 
women  and  young  people  through  the  channels  of  W.  M.  U.,  we 
would  give  God  the  glory  for  an  enriched  year  of  service,  and  an  ever 
increasing  vision  of  the  task  ahead.  It  has  been  aptly  said,  "Vision  al- 
ways precedes  the  building  of  any  worthy  enterprise;  dreams  become 
reality  through  prayer  and  work."  The  past  year's  work  of  Woman's 
Missionary  Union  of  Johnston  Association  has  proved  the  truth  of  these 
statements.  The  first  two  quarters  of  the  year  we  were  100%  in  re- 
porting. Throughout  the  year  we  have  endeavored  to  report  progress 
made  and  money  given  to  worthy  objects. 

Under  the  leadership  of  our  youth  director,  Mrs.  Doc.  R.  Oliver  and 
the  long  hours  of  planning  and  preparing  by  our  various  young  peo- 
ple's leaders,  we  have  had  splendid  rallies  for  Sunbeams,  G.  A.  and 
Y.  W.  A.  These  rallies  have  served  to  increase  the  knowledge  and 
enlarge  the  vision  of  our  youth.  They  have  displayed  qualities  of 
leadership  through  these  rallies  and  we  continue  to  report  an  increase 
in  organizations  on  each  age  level.  Many  of  our  churches  are  seeing 
the  need  for  closely  graded  Sunbeam  groups  and  these  are  being 
formed.  The  same  is  true  of  our  G.  A.'s  also.  Johnston  Association 
was  honored  at  our  annual  state  session  held  in  Winston-Salem  last 
year  when  a  Queen  in  Service,  Miss  Toni  Brock  of  Four  Oaks  was 
chosen  to  serve  as  a  page.  Some  of  our  Sunbeams  were  among  the 
select  group  who  attended  the  first  state-wide  camp  this  summer. 
And  a  host  of  our  boys  and  girls  attended  our  regional  and  state  camps 
held  at  both  Caswell  and  Fruitland. 

Early  last  November  around  three  hundred  women  bringing  their 
own  lunch  with  them  crowded  into  the  Pine  Level  Church  sanctuary 
to  attend  our  first  associational-wide  mission  study  class.  A  new  vision 
was  gained  of  the  Moslem  world  as  we  saw  and  met  Christian  women 
from  another  area  of  the  world.  Again  this  spring  an  equally  large 
group  visited  our  Indian  reservations  through  the  magic  of  the  printed 
page.  Such  interest  always  results  in  larger  gifts.  This  year  our  of- 
ferings reached  an  all  time  high  of  $8,128.55.  This  money  was  gleaned 
over  and  above  our  gifts  to  our  local  church  budget.  Nor  did  we  at- 
tend one  class  and  forget  our  responsibility  throughout  the  year.  196 
mission  study  classes  were  held  with  2,056  being  enrolled.  Of  this 
number  2,023  read  one  or  more  mission  study  books. 

Realizing  the  importance  of  the  community  in  which  we  live  we 
have  not  neglected  our  part  in  community  missions.  New  areas  of  serv- 
ice were  brought  to  our  attention  with  a  special  meeting  held  under 
the  leadership  of  our  chairman,  Mrs.  C.  W.  Warrick,  and  Mrs.  Elbert 
Wilson  regional  chairman  as  guest  speaker.  An  increasing  interest  in 
the  spiritual  life  of  each  individual  has  been  manifest  by  the  appoint- 
ment of  a  prayer  chairman  for  each  society.  Through  prayer,  per- 
sonal witnessing,  giving  of  our  tithes  and  offerings  and  providing  1,- 
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683  missionary  periodicals  going  into  our  homes  monthly  we  have  had 
a  good  beginning.  However,  we  are  conscious  that  much  remains  to 
be  done. 

On  September  27  past  a  successful  leadership  conference  was 
held  at  the  Smithfield  church.  Plans  and  proposals  were  presented  for 
our  Aims  of  Advancement.  Because  of  this  meeting  and  other  such 
emphasis  we  feel  the  days  ahead  will  be  more  meaningful.  There  re- 
mains much  to  be  done  and  we  wish  to  pledge  ourselves  anew  to  the 
task  that  awaits  us. 

We  are  very  conscious  that  our  youth  are  the  hope  of  tomorrow, 
it  is  the  prayer  of  our  hearts  that  God  will  call  from  our  association 
young  people  who  will  take  their  places  in  the  field  of  service  in  His 
World.  Will  you  join  Woman's  Missionary  Union  in  making  this 
an  associational-wide  prayer  and  desire  that,  "We  give  of  our  sons  to 
bear  the  message  glorious;  Give  of  our  wealth  to  speed  them  on  their 
way?"  We  cannot  extend  the  call  —  only  God  can  do  that  but  we 
can  set  up  the  organizations,  tune  the  ears  of  our  youth  to  hear  the 
cries  of  a  needy  world  and  fill  their  minds  and  hearts  with  the  only 
message  that  can  remedy  the  troubles  of  our  world;  the  message  of 
God's  love  and  saving  power.

Comments  on  the 
Biblical  Recorder  were  given  by  Bro.  Glynn  Hill,  who  spoke  in 
the  absence  of  Bro.  Bazemore.  Approval  of  the  report  on  Chris- 
tian Literature  was  given. 

REPORT  ON  CHRISTIAN  LITERATURE 

Nearly  2,000  years  ago  the  Apostle  Paul  said,  "Give  attention  to 
reading."  He  knew  then,  as  we  know  today,  that  God's  people  must 
read  to  strengthen  their  faith,  to  increase  their  knowledge,  to  open 
their  vision,  to  inspire  their  minds.  Christian  Literature  must  be  for- 
ever dedicated  to  the  furtherance  of  the  Gospel  and  the  whole  work  of 
the  Lord  through  His  people  and  His  churches.  Like  many  other  evils 
today,  the  swelling  tide  of  bad  literature  (written  trash)  has  come  to 
deceive  all  who  will  buy,  read  and  absorb  its  insidious  poison.  Much 
of  it  is  cunningly  dressed  in  fine  covers  and  attractive  paints  as  it 
bedecks  every  news  stand  and  lures  every  "thoughtless"  person  to 
take  and  read.  To  stem  this  ugly  tide  is  the  solid  array  of  well 
printed,  sound  Christian  periodicals,  books,  and  other  good  literature 
to  meet  every  age  and  interest. 

It  is  impossible  to  overestimate  the  power  of  the  printed  page. 
Words  have  wings,  and  the  printed  words  can  get  into  many  places 
where  the  spoken  word  cannot  reach.  Baptists  ought  to  make  use  of 
Christian  Literature;  much  of  it  comes  from  the  Baptist  presses.  It 
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must  be  read,  promoted,  and  used  widely  by  our  people  in  their  homes 
and  churches  if  the  whole  program  of  Christ  is  to  be  carried  out  in 
Baptist  unity  and  strength.  There  is  no  other  means  by  which  so 
many  people  can  be  reached  so  completely,  so  constantly,  so  cheaply 
and  so  successfully  as  through  the  Baptist  State  paper.  The  late  Dr. 
George  W.  Truett  has  said,  "It  is  a  tragedy  for  any  Baptist  family  to 
fail  to  receive  and  read  regularly  the  State  Baptist  Paper. " 

If  a  survey  were  made,  very  few  homes  would  be  found  without 
comic  books,  magazines  advertising  the  beauty  of  social  drinking,  but 
to  subscribe  to  the  Biblical  Recorder,  Home  Life,  our  missionary  mag- 
azines is  almost  unheard  of.  What  are  our  church  libraries  doing? 
Are  they  serving  the  members  by  getting  Christian  literature  into  all 
our  churches  and  homes.  We  as  pastors,  church  members,  who  know 
the  value  of  Christian  literature,  should  take  it  upon  ourselves  to  pro- 
mote the  program  of  building  libraries  in  our  churches,  homes,  and 
communities.  How  can  we  hope  to  become  better  Christians  and  bet- 
ter prepared  leaders  if  we  do  not  use  our  best  energies  by  reading  good 
literature  that  is  prepared  for  the  growth  of  Christians. 

"The  promotion  of  missions,  education,  social  service  and  the  dis- 
tribution of  sound  religious  literature,"  was  the  (main  purpose  of  the 
Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Carolina  when  it  was  organized  in 
1830.  Shortly  afterward,  in  1833,  the  Biblical  Recorder  was  founded 
to  help  carry  out  the  high  and  aim  and  purpose  of  our  Baptist  fore- 
fathers. For  123  years,  the  Recorder  has  borne  the  message  of  Bap- 
tist life  and  progress  of  our  State.  It  ought  to  be  in  every  Baptist  home 
in  North  Carolina.  At  present  the  Recorder  visits  over  62,000  homes 
every  week,  carrying  the  message  of  the  Gospel,  Baptist  news  and  a 
wide  variety  of  inspirational  material  for  the  whole  family  circle. 

When  the  writer  of  Proverbs  said,  "As  a  man  thinketh  in  his 
heart,  so  is  he,"  he  was  enunciating  a  truth  that  is  as  valid  now  as  it 
was  when  it  was  written;  and  when  we  remember  that  much  of  the 
thinking  in  the  heart  comes  from  the  reading  done,  we  cannot  over- 
estimate the  value  of  providing  for  all  of  the  members  of  our  churches 
and  homes  the  very  best  reading  matter  that  we  can  get.

19.  Special  music  was  brought  by  the  Princeton  Choir.  It 
was  rendered  enthusiastically  and  beautifully. 

20.  Bro.  Joe  Sumner,  pastor  of  the  Pisgah  Church,  gave  a 
report  on  the  American  Bible  Society.  He  offered  pamphlets  on  the 
work  of  the  Society  for  those  who  were  interested.  His  report  was 
adopted. 

AMERICAN  BIBLE  SOCIETY  REPORT 

A  Chinese  college  student,  during  World  War  II  when  Bibles  were 
scarce  in  his  country,  made  this  earnest  request:  "We  students  want 
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to  know  Jesus.  We  must  have  this  book."  Another  thoughtful  Chi- 
nese student,  talking  with  his  missionary  teacher,  said:  "Your  Eng- 
lish Bible  speaks  to  my  head,  but  my  Chinese  Bible  speaks  to  my 
heart." 

The  words  of  those  Chinese  students  express  two  missionary  prin- 
ciples which  are  true  in  all  lands: 

People  must  have  the  Bible  because  it  presents  Jesus  Christ,  the 
one  hope  of  men  and  nations. 

Each  person  must  have  the  Bible  in  his  own  language  because  it 
speaks  to  his  heart  as  no  other  language  can  speak. 

The  Bible  is  the  missionary's  chief  tool.  He  uses  it  in  every  form  of 
mission  work.  The  Bible  itself  is  a  missionary.  It  can  go  where  the 
human  missionary  cannot  go.  It  can  stay  on  after  he  must  leave— 
and  keep  on  speaking  to  a  man's  heart! 

The  American  Bible  Society  aids  in  Bible  translation,  publishes 
the  Scriptures  without  note  or  comment  and  distributes  them  without 
profit,  usually  below  cost.  For  the  Blind  it  supplies  Scriptures  in 
raised-letter  systems  and  on  Talking  Book  records.  The  Bible  So- 
ciety serves  every  form  of  Southern  Baptist  mission  work  around  the 
world. 

During  1955  the  American  Bible  Society — 

— helped  to  publish  Bibles  in  Russia  by  giving  to  Russian  Baptist  lead- 
ers, mats  made  from  our  printing  plates  —  which  they  are  using  to 
print  50,000  Russian  Bibles. 

— helped  the  Japan  Bible  Society  publish  the  full  Bible  in  Colloquial 
Japanese,  the  every-day  language  easily  understood  by  all  the  peo- 
ple. This  opens  the  Book  to  many  millions  of  new  readers  and  is 
stimulating  interest  in  Bible  reading. 

— donated  1,397,100  Scripture  volumes  for  distribution  by  Chaplains 
to  our  Armed  Forces,  providing  a  vital  link  between  the  home 
churches  and  the  men  in  service. 

— distributed  throughout  the  world  almost  15  million  volumes  of  Scrip- 
tures. 

Southern  Baptists  Support  the  Work 

Because  the  Bible  Society  serves  mission  work — and  because 
Southern  Baptist  missionaries  depend  on  the  Society  for  Scriptures 
they  need  for  distribution  in  their  own  work  —  Southern  Baptist 
churches  give  to  the  American  Bible  Society. 

In  1955  Southern  Baptist  churches  again  broke  their  own  record 
by  giving  $115,631  to  their  Bible  Society  —  but  again  stood  in  second 
place,  exceeded  by  Methodist  gifts  of  $139,151.  Gifts  from  all  denomi- 
nations totaled  $804,998. 

The  help  of  every  Southern  Baptist  church  is  needed.  Has  your  own 
church  given  this  year?  Here  are  suggestions,  based  on  what  many 
churches  are  doing: 

Every  church  can  give  at  least  these  amounts  each  year: 
Country  and  village  churches  $10  to  $25

21.  The  report  on  the  Baptist  Brotherhood  was  brought  by 
Bro.  Lacy  Oliver,  pastor  of  the  New  Bethel  Baptist  Church.  He 
reported  that  there  are  eight  active  Brotherhoods  in  the  Asso- 
ciation as  compared  to  46  W.  M.  U.'s.  He  recognized  representa- 
tives present  from  these  Brotherhoods.  The  great  task  of  our 
men's  being  responsible  for  work  with  our  boys  was  pointed  out. 
The  Brotherhood  report  was  adopted.

22.  The  Moderator  made  an  announcement  in  regard  to  a 
meeting  for  the  purpose  of  petitioning  the  state  legislature  for 
a  statewide  referendum  on  the  matter  of  the  sale  of  alcoholic  bev- 
erages. 

23.  Bro.  Blake  Thomas  led  the  congregation  in  singing  the 
hymn,  "For  the  Beauty  of  the  Earth."  Bro.  Horace  Ricks  made 
several  announcements  regarding  the  Royal  Ambassador  work. 

24.  Bro.  Clyde  Luther  presented  the  preacher  of  the  doctrinal 
sermon,  Dr.  R.  T.  Daniel,  professor  in  the  Old  Testament  depart- 
ment of  Southeastern  Baptist  Theological  Seminary  at  Wake  For- 
est. Dr.  Daniel's  Scripture  was  from  John  the  first  chapter,  and 
his  sermon  centered  around  the  doctrine  of  the  incarnation.  It 
was  very  instructive  and  inspiring.  With  his  leading  in  prayer 
the  session  stood  adjourned.

Morning  Session 

25.  The  second  day's  session  was  begun  with  Bro.  Clyde  Lu- 
ther, pastor  of  the  Pine  Level  Church,  leading  the  group  in  sing- 
ing "Blessed  Assurance."  The  devotional  period  was  led  by  Bro. 
Willard  Baxter,  host  pastor,  who  read  Ephesians  2:8-9  and  led  in 
prayer. 

26.  Bro.  Willard  Baxter  was  recognized  as  being  one  of  the 
new  pastors  in  the  Association.  A  count  revealed  that  21  pastors 
were  present  at  this  session. 

27.  Bro.  J.  E.  Lewis,  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Place  and 
Preacher,  asked  for  invitations  from  churches  wishing  to  have  the 
Association  meet  with  them  next  year. 

28.  The  report  on  Benevolences  was  presented  by  Bro.  Hugh 
Upchurch,  pastor  of  Wilson's  Mills  and  Hood's  Grove  Baptist 
Churches.  Following  his  report  on  the  Baptist  Hospital,  Dean  Ber- 
gen, representative  of  the  hospital  gave  some  interesting  informa- 
tion of  the  work  being  carried  on  in  this  institution.  Our  own 
hospital  is  the  third  in  the  nation  to  get  cobalt  equipment  for  use 
in  X-ray  work.  The  hospital  is  a  channel  to  make  our  Chris- 
tianity real,  he  pointed  out.  Mrs.  Hocutt  added  that  hereafter 
the  gifts  of  the  W.  M.  U.  in  our  Association,  formerly  used  by 
the  White  Cross,  will  go  to  furnish  a  room  in  the  hospital. 
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REPORT  ON  THE  N.  C.  BAPTIST  HOSPITAL 


Our  Baptist  Hospital  is  nobly  doing  service  to  humanity  in  the 
name  of  Christ,  ("I  was  sick  and  you  visited  me").  I  personally  have 
twice  received  treatment  at  our  hospital  and  can  testify  to  the  Chris- 
tian spirit  and  efficiency  of  their  work.  Our  hospital  work,  I  am 
sure,    was  begun  and  continues  under  God's  almighty  hand. 

In  addition  to  this  great  host  of  sick  people,  our  hospital  provides 
an  educational  program  for  more  than  450  young  people  who  are 
training  to  become  nurses,  doctors,  technicians,  pastors  and  other 
Christian  workers. 

The  department  of  Pastoral  Care  provides  Christian  counseling  and 
guidance  for  patients,  students,  hospital  staff  and  personnel,  as  well 
as  hundreds  of  others  who  come  to  the  hospital  from  over  the  State 
for  this  purpose  alone. 

The  cost  of  carrying  on  this  program  for  such  a  multitude  of  peo- 
ple is  tremendous  —  more  than  two  million  dollars  per  year.  Around 
one  half  or  one  fourth  of  this  goes  to  give  a  chance  to  continue  living 
to  a  host  of  people  who  otherwise  would  have  no  hope. 

The  opportunity  for  Christian  service  through  our  hospital  is  truly 
great.  We  need  to  increase  our  contributions  by  at  least  fifty  percent. 
We  can  if  we  will  let  God  direct  us  in  our  giving.

He  told  a  humorous  incident  about  "Uncle"  John  Holt,  with 
whom  many  in  the  Association  are  familiar. 

BAPTIST  HOMES  FOR  THE  AGING  REPORT 

The  Homes  for  The  Aging  finished  its  sixth  year  and  ended  its 
year  with  a  record  of  advanced  service  to  a  greater  number  on  its  roll. 

The  property  value  of  both  the  home  in  Winston-Salem  and  Al- 
bemarle continues  to  increase.  This  is  made  possible  from  these  sources, 
namely:  gifts  by  residents  of  the  home,  gifts  by  individual  friends, 
gifts  by  a  share  in  the  Nine  Year  Program  and  from  other  sources. 

Memorial  gifts  may  be  made  in  the  following  ways:  a  gift  of  $300 
will  furnish  a  room;  $1000  will  endow  (i.e.  furnish  and  maintain) 
a  room;  $3,000  will  pay  the  cost  of  a  room.  In  either  case  a  memorial 
plaque,  bearing  the  name  of  the  donor  and  person  memorialized,  or 
honored,  will  be  placed  on  the  door  of  the  room. 

The  waiting  list  is  long;  it  will  take  renewed  effort  to  even  begin 
to  catch  up  with  the  large  number  waiting  to  enter.  The  increase 
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in  the  number  reaching  old  age  has  brought  about  a  serious  prob- 
lem, and  we  started  about  it  very  late.    Let  us  do  our  best  to  help.

After  Bro.  Upchurch  read  the  report  on  the  Baptist  Orphan- 
age, he  introduced  Bro.  Roger  Williams,  who  is  pastor  at  our  or- 
phanage. Bro.  Williams  pointed  out  very  graphically  our  re- 
sponsibility to  our  children.  We  are  able  to  receive  only  1  out  of 
6  into  the  orphanage;  babies  are  being  born  2J/2  times  as  fast 
as  people  are  dying;  one  out  of  eight  children  under  sixteen  years 
of  age  is  not  living  with  his  parents.  Here  is  an  opportunity  and 
also  a  tremendous  responsibility. 

BAPTIST  ORPHANAGE  REPORT 

A  CONTINUING  NEED 

During  the  year  of  1955  a  total  of  824  applications  for  the  care  of 
needy  children  passed  over  the  desk  of  the  General  Superintendent. 
A  decision  had  to  be  made  on  each  case.  We  are  able  to  admit  to  some 
phase  of  our  program  137  of  these  children.  To  the  other  687  we 
had  to  say  no.  Of  course,  many  of  these  were  accepted  for  some  sort 
of  care  by  relatives  or  other  agencies. 

In  1955  there  were  58%  more  applications  sent  to  us  than  in  1950. 
Thus  the  need,  based  on  the  number  of  applications,  grows  greater 
each  year.  Last  year  we  cared  for  a  total  of  736  children,  or  23 
more  than  the  year  before.  The  increase  was  in  foster  home  care 
and  was  made  possible  by  an  increase  in  the  Thanksgiving  Offering. 

PLAN  OF  SUPPORT 

Last  year  for  the  first  time  the  Orphanage  received  part  of  its  sup- 
port through  the  Cooperative  Program.  About  ten  per  cent  of  the 
total  income  was  given  through  this  channel.  Most  of  the  Churches 
continue  to  place  the  Orphanage  in  their  budgets  or  else  take  the  Once- 
A-Month  offering  through  their  Sunday  Schools.  Each  Church,  of 
course,  makes  its  own  decision  about  this  matter.  Let  us  always  bear 
in  mind  the  fact  that  the  income  for  the  Orphanage  from  Church  bud- 
gets, Once-A-Month  offerings,  and  the  Cooperative  Program  is 
fixed  and  will  be  the  same  amount  each  year.  Therefore,  the  only 
way  for  the  Orphanage  to  get  more  money  to  meet  the  ever  increasing 
needs  for  child  care  is  through  a  greater  Thanksgiving  Offering. 

In  North  Carolina  there  are  more  Baptists  than  ever  before;  the 
income  of  our  people  is  at  an  all-time  high;  they  have  given  more 
money  to  our  total  Baptist  program  than  ever  before.  Surely  this 
year  they  will  make  a  greater  Thanksgiving  Offering  to  help  the  home- 
less child  if  our  Church  leaders  will  give  them  a  chance. 
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BUILDING  PROGRAM 


During  the  past  year  a  new  Church  building  and  a  new  parsonage 
have  been  completed  at  Kennedy  Home.  These  are  buildings  of  which 
every  Baptist  can  be  proud.  A  contract  will  be  let  sometime  this  fall 
for  a  new  Boys'  Cottage  and  a  swimming  pool  at  Kennedy  Home.  Bear 
in  mind  that  all  of  these  buildings  are  erected  with  special  gifts  or  be- 
quests. 

CHARITY  AND  CHILDREN 

We  believe  your  Orphanage  publication,  Charity  and  Children,  is  now 
making  a  greater  contribution  to  our  Baptist  program  than  ever  before 
in  its  glorious  history.  With  the  tremendous  amount  of  "trash"  reach- 
ing our  people  through  the  printed  page,  it  is  impossible  for  us  to  get 
too  much  good  literature  in  their  hands.  Today  more  than  51,000  copies 
of  Charity  and  Children  are  mailed  out  each  week.  These  are  filled 
with  information  about  some  phase  of  our  Baptist  program.

RELIEF  AND  ANNUITY  REPORT

measure  of  financial  security  for  ministers  and  other  denominational 
employees  when  they  retire. 

Some  of  the  plans  include  the  Ministers'  Security,  the  Southern 
Baptist  Protection,  and  the  Widows  Security  Plan.  Information  can 
be  secured  further  by  writing  to  Relief  and  Annuity  Board,  R.  Alton 
Reed,  Executive  Secretary,  Baptist  Building,  Dallas  Texas. 

Social  Security  under  the  government  is  not  a  substitute  to  the 
plan  but  is  a  supplement,  so  do  not  cancel  out  your  Relief  Policy.

29.  The  Associational  Clerk,  Clyde  Yates,  Jr.,  gave  a  digest 
of  the  church  letters,  pointing  out  some  of  the  gains  and  losses 
in  the  various  phases  of  the  work  over  the  past  year.  These  sta- 
tistics are  given  in  full  in  the  tables  found  in  the  back  of  the  Min- 
utes. 

30.  The  pastor  of  the  Benson  Church,  Bro.  H.  0.  Lanning, 
brought  the  report  on  the  Cooperative  Program  and  then  pre- 
sented Dr.  E.  L.  Spivey,  of  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  Convention 
who  emphasized  missions  and  mission  giving.  Southern  Baptists 
give  well  but  spend  the  larger  part  of  their  gifts  on  their  local 
interests,  he  pointed  out.  Missions  is  basically  biblical,  and  giv- 
ing is  basic  in  missions  and  Christianity.  Bro.  Lanning's  report 
was  adopted  by  the  group. 

COOPERATIVE  PROGRAM  REPORT 

The  Cooperative  Program  is  a  channel  through  which  every 
Christian  may  obey  the  Great  Commission.  The  Cooperative  Program 
is  the  plan  through  which  Southern  Baptists  share  the  gospel  at  home 
and  around  the  world.  It  is  the  channel  through  which  our  offerings 
flow  out  into  the  world  and  are  placed  where  they  will  meet  the 
greatest  need.  The  Cooperative  Program  makes  possible  the  operation 
of  schools  and  churches,  hospitals  and  seminaries  and  countless  other 
Christian  ministeries. 

Throughout  our  convention  territory,  Southern  Baptists  continue 
to  look  upon  the  Cooperative  Program  as  the  lifeline  for  missionary, 
educational  and  benevolent  work.  Now  in  its  thirty-first  year,  Southern 
Baptists  used  the  Cooperative  Program  in  1955  to  channel  over  eleven 
million  dollars  into  convention-wide  causes,  including  the  support  of 
our  seminaries,  ministerial  relief,  home  and  foreign  missions. 

The  Cooperative  Program  exists  only  as  the  local  churches  provide 
for  the  continuing  existence  of  such.  United  in  our  efforts  as  a  church, 
an  association,  a  state  or  south-wide  we  can  accomplish  much,  but 
the  much  must  come  through  cooperation.  Last  year  every  church  in 
Johnston  association  made  some  contribution  to  world-wide  missions 
through  the  Cooperative  Program.  However,  with  the  increasing  need 
in  every  area  of  the  world  we  need  to  lengthen  our  cords  and  strengthen 
our  stakes.  Only  through  cooperation  of  each  member  in  each  church 
can  this  be  accomplished. 

It  gives  me  great  personal  joy  to  put  my  offering  into  my  local 
church  weekly  —  because  during  that  week,  I  need  not  stay  within 
the  bounds  of  my  town  or  state,  but  because  I  have  made  an  offering 
in  my  local  church  the  sun  never  sets  on  that  contribution.  Why? — be- 
cause it  is  channeled  through  the  Cooperative  Program.  Each  week, 
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I  hold  the  chalk  that  writes  across  the  blackboard  at  our  many  schools 
scattered  throughout  the  world.  I  ride  up  and  down  the  Amazon  and 
hand  out  Bibles  to  those  who  have  never  heard  the  story  of  Jesus.  I 
stand  by  the  bedside  of  a  critically  ill  patient  and  soothe  a  fevered 
brow.  I  turn  to  migrant  camps  throughout  the  southland  and  minister 
to  a  group  of  people  without  a  home  or  a  church.  I  wade  through 
the  swamps  of  Louisiana  and  tell  French  speaking  people  about  a 
living  Christ  who  brings  life  everlasting.  I  enter  into  our  large  cities 
and  add  encouragement  to  city  missionaries  endeavoring  to  reach  the 
masses.  I  can  be  everywhere  in  my  state  and  my  world,  all  because 
I  have  been  aware  of  the  importance  of  cooperation  and  the  privi- 
lege that  is  mine  to  share  in  such  cooperative  efforts  as  outlined  by 
Southern  Baptists  through  our  Cooperative  Program.

It  is  felt  that  surely 
you  have  felt  this  training  in  our  Association  during  recent  months 
while  you  were  laboring  with  nominations  for  workers  for  your  Sunday 
School  year.

It  was  in- 
teresting to  observe  the  events  which  go  into  the  making  of  a 
typical  Baptist  Church.    This  historical  report  was  approved- 

HISTORY  OF  BETHESDA  BAPTIST  CHURCH 

One  realizes  the  impossibility  of  wriitng  a  full  and  complete  his- 
tory of  one  hundred  and  fourteen  years  of  service  rendered  by  this 
church;    therefore  the  following  will  be  very  brief. 

Bethesda  Missionary  Baptist  Church  was  organized  April  23,  1842, 
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in  a  log  building  on  the  present  site  with  19  charter  members  —  nine 
male  and  ten  female,    the  names  of  which  are  as  follows:

The  church  has  had  three  buildings  —  the  first  was  built  of  logs. 
The  second  was  a  frame  building  with  a  shed  on  the  left  side  for  col- 
ored people.  Later  this  building  was  repaired  and  enlarged  and  the 
pulpit  moved  from  the  front  to  the  rear,  and  furnished  with  new  pews. 
The  present  building  was  erected  in  1915  at  a  cost  of  $4200.00.  The  old 
building  was  sold  to  Negroes  for  a  school. 

Six  preachers  have  gone  out  from  this  church.  Brother  J.  W. 
Smith,  Brother  W.  M.  Lancaster,  Brother  Joe  Puckett,  Brother  Major 
Edwards,  Brother  L.  E.  Godwin,  Jr.  and  Brother  Elbert  Godwin,  who 
was  ordained  to  preach  the  gospel  on  August  30,  1925. 

The  church  has  been  served  by  26  pastors  and  20  clerks.  The  Clerks 
were  as  follows: 

Austin  Avery,  D.  H.  Adams,  Moses  Wallace,  Isaiah  Gay,  N.  L. 
Barnes,  D.  J.  Ellis,  N.  R.  Mitchiner,  G.  R.  Harper,  N.  G.  Gulley,  R.  C. 
Gulley,  J.  B.  Tryley,  J.  W.  Branham,  J.  J.  Wallace,  J.  H.  Easom,  J.  W. 
Smith,  J.  E.  Smith,  Talbert  Godwin,  C.  H.  Medlin,  Rex  Gardner.  C. 
G.  Cole  has  served  as  our  church  clerk  since  1949,  and  Jack  Lee  has 
served  as  our  treasurer  since  1950.  Our  Sunday  School  Superintendent, 
Brother  Lloyd  Godwin,  has  served  us  since  1949. 

Under  the  guidance  of  Brother  Elbert  Godwin,  who  has  been  our 
pastor  for  the  past  8  years,  much  progress  has  been  made  in  our 
church  both  spiritually  and  materially.  In  1950  a  parsonage  was 
built  at  an  approximate  cost  of  $5,000.00,  with  the  greater  part  of 
the  labor  given  by  the  members.  In  1952  a  gas  heating  system  was 
installed  in  the  church.  In  1953  four  new  Sunday  School  Class  rooms 
were  added  to  take  care  of  our  much  needed  Sunday  School  space. 
At  that  time  we  had  become  a  standard  Sunday  School.  The  addition 
of  these  Sunday  School  rooms  was  completed  with  a  very  small  cash 
outlay,  as  generous  donations  of  lumber  and  labor  were  given  by 
many  members  of  the  church.  In  1954,  the  inside  of  the  church  was 
repainted,  including  all  Sunday  School  rooms,  pews  reworked  and 
floors  sanded  and  refinished.  The  entire  job  was  completed  at  a  cost 
of  approximately  $1,750.00.  This  amount  was  given  to  our  building 
fund  with  the  exception  of  $600.00  which  was  necessary  to  borrow  to 
complete  the  work  we  had  begun.  This  has  been  repaid  and  the 
church  is  now  debt  free. 
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In  1954  the  church  membership  voted  to  have  services  every  Sun- 
day morning  and  evening.  The  pastor's  salary  was  increased,  and  he 
went  on  full  time.  Prior  to  1954,  services  were  being  held  only  two 
Sundays  a  month,  morning  and  evening. 

There  are  now  220  resident  members,  119  non-resident  members, 
making  a  total  of  338. 

For  several  years  we  had  Harvest  Day  to  raise  additional  money 
for  the  church  expenses,  but  the  congregation  in  1954  decided  to  have 
a  home  coming  day,  and  all  members  were  asked  to  bring  their  tithes 
instead  of  donating  materials  and  articles  for  sale  on  Harvest  Day. 
This  change  from  harvest  day  to  Home  Coming  day  has  been  a  suc- 
cess financially  as  well  as  spiritually.  Many  of  our  former  mem- 
bers return  on  this  day  to  enjoy  fellowship  with  friends  and  relatives. 

Brother  L.  E.  Godwin  resigned  as  pastor  effective  October  1st, 
1956,  after  eight  years  of  service,  as  pastor.  Brother  Willard  Bax- 
ter, a  student  at  Southeastern  Seminary,  has  been  called,  and  services 
will  continue  to  be  held  every  Sunday  morning  and  evening.

37.  Bro.  Frank  Zedick,  pastor  of  Selma  Baptist  Church  and 
secretary  of  the  Executive  Committee,  presented  the  report  of 
work  done  by  the  Executive  Committee  during  the  past  year. 
Bro.  P.  E.  Jones  offered  the  recommended  budget  for  1956-57, 
prepared  by  the  Finance  Committee,  as  part  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee report.  The  report  of  the  Committee,  including  the  proposed 
budget,  was  adopted  by  the  Association. 

EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE  REPORT 

The  Executive  Committee  of  the  Johnston  Association  held  six 
meetings  during  the  past  year.  Four  regular  quarterly  meetings,  one 
called  meeting  and  the  October  meeting  in  1955  was  held  on  Novem- 
ber 8,  1955. 

Matters  of  importance  transacted  this  past  year  are  as  follows:  On 
November  8,  1955,  the  Moderator  of  the  Association  appointed  five 
members  of  the  Executive  Committee  to  serve  on  a  newly  formed  As- 
sociational  Council,  to  promote  the  missionary  activities  of  the  Asso- 
ciation. Members  of  the  Associational  Council  are  the  Associational 
Missionary,  Sunday  School  Superintendent,  Training  Union  Director, 
W.  M.  U.  President,    and  the  Brotherhood  President. 

The  Executive  Committee  also  decided  to  select  an  auditing  com- 
mittee to  audit  all  church  letters  in  1956  before  the  publication  of  the 
Association's  minutes.  It  was  determined  that  Executive  Committee 
meetings  continue  to  be  held  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  each  quarter. 
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On  January  10,  1956,  the  Moderator  added  a  pastor  of  the  Asso- 
ciation as  a  member  at  large  to  the  Associational  Council. 

On  February  20,  1946,  Mrs.  Dale  Mitchiner  offered  her  resignation 
to  the  Executive  Committee  to  take  effect  no  later  than  October  1, 
1956.  The  committee  accepted  the  resignation.  The  Moderator  ap- 
pointed a  special  committee  of  five  members  to  investigate  and  recom- 
mend to  the  Executive  Committee  another  Associational  Missionary. 

On  April  13,  1956,  Mrs.  Dale  Mitchiner  announced  to  the  com- 
mittee that  the  exact  date  her  resignation  would  take  effect  as  Asso- 
ciational Missionary  would  be  April  30,  1956.  It  was  agreed  upon 
and  recommended  to  the  finance  committee  that  allocations  to  churches 
be  based  on  per  capita  of  resident  membership  in  the  working  out  of 
the  new  year's  financial  program  of  the  Association. 

On  July  3.  1956,  the  Executive  Committee  approved  unanimously 
the  budget  proposal  by  the  finance  committee  later  to  be  presented  to 
the  Association.  The  committee  also  approved  a  request  of  $900.00  for 
state  help  in  the  coming  year's  Associational  program. 

On  October  2,  1956  two  requests  for  pastoral  aid  from  the  state 
convention  were  approved.  One  request  was  for  Johnston  Memorial 
Mission  a  work  of  the  First  Baptist  Church  in  Smithfield,  and  the 
other  for  Faith  Baptist  Mission  a  work  of  the  Selma  Baptist  Church. 

In  keeping  with  the  constitution  of  the  Association,  two  proposed 
constitutional  amendments  were  read  as  information  to  the  Execu- 
tive Committee.  One  proposed  amendment  dealt  with  the  adding  of 
three  leaders  to  the  Executive  Committee;  Publicity  director,  Music 
director,  and  Chairman  on  Evangelism.  The  other  proposal  dealt 
with  the  adoption  of  a  Mission's  Council  in  the  Association.  Forty- 
eight  persons  comprised  the  membership  of  the  Executive  committee. 
The  average  attendance  was  20.

Eph  Whisenhunt,  pastor  of  the  Clayton  First  Bap- 
tist Church,  gave  the  report  on  Temperance  and  Public  Morals. 
In  speaking  to  the  report  he  emphasized  the  tremendous  fight  that 
Christians  are  faced  with  on  the  part  of  the  alcoholic  beverage  in- 
dustry. He  also  stressed  that  the  matter  of  morals  is  of  equal  im- 
portance in  the  process  of  Christian  living  and  serving.  The  group 
voted  to  adopt  this  report. 

REPORT  ON  TEMPERANCE  AND  PUBLIC  MORALS 

Temperance  is  self-control.  Paul  said,  "Every  man  that  striveth 
for  the  mastery  is  temperant  in  ALL  things."  Temperance  is  more 
than  refraining  from  alcoholic  beverages. 

We  have  more  saloons  than  we  have  churches,  temples,  synagogues 
and  other  places  of  worship  combined. 

We  spend  9V2  billion  dollars  a  year  for  alcoholic  beverages  while 
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we  spend  less  than  4  billion  through  the  churches.  We  have  lawless- 
ness, poverty,  broken  homes  and  orphanages  rilled  with  children  de- 
serted by  drunken  parents.  We  have  more  than  4  million  alcoholic?  and 
more  than  20  million  more  who  are  becoming  alcoholics  rapidly. 
Through  the  movies,  T.  V.,  radio  and  public  press,  we  expose  our  youth 
to  the  enemy  of  man-kind.  The  liquor  crowd  is  seeking  to  increase 
the  consumption  of  alcoholic  beverages. 

Liquor  stands  for  greed,  self-gratication,  destruction,  indulgence, 
theft,  rape,  poverty,  disease,  misery,  divorce  and  at  last,  the  loss  of 
the  soul. 

The  battle  will  not  be  won  easily.  The  liquor  barons  spend  millions 
lobbying  and  seek  to  kill  all  measures  for  outlawing  their  product. 
We  must  keep  alive  the  agitation.  The  liquor  group  wants  the  drinker's 
money.    We  need  more  law-makers  who  are  not  for  sale. 

We  need  to  give  more  attention  to  the  ever  increasing  sale  and 
use  of  narcotics.  This  evil  is  invading  homes,  schools  and  other 
institutions.    We  must  not  fiddle  while  Rome  burns. 

We  commend  the  efforts  being  made  to  secure  a  referendum.  The 
"wets"  are  afraid  of  the  "drys."  Let  us  enforce  our  Church  Covenant 
which  reads,  "To  abstrain  from  the  sale  and  use  of  intoxicating  drinks 
as  a  beverage."    Let  us  live  dry,  talk  dry  and  vote  dry.

The  chairman  shall  be  elected  from  among  themselves  by  the 
committee  at  its  first  session  following  their  annual  election.

Literature,  American  Bible  Society,  Temperance  and  Public  Morals, 
Cooperative  program,  Benevolences  (which  shall  include  the  Orphanage, 
Hospital,  Home  for  the  Aging,  Relief  and  Annuity  Board),  Music 
Director,  and  Associational  Missionary.

March  21,  1956 

The  fifty-fourth  annual  session  of  the  Woman's  Missionary 
Union  of  the  Johnston  Baptist  Association  was  held  in  the  Bailey 
Baptist  Church,  Bailey,  N.  C,  on  March  21,  1956.  The  theme  for 
the  meeting  was  "His  Commission  .  .  .  Our  Mission" 

The  meeting  opened  at  10:00  a.m.  with  the  superintendent, 
Mrs.  H.  O.  Lanning,  calling  the  meeting  to  order.  Mrs.  Larry 
Mayo  of  Smithfield  led  the  congregation  in  singing  the  opening 
hymn,  "The  Kingdom  Is  Coming"  and  Scriptures  were  read  by  the 
group  leaders,  Miss  Alberta  Boyette,  Mrs.  H.  M.  Johnson  and 
Mrs.  J.  A.  Creech.  This  was  followed  by  a  duet,  "Speak  to  My 
Heart,  Lord  Jesus,"  by  Mrs.  Thorne  Reynolds  and  Mrs.  Larry  Mayo. 
Prayer  was  offered  by  Mrs.  E.  W.  Ellis  of  Clayton. 

Cordial  words  of  welcome  and  greetings  were  offered  by  the 
president  of  the  Bailey  society,  Mrs.  Raymond  Finch.  The  busi- 
ness session,  presided  over  by  Mrs.  Lanning,  consisted  of  the 
recognition  of  visitors  and  pastors  present  for  the  day's  activities, 
the  appointment  of  committees,  and  reading  of  the  treasurer's 
report  by  Mrs.  D.  B.  Oliver  of  Pine  Level.  The  nominating  com- 
mittee appointed  for  the  coming  year  was  Mrs.  William  Barnes, 
Mrs.  J.  E.  Joyner  and  Mrs.  Hiram  Rose.  The  first  speaker  for  the 
day  to  bring  an  inspiration  note  was  Mrs.  A.  D.  Frazier,  the  Regional 
superintendent  for  the  Raleigh  Region.  Mrs.  Frazier  spoke  on 
the  opportunities  of  service  in  the  Raleigh  region  and  mentioned 
prayer  as  the  gateway  to  spiritual  power.  Mrs.  W.  B.  Johnson, 
southern  Baptist  missionary  to  Indonesia,  gave  an  inspiring  mes- 
sage on  the  Baptist  work  in  Indonesia  and  suggested  some  practi- 
cal means  whereby  the  missionary  society  could  be  enlisted  in  bring- 
ing Christ  to  this  portion  of  the  world.  She  gave  a  historical  ac- 
count of  Indonesia  and  their  difficulty  in  obtaining  permission 
to  establish  missions  stations.  She  brought  out  the  fact  that  the 
people  are  very  anxious  to  hear  the  gospel  and  urged  a  chain  of 
continuous  prayer  by  all  the  people  in  America  for  this  area  of  the 
world. 

Mrs.  Dale  Mitchiner  sought  to  give  a  glimpse  of  His  commis- 
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sion  .  •  .  our  mission  in  Johnston  Association  and  gave  a  resume 
of  work  done,  as  well  as  work  that  needed  to  be  done.  She  pre- 
sented Mrs.  Carl  Worley,  Sr.,  president  of  the  Selma  society,  and 
Mrs.  Floyd  Price,  of  the  Pine  Level  Society,  whose  work  in  their 
local  churches  had  led  their  societies  to  become  A-l  societies. 

Reports  of  the  chairman  of  each  division  of  work  were  pre- 
sented and  gave  a  report  of  work  done  and  mentioned  plans  for 
the  weeks  ahead.  Mrs.  C.  W.  Warrick  of  Smithfield,  community 
missions  chairman,  gave  a  resume  of  work  done  through  community 
missions.  Mrs.  Floyd  Price  of  Pine  Level,  the  stewardship  chair- 
man, gave  a  report  of  our  stewardship  activities  and  urged  each 
local  church  to  give  attention  to  the  stewardship  emphasis.  Mrs. 
P.  E.  Jones,  assisted  by  Mrs.  Roy  Denning,  dressed  in  costume  of 
50  years  ago  gave  a  report  of  Royal  Service,  the  W.  M.  S.  maga- 
zine. Mrs.  William  Wheeler,  the  prayer  chairman,  urged  the  chair- 
man of  the  local  society  to  give  attention  to  prayer  and  Bible 
study.  Mrs.  H.  O.  Lanning  presented  a  group  of  people  dressed  in 
costume  of  the  current  countries  being  studied  by  our  women  and 
young  people.  The  groups  represented  were  the  Moslem  world, 
the  American  Indian  and  emphasis  placed  on  Japan,  the  study  for 
next  fall.  It  was  announced  that  Mrs.  Lanning  had  been  commis- 
sioned by  the  Foreign  Mission  Board  of  Richmond  to  write  the 
teachers'  helps  for  the  Japan  study  to  be  made  in  the  fall  of  1956. 

Mrs.  Doc.  R.  Oliver  brought  the  report  of  the  young  people 
with  the  aid  of  her  various  leaders.  Posters  and  charts  were  used 
to  show  the  progress  of  work  done.  The  leaders  who  assisted  in 
presenting  the  report  were  Mrs.  Allen  Johnson  of  Benson,  Sun- 
beam leader;  Mrs.  Arthur  Creech  of  Smithfield,  the  G.  A.  leader; 
and  Mrs.  Joe  Overby  of  Smithfield,  the  Y.  W.  A.  leader. 

The  congregation  was  led  in  singing,  "Come,  Women,  Wide 
Proclaim,"  after  which  Miss  Beverly  Neilson  of  the  state  WMU 
office  brought  a  stirring  report  of  the  responsibility  of  our  youth. 
At  the  close  of  her  message,  Mrs.  Larry  Mayo  sang,  "The  Stranger 
of  Galilee,"  after  which  Bro.  Clyde  Yates,  Jr.,  pastor  of  the  Bai- 
ley church, led  in  prayer. 

The  afternoon  session  was  opened  with  the  singing  of  the 
hymn,  "We've  a  story  to  Tell,"  with  Mrs.  W.  W.  Turner  and  Mrs. 
Alton  Wood  reading  the  devotional  Scripture.  Mrs.  Troy  Jones 
of  Four  Oaks  gave  a  report  of  work  done  and  progress  made  by  the 
local  societies  in  support  of  Carver  School  and  the  Margaret  Fund. 
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This  was  followed  by  the  report  of  the  committees  and  the 
election  of  officers,  with  Mrs.  William  Barnes  and  Mrs.  Larry 
Mayo  in  charge  of  the  dedicatory  service.  The  theme,  Keys  of  the 
Kingdom,  was  used,  and  keys  were  presented  to.  each  officer  and  a 
pledge  was  made  in  unison.  Mrs.  B.  A.  Hocutt,  chairman  of  the 
White  Cross,  in  her  usual  able  manner,  closed  the  program  with  a 
pageant,  using  a  large  white  cross  in  the  background,  flanked 
by  bearers  of  linens  and  donations  for  the  Baptist  hospital.  Book 
marks  in  the  shape  of  candles  represented  churches  which  have 
contributed  to  White  Cross  during  the  year.  A  plea  was  made  by 
Mrs.  Hocutt  for  the  association  to  be  100%  in  its  contributions  to 
White  Cross. 

The  meeting  was  closed  with  a  benediction  hymn  by  Mrs. 
Carl  Worley,  Jr.,  who  sang  "I  am  satisfied  with  Jesus." 

The  meeting  adjourned  to  meet  with  the  Clayton  Baptist 
church  next  spring,  the  time  to  be  set  by  the  state  office.
